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INTRODUCTION. 


TiiE  object  of  the  presout  work  is  to  furnish  officers  of  the  Government, 
members  of  the  bar,  settlers  on  the  public  lands,  and  all  who  are  connected 
in  any  manner  with  the  land  affairs  of  the  United  States,  all  the  means  of 
information  necessary  to  a  thorough  comprehension  of  the  system,  as  it  now 
exists,  by  the  publication,  in  exlemo,  of  all  the  important  land  laws,  toge- 
ther with  the  construction  placed  upon  them  hj  those  officers  of  the  Gov- 
ernment charged  with  their  administration.     It  contains — 

1st.  A  selection  of  such  of  the  laws  of  Congress,  in  relation  to  public 
lands,  passed  prior  to  the  year  1838,  as  are  of  present  application  and  ope- 
ration. It  was  deemed  unnecessary  to  give  all  the  laws  contained  in  Part  I, 
of  "  Laws,  Opinions,  and  Instructions,"  which  was  published  in  1838,  since, 
for  the  greater  part,  those  laws  have  expired  or  become  obsolete ;  and  since 
that  work  is  still  in  print,  and  can  bo  obtained  by  all  professional  men,  who 
alone  would  be  likely  to  require  it  for  reference  in  cases  which  may  have 
originated  more  than  twenty  years  ago. 

The  selections  which  have  been  given,  however,  arc  enough  to  render 
this  work  complete  for  all  practical  purposes. 

From  the  year  1838  to  1860,  all  the  laws  relating  to  public  lands  will  be 
found  in  this  volume. 

2d.  Decisions  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  Interior,  in  cases  on  appeal  from 
the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office.  These  decisions  contain  an 
exposition  of  the  land  laws  by  the  highest  Executive  Officer  of  the  Gov- 
ernment having  cognizance  of  them,  and  who  acts,  in  regard  to  such  cases, 
in  a  quad  judicial  capacity. 

3d.  The  more  important  opinions  of  the  Attorneys-Genera!  iti  full,  upon 
questions  which  have  arisen  under  the  land  laws. 

4th.  The  instructions  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  OfBce 
to  Registers  and  Eeceivers,  and  to  Surveyors-General,  in  regard  to  their 
duties,  together  with  reports  and  notes,  giving  the  rulings  of  his  bureau  in 
particular  cases.     And — 

5th.  Notes  of  reference  to  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  in  cases  involving  tlie  exposition  of  land  laws,  giving  the 
substance  of  such  decisions,  with  references  also  to  the  opinions  of  the 
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Attoroeys-G-enenil  in  relation  to  the  same  subject.  Some  of  the  leading 
decisions  of  State  Courts  are  also  referred  to. 

The  work  has  very  naturally  divided  itself  into  several  "  titles,"  or  heads. 
Every  law  and  official  paper  has  been  numbered  ;  the  first  in  the  order  of 
date,  and  the  latter  in  the  order  of  insertion.  Some  of  the  laws  which  were 
inadvertently  omitted  from  their  regular  order,  will  be  found  in  the  Ap- 
pendix. For  brevity  and  convenience,  the  laws  are  referred  to  in  the 
decisions  and  instructions  by  the  numbers  which  have  been  given  thein. 

In  order  to  render  this  work  as  complete  as  possible,  the  editor  has 
availed  himself  of  the  assistance  and  advice  of  several  gentlemen  con- 
nected with  the  Department,  and  in  this  eouoection,  it  is  proper  that  he 
should  express  his  grateful  appreciation  of  the  favors  tTius  conferred. 

Especial  obligations  are  acknowledged  for  many  important  suggestions,  to 
Moses  Kelly,  Esq.,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  to  the 
Hon.  Joseph  S.  WilsoD,  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  to 
Henry  Beard,  Esq.,  of  the  Interior  Department,  whose  thorough  know, 
ledge  of  the  subject  rendered  their  advice  and  aid  of  peculiar  value ;  like- 
wise, to  J.  A.  Barksdale,  Esq.,  of  the  Department,  and  to  Messrs'.

PUBLIC  ACTS  OF  CONGRESS 

SALE  AND  DISPOSITION  OF  PUBLIC  LANDS. 


Se  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  a  surveyor  general 
shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  engage  a  sufficient  number  of 
skilful  surveyors,  as  his  deputies ;  whom  he  shall  cause,  without  delay,  to 
survey  and  mark  the  unascertained  outlines  of  the  lands  lying  northwest 
of  the  river  Ohio,  and  above  the  mouth  of  the  river  Kentucky,  in  which 
the  titles  of  the  Indian  tribes  have  been  extinguished,  and  to  divide  the 
same  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed;  he  shall  have  authority  to  frame 
regulations  and  instructions  for  the  governmeDt  of  his  deputies,  to  admin- 
ister the  necessary  oaths  upon  their  appointments,  and  to  remove  them  for 
negligence  or  misconduct  in  office. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  part  of  the  said  lands  which  has 
not  been  already  conveyed  by  letters-patent,  or  divided,  in  pursuance  of  an 
ordinance  in  Congress,  passed  on  the  twentieth  of  May,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  eighty-five,  or  which  has  not  been  Tieretofore,  and,  during  the 
present  session  of  Congress,  may  not  be,  appropriated  for  satisfying  militaiy 
land  bounties,  and  for  other  purposes,  shall  be  divided  by  north  and  south 
lines,  run  according  to  the  true  meridian,  and  by  others  crossing  them  at 
right  angles,  so  as  to  form  townships  of  six  miles  square,  unless  where  the 
line  of  the  late  Indian  purchase,  or  of  tracts  of  land  heretofore  surveyed  or 
patented,  or  the  course  of  navigable  rivers,  may  reader  it  impracticable ; 
and  then  this  rule  shall  be  departed  from  no  further  than  such  particnlar 
circumstances  may  require.  The  corners  of  the  townships  shall  be  marked 
with  progressive  numbers,  from  the  beginning;  each  distance  of  a  mile 
between  the  said  corners  shall  be  also  distinctly  marked,  with  marks  differ- 
ent from  those  of  the  corners.  One  half  of  the  said  townships;  taking  them

Every 
y  I  II  te  in  his  field  book  the  true  situations  of  all  mines,  salt 
licks,  salt  springs,  and  mill  seats,  which  shall  come  to  bis  knowledge;  all 
water  courses  over  which  the  line  he  runs  shall  pass;  and  also  the  quality 
of  the  lands.  These  field  books  shall  be  returned  to  the  surveyor  general, 
who  shall  therefrom  cause  a  description  of  the  whole  lands  surveyed  to  be 
made  out  and  transmitted  to  the  officers  who  may  superintend  the  sales. 
He  shall  also  cause  a  fair  plat  to  be  made  of  the  townships  and  fractional 
parts  of  townships  contained  in  the  said  lands,  describing  the  subdivisions 
thereof,  and  the  marks  of  the  corners.  This  plat  shall  be  recorded  in  books 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose ;  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  kept  open  at  the  sur- 
veyor general's  office  for  public  information;  and  other  copies  sent  to  the 
places  of  the  sale,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasutr. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  a  salt  spring*  lying  upon  a  creek 
which  empties  into  the  Sciota  river,  on  the  east  side,  together  with  as  many 
contiguous  sections  as  shall  be  equal  to  one  township,  and  every  other  salt 
spring  which  may  be  discovered,  together  with  the  section  of  one  mile 
square  which  includes  it,  and  also  four  sections  at  the  centre  of  every  town- 
ship, containing  each  one  mile  square,  shall  be  reserved  for  the  future  dis- 
posal of  the  United  States;  but  there  shall  be  no  reservations,  except  for 
salt  springs,  in  fractional  townships,  where  the  fraction  is  less  than  three- 
fourths  of  a  township. 

Sec.  4,  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  seven  ranges  of  townships 
shall  have  been  surveyed  below  the  Great  Miami,  or  between  the  Scioffl 


*■  This  salt  apring,  and  also  those  near  the  Maskingum  river,  have  been  given  to 
the  State  of  Ohio,  by  the  act  of  the  30th  of  April,  1802.  The  section  Ko.  16,  which 
L3  one  of  the  four  central  sections,  was  also,  bj  the  act  of  3Dth  April,  1802,  granted 
to  the  inhabitants  of  every  township  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  And  by  the  act  of  the  3d 
of  Uacch,  1803,  and  of  2d  of  March,  180T,  certain  qaatter  townships  were  granted,  in 
liea  of  that  section,  for  the  nse  of  schools,  in  tbe  military  tract,  in  the  Connecticut 
Reserve,  and  in  the  Virginia  military  tract,  where  the  section  No.  16  had  not  originally 
beea  resMTed.  The  same  reservation  of  No.  16,  for  the  nseof  schools,  basbeenmade 
in  all  tiia  snbsfqaent  laws  for  the  sale  of  public  lands  wherever  situated.

(now  the  State  of  Louisiana,)  and  Louisiana,  (now  Missouri)  Territories,  nor  in  any 
tracts  of  land  north  of  the  river  Ohio,  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  extinguished 
subsequent  to  the  treaty  of  Greenville:  that  is  to  say,  from  tbe  year  1795.  And 
the  sale  of  those  reserved  sections,  as  well  as  those  reserved  by  the  ordinance  of  the 
20th  of  May,  iTSS,  is  authorised  by  the  7th  section  of  the  act  of  3d  of  March,  1806, 
^nd  by  act  of  2Sth  February,  1808. 
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river  and  the  Ohio  Company's  purchase,  or  between  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  Connecticut  claims  and  the  ranges  already  laid  off,  beginning  upon 
the  Ohio  river  and  extending  westwardly,  and  the  plats  thereof  made  and 
transmitted,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  this  aot,  the  said  sections  of 
six  hundred  and  forty  acres  (excluding  those  hereby  reserved)  shall  be 
offered  foi  sale,  at  public  vendue,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  or 
Secretary  of  the  Western  Territory,  and  the  surveyor  general ;  such  of  them 
as  lie  below  the  Great  Miami  shall  be  sold  at  Cincinnati ;  those  of  them 
which  lie  between  the  Sciota  and  the  Ohio  Company's  purchase,  at  Pitts- 
burg ;  and  those  between  the  Conneciieut  claim  and  the  seven  ranges,  at 
Pittsbui^.  And  the  townships  remaining  undivided  shall  be  offered  for 
sale,  in  the  same  manner,  at  the  seat  of  Government  of  the  United  States, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  tracts  of  one-quarter 
of  a  township,  lying  at  the  corners  thereof,  excluding  the  four  central  sec- 
tions and  the  other  reservations  before  mentioned  :  Provided  alwai/s,  That 
no  part  of  the  lands  directed  by  this  act  to  be  offered  for  sale  shall  be  sold 
for  less  than  two  dollars  per  acre.* 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasnry,  after 
receiving  the  aforesaid  plats,  shall  forthwith  give  notice,  in  one  newspaper 
in  each  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Territories  northwest  and  south  of 
the  river  Ohio,  of  the  times  of  Sile;  which  shall,  in  no  case,  be  less  than 
two  months  from  the  date  of  the  notice;  and  the  sales  at  the  different 
places  shall  not  commence  within  less  than  one  month  of  each  other.  And 
when  the  Governor  of  the  Western  Territory,  or  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
shall  find  it  necessary  to  adjourn  or  suspend  the  sales  under  their  direction, 
respectively,  for  more  than  three  days  at  any  one  time,  notice  shall  be  given 
in  the  public  newspapers  of  such  suspension,  and  at  what  time  the  sales  will 
recommence. 

Seo.  6.  Be  it/urlker  enacted,  That  immediately  after  the  passing  of  this 
aet,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  directed, 
advertise  for  sale  the  lands  remaining  unsold  in  the  seven  ranges  of  town- 
ships which  were  surveyed  in  pursuance  of  an  ordinance  of  Congress  passed 
the  twentieth  of  May,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-five, 
including  the  lands  drawn  for  the  army  by  the  late  Secretary  of  War,  and 
also  those  heretofore  sold,  but  not  paid  for;  the  townships  which,  by  the 
said  ordinance,  are  directed  to  be  sold  entire,  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at 
public  vendue,  in  Philadelphia,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  in  quarter  townships,  reserving  the  four  centre  sections,  according 
to  the  directions  of  this  act.  The  townships  which,  by  the  said  ordinance, 
are  directed  to  be  sold  in  sections,  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at  public  vendue, 
in  Pittsburg,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  or  secretary  of  the  Wes- 
tern Territory,  and  such  person  as  the  President  may  specially  appoint  for 
that  purpose,  by  sections  of  one  mile  stjuare  each,  reserving  the  four  centre 
sections,  as  aforesaid ;  and  all  fractional  townships  shall  also  be  sold  in  sec- 
tions, at  Pittsburg,  in  the  manner  and  under  the  regulations  provided  by 
this  act  for  the  sale  of  fractional  townships  :  P)-ovided  a/tcays,  That  nothing 
in  this  act  shall  authorize  the  sale  of  those  lots  which  have  been  heretofore 
reserved  in  the  townships  already  sold. 

Sec,  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  highest  bidder  for  any  tract  of 
land,  sold  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  deposit  at  the  time  of  sale  one 
twentieth  part  of  the  amount  of  the  purchase-money;  to  be  forfeited  if  a 
moiety  of  the  sum  bid,  including  the  said  twentieth  part,  is  not  paid,  within 

*  This  section  was  not  carried  into  effect,  liaving  been  superceded  bv  f  lie  pvovisioiia 
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thirty  days,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  or  to  sucli  peraon  as  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  attend  the  places  of 
sate  for  that  purpose ;  and  upon  payment  of  a  moiety  of  the  purchase-money 
within  thirty  days,  the  purchaser  shall  have  one  year's  credit  for  the  resi- 
due ;*  and  shall  receive  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  or  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Western  Territory,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  a  certificate  describ- 
ing the  land  sold,  the  sum  paid  on  account,  the  balance  remaining  due,  the 
time  when  such  balance  becomes  payable;  and  that  the  whole  laocl  sold 
will  be  forfeited  if  the  said  balance  is  not  then  paid  ;  but  that  if  it  shall  be 
duly  discharged,  the  purchaser,  or  his  assignee  or  other  legal  representative, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  patent  for  the  said  lands;  and,  on  payment  of  the  said 
balance  to  the  Treasurer,  within  the  specified  time,  and  producing  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  a  receipt  for  the  same,  upon  the  aforesaid  certificate,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  a  patent  for 
the  lands  to  the  said  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns.  And  all  patents  shall 
be  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  recorded  in  his  office.  But 
if  there  should  be  a  failure  in  any  payment,  the  sale  shall  be  void,  all  the 
money  theretofore  paid  on  account  of  the  purchase  shall  be  forfeited  to  the 
United  States,  and  the  lands  thus  sold  shall  again  be  disposed  of,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  a  sale  had  never  been  made  :  Provided  nevertheless, 
That  should  any  purchaser  make  payment  of  the  whole  purchase -money  at 
the  time  when  the  payment  of  the  first  moiety  is  directed  to  be  made,  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  ten  per  centum  on  the  part  for  which  a  credit 
is  hereby  directed  to  be  given,  and  his  patent  shall  be  immediately  issued. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and 
the  Governor  of  the  Territory  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio  shall,  respec- 
tively, cause  books  to  be  kept  in  which  shall  be  regularly  entered  an  ac- 
count of  the  dates  of  all  the  sales  made,  the  situation  and  numbers  of  the 
lots  sold,  the  price  at  which  each  was  stmck  off,  the  money  deposited  at 
the  time  of  sale,  and  the  dates  of  th«  certificates  granted  to  the  different 
purchasers.  The  Governor  or  secretary  of  the  said  Territory  shall,  at  every 
suspension  or  adjournment,  for  more  than  three  days,  of  the  sales  under 
their  direction,  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  a  copy  of  the 
said  hooks,  certified  to  have  been  duly  examined  and  compared  with  the 
original.  And  all  tracts  sold  under  this  act  shall  be  noted  upon  the  genera! 
plat,  after  the  certificate  has  been  granted  to  the  purchaser. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  navigable  rivers  within  the 
territory  to  be  disposed  of  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  and 
remain  public  highways.  And  that  in  all  cases  where  the  opposite  banks 
of  any  stream,  not  navigable,  shall  belong  to  different  persons,  the  stream, 
and  the  bed  thereof,  shall  become  common  to  both. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  surveyor  general  shall  re- 
ceive, for  his  compensation,  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  and  that  the 
President  of  the  United  States  may  fix  the  compensation  of  the  assistant 
surveyors,  chain -carriers,  and  axe-men ;  Provided,  That  the  whole  expense 
of  surveying  and  marking  the  lines  shall  not  exceed  three  dollars  per  mile, 
for  every  mile  that  shall  be  actually  run  or  surveyed. 

Sec.  11.  And  he  it  further- enacted.  That  the  following  fees  shall  he 
paid,  for  the  services  to  be  done  under  this  act,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Unit«d  States,  or  to  the  receiver  in  the  Western  Territory,  as  the  ease  may 
be:  for  each  certificate  for  a  tract  containing  a  quarter  of  a  township,  twenty 
dollars ;  for  a  certificate  for  a  tract  containing  six  hundred  and  forty  acres, 
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six  dollars ;  and  for  each  patent  for  a  quarter  of  a  township,  twenty  dollars  ; 
for  a  section  of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  six  dollars  :  and  the  said  fees 
shall  be  accounted  for  hy  the  receivers,  respectively. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  surveyor  general,  assistant 
surveyors,  and  chain  carriers,  shall,  before  they  enter  on  the  several  duties 
to  be  performed  under  this  act,  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirm ation,/MiV7i- 
fuUff  to  perform  the  same.  And  the  person  to  be  appointed  to  receive  the 
money  on  sales  in  the  Western  Territoryj  before  he  shall  receive  any  money 
under  this  act,  shall  give  bond,  with  sufficient  security,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  trust  j  that,  for  receiving,  safe  keeping  and  conveying  ti) 
the  Treasury,  the  money  he  may  receive,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  compen- 
sation, to  be  hereafter  fixed.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  Ataerica  in  Congress  assembled,  That  for  the  disposal  of 
the  lands  of  the  United  States  directed  to  be  sold  by  the  act  intituled  "An 
act  providing  for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  the  United  States  in  the  Territory 
northwest  of  the  Ohio,  and  above  the  mouth  of  Kentucky  river,"  there 
shall  be  four  land  offices  established  in  the  said  Territory ;  one  at  Cin- 
cinnati, for  lands  below  the  Little  Miami,  which  have  not  heretofore  been 
granted ;  one  at  Chillicothe,  for  lands  east  of  the  Soiota,  south  of  tlio  lands 
appropriated 'for  satisfying  military  bounties  to  the  late  army  of  the  United 
States,  and  west  of  the  fifteenth  range  of  townships  ;  one  at  Marietta,  for 
the  lands  east  of  the  sixteenth  range  of  townships,  south  of  the  before  men- 
tioned military  lands,  and  south  of  a  line  drawn  due  west  from  the  north- 
west  corner  of  the  first  township  of  the  second  range,  to  the  said  military 
lands ;  and  one  at  SteubenviUe,  for  the  lands  north  of  the  last-mentioned 
line,  and  east  or  north  of  the  said  military  lands.  Each  of  the  said  offices 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  an  officer,  to  be  called  "  the  register  of  the 
land  office,"  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  give  bond  to 
the  United  States,  with  approved  security,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office ;  and  shall  re- 
side at  the  place  where  the  land  office  is  directed  to  he  kept. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sur- 
veyor general,  and  he  is  hereby  expressly  enjoined,  to  prepare  and  transmit 
to  the  registers  of  the  several  land  offices,  before  the  days  herein  appointed 
for  commencing  sales,  general  plats  of  the  lands  hereby  directed  to  be  sold 
at  the  said  offices,  respectively,  and  also  to  forward  copies  of  each  of  the 
said  plats  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  3.  Jjtii  fee  i(/j*r(/ief  ereociei^.  That  the  surveyor  general  shall  cause 
the  townships  west  of  the  Muskingum,  which,  by  the  above-mentioned  act, 
are  directed  to  be  sold  in  quarter  townships,  to  be  subdivided  into  half 
sections  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  each,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  by 
running  parallel  lines  through  the  same  from  east  to  west,  and  from  south 
to  north,  at  the  distance  of  one  mile  from  each  other,  and  marking  corners, 
at  the  distance  of  each  half  mile  on  the  lines  running  from  east  to  west, 
and  at  the  distance  of  each  mile  on  those  running  from  south  to  north,  and 
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making  the  marts,  notes,  and  descriptions,  prescribed  to  surveyors  by  the 
above-mentioned  aet.  And  the  interior  lines  of  townships  intersected  hy 
the  Muskingum,  and  of  all  the  townships  lying  east  of  that  rirer,  which 
have  not  been  heretofore  actually  Bubdivided  ioto  sectioDS,  shall  also  be 
run  and  marked  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  said  aet  for  mnniDg  and 
marking  the  interior  lines  of  townships  directed  to  be  sold  in  sections  of 
six  hundred  and  forty  acres  each.  And  in  all  cases  where  the  exterior 
lines  of  the  townships,  thus  to  be  subdivided  into  sections  or  half  sections, 
shall  exceed,  or  shall  not  extend,  six  miles,  the  excess  or  deficiency  shall 
be  specially  noted,  and  added  to  or  deducted  from  the  western  and  northern 
ranges  of  aeotions  or  half  sections  in  such  township,  according  as  the  error 
may  be  in  running  the  lines  from  east  to  west,  or  from  south  to  north  ;  the 
sections  and  half  sections  bounded  on  the  northern  and  western  lines  of 
such  townships  shall  be  sold  as  containing  gnly  the  quantity  expressed  in 
the  returns  and  plats,  respectively,  and  all  others  as  containing  the  com- 
plete legal  quantity.  And  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  fix  the 
compensation  of  the  deputy  snrveyors,  chain-carriers,  and  axe-men  :  Pro~ 
aided,  The  whole  expense  of  surveying  and  marking  theflines  shall  not 
exceed  three  dollars  for  every  mile  that  shall  be  actually  run,  surveyed,  and 
marked. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  farther  eiwcfed,  That  the  lands  thus  subdivided 
(excluding  the  sections-  reserved  by  the  above-mentioned  act)  shall  be 
offered  for  sale  in  sections  and  half  sections,  subdivided  as  before  directed, 
at  the  following  places  and  times,  that  is  to  say :  those  below  the  Little 
Miami  shall  be  offered  at  public  vendue  in  the  town  of  Cincinnati,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one,  under  the 
direction  of  the  register  of  the  land  office  there  established,  and  of  either 
the  Governor  or  secretary  of  the  Northwestern  Territory.  The  lands  east 
of  Sciota,  south  of  the  military  lands,  and  west  of  the  fifteenth  range  of 
townships,  shall  be  offered,  in  like  manner,  for  sale  at  Chiilicothe,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one,  under  the 
direction  of  the  register  of  the  land  office  there  est-abliihed,  and  of  either 
the  (rovernor  or  seoretaiy  of  the  said  Territory,  The'-  lands  east  of  the  six- 
teenth range  of  townships,  south  of  the  military  lands,  and  west  of  the 
Muskingum,  including  all  the  townships  intersected  by  that  river,  shall  be 
offered  for  sale,  in  like  manner,  at  Marietta,  on  the  last  Monday  of  May, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor, 
or  secretary,  or  surveyor  general  of  the  said  Territory.  The  sales  shall  re- 
main open  at  each  place  for  three  weeks,  and  no  longer.  The  superin- 
tendents shall  observe  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  above-mentioned 
act,  in  classing  and  selling  fractional  with  entire  sections,  and  in  keeping 
and  traasinittiDg  accounts  of  the  sales.  All  lands  remaining  unsold,  at 
the  closing  of  either  of  the  public  sales,  may  be  disposed  of  at  private  sale 
by  the  registers  of  these  respective  land  offices,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
prescribed ;  and  the  register  of  the  land  office  at  Steubenville,  after  the 
first  day  of  July  nest;  may  proceed  to  sell  at  private  sale  the  lands  situate 
within  the  district  assigned  to  his  direction,  as  hereinbefore  described, 
disposing  of  the  same  in  sections,  and  classing  fractional  with  entire  sec- 
tions, according  to  the  provisions  and  regulations  of  the  above-mentioned 
act,  and  of  this  act.  And  the  register  of  the  land  office  at  Marietta,  after

1  At  the  time  of  purchase,  every  purchaser  shall,  exclusively  ol  the  tees 
hereafter  mentioned,  pay  six  dollars  for  every  section  and  three  dollars  for 
every  half  section  he  may  have  purchased,  for  surveying  expenses,  and  de- 
posit one-twenUeth  part  of  the  amount  of  purchase-money,  to  he  forfeited 
if  within  forty  days  one-fourth  part  of  the  puichase-money,  including  the 
said  twentieth  part,  is  not  paid. 

2.  One-fourth  part  of  the  purchase-money  shall  bo  paid  withm  torty 
days  after  the  day  of  sale  as  aforesaid  :  another  fourth  part  shall  be  paid 
within  two  years ;  another  fourth  part  within  three  years ;  and  another 
fourth  part  within  four  years,  after  the  day  of  sale. 

3.  Interest,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  a  year,  from  the  day  of  sale,  shall 
be  charj^ed  upon  each  of  the  three  last  payments,  payable  as  tbey  re- 
spectively become  due. 

4.  A  discount,  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  a  year,  shall  be  allowed  on 
any  of  the  three  last  payments,  which  shall  be  paid  before  the  same  shall 
become  due,  reckoning  this  discount  always  upon  the  sum  which  would 
have  been  demandable  by  the  United  States  on  the  day  appointed  for  such 
payment.  ,    „ 

5.  If  the  first  payment  of  one-fourth  part  of  the  purchase-money  shall 
not  be  made  within  forty  days  after  the  sale,  the  deposit,  payment,  and 
fees,  paid  and  made  by  the  purchaser,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  lands 
shall  and  may,  from  and  after  the  day  when  the  payment  of  one-fourth 
part  of  the  purchase- money  should  have  been  made,  be  disposed  of  at  pri- 
■vate  sale,  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as 
the  other  lands  directed  by  this  act  to  be  disposed  of  at  private  sale :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  lands  which  shall  have  been  sold  at  public  sale,  and  which 
shall,  on  account  of  such  failure  of  payment,  revert  to  the  United  States, 
shall  not  be  sold  at  private  sale  for  a  price  less  than  the  price  that  shall 
have  been  offered  for  the  same  at  public  sale. 

6.  If  any  tract  shall  not  be  completely  paid  for  within  one  year  after  the 
date  of  the  last  payment,  the  tract  shall  be  advertised  for  sale  by  the 
reeister  of  tte  land  office  within  whose  district  it  may  lie,  in  at  least  five 
of  the  most  public  places  in  the  said  district,  for  at  least  thirty  days  before 
the  time  of  sale.  And  he  shall  sell  the  same  at  public  vendue,  during  the 
sitting  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  in  which  the  land 
of6ce  is  kept,  for  a  price  not  less  than  the  whole  arrears  due  thereon,  with 
the  expenses  of  sale  ;  the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  returned  to  the  original 
purchaser,  or  to  bis  legal  representative ;  but  if  the  sum  due,  with  interest, 
be  not  bidden  and  paid,  then  the  land  shall  revert  to  the  United  States. 
All  moneys  paid  therefor  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  register  of  the  land 
office  may  proceed  to  dispose  of  the  same  to  any  purchaser,  as  in  ease  of 
other  lands,  at  private  sale. 

Seo.  6.  And  be  it  further-  enacted,  That  all  and  every  the  payments  to 
be  made  by  virtue  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  made  either  to  the 
Tre^urer  of  the  United  States,  or  to  such  person  or  officer  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  receiver  of  public  moneys  for  lands  of  the  United  States, 
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at  each  of  the  places,  respectively,  where  the  public  and  private  sales  of 
the  said  lands  are  to  be  made ;  and  the  said  receiver  of  public  moneys  shall, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  ofSce,  give  bond,  with  approved 
security,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  trust;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Treasurer  and  receiver  of  public 
moneys  to  give  receipts  for  the  moneys  by  them  received,  to  the  persons  re- 
spectively paying  the  same  ;  to  transmit,  within  thirty  days  in  case  of  public 
sale,  and  quarterly  in  case  of  private  sale,  an  account  of  all  the  public  moneys 
by  them  received,  specifying  the  amount  received  from  each  person,  and  dis- 
tinguishing the  sums  received  for  surveying  expenses  and  those  received 
for  purchase-money,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  to  the  registers 
of  the  land  office,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  said  receivers  of  public  moneys 
shall,  within  three  months  after  receiving  the  same,  transmit  the  moneys 
by  them  received  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States ;  and  the  receivers 
of  public  moneys  for  the  said  sales,  and,  also  the  receivers  of  public  moneys 
for  the  sales  which  have  taken  place  at  Pittsburg,  under  the  act  intituled 
"  An  act  providing  for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  the  United  States  in  the 
Territory  northwest  of  the  Ohio,  and  above  the  mouth  of  Kentucky  river," 
shall  receive  one  per  cent,  on  the  money  received,  as  a  compensation  for 
clerk  hire,  receiving,  safe  keeping,  and  transmitting  it  to  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  re- 
gisters of  the  land  offices,  respectively,  to  receive  and  enter,  oa  books  kept 
for  that  purpose  only,  and  on  which  no  blank  leaves  or  space  shall  be  left 
between  the  different  entries,  the  applications  of  any  person  or  persons  who 
may  apply  for  the  purchase  of  any  section  or  half  section,  and  who  shall 
pay  him  the  fee  hereafter  mentioned,  and  produce  a  receipt  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  or  from  the  receiver  of  public  moneys 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  for  three  dollars  for  each  half  section  such  per- 
son or  persons  may  apply  for,  and  for  at  least  one-twentieth  part  of  the 
purchase-money,  stating,  carefully,  in  each  entry,  the  date  of  the  applica- 
tion, the  date  of  the  receipt  to  him  produced,  the  amount  of  money  spe- 
cified in  the  said  receipt,  and  the  number  of  the  section  or  half  section, 
township,  and  range,  applied  for.  If  two  or  more  persons  shall  apply  at 
the  same  time  for  the  same  tract,  the  register  shall  immediately  determine 
by  lot,  in  presence  of  the  parties,  which  of  them  shall  have  preference. 
He  shall  file  the  receipt  for  moneys  produced  by  the  party,  and  give  him 
a  copy  of  his  entry,  and,  if  required,  a  copy  of  the  description  of  the  tract, 
and  a  copy  of  the  plat  of  the  same,  or  either  of  them  ;  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  inform  the  party  applying  for  any  one  tract,  whether  the  same  has 
already  been  entered,  purchased,  or  paid  for,  and,  at  his  request,  to  give 
him  a  copy  of  the  entry  or  entries  concerning  the  same.  He  shall,  three 
months  after  the  date  of  each  application,  if  the  party  shall  not  have, 
within  that  time,  produced  to  him  a  receipt  of  the  payment  of  one-fourth 
part  of  the  purchase-money,  including  the  twentieth  part  above  mentioned, 
enter,  under  its  proper  date,  in  the  said  book  of  entries,  that  the  payment 
has  not  been  made,  and  that  the  land  has  reverted  to  the  United  States, 
and  he  shall  make  a  note  of  the  same  in  the  margin  of  the  book,  opposite 
to  theonginal  entry.  And  if  the  party  shall,  either  at  the  time  of  making 
the  original  entry,  or  at  any  time  within  three  months  thereafter,  produce 
a  receipt  to  him  for  the  fourth  part  of  the  purchase-money,  including  the. 
twentieth  part  aforesaid,  he  shall  file  the  receipt,  make  an  entry  of  the 
8arac,_«nder  its  proper  date,  in  the  said  book  of  entries,  make  a  note  of  the 
same  in  the  margin  of  the  book,  opposite  to  the  original  entry,  and  give  to 
the  party  a  certificate,  describing  the  land  sold,  the  sum  paid  on  account. 
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the  balance  remaining  due,  the  time  and  times  when  such  balance  shall 
become  due,  and  that  if  it  shall  be  duly  discharged,  the  purchaser,  or  his 
assignee,  or  other  legal  representative,  shall  he  entitled  to  a  patent  for  the 
said  lands ;  he  shall,  also,  upon  any  subsequent  payment  being  made,  and 
a  receipt  from  the  receiver  being  produced  to  him,  file  the  original  receipt, 
give  a  receipt  for  the  same  to  the  party,  and  enter  the  same,  to  the  credit 
of  the  party,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  in  which  he  shall  open  an 
account,  in  the  name  of  each  purchaser,  for  each  sectioa  or  half  section 
that  may  he  sold,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  in  which  he  shall 
charge  the  party  for  the  whole  purchase-money,  and  give  him  credit  for 
all  his  payments ;  making  the  proper  charges  and  allowances  for  interest 
or  discount,  as  the  case  may  be,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  fourth 
section  of  this  act ;  and  upon  the  payment  being  completed  and  the  account 
finally  settled,  he  shall  give  a  certificate  of  the  same  to  the  party  ;  and  on 
producing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  same  final  certificate,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  ia  hereby  authorized  to  grant  a  patent 
for  the  lands  to  the  said  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns ;  and  all  patents 
shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  recorded  in  his 
office. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  registers  of  the  land  offices, 
respectively,  shall  also  note,  on  the  book  of  surveys  or  original  plat  trans- 
mitted to  them,  every  tract  which  may  he  sold,  by  inserting  the  letter  A 
on  the  day  when  the  same  is  applied  for,  and  the  letter  P  on  the  day  when 
a  receipt  for  one-fourth  part  of  the  purchase-money  is  produced  to  them,  and 
by  crossing  the  said  letter  A  on  the  day  when  the  land  shall  revert  to  the 
United  States,  on  failure  of  the  payment  of  one-fourth  part  of  the  pur- 
chase-money within  three  months  after  the  date  of  application.  And  the 
said  book  of  surveys,  or  original  plat,  shall  he  open,  at  all  times,  in  presence 
of  the  register,  for  the  inspection  of  any  individual  applying  for  the  same 
and  paying  the  proper  fee. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
registers  of  the  land  offices  to  transmit,  quarterly,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  and  to  the  surveyor  general,  aa  account  of  the  several  tracts  ap- 
plied for,  of  the  several  tracts  for  which  the  payment  of  one-fourth  part  of 
the  purchase-money  has  been  made,  of  the  several  tracts  which  have  reverted 
to  the  United  States  on  failure  of  the  said  payment;  and,  also,  an  account 
of  all  the  payments  of  moneys  by  them  entered,  according  to  the  receipts 
produced  to  them,  specifying  the  sums  of  money,  the  names  of  the  persons 
paying  the  same,  the  names  of  the  officers  who  have  received  the  same, 
and  the  tracts  for  which  the  same  have  been  paid. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  registers  aforesaid  shall  be 
precluded  from  entering  on  their  books  any  application  for  lands  in  their 
own  name,  and  in  the  name  of  any  other  person  in  trust  for  them  ;  and  if  any 
register  shall  wish  t«  purchase  any  tract  of  land,  he  may  do  it  by  applica- 
tion in  writing  to  the  surveyor  general,  who  shall  enter  the  same  on  books 
kept  for  that  purpose  by  him,  who  shall  proceed  in  respect  to  such  appli- 
cations, and  to  any  payments  made  for  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  which 
the  registers  by  this  act  are  directed  to  follow,  in  respect  to  applications 
made  to  them  for  lands  by  other  persons.  The  registers  shall,  nevertheless, 
note  on  the  book  of  surveys  or  original  plat,  the  applications  and  payments 
thus  by  them  made,  and  their  right  to  the  pre-emption  of  any  tract  shall 
bear  date  from  the  day  when  their  application  for  the  same  shall  have  been 
entered  by  the  surveyor  general  in  his  own  book.  And  if  any  person  ap- 
plying for  any  tract  shall,  notwithstanding  he  shall  have  received  informar 
tion  from  the  register  that  the  same  has  already  been  applied  for  by  the

said  register,  or  by  any  other  person,  insist  to  mate  tlie  application,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  register  to  eoter  the  same,  noting  in  the  margin  that 
the  same  tract  is  already  purchased ;  but  upon  application  of  the  party, 
made  in  writing,  and  which  he  shall  file,  he  may  and  shall,  at  any  future 
time,  enter  under  its  proper  date,  that  the  party  withdraws  his  former  ap- 
phcation,  and  applies  in  heu  thereof  for  any  other  tract :  Provided  always., 
That  the  party  shall  never  he  allowed  thus  to  withdraw  his  former  applica- 
tion, and  to  apply  in  lieu  thereof  for  another  tract,  except  when  the  tract 
described  in  his  former  application  shall  have  been  applied  for  prcTious  to 
the  date  of  that  in  his  former  application. 

Seo.  11.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
shall  and  may  prescribe  such  further  regulations,  in  the  manner  of  keeping 
books  and  accounts,  by  the  several  officers  in  this  act  mentioned,  as  to  him 
may  appear  necessary  and  proper,  in  order  fully  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  registers  of  the  land  offices, 
respectively,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States  one-half  per  cent,  on  all  the  moneys  expressed  in  the  receipts  by 
them  filed  and  entered,  and  of  which  they  shall  have  transmitted  an  iccount 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  directed  by  this  act;  and  they  shall 
further  be  entitled  to  receive,  for  their  own  use,  from  the  respective  pai  ties, 
the  following  fees  for  services  rendered,  that  is  to  say:  for  evury  oii"inal 
application  forland,  and  a  copy  of  the  same,  for  a  section  three  dollar'*, 
for  a  half  section  two  dollars ;  for  every  certificate  stating  that  the  first 
fourth  part  of  the  purchase-money  is  paid,  twenty-five  cents ;  for  every  sub 
sequent  receipt  for  moneys  paid,  twenty-five  cents;  for  the  final  settlement 
of  account,  and  giving  the  final  certificate  of  the  same,  one  dollar ;  for  every 
copy,  either  of  an  application  or  of  the  description  of  any  section  or  half 
section,  or  of  the  plat  of  the  same,  or  of  any  entry  made  on  their  books,  or 
of  any  certificate  heretofore  given  by  them,  twenty.five  cents  for  each ;  and 
for  any  general  inspection  of  the  book  of  surveys,  or  general  plat,  made  in 
their  presenee,  twenty-five  cents. 

Sec.  13.  And  le  it  further  enacted,  That  the  superintendents  of  the 
public  sales  to  be  made  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  the  superintendents 
of  the  sales  which  have  taken  place  by  virtue  of  the  act  intituled  "An 
act  providing  for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  the  United  States  in  the  Terri- 
tory northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,  and  above  the  mouth  of  Kentucky  river," 
^^  j"  v"*'*''^  ^^*  dollars  a  day  for  every  day  whilst  engaged  in  that  business ; 
and  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  are  hereby  authorized  to  allow 
a  reasonable  compensation  for  books,  stationery,  and  clerk  hire,  in  settling 
the  acoounts  of  the  said  superintendents. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  fee  to  be  paid  for  each 

Satent,  for  half  a  section,  shall  be  four  dollars,  and  for  every  section  five 
oUars,  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  receiver  of  the  same. 
Sec.  15.  And  le  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  lands  of  the  United  States 
resei-ved  for  future  disposition  may  be  let  upon  leases  by  the  surveyor 
general,  m  sections  or  half  sections,  for  terms  not  exceeding  seven  years, 
on  condition  of  making  such  improvements  as  he  shall  deem  reasonable. 

Sec.  16.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  each  person  who,  before  the 
passing  of  this  act,  shall  have  erected,  or  begun  to  erect,  a  grist  mill  or  saw 
mill  upon  any  of  the  lands  herein  directed  to  be  sold,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  pre-emption  of  the  section  including  such  mill,  at  the  rate  of  two  dol- 
lars per  acre  :  Provided,  The  person,  or  his  heirs,  claiming  such  right  of 
pre-emption,  shall  produce  to  the  register  of  the  land  office  satisfacteiy 
evidence  that  he  or  they  are  entitled  thereto,  and  shall  be  subject  to  and 
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comply  with  the  regulations  and  provisions  bj  this  act  prescribed  for  other 
purchasers. 

Seo.  17.  And  be  it  far  (her  enacted,  That  so  muahoi  the"  s.(it-pTOYid.iiig 
for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  the  United  States  in  the  Territory  northwest  of 
the  river  Ohio,  and  abov*  the  mouth  of  Kentucky  river,"  as  comes  within 
the  purview  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed

Tfo.  Z.—Xa  Act  coacerumg  the  mode  of  sun-ej-ing  the  public  lands  of  the  TJuitud 
Stat«3. 

Be  if  enacted  by  the  Semte  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  surveyor  gene- 
ral shall  cause  all  those  lands  north  of  the  river  Ohio,  which,  by  virtue  of 
the  act  intituled  "  An  act  providing  for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  the  United 
States  in  the  Territory  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,  and  above  the  mouth 
of  the  Kentucky  river,"  were  subdivided,  by  running  through  the  townships 
parallel  lines,  each  way,  at  the  end  of  every  two  miles,  and  by  marking 
a  corner  on  each  of  the  said  lines,  at  the  end  of  every  mile,  to  be  sub- 
divided into  sections,  by  running  straight  tines  from  the  mile  comers  thus 
marked  to  the  opposite  corresponding  corners,  and  by  marking  on  each  of 
the  said  lines  intermediate  corners,  as  nearly  as  possible  equidistant  from 
the  corners  of  the  sections  on  the  same.  And  the  said  surveyor  general 
shall  also  cause  the  boundaries  of  all  the  half  sections  which  had  been  pur- 
chased previous  to  the  first  day  of  July  last,  and  on  which  the  surveying 
fees  had  been  paid  according  to  law  by  the  purchaser,  to  be  surveyed  and 
marked,  by  running  straight  lines  from  the  half-mile  cornere  heretofore 
marked  to  the  opposite  corresponding  corners ;  and  intermediate  corners 
shall,  at  the  same  time,  be  marked  on  each  of  the  said  dividing  lines,  as 
nearly  as  possible  etiuidistant  from  the  corners  of  the  half  section  on  the 
same  line  :  Provided,  That  the  whole  expense  of  surveying  and  marking  the 
lines  shall  not  exceed  three  dollars  for  every  mile  which  has  not  yet  been 
surveyed,  and  which  shall  be  actually  run,  surveyed,  and  marked,  by  virtue 
of  this  section.  And  the  expense  of  mating  the  subdivisions  directed  by 
this  section  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated,  or  which  may 
be  hereafter  appropriated,  for  completing  the  surveys  of  the  public  lands 
of  the  United  States.         '  *-        ^  J  e 

Seo.  2.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  boundaries  and  contents  of 
the  several  sections,  half  sections,  and  quarter  sections,  of  the  pubhc  lands 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  ascertained  in  conformity  with  the  following 
principles,  any  act  or  acts  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  : 

1.  All  the  comers  marked  in  the  surveys,  returned  by  the  surveyor 
general,  or  by  the  surveyor  of  the  land  south  of  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
respectively,  shall  be  established  as  the  proper  corners  of  sections,  or  sub- 
divisions of  sections,  which  they  were  intended  to  designate;  and  the  cor- 
ners of  half  and  quarter  sections,  not  marked  on  the  said  surveys,  shall  be 
placed,  as  nearly  as  possible,  equidistant  from  those  two  corners  which 
stand  on  the  same  line. 

2.  The  boundary  lines,  actually  run  and  marked  in  the  surveys  returned 
by  the  surveyor  general,  or  by  the  surveyor  of  the  land  south  of  the  State 
of  Tennessee,  respectively,  shall  be  established  as  the  proper  boundary  lines 
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of  tho  sections  or  subdivisions  for  which  ttey  were  ioteaded;  and  the 
leogth  of  such  lines,  as  returned  hy  either  of  the  surveyors  aforesaid,  shall 
be  held  and  considered  as  the  true  length  thereof.  And  tlie  boundary 
lines  which  shall  not  have  beeo  actually  run  and  marked  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  ascertained  by  running  straight  lines  from  the  established  corners  to  the 
opposite  corresponding  corners;  but  in  those  portions  of  the  fractional 
townships,  when  no  such  opposite  corresponding  comers  have  been  or  can 
be  fixed,  the  said  boundary  lines  shall  be  ascertained  by  running  from  the 
established  corners  due  north  and  south  or  east  and  west  lines,  as  the  case 
may  be,  to  the  watercourse,  Indian  boundary  line,  or  other  external  boun- 
dary  of  such  fractional  township. 

3.  Each  section,  or  subdivision  of  section,  the  contents  whereof  shall 
have  been,  or,  by  virtue  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be,  returned 
by  the  surveyor  general,  or  by  the  surveyor  of  the  public  lands  south  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  respectively,  shall  be  held  and  considered  as  con- 
taining the  exact  quantity  expressed  in  such  return  or  returns ;  and  the 
half  sections  and  quarter  sections,  the  contents  whereof  shall  not  have  been 
thus  returned,  shall  be  held  and  considered  as  coutaining  the  one-half  or 
the  one-fourth  part,  respectively,  of  the  returned  contents  of  the  section  of 
which  they  make  part. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  so  much  of  the  act  intituled 
"An  act  making  provision  for  the  disposal  of  the  lands  in  the  Indiana 
Territory,  and  for  other  purposes,"  as  provides  the  mode  of  ascertaining 
the  true  contents  of  sections,  or  subdivisions  of  sections,  and  prevents  the 
issue  of  final  certificates,  unless  the  said  contents  shall  have  been  ascer- 
tained, and  a  plot,  certified  by  the  district  surveyor,  lodged  with  the  regis- 
ter, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

Ho.  4.— An  Act  to  prevent  settlcmpnts  beins  made  on  lands  ceded  to  tiie  United 
States  until  authoriiei  by  law. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatiees  of  (ke 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall,  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  take  possession  of,  or  make  a 
settlement  on,  any  lands  ceded  or  secured  to  the  United  States,  by  any 
treaty  made  with  a  foreign  nation,  or  by  a  cession  from  any  State  to  the 
United  States,  which  lands  shall  not  have  been  previously  sold,  ceded,  or 
leased,  by  the  United  States,  or  the  claim  to  which  lands,  by  such  person 
or  persons,  shall  not  have  been  previously  recognised  and  confirmed  by  the 
United  States,  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  cause  such  lands  to  be  thus 
occupied,  taken  possession  of,  or  settled ;  or  shall  survey,  or  attempt  to 
survey,  or  cause  to  be  surveyed,  any  such  lands;  or  designate  any  boun- 
daries  thereon,  by  marking  trees  or  otherwise,  until  thereto  duly  autho- 
nzed  by  law;  such  offender  or  ofi'enders  shall  forfeit  all  his  or  their 
right,  title,  and  claim,  if  any  he  hath  or  they  have,  of  whatsoever  nature 
or  kind  the  same  shall  or  may  be,  to  the  lands  aforesaid,  which  he  or  they 
shall  have  taken  possession  of,  or  settled,  or  cause  to  be  occupied,  taken 
possession  of  or  settled,  or  which  he  or  they  shall  have  surveyed,  or 
attempt  to  survey,  or  caused  to  be  surveyed,  or  the  boundaries  thereof  he 
or  they  shall  have  designated,  or  caused  to  be  designated,  by  murking  trees 
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or  otherwise.  And  it  shall  moreoTer  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  direct  the  marshal,  or  officer  acting  as  marshal,  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  directed,  and  also  to  take  such  other  measures  and  to 
employ  such  military  force  as  he  may  judge  necessaiy  and  proper,  to  remove 
from  lands  ceded  or  secured  to  the  United  States,  by  treaty  or  cession  as 
aforesaid,  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  hereafter  take  possession  of  the 
same,  or  make,  or  attempt  to  make,  a  settlement  thereon,  until  thereunto 
authorized  by  law.  And  every  right,  title,  or  claim,  forfeited  under  thia 
act,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  vested  in  the  United  States,  without 
any  other  or  further  proceedings  :  Pi-ovuhd,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  right,  title,  or  claim,  of  any  person  to 
lands  in  the  Territories  of  Orleans  or  Louisiana,  before  the  boards  of  com- 
missioners established  by  the  a«t  intituled  "  An  act  for  ascertaining  and 
adjusting  the  titles  and  claims  to  land  within  the  Territory  of  Orleansand 
the  district  of  Louisiana,"  shall  have  made  their  reports,  and  the  decision 
of  Congress  been  had  thereon. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  any  person  or  persons  who,  be- 
fore, the  passing  of  this  act,  had  taken  possession  of,  occupied,  or  made  a 
settlement  on,  any  lands  ceded  or  scoured  to  the  United  States  by  any  treaty 
made  with  a  foreign  nation,  or  by  a  cession  from  any  State  to  the  United 
States,  which  lands  had  not  been  previously  sold,  ceded,  or  leased,  by  the 
United  States,  or  the  claim  to  which  lands  had  not  been  previously  recog- 
nized and  confirmed  by  the  United  States ;  and  who,  at  the  time  of  passing 
this  act,  does  or  do  actually  inhabit  and  reside  on  such  lands,  may,  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January  next,  apply  to  the  proper  register  or 
recorder,  as  the  case  maybe,  of  the  land  office  established  for  the  disposal, 
registering,  or  recording,  of  such  lands,  or  to  such  person  or  persons  as 
may,  by  such  registers  or  recorders,  respectively,  be  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  such  application,  stating  the  tract  or  tracts  of  land  thus 
occupied,  settled,  and  inhabited,  by  such  applicant  or  applicants,  and  re- 
questing permission  to  continue  thereon ;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  lawful 
for  such  register  or  recorder,  respectively,  to  permit,  in  conformity  with 
such  instructions  as  may  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  for  that  purpose, 
such  appli  -^nt  or  applicants  to  remain  on  such  tract  or  tracts  of  land,  not 
exceeding  ijree  hundred  and  twenty  acres  for  each  applicant,  as  tenants  at 
will,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  prevent  any  waste  or  damages 
on  such  lands,  and  on  the  express  condition  that  such  applicant  or  appli- 
cants shall,  whenever  such  tract  or  tracts  of  land  may  be  sold  or  ceded  by 
the  United  States,  or  whenever,  for  any  other  cause,  he  or  they  may  be  re- 
quired, under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  so  to  do,  give  quiet  pos- 
session of  such  tract  or  tracts  of  land  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  or 
remove  altogether  from  the  land,  as  the  case  may  be :  Provided  howeve-r, 
That  such  permission  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  snob  applicant,  unless  he 
shall  previously  sign  a  declaration,  stating  that  he  does  not  lay  any  claim 
to  such  tract  or  tracts  of  laud,  and  that  he  does  not  occupy  the  same  by 
virtue  of  any  claim,  or  pretended  claim,  derived,  or  pretended  to  be  derived 
from  any  other  person  or  persons :  And  provided  also,  That  in  all  cases 
where  the  tract  of  land  applied  for  includes  either  a  lead  mine  or  salt 
spring,  no  permission  to  work  the  same  shall  be  granted,  without  the  appro- 
bation of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  who  is  hereby  authorized  te 
cause  such  mines  or  springs  to  be  leased  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three 
years,  and  on  such  conditions  as  he  shall  think  proper.

court,  not  exceeding  sis  months ;  and  the  certificate  of  the  proper  register 
or  recorder  shall  be  a  sufficient  evidence  that  the  tract  of  land  which  was 
occupied  by  the  oflJ'ender  had  not  been  previously  sold,  leased,  or  ceded  by 
the  United  States,  that  the  claim  to  such  tract  had  not  been  recognized  and 
confirmed  by  the  United  States,  and  that  the  poraon  occupying  the  same, 
and  removed,  or  to  be  removed,  hy_  the  marshal,  had  not  obtained  permis. 
sion  to  remain  thereon,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act :  Pro- 
vided, always  and  it  is  further  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  section  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  person  claiming  lands  in  the  Ter-

authorized  by  law,  shall  be  offered  for  sale  either  In  quarter  sections  or 
half-quarter  sections,  at  the  option  of  the  purchaser;  and  in  everj-  case  of 
the  division  of  a  quarter  section,  the  partition  shall  be  made  by  a  line  run- 
ning due  north  and  south,  and  in  every  other  respect  the  said  sections  shall 
he  offered,  whether  at  public  or  private  sale,  on  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  have  been  or  may  be  by  law  provided  for  the  sale  of  the  other  public 
lands  of  the  United  States.

shall  report  the  case,  with  the  testimony,  and  their  opinion  thereon,  to  the

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the 
Vnited  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That,  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  July  nest,  all  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  the 
sale  of  which  is  or  may  bo  authorized  by  law,  shall,  when  offered  at  public 
sale  to  the  highest  bidder,  be  offered  in  half-quarter  sections ;  and,  when 
offered  at  private  sale,  may  be  purchased,  at  the  option  of  the  purchaser, 
either  in  entire  sections,  half  sections,  quarter  sections,  or  half-quarter 
sections ;  and  in  every  case  of  the  division  of  a  quarter  section,  the  line

contents  of  half-quarter  sections  which  may  thereafter  he  sold  shall  he 
ascertained  in  the  manner  and  on  the  principles  directed  and  prescribed 
by  the  second  section  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  concerning  the  mode  of 
surveying  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,"  passed  on  the  eleventh 
dajofPebrua^,  eighteen  hundred  and  five;  and  fractional  sections,  con- 
taining one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  or  upwards,  shall,  in  like  manner,  aa 
Dearly  as  praoticable,  be  subdivided  into  half-quarter  sections,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury ;  but  fractional  sections  containing  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  shall  not  be  divided,  but  shall  he  sold  entire:  Pi-ovided,  That  this 
section  shall  not  ho  construed  to  alter  any  special  provision  made  by  law 
for  the  sale  of  land  in  town  lots. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it/uriher  enacted,  That  credit  shall  not  he  allowed  for 
the  purchase-money  on  the  sale  of  any  of  the  public  lands  which  shall  be 
sold  after  the  first  day  of  July  next,  but  every  purchaser  of  land  so}d  at 
public  sale  thereafter  shall,  on  the  day  of  purchase,  make  complete  pay- 
ment therefor;  and  the  purchaser  at  private  sale  shall  produce  to  the  re- 
gister of  the  land  office  a  receipt  from  the  Treasurer  of  tho  United  States, 
or  from  the  receiver  of  public  moneys  of  the  district,  for  the  amount  of  the 
purchase-money  on  any  tract,  before  he  shall  enter  the  same  at  the  land 
office;  and  if  any  person,  being  the  highest  bidder  at  public  sale  for 
a  tract  of  land,  shall  fail  to  make  payment  therefor  on  the  day  on  which 
the  same  was  purchased,  the  tract  shall  be  again  offered  at  public  sale  on 
the  next  day  of  sale,  and  such  person  shall  not  be  capable  of  becoming  the 
purchaser  of  that  or  any  other  tract  offered  at  such  public  sales. 

Seo.  3.  And  he  it/uriher  enacted,  That,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
July  next,  the  price  at  which  the  public  lands  shall  be  offered  for  sale  shall 
be  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  an  acre ;  and  at  every  public  sale,  the 
highest  bidder,  who  shall  make  payment  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  the  pur- 
chaser ;  but  no  lands  shall  be  sold,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  for 
a  less  price  than  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  an  acre;  and  all  the 
public  lands  which  shall  have  been  offered  at  public  sale  before  the  first 
day  of  July  next,  and  which  shall  then  remain  unsold,  as  well  as  the  lands 
that  shall  thereafter  be  ofi'ered  at  public  sale  according  to  law,  and  remain 
unsold  at  the  close  of  such  public  sales,  shall  be  subject  to  be  sold  at  private 
sale,  by  entry  at  the  land  of&ce,  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  an  acre, 
to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  maiing  such  entry  as  aforesaid ;  with  the  exception, 
however,  of  the  lands  which  may  have  reverted  to  the  United  States  for 
failure  in  payment,  and  of  the  heretofore  reserved  sections,  for  the  future 
disposal  of  Congress,  in  the  States  of  Ohio  and  Indiana,  which  shall  be 
offered  at  public  sale  as  hereinafter  directed. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  no  lands  which  have  reverted 
or  which  shall  hereafter  revert  and  become  forfeited  to  the  United  States, 
for  failure  in  any  manner  to  make  payment,  shall  after  the  first  day  of  July 
next,  be  subject  to  entry  at  private  sale,  nor  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
first  ofi'ered  to  the  highest  bidder  at  public  sale ;  and  nil  such  lands  which

and  which  shall  remain  unsold  at  the  close  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to 
entry  at  priyate  sale,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  price  with  the 
other  lands  sold  at  priyate  sale  at  the  respective  land  offices. 

Seo.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  several  public  sales  autho- 
rized by  this  act  shall,  reapectiyoly,  be  kept  open  for  two  weeks,  and  no 
longer ;  and  the  registers  of  the  land  office  and  the  receivers  of  public 
moneys  shall  each,  respectiyely,  be  entitled  to  flye  dollars  for  each  day's 
attendance  thei-eon. 

Sec.  6. — And  he  it  further  enacted.  That,  in  every  case  hereafter,  where 
two  or  more  persons  shall  apply  for  the  purchase,  at  private  sale,  of  the  same 
tract  at  the  same  time,  the  register  shall  determine  the  preference  by 
forthwith  offering  the  tract  to  the  highest  bidder.

Ho.  13. — An  Act  to  enable  tbe  propriotora  of  lands  held  by  titles  derived  from  tie 
Ucited  States  to  obtaio  copies  of  papers  from  the  proper  department,  and  to  declare 
the  effect  of  such  copiea. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  ffovse  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhled.  That  wheneyer  any 
person,  claiming  to  be  interested  in  or  entitled  to  land  under  any  grant  or 
patent  from  the  United  States,  shall  apply  to  the  Treasury  Department  for 
copies  of  papers  filed  and  remaining  therein,  in  any  wise  affecting  the  title 
to  such  land,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  cause 
such  copies  to  be  made  out,  and  authenticated  under  his  hand  and  sea!,  for 
the  person  so  applying;  and  such  copies,  so  authenticated,  shall  be  evi- 
dence equally  as  the  original  papers.

No.  14. — Aa  Act  supplenientary  to  an  act  approved  on  the  third  day  of  Jlarch, 
oae  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nmeteeu,  entitled  "An  act  proyidmg  for  the  cor- 
rection of  errors  in  making  entries  of  land  at  the  land  offices." 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Sepresenlattves  of  the 
United  Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  where  any  mistake, 
in  relation  to  the  correct  numbers  of  any  tract  of  land,  not  exceeding  io 
quantity  one  half  section,  may  have  been  heretofore  made  by  any  purchaser 
of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  at  private  sale,  and  where  one  or 
more  payments  shall  have  been  made  by  the  person  making  the  entry  on 
any  tract  entered  by  mistake,  and  where  such  payment  has  not  been  for- 
feited, preyiously  to  the  passing  of  this  act,  for  a  failure  to  complete  the 
payments  on  such  tract ;  and  where  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  may  not, 
in  relation  to  said  tract,  have  in  any  way  taken  ad\aiituge  of  (be  provisions 
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of  the  act  of  the  second  of  JIaroIi,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-oue,  en- 
titled "An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  purchasers  of  the  public  lands  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty,"  or  of  the  act  supple- 
mentary thereto,  or  the  act  continuing  in  force  said  supplementary  act,  and 
where  the  person  or  persons  making  the  purchase  has  not,  in  any  way,  trans- 
ferred his,  her,  or  their  right  to  the  certificate  of  purchase,  or  the  tract  so 
purchased,  and  where  no  patent  shall  have  issued  for  the  tract  so  errone- 
ously purchased ;  and,  also,  in  all  cases  of  an  entry  hereafter  made  of  a 
tract  of  land  not  intended  to  be  entered,  hy  a  mistaJre  of  the  true  numbers 
of  the  tract  intended  to  he  entered,  where  the  tract  thus  erroneously  en- 
tered does  not  in  quantity  exceed  one  half  section ;  and  where  the  certificate 
of  the  original  purchaser  or  purchasers  has  not  heen  assigned,  or  the  right 
of  the  original  purchaser  or  purchasers  in  any  way  transferred,  and  where 
sis  months  from  the  time  the  entry  shall  have  been  made  may  not  have 
elapsed,  or  the  patent  issued  for  the  tract  erroneously  entered,  the  pur- 
chaser or  purchasers,  or,  in  case  of  his,  her,  or  their  death,  the  legal  repre- 
sentatives (not  being  assignees  or  transferees)  may,  either  in  the  cases  of 
entry  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  in  any  case  coming  within 
its  provisions,  file  his,  her,  or  their  own  affidavit  or  affidavits,  with  such 
additional  evidence  as  can  be  procured,  showing  the  mistake  of  the  num- 
bers of  the  tract  intended  to  be  entered,  and  that  every  reasonable  precau- 
tion and  exertion  had  been  used  to  avoid  the  error,  with  the  register  and 
receiver  of  the  land  district  within  which  such  tract  of  land  is  situated, 
who  shall  transmit  the  evidence  submitted  to  them  in  each  case,  together 
with  their  written  opinion  or  opinions,  hoth  as  to  [the]  existence  of  the 
mistake  and  the  credihility  of  each  person  testifying  thereto,  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  who,  if  he  he  entirely  satisfied  [that] 
the  mistake  has  been  made,  and  that  every  reasonable  precaution  and  exer- 
tion had  been  made  to  avoid  it,  shall  be  authorized  to  change  the  entry  and 
transfer  the  payment  from  the  tract  erroneously  entered  to  that  intended 
to  he  entered,  if  unsold;  but  if  sold,  to  any  other  tract  liable  to  entry: 
I'rovided,  That  the  oath  of  the  person  or  persons  interested  shall  in  no  case 
be  deemed  sufficient,  in  the  absence  of  other  corroborating  testimony,  to 
authorize  any  suoh  change  of  entry :  And  provided  also,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  affect  the  right  of  third  persons. 

Seo.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  either  the  register  or  receiver 
may  administer  all  oaths  to  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
every  person,  knowingly,  wilfully,  and  corruptly,  swearing  falsely,  on  any 
oath  administered  to  him  or  her  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  on 
indictment  and  conviction  for  such  offence  before  any  court  having  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  to  try  the  same,  suffer  the  pains  and  penalties  of  wilful 
and  corrupt  peijuiy. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  for  every  oath  administered 
Tinder  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  register  and  receiver  shall  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  every  hundred 
words  of  the  evidence  received  and  transmitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  ;  to  be  paid  by  the  party  making  the  application  for  a 
change  of  entry.

Se  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bimse  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  bo  granted 
to  the  several  counties  or  parishes  of  each  State  and  Territory  of  the  United 
States  where  there  are  public  lands,  at  the  minimum  price  for  which  public 
lands  of  the  United  States  arc  sold,  the  right  of  pre-emption  to  one  '|uarter 
sectioDof  land,  in  each  of  the  counties  or  parishes  of  said  States  and  Terri- 
tories, in  trust  for  said  counties  or  parishes,  respectively,  for  the  establish- 
ment of  seats  of  justice  therein  :  Provided,  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
each  of  said  quarter  sections  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing public  buildings  ia  the  county  or  parish  for  which  it  is  located,  after 
deducting  therefrom  the  amount  originally  paid  for  tho  same:  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  the  seat  of  justice  for  said  counties  or  parishes,  re- 
spectively, shall  be  fixed  previously  to  a  sale  of  the  adjoining  lands  within 
the  county  or  parish  for  which  the  same  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  so  much  of  such  acts,  heretofore 
passed,  granting  to  States  rights  of  pre-emption  for  county  or  parish  pur- 
poses, as  require  said  seats  of  justice  to  be  continued  at  or  near  the  centre 
of  each  of  said  counties  or  parishes,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

section  ;  for 'a  fractional  township,  contMning  a  greater  quantity  of  land 
than  one-quarter,  and  not  more  than  one-half,  of  a  township,  one-half  sec- 
tion ;  and  for  a  fractional  township,  containing  a  greater  quantity  of  land 
than  one  entire  section,  and  not  more  than  one-quarter  of  a  township,  one- 
quarter  section  of  land. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  farther  enacted.  That  the  aforesaid  tracts  of  land  shall 
be  selected,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  out  of  any  unappropriated 
public  land  within  the  land  district  where  the  township  for  which  any  tract 
IS  selected  may  be  situated;  and,  when  so  selected,  shall  be  held  by  the 
same  tenure,  and  upon  the  same  terms,  for  the  support  of  schools,  lu  such 
township,  as  section  number  bixti-cn  is  or  may  be  held,  in  the  State  where 
such  township  shall  be  situated. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  selected,  in  the 
manner  above  mentioned,  one  section  and  one  quarter  section  of  land,  for 
the  support  of  schools  within  that  tract  of  country  usually  called  the  French 
grant,  In  the  county  of  Sciota,  and  State  of  Ohio.

Be  it  enacted  6y  the  Senate  and  Some  of  Represeiitatives  of  the 
United  Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  auy  person,  who 
Bhall  hereafter,  in  any  manner,  by  threate  or  force,  intermpt,  hinder,  or 
preveut,  the  surveying  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any 
private  land  claim  which  has  or  may  be  confirmed  by  the  United  States,  or 
the  authority  thereof,  by  the  persons  authorized  to  survey  the  same,  in  con- 
formity with  the  instructions  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land

Sec.  2,  A^id  he  it  further  enacted,  That,  whenever  the  President  of  the 
United  States  shall  bo  satisfied  that  forcible  opposition  has  been  offered,  or 
will  likely  be  offered,  te  any  surveyor,  or  deputy  surveyor,  or  assistant  sur- 
veyor, in  the  discharge  of  his  or  their  duties,  in  surveying  the  public  lands 
of  the  United  States,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  President  te  order 
the  marshal  of  the  State  or  district,  by  himself  or  deputy,  to  attend  such 
surveyor,  deputy,  or  assistant  surveyor,  with  sufficient  force  to  protect  such 
officer  in  the  execution  of  bis  duty  as  surveyor,  and  to  remove  force  should 
any  be  offered.

Wo.  23. — An  Act  to  grant  pre-emption  rights  to  settlers  on  the  public  Ucds. 

Se  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  settler  or 
occupant  of  the  public  lands,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  who  is  now 
in  possession,  and  cultivated  any  part  thereof  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to 
enter,  with  the  register  of  the  land  office  for  the  district  in  which  such 
lands  may  lie,  by  legal  subdivisions,  any  number  of  acres,  not  more  than 
one  hundred  and  sixty,  or  a  quarter  section,  to  include  his  improvement, 
upon  paying  to  the  United  States  the  then  minimum  price  of  said  land  : 
Provided  however,  That  no  entry  or  sale  of  any  land  shall  be  made,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  shall  have  been  reserved  for  the  use  of 
the  United  States,  or  either  of  the  several  States,  in  which  any  of  the 
public  lands  may  be  situated. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  /urfTier  enacted,  That  if  two  or  more  persons  be 
settled  upon  the  same  quarter  section,  the  same  may  be  divided  between 
the  two  first  actual  settlers,  if,  by  a  north  and  south  or  east  and  west  line, 
the  settlement  or  improvement  of  each  can  be  included  in  a  half-qiiarter 
section,  and  in  sueb  case  the  said  settlers  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  pre- 
emption of  eighty  acres  of  land  elsewhere  in  said  land  district,  so  as  not 
to  interfere  with  other  settlers  having  a  right  of  preference. 

Sec.  3.  A^id  he  it  farther  enacted,  That,  prior  to  any  entries  being 
made  under  the  privileges  given  by  this  act,  proof  of  settlement  or  improve- 
ment shall  be  made,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  register  and  receiver  of  the 
land  district  in  which  such  lands  may  lie,  ^reeably  to  the  rales  to  be  pre- 
scribed by_  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  for  that  purpose, 
which  register  and  receiver  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  fifty  cents  fur 
his  services  therein.  And  that  all  assignments  and  transfers  of  the  right 
of  pre-emption  given  by  this  act,  prior  to  the  issuance  of  patents,  shall  be 
null  and  void. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  not  delay  the  sale 
of  any  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  beyond  the  time  which  has 
been  or  may  be  appointed,  for  that  purpose,  by  the  President's  proclama- 
tion ;  nor  shall  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  available  to  any  person 
or  persona  who  shall  fail  to  make  the  proof  and  payment  required  before 
the  day  appointed  for  the  commencement  of  the  sales  of  lands  including 
the  tract  or  tracts  on  which  the  right  of  pre-emption  is  claimed  ;  nor  shall 
the_  right  of  pre-emption,  contemplated  by  this  act,  extend  to  any  land 
which  is  reserved  irom  sale,  by  act  of  Congress,  or  by  order  of  the  Presi- 
dent, or  which  may  have  been  appropriated  for  any  puipose  whatsoever.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  RepresentatiEes  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That,  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  May  next,  all  the  public   lands  of  the  United  States,  when 
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offered  at  private  sale,  may  be  purchased,  at  the  option  of  the  purchaser, 
either  in  entire  sections,  half  sections,  quarter  sections,  half-quarter  sections, 
or  quarter-quarter  sections ;  aud  in  every  case  of  a  division  of  a  half-quarter 
section,  the  line  for  the  division  thereof  shall  run  east  and  west,  and  the  cor- 
ners and  contents  of  quarter-quarter  sections,  which  may  thereafter  be  sold, 
shall  be  ascertjuned,  as  nearly  as  may  he,  in  the  manner  and  on  the  prin- 
ciples directed  and  prescribed  by  the  second  section  of  an  aet  entitled 
"  An  act  concerning  the  mode  of  surpeying  the  public  lands  of  the  United 
States,"  passed  on  the  eleventh  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and 
five  ;  and  fractional  sections,  containing  fewer  or  more  than  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres,  shall,  in  like  manner,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  be 
subdivided  into  quarter-quarter  sections,  uuder  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  :  Provided,  That 
this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  alter  any  special  provision  made  by  law 
for  the  sale  of  land  in  town  lots:  And  provided,  aho,  That  no  person 
shall  he  permitted  to  enter  more  than  one-half-quarter  section  of  land 
under  this  act  in  quarter-quarter  sections  in  his  own  name,  or  in  the  name 
of  any  other  person,  and  in  no  case  unless  he  intends  it  for  cultivation  or 
for  the  use  of  his  improvement.  And  the  person  making  application  to 
make  an  entry  under  this  act  shall  file  hie  and  her  affidavit,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasuiy  may  prescribe,  that  he  or  she 
makes  the  entry  in  his  or  her  own  name,  for  his  or  her  own  benefit,  and 
not  in  trust  for  another  :*  Provided,  farther,  That  all  actual  settlers,  being 
housekeepers,  upon  the  public  lands,  shall  have  the  right  of  pre-emption  to 
enter,  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  not  exceeding  the 
quantity  of  one-half-quarter  section,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to 
include  his  or  their  improvements,  under  such  regulations  as  have  been  or 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury ;  and  in  cases  where 
two  persons  shall  live  upon  the  same  quarter  section,  subject  to  he  entered 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  each  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  that 
quarter-quarter  section  which  includes  his  improvements.

respect,  as  are  prescribed  in  said  aet,  within  one  year  after  the  surveys  are 
made,  or  the  land  attached  to  a  land  district,  or  the  boundary  line  estab-

Be  it  enacted  hy  (Se  Senate  and  House  of  R^resentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That,  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  the  executive  duties  now  prescribed,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law,  appertaining  to  the  surveying  and  sale  of 
the  public  lands  of  the  United  8ta.tes,  or  in  any  wise  respecting  such  public 
lands,  and,  also,  such  as  relate  to  private  claims  of  land  and  the  issuing  of 
patents  for  all  grants  of  land  under  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  under  the  direction  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  he  appointed  in  said 
office  hy  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
two  subordinate  officers,  one  of  whom  shall  he  called  principal  clerk  of  the 
public  lands,  and  the  other,  principal  clerk  on  private  land  claims,  who 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office ;  and  in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  or  of  the  absence  or  sickness  of 
the  Commissioner,  the  duties  of  said  office  shall  devolve  upon  and  he  per- 
formed, ad  interim,  by  the  principal  clerk  of  the  public  lands.*

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  to  appoint  a  secretary,  with  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  to 
sign  in  his  name,  and  for  him,  all  patents  for  land  sold  or  granted  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States.

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Wo.  33.— An  Act  to  grant  pre-emption  rights  to  eettlers  on  the  public  lands. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Semite  and  House  of  SepreseiUatives  of  the 
United  Statet  of  Amtnia  m  Comjrei,),  assembled,  That  every  actual  settler 
of  the  public  lands,  being  the  head  of  a  family,  or  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  who  waa  in  posses'iion  and  &  hou&ekeeper,  by  personal  residence 
thereon,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  for  four  months  next 
preceding,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  an  act  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  Errant  pre  emption  rights  to  settler"  on  the  public  lands,"* 
approved  May  twenty  ninth,  eighteen  handred  and  thirty,  and  the  said  act 
is  hereby  revived  and  continued  m  force  two  years  Provided,  That  where 
more  than  one  person  may  Lave  settled  upon  and  cultivated  any  one  quarter 
section  of  land,  each  one  of  them  shall  have  an  equal  share  or  interest  in 
the  said  quarter  section,  but  shall  have  no  claim,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to 
any  other  land ;  And  provided  alviai/s,  That  this  act  shail  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  give  a  right  of  pre-emption  to  any  person  or  persons,  in  con- 
sequence of  any  settlement  or  improvement  made  before  the  extinguish- 
ment of  the  Indian  title  to  the  land  on  which  such  settlement  or  improve- 
ment was  made,  or  to  the  lands  lately  acquired  by  treaty  with  the  Miami 
tribe  of  Indians,  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  of  which  proclamation  was  made 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  Decem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  or  to  any  sections  or  fractions  of 
sections  of  land  ineiudod  within  the  location  of  any  incorporated  town,  or 
to  the  alternate  sections  to  other  alternate  sections  granted  to  the  use  of 
any  canal,  railroad,  or  other  public  improvement  on  the  route  of  such  canal, 
railroad,  or  other  public  improvement,  or  to  any  portions  of  public  lands, 
surveyed  or  otherwise,  which  have  been  actually  selected  as  sites  for  cities 
or  towns,  lotted  into  smaller  quantities  than  eighty  acres,  and  settled  upon 
and  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  trade,  and  not  of  agricultural  cultivation 
and  improvement,  or  to  any  land  specially  occupied  or  reserved  for  town 
lots,  or  other  purposes,  by  authority  of  the  United  States  :  And  provided 
further,  That  nothing  herein  contained  stall  be  construed  to  affect  any  of 
the  selections  of  public  lands  for  the  purposes  of  education,  the  use  of  "alt 
springs,  or  for  any  other  purpose  which  may  ha\  e  been  or  may  b  m  d  by 
any  State,  under  existing  laws  ot  the  United  States  but  this  act  hall  n  t 
be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  those  of  the  leneflts  of  this  act,  wh  ha 
inhabited,  according  to  its  provisions,  certain  fractions  of  the  publ  1  nds 
within  the  land  district  of  Palmyra,  m  the  State  ot  Missouri,  wl  1  w 
reserved  from  sale  in  consequence  of  the  surveys  of  Spanish  and  P  n  h 
grants,  but  are  found  to  be  without  the  lines  ot  said  grants.  That  b  f

any  subBeqnent  time;  and  if  suoh  person  claiming  tte  benefit  of  this  law 
as  aforesaid,  shall  swear  falsely  in  the  premises,  lie  shall  be  subject  to  all 
the  pains  and  penalties  for  perjury,  forfeit  the  money  which  he  may  have 
paid  for  the  land,  and  all  right  and  title  to  the  said  land,  and  any  grant  or 
conveyance  which  he  may  have  made  in  pursuance  of  suoh  agreement  or 
contract  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  void,  except  in  the  hands  of  a  purchaser  in 
good  faith,  for  a  valuable  consideration  without  notice.  And  the  certificate 
which  shall  be  filed  with  the  CommissioTier,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  taken  to 
be  oonclusiYe  evidence  that  the  oath  was  legally  administered  :  And  pro- 
riided  farfhei;  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  cause  to  be  reserved  from  sale  or  entry,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  or  any  other  law  of  the  United  States,  any  tract  or  tracts  of  laud  re- 
served to  any  Choctaw,  under  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  Dancing 
Rabbit  creek,  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  and  also  to  reserve 
from  sale  or  entry  a  sufficient  quantity  of  the  lands  acquired  by  said  treaty, 
upon  which  no  such  settlement  or  improvement  has  been  made,  as  would 
entitle  the  settler  or  improver  to  a  right  of  pre-emption  under  this  act,  to 
satisfy  the  claims  of  suoh  Indians  as  may  have  been  entitled  to  reservations 
under  the  said  treaty,  and  whose  lands  may  have  been  sold  by  the  United 
States,  on  account  of  any  default,  neglect,  or  omission  of  duty,  on  the  part 
of  any  of&oer  of  the  United  States ;  such  reservation  from  sale  to  continue 
until  the  claims  to  reservations  under  said  treaty  shall  be  investigated  by 
the  board  of  commissioners  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  their  report 
finally  acted  on  by  Congress. 
Approved,  June  22,  1838. 


Ho.  34.— A  Eesolntiou  relating  to  the  pub!io  revenne  and  dues  to  the  Government. 

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  make  or  to  continue  in  force  any  general 
order  which  shall  create  any  difference  between  the  difi'erent  branches  of 
revenue,  as  to  the  money  or  medium  of  payment  in  which  debts  or  dues 
accruing  to  the  United  States,  may  be  paid. 
',  May  31, 1838, 


No.  35.— An  Act  to  repeal  the  second  section  of  "  An  act  to  extend  tlie  time  for 
locating  Vii^inia  militarj  land  warrants  and  retaming  surveys  thereon  to  the 
General  Land  Office,"  approved  Julj  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- eight. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  second  section  of 
"An  act  to  extend  the  time  for  locating  Virginia  military  land  warrants 
and  retnrning  surveys  theron  to  the  G-eneral  Land  Office,"  approved  July 
seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

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No.  36.— An  Act  making  b  donation  of  land  to  Ihc  Territory  of  Iowa,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  public  buildings  thereon. 

£e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Sepresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemJjled,  That  there  be,  and 
hereby  ia,  appropriated  and  granted  to  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  one  entire 
section  of  land,  of  any  of  the  surveyed  puhlic  lands  in  said  Territory,  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  the  public  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
Executive  and  Legislative  departments  of  the  Government  of  the  said  Ter- 
ritory :  Provided,  That  the  said  section  of  land  shall  be  selected  under  the 
authority  of  the  Territorial  Legislature,  the  seat  of  Government  located 
thereon,  and  notice  of  said  seleotion  officially  returned  to  the  register  of  the 
land  office  in  the  district  in  which  the  land  is  situated  within  one  year 
from  the  passing  of  this  act:  And  provided  further,  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  authorize  the  selection  of  the  sixteenth  section  in  any  town- 
ship reserved  for  the  use  of  schools,  nor  of  any  lot  reserved  for  public  pur- 
poses; and  that  in  the  selection  to  be  made  as  aforesaid,  no  pre-esistin" 
improvement  or  right  to  pre-emption  recognized  by  law,  shall  bo  prejudiced 
thereby. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if,  at  the  time  of  the  selection  of 
the  section  of  land  to  he  made  as  aforesaid,  the  contiguous  sections  thereto 
have  not  been  made  subject  to  public  sale,  or  being  so  subject  have  not  been 
sold  at  public  sale  or  by  private  entry,  then  each  and  every  section  contiguous 
to  said  selected  section,  and  not  so  sold,  shall  be  thereafter  reserved  and  with- 
held from  sale  in  any  manner,  until  the  further  order  of  Congress  thereon. 
But  nothing  herein  expressed  shall  be  construed  to  restrain  the  said  Terri- 
tory of  Iowa,  after  appropriating  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land  within  said 
selected  section  for  the  site  and  accommodation  of  the  public  buildings, 
from  selling  and  disposing  of  the  residue  of  said  section  in  lots  or  other- 
wise, for  the  use  of  said  Territory,  in  the  erection  and  completion  of  said 
buildings.

No,  37,— An  Act  for  the  relief  of  the  Brothertown  Indians,  in  the  Territorj-  of 
Wisconsin. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  township  of 
land  containing  twenty-three  thousand  and  forty  acres,  lying  on  the  east 
side  of  Winnebago  lake,  in  the  territory  of  Wisconsin,  which,  by  the  pro- 
viso of  a  treaty  made  with  the  Menomonie  Indians  on  the  seventeenth 
February,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-oae,  and  ratified  on  the  ninth  July, 
1832,  was  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  Erotherton  or  Brothertown  Indians, 
and  which  by  a  subsequent  treaty  with  the  Menomonie  tribe,  hearing  date 
27th  October,  1832,  and  ratified  13th  March,  1833,  was  further  secured 
to  the  said  Brothertown  Indians,  may  bo  partitioned  and  divided  amon" 
the  different  individuals  composing  said  tribe  of  Brothertown  Indians,  anS 
may  be  held  by  them  separately  and  severally  in  fee  simple,  after  such 
division  shall  have  been  made  in  the  manner  hereafter  mentioned.

Sec.  5.  Andheit  further  enacted,  That  after  the  said  commissioners  shall 
have  made  such  partition  and  division  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  make,  or 
cause  to  bo  made,  a  full  report  of  their  proceedings  in  the  premises,  setting 
forth  the  name  of  each  person  to  whom  they  have  apportioned  any  part  of 
said  land,  the  quantity  apportioned  or  allotted  to  each,  with  the  metes  and 
bounds,  or  other  definite  description  of  each  several  piece  or  parcel  of  land ; 
and  they  shall  accompany  the  said  report  with  a  fair  and  accurate  map  of 
the  whole,  showing  the  divisions  and  partitions  aforesaid;  which  report 
and  map,  or  a  copy  thereof,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  town  clork  of  said 
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tribe,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  nest,  and  shall  remain  open  for 
inspection  to  all,  for  the  space  of  twenty  days  thereafter ;  and  if  any  mem- 
ber or  members  of  said  tribe  sliaJl  object  to  tho  partition  or  division  bo 
made  by  the  said  commissioners,  or  shall  deem  himself  or  themselves 
aggrieved  thereby,  he  or  they  may,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  said  commissioners,  who  shall,  within  twenty  days  thereafter, 
meet  to  hear  and  determine  such  grievances,  and  take  testimony  if  neces- 
sary; and  after  eueh  hearing,  shall  Tiave  power  to  alter  or  modify  such  par- 
tition, if,  in  their  jndgment,  any  alteration  or  modification  is  necessary,  in 
order  to  do  equal  and  exact  justice  to  all  parties  in  interest. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  after  tho  said  report  shall  be  finally 
completed,  the  commissioners  shall  cause  three  copies  of  the  said  report,  and 
of  the  map  accompanying  the  same,  as  finally  agreed  upon  and  settled,  to  be 
made  and  signed  by  said  commissioners,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  Territory,  one  copy  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  within  which  said  lands  are  situated,  and 
the  other  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  who 
shall  thereupon  cause  patents  to  be  issued  to  the  several  individuals  named 
in  said  report,  for  the  lands  so  apportioned  to  them  respectively,  by  which 
the  said  persons  shall  be  authorized  to  hold  the  said  lands  in  fee  simple  to 
themselves  and  their  heirs  and  assigns. 

Seo.  7.  And  be  it/uriher  enacted,  That  the  said  report  and  map  shall 
be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  said  Territory,  and  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
said  county,  and  shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  President  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  January  nest ;  and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  filed  and 
transmitted  to  the  President,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  Brothertown  Indians, 
and  each  and  every  of  them,  shall  then  be  deemed  to  be,  and  from  that 
time  forth  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  and  shall  bo  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and 
immunities  of  such  citizens,  and  shall,  in  all  respects,  bo  subject  to  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  citizens  of  said  Territory ;  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  and  of  said  Territory  shall  be  estended  over  the  said  town- 
ship or  reservation  now  held  by  them  in  the  same  manner  as  over  other 
parts  of  said  Territory ;  and  their  rights  as  a  tribe  or  nation,  and  their 
power  of  making  or  eseouting  their  own  laws,  usages,  or  customs,  as  such 
tribe,  shall  cease  and  determine  :  Provided  however,  That  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  them  of  the  rif;ht  t»  any  annuity 
now  due  to  them  from  the  State  of  New  York  or  the  United  States,  but 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  such  annuity  in  the  same  manner  as 
though  this  act  had  not  been  passed.

No.  38. — An  Act  to  define  anl  establish  the  eastern  boundarj  line  of  the  Territory 
of  Iowa. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  B^resentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  Amh-ica  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  middle  or

any  other  such  conterminous  State  or  Territory.

Be  it  enacted  iy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  GoiigreM  assembled,  That  the  act  of  the  twenty- 
second  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-sis,  entitled  "  Aa 
act  authorizing  certain  soldiers  in  the  late  war  to  surrender  the  bounty 
lands  drawn  by  them,  and  to  locate  others  in  lieu  thereof,"  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  revived  and  continued  in  force  for  the  term  of  five  years  j 
and  the  provisions  of  the  above  recited  act  shall  be,  and  are  liereby,  ex- 
tended to  those  having  like  claims  in  the  States  of  Illinois  and  Missouri.

IfO.  40. — An  Act  Buppleraental  to  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  grant  pre-emption 
righta  to  settlers  on  the  public  lands,"  approved  June  tweuty-second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-eight,* 

Be  it  enacted  hy  ihe  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  in  all  cases  where  a  settler 
on  the  public  lands  may  reside,  or  have  hia  dwelling-tonse  upon  one 
qnarter  section,  and  cultivate  land  on  another  and  different  quarter  section, 
such  settler  may  make  his  election  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, to  enter  either  of  said  quarter  sections,  or  legal  sub-divisions  of  each, 
so  as  not  to  esceed  one  quarter  section  in  all. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  ia  all  cases  where  an  individual 
may  have  made  an  improvement  on  the  public  land,  and  had  after- 
ward leased  6r  rented  such  improvement  to  another  person,  who  was  iu 
possession  of  the  same  on  the  twenty-second  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-eight,  and  for  the  period  of  four  months  next  preceding,  or  when 
the  lessor  and  lessee,  together,  occupied  such  improvement  during  said  four 
months,  the  person  who  made  such  improvement,  and  so  rented  or  leased 
the  same,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  right  of  pre-emption,  notwithstanding 
he  may  have  been  out  of  possession  of  his  improvement  during  said  four 
months,  or  any  part  thereof. 

Seo.  3.  And  le  it  further  enacted.  That  every  settler  on  the  public 
lands,  which  were  not  surveyed  at  the  passage  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  and  who,  since  the  survey  of  such  public  lands  has  been 
ascertained  to  have  resided  at  the  date  of  said  act,  and  for  four  months 
preceding,  on  a  sixteenth  section,  set  apart  for  the  .support  of  schools  in 
any  township,  shall  be  entitled  to  enter  at  the  minimum  price  any  other 
quarter  section  of  the  public  lands  lying  in  the  same  land  district,  to  which 
no  other  person  has  the  right  of  pre-emption,  on  making  satisfactory  proof 
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of  hia  or  her  residence  as  aforesaid  on  such  sixteeoth  section,  before  the 
register  and  receiver  of  the  land  office  of  said  district. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  person  who  may  have 
been  a  settler,  within  the  meaning  of  tho  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
on  any  public  land  before  ita  selcotion  by  any  State  for  the  purposes  of  a

Eletion  of  the  suryeya,  in  the  several  districts  ht  which  surveyors  general 
ave  been,  or  may  be,  appointed,  at  the  earliest  periods  compatible  with 
the  purposes  contemplated  by  law ;  and  whenever  the  surveys  and  records 
of  any  auch  district  or  State  shall  he  oompleted,  the  surveyor  general 
thereof  shall  be  required  to  deliver  over  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the 
regpectivo  States,  including  such  surveys,  or  such  other  officer  as  may  be 
authorized  to  receive  them,  all  the  field  notes,  maps,  records,  and  other 
papers,  appertaining  to  land  titles,  within  the  same ;  and  the  office  of  sur- 
veyor general,  in  every  such  district,  shall  thereafter  cease  and  be  discon- 
tinued.

— Aa  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee to  issue  grants  and  perfect  titles  to  certain  lands  therein  described,  acd  to 
settle  the  claims  to  the  vacant  and  unappropriated  landa  wilbin  the  same,"  passed 
the  eightoonth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sis.* 

Be  it  enacted  Sy  (Ae  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  State  of  Tennessee  be, 
and  hereby  is,  constituted  the  agent  of  the  G-overnment  of  the  United 
States,  with  full  power  and  authority  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  vacant,  un- 
appropriated, and  refuse  lands,  within  the  limits  of  said  State,  lying  south 
and  west  of  the  lino  commonJy  called  the  Congressional  Reservation  Hue, 
*  See  supplementary  act,  August  7,  1846,  No.  116. 
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and  described  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment;  subject,  neverthe- 
less, to  the  foOowing  conditions  and  limitations,  to  wit : 

First.  The  State  of  Tennessee  shall  satisfy  all  legal  and  bona  fide  claims 
of  North  Carolina  upon  said  lands,  by  making  proyision,  by  law,  that  the 
holders  of  land  warrants  under  the  authority  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
may  locate  the  same  upon  the  lands  not  previously  located  upon,  or  claimed 
as  occupant  pre-emptions,  within  one  year  from  the  time  that  the  State  of 
Tennessee  shall  make  provision  for  carrying  this  act  into  effect;  and  in 
default  of  such  location  within  the  said  term  of  one  year,  the  said  warrants 
may  be  satisfied  by  the  payment  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  acre  for  the 
number  of  acres  contained  in  each  warrant,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  said  land :  Provided,  The  holders  shall  present  such  warrant 
to  the  proper  authorities  for  payment  of  the  same  i^thin  two  years  from 
the  action  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  hereon  :  And  pro- 
vided furihermore,  That  if  the  said  warrants  shall  not  be  satisfied,  either 
b^  the  location  of  land  within  one  year,  or  their  presentation  for  payment 
within  two  years  as  aforesaid,  the  holders  shall  be  forever  barred  of  all 
further  claim  or  right  to  demand  the  same. 

Second.  In  entering,  purchasing,  and  disposing  of  said  lands,  or  obtain- 
ing grants  of  the  same,  all  and  every  person  or  persons,  the  legal  represen- 
tative of  such  person  or  persons,  and  the  rightful  assignee  of  sueh  person 
or  persons,  as  are  entitled  to  the  right  of  occupancy  and  pre-emption 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  shall  have  the  preference 
in  the  entry  or  purchase  of  their  occupant  and  pre-emption  rights,  at  the 
price  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  acre,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  acres 

Third.  After  satisfying  the  claims  and  rights  aforesaid,  the  State  of 
Tennessee  shall  offer  for  sale  the  rest  and  residue  of  said  lands,  in  such 
manner,  in  such  quantities,  and  by  sueh  description,  as  may  be  most  con- 
venient; and,  for  the  full  term  of  three  years  from  and  after  the  time 
herein  allowed  for  the  location  of  North  Carolina  land  warrants,  may  sell 
and  dispose  of,  and  perfect  titles  to  the  same,  at  a  price  not  less  than  twelve 
and  a  half  cents  per  acre.  And  so  much  of  the  said  land  as  may  remain 
unsold  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  three  yeara,  shall  be  disposed 
of  as  aforesaid,  within  the  further  term  of  three  years,  at  such  price  per 
acre  as  it  may  bring  in  open  market :  Provided,  That  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  lands,  over  and  above  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
the  satisfaction  of  said  North  Carolina  claims,  shall  be  accounted  for  and 
paid  over  by  the  State  of  Tennessee  to  the  United  States  in  the  month  of 
January  annually.

Be  it  enacted  iy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  be,  and  there  hereby 
is,  confirmed  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  land  selected  by  her,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  second  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven,  entitled  "  An  act  to  grant  a  certain  quantity  of  land  to  the  State  of 
Indiana,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  State  in  opening  a  canal  to  connect 
*  Amended  9th  May,  1348,  ffo.  136;  and  see  also  act  of  March  3,  1845. 
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the  waters  of  the  Wabash  with  those  of  Lake  Erie,"  for  that  portion  of  the

Seo.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  should  any  of  said  lands,  at  the 
time  of  their  selection  and  location  by  the  State,  have  been  subject  to  any 
right  of  pre-emption,  or  other  legal  incumbrance,  the  State  of  Indiana  Bhall 
be,  and  she  hereby  is,  authorized  to  select,  of  any  lands  subject  to  private 
entry  in  said  State,  other  lauds  in  lieu  of  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  so  in- 
cumbered, and,  upon  return  of  a  description  of  the  same  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  the  same  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  confirmed  to  the  State :

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  patents  for  public  lands, 
whioh  have  been  issued  from  the  General  Land  Office  since  the  passing  of 
the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  General  Land  Office 
in  the  department  of  the  Treasury,"  passed  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twelve,  in  the  name  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  instead  of  being  "in  the  name  of  the  United  States," 
as  prescribed  in  the  eighth  section  of  said  act :  and  all  patents  for  public 
lands,  which  have  been  issued  from  the  said  G-eneral  Land  Office  since  the 
mssing  of  the  act  entitled  "An  acted  to  reorganize  the  G-eneral  Land 
Office,"  passed  the  fourth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-sis,  and  which  have  been  countersigned  by  the  recorder  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  or  other  person  acting  in  his  stead,  instead  of  being 
countersigned  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  act  of  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twelve ;  and  all  patents  which  have  been  issued  from  said  General 
Land  Of&ce  since  the  passing  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  prescribing  the 
mode  by  which  patents  for  public  lands  shall  be  signed  and  executed," 
passed  the  second  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
three,*  and  which  have  been  subscribed  by  a  secretary  duly  appointed,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  said  act,  with  the  printed  or  written  name  of  the 
President  prefixed  to  the  personal  signature  of  aaeh  secretary,  in  the  exe- 
cution of  such  patents,  notwithstanding  the  name  of  the  President  may  not 
have  been  written  personally  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  deemed,  taken,  and 
held,  good  and  valid  patents  iu  law,  and  shall  have  all  the  force  and  effect 
to  pass  from  the  United  States  to  the  patentee  or  patentees  named  in  such 
patents,  respectively,  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns, 
the  lands  described  therein,  as  though,  in  each  and  all  the  respects  before 
enumerated,  the  patents,  in  their  form  and  manner  of  exeeution,  had  con- 
formed to  the  requirements  of  law. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  the  General  Land  Office,  iu 
addition  to  the  duties  now  required  of  him  by  law,  to  countersign  all  patents 
issued  from  said  office,  instead  of  the  same  being  countersigned  by  the 
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Commissioner,  as  required  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  establishment  of  a  General  Land  Office  in  the  department  of 
the  Treasury,"  passed  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twelve.

shall  be  in  no  wise  affected  or  diminished  on  account  of  any  sums  which 
have  been  heretofore,  or  shall  be  hereafter,  applied  to  the  construction  or 
continuance  of  the  Cumberland  road,  but  that  the  disbursements  for  the 
said  road  shall  remain,  as  heretofore,  chargeable  on  the  two  per  centum 
fund  provided  for  by  compacts  with  several  of  the  said  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  itfarlJier  enacted,  That  after  deducting  the  said  ten  per 
centum,  and  what,  by  the  compacts  aforesaid,  has  heretofore  been  allowed  to 
the  States  aforesaid,  the  residue  of  the  nett  proceeds,  which  nett  proceeds  shall 
be  ascertained  by  deducting  from  the  gross  proceeds  all  the  expenditures  of 
the  year  for  the  following  objects  :  salaries  and  expenses  on  account  of  the 
General  Land  Office  j  expenses  for  surveying  public  lands ;  salaries  and 
expenses  in  the  surveyor  general's  offices ;  salaries,  commissions,  and  allow- 
ances to  the  registers  and  receivers  ;  the  five  per  centum  to  new  States,  of 
all  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  wherever  situated,  which  shall  be 
sold  subsequent  to  the  said  thirty-first  day  of  December,  shall  be  divided 
among  the  twenty-six  States  of  the  Union  and  the  District  of  Columbia,

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  several  sums  of  money 
received  in  the  Treasury  as  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands 
shall  be  paid  at  the  Treasury  half  yearly  on  the  first  day  of  January  and 
July  in  each  year,  during  the  operation  of  this  act,  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons as  the  respective  Legislatures  of  the  said  States  and  Territories,  or  the 
Governors  thereof,  in  case  the  Legislatures  shall  have  made  no  such 
appointment,  shall  authorize  and  direct  to  receive  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  any  sum  of  money,  which  at 
any  time  may  become  due,  and  payable  to  any  State  of  the  Union,  or  to 
the  District  of  Columbia,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  as  the  portion  of  the  said 
State  or  District,  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands,  shall  be 
first  applied  to  the  payment  of  any  debt,  due,  and  payable  from  the  said 
State  or  District,  to  the  United  States :  Provided,  That  this  shall  not 
be  construed  to  extend  to  the  sums  deposited  with  the  States  under  the 
act  of  Congress  of  twenty-third  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-sis,  en- 
titled "  an  act  to  regulate  the  deposites  of  the  public  money,"  nor  to  any 
sums  apparently  due  to  the  United  States  as  balances  of  debts  growing  out 
of  the  transactions  of  the  Revolutionary  war. 

Seo.  5.  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  continu  and  be 
in  force  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  unless  the  United  St  t  hall 
become  involved  in  war  with  an^  foreign  Power,  in  which  event  t  m  the 
commencement  of  hostilities,  this  act  shall  be  suspended  during  th  n 
tinuanco  of  such  war  :  Provided  nevertheless,  That  if,  prior  to  th  xp  ra 
tion  of  this  act,  any  new  State  or  States  shall  be  admitted  into  th  t  n  n 
there  be  assigned  to  such  new  State  or  States,  the  proportion  f  th  p  o- 
oeeds  accruing  after  their  admission  into  the  Union,  to  which  such  State 
or  States  may  be  entitled,  upon  the  principles  of  this  act,  together  with 
what  such  State  or  States  may  be  entitled  to  by  virtue  of  compacts  to  be 
made  on  their  admission  into  the  Union.* 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  annually  appro- 
priated for  completing  the  surveys  of  said  lands,  a  sum  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  the  minimum  price  at  which  the 
public  lands  are  now  sold  at  private  sale  shall  not  be  increased,  unless  Con- 
gress shall  think  proper  to  grant  alternate  sections  along  the  line  of  any 
canal  or  other  internal  improvement,  and  at  the  same  time  to  increase  the 
minimum  price  of  the  sections  reserved;  and  in  case  the  same  shall  be  in- 
creased by  law,  except  as  aforesaid,  at  any  time  during  the  operation  of 
this  act,  then  so  much  of  this  act  as  provides  that  the  nett  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  the  public  lands  shall  be  distributed  among  the  several  States,  shall, 
from  and  after  the  increase  of  the  minimum  price  thereof,  cease  and  become 
utterly  null  and  of  no  effect,  any  thing  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing :  Provided,  That  if,  at  any  time  during  the  existence  of  this  act, 
there  shall  be  an  imposition  of  duties  on  imports  inconsistent  with  the

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
may  continue  any  land  district  in  which  is  situated  the  seat  of  government

ing to  existing  laws.  And  there  shall  be  and  hereby  is,  granted  to  each 
new  State  that  shall  be  hereafter  admitted  into  the  Union,  upon  such 
admission,  so  much  land  as,  including  such  quantity  as  may  have  been 
granted  to  such  State  before  its  admission,  and  while  under  a  Territorial 
Government,  for  purposes  of  internal  improvoraont  as  aforesaid,  as  shall 
make  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land,  to  be  selected  and  located  as 
aforesaid.

ways, canals,  bridges  and  water-courses,  when  made  or  improved,  shall  be 
free  for  the  transportation  of  the  United  States  mail,  and  munitions  of  war, 
and  for  the  passage  of  their  troops,  without  the  payment  of  any  toll  what- 
ever. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  every  person  being  the  head  of  a  family,  or  widow,  or  single  man, 
over  the  age  of  tweaty-one  years,  and  being  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
or  having  filed  his  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  as  required 
by  the  naturalization  laws,  who  since  the  first  day  of  June,  a.  d.  eighteen 
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hundred  and  forty,  has  made  or  shall  hereafter  make  a  settlement  in  persoa 
on  the  public  lands  to  which  the  Indian  title  had  been  at  the  time  of  such 
settlement  extinguished,  and  which  has  been,  or  shall  have  been,  surveyed 
prior  thereto,  and  who  shall  inhabit  and  improye  the  same,  and  who  has 
or  shall  erect  a  dwelling  thereon,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to 
enter  with  the  register  of  the  land  office  for  the  district  in  which  such  land 
may  lie,  by  legal  subdivisions,  any  number  of  acres  Dot  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  sixty,  or  a  quarter  section  of  land,  to  include  the  residence  of 
Buch  claimant,  upon  paying  to  the  United  States  the  minimum  price  of 
such  land,  subject,  however,  to  the  following  limitations  and  exceptions  : 
No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  pre-emptive  right  by  virtue 
of  this  act ;  no  person  who  is  the  proprietor  of  three  hundred  and  twenty 
acres  of  land  in  aov  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  and  no  person 
who  shall  quit  or  abandon  his  residence  on  his  own  land  to  reside  on  the 
public  land  in  the  same  State  or  Territory,  shall  acquire  any  right  of  pre- 
emption under  this  aot ;  no  lands  included  in  any  reservation,  by  any 
treaty,  law,  or  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  re- 
served for  salines,  or  for  other  purposes  ;  no  lands  reserved  for  the  support 
of  schools,  nor  the  lands  acquired  by  either  of  the  two  last  treaties  with 
the  Miami  tribe  of  Indians  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  or  which  may  be 
acquired  of  the  Wyandot  tribe  of  Indians  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  or  other 
Indian  reservation  to  which  the  title  has  been  or  may  be  extinguished  by 
the  United  States  at  any  time  during  the  operation  of  this  act ;  no  sections 
of  land  reserved  to  the  United  States  alternate  to  other  sections  granted  to 
any  of  the  States  for  the  construction  of  any  canal,  railroad,  or  other 
public  improvement ;  no  sections  or  fractions  of  sections  included  within 
the  limits  of  any  incorporated  town  ;  no  portions  of  the  public  lands  which 
have  been  selected  as  the  site  for  a  city  or  town ;  no  parcel  or  lot  of  land 
actually  settled  and  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  trade  and  not  agriculture  ; 
and  no  lands  on  which  are  situated  any  known  salines  or  mines,  shall  be 
liable  to  entry  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  And  so 
much  of  the  proviso  of  the  act  of  twenty-second  of  June,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  or  any  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  as 
directs  certain  reservations  to  be  made  in  favor  of  certain  claims  under  the 
treaty  of  Dancing-rabbit  creek,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed ; 
Provided,  That  such  repeal  shall  not  affect  any  title  to  any  tract  of  land 
secured  in  virtue  of  said  treaty. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  two  or  more  persons 
shall  have  settled  on  the  same  quarter  section  of  land,  the  right  of  pre- 
emption shall  be  in  him  or  her  who  made  the  first  settlement,  provided  such 
persons  shall  conform  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  all  questions 
as  to  the  right  of  pre-emption  arising  between  different  settlers  shall  be  settled 
by  the  registerandreceiverofthedistrietwithin  which  the  land  is  situated, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  and  a  revision  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States, 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  prior  to  any  entries  being 
made  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  proof  of  the  settle- 
ment and  improvement  thereby  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  district  in  which  such  lauds  may 
lie,  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  who  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  fifty  cents  from  each  appli- 
cant for  his  services,  to  be  rendered  as  aforesaid ;  and  all  assignments  and 
transfers  of  the  right  hereby  secured,  prior  to  the  issuing  of  the  patent, 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  before  any  person  claiming

the  benefit  of  this  act  Bhall  he  allowed  to  enter  such  lands,  he  or  she  shall 
make  oath  before  tho  receiver  or  register  of  the  land  district  in  which  the 
land  is  situated,  (who  are  hereby  authorized  to  adrninister  the  same,)  that 
he  or  she  has  ne^er  had  the  benefit  of  any  right  of  pre-emption  under  this 
act;  that  he  or  she  is  not  the  owner  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of 
land  in  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  nor  hath  ho  or  she 
settled  upon  and  improved  said  land  to  sell  the  same  on  speculation,  but 
in  good  faith  to  appropriate  it  to  his  or  her  own  exclusive  use  or  benefit ; 
and  that  he  or  she  has  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  made  any  agreement  or 
contract,  in  any  way  or  manner,  with  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  by 
which  the  title  which  he  or  she  might  acquire  from  the  G-overnment  of  the 
United  States,  should  enure  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  benefit  of  any  per- 
son except  himself  or  herself;  and  if  any  person  taking  such  oath  shall 
swear  falsely  in  the  premises,  he  or  she  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pains 
and  penalties  of  perjury,  and  shall  forfeit  the  money  which  he  or  she  may 
have  paid  for  said  land,  and  all  right  and  title  to  the  same ;  and  any  grant 
or  conveyance  which  he  or  she  may  have  made,  except  in  the  hands  of  bona 
fide  purchasers,  for  a  valuable  consideration,  shall  be  null  and  void.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  administering  such  oath  to  file  a  certifi- 
cate thereof  in  the  public  laud  office  of  such  district,  and  to  transmit  a 
duplicate  copy  to  the  General  Land  Office,  either  of  which  shall  be  good 
and  sufficient  evidence  that  such  oath  was  administered  according  to  law. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  not  delay  the  sale

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  two  per  cent,  of  the  nett 
proceeds  of  the  lands  sold,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  sold  by  the  United 
States  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  since  the  first  day  of  December,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventeen,  and  by  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  enable  the

of  said  relinquishment  in  full  of  said  fund,  accrued  and  accruing,  and  also 
embracing  a  provision,  to  be  unalterable  without  the  consent  of  Congress, 
that  the  whole  of  said  two  per  cent,  fund  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  the 
construction  of  a  railroad,  leading  from  lirandon,  in  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi, to  the  eastern  boundary  of  said  State,  in  tho  direction,  as  near  as 
may  be  of  the  towns  of  Sclma,  Oahaba,  and  Montgomery  in  the  State  of 

Sec.  17.  And  he  it  furrier  enacted,  That  tho  two  per  cent,  of  the  nett 
proceeds  of  the  lands  sold  by  the  United  States,  in  the  State  of  Alabama, 
Bince  the  first  day  of  September  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  re- 
served by  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  the  Alabama 
Territory  to  form  a  constitution  and  State  government,  and  for  the  admis- 
sion of  such  State  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original 
States"  for  the  making  of  a  road  or  roads  leading  to  the  said  State,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  relinquished  to  the  said  State  of  Alabama,  payable  in

No.  56. — An  Aot  to  provide  for  the  armed  occupation  and  settlement  of  the  unset- 
tled part  of  tlie  peninsula  of  East  Florid^,* 

Be  it  enacted  Sy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  any  person,  being  the  head 
of  a  family,  or  single  man  over  eighteen  yeare  of  age,  able  to  bear  arms, 
who  has  made  or  shall,  within  one  year  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  make  an  actual  settlement  within  that  part  of  Florida  situate  and  being 
south  of  the  line  dividing  townships  numbers  nine  and  ten  south,  and  cast 
of  the  base  line,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  quarter  section  of  said  laud,  on 
the  following  conditions  and  stipulations  : 

Mrst.  That  said  settler  shall  obtain  from  the  register  of  the  land  office, 
in  the  district  in  which  he  proposes  to  settle,  a  permit  describing  as  particu- 
larly as  may  be  practicable,  the  place  where  his  or  her  settlement  is  in- 
tended to  be  made  :  Provided,  That  no  person  who  shall  be  a  resident  of 
Florida  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  aot,  who  shall  be  the  owner  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  at  the  time  he  proposes  to  settle,  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  permit  from  the  register. 

Second.  That  said  settler  shall  reside  in  the  Territory  of  Florida,  south 
of  swd  township  line,  for  five  consecutive  years,  and  to  tate  his  grant  on 
any  public  land  south  of  that  township. 

Third.  That  said  settler  shall  erect  thereon  a  house  fit  for  the  habita- 
tion of  man,  and  shall  clear,  enclose,  and  cultivate  at  least  five  acres  of 
said  land,  and  reside  thereon  for  the  space  of  four  years  nest  following  the 
first  year  after  the  date  of  his  permit,  if  he  or  she  shall  so  long  live. 

Fourth.  That  such  settler  shall,  within  one  year  after  the  survey  of  said 
lands,  and  the  opening  of  the  proper  of&oe  for  the  entry  and  sale  of  the 
same  by  the  United  States,  prove,  before  such  tribunal  and  in  such  man- 
ner and  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  G-eneral 
Land  OfE.ce,  with  the  approval  of  the  president,  the  fact  that  the  settlement 
has  been  commenced,  and  the  particular  quarter  section  upon  which  it  is 
located;  and,  also,  that  such  settler  shall,  within  six  months  after  the  ex- 
piration of  five  years  from  the  date  of  his  permit,  prove,  in  like  manner, 
the  fact  of  continued  residence  and  cultivation,  as  required  in  the  second 
and  third  conditions  hereinabove  prescribed;  whereupon,  and  not  until 
then,  a  patent  shall  issue  to  said  settler,  for  such  quarter  section. 

Sec,  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  the  ease  of  the  settlement 
of  the  same  quarter  section  by  two  or  more  settlers,  the  right  to  the  loca- 
tion shall  be  determined  by  priority  of  settlement,  to  be  ascertained  under 
such  rules  as  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  President,  may  prescribe ;  and  the  subsequent  settler  or  settlers 
shall  be  permitted  to  locate  the  quantity  he,  she,  or  they  may  be  entitled 
to  elsewhere  within  the  same  township,  upon  vacant  public  lands. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  right  or  donation  shall  be 
acquired  under  this  act  within  two  miles  of  any  permanent  military  post  of 
the  United  States,  established  and  garrisoned  at  the  time  such  settlement 
and  residence  was  commenced.

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  sales,  gifts,  devises,  agree- 
ments, bonds,  or  powers  to  sell,  transfers,  or  liens,  whatsoever,  private  or 
judicial,  of  the  lands,  or  any  portion  thereof,  acquired  by  this  act,  made  at 
any  time  before  patents  shall  have  issued  for  the  same,  shall  he  utterly

And  be  it  further  enacted,  Thit  upon  tbe  diath  uf  any  settlei 
before  the  end  of  the  five  years,  or  before  the  issuing  ot  the  patent,  all  his 
rights  under  this  act  shall  descend  to  his  widow  and  heirs  at  law  it  he 
leaves  a  widow,  and  to  his  heirs  at  law,  if  he  leaves  none,  to  he  held  and 
divided  by  them  according  to  the  laws  of  Florida,  any  previous  sale  or 
transfer  of  the  same  or  of  any  interest,  lea^l  or  etjuitable,  in  the  same,  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding  Ind  proof  ot  his  compliance  with  the 
conditions  of  this  act,  up  to  the  time  of  hia  death,  shall  be  sufficient  to 
entitle  them  to  the  patent. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  tnarted,  That  where  any  settlement,  by  tbe 
erection  of  a  dwelling,  or  the  cultivation  of  anj  portion  thereof,  shall  be 
made  upon  tbe  sixteenth  section,  before  the  same  shall  be  surveyed,  then 
and  in  that  case  other  lands  shall  be  selected  by  the  sihool  commissioners 
of  the  township,  in  lieu  of  said  section  sixteen,  or  such  part  thereof  ai  may 
be  claimed  under  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
thousand  acres  of  land  shall  be  taken  foi  settlement  under  this  'ict 

Sec.  8.  And  he  ii  further  enacted,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  may,  at  any  time,  by  pTotlamation,  suspend  all  further  permits  and 
settlements  under  this  act,  by  giving  three  months'  notice  thereof. 

Seo.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  ComtnissioneT  oi  the  Gene- 
mi  Land  Office  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Febniary,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-four,  report  to  Congress  the  names  of  every  individual  who 
shall  have  made  the  actual  settlement  required  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  specifying  the  heads  of  families,  and  the  single  men,  and  the  location 
of  each  quarter  section  occupied  by  each  of  said  settlers.

General  Land  Office  shall  prescribe  :  Provided,  That  no  such  entry  shall

Dnhuque  claim,  so  called,  which  have  not  been  sold  by  the  United  States, 
by  virtue  of  the  acts  of  the  fourth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-sis,  and  the  third  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven,  be,  and  the  same  arc  hereby,  declared  to  be  public 
lands,  and  that  settlers  on  said  land,  who  hut  for  said  reservation  would 
have  been  enabled  to  enter  the  same  under  the  pre-emption  laws  of  nine- 
teentl!  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  twenty-second 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  first  June,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty,  or  fourth  September,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-one,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  enter  the 
same  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  at  any  time  within  one 
year  after  the  date  of  this  act,  upon  complying  with  the  provisions  of  either 
of  said  acts  under  which  such  person  may  claim  ;  the  settlers  under  the 
earlier  law  being  entitled  to  the  preference  over  those  under  a  subsequent 
one :  Provided,  That  this  section  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  extending  the 
right  of  pre-emption  to  lands  reserved  for  lead  mines,  salt  springs,  school 
sections,  or  town  lots  :  And  provided,  further.  That  should  the  said  claim 
of  Dubuque  hereafter  prove  valid,  compensation  to  the  claimants  shall  be 
made  by  the  United  States,  in  other  public  lands  equal  in  quantity,  subject 
to  private  entry.

— An  Act  to  provide  for  the  satisfaetion  of  claimB  arising  under  the  four- 
teenth and  nineteenth  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Dancing  Babbit  creek,  concluded 
in  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty. 

Be  ii  enacted  hi/  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  act  approved  on  the 
third  of  March,  eight«en  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  entitled  "  An  act  for 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  to  adjust  the  claims  to  reservations  of 
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land  under  the  fourteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty,  with  the  Chootaw  Indians :  and  also,  the  act  approved  on  the  twentj- 
aecoDd  day  of  Fehruary,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners 
to  adjust  the  claims  to  reservations  of  land  under  the  fourteenth  article  of 
the  treaty  of  elt;hteen  hundred  and  thirty,  with  the  Choctaw  Indians,'  so 
far  as  the  same  are  not  repealed  or  modified  by  the  provisions  of  this  act," 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  revived  and  continued  in  force  until  the 
powers  conferred  by  this  act  shall  he  fully  executed,  subject,  nevertheless, 
to  repeal  or  modification  by  any  act  of  Congress.  And  all  the  powers  aud 
duties  of  the  commissioners  are  hereby  extended  to  claims  arising  under 
the  nineteenth  article  of  the  said  treaty,  and  under  the  supplement  to  the 
said  treaty,  to  be  examined  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as 
in  cases  arising  under  the  fourteenth  article  of  the  said  treaty:  Provided, 
That  the  salary  of  said  Commissioners  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  before  the  said  commissioners,  and  process  to  compel  such  attend- 
ance may  be  issued  by  the  said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  under 
their  seals  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  if  issued  by 
courts  of  record,  and  may  bo  executed  by  the  marshal  of  any  district,  or 
by  any  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff  or  other  peace  ofEcer  designated  by  the  said 
commissioners,  who  shall  receive  for  such  services  the  same  fees  as  are  al- 
lowed in  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  rendered  for  similar  services,  to  be  paid,  on  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  commissioners,  out  of  the  contiugent  fund  appropriated  by  the 
fourth  section  of  the  act  secondly  above  recited,  which  was  approved  on 
the  twenty-second  day  of  February,  oae  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight,  and  which  is  revived  by  this  act :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  revive  such  portion  of  the  act  approved  the 
third  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  referred 
to  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  as  provides  for  the  employment  and  pay 
of  the  district  attorney  of  either  of  the  districts  of  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  if  fiirfher  enacted,  That  when  the  said  commissioners 
shall  have  ascertained  that  any  Choctaw  has  complied  or  offered  to  comply 
with  all  the  requisites  of  the  fourteenth  article  of  the  said  treaty,  to  entitle 
him  to  any  reservation  under  that  article,  which  requisites  are  as  follows, 
to  wit;^  that  said  Choctaw  Indian  did  signify  his  or  her  intention  to  the 
agent,  in  person,  or  by  some  person  duly  authorized  and  especially  directed, 
by  said  Indian,  to  signify  the  intention  of  said  Indian  to  become  a  citizen 
of  the  State,  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  the  said 
treaty,  and  had  his  or  her  name,  within  the  time  of  six  months  aforesaid, 
enrolled  on  the  register  of  the  Indian  agent  aforesaid,  for  that  purpose ;  or 
shall  prove,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  said  commissioners  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  that  he  or  she  did  signify  his  or  her  intention,  within 
the  term  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  afore- 
said, if  his  or  her  name  was  not  enrolled  in  the  register  of  the  agent  afore- 
said, but  was  omitted  by  said  agent;  and  secondly,  that  said  Indian  did, 
at  the  date  of  making  said  treaty,  to  wit,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of 
September,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty,  have  and  own  an  improvement  iu 
the  then  Ohoctaw_ country;  and  that,  having  and  owning  an  improvement, 
at  the  place  and  time  aforesaid,  did  reside  upon  that  identical  improvement, 
or  a  part  of  it,  for  the  term  of  five  years  continuously,  next  after  the  ratifi- 
cation of  said  treaty,  to  wit,  from  the  twenty-fourth  of  February,  eighteen 
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hundred  and  thirty-one,  to  the  twenty-fourtb.  of  February,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-six,  unless  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  such  improve- 
ment Wis,  before  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty  SIX,  disposed  of  by  the  United  States,  aad  that  the  reservee  was  dis- 
possessed by  means  of  such  disposition ;  and,  thirdly,  that  it  shall  be  made 
to  ippiar  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  said  commissioners,  and  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  that  said  Indian  did  not  receive  any  other  grant  of  land  under 
the  provisions  of  any  other  article  of  said  treaty ;  and,  fourthly,  that  it 
shall  be  made  to  appear,  in  like  manner,  that  said  Indian  did  not  remove 
to  the  Choctaw  country  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  but  he  or  she  had 
eontiaued  to  reside  within  the  limits  of  the  country  ceded  by  the  Choctaw 
Indians  to  the  United  States,  by  said  treaty  of  twenty-seventh  September, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
missioners, if  all  and  each  of  the  above  requisites  shall  be  made  clearly  to 
appear  to  their  satisfaction,  and  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  concur  therein, 
to  proceed  to  ascertain  the  quantity  of  land  to  which  said  Indian,  by  virtue 
of  the  fourteenth  article  of  said  treaty,  is  entitled  to,  which,  when  ascer- 
tained, shall  be  located  for  said  Indian,  according  to  sectional  lines,  so  as 
to  embrace  the  improvement,  or  a  part  of  it,  owned  by  said  Indian  at  the 
date  of  said  treaty ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  issue  a  patent  to  said  Indian  for  said  land,  if  he  or  she  be  living, 
and  if  not,  to  his  or  her  heirs  and  legal  representatives;  and  in  like  man- 
ner, shall  the  commissioners  aforesaid  ascertain  the  quantity  of  land  granted 
by  said  article  to  each  child  of  said  Indian,  according  to  the  limitations 
contained  in  said  article,  and  locate  said  quantity,  for  said  children,  con- 
tiguous to  and  adjoining  the  improvement  of  the  parent  of  such  child  or 
children  ;  and  the  President  shall  issue  a  patent  for  each  tract  of  land  thns 
located,  to  said  Indian  child,  if  living,  and  if  not,  to  the  heirs  and  legal 
representatives  of  such  Indian  child.  But  if  the  United  States  shall  have 
disposed  of  any  tract  of  land,  to  which  any  Indian  was  entitled,  under  the 
provisions  of  said  fourteenth  article  of  said  treaty,  so  that  it  is  now  impos- 
sible to  give  said  Indian  the  quantity  to  which  he  was  entitled,  includ- 
ing his  improvements,  as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  of  it,  or  to  his  children,  on 
the  adjoining  lands,  the  said  commissioners  shall  thereupon  estimate  the 
quantity  to  which  each  Indian  is  entitled,  and  allow  him  or  her,  for  the 
same,  a  quantity  of  land  equal  to  that  allowed,  to  be  taken  out  of  any  of 
the  public  lands  in  the  States  of  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Alabama,  and 
Arkansas,  subject  to  entry  at  private  sale;  and  certificates  to  that  effect 
shall  be  delivered,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  through 
such  agent  as  he  may  select,  not  more  than  one-half  of  which  shall  be  de- 
livered to  said  Indian  until  after  his  removal  to  the  Choctaw  territory  west 
of  the  Mississippi  river.  The  said  commissioners  shall  also  ascertain  the 
Choctaws,  if  any,  who  relinquished  or  offered  to  relinquish  any  reservations 
to  which  he  was  entitled  under  the  nineteenth  article  of  the  said  treaty,  or 
whose  reservations  under  that  article  had  been  sold  by  the  United  States ; 
and  shall  also  determine  the  quantity  to  which  such  claimant  was  entitled ; 
and  the  quantity  of  land  which  should  be  allowed  him  on  extinguishment 
of  such  claim,  at  the  rate  of  two-fifths  of  an  acre  for  every  acre  of  the  land 
to  which  said  claimant  was  entitled,  said  land  having  been  estimated  under 
this  article  at  fifty  cents  per  acre  :  Provided  nevertheless,  That  no  claim 
shall  be  considered  or  allowed  by  said  commissioners,  for  or  in  the  name  or 
behalf  of  any  Indian  claimant  whose  name  does  not  appear  upon  the  lists 
or  registers  of  claimants  made  by  Major  Armstrong,  special  agent  for  that 
purpose,  in  conjunction  with  the  throe  chiefs  of  the  three  Choctaw  districts, 
and  returned  to  the  Department  of  War  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
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ttirty-two,  and  who  does  not  appear  from  those  rccistera  to  he  entitled  to 
a  reservation  under  said  nineteeoth  article. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enactei,  That  the  said  commiBsioners,  within 
two  years  from  the  time  of  their  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  officea, 
and  as  often  as  shall  be  required  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
shall  report  to  him  their  proeeedinga  in  the  premises,  with  a  full  and  per- 
fect list  of  the  names  of  all  the  Choctaws  whom  they  shall  have  determined 
to  be  entitled  to  reservations  under  this  act ;  the  quantity  of  land  to  which 
each  shall  be  so  entitled,  the  number  of  claims  wliieli  can  be  located  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  and  such  as  cannot 
be  located  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  this  act ;  and 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  cease  at  the  expira- 
tion of  two  years  from  the  time  of  the  first  organization  of  the  board  ;  and 
their  proceedings  may  be  terminated  by  the  President  at  any  time  previous 
to  the  espiration  of  the  said  two  years. 

Sec.  5.  -inii  6ei(/ur(Aerenac(e(?,  That  the  commissioners  to  be  appointed 
under  this  act  shall  also  ascertain  and  determine  the  quantity  of  land 
to  which  any  Choctaw  or  other  person  named  in  the  supplement  to  the 
said  treaty  of  Dancing  Rabbit  creek  was  entitled  by  virtue  thereof,  and 
which  such  person  has  by  any  means  been  prevented  from  receiving. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  President  of  the  United 
States  shall  approve  and  confirm  the  determination  of  the  commissioners 
heretofore  appointed  to  investigate  the  claims  existing  under  the  fourteenth 
article  of  the  said  treaty  of  Dancing  Rabbit  creek,  in  any  case,  he  bhall 
cause  to  be  delivered  t«  the  claimant,  if  he  be  a  Choctaw  Indian,  hi'!  Ipgal 
representatives  or  heirs,  certificates,  as  provided  by  the  fourth  section  of 
this  act,  for  the  quantity  of  land  to  which  such  claimant  shall  appear,  by

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  distinct  accounts  shall  be  kept 
of  the  certificates  issued  in  satisfaction  of  the  claims  provided  for  by  this 
act,  and  of  all  expenses  attending  the  execution  of  the  same ;  and  the 
amount  thereof  shall  bo  retained  and  withheld  from  any  distribution  to  the 
States. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  said  commissioners  to  adjudicate 
any  claim  which  may  be  presented  by  a  white  man  who  may  have  had,  or 
DOW  has,  an  Indian  wife  or  family;  and  any  patent  to  land,  which  slial! 
issue  on  any  Indian  claim,  under  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  aforesaid,  shall 
be  issued  to  the  Indian  to  whom  the  claim  was  allowed,  if  living,  and  if 
dead,  to  his  or  her  heirs  and  legal  representatives,  any  act  of  Congress,  or 
ns^e,  or  custom,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  claim  shall  be  allowed,  under 
the  fourteenth  article  of  said  treaty,  if  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  satis- 
fied, by  such  proof  as  they  may  prescribe,  that  said  claim  had  been,  previ- 
ous to  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  ratification  of  said  treaty, 
assigned,  either  in  whole  or  in  part ;  and  in  case  of  a  partial  assignment,  or 
agreement  for  an  assignment  thereof,  the  same  shall  be  allowed  so  far  only 
as  the  original  Indian  claimant  was,  at  that  date,  the  bona  fido  proprietor 
thereof. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  claims  under  either  of  the 
articles  of  said  treaty  mentioned  above,  or  the  supplemental  articles  thereof. 
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which  shall  not  be  duly  presented  to  said  eommiasionors  for  allowance  within 
one  year  after  the  final  passage  of  this  act  shall  he  thereafter  forever  barred 
Approved,  Aitgust2^,  1842.

Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  county  commissioners 
of  the  county  of  Lee,  in  the  Territoiy  of  Iowa,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  select,  of  any  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  subject 
to  private  entry  within  tho  Iowa  Territory,  one  section  for  each  entire  town- 
ship of  land  in  the  "  half-breed  tract,"  in  said  county,  and  a  proportion^ 
quantity  for  each  fractional  township  in  said  tract,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury ;  which 
land  when  selected,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rales  and  regulations,  re- 
specting school  lands,  as  the  sixteenth  sections  in  all  the  townships  of  the 
public  lands  are  subject.

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No.  82.— An  Act  to  confirm  the  sale  of  pablic  lunds  in  certain  cases. 

£e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  in  all  cases  whea  any  entry 
has  lieen  made,  ander  the  pre-emption  laws,  of  land  which  was  public  land, 
subject  to  sale  at  the  date  of  such  entry,  and  when  patents  for  the  same 
have  not  been  issued  from  the  General  Land  Office,  becanse  of  the  original 
tract  claimed,  or  the  float  arising  therefrom,  exceeding  the  quantity  specified 
in  the  law,  or  when  the  adjudication  has  hoen  made  by  the  receiver  and 
the  clerk  of  tlie  register,  acting  in  the  stead  of  tte  register,  or  when  the 
proof  upon  which  the  claim  is  founded  is  not  in  the  form,  nor  full,  as  to 
all  the  facts  required  by  law,  but  substantially  so,  such  entries  and  sales 
are  hereby  conSnned,  and  patents  shall  be  issued  thereon,  as  in  other 
oases :  Provided,  That  tte  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be  satisfied  that 
such  entries  have  been  in  other  respects  fair  and  regular,  and  that  the  evi- 
dence sustains  the  claim ;  that  they  are  not  contested  by  other  persona 
claiming  the  same,  and  that  no  fraud  shall  appear  in  them  :  And  provided 
oho,  That  the  act  of  fourth  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one, 
entitled  "An  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  public  lands, 
and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights,"  shall  be  so  construed  as  not  to  confer  on 
any  one  a  right  of  pre-emption  by  reason  of  a  settlement  made  on  a  tract 
heretofore  sold  under  a  prior  pre-emption  law,  or  at  private  entry,  when 
such  prior  pre-emption  or  entry  has  not  been  confirmed  by  the  Gfeneral 
Land  Office,  on  account  of  any  alleged  defect  therein,  and  when  such  tract 
has  passed  into  the  hands  of  an  innocent  and  bona  fide  purchaser.

ceivers of  public  money  in  the  several  offices  established  for  the  sale  of  the 
pablic  lands.

And  be  it  further  mmcted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury,  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  done,  to  cause  the  plats 
of  the  sarvejs  of  the  now  district  hereby  created,  and  of  the  portion  an- 
nexed to  the  western  district,  to  be  deposited  in  the  proper  offices,  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  allow  and  pay,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of 
the  public  lands,  the  reasonable  expenses  which  may  bo  incurred  in  cariy- 
ing  this  act  into  efTcct.

States  of  America  in  Congress  assew fi^ei?.  That  in  all  cases  where  lands 
shall  have  been  entered  at  the  land  office  in  the  Greensburgh,  late  St. 
Helena,  land  district,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  where  the  United  States 
cannot  issue  patents  therefor,  owing  to  the  errors  and  imperfections  of  the 
public  surveys,  or  to  conflicting  claims,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person 
having  made  such  entries,  or  his  or  her  heirs  or  legal  representatives  or 
grantees,  or  their  heirs  or  legal  representatives,  who  may  [be]  legally  and 
equitably  entitled  to  the  same,  after  a  demand  of  the  patent,  and  a  refusal  to 
issue  the  same,  to  surrender  his  or  her  certificate  of  purchase  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  to  be  cancelled  j  and,  upon  such  surrender,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  refund,  without  interest  the 
purchase-money  for  said  lands  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  if  he  shall  deem  it  expedient,  to  cause  a  re-survev 
of  all  or  any  part  of  the  lands  lying  in  said  district  remaining  unsold,  or 
the  certificates  for  which  may  be  surrendered  in  virtue  of  this  or  any  other 
act  of  Congress,  thereby  correcting  the  surveys,  and  designating  the  lands 
covered  by  private  claims  under  Spanish  or  French  grants;  and  so  soon  as 
said  re-surveys  shall  have  been  returned  and  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  the  unreserved  public  lands  therein  specified  shall  be  subject 
to  the  laws  for  the  disposal  of  the  public  lands,  and  patents  therefor  shall 
issue  as  in  other  cases ;  Provided,  That  purchasers  aforesaid  may  retain 
their  certificates  of  purchase,  and  the  surveys  of  said  tracts  shall  be  cor- 
rected, and  when  said  surveys  are  corrected,  may  receive  their  patents  from 
the  United  States  for  the  land  so  purchased  by  them.

is  supplementary,  against  the  governor  and  judges  of  the  late  Tenitorj  of 
Michigan,  and  receive  all  moneys,  or  other  rights  to  property  to  which  the 
said  governor  and  judges  were  entitled,  or  became  entitled  under  said  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  and 
aldermen,  of  the  stud  city  of  Detroit  he,  and  they  are  hereby,  entitled  to 
receive  from  any  person  or  persons  having  possession  of  the  same,  the 
journals,  records,  papers,  and  hooks  of  the  governor  and  judges  of  the  late

And  be  itfvrtJier  enacted,  That  any  land  or  other  property,  real 
or  personal,  remaining,  except  the  court-house  and  jail  erected  under  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  after  satisfying  all  just  claims  provided 
for  in  the  first  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  is  hereby 
vested  in  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  and  aldennen,  of  the  city  of  Detroit  to 
be  disposed  of  by  them  at  their  discretion,  to  the  best  advantage ;  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  make  deeds  to  purchasers  thereof,  or  other  stift- 
cient  oonveyances  ;  and  the  proceeds  of  the  land  or  other  property  effects 
or  claims  so  disposed  of,  and  of  other  rights  and  claims  of  the  said  governor 
and  judges,  shall,  after  the  payment  of  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in 
giving  effect  to  said  act  and  to  this  act  and  in  the  adoption  of  such  mea- 
sures as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  preserving  in  proper  form  the  re- 
cords and  other  evidences  of  the  proceedings  of  said  governor  and  judges, 
be  applied  by  the  said  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen,  to  such  object  or 
objects  of  public  improvement  In  said  city,  as  the  said  mayor,  recorder, 
and  aldermen,  may  in  council  direct.  And  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  and

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Legislatures  of  Illinois, 
Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and  Tennessee,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
to  provide  by  law  for  the  sale  and  conveyance  in  fee  simplcj  of  all  or  any  part 
of  the  lands  heretofore  reserved  and  appropriated  by  Congress  for  the  use 
of  schools  within  said  States,  and  to  invest  the  money  arising  from  the 
sales  thereof  in  some  productive  fund,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall  be  for- 
ever applied,  under  the  direction  of  said  Legislatures,  to  the  use  and  sup- 
port of  schools  within  the  several  townships  and  districts  of  country  for 
which  they  were  originally  reserved  and  set  apart,  and  for  no  other  use  or 
purpose  whatever :  Provided,  Said  land,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  in  no 
wise  be  sold  without  the  consent  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  township  or 
district,  to  be  obtained  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislatures  of  said  Slates 
shall  by  law  direct ;  and  in  the  apportionment  of  the  proceeds  of  said  fund, 
each  township  and  district  shall  be  entitled  to  such  part  thereof,  and  no 
more,  as  shall  have  accrued  from  the  sum  or  sums  of  money  arising  from 
the  sale  of  the  school  lands  belonging  to  such  township  or  district. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Legislatures  of  said  States 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  make  such  laws  and  needful  regula- 
tions as  may  be  deemed  expedient  to  secure  and  protect  from  injury  or 
waste,  the  sections  reserved  by  the  laws  of  Congress,  for  the  use  of  schools, 
to  each  township,  and  to  provide  by  law,  if  not  deemed  expedient  to  sell, 
for  leasing  the  same  for  any  term  not  exceeding  four  years,  in  such  manner 
as  to  render  them  productive,  and  most  conducive  to  the  object  for  which 
they  were  designed. 
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Sec.  3.  And  he  it  farther  matted,  That  if  the  proceeds  accruing  to  any 
township  or  district  from  said  fund,  shall  be  insufficient  for  the  support  of 
schools  therein,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Legislatures  to  invest  the  same  ia 
the  most  secure  and  productive  manner,  until  the  whole  proceeds  of  the 
fund  belonging  to  such  township  or  district  shall  be  adequate  to  the  per- 
manent maintenance  and  support  of  schools  within  the  same  ;  Provided, 
That  the  Le^slatures  aforesaid  shall,  in  no  case,  invest  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  lands  in  any  township  in  manner  aforesaid,  without  the  consent 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  township  or  district,  to  be  obtained  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  any  sales  of  such  lands,  reserved 
as  aforesaid,  as  have  been  made  in  pursuance  of  any  of  the  laws  enacted 
by  the  Legislatures  of  said  States,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  principles 
of  this  act,  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  so  far  as  the  assent  of  the 
United  States  to  the  same  may  be  necessary  to  the  confirmation  thereof.

No.  69.— An  Act  to  perfect  the  tUIea 
under  New  Madrid  locations,  and  pre-ei 
eight  hundred  and  fourteen  [fifteen]. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  oftJie  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  locations  heretofore 
made  of  warrants  issued  under  the  act  of  the  seventeenth  of  February, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of 
the  iohahitants  of  the  late  county  of  New  Madrid,  in  Missouri  Territory, 
who  suffered  by  earthquakes,"  of  those  locations  which  were  made  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Arkansas  river,  if  made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
of  that  act  in  other  respects,  shall  be  perfected  into  grants,  in  like  manner 
as  if  the  Indian  title  to  the  lands  on  the  south  side  of  said  river  had  been 
completely  extinguished  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  cases  in  which  the  loca- 
tions so  made  on  the  south  side  of  the  Arkansas  river  may  have  been  sold, 
and  the  lauds  thus  located  under  the  act  aforesaid  have  been  appropriated 
by  the  United  States,  the  owner  of  the  warrants  issued  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act  aforesaid  shall  have  a  right  to  enter,  within  twelve  months 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  payment,  the  like  quantity  of  the 
public  lauds,  of  any  of  the  unappropriated  and  unimproved  lands  in  the 
State  of  Arkansas,  corresponding  with  the  legal  subdivisions. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted, "Siiat  every  settler  on  the  public  lands 
south  of  the  Arkansas  river  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  benefits  accruing 
under  the  provisions  of  the  pre-emption  act  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fourteen  [fifteen],  as  though  they  had  resided  north  of  said  river. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  cnocfeif.  That  all  Cherokee  pre-emptions  which 
have  been  or  may  be  located  upon  any  of  the  surveyed  lands  of  the  United 
States,  south  of  the  base  line  in  Arkansas,  shall  be  confirmed,  and  patents 
shall  issue  thereon  as  in  other  cases. 

Approved,  March  1,  1843.*

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  tbe  reservations  made  by 
the  United  States  in  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  of  lands  situate  in 
township  thirteen,  range  twelve  east ;  township  fourteen,  ranges  twelve 
and  thirteen  east;  township  fifteen,  range  thirteen  east;  township  sixteen, 
range  sixteen  east;  and  township  seventeen,  range  sixteen  east,  in  tlie 
southeastern  district  of  Louisiana,  on  account  of  the  live  oak  supposed  to 
grow  thereon,  be  set  aside  and  annulled ;  and  that  any  persons  entitled  to 
pre-emption  under  the  existing  laws,  within  the  limits  of  the  said  townships, 
he  admitted  to  make  their  proofs  and  complete  their  titles,  in  the  same 
if  the  reservations  for  live  oak  had  not  been  made.

No.  71.— An  Act  authorizing  the  aalo  of  lands,  with  the  improvcmpntg  (hereon 
erected  by  the  United  Stales,  for^the  use  of  their  agents,  teachers,  farmers,  raeclian- 
its,  and  other  persons  emplojed  amongst  the  Indians. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stntes  of  America  in  (Jongress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  sold  all  such  dwelling-houses, 
churches,  school-houses,  workshops,  and  other  buildings  belonging  to  the 
United  States,  as  have  been,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  erected,  for  the  use  of 
their  agents,  teachers,  farmers,  mechanics,  and  other  persons  employed 
amongst  the  Indians,  when  the  lands  on  which  the  same  are  erected  shall 
have  become  the  property  of  the  United  States,  and  are  no  longer  necessary 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Seo.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  he,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  to  be  sold,  at  his  discretion,  with  each 
of  such  buildings  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  a  quantity 
of  land  not  exceeding  one  section;  and  on  the  payment  of  the  consideration 
agrcedfor,  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  by  the  purchaser,  the  said 
Secretary  shall  make,  execute,  and  deliver  to  the  said  purchaser  a  title  in 
fee  simple  for  such  lands  and  tenements. 

Approved,  March  3,  1843. 


Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  Am^ica  in  Congress  amembled,  That  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Oeneral  Land  Office  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorised  to  appoint  a  compe- 
tent agent,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  direction  of  said  Commissioner, 
to  investigate,  upon  oath,  tbe  cases  of  fraud  under  the  pre-emption  laws, 
alleged  to  exist  in  the  Columbus  land  district,  in  the  State  of  Mississippi, 
referred  to  in  the  late  annual  report  of  said  Com 
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to  Pongresa  by  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  dated  December  the 
fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two  ;  and  that  such  ageat 
shall  examine  all  witnesses  who  may  be  brought  before  him  hj  the  indi- 
vidual or  iudiyiduale  allegiog  the  fraud,  as  well  as  those  witnesses  who 
may  be  produeed  hy  the  parties  in  interest,  to  sustain  said  claims ;  aod 
that  he  be,  and  is  hereby,  invested  with  power  to  administer  to  such  wit- 
nesses an  oath  to  speak  the  truth  in  regard  to  any  question  which  may  be 
deemed  necesfary  to  the  full  examination  of  the  cases  so  alleged  to  be 
fraudulent ,  and  such  testimony  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  subscribed 
by  each  witnes",  and  the  same  returned  to  the  Commissioner,  with  the 
opinion  of  said  agent  on  each  claim,  and  any  witness,  so  examined  before 
the  said  agent,  iriio  shiU  swear  wilfully  and  falsely  in  regard  to  any  matter 
or  thing  touching  buch  examination,  «fiaSl  be  subject,  on  conTiction,  to  all 
the  pains  and  penalties  of  periury  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commis- 
sioner, to  decide  the  caaes  thus  returned,  and  finally  to  settle  the  matter  in 
controversy,  subject  alone  to  an  appeal  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury : 
Provided,  That  the  power  conferred  by  this  section  upon  such  agent  is 
hereby  limited  to  the  term  of  one  year  from  and  after  the  date  of  this  act ; 
and  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  said  agent  shall  not  exceed  three  dol- 
lars per  day  for  each  day  he  may  be  necessarily  engaged  in  the  performanee 
of  the  duties  required  hy  this  section. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  in  any  case,  where  a  party  en- 
titled to  claim  the  benefits  of  any  of  the  pre-emption  laws  shall  have  died 
before  consumcnating  his  claim,  by  filing,  in  due  time,  all  the  papers  essen- 
tial to  the  establishment  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  executor 
or  administrator  of  the  estate  of  such  party,  or  one  of  the  heirs,  to  file  the 
necessary  papers  to  complete  the  same  ;  Provided,  That  the  entry  in  such 
cases  shall  be  made  in  favor  of  "  the  heirs"  of  the  deceased  pre-emptor, 
and  a  patent  thereon  shall  cause  the  title  to  inure  to  said  heirs,  as  if  their 
names  had  been  specially  mentioned. 

Sec.  3.  ^jji^  6e  ii/ucfA^r  eiiacied.  That  every  settler  on  section  sixteen, 
reserved  for  the  use  of  schools,  or  on  other  reserves  or  land  coveredby 
private  claims  of  others,  which  was  not  surveyed  at  the  time  of  such  settle- 
ment, and  who  shall  otherwise  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  several 
pre-emption  laws  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  settlement,  upon  proof  thereof 
before  the  register  of  the  proper  land  office,  shall  be  entitled  to  enter,  at 
the  minimum  price,  any  other  quarter  section,  or  fractional  section,  or 
fractional  quarter  section,  in  the  land  district  in  which  such  school  section 
or  reserve  or  private  claim  may  lie,  so  as  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres,  not  reserved  from  sale,  or  in  the  occupancy  of  any  actual  bona 
fide  settler  :  Provided,  such  settlement  was  made  before  the  date  of  the  act 
of  fourth  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  after  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  Indian  title. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  where  an  individual  has  filed, 
under  the  late  pre-emption  law,  his  declaration  of  intention  to  claim  the 
benefits  of  said  law  for  one  tract  of  land,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  same 
individual  at  any  future  time,  to  file  a  second  declaration  for  another  tract. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  fwrtJter  enacted,  That  claimants  under  the  late  pre- 
emption law,  for  land  not  yet  proclaimed  for  sale,  are  required  to  make 
known  their  claims,  in  writing,  to  the  register  of  the  proper  land  office, 
within  three  mouths  from  the  date  of  this  act  when  the  settlement  has  been 
already  made,  and  within  three  months  from  the  time  of  the  settlement 
when  such  settlement  shall  hereafter  be  made,  giving  the  designation  of 
the  tract,  and  the  time  of  settlement;  otherwise  his  claim  to  be  forfeited, 
and  the  tract  awarded  to  the  next  settler,  in  the  order  of  time,  on  the  same

tract  of  land,  who  shall  have  given  such  notice,  and  otherwise  complied 
with  the  conditions  of  the  law. 

Seo.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  the  vacancy  of  the 
office  either  of  register  or  receiver,  or  of  both,  shall  render  it  impossible  for 
the  claimant  to  comply  with  any  requisition  of  any  of  the  pre-emption  laws 
within  the  appointed  time,  such  vacancy  shall  not  operate  to  the  detvinient 
of  the  party  claiming,  in  respect  to  any  matter  essential  to  the  establish- 
ment of  his  claim  :  Provided,  That  such  requisition  is  complied  with  within 
the  same  period  after  the  disability  is  removed  as  would  have  been  allowed 
him  had  such  disability  not  existed. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  a  settler  on  the  public 
lands  may  reside  on  a  quarter  seotion,  a  fractional  quarter  section,  or  a 
fraction  of  a  section  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  and  cnltivated 
land  on  any  other  and  different  tract  of  either  of  the  descriptions  aforesaid, 
he  or  she  shall  be  entitled,  nnder  the  act  of  June  twenty-two,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  to  the  same  privileges  of  a  choice  between 
two  legal  EubdivisioDB  of  each,  so  as  to  include  his  or  her  house  and  farm, 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  in  ail,  as  is  granted,  by  the  first 
section  of  that  act,  to  settlers  residing  on  a  quarter  section,  and  cultivating 
on  another  and  different  quarter. 

Sf.o.  8.  Ami  he  it  further  enacted.  That  where  two  or  more  persons  are 
residing  on  any  of  the  species  of  tracts  specified  in  section  seven  of  this  act, 
as  required  by  the  acts  of  the  twenty-second  of  June,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  first  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty,  and  any  one  or  more  of  said  settlers  may  have  cultivated  land 
during  the  period  of  residence  required  by  either  of  said  acts,  on  another 
and  different  tract,  or  other  and  different  tracts,  the  latter  mentioned  set- 
tlers shall  he  entitled  to  the  option  of  entering  the  tract  lived  on,  jointly 
with  the  other  or  others,  or  of  abandoning  the  tract  lived  on  to  those  who 
have  not  cultivated  land  as  above  required,  and  entering  the  tract  or  tracts 
cultivated,  so  as  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  to  any  one  set- 
tler, who,  by  virtue  of  this  section,  is  entitled  to  a  separate  entry ;  or  such 
joint  settlers  may  jointly  enter  the  tract  so  jointly  occupied  by  them,  and 
iu  addition  enter  other  contiguous  unoccupied  lands,  by  legal  subdivisions, 
so  as  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  in  all  to  each  of  such  joint 
settlers :  Promded,  That  the  extended  privileges  granted  to  pre-emptors  by 
this  act,  shall  not  be  construed  to  deprive  any  other  actual  settler  of  his  or 
her  previous  and  paramount  right  of  pre-emption,  or  to  extend  to  lands  re- 
served for  any  purpose  whatever. 

Sec,  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  coming  within  the 
tenth  section  of  the  act  of  the  fourth  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-one,  entitled  "An  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the 
public  lands,  and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights,"  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
right  of  pre-emption  under  its  provisions,  notwithstanding  such  persons 
claiming  the  pre-emption  shall  have  settled  upon  and  improved  the  lands 
claimed  before  the  same  were  surveyed  :  Provided,  Such  settlements  were 
made  before  the  date  of  the  aforesaid  act,  and  after  the  extinguishment  of 
the  Indian  title.  And  said  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  preclude  any 
person  who  may  have  filed  a  notice  of  intention  to  claim  any  tract  of  land 
by  pre-emption  under  said  act,  from  the  right  allowed  by  law  to  others  to 
purchase  the  same  by  private  entry  after  the  expiration  of  the  right  of  pre-

Be  if  enacted  l>y  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Chief  Engiiieer  caijse 
to  be  surveyed  and  suitably  deinarked  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  re- 
servation for  the  use  of  the  half-breeds  of  the  Socb  [Sacs]  and  Fos  tribes  of 
Indians,  by  the  treaty  of  the  fourtU  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-four,  beginning  at  the  point,  which  at  the  date  of  said  treaty 
was  known  and  recognized  as  the  northwest  corner  of  the  State  of  Missouri, 
and  running  thence  due  east  to  the  river  Mississippi,  the  section  of  said 
line  lying  between  that  stream  and  the  river  Des  Moines  being  the  northern 
boundary  line  of  said  reservation.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Bepreaentativet  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  that  tract  of  land  in  the 
State  of  Ohio,  to  which  the  Indian  title  was  extinguished  by  a  treaty  with 
the  Wyandot  tribe  of  Indians,  concluded  at  Upper  Saadusky,  March  seven- 
teenth, eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two,  shall  be  attached  to,  and  made  a 
part  of,  the  consolidated  land  disfriot  in  which  it  is  situated  ;  and  that  the 
land  office  for  the  said  district  shall  be  removed  from  Lima  to  the  town  of 
Upper  Sandusky,  within  the  tract  aforesaid,  as  soon  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  such  removal  shall  be  proper. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  a  portion  of  the  tract  aforesaid, 
including  the  town  of  Upper  Sandusky,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
surveyor  general,  be  laid  off  into  town  lots,  streets,  and  avenues,'  and  into 
out  lots,  in  such  maniTer  and  of  such  dimensions  as  he  may  judge  proper : 
Provided,  That  the  laud  so  laid  off  shall  not  exceed  in  quantity  sis  hun- 
dred and  forty  acres,  nor  the  town  lots  a  quarter  of  an  acre  each,  nor  the 
out  lots  exceed  the  quantity  of  two  acres  each;  and  the  residue  of  the  lands 
in  the  tract  shall  bo  surveyed  as  other  public  lands,  in  connection  with  the 
adjacent  previous  surveys. 

Sec.  3.  Andhe  it  further  enacted.  That  all  the  public  land  in  said  tract, 
with  the  exception  of  the  section  numbered  sixteen,  in  each  township, 
which  shall  remain  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  and  of  the  lots  re- 
served by  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  treaty,  which  shall  remain  for  the 
purposes  therein  expressed,  shall,  so  soon  as  the  surveys  and  plats  of  the 
same  be  returned  to  the  general  and  district  land  offices,  be  offered  at 
public  sale,  at  Upper  Sandusky,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  register 
of  the  land  office  and  the  receiver  of  public  moneys  for  the  district,  at  such 
time  as  shall  be  designated  by  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States ;  the  sales  to  remain  open  for  two  weeks,  and  no  longer,  and  the 
lands  not  to  be  sold  at  public  sale  nor  be  subject  to  private  entry  there- 
after for  a  price  less  than  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  town  lots  and  out  lots 
directed  by  this  act  to  be  laid  off  shall,  with  the  exception  of  four  town

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]ots,  to  be  selected  hj  the  superiu  ten  dents  of  the  sale,  for  the  use  of  and 
to  be  vested  in  the  town  when  it  shall  become  corporate,  and  aJso  of  the  lots 
reserved  by  the  se^renteenth  article  of  the  aforesaid  treaty,  to  remain  for  the 
uses  therein  provided  for,  be  offered  at  public  sale  at  the  time  the  other  lands 
in  the  tract  are  offered,  and  are  to  be  subject  to  entry  at  private  sale  there- 
after :  Provided  however,  That  no  town  lot  shall  be  sold  for  less  than 
twenty  dollars,  nor  any  ont  lot  for  less  than  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  dollars  per 

*Sec,  5.  Andheit  further  enacted,  Th.d.t,  in  executing,  the  surveys  of 
the  lands  in  the  tract  aforesaid,  the  surveyor  general  shall  cause  the  im- 
proved lands  to  he  designated  on  the  general  plat,  and  the  position,  extent, 
and  quality  of  each  improvement  to  be  carefully  noted ;  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office  shall  cause  the  superintendents  of  the 
sales  to  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  schedule  of  the  appraised  value  of 
improvements  ascertained,  pursuant  to  tlio  fifth  article  of  the  said  treaty ;

estimate  of  the  superintendents,  shall  not  be  bidden,  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  withdraw  the  tract  from  sale,  and  the  tracts  thus  withdrawn  from  sale 
shall  again  he  offered  at  public  sale,  due  public  notice  first  being  given, 
when  directed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  the  lands  in  the  Wyandot 
reserve,  on  both  sides  of  the  river  Huron  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  ceded 
to  the  United  States  by  the  aforesaid  treaty,  shall  be  attached  to  and  made 
a  part  of  the  district  of  lands  subject  to  sale  at  Detroit ;  and  shall  be 
ofiijred  for  sale  at  the  land  office,  in  the  same  manner,  both  as  to  public  and 
private  sale,  as  is  directed  for  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  the  reserve  in  the 
State  of  Ohio  by  this  act :  Provided, ']:h.s.\.  the  laii(^  shall  not  be  sold  for 
less  than  two  dollars  per  acre.

Jie  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemUed,  That  the  township  of  land  con- 
taiuing  twenty-three  thousand  and  forty  acres,  (or  whatever  quantity  now 
remains  to  them,)  lying  on  the  east  side  of  Winnebago  laie,  ia  the  Terri- 
tory of  Wisconsin,  which,  by  the  proviso  of  a  treaty  made  with  the  Rleno- 
monie  Indians  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  aud  thirty-one,  and  ratified  on  the  ninth  day  of  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-two,  was  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  Stockhridge  tribe 
of  Indians,  and  which,  by  a  subsequent  treaty  with  the  Menoraonie  tribe, 
bearing  date  twenty-seventh  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two, 
and  ratified  thirteenth  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  was 
further  secured  to  the  said  Stoekbvidge  tribe  of  Indians,  may  be  partitioned 
and  divided  among  the  different  individuals  composing  said  tribe  of  Stock- 
bridge  Indians,  and  may  be  held  by  them,  separately  and  severally,  in  fee 
simple,  after  such  division  shall  have  been  made  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  if  farther  enacted,  That,  for  the  purpose  of  makiog  par- 
tition and  division  of  said  lands  among  the  individuals  of  said  tribe  of 
Stockhridge  Indians,  a  board  of  commissioners  shall  be  constituted,  to  con- 
sist of  five  of  the  principal  or  Lead  men  of  said  tribe,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  a 
just  and  fair  partition  and  division  of  said  lands  among  the  members  of 
said  tribe,  or  among  such  of  them  as,  by  the  laws  and  customs  and  regula- 
tions of  said  tribe,  are  entitled  to  the  same,  and  in  such  proportions  and  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  consistent  with  equity  and  justice,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  existing  laws,  customs,  usages,  or  agreements  of  said  tribe. 

Sec,  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  or 
choosing  said  board  of  commissioners,  a  meeting  of  said  tribe  shall  be  held 
at  their  church  or  principal  public  place,  on  the  reservation  of  land  afore- 
said, on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  at 
which  all  the  male  members  of  said  tribe  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  for  such  commissioners ;  and  the  said  five  ci 


Bioners  shall  then  and  there  be  elected  or  chosen  by  the  said  tribe,  by  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  such  voters  then  present.  And  the  judge 
of  the  district  in  which  said  lands  are  situated,  (or,  in  his  absence, 
the  register  of  the  land  office  at  Green  Bay,  or  the  commanding  ofliccr  of 
the  United  States  troops  at  Fort  Howard)  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place

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aforesaid,  and  preside  at  said  meeting,  superintend  the  said  election,  and 
sec  tliat  the  proceedings  are  fairly  conducted.  And  tlio  said  presiding 
officer  may,  m  his  discretion,  prescribe  whether  the  said  election  shall  be 
by  ballot  or  viva  voce,  and  shall,  in  other  i-especta,  cause  the  proceedings 
to  be  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  ensure  a  fair  and  proper  choice  or 
election ;  and  aft«r  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  been  so  chosen  or 
elected,  the  said  presiding  officer  shall  immediately  certify  that  fact,  setting

agreeable  to  equity  and  justice,  and  consistent  with  the  laws,  usages,  cus- 
toms, and  agreements  of  said  tribe  :  Provided  lioieever,  That  the  buildings 
and  improvements,  and  the  farms  on  which  the  same  are  situated,  which 
are  now  held  or  possessed  in  severalty  by  the  members  of  said  tribe,  shall, 
so  far  as  the  same  can  consistently  he  done,  be  allotted  or  apportioned  to 
the  present  occupants ;  and  that  no  person  or  individual  of  said  tribe  shall 
be  dispossessed  or  deprived  of  the  improvements  or  land  which  they  now 
occupy,  unless  if  shall  be  found  by  the  said  commissioners  that  such  person 
or  persons  are  in  possession  of  and  occupying  more  land  than  they  are  justly 
entitled  to,  and  then  the  overplus  may  be  apportioned  to  others. 

Seo.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  after  the  said  commissioners 
shall  have  made  such  partition  and  division  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  maie, 
or  cause  to  be  made,  a  full  report  of  their  proceedings  iu  the  premises,  sui- 
ting forth  the  name  of  each  person  to  whom  they  have  apportioned  any 
part  of  said  land,  the  quantity  apportioned  or  allotted  to  each,  with  the 
metes  and  bounds,  or  other  definite  description  of  each  several  piece  or  par- 
cel of  land ;  and  they  shall  accompany  the  said  report  with  a  fair  and  accu- 
rate map  of  the  whole,  showing  the  divisions  and  partitions  aforesaid ;  which 
report  and  map,  or  a  true  copy  thereof,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  town 
clerk  of  said  tribe,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-three,  and  shall  remain  open  for  inspection  to  all  for  the  space  of 
twenty  days  thereafter ;  and  if  any  member  or  members  of  said  tribe  shall 
object  to  the  partition  or  division  so  made  by  the  said  commissioners,  or 
shall  deem  himself  or  themselves  aggrieved  thereby,  he  or  they  may,  within 
ten  days  thereafter,  give  notice  thereof  to  the  said  commissioners,  who  shall 
within  twenty  days  thereafter  meet  to  hear  and  determine  snch  grievances, 
and  take  testimony,  if  necessary,  and,  after  such  hearing,  shall  have  power 
to  alter  or  modify  such  partition,  if,  in  their  judgment,  any  alteration  or 
modification  is  necessary,  in  order  to  do  equal  and  exact  justice  to  all  par- 
ties interested. 

Seo.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  after  the  said  report  shall  be 
finally  completed,  the  commissioners  shall  cause  three  fair  copies  of  the 
said  report,  and  of  the  map  accompanying  the  same,  as  finally  agreed  upon 
and  settled,  to  be  made  and  signed  by  said  commissioners,  one  copy  of 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  said  Territory,  one 
copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  within  which  said  lands  are 
situated,  and  the  other  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  United 
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States,  who  shall  thereupon  cause  patents  to  be  issued  to  the  several 
individuals  named  in  said  report,  for  the  lands  so  a.pportioned  to  them 
respectively,  bj  which  the  said  persons  shall  he  authorized  to  hold  the 
said  lands  Id  fee  simple,  to  themselves  and  their  heirs  and  assigns. 

And  le  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  report  and  map  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Seeretai7  of  said  Territory,  and  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said 
couDty,  and  shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  President,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four ;  and,  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  filed  and  transmitted  to  the  President  as  aforesaid,  the  said 
Stoekbridge  tribe  of  Indians,  and  each  and  every  of  them,  shall  then  be 
deemed  to  be,  and  from  that  time  forth  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  of  suoh  citizens,  and  shall,  in  all  re- 
spects, be  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Territory  of 
Wisconsin,  iu  the  same  manner  as  other  citizens  of  said  Territory;  and  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  and  of  said  Territory  shall  be  extended 
over  the  said  township  or  reservation  now  held  by  them,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  over  other  parts  of  said  Territory ;  and  their  rights  as  a  tribe  or  na^ 
tion,  aud  their  power  of  making  or  executing  their  own  laws,  usages,  or 
customs,  as  suoh  tribe,  shall  cease  and  determine  :  Provided  however,  That 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  them  of 
the  right  to  any  annuity  now  due  them  from  the  State  of  New  York  or 
the  United  States,  hut  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  such  annuity, 
in  the  same  manner  as  though  this  act  had  not  been  passed.

application  is  made  hy  a  part  only  of  the  heirs  of  such  deceased  of&eer  or 
soldier  for  such  bounty  land,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  officers  of 
the  War  Department  to  issue  the  warrant  or  patent  in  the  name  of  the 
heirs  of  such  deceased  officer  or  soldier,  without  specifying  each ;  and  the 
patent  so  issued  in  the  name  of  the  heirs,  generally,  shall  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  whole,  in  such  portions  as  they  are  severally  entitled  to  by 
the  laws  of  descent  in  the  State  or  Territory  where  the  officer  or  soldier 
belonged  at  the  time  of  his  death.

3e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  whenever  aoy  portion  of 
the  surveyed  public  lands  has  been  or  shall  be  settled  upon  and  occupied  as 
a  town  site,  and  therefore  not  subject  to  entry  under  the  existing  pre-emp- 
tion laws,  it  shall  be  lawful,  in  case  such  town  or  place  shall  be  incorporated, 
for  the  corporate  authorities  thereof,  and,  if  not  incorporated,  for  the  judges 
of  the  county  court  for  the  county  in  which  such  town  may  be  situated,  to 
enter,  at  the  proper  land  office,  and  at  the  minimum  price,  the  land  so  set- 
tled and  occupied,  in  trust,  for  the  several  use  and  benefit  of  the  occupants 
thereof,  according  to  their  respective  interests ;  the  eseeution  of  which 
trust,  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  lota  in  such  town,  and  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  thereof,  to  he  conducted  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  legislative  authority  of  the  State  or  Territory  in  which 
the  same  Is  situated :  Provided,  That  the  entry  of  the  land  intended  by 
this  act  be  made  ;prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  public  sale  of  the  body 
of  land  m  which  it  is  included,  and  that  the  entry  shall  include  only  such 
land  as  is  actually  occupied  by  the  town,  and  be  made  in  conformity  to  the

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  be,  and  hereby  is 
granted  to  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  section  number  thirty-four,  in  town- 
ship number  three  north,  in  range  number  three  west,  of  the  fourth  prin- 
cipal meridian  in  the  said  Territory,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  Grant 
river,  known  as  the  Grant  Slue,  at  the  town  of  Potosi,  Id  the  said  Territory, 
and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatever  :  and  the  said  land  shall  be  sur- 
veyed,  and  divided  into  lots,  and  shall  be  sold  and  disposed  of  in  such 
manner,  and  under  such  regulations  and  restrictions,  as  the  Legislature  of 
the  said  Territory  shall  establish ;  Provided,  That  in  disposing  of  the  same 
pre-emption^  rights  shall  be  granted  to  actual  settlers  and  occupants  re- 
siding on  said  lots,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  aet,  according  to  the 
provisions  and  restrictions  in  the  nest  section  provided. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Surveyor  General  of  Wis- 
consin and  Iowa,  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  commissioners,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  view  and  esamine  all  the  lots  which  are  actually  occupied 
and  improved,  and  assess  the  true  value  of  said  lots,  without  taking  into 
the  estimation,  any  of  the  improvements  on  the  same ;  and  the  occupants 
of  said  lots,  by  paying,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the 
assessed  value  as  aforesaid  of  their  respective  lots,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
nght  of  pre-emption  as  aforesaid  ;  and  upon  the  failure  of  any,  or  all  said 
occupants  to  do  so,  the  said  lot  or  lots  to  the  extent  of  such  failure,  shall 
be  sold  as  other  lots  in  said  town;  B-ovided,  That  the  said  occupants  may 
at  any  time  before  said  lots  are  sold,  pay  the  assessed  value  and  thereby 
save  their  ri^ht  of  pre-emption  aforesaid  ;  And  provided  further,  That  the 
said  commissioners  aforesaid  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  their  duties  as 
such,  be  sworn  faithfully  to  dischai^e  their  duties  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  they  shall  receive  a  compensation  for  their  services 
to  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature  of  said  Territorj,— Provided,  That  the 
whole  compensation  to  said  Commissioners  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars.

— An  Act  to  provide  for  the  ai^jiistment  of  land  claims  within  the  Slates  of 
Missouri,  Arkansas  and  Loniaiana,  and  in  those  parts  of  the  States  of  Mississippi 
and  Alabama  south  of  the  thirly-firat  degree  of  north  latitude  and  between  the 
Mississippi  and  Perdido  rivers. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Rept etentattiei  nf  the  Imted 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  so  much  of  the  expired  act 
of  the  twenty-sixth  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty  four, 
entitled  "  An  act  to  enable  claimants  to  land  within  the  State  of  Missouri 
and  Territory  of  Arkansas,  to  institute  proceedings  to  try  the  validity  of 
their  claims,"  aa  related  to  the  State  of  Missouri  (excluding  all  such  por- 
tions of  said  a«t  as  referred  to  the  territory  of  Arkansas)  be,  and  is  hereby, 
revived  and  re-enacted,  and  continued  in  force  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
and  no  longer;  and  the  provisions  of  that  part  of  the  aforesaid  act  hereby 
revived  and  re-enacted  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  extended  to  the  States  of 
Louisiana  and  Arkansas,  and  to  so  much  of  the  States  of  Mississippi  and 
Alabama  as  is  included  in  the  district  of  country  south  of  the  thirty-first 
degree  of  north  latitude,  and  between  the  Mississippi  and  Perdido  rivers, 
in  the  same  way  and  with  the  same  rights,  powers,  and  jurisdictions,  to 
every  extent  they  can  be  rendered  applicable,  aa  if  these  States  had  been 
enumerated  in  the  original  act  hereby  revived,  and  the  enactments  ex- 
pressly applied  to  them  as  to  the  State  of  Missouri ;  and  the  district  court, 
and  the  judges  thereof,  in  each  of  these  States,  shall  have  and  exercise  the 
like  jurisdiction  over  the  land  claims,  in  their  respective  Sta,tes  and  dis- 
tricts, originating  with  either  the  Spanish,  French,  or  British  authorities, 
as  by  said  act  was  given  to  the  court,  and  the  judge  thereof,  in  the  State 
of  Missouri.

by  reports  of  their  proceedings  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  three  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  a  surveyor,  and  engage 
the  necessary  assistants  and  laborers,  to  enable  them  to  ascertain,  survey, 
and  mark  the  said  line;  and  the  compensation  of  said  eommissiooers,  and 
of  the  surveyor  employed  by  them,  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  eight  dollars  per 
day,  for  so  many  days  as  they  may  necessarily  be  employed  about  tlie  busi- 
ness aforesaid;  and  the  laborers  and  assistants  shall  be  paid  such  compen- 
sation as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  each  of  them  and  the  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  not  to  exceed  two  dollars  per  day. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  report,  as  aforesaid,  of  any 
two  of  said  commissioners,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  and  the  line  so 
ascertained,  surveyed,  marked  out  and  returned  as  aforesaid,  by  any  two  of 
said  commissioners  shall  be  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of 
Missouri.

Bewloed  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in,  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be, 
and  he  is  hereb;^  authorized  to  alter,  establish  and  settle  the  boundary  lines 
between  the  United  States'  lands  at  the  Springfield  armory  and  the  con-

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatiees  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  titles  to  town  lots  and 
out  lots  in  the  towns  of  Perrysbarg  and  Croghansville,  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 
derived  from  said  State  under  color  of  the  grant  made  to  said  State  by 
virtue  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "  An  act  for  laying  out  and  making 
a  road  from  the  lower  rapids  of  the  Miami  of  Lake  Erie  to  the  western 
boundary  of  the  Connecticut  western  reserve,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  Brownstown,"  approved  the  twenty-eighth 
of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-three,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  recognized  as  valid  and  confirmed.  Id  the  same  manner 
as  though  the  title  to  said  lots  had  been  vested  in  the  State  under  the 
aforesaid  act :  Provided,  That  the  authorities  of  the  said  State  shall,  within 
one  year  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  furnish  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office  with  a  certified  list  of  all  lots  heretofore  sold 
and  disposed  of  under  color  of  the  above  recited  act ;  And  provided  aho, 
That  all  the  confirmations  intended  by  this  act  shall  amount  only  to  a  re-

But  all  such  town  lots  and  out  lots,  or  other  tract  or  tracts  of  land,  reserved, 
or  directed  to  be  reserved,  as  aforesaid,  shall  he  holdea  subject  to  the  uses 
and  trusts  in  said  acts,  and  in  other  acts  relating  to  such  reserves,  designated 
or  intended.  But  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  prevent  the  original 
purchasers  of  the  lots  or  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  said  towns  of  Perrys- 
burg  and  Croghansville,  and  not  relinquished  to  the  United  States,  from 
paying  to  the  State  of  Ohio  or  the  Genera!  Government  for  the  use  of  said

Wo.  96.— An  Act  to  organize  a  new  lacd  district  in  the  southera  part  of  the  State 
of  Arkansas. 

Be  it  enacted  5y  (he  tSenate  and  Some  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in,  Congress  assembled,  That  the  section  of  country  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  south  of  the  base  line,  and  east  of 
the  mendian,  comprised  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit :  between 
the  line  dividing  ranges  five  and  sis  on  the  east,  the  line  dividing  ranges 
twenty  and  twenty-one  on  the  west,  the  dividing  line  between  townships  ten 
and  cloven  on  the  north,  and  the  State  line  on  the  south,  be  made  to  form 
a  separate  district,  to  be  called  the  Champagnole  district,  the  scat  of  the 
land  office  for  which  shall  be  at  the  town  of  Champagnole,  and  be  snbiect 
to  removal  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  whenever,  in  his  judg- 
ment, it  may  he  proper  so  to  do. 

Sec.  2.  Andhe  it  farther  enacted,  Thatthere  shall  be  aregister  and  receiver 
of  public  moneys  appointed  for  said  land  district,  who  shall  give  security 
m  the  same  manner  and  in  the  same  sums,  and  whose  duties  and  authority, 
compensation  and  emolnments,  shall  in  every  respect  be  the  same,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  lands  to  be  disposed  of  in  said  district,  as  are  or  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law  in  relation  to  the  registers  and  receivers  of  public  money  in 
the  several  offices  established  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  tho  registers 
Md  receivers  for  the  districts  of  land  subject  to  sale  at  Little  Itoek  and 
Washington,  in  the  State  aforesaid,  under  the  direction  of  the  Oommissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office,  to  transfer  to  the  register  and  receiver  for  the 
district_  hereby  created  all  the  proper  evidences,  documents,  records,  and 
township  plats,  in  relation  to  lands  heretofore  sold  or  subject  to  sale  at 
those  offices,  respectively,  which  fall  within  the  limits  of  the  district 
hereby  etea'ed. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effett  and  be 
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in  force  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  tliree  calendar  months  from  the 
date  of  the  passing  hereof.

TSo.  97.— An  Act  to  amend  an  net  entitled  "  An  act  to  carry  into  effect,  in  the 
States  of  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  the  existing  compacts  with  those  States  with 
regard  to  the  five  per  cent,  fund  and  the  school  reservations." 

Be  it  enacted  by  ih«  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congrest  assembletf,  That  so  much  of  the  fourth 
section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  carry  into  effect,  in  the  States  of 
Alabama  and  Mississippi,  the  existing  compacts  with  those  States  with 
regard  to  the  five  per  cent,  fund  and  the  school  reservations,"  as  purports 
to  require  that  a  quantity  of  land,  equal  to  the  one  thirty-sixth  part  of  the 
lands  lying  within  the  State  of  Alabama,  which  were  disposed  of,  or  directed 
to  be  disposed  of,  in  and  by  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Chickasaw  Indians,  made  and  concluded  at  the  city  of  Washington  on  the 
twenty  fourth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
shall  be  selected,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
within  any  land  district,  in  said  State  of  Alabama,  contiguous  to  said  lands 
within  said  State  so  disposed  of,  &o.,  by  the  said  Chickasaws,  as  aforesaid, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  so  construed  as  in  any  wise  to  affect  the  validity  and  binding 
force  of  any  such  selections  as  may  heretofore  have  been  made,  in  virtue 
of  said  fourth  section,  and  sanctioned  and  accepted  by  the  inhabitants  of 
those  surreyed  townships,  respectively,  for  whom  they  may  have  been  made 
as  an  equivalent  and  substitute  for  section  number  sixteen,  within  such 
surveyed  township. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  said  lands,  equal  in  quantity 
to  one  thirty-sixth  part  of  the  lands  so,  in  virtue  of  said  treaty,  disposed 
of,  &c.,  within  said  state  of  Alabama,  (deducting  therefrom  such  quantity, 
if  any,  as  may  have  been  selected,  as  aforesaid,  under  the  authority  of 
said  fourth  section,  and  accepted,  as  aforesaid,  in  lieu  of  said  section 
number  sixteen,  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  proper  surveyed  township,)*  may 
be  selected  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  of  Alabama,  at  any  time 
within  two  years  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  in  sections,  half  sections, 
quarter  sections,  or  previously  defined  fractions,  out  of  any  of  the  surveyed 
public  lands,  within  any  of  the  land  districts  in  the  States  of  Alabama  or 
Mississippi,  subject  to  sale  at  private  sale,  and  not  in  any  wise  encumbered 
by  any  prior  claim,  lien,  or  reservation,  as  the  Governor  of  the  said  State 
of  Alabama  may  direct.  But  the  same  selections,  respectively,  shall  not 
be  holden  to  have  been  perfected,  until  the  same,  as  from  timo  to  time 
they  shall  have  been  made,  shall  have  been  reported  to  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office,  together  with  proofs,  taken  in  such  manner  as 
the  Legislattrre  of  the  State  of  Alabama  shall  prescribe,  of  the  assent  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  surveyed  townships,  respectively,  for  whose  benefit 
the  same  may  have  been  selected ;  and  that  the  said  inhabitants  consent 
to  and  accept  the  same  in  lieu  of,  and  as  a  full  equivalent  for,  the  school 
section  which,  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  enable 
the  people  of  the  Alabama  Territory  to  form  a  Constitution  and  State 
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Government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  Stat*  into  the  Union,  oa  an 
equal  footing  with  the  original  States,"  was  guarantied  to  them. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whea  the  land  shall  have  been 
so  aa  aforesaid  selected  and  reported,  aod,  as  aforesaid,  so  accepted  by  said 
inhabitants  of  said  surveyed  township,  respectively,  the  same  shall  vest  in 
the  State  of  Alabama,  subject  to  the  same  disposition  and  uses;  and  sliall 
be  holden  subject  to  the  same  conditions  aod  terms,  in  all  respects  whatso- 
ever, as,  by  the  said  sixth  section  of  the  act  herein  above  referred  to,  were 
prescribed  or  intended  in  relation  to  sections  number  sixteen,  within  said 
State  of  Alabama.  And  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  said  Governor  of 
Alabama,  as  from  time  to  time  such  selections  may  be  made,  and  before 
they  are  perfected  as  aforesaid,  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  register  of  the 
proper  land  ofB.ce  of  the  land  district  in  which  such  selection  may  be  made, 
in  suoh  form  as  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  shall  pre- 
scribe J  and  thereupon,  the  land  so  selected  shall,  during  such  convenient 
time  as  such  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  may  prescribe,  be 
considered,  for  the  time  being,  as  withdrawn  from  sale,  and  not  subject  to 
entry.

better  grants,  shall,  upon  exhibiting  to  the  register  and  receiver  of  any 
land  office  within  the  State  of  Louisiana,  tis  or  their  evidence  of  right  to 
the  warrants  above  described,  be  permitted,  under  the  same  rules  and 
restrictions  of  the  original  law  under  which  said  locations  were  authorized, 
to  enter  and  locate  a  like  quantity  of  land  on  any  of  the  unappropriated 
public  lands  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  :  Provided,  That,  before  any  suoh 
register  and  receiver  shall  issue  to  suoh  holders  or  assignees  any  certificate 
of  relocation,  the  holders  or  assignees  shall  deposite  a  copy  of  their  deraign- 
ment  of  title  from  General  Lafayette,  and  a  release  of  title  to  the  lands 
located  at  Point  Coupee.

an  i  n  t  thorwiae  disposed  of,  encumbered  or  appropriated,)  in  a  strip  five 
m  I  n  width  on  each  side  of  said  canal ;  to  be  selected  by  an  a^ent  or 
a„  nts  t  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  said  State,  subject  to  the  appro- 
TT  •  J  o  ^<'*'''^*^y  of  t^e  Treasury  of  the  United  States ;  reserving  to  the 
United  States  each  alternate  section,  (or  other  proper  subdivision  of  said 
land;  trom  one  end  of  said  canal  to  the  other;  and  before  the  selection  to 
be  made  as  aforesaid  by  such  agent  or  agents,  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  made  and  perfected,  a  chart  or  charts,  showing  the  courses  and  dis 
tances  and  points  of  termination  of  said  canal,  shall  be  reported,  or  caused 
to  be  reported  by  the  Governor  of  Indiana,  or  by  some  person  or  persons 
by  him  appointed  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Oft&e.

And  be  tt  further  enacted,  That  the  said  canal  when  completed, 
shall  be  and  forever  remain  a  public  highway  for  the  use  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  free  from  any  toll  or  other  charge  whatever,  for 
any  property  of  the  United  States,  or  persons  in  their  service,  passing 
through  or  along  the  same;  and  shall  bo  completed  within  fifteen  yeara 
trom  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  or  the  State  shall  be  holden  to  pay 
to  tbe  United  States  the  amount  of  the  price  or  prices  for  which  any  and 
al  of  said  land  which  may  have  been  disposed  of  by  said  State  may  have 
sold ;  and  such  of  said  lands  as  may  not  havo  been  thus  disposed  of  shall, 
trom  and  after  said  fifteen  years,  if  said  canal  should  not  then  havo  been 
completed,  revert  to  and  again  become  the  property  of  the  United  States: 
Provided  always.  That  it  shall  not  be  competent  for  the  said  General 
Assembly  to  dispose  of  said  lands,  or  any  of  them,  at  a  price  lower  than 
for  the  time  being,  shall  be  the  minimum  price  of  other  public  lands.

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Se  it  enacted  6y  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  Burveya  and  plats  of

That  all  confirmation  and  evidence 
of  title  which  shall  be  made  or  issued  in  the  name  of  the  original  claimant

'  who  may  be  jointly  or  severally  entitled  to  the  lands  in  the  several  ciai 
referred  to,  either  by  descent  or  purchase,  as  if  such  persons  were  e| 
named  therein.

No.  101,— An  Act  far  the  admiasion  of  ths  States  of  loivaaad  Florida  into  the  Union. 

Whereas,  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Iowa  did,  on  the  seventh  day  of 
October,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  by  a  convection  of  delegates 
called  and  assembled  for  that  purpose,  form  for  themselves  a  constitution 
and  State  government;  and  whereas,  the  people  of  the  Territory  of 
Florida  did,  in  like  manner,  by  their  delegates,  on  the  eleventh  day  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  form  for  themselves  a  con- 
stitution and  State  government,  both  of  which  said  constitutions  are 
republican ;  and  said  conventions  having  asked  the  admission  of  their 
respective  Territories  into  the  Union  as  States,  on  equal  footing  with  the 
original  States  :* 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Seriate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  States  of  Iowa  and 
Florida  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  declared  to  be  States  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  are  hereby  admitted  into  the  Union  oa  equal  foot- 
ing with  the  original  States,  in  al!  respects  whatsoever. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  itfmiher  enacted,  That  the  following  shall  bo  the  boun- 
daries of  the  said  State  of  Iowa,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Des  Moines  river,  at  the  middle  of  the  Mississippi,  thence  by  the  middle 
of  the  channel  of  that  river  to  a  parallel  of  latitude  passing  through  the 
mouth  of  the  Mankato,  or  Blue-Earth  river,  thence  west  alon^  the  said 
parallel  of  latitude  to  a  point  where  it  is  intersected  by  a  meridian  line, 
seventeen  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  west  of  the  meridian  of  Washington 
city,  thence  duo  south  to  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri, thence  eartwardly  following  that  boundary  to  the  point  at  which  the 
same  intersects  the  Des  Moines  river,  thence  by  the  middle  of  the  channel 
of  that  river  to  the  place  of  beginning,  "t" 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  State  of  Iowa  shall

That  said  State  of  Florida  shall  em- 
brace the  territories  of  East  and  West  Florida,  which  by  the  treaty  of 
amity,  settlement  and  limits  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  on  the 
twenty-second  day  of  February  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  were  ceded 
to  the  United  States. 

And  ie  it  further  enacted,  That  until  the  next  census  and  appor- 
tionment shall  be  made,  each  of  said  States  of  Iowa  and  Florida,  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  representative  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United

That  the  President  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authoriEed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  cause  the  reserved  lead 
mines  and  contiguous  lands  in  the  States  of  Illinois  and  Arkansas,  and 
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Territories  of  Wiseonain  aad  Iowa,  belonging  to  the  United  States,  to  be 
exposed  to  sale,  in  the  same  manner  that  other  public  lands  are  authorized 
bj  law  to  ho  sold,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  Ufwrther  enacted.  That  sis  months'  notice  of  the  times 
and  places  of  said  sales  shall  be  given  in  such  newspapers  of  general  cir- 
culation, in  such  of  the  States  as  the  President  maj  think  expedient,  with 
a  brief  description  of  the  mineral  regions  of  the  States  of  Illinois  and 
Arkansas,  and  Territories  of  Wisconsin  and  Iowa,  and  of  the  lands  to  be 
offered  for  sale;  showing  the  number  and  localities  of  the  different  mines 
now  known,  the  probability  of  discovering  others,  the  quality  of  the  ore, 
the  facilities  of  working  it,  the  further  facilities  (if  any)  for  manufactories 
of  shot,  sheet  lead,  and  paints,  and  the  means  and  expense  of  transport- 
ing the  whole  to  the  principal  markets  in  the  United  States :  Provided, 
That  the  said  lands  shall  not  he  subject  to  the  rights  of  pre-emption  until 
after  the  same  have  been  offered  at  public  sale  and  subject  to  private 
entry. 

SeO.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  upon  satisfactory  proof  made 
to  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  proper  land  ofB.ce,  that  any  tract  or  tracts

act  for  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  into  the  Union,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  due  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  the  same, 
and  for  other  purposes,  approved  June  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-six,  in  the  fifth  proposition  made  to  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  which 
was  subsequently  accepted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Arkan- 
sas, provided  that  the  two  entire  townships  of  land  located  by  virtue  of  an 
act  of  Congress  entitled  "  An  act  concerning  a  seminary  of  learning  in 
the  Territory  of  Arkansas,"  approved  the  second  day  of  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty-seven,  which,  by  the  first  recited  act  of  Congress, 
were  vested  in  and  confirmed  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Arkansas,  to  be  appropriated  solely  to  the  use  and  support  of  a  uni- 
versity in  said  State  :  And  whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Arkansas  have,  by  their  resolution,  approved  December  eighteen,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-four,  asked  for  a  modification  of  said  compact  to

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  Arfierica'  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  assent  of  Congress  be, 
and  is  hereby,  given  to  the  change  ia  said  compact  asked  for  by  the  said 
General  Assembly,  so  as  to  authorize  and  empower  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered, 
to  appropriate  said  seventy-two  sections  of  land  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
common  schools  in  said  State,  or  in  any  other  mode  the  said  General 
Assembly  may  deem  proper,  for  the  promotion  of  education  in  said  State.

years,  who  is  now  in  possession,  by  actual  residence  as  a  housekeeper,  of 
any  tract  of  public  land  within  the  limits  of  the  several  cessions  by  the 
Miami  Indians  in  Indiana,  which  have  not  yet  been  proclaimed  for  sale  by 
the  President,  or  any  such  person  who  shall  hereafter  settle,  erect  a  dwell- 
ing-house, and  become  a  housekeeper  apon  any  such  tract  of  land,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  benefits  and  privileges,  with  respect  to  said  land,  as 
was  granted  to  settlora  on  other  lands  by  the  act  approved  twenty-second  of 
June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  entitled  "  An  act  to  grant  pre- 
emption rights,"  and  the  several  amendatory  provisions  of  said  act,  effected 
by  the  subsequent  acts  bearing  date  first  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty, 
and  third  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  fortj-throe  :  Provided,  That  the 
minimum  price  per  acre  of  said  land  shall  be  two  dollars  per  acre. 

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  in  every  case  the  affidavit  of 
the  claimant  under  this  act  shall  be  like  unto  that  prescribed  by  the  act  of 
twenty-second  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  the  same  shall 
be  filed,  and  proof  and  payment  made  for  the  land  claimed,  at  any  time 
before  the  day  fixed  by  the  President's  proclamation  for  the  public  sale  of 
the  said  land  :  Provided,  That  where  a  tract  of  land  is  now  settled  upon, 
a  settlement  made  on  such  tract  subsequent  to  the  date  of  this  law  shall 
confer  no  right  on  the  last-meationed  settler;  and  where  settlements  shall 
hereafter  be  made,  tho  right  shall  be  in  the  first  settler,  who  shalJ  other- 
wise comply  with  the  conditions  of  this  law.

Be  it  enacted  bJf  the  Senate  and  House  of  S^resentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  shall  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  the  boundaries  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  in  lieu 
of  those  prescribed  by  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  the  third  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  admission  of  the 
States  of  Iowa  and  Florida  into  the  Union,"*  viz :  Beginning  in  the  middle 
of  the  main  channel  of  the  Mississippi  river,  at  a  point  due  east  of  the 
middle  of  the  mouth  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Dea  Moines  river;  thence, 
up  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  said  Des  Moines  river,  to  a  point 
oil  said  river  where  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as 
established  by  the  constitution  of  that  State,  adopted  June  twelfth,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  twenty,  crosses  the  said  middle  of  the  main  channel  of 
tbe  said  Des  Moines  river;  thence,  westwardly,  along  the  said  northern 
boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as  established  at  the  time  aforesaid, 
until  an  extension  of  said  line  intersect  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of 
the  Missouri  river;  thence,  up  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  said 
Missouri  river,  to  a  point  opposite  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the 
Big  Sioux  river,  according  to  Nicollet's  map;  thence,  up  the  main  channel 
of  the  said  Big  Sioux  river,  according  to  said  map,  until  it  is  intersected 
by  the  parallel  of  forty-three  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  north  latitude ; 
thence  east,  along  said  parallel  of  forty-three  degrees  and  thirty  minutes, 
untU  said  parallel  intersect  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Missis- 
sippi river;  thence,  down  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  said  Missis- 
sippi river  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sec  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  question  which  has  hereto- 
fore been  the  subject-matter  of  controversy  and  dispute  between  the  State 
of  Missouri  and  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  respecting  the  precise  location  of  the

mination of  such  suit  as  may  be  necessary  to  procure  a  final  decision  by 
tho  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  upon  the  true  location  of  the 
northern  boundary  of  that  State;"  and  the  said  Supremo  Court  is  hereby 
invested  with  all  the  power  and  authority  necessary  to  the  performance  of 
the  duty  imposed  by  this  section. 
^  Sec.  3.  And  be  it/urlher  enacted,  That,  until  the  next  census  and  appor- 
tionment shall  be  made,  the  State  of  Iowa  shall  be  entitled  to  two  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  the  third 
of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  admis- 
sion of  the  States  of  Iowa  and  Florida  into  the  Union,"  relating  to  the  said 
State  of  Iowa,  as  is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 
Approved,  Augmt  4,  1846. 


TSo.  H2.— An  act  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Stockbridge 
tcibo  of  Indiana  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-three,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
for  the  relief  of  the  Stockbridge  tribe  of  Indians  in  the  Territory  of  Wis- 
consin,"* approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed;  and  the  said  Stockbridge  tribe  or  nation  of 
Indians  is  restored  to  their  ancient  form  of  government,  with  all  powers, 
rights,  and  privileges  held  and  exercised  by  them  under  their  customs  and 
usages,  as  fully  and  completely  as  though  the  above  recited  act  had  never 
passed. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sub-agent  of  Indian  afiairs 
at  Green  Bay,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  of  Wisconsin,  who  shall 
be  a  commissioner  for  this  purpose,  shall  be  required  to  open  a  book  for 
the  enrolment  of  the  names  of  such  persons  of  the  Stockbridge  tribe  of  In- 
dians as  shall  desire  to  become  and  remain  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  law;  and  three  months  shall  be 
allowed  after  the  opening  of  said  books  for  the  enrolment,  within  which 
time  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  desiring  citizenship  to  come  forward  in 
person  and  file  their  application.  After  the  expiration  of  the  three  months, 
the  said  sub-agent  shall  divide  the  said  township  of  land  now  held  by  the 
Stockbridges  on  the  Winnebago  lake  into  two  districts,  to  be  knnwn  and 
designated  as  the  Indian  district  and  the  citizen  district,  according  to  the 
strength  and  numbers  of  their  respective  parties,  and  the  laws  and  usages 
in  said  tribe.  Tho  lands  in  the  Indian  district  are  to  remain  and  to  be 
held  in  common;  those  in  the  citizen  district  are  to  be  divided ;  and  to 
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each  Indian  who  hecomes  a  citizen  the  said  sub-agent  shall  assign,  hy  dis- 
tinct metes  and  hoTrnds,  his  ratable  proportion  of  land.  And,  after  the 
division  and  allotment  are  completed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  sub- 
agent  to  make  out  three  copies  of  the  divisions  thus  made,  one  of  which 
he  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the 
citizen  district  of  land  may  be  situated  ;  one  other  copy  he  shall  file  in  the 
land  office  at  Green  Bay,  in  Wisconsin  Territory;  and  the  other  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Secretary  of  War.  And,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  said  re- 
turn hy  the  Secretary  of  War,  patents  may  be  issued  to  the  individual 
reservees  who  become  citizens,  upon  the  receipt  of  which  a  title  in  fee 
simple  to  the  lot  of  land  shall  vest  in  the  patentee ;  and  all  transfers  and 
assignments  of  the  land  made  previous  to  the  issuance  of  the  patent  shall 
be  null  and  void :  Provided  however,  That  those  Indians  who  become  citi- 
zens shall  forfeit  all  right  to  receive  any  portion  of  the  annuity  which  may 
now  be  or  may  become  due  the  nation  of  Stockbridges,  hy  virtue  of  any 
treaty  heretofore  entered  into  by  this  Government  with  said  Stockbridges. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That,  in  consideration  of  the  moneys 
paid  by  said  Stockbridge  nation  of  Indians  to  the  Winnebagoes  and  Meno- 
montes  in  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-one  and  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two,  and  all  other  claims,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
be  paid  to  said  tribe  of  Indians  by  the  Secretary  of  War ;  and  for  this  pur- 
pose the  said  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated ;  Pro- 
vided, That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  any 
claim  which  said  nation  may  have  upon  the  Delaware  nation  to  a  share  of 
the  lands  assigned  to  them  west  of  the  Missouri  river.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  people  of  the  Territory 
of  Wisconsin  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  form  a  Constitution  and 
State  Government,  for  the  purpose  of  being  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the  original  States  in  all  respects  whatsoever,  by  the 
name  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  with  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit : 
Beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  State  of  Illinois— that  is  to  say, 
at  a  point  in  the  centre  of  Lake  Michigan  where  the  line  of  forty-two  de- 
grees and  thirty  minutes  of  north  latitude  crosses  the  same;  thence,  run- 
ning with  the  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  through  Lake  Michi- 
gan, Green  Bay,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Menomouie  river;  thence  up  the 
channel  of  said  river  to  the  Brule  river;  thenee  up  said  last  mentioned 
river  to  Lake  Brnl^;  thence  along  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Brul6  in  a 
direct  line  to  the  centre  of  the  channel  between  Middle  and  South  islands, 
in  the  Lake  of  the  Desert ;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  headwaters  of  the 
Montreal  river,  as  marked  upon  the  survey  made  by  Captain  Cramm  ;  thence 
down  the  main  channel  of  the  Montreal  river  to  the  middle  of  Lake  Supe- 
rior; thence  through  the  centre  of  Lake  Superior  to  the  mouth  of  the  St. 
Louis  river ;  thence  up  the  main  channel  of  said  river  to  the  first  rapids  in 
the  same,  above  the  Indian  village,  according  to  Nicollet's  map;  thciice 
due  south  to  the  main  branch  of  the  river  St.  Crois ;  thence  down  the  main

ehaoQel  of  said  river  to  the  Mississippi ;  tlieoce  down  tlie  centre  of  the  main 
channel  of  that  river  to  the  northwest  oorner  of  tho  State  of  IlJinois;  thence 
due  east  with  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  the  place  of 
beginning,  as  established  by  "An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  the  Illinois 
Territory  to  form  a  Constituljon  and  State  Government,  and  for  the  admis- 
sion of  such  State  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  tho  original 
States,"  approved  April  eighteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen." 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That,  to  prevent  all  disputes  in  refe- 
rence to  the  jurisdiction  of  islands  in  the  said  Brul^  and  Menomonie  rivers, 
the  line  be  so  run  as  to  include  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Michigan,  all  the 
islands  in  the  Brule  and  Menomonie  rivers,  (to  the  estent  in  which  said 
rivers  are  adopted  as  a  boundary,)  down  to,  and  inclusive  of,  the  Quinnesec 
falls  of  the  Menomonie ;  and  from  thence  the  line  shall  he  so  run  as  to  in- 
clude within  the  jurisdiction  of  Wisconsin  al)  the  islands  in  the  Menomonie 
river,  from  the  fails  aforesaid  down  to  the  junction  of  said  river  with  Green 
bay  :  Provided,  That  the  adjustment  of  boundary,  as  fixed  in  this  act,  be- 
tween Wisconsin  and  Michigan  shall  not  he  binding  on  Congress  unless  the 
same  shall  be  ratified  by  the  State  of  Michigan  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  fiirihei-  enacted,  That  the  said  State  of  Wisconsin 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  on  the  Mississippi,  and  al!  other  rivers 
and  waters  bordering  on  the  said  State  of  Wisconsin,  so  far  as  the  same 
shall  form  a  common  -boundary  to  said  State  and  any  other  State  or  States 
now  or  hereafter  to  be  formed  or  bounded  by  the  same ;  and  said  river  and 
waters,  and  the  navigable  waters  leading  into  the  same,  shall  be  common 
highways,  and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  State  as  to  all 
other  citizens  of  the  United  States,  without  any  tax,  duty,  impost,  or  toll 
therefor. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  admission  of 
the  State  of  Wisconsin  into  the  Union,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  which  are  not  locally  inapplicable,  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  within  the  State  of  Wisconsin  as  elsewhere  within  the 
United  States;  and  said  State  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  be  called 
th  d  t  t  of  Wisconsin ;  and  a  district  court  shall  be  held  therein,  to 
t  f  one  judge,  who  shall  reside  in  the  said  district  and  be  called  a 
d  tn  t  J  dge.  He  shall  hold  at  the'seat  of  government  of  said  State  two 
f  said  court  annually,  on  the  first  Mondays  in  January  and  July, 
nd  h  hall  in  all  things  have  and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  and 
p  w  which  wore  by  law  given  to  the  judge  of  the  Kentucky  district,

St  t  He  shall  appoint  a  clerk  for  said  district,  who  shall  reside  and 

k  p  th  ecords  of  said  court  at  the  place  of  holding  the  same;  and  shall 
ec  f  the  services  performed  by  him  the  same  fees  to  which  the  clerk 
of  th  K  ntucky  district  is  by  law  entitled  for  similar  services.  There 
shall  be  allowed  to  the  judge  of  said  district  court  the  annual  compensation 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  to  commence  from  the  date  of  his  appointment, 
to  be  paid  quarterly  at  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  5,  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  in

Third.  That  ten  entire  sect  ons  of  1  nd  t  be  elected  and  1  o  t  d  nder 
the  direction  of  the  Legislature  n  legal  d  v  s  ons  of  not  less  th  n  one 
quarter  section,  from  any  of  the  unajpr  p  ited  lands  belon^,  n"  t  the

Fourth.  That  al!  salt  springs  within  said  State,  not  exceeding  twelve  in 
number,  with  six  sections  of  land  adjoining,  or  as  contiguous  as  may  be  to 
each,  shall  be  granted  to  the  State  for  its  use ;  the  same  to  be  selected  by 
the  Legislature  thereof  within  one  year  after  the  admission  of  said  State;

States,  that  said  State  shall  never  interfere  with  the  primary  disposal  of 
the  soil  within  the  same  by  the  United  States,  nor  with  any  regulations 
Congress  may  find  necessary  for  securing  the  title  in  such  soil  to  bona  fide 
purchasers  thereof;  and  that  no  tax  shall  be  imposed  on  lands  the  property 
of  the  United  States;  and  that  in  no  ease  shall  non-resident  proprietors  be 
taxed  higher  than  residents.

New  Orleans,"  shall  not  apply  to  the  reports  dated  eighteenth  November, 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty,  and  twenty-fourth  July,  eighteen  hundred

No.  116.— An  Act  to  eurrender  to  the  State  of  Tennessee  all  title  the  United  States 
have  to  lands  in  Tennessee  south  and  west  of  the  line  commonlj  called  the  Con- 
gressional reservation  line,  and  to  release  to  said  Slate  the  proceeds  of  such  of 
said  lands  as  may  have  been  sold  by  the  State  of  Tennessee  as  the  agent  of  the 
United  States* 

£e  it  enacted  6y  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  United  States  hereby 
release  and  surrender  to  the  State  of  Tennessee  the  right  and  title  of  the 
United  States  to  all  lands  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  lying  south  and  west 
of  the  Congressional  reservation  line  in  said  State  which  may  yet  remain 
unappropriated,  and  further  release  and  transfer  to  said  State  of  Tennessee 
the  proceeds  of  such  of  said  lands  as  may  have  been  sold  by  said  State, 
not  heretofore  paid  over  to  the  United  States,  nor  deposited  subject  to  the 
order  or  use  of  the  United  States,  under  the  authority  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  the  eighteenth  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  en- 
titled "  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  to  authorize  the  State  of 
Tennessee  to  issue  grants  and  perfect  titles  to  certain  lands  therein  described, 
an,d  to  settle  the  claims  to  the  vacant  and  unappropriated  lands  within  the 
same,'  passed  the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  six."  This  surrender  and  transfer  is  upon  the  express  condition  that 
the  State  of  Tennessee  shall,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  said  lands,  set  apart 
and  apply  forty  thousand  dollars  towards  the  establishment  and  support  of 
a  college  at  Jackson,  in  the  county  of  Madison,  tn  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
if  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  said  lands  shall  amount  to  so  much ;  and  if 
the  aggregate  amount  of  said  sales  (not  paid  over  nor  deposited  as  afore- 
said) shall  not  amount  to  the  said  sum,  then  whatever  sum  smaller  than 
forty  thousand  dollars  they  may  amount  to,  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions contained  in  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  said  State,  passed  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  being  chapter  one  hundred  and 
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eeren,  section  eight,  and  in  accordance  witt  the  desire  expressed  by  said 
General  AssemlDly,  in  their  certain  memorial  to  Congress,  passed  Decem- 
ber four,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five  :  Provided  nevertheless,  That  the 
release  herein  provided  for  to  the  said  State  of  Tennessee  of  said  lands 
shall  be  in  full  satisfaction  for  any  and  all  services  rendered  and  expenses 
incurred  by  said  State,  or  the  authorities  thereof,  in  the  management,  dis- 
posal, or  administration  of  said  public  lands,  and  as  agent  or  agents  of  the 
United  States,  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  to  authorize  the  State  of  Tennessee  to  issue 
grants  and  perfect  titles  to  certain  lands  therein  described,  and  to  settle  the 
claims  to  the  vacant  and  unapprupiiated  lands,  within  the  same,'  passed  the 
oio'hteenth  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one  :"  Ajid  provided  also, 
That  all  the  said  lands  the  release  of  which  is  herein  provided  for,  and  the 
proceeds  thereof,  shall  be  and  remain  subject  to  all  the  same  claims,  incum- 
brances, aad  liabilities  in  relation  to  "  North  Carolina  land  warrants,'^  or 
other  claims  of  North  Carolina,  as  the  same  would  or  could  be  subject 
to  as  regards  the  United  States,  if  the  same  were  not  sc 
leased.

No,  116.— An  Act  to  attach  to  the  Fort  Wayne  land  district  certain  tracts  of  land 
Ijing  within  the  limits  of  that  district  which  are  not  now  attached  to  any  district. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  m  Congress  assembled,  That  all  the  lands  in  the  State 
of  Indiana  which  lie  north  of  the  township  line  dividing  townships  twenty- 
three  and  twenty-four,  and  east  of  the  range  line  dividing  ranges  four  and 
five  east,  which  lie  south  of  the  Wabash  river,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
attached  to  the  Fort  Wayne  land  district;  and  all  that  tract  of  land  which 
lies  north  of  the  township  line  dividing  townships  twenty-three  and  twenty- 
four,  and  west  of  the  range  line  dividing  ranges  four  and  five  east,  and  east 
of  the  east  line  of  the  Crawfordsville  land  district,  be  attached  to  and  shall 
form  a  part  of  the  Winneinac  land  district;  and  all  the  lands  lying  south 
of  the  said  township  line,  dividing  the  said  townships  twenty-three  and 
twenty-four,  which  were  heretofore  within  the  limits  of  the  Fort  Wayne 
land  district,  including  the  portions  of  the  late  Miami  cessions  south  of 
said  line,  be,  and  the  same  are,  attached  to  the  Indianapolis  land  district ; 
and  all  lands  lying  within  any  of  the  aforesaid  land  districts  which  may  not 
have  been  offered  for  sale,  shall  hereafter  constitute  a  part  of  the  land  district 
in  which  they  respectively  He.

No   117.— An  Act  granting  certain  lands  to  the  Tertitorj  of  Iowa,  to  aid  in  the 
'  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Des  Moines  river,  in  said  Territory. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate -and  Rouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of- America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  be,  and  hereby  is, 
granted  to  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  said  Territory 
to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Des  Moines  river  from  its  mouth  to  the 
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Racoon  Fork,  (so  called)  in  said  Territory,  one  equal  moiety,  in  alternate 
sections,  of  the  public  lands,  (remaining  unsold,  and  not  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  encumbered  or  appropriated,)  in  a  strip  five  miles  in  width  on 
eajih  side  of  said  river ;  to  he  selected  within  said  Territory  by  an  agent  or 
agents  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor  thereof,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Seo.  2.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  lands  hereby  granted  shall 
not  be  conveyed  or  disposed  of  by  said  Territory,  nor  by  any  State  to  be 
formed  out  of  the  same,  except  as  said  improvements  shall  progress ;  that 
is,  the  said  Territory  or  State  may  sell  so  much  of  said  lands  as  shall  pro- 
duce the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  then  the  sales  shall  cease, 
until  the  governor  of  said  Territory  or  State  shall  certify  the  fact  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  that  one-half  of  said  sum  has  been  expended 
upon  said  improvement,  when  the  said  Territory  or  State  may  sell  and 
convey  a  quantity  of  the  residue  of  said  lands,  suf&cient  to  replace  the 
amount  expended,  and  thus  the  sales  shall  progress  as  the  proceeds  thereof 
shall  be  espended,  and  the  fact  of  such  expenditure  shall  be  certified  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  said  river  Des  Moines  shall 
be  and  forever  remain  a  public  highway  for  the  use  of  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  free  from  any  toll  or  other  charge  whatever  for  any 
property  of  the  United  States,  or  persons  in  their  service  passing  through 
or  along  the  same  r  Provided  always,  That  it  shall  not  be  competent  for 
the,  said  Territory  or  future  State  of  Iowa  to  dispose  of  said  lands,  or  any 
of  them,  at  a  price  lower  than,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  the  minimum 
price  of  other  public  lands. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  the  Territory  of  Iowa 
shall  be  admitted  into  the  Union  aa  a  State,  the  lands  hereby  granted  for 
the  above  purpose  shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  said  State  for  the 
purpose  contemplated  in  this  act,  and  no  other :  Provided,  The  legislature 
of  the  State  of  Iowa,  shall  accept  the  said  grant  for  the  said  purpose.

H"0. 118.— An  Act  to  equalizo  the  comppngation  of  the  Surveyors  General  of  the 
public  laada  of  the  United  States,  End  for  otber  purposes. 

Be  if  enacted  ly  tim  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assemlled.  That,  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  the  surveyor  general  of  Wis- 
consin  and  Iowa  and  the  surveyor  general  of  Arkansas  shall  each  receive 
the  same  annual  salary  as  the  other  surveyors  general  of  the  public  lands 
of  the  United  States ;  and  eaeh  of  said  surveyors  general  shall  be  allowed 
the  same  amount  for  clerk  hire  in  their  respective  ofEces  as  is  now  allowed 
by  law  for  the  office  of  the  surveyor  general  northwest  of  the  Ohio. 

Seo.  2.  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  the  surveyors  general  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States,  in  addition  to  the  oath  now  authorized  by 
law  to  be  administered  to  deputies  on  their  appointment  to  office,  shall  re- 
quire each  of  their  deputies  oa  the  return  of  his  surveys,  to  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  or  affirmation  that  those  surveys  have  been  faithfully  and 
correctly  executed,  according  to  law  and  the  instructions  of  the  surveyor 
general ;  and,  on  satisfactory  evidence  being  presented  to  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  that  such  surveys,  or  any  part  thereof,  had  not  been  thus 
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executed,  the  deputy  making  such  false  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  perjury,  and  shall  suffer  all  the  pains  and  penalties  attached  to 
that  offence ;  and  the  district  attorney  of  the  Unit«d  States  for  the  time 
heing,  in  whose  district  any  such  false,  erroneous,  or  fraudulent  surveys 
shall  have  heen  executed,  shall,  upon  the  application  of  the  proper  surveyor 
general,  immediately  institute  suit  upon  the  bond  of  such  deputy ;  and  the 
institutioD  of  such  suit  shall  act  as  a  lien  upon  any  property  owned  or  held 
by  such  deputy,  or  hia  sureties,  at  the  time  such  suit  was  instituted.

Be  it  enacted  hy  ike  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  for  the  sale  of  the  puhlio 
lands  in  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  an  additional  land  district  is  hereby  created, 
comprising  all  the  lands  lying  between  the  line  dividing  townships  seventy- 
five  and  seventy-six  north,  and  the  line  dividing  townships  eighty-three  and 
eighty-four  north,  which  shall  be  called  the  Iowa  district. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  be,  and  he  ia 
hereby,  authorized  to  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  a  register  and  a  receiver  of  the  public  moneys  for  the  said  district, 
who  shall  respectively  be  required  to  reside  at  the  site  of  said  office,  and 
who  shall  have  the  same  powers,  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  entitled 
to  the  same  compensation  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law  in  relation 
to  other  land  offices  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  President  ia  authorized  to 
cause  the  public  lands  in  the  said  district,  with  the  exemption  of  sections 
numbering  sixteen  in  each  township,  reserved  for  the  use  of  schools,  or 
such  other  lands  as  may  be  selected  by  law  in  Heu  thereof,  and  of  such 
other  tracts  as  he  may  select  for  military  or  other  purposes,  to  be  exposed 
to  sale  in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Other  public  lands  of  the  United  States. 

Seo.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  President  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  designate  the  site  at  which  the  said  office  shall  be  established,  s 
to  remove  the  same  to  any  other  place  within  said  district,  fl 
his  opinion,  it  may  be  deemed  expedient.

Fnion,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Pox  and  Wis- 
consin rivers,  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconan,  and  of  constructing  the  canal

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to  unite  the  said  rivers  at  or  near  tte  portage,  a  quantity  of  land,  equal  to 
one-half  of  tliree  sections  in  width,  on  each  side  of  the  said  Pox  river,  and 
the  lakes  through  whieh  it  passes,  from  its  mouth  to  the  point  where  the 
portage  canal  shall  enter  the  same,  and  on  each  aide  of  the  said  canal 
from  one  stream  to  the  other,  reserving  the  alternate  sections  to  the  United 
States,  to  he  seleetud  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  of  said  State,  and 
such  selection  to  be  approved  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  The 
said  rivers,  when  improved,  and  the  said  canal,  when  finished,  shall  be  aad 
forever  remain  a  public  highway  for  the  use  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  free  from  any  toll  or  other  charge  whatever  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  mails,  or  for  any  property  of  the  United  States,  or  persons 
in  their  service  passing  upon  or  along  the  same :  Provided,  The  said  alter- 
nate seotiona,  reserved  to  the  United  States,  shall  not  be  sold  at  a  less  rate 
than  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  the  acre  :  Provided  also,  That  no  pre-emp- 
tive claim  to  the  lands  so  reserved  shall  give  the  occupant,  or  any  other 
person  claiming  through  or  under  him,  a  right  to  said  lands  at  any  price 
less  than  the  price  fised  in  this  act,  at  the  time  of  the  settlement  on  said 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  the  Territory  of  Wis- 
consin shall  be  admitted  as  a  State  into  the  Union,  all  the  lands  granted 
by  this  act  shall  he  and  become  the  property  of  said  State  for  the  purpose 
contemplated  in  this  act,  and  no  other :  Provided,  That  the  legislature  of 
said  State  shall  agree  to  accept  said  grant  upon  the  terms  specified  in  this 
act ;  and  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  price  at  which  said  lands  shall  be  sold, 
not  less  than  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  the  acre;  and  to  adopt  such 
kind  and  plan  of  Improvement  on  said  route  as  the  said  legislature  shall 
from  time  to  time  determine  for  the  best  interest  of  said  State.  Provided 
also.  That  the  lands  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  conveyed  or  disposed  of 
by  said  State,  except  as  said  improvements  shall  progress  :  that  is,  the  said 
State  may  sell  so  much  of  said  lands  as  shall  produce  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  and  then  the  sales  shall  cease  until  the  governor  of  said 
State  shall  certify  the  fact  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  that  one- 
half  of  said  snm  has  been  expended  upon  said  improvements,  when  the 
said  State  may  sell  and  dispose  of  a  quantity  of  said  lands  sufficient  to  re- 
imburse the  amount  expended;  and  thus  the  sales  shall  progress  as  the 
proceeds  thereof  shall  be  expended,  and  the  fact  of  such  expenditure  certi- 
fied in  the  manner  herein  mentioned. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  fwrther  enaeted.  That  the  said  improvement  shall  be 
commenced  within  three  years  after  the  said  State  shall  be  admitted  into 
the  Union,  and  completed  within  twenty  years,  or  the  United  States  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  amount  for  which  any  of  said  lands  may  have 
heen  sold  hy  said  State  :  Provided,  That  the  title  of  purchasers  under  the 
sales  made  by  the  State,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  shall  he  valid.

No.  121. — Joint  Resolution  concerning  the  Oregon  Territory. 

Whereas  hy  the  convention  concluded  the  twentieth  day  of  October,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  eighteen,  between  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  for 
the  period  of  tea  years,  and  afterwards  indefinitely  extended  and  con- 
tinued in  force  by  another  convention  of  the  same  parties  concluded  the 
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sixth  day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-seven,  it  was  agreed  that  any  country  that  may  be 
by  either  party  claimed  on  the  northwest  coast  of  America,  westward  of 
the  StoDy  or  Eocky  mountains,  now  commonly  called  the  Oregon  terri- 
tory, should,  together  with  its  harbors,  hays  and  creeks,  and  the  naviga- 
tion of  all  rivers  within  the  same,  be,  "  free  and  open"  to  the  vessels, 
citizens,  and  subjects  of  the  two  powers;  but  .without  prejudice  to  any 
claim  which  either  of  the  parties  might  have  to  any  part  of  said  country ; 
and  with  this  further  provision  in  the  second  article  of  the  said  conven- 
tion of  the  aisth  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  that 
either  party  might  abrogate  and  annul  said  convention  on  giving  due 
notice  of  twelve  months  to  the  other  oontraoting  party. 
And  whereas  it  has  now  become  desirable  that  the  respective  claims  of  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain  should  be  definitely  settled,  and  that 
said  territory  may  no  longer  than  need  be,  remain  subject  to  the  evil 
consequences  of  the  divided  allegiance  of  its  American  and  British  popu- 
lation, and  of  the  confusion  and  conflict  of  national  jurisdictions,  danger- 
ous to  the  cherished  peace  and  good  understanding  of  the  two  countries  : 
With  a  view,  therefore,  that  steps  be  taken  for  the  abrogation  of  the  said 
convention  of  the  sixth  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  in 
the  mode  prescribed  in  its  second  article,  and  that  the  attention  of  the 
governments  of  both  countries  may  be  the  more  earnestly  directed  to 
the  adoption  of  all  proper  measures  for  a  speedy  and  amicable  adjust- 
ment of  the  differences  and  disputes  in  regard  to  the  said  territory : 
Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  at  his  discretion,  to  give  to  the 
government  of  Great  Britain  the  notice  required  by  the  second  article  of 
the  said  convention  of  the  sixth  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven,  for  the  abrogation  of  the  same. 
Approved,  April  27,  1846. 


No.  122. — A  Resolution  in  relation  to  the  issuing  of  granta  of  certain  lands  in 

Resolved  it/  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Attorney  General  of 
the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  examine  the  evidences 
of  title  in  the  case  of  a  certain  Spanish  land  claim  in  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
lying  on  the  Mississippi,  above  New  Orleans,  commonly  known  as  the 
Houma  claim,  and  to  report  his  opinion  thereon  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States;  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  any  patent 
or  patents  issued,  or  which  may  be  issued,  under  such  claim,  shall  have 
been,  or  shall  be,  issued  contrary  to  law,  that  the  President  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  requested  to  cause  proceedings  to  be  instituted 
in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  to  have  the  validity  of  such  patent  or 
patents  judicially  determined.

Sesolved  hy  th^  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  Ike  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  aathoriaed  and  empowered  to  sell  and  convey  (for  the 
use  and  beoefit  of  the  Sate  of  Louisiana)  to  the  three  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  legislature  of  said  State,  to  select  a  site  on  which  to  erect 
a  State  house,  two  or  more  acres  of  the  tract  of  land  owned  by  the  United 
States,  lying  ia  the  parish  of  East  Baton  Rouge,  State  of  Louisiana,  above 
and  adjoining  the  town  of  Baton  Rouge  :  Provided,  That  in  the  judgment 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States  said  sale  may  be  made  without  detri- 
ment to  the  public  interest.

1^0.124.— An  Act  for  the  aflraissjonofthe  State  of  Iowa  into  the  Union.* 

Whereas  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Iowa  did,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of 
May,  anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-sis,  by  a  convention  of 
delegates  called  and  assembled  for  that  purpose,  form  for  themselves  a 
constitution  and  State  government — which  constitution  is  republican 
in  its  character  and  features — and  said  convention  has  asked  admission 
of  the  said  Territory  into  the  Union  aa  a  State,  on  an  equal  footing  with 
the  original  States,  in  obedience  to  "An  act  for  the  admission  of  the 
States  of  Iowa  and  Florida  into  the  Union,"  approved  March  third,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty-five,  and  "  An  act  to  define  the  boundaries  of 
the  State  of  Iowa,  and  to  repeal  as  much  of  the  act  of  the  third  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  as  rcJates  to  the  boundaries  of 
Iowa,"  which  said  last  act  was  approved  August  fourth,  anno  Domini 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six  :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  State  of  Iowa 
shall  be  one,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  he  one,  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  origi- 
nal States  in  all  respects  whatsoever. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  provisions  of  "  Aa  act 
supplemental  to  the  act  for  the  admission  of  the  States  of  Iowa  and  Flo- 
rida into  the  Union,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
five,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  declared  to  continue  and  remain  in  full 
force  as  applicable  to  the  State  of  Iowa,  as  hereby  admitted  and  received 
into  the  Union.

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No.  125.— An  Act  decIariDg  the  sssent  of  Congress  to  certain  States  to  impose  a 
tax  upon  all  lands  hereafter  eoM  by  the  United  States  therein,  from  and  after  the 
day  of  BUch  sale. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  assent  of  Con- 
gress is  herehy  given  to  the  several  States  admitted  into  the  Union  prior  to 
the  twenty- fourth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty,  to  impose  a  tax  or  taxes  upon  all  lands  hereafter  sold 
hy  the  United  States,  in  said  States,  from  and  after  the  day  of  such  sale : 
Provided,  That  the  assent  hereby  given  shall  in  no  wise  impair  that  pro- 
vision of  the  compact  with  the  said  States  which  declares  that  all  lands 
belonging  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  residing  without  the  said  States 
shall  never  be  taxed  higher  than  lands  helonging  to  persons  residing  therein. 

Approved,  January  20,  1847. 


Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  each  non-commissioned  officer, 
musician,  or  private,  enlisted  or  to  be  enlisted  in  the  regular  army,  or  re- 
gularly mastered  in  any  volunteer  company,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
twelve  months,  who  has  served  or  may  serve  during  the  present  war  with 
Mexico,  and  who  shall  receive  an  honorable  discharge,  or  who  shall  have 
been  killed  or  died  of  wounds  received,  or  sickness  incurred  in  the  course 
of  such  service,  or  who  stall  have  been  discharged  before  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  service  in  consequence  of  wounds  received  or  sickness  in- 
curred in  the  course  of  such  service,  (shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certifi- 
cate or  warrant  from  the  War  Department  for  the  quantity  of  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres,  and  which  may  be  located  by  the  warrantee,  or  his  heirs 
at  law,  at  any  land  office  of  the  United  States,  in  one  body,  and  in  oonfor- 
mity  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the  public  lands,  upon  any  of  the  public 
lands  in  such  district  then  subject  to  private  entry ;)  and  upon  the  return 
of  such  certificate  or  warrant,  with  evidence  of  the  location  thereof  having 
been  legally  made,  to  the  G-eneral  Land  Office,  a  patent  shall  be  issued 
therefor.  That  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  such  non-commissioned 
officer,  musician,  or  private  during  service,  or  after  his  discharge,  aud  before 
the  issuing  of  a  certificate  or  warrant  as  aforesaid,  the  said  certificate  or 
warrant  shall  he  issued  in  favor,  and  enure  to  the  benefit,  of  his  family  or 
relatives,  according  to  the  following  rules :  first,  to  the  widow  and  to  his 
children ;  second,  his  father ;  third,  his  mother.  And  in  the  event  of  his 
children  being  minors,  then  the  legally  constituted  guardian,  of  such  minor 
children  shall,  in  conjunction  with  such  of  the  children,  if  any,  as  may  be 
of  full  age,  upon  being  duly  authorized  by  the  orphans'  or  other  court 
having  probate  jurisdiction,  have  power  to  sell,  and  dispose  of  such  certi- 
ficate or  warrant  for  the  benefit  of  those  interested.  And  all  sales,  mort- 
gages, powers,  or  other  instruments  of  writing,  going  to  aifeot  the  title  or 
claim  to  any  such  bounty  right,  made  or  executed  prior  to  the  issue  of  such 
warrant  or  certificate,  shall  be  null  and  void  to  all  intents  and  purposes

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whatsoever,  nor  shall  such  claim  to  bouDty  right  be  in  anywise  affected  hy 
or  charged  with,  or  subject  to,  the  payment  of  any  debt  or  claim  incurred 
by  the  soldier  prior  to  the  issuing  of  such  certificate  or  warrant :  Provided, 
That  no  land  warrant  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  he  laid 
wpon  any  lands  of  the  United  States  to  which  there  shall  be  a  pre-emption 
right,  or  upon  which  there  shall  be  an  actual  settlement  and  cultivation  : 
Provided  further,  That  every  such  non-com  missioned  ofBoer,  musician,  and 
private  who  may  be  entitled,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  receive  a 
certificate  or  warrant  for  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  shall  be 
allowed  the  option  to  receive  such  certificate  or  warrant,  or  a  treasury  scrip 
for  one  hundred  dollars,  and  such  scrip,  whenever  it  is  preferred,  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  such  person  or  persons  as  would 
be  authorized  to  receive  such  certificates  or  warrants  for  lands ;  said  scrip 
to  bear  an  interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  re- 
deemable at  the  pleasure  of  the  government.  And  that  each  private,  non- 
commissionei^officer,  and  musician,  who  shall  have  been  received  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  since  the  commencement  of  the  war  with 
Mexico,  for  less  than  twelve  months,  and  shall  have  served  for  such  term 
or  until  honorably  discharged,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  warrant  for 
forty  acres  of  land,  which  may  be  subject  to  private  entry,  or  twenty-five 
dollars  in  scrip  if  preferred;  and  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  such  volun- 
teer during  his  t«rm  of  service,  or  after  an  honorable  discharge,  hut  before

Whereas  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  did,  on  the  s 

of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  by  a  conventionof  delegates 

called  and  assembled  for  that  purpose,  form  for  themselves  a  constitution 

and  State  government,  which  said  constitution  is  republican ;  and  said 

convention  having  asked  the  admission  of  said  Territory  into  the  Union 

as  a  State,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  oridnal  States  : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  th^  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  United 

Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  State  of  Wisconsin  be, 

and  the' same  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  one  of  the  United  States  of  America, 

and  is  hereby  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original 

States,  in  all  respects  whatever. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  assent  of  Congress  is  hereby 
given  to  the  change  of  boundary  proposed  in  the  first  article  of  said  consti- 
tution, to  wit :  leaving  the  boundary  line  prescribed  in  the  act  of  Congress 
entitled,  "  An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  Wisconsin  Territory  to  form  a 
constitution  and  State  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  State  into

proposed  canal  shall  be  brought  into  market,  and  sold  at  the  same  minimum 
price,  and  subject  to  the  same  rights  of  pre-emption  to  all  tie  settlers  thereon 
at  the  passage  of  this  act,  as  other  public  lands  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  it  is  made  and  declared  to  be  a 
fundamental  condition  of  the  admission  of  said  State  of  Wisconsin  into  the

titled an  act  to  establish  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and 
t  J  provide  for  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Michigan  into  theUniou  on  certain 
conditions,"  approved  June  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-sis. 

Sec  2  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  bej 
and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell,  in  such  manner  as  the 
legislature  of  said  State  shall  by  law  direct,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
5dline  lands  lying  in  Jackson  county,  in  said  State,  which  were  granted  to

Sec  3  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  State  of  Arkansas  shall  be, 
and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  sell,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  of  said 
State  shall  by  law  direct,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  saline  lands  granted 
to  Slid  State  by  virtue  of  an  act  supplementary  to  the  act  entitled  "  An 
act  for  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  into  the  Union,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  due  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  the 
same,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  Juno  twenty-third,  eighteen  hun- 
dred  and  thirty-six.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  provisions  of 
"An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  carry  into  effect  in  the  States 
of  Alabama  and  Mississippi  the  existing  compacts  with  those  States  with 
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regard  to  the  five  per  cent,  fund  and  the  school  reservations/"  approved 
February  twenty-six,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  extended  so  as  to  enable  the  State  of  Alabama  to  locate  a 
quantity  of  land  in  any  of  the  States  or  Territories  equal  to  the  quantity 
now  due  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  within  the  Chickasaw  cession 
within  said  State:  Provided,  That  they 'shall  bo  made  subject  to  the  re- 
strictions and  limitations  of  the  act  the  title  of  which  has  been  cited,  as  far 
as  the  same  may  be  applicable.

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  report  to  the  next  session  of  Congress 
all  the  facts  in  relatioa  to  the  title  to  the  unsold  parts,  if  any  there  he,  of 
the  reserved  fraetional  section  number  eleven,  of  fraetJonal  township  num- 
ber four,  of  fractional  range  number  one,  in  J.  C.  Symme's  Purchase,  State 
of  Ohio,  together  with  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  thereon,  and 
that  he  suspend  all  further  proceedings  in  relation  thereto,  until  the  end  of 
the  next  session  of  Congress.

That  if  at  any  time  the  number 
of  patents  for  lands  sold  or  granted  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  such  that  they  cannot  be  signed  in  reasonable  time  by  the 
secretary  appointed  for  that  purpose  under  the  sixth  section  of  the  above- 
recited  act,  that,  in  that  ease  the  President  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant  secretary,  to  sign  the  name;  but  the  said 
assistant  shall  be  employed  by  the  express  direction  of  the  President,  and 
only  for  such  time  as  majr  be  necessary  to  bring  up  the  arrears  of  patents 
which  may  be  ready  for  signature.

between  those  States,  and  between  the  surveying  and  land  districts  border- 
ing thereon ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authoriaed  to  have 
the  surveys  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  closed  on  tlie  line  so 
surveyed  as  above  mentioned :  Provided,  the  espeose  thereof  shall  not  ex- 
ceed sis  dollars  per  mile  for  every  mile  and  part  of  a  mile  actually  surveyed, 
or  necessarily  re-surveyed,  in  closing  those  surveys.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  reservees,  or  their  heirs,  may 
sell  and  convey  all  or  any  part  of  his,  her,  or  their  respective  reserves ;  and 
such  sale  and  conveyance  shall  vest  in  the  purchaser,  his  or  her  heirs  and 
assigns,  such  title  as  is  described  in  such  deed  of  conveyance,  to  such  lands 
BO  sold  and  conveyed  :  Provided,  That  all  deeds  of  conveyance  made  before 
the  passage  of  this  act  shall  stand  upon  the  same  footing  as  those  made  after 
the  passage_  of  this  act,  and  the  rights  of  the  parties  shall  be  the  same  in 
one  case  as  in  the  other :  Provide,  That  such  deed  of  conveyance  for  any 
of  said  lands  made  before  or  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  valid 
for  such  purpose  until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States.

Whereas  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  did,  on  the  first  day  of 

February,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  by  a  convention  of  delegates 

called  and  assembled  for  that  purpose,  form  for  themselves  a  constitution 

and  State  government,  which  said  constitution  Is  republican,  and  said 

convention  having  ashed  the  admission  of  said  Territory  into  the  Union 

as  a  State,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  United 

States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  State  of  Wisconsin  be, 

and  is  hereby,  admitted  to  be  one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  is 

hereby  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original 

States,  in  all  respects  whatever,  with  the  boundaries  prescribed  by  the  act 

of  Congress,  approved  August  sisth,  eighteen  hundred   and   forty-six, 

entitled  "  An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  Wisconsin  Territory  to  form  a 

constitution  and  State  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  State  into 

the  Union." 

Sec.  2,  And  be  il/urther  enacted,  That  the  assent  of  Congress  is  hereby 
given  to  the  first,  second,  fourth,  and  fifth  resolutions  adopted  by  said  con- 
vention, and  appended  to  said  constitution  :  and  the  acts  of  Congress  re- 
ferred to  in  the  said  resolutions  are  hereby  amended,  so  that  the  lands 
granted  by  the  provisions  of  the  several  acts  referred  to  in  the  said  first 
and  fourth  resolutions,  and  the  proceeds  of  said  lands,  and  the  five  per 
centum  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  therein  mentioned,  shall 
be  held  and  disposed  of  by  said  State,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes 
recommended  by  said  convention  ;  and  so  that,  also,  the  lands  reserved  to 
the  United  States  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  grant  a 
quantity  of  land  to  aid  in  the  improvement  of  the  Fos  and  Wisconsin 
rivers,  and  to  connect  the  same  by  a  canal  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  ;" 
and,  also,  the  even  numbered  sections  reserved  by  the  provisions  of  the 
act  entitled  "  An  act  to  grant  a  quantity  of  land  to  the  Territory  of  Wis- 
consin, for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  opening  a  canal  to  connect  the  waters 
of  lake  Michigan  with  those  of  Rock  river,"  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at  the 
same  minimum  price,  and  subject  to  the  same  rights  of  pre-emption,  as

And  provided  fiirther,  That  the   liabilities   incurred  by  the  territorial 
government  of  Wisconsin,  under  the  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  grant  a 
jiuantity  of  land  to  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
in  opening  a  canal  to  connect  the  waters  of  Lake  Michigan  with  those  of 
Eock  Eiver,"  hereinbefore  referred  to,  shall  be  paid  and  discharged  by  the 
State  of  Wisconsin. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  purchasers  of  any  tract  of 
the  said  even  numbered  sections  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  and 
sold  since  the  reservation  thereof  at  the  minimum  price  of  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  per  acre,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Gfenertd  Land  Office  a  certificate  of  the  quantity  of  land  so  purchased, 
and  of  the  amount  of  the  excess  paid  therefor  over  and  above  the  value  of 
said  land,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  ;  which 
certificate,  to  the  amount  of  such  excess,  shall  be  receivable  from  the 
holder  thereof,  or  bis  Msigns,  in  like  manner  as  so  much  money,  in  pay- 
ment of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States.  That,  in  the  event  of  the 
death  of  any  such  purchaser  before  the  issuing  of  such  certificate,  the  same 
shall  be  issued  in  favor  of  the  lawful  representatives  of  such  purchaser.

west,  shall  he  detached  from  the  northwestern  land  district,  Louisiana; 
and  the  same  shall,  from  and  after  the  date  aforesaid,  be  attached  to,  and 
form  a  part  of,  the  district  north  of  Red  river,  Louisiana  j  and  it  shall  be, 
and  is  hereby,  made  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  to  cause  the  land  office  in  the  district  north  of  Red  river  to  be  fur- 
nished with  the  plats  and  other  papers,  or  transcripts  thereof,  relating  to 
the  townships  aforesaid,  and  to  have  thisaot  carried  into  full  effect.

Ho.  143.— An  Act  giving  further  time  for  satisfying  claims  for  bounty  lands,  and 
for  other  purposes.-j- 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Gongreis  assembled,  That  tbeaetof  the  second  session 
of  the  twenty-ninth  [twenty-seventh]  Congress,  chapter  sist^-nine,  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  satisfying  claims  for  bounty  lands  for  military  services 
in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July 
twenty-seven,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two,  and  also  the  two  acts  ap- 
proved January  twenty-seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  therein 
and  thereby  revived,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  revived,  and  con- 
tinued in  force  for  five  years,  to  be  computed  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act.

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No.  144.— An  Act  respecting  certain  surveys  in  the  State  of  Florida. 

J5e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Gongresi  assembled,  That  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  aur- 
veyed,  as  soon  as  practteable,  tho  islands  and  keys,  and  other  lands  in 
South  Florida,  interspersed  with  water,  which  cannot  conveniently  he  eoti- 
neeted  with  the  regular  public  surveys ;  and  also  the  private  claims  or  grants 
which  have  been  duly  confirmed  situate  in  said  State;  and  that  such  sur- 
veys of  said  islands,  keys,  and  lands  interspersed  with  wat«r  as  aforesaid 
may  be  made  by  such  persons  on  such  terms,  and  in  such  mode  and  man- 
ner, as  said  Commissioner  may  deem  most  expedient  and  proper,  without 
connexion  thereof  with  the  other  public  surveys,  by  township  lines  j  but 
the  expense  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  price  per  mile  hereto- 
fore allowed  for  surveys  hy  the  United  States  in  other  States  or  Territories ; 
and  the  surveys  of  said  private  claims  or  grants  may  be  made  hy  such  per- 
sons, and  on  such  terms,  as  said  Commissioner  may  deem  most  expedient 
and  proper;  but  the  expense  thereof  shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  twenty- 
five  per  centum  on  the  said  price  heretofore  allowed  in  addition  to  such 
price :  Provided  however,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  at 
some  convenient  time,  and  before  offering  any  of  said  islands  for  sale,  to 
have  an  examination  made  by,  and  a  report  from,  a  board  of  engineers,  to 
ascertain  whether  any  of  said  islands  or  parts  of  them,  and  if  so,  which  of 
them,  should  be  reserved  from  sale  for  the  use  of  the  United  States;  and 
that  all  islands  or  parts  of  islands  recommended  by  such  board  to  be  re- 
served for  public  use  shall  be  reserved  from  sale.

Ho.  145.— An  Act  for  the  relief  of  the  bona  fide  settlers  under  the  acts  for  the 
ftrmeii  occupation  and  Bettleraent  of  a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Florida, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  ia  all  cases  in  which  proof 
shall  be  made  to  the  satisfection  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  that  any  person  who  obta.ined  a  permit  under  the  act  entitled  "  An 
act  to  provide  for  the  armed  occupation  and  settlement  of  the  unsettled 
part  of  the  peninsula  of  Florida,"  approved  August  fourth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-two,*  and  who  was  an  occupant  under  that  act,  and  the  act 
amendatory  thereof,  approved  June  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
four,  and  who  actually  occupied  or  settled  under  said  acts,  and  did  not 
voluntarily  relinquish  and  abandon  the  same,  but  continued  to  reside  on 
said  frontier  south  of  said  line  specified  in  said  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-two,  thereby  aiding  to  effect  the  object  of  said  acts,  and  who  has  not 
received  the  lands  provided  by  said  acts,  such  settler  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
grant  and  patent  for  the  land  so  occupied  or  settled  by  him,  the  same  as 
if  all  the  conditions  and  stipulations  of  said  acts  and  requirements  of  the 
General  Land  Office  in  relation  thereto  had  been  fully  and  strictly  fulfilled 
and  complied  with. 

Seo.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  eases  where  the  lands  settled 
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or  occupied  lay  such  settler,  or  any  part  thereof,  were  or  are  not  legally  sub- 
ject to  donation  under  the  said  acta  on  any  account  whatever,  then  such 
settler  may  locate  his  right,  or  the  part  so  interfered  with,  on  any  vacant 
public  lands  in  the  same,  or  any  adjacent  township. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  estend  to,  and  he 
construed  and  executed  for,  the  henefit  of  the  widow  and  heirs  of  any 
settler,  according  to  the  principles  of  the  fifth  section  of  said  first  ahove- 
recited  act.

he  shall  commence  his  duties  in  said  State,  transmit  all  the  proofs  hemay 
take,  and  make  report  of  his  opinion  as  to  each  case  to  said  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office,  who  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  examine  and

shall  be  definitively  decided  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  within  two  months  after  the  report  thereof  is  received  at  his  office ; 
and  said  agent  shall  be  allowed  the  same  compensation  as  is  allowed  by 
law  to  examining  agents  of  the  Treasury  Department.

All  the  laws  passed  by  the  legislative  assembly 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  if  disapproved 
shall  be  null  and  of  no  effect ;  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  give  power  to  incorporate  a  bank,  or  any  institution  with  bank- 
ino>  powers,  or  to  borrow  money  in  the  name  of  the  Territory,  or  to  pledge 
the  faith  of  the  people  of  the  same  for  any  loan  whatever,  either  directly 
or  indirectly.  No  charter  granting  any  privilege  of  making,  issuing,  or 
putting  into  circulation  any  notes  or  bills  in  the  likeness  of  bank  notes,  or 
any  bonds,  scrip,  drafts,  bills  of  exchange  or  obligations,  or  granting  any 
other  banking  powers  or  privileges,  shall  be  passed  by  the  legislative  assem- 
bly;  nor  shall  the  esUbltshment  of  any  branch  or  agency  of  any^  such  cor- 
poration,  derived  from  other  authority,  be  allowed  in  said  Territory;  nor 
shall  said  legislative  assembly  authoriae  the  issue  of  any  obligation,  scrip, 
or  evidence  of  debt  by  said  Territory,  in  any  mode  or  manner  whatever, 
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except  certificates  for  servIcGs  to  said  Territory;  and  all  such  laws,  or  any 
law  or  laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  utterly  null 
and  void ;  and  all  taxes  shall  be  equal  and  uniform,  and  no  distinction  shall 
be  made  in  the  assessments  between  different  kinds  of  property,  but  the 
assessments  shall  be  according  to  the  value  thereof  To  avoid  improper 
influences  which  may  result  from  intermixing  in  one  and  the  same  act  such 
things  as  have  no  proper  relatiou  to  each  other,  every  law  shall  embrace 
but  one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title.

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which  the  same  is  subject  to  priyate  entry,  aod  reckoning  the  warrant  at  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  for  the  number  of  acres  therein  con- 
tained, and  paying  the  balance,  if  any,  in  money ;  but  no  claim  shall  exist 
on  the  government  to  pay  for  any  balance  on  said  warrant  in  money.

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James  Daaiet,  respectively,  according  to  the  extent  of  their  several  interests 
therein  :  Provided  however,  (and  this  relinquishment  is  made  Tipon  the 
condition,)  that  the  sdd  Steele  and  Daniel,  or  either  of  them,  have  fairly, 
and  in  good  faith,  and  for  a  valuable  and  adequate  consideration,  purchased 
of  the  said  heirs,  by  authentic  and  valid  deeds,  their  respective  rights  in 
and  to  the  said  reservations  ;  And  provided  further.  That  no  sale  or  con- 
veyance of  said  reservation,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  the  said  reservees,  or 
either  of  them,  shall  be  deemed  rej^lar  or  valid,  nor  shall  this  act  have 
effect,  until  the  President  of  the  "United  States,  or  some  officer  to  be  by  him 
designated,  shall  have  approved  such  conveyance,  and  endorsed  bis  ap- 
proval thereon.

No.  159. — -^1  Act  for  authenticating  certain  records. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  it  may  and  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  keepers  or  persons  having  the  custody  of  laws,  judgments,  orders, 
decrees,  journals,  correspondence,  or  other  public  documents,  of  any  foreign 
government  or  its  agents,  relating  to  the  title  to  lands  claimed  by  or  under 
the  United  States,  on  the  application  of  the  head  of  any  one  of  the  depart- 
ments, the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury,  or  the  Commissioner  of  the  G-eneral 
Land  office,  to  authenticate  the  same  under  his  hand  and  seal,  and  certify 
the  same  to  be  correct  and  true  copies  of  such  laws,  judgments,  orders, 
decrees,  journals,  correspondence,  or  other  public  documents;  and  when 
the  same  shall  be  certified  by  such  minister,  consul,  or  judge,  mentioned  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  office,  to  be  tme 
copies  of  the  originals,  the  same  shall  be  sealed  up  b^  him  and  returned  to 
the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his  office,  and  cause 
it  to  be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  A  copy  of  said 
laws,  judgments,  orders,  decrees,  journals,  correspondence,  or  other  public 
documents,  so  filed,  or  of  the  same  so  recorded  in  said  book,  may  be  read 
in  evidence  in  all  courts  where  the  title  to  land,  claimed  b^  or  under  the 
United  States,  may  oome  into  question  equally  with  the  originals  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury 
shall  cause  a  seal  to  be  made  and  provided  for  his  office,  with  such  device 
as  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  approve,  and  copies  of  any  public 
documents,  records,  books,  or  papers,  belonging  to  or  on  the  files  of  the  said 
of&ce,  under  the  signature  of  the  said  Solicitor,  or,  when  the  office  shall  be 
vacant,  under  the  signature  of  such  officer  as  maybe  officiating  for  the  time 
being,  accompanied  by  an  impress  of  the  said  seal,  shall  be  competent  evi- 
dence in  all  cases  equally  with  the  original  records,  documents,  books,  or 
papers. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  furilur  enacted,  That  all  books,  papers,  documents,  and 
records  in  the  War,  Navy,  Treasury,  and  Post  Office  Departments,  and  the 
Attorney  General's  office,  may  be  copied  and  certified  under  seal  in  the 
same  manner  as  those  in  the  State  Department  may  now  by  law  be,  and 
with  the  same  force  and  effect,  and  the  said  Attorney  General  shall  cause  a 
seal  to  be  made  and  provided  for  his  office,  with  such  device  as  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  shall  approve.

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No.  160.— An  Act  to  establieh  an  additional  land  office  in  the  Stato  of  Missouri. 

£e  it  enacted  iy  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  so  much  of  the  public  lands 
of  the  United  States  included  in  the  present  Fayette  district,  in  the  State 
of  Missouri,  as  liea  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit :  Beginning  at 
the  point  on  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  intersected  by  the  line 
between  ranges  thirteen  and  fourteen  ;  thence  south  along  that  line  until 
it  intersects  the  line  between  townships  fifty-five  and  fifty-six ;  thence  west 
along  that  line  until  it  intersects  the  line  between  ranges  twenty-three  and 
twenty-four;  thence  north  along  the  last  mentioned  line  to  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  State;  thence  east  with  said  boundary  line  to  the  begin- 
ning, shall  be  formed  into  a  new  land  district,  to  be  called  the  "  Chariton 
district;"  and  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  within  the  district  hereby 
constituted  a  land  office  shall  be  established  at  such  most  convenient 
place  within  the  said  district  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  may 
designate. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  for  the  office  in  the  land  district 
hereby  created,  a  register  and  receiver  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  severally  give 
bond  and  security,  according  to  law,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices.  They  shall  receive  the  same  compensation,  fees  and 
emoluments,  and  shall  perform  similar  duties,  aad  possess  the  same  powers 
with  all  other  registers  and  receivers  of  land  offices,  and  shall,  in  all  respects, 
be  governed  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  providing  for  the  sale  of  the 
public  lands. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Commissioner  of  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office  shall  cause  to  be  transferred  to  the  land  office  hereby 
created  all  such  books,  maps,  records,  field  notes,  and  plats,  or  transcripts 
thereof,  relating  to  the  surveys  and  entries  of  the  public  lands  in  this  dis- 
trict, as  may  be  necessary  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands,  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act.

That  as  soon  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  be  advised,  by  the  Governor  of  Louisiana,  that  that  State 
has  made  the  necessary  preparation  to  defray  the  expenses  thereof,  he  shall 
cause  a  personal  examination  to  be  made,  under  the  direction  of  the  sur- 
veyor genera!  thereof,  by  experienced  and  faithful  deputies,  of  all  the  swamp 
lands  therein  which  are  subject  to  overflow  and  unfit  for  cultivation  ;  and  a 
list  of  the  same  to  be  made  out,  and  certified  by  the  deputies  and  surveyor 
genera],  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  shall  approve  the  same,  bo 
far  as  they  are  not  claimed  or  held  by  individuals ;  and  on  that  approval, 
the  fee  simple  to  said  lands  shall  vest  in  the  said  State  of  Louisiana,  sub- 
ject to  the  disposal  of  the  legislature  thereof:  Provided  however,  That  the 
proceeds  of  said  lands  shall  be  applied  exclusively,  as  far  as  necessary,  to 
the  construction  of  the  levees  and  drains  aforesaid.*

the  First  Auditor  and  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  :  Provided,  That 
nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  construed  to  take  from  the  pre- 
siding officers  of  the  two  houses  of  Congress  the  power  now  possessed  by 
them  to  make  and  enforce  rules  and  regdations  for  the  care,  preservation, 
orderly  keeping,  and  police  of  the  Capitol,  and  its  appurtenances. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
shall  have  and  exercise  a  supervisory  power  and  control  over  the  board  of 
inspectors  and  warden  of  the  penitentiary  of  the  District  of  Columbia ; 
and  shall  sign  all  requisitions  for  the  advance  or  payment  of  money  out  of 
the  treasury  on  estimates  or  accounts,  subject  to  the  same  adjustment  or 
control  now  exercised  on  similar  estimates  or  accounts  by  the  First  Audi- 
tor and  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  11.  And  he  it  further  enacted',  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  chief  clerk  of  his  department,  who  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum  ;  and  that  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  said  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  may  transfer  from  the  Treasury  Department  proper,  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  such  clerks  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury as  perform  the  duties  over  which  the  supervision  and  control  are 
given  by  this  act  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  which  said  clerks 
shall  bo  hereafter  subject  to  the  appointing  and  removing  power  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  as  aZso  the  clerks  in  the  several  bureaus  hereto- 
fore appointed  or  removable  by  the  heads  of  departments,  which  bureaus 
are  transferred  by  this  act  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  enaeted,  That  an  officer  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  in  the  Department  of  the  Treasury,  as  one  of  its  bureaus,  to 
be  called  the  Commissioner  of  Customs,  who  shall  perform  all  the  acts  and 
exercise  all  the  powers,  now  devolved  by  law  on  the  First  Comptroller  of 
the  Treasury,  relating  to  the  receipts  from  customs  and  the  accounts  of 
collectors  and  other  officers  of  the  customs,  or  connected  therewith  ;  who 
shall  hold  his  office  by  the  same  tenure,  and  receive  the  same  amount  of 
salary,  as  the  First  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  and  payable  in  the  same  man- 
ner. And  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  transfer  from  the  office  of 
the  First  Comptroller  such  clerks  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  bureau  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Customs,  for  whom  the  said  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall 
also  appoint  one  chief  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  seventeen  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  an  ofScer  shall  be  appointed  in 
the  Treasury  Department  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  be  called 
the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  whose  salary  shall  be  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  the  Secretary 
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of  the  Treasury,  who  shall  examine  all  letters,  contracts,  and  warrants,  pre- 
pared for  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  who  shall 
perform  all  such  other  duties  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  theTreasury, 
now  performed  by  some  of  his  clerks,  as  may  be  devolved  on  him  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury;  who  shall  a!so  appoint  a  clerk  at  a  salary  of 
seventeen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  a 
clerk  in  the  Treasury  Department,  in  aid  of  said  Assistant  Secretary,  as 
may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
shall  transfer  from  the  office  of  the  First  Comptroller  one  of  his  messengers, 
to  perform  the  same  duties  In  the  of&ceof  the  Oommissionor  of  Customs,  as 
also  such  portion  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  office  of  the  First  Comptroller 
as  may  he  required  in  that  of  the  Commissioner  of  Customs,  in  consequence 
of  the  transfer  of  clerks  from  one  office  to  another,  or  the  transfer  of  a 
messenger  from  that  office  to  another.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
shall  transfer  one  of  his  messengers  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  as  also  such  portion  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  may  he  required  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  in  consequence  of  the  transfer  of  clerks  from  one  depart- 
ment to  the  other. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  powers  conferred,  or 
duties  devolyed,  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  relation  to  the  trans- 
fer, safe-keeping,  or  disbursement  of  public  moneys,  hy  the  act  of  the  sixth 
of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  entitled  "Auact 
to  provide  for  the  better  oi^anization  of  the  treasury,  and  for  the  collection, 
safe  keeping,  transfer,  and  disbursement  of  the  puhlie  i< 
\  March  3,  1849. 


Ho.  168.— An  Act  to  settle  the  title  to  certain  tracts  of  land  In  the  State  of  Ar- 
kansas. 

Be  it  enacted  bi/  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  each  and  every  owner  of 
a  Spanish  or  French  land  claim,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  the  State  of  Arkan- 
sas,  which  was  submitted  for  adjudication  to  the  superior  court  of  the  late 
Territory  of  Arkansas,  and  by  that  court  confirmed,  being  a  bona- fide  sub- 
sequent purchaser  for  a  valuable  consideration,  is  hereby  authorizcdto  enter, 
within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  land  covered  by  said  claim, 
or  less  quantity  thereof,  to  ho  embraced  in  any  legal  subdivision,  at  the 
minimum  price,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office  shall  prescribe :  Provided  however,  That  the  owner  aforesaid 
shall  be  an  occupant  or  cultivator  of  said  land. 

Sec.  2.  ^W  fie /(/wiA«reHac(e<?,  That  after  the  lapse  of  two  years  from 
the  approval  of  this  act,  the  sale  of  the  lands  embraced  by  the  decrees  of 
the  superior  court  of  Arkansas,  which  were  on  bills  of  review  reversed,  and 
which  the  President  was,  by  the  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two, 
required  to  reserve  from  sale,  which  may  then  remain  the  property  of  the 
United  States,  shall  no  longer  be  reserved  from  sale  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  the  same  may  be  brought  into  market  under  the 
existing  laws.

No.  169.— An  Act  to  establish  the  Territorial  goyernment  of  .Minnesota.* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Eepresejitatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That,  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  all  that  part  of  the  Territonr  of  the  United  States  which  lies 
within  the  following  limits,  to  wit :  Beginning  in  the  Mississippi  river,  at 
the  point  where  the  line  of  forty-three  degrees  and  thirty  minntes  of  north 
latitude  crosses  the  same,  thence  running  due  west  on  said  line,  which  is  the 
northern  honndary  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  said 
State  of  Iowa,  thence  southerly  along  the  western  boundary  of  said  State  to  the 
point  where  said  honndary  strikes  the  Missouri  river,  thence  up  the  middle 
of  the  main  channel  of  the  Missouri  river  to  the  mouth  of  the  White-earth 
river,  thence  up  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  White-earth  riyer 
to  the  boundary  lino  between  the  possessions  of  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain ;  thence  east  aDd  south  of  east  along  the  boundary  line  between  the 
possessions  of  the  United  States  and  G-reatBritain  to  Lake  Superior;  thence 
in  a  straightline  to  the  northernmost  point  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  in 
Lake  Superior;  thence  along  the  western  boundary  line  of  said  State  of 
Wisconsin  to  the  Mississippi  river;  thence  down  the  main  channel  of  said 
river  to  the  place  of  beginning,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  erected  into  a 
temporary  government  by  the  name  of  the  Territory  of  Minnesota  :  Pro- 
vided, That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  inhibit  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  from  dividing  said  Territory  into  two  or 
more  territories,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  Congress  shall  deem 
convenient  and  proper,  or  from  attaching  any  portion  of  said  Territory  to 
any  other  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States. 

Seo.  12.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
Territory  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  here- 
tofore granted  and  secured  to  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  and  to  its  inhabi- 
tants; and  the  laws  in  force  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  at  the  date  of 
the  admission  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  shall  continue  to  be  valid  and  ope- 
rative therein,  so  far  as  the  same  be  not  incompatible  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  be  altered,  modified,  or  repealed,  by 
the  governor  and  legislative  assembly  of  the  said  Territory  of  Minnesota; 
and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  are  hereby  extended  over  and  declared 
to  be  in  force  in  said  Territory,  so  far  as  the  same,  or  any  provision  thereof, 
may  be  applicable. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  the  lands  in  the  said 
Territory  shall  be  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  preparatory  to  bringing  the  same  into  market,  sections  num- 
bered sixteen  and  thirty-sis  in  each  township  in  said  Territory  shall  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  reserved  for  the  purpose  of  being  applied  to 
schools  in  said  Territory,  and  in  the  States  and  Territories  hereafter  to  be 
erected  out  of  the  same.

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Ko.  170.— An  Act  to  cause  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Iowa  to  be  run 
and  marked. 

£e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Some  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  C'cmgress  assembled,  That  the  surveyor  general  of 
Wisconsia  and  Iowa,  under  tte  direction  of  the  CommisBioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  shall  cause  the  northern  boundary  lino  of  the  State  of 
Iowa  to  ho  run  and  marked,  and  suitable  monaments  placed  thereon ;  and 
the  said  surveyor  general  shall  return  one  copy  of  said  survey  to  the 
General  Laod  Office,  and  another  copy  to  the  executive  of  Iowa,  to  he  de- 
posited in  the  archives  of  that  State.

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  ffou^e  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Oongteas  assembled,  That  the  word  "  territory,"  id 
the  second  section  of  the  act  entitled  «  An  act  for  changing  tho  location  of 
the  land  office  in  the  Chippewa  land  district,  and  establishing  an  additional 
land  district  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,"  approved  at  the  present  session  of 
Congress,  be  construed  to  be  and  mean  "  State.'

No.  172.— An  Act  further  t 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  act  entitled  "  An  act 
further  to  extend  the  time  for  locating  Virginia  military  land  warrants, 
and  returning  surreys  thereon  to  the  General  Land  Office,"  approved  July 
fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  as  to  all  warrants  issued  prior 
to  the  tenth  day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  and  no  others,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  revived  and  continued  in  force  until  the  first  day 
of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two.* 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  same  right  and  privilege  la 
hereby  also  extended  for  the  same  time  to  all  such  warrants  as  have  issued 
subsequent  to  said  tenth  day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty :  F^d^ 
vided,  That  before  the  location  thereof,  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  that  such  warrant  was  issued  justly  and 
legally,  and  that  the  person  who  received  said  warrant  was  legally  entitled 
to  the  same.

twenty-fourth  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  en- 
htled  "  An  act  to  aid  the  State  of  Ohio  ia  extending  the  Miami  Canal  from 
Dayton  tu  Lake  Erie,  and  to  grant  a  quantity  of  land  to  said  State,  to  aid 
in  the  eonstructioa  of  canals  authorized  by  law,  and  for  making  donations 
of  land  to  certain  persons  in  Arkansas  Territory,"  and  of  other  subsequent 
act^i  of  Congress  on  the  same  subject  and  which  have  not  been  located  and

— Aa  Act  propoaingtotheStateof  Texas  theestablishment  of  her  northorti 
and  western  bonnda,ries,  the  relinquishment  bj  tlie  said.  State  of  all  territory  claimed 
by  her  esterior  to  said  boundaries,  and  of  all  her  claims  upon  the  Utiiled  States, 
and  to  establish  a  territorial  government  for  New  Meiico. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Smate  and  Some  of  Represe^ilatives  of  Ike  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  propositions 
shall  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are,  offered  to  the  State  of  Texas,  which,  when 
agreed  to  by  the  said  State,  in  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  shall 
be  binding  and  obligatory  opon  the  United  States,  and  upon  the  said  State  of 
Texas  :  Provided,  The  said  agreement  by  the  said  G-eneral  Assembly  shall 
be  given  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty : 

First.  The  State  of  Texas  will  agree  that  her  boundary  on  the  north 
shall  commence  at  the  point  at  which  the  meridian  of  one  hundred  degrees 
west  from  Greenwich  is  intersected  by  the  parallel  of  thirty-six  degrees 
thirty  minutes  north  latitude,  and  shall  run  from  said  point  due  west  to 
the  meridian  of  one  hundred  and  three  degrees  west  from  G-reenwieh; 
theuce  her  boundary  shall  run  due  south  to  the  thirty-second  degree  of 
north  latitude;  thence  on  the  said  parallel  of  thirty-two  degrees  of  north 
btitude  to  the  Kio  Bravo  del  Norte,  and  thence  with  the  channel  of  said 
river  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

Second.  The  State  of  Texas  cedes  tfl  the  United  States  all  her  claim  to 
territory  exterior  to  the  limits  and  boundaries  which  she  agrees  to  establish 
hy  the  first  article  of  this  agreement. 

Fourth.  The  United  States,  in  consideration  of  said  establishment  of 
boundaries,  cession  of  claim  to  territory,  and  relinquishment  of  claims,  will 
pay  to  the  State  of  Texas  the  sum  of  ten  million  of  dollars  in  a  stock  hear- 
ing five  per  cent,  interest,  and  redeemable  at  the  end  of  fourteen  years,  the 
interest  payable  half-yearly  at  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States, 

Fifth.  Immediately  after  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  have 
been  furnished  with  an  authentic  copy  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Texas  accepting  these  propositions,  he  shall  cause  the  stock  to  be  issued 
in  favor  of  the  State  of  Texas,  as  provided  for  in  the  fourth  article  of  this 
^reement :  Provided  aho,  That  no  more  than  five  millions  of  said  stock 
shall  be  issued  until  the  creditors  of  the  State  holding  bonds  and  other  certi- 
ficates of  stock  of  Texas  for  which  duties  on  imports  were  specially  pledged, 
shall  first  file  at  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  releases  of  all  claim 
agiunst  the  United  States  for  or  on  account  of  said  bonds  or  certificates  in 
Bueh  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  ap- 
proved by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or  qualify  any  thing  contained 
in  the  third  article  of  the  second  section  of  the  "  joint  resolution  for  annex- 
ing Texas  to  the  United  States,"  approved  March  first,  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-five,  either  as  regards  the  number  of  States  that  may  hereafter  be 
formed  out  of  the  State  of  Texas,  or  otherwise. 

Seo,  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  that  portion  of  the  Territory 
of  the  .United  States  bounded  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the 
Colorado  river  where  the  boundary  line  witb  the  republic  of  Mexico  crosses 
the  same ;  thence  eastwardly  with  the  said  boundary  line  to  the  Rio  Grande  j

tion thereof  to  any  other  Territory  or  State ;  And  provided  further,  That 
when  admitted  as  a  State,  the  said  Territory,  or  any  portion  of  the  same, 
shall  be  received  into  the  Union,  with  or  without  slavery,  as  their  consti- 
tution may  prescribe  at  the  time  of  their  admission,

Sec,  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  legislative  power  of  the 
Temtory,  shall  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation,  consistent 
with  the  Constitntion  of  the  United  States  and  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
bat  no  law  shall  be  passed  interfering  with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil ; 
no  tax  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  property  of  the  United  States  ;  nor  shall 
the  lands  or  other  property  of  non-residents  be  taxed  higher  than  the  lands 
or  other  property  of  residents.  All  the  laws  passed  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  and  Governor,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  and  if  disapproved  shall  be  null  and  of  no  effect.

That  when"the  lands  in  said  Territory 
shall  be  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  preparatory  to  bringing  the  same  into  market,  sections  numbered 
sixteen  and  thirty-six  in  each  township  in  said  Territory  shall  bo,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  reserved  for  the  purpose  of  being  applied  to  schools  in  said 
Territory,  and  in  the  States  and  Territories  hereafter  to  be  erected  out  of 
the  same.

Sec.  17,  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Constitution,  and  all  laws 
of  the  United  States  which  are  not  locally  inapplicable,  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  within  the  said  Territory  of  New  Mexico  as  elsewhere 
within  the  United  States. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  itfuriher  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  suspended  until  the  boundary  between  the  United 
States  and  the  State  of  Texas  shall  be  adjusted,  and  when  such  adjustment 
shall  have  been  effected,  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  issue  his 
proclamation,  declaring  this  act  to  be  in  full  force  and  operation,  and  shall 
proceed  to  appoint  the  officers  herein  provided  to  be  appointed  in  and  for 
said  Territory.

No,  176.— An  Act  for  the  admisaioa  of  the  State  of  California  mto  the  Union. 

Whereas  the  people  of  California  have  presented  a  constitution  and  asked 
admission  into  the  Union,  which  constitution,  was  submitted  to  Congress 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  message  dated  February

thirteenth,  eighteen  handred  and  fifty,  and  which,  on  due  examination, 
is  found  to  be  republioan  in  its  form  of  government : 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  m  Congress  assembled,  That  the  State  of  California 
shall  be  one,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  one,  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
original  States  in  all  respects  whatever. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  until  the  representatives  in 
Congress  shall  be  apportioned  according  to  an  actual  enumeration. of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  the  State  of  California  shall  be  entitled 
to  two  representatiyes  in  Congress. 

Seo.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  State  of  California  is 
admitted  into  the  Union  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  people  of  said 
Stat«,  through  their  legislature  or  otherwise,  shall  never  interfere  with  the 
primary  disposal  of  the  public  lands  within  its  limits,  and  shall  pass  no 
law  and  do  no  act  wheveby  the  title  of  the  United  States  to,  and  right  to 
dispose  of,  the  same  ahafl  be  impaired  or  questioned;  and  that  they  shall 
never  lay  any  tax  or  assessment  of  any  description  whatsoever  upon  the 
public  domain  of  the  United  States,  and  in  no  case  shall  non-resident  pro- 
prietors, who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  be  taxed  higher  than  resi- 
dents; and  that  all  the  navigable  waters  within  the  said  State  shall , be 
common  highways,  and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  State 
as  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  without  any  tax,  impost,  or  duty 
therefor  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  he  construed  as 
reeognizinu  or  rejecting  the  propositions  tendered  by  the  people  of  Califor- 
nia as  articles  of  compact  in  the  ordinance  adopted  by  the  conveation  which 
formed  the  constitution  of  that  State.

No.  177, — An  Act  to  establish  a  Territorial  Govennuent  for  Utali. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  that  part  of  the  territory 
of  the  United  States  included  within  the  following  limits,  to  wit :  bounded 
on  the  west  by  the  State  of  California,  on  the  north  by  the  Territory  of 
Oregon,  and  on  tte  east  by  the  summit  of  the  Rocky  mountains,  and  on  the 
south  by  the  thirty-seventh  parallel  of  north  latitude,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  created  into  a  temporary  government,  by  the  name  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah ;  and  when  admitted  as  a  State,  the  said  Territory,  or  any  portion 
of  the  same,  shall  be  received  into  the  Union,  with  or  without  slavery,  as 
their  constitution  may  prescribe  at  the  time  of  their  admission  :  Proiiided, 
That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  inhibit  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  from  dividing  said  Territory  into  two  or  more 
Territories,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  Congress  shall  deem  con- 
venient and  proper,  or  from  attaching  any  portion  of  said  Territory  to  aay 
other  State  or  Territory  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  legislative  power  of  said 
Territory  shall  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation,  consistent  with 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but 
no  law  shall  be  passed  interfering  with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil ;  no 
tax  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  property  of  the  United  States ;  nor  shall  the 
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lands  or  other  property  nf  non  re'iident'i  be  taxed  higher  than  the  lands  or 
other  property  of  residents  All  the  laws  passed  by  the  Lc  j^shtiTS  \ssembly 
and  Oovernor  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  thi  United  Statis,  and 
if  disapproved  shall  be  nnJJ  and  of  no  effect 

Sec.  15.  And  he  it  furth't  enacie]  Thit  when  the  lands  in  the  said 
Temtory  shall  be  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  preparatory  to  bnngmi;;  the  same  into  market  sections 
mimbered  sixteen  and  thirty  six  in  each  township  in  said  Temtory  shiU 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  reserved  for  the  purpoie  of  beii  ij  applied  to 
schools  in  said  Temtorj,  and  in  the  btates  and  Territories  hereafter  to  be 
erected  out  of  the  same 

Sec.  17.  And  he  it  further  enjctel,  That  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  are  hereby  extended  over  and  declared  to  be  1 1  force  m 
said  Territory  of  Utah,  so  far  as  the  sime,  or  any  provision  thereof  may 
be  applicable.

No.  178.— An  Act  granting  the  right  of  way,  and  making  a  grant  of  land  lo  tlie 
States  of  Illinoia,  Mississippi  and  Alabama  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road from  Chicago  to  Mobile.* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Eepresenfatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  right  of  way  through 
the  public  lands  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  granted  to  the  State  of  Illinois 
for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  the  southern  terminus  of  the  Illinois 
and  Michigan  canal  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  junction  of  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  rivers,  with  a  branch  of  the  same  to  Chicago  on  Lake  Michigan, 
and  another  via  the  town  of  Galena  in  said  State,  to  Dubuque  in  the  State 
of  Iowa,  with  the  right  also,  to  take  necessary  materials  of  eartJi,  stones, 
timber,  &c.,  for  the  construction  thereof :  Provided,  That  the  right  of  way 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  feet  on  each  side  of  the  length  thereof,  and 
a  copy  of  the  survey  of  said  road  and  branches  made  under  the  direction 
of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  proper  local  land  offices  re- 
spectively, and  to  the  General  Land  Office  at  Washington  city,  within 
ninety  days  after  the  completion  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  be,  and  is  hereby,  granted 
to  the  State  of  Illinois  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  making  the  railroad 
and  branches  aforesaid,  every  alternate  section  of  land  designated  by  even 
numbers,  for  six  sections  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  road  and  branches ; 
but  in  caseit  shall  appear  that  the  United  States  have,  when  the  line  or 
route  of  said  road  and  branches  is  definitely  fixed  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, sold  any  part  of  any  section  hereby  granted,  or  that  the  right  of  pre- 
emption has  attached  to  the  same,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  agent  or 
agents  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  said  State,  to  select  subject  to 
the  approval  aforesaid  from  the  lands  of  the  United  States  most  contiguous 
to  the  tier  of  sections  above  specified,  so  much  land  in  alternate  sections 
or  parts  of  sections,  as  shall  be  equal  to  such  lands  as  the  United  States 
have  sold,  or  to  which  the  right  of  pre-emption  has  attached  as  aforesaid,

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which  lands  being  equal  in  quantity  to  one-half  of  six  sections  in  width  on 
each  side  of  said  road  and  branches,  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  have  and 
hold  to  and  for  the  use  and  purpose  aforesaid  :  Provided,  That  the  lands 
to  be  80  located  shall  in  no  case  be  further  than  fifteen  miles  from  the  line  of 
the  road  :  And  farther  provided.  The  construction  of  said  road  shall  be  com. 
meuoed  at  its  southern  terminus,  at  or  near  the  junction  of  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  rivers,  and  its  northern  terminus  upon  the  Illinois  and  Michigan 
canal  simultaneously,  and  continued  from  each  of  said  points  until  com- 
pleted, when  said  branch  roads  shall  be  constructed,  according  to  the  sur- 
vey and  location  thereof :  Provided  further,  That  the  lands  hereby  granted 
shall  be  applied  in  the  construction  of  said  road  and  branches  respectively, 
in  quantities  corresponding  with  the  grant  for  each,  and  shall  be  disposed 
of  only  as  the  work  progresses,  and  shall  be  applied  to  no  other  purpose 
whatsoever  :  And  provided  farther,  That  any  and  all  lands  reserved  to  the 
United  States  by  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  grant  a  quantity  of  land  to 
the  State  of  Illinois,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  opening  a  canal  to  con- 
nect the  waters  of  the  Illinois  river  with  those  of  Lake  Michigan,  approved 
March  second,  eighteen  hundred  aud  twenty-seven  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  reserved  to  tbe  United  States  from  the  operations  of  this  act. 

Seo.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sections  and  parts  of  sections 
of  land  which,  by  such  grant,  shall  remain  to  the  United  States,  within 
six  miles  on  each  side  of  said  road  and  branches,  shall  not  be  sold  for  less 
than  double  the  minimum  price  of  the  public  lands  when  sold. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  lands  hereby  granted 
to  the  said  State  shall  be  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  Legislature  thereof, 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  no  other ;  and  the  said  railroad  and  branches 
shall  be  and  remain  a  public  highway,  for  the  use  of  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  free  from  toU  or  other  charge,  upon  the  transportatioa 
of  any  property  or  troops  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  said  railroad  shall  not  be 
completed  within  ten  years,  the  said  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  bound  to 
pay  to  the  United  States  the  amount  which  may  he  received  upon  the  sale 
of  any  part  of  said  lands  by  said  State,  the  title  to  the  purchasers  under 
said  State  remaining  valid  ;  and  the  title  to  the  residue  of  said  lands  shall 
reinvest  in  the  United  States,  to  have  and  hold  the  same  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed.* 

Seo.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  United  States  mail  shall  at 
all  times  bo  transported  on  the  said  railroad  under  the  direction  of  the 
Post  Office  Department,  at  such  price  as  the  Congress  may  by  law  direct. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  in  order  to  aid  in  the  continua- 
tion of  said  central  railroad  from  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  river  to  tho  city 
of  Mobile,  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  liabilities  hereinbefore  conferred 
on  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  granted  to  the  States  of  Alabama  and 
Mississippi  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  a 
railroad  from  said  city  of  Mobile  to  a  point  near  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio 
river,  and  that  public  lands  of  the  United  States  to  the  same  extent  in  pro- 
portion to  the  length  of  the  road  on  the  same  terms,  limitations,  and  re- 
strictions in  every  respect  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  granted  to  said  States  of 
Alabama  and  Mississippi  respectively.

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Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  register  and  receiver 
of  the  land  office  at  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  author- 
ized to  examine,  and  report  upon  claims  to  lots  at  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
in  township  forty-seven  north,  of  ranges  one  east  and  one  west,  in  Michi- 
gan, according  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained,  and  pursuant  to 
such  instructions  as  may  be  given  by  the  Gomniissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office. 

Sec.  2.  And  Ic  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioner  shall 
cause  the  register  and  receiver  to  be  furnished  with  a  map,  on  a  large  scale, 
of  the  lines  of  the  public  surveys  at  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  direct  the  proper  military  officer,  on 
the  application  of  the  register  and  receiver,  to  designate,  or  cause  to  be 
designated,  upon  the  map  aforesaid,  the  position  and  the  extent  of  lots  neces- 
sary for  military  purposes,  as  also  the  position  and  the  extent  of  any  other 
lot  or  lots,  which  may  be  required  for  other  public  purposes,  and  also  the 
position  and  extent  of  the  Indian  agency  tract,  and  of  the  Indian  reserve. 

Sec,  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  in  the  case  of  any  person  or 
persons,  or  the  legal  representatives  of  any  person  or  persons,  who  are  the 
present  bona  fide  claimants,  under  the  original  claims,  which  are  entered 
in  book  number  seven  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  under 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  twenty-first  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  entitled  "An  act  to  revive  and  continue  in  force  certain  acts 
for  the  adjustment  of  land  claims  in  the  Territory  of  Michigan,"  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  such  person,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  present  a  sworn  notice  in  writing  to  the  register  and  receiver, 
setting  forth  the  nature  of  his  claim,  with  the  front  and  depth  necessary 
to  embrace  his  settlement  and  improvements,  and  its  position  and  limits, 
as  accurately  as  practicable,  on  the  public  surveys  ;  also  the  length  of  time 
it  has  been  settled  by  the  present  claimant,  and  the  estimated  value  at  the 
time  bis  right  originated,  and  the  estimated  value  at  the  present  time,  ex- 
clusive of  improvements;  and  it 'shall  be  the  duty  of  the  register  and 
receiver  to  receive  and  consider  testimony,  which  may  be  presented  in  each 
case,  and  to  call  for  such  further  testimony  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  in 
order  to  enable  them  to  determine  the  precise  nature  of  each  claim  or  title, 
and  ascertain  under  whom  the  same  originated,  and  to  fix  its  position  and 
extent  on  the  public  surveys,  and  its  present  value,  exclusive  of  improve- 
ments, and  also  to  ascertain  the  value  of  the  improvements,  and  further  to 
ascertain  whether  it  interferes  with  any  adverse  claim,  and  the  extent  of, 
and  nature  of,  such  interference;  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  re- 
gister and  receiver  are  hereby  authorized  each  to  administer  oaths,  or  affir- 
mations, and  it  shall  also  bo  the  duty  of  those  officers  to  record  all  notices 
and  testimony  in  support  of  each  claim ;  and  for  administering  oaths  they 
shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of  twelve  and  a-half  cents,  and  a  like  sum  for  every 
hundred  words  of  testimony  which  they  may  record,  to  be  paid  by  the 
claimants,  and  equally  divided  between  the  officers  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  in  the  case  of  any  bona  fide 
claimant  who  has  no  right  under  an  original  claiig,  entered  in  the  aforesaid 
book  number  seven,  but  who,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine,  had  reduced  a  lot  into  posses- 
sion, and  is  an  actual  and  bona  fide  settler  thereon,  or  occupant  thereof,  it 
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shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  him  to  file  a  iwom  Dotice,  stating  how  long  he 
has  been  in  tbe  actual  possession  of  the  lot,  the  nature  of  hia  improve- 
ments, the  extent  of  front  and  depth  requisite  to  ombrace  his  actual  settle- 
ment and  improvements,  the  estimated  Yalue  of  the  lot  at  the  time  of  his 
settlement,  and  its  present  value,  exclusive  of  improvements,  as  also  the 
value  of  such  improvements,  and  also  designating,  aa  accurately  as  practi- 
cable, its  position  npon  the  public  surveys ;  and  it  shall  and  may  he  lawful 
for  the  aforesaid  officers,  also,  to  take  all  necessary  testimony  in  this  class 
of  eases  in  like  manner,  and  perform  similar  duties  as  required  in  the  fore- 
going section,  and  to  receive  any  notice  and  evidence  of  any  missionary 
claim  from  any  party  authorized  to  act,  both  as  to  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  same,  and  the  grounds  on  which  it  may  be  entitled  to  equitable  con- 
sideration. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  fiiriher  enacted,  That  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the 
land  officers  to  examine  and  arrange  the  notices  and  testimony  in  all  cases 
filed  under  this  act ,  and  the  oases  contemplated  by  the  third  section,  which 
they  may  confirm,  shall  he  placed  in  abstract  A,  first  class,  and  those  under 
that  section  which  may  be  rejected  by  them,  shall  be  placed  in  abstract  A, 
second  class ;  and  in  all  cases  contemplated  by  the  fourth  section  of  this 
act,  the  confirmation  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  placed  in  abstract  B, 
first  class,  and  their  rejections  in  abstract  B,  second  class. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  itfarOier  enacted,  That  in  the  aforesaid  abstracts,  the 
register  and  receiver  shall  designate  the  number  of  each  claim,  name  of 
present  and  of  original  claimant,  area,  present  value  of  the  lot,  esclusive 
of  improvements,  and  the  amount,  which  in  their  opinion,  it  would  be  just 
to  require  as  a  payment  for  the  same  to  the  Government ;  and  the  said  offi- 
cers snail  designate  on  the  aforesaid  map  of  the  public  surveys  the  location 
of  each  claim,  as  near  as  it  can  be  ascertained  from  the  testimony,  with  the 
estimated  actual  value,  and  the  assessment  thereon  of  the  sura  which,  in 
their  judgment,  should  be  paid  for  the  same  to  the  Government. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  fwrther  enacted,  That  the  surveyor  general  at  Detroit, 
on  being  notified  of  the  completion  by  the  land  officers  of  the  aforesaid 
abstracts  and  map,  shall  despatch  a  skilful  deputy  to  the  Sault  8te.  Marie, 
who  shall  file  in  the  land  office  at  that  place  his  affidavit  faithfully  and  im- 
partially to  discharge  his  duty,  and  thereupon  there  shall  be  delivered  to 
him  tbe  said  abstracts  and  map,  and  he  shall  then  proceed  forthwith  to  lay 
off  and  survey  the  village  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  into  town  lots,  streets,  ave- 
nues, public  squares,  out-lots,  having  regard  to  the  lots  and  streets  already 
actually  surveyed,  existing  or  established,  and  having  regard  also,  to  the 
existing  limits  and  extent  of  the  lots,  and  to  the  existing  limits  and  extent 
of  the  lots  covered  by  the  claims  which  shall  have  been  adjudicated  by  the 
register  and  receiver ;  and  after  such  surveys  shall  have  been  completed, 
the  aforesaid  deputy  shall  prepare  a  plat  exhibiting,  in  connexion  with  the 
lines  of  the  public  surveys,  the  esterior  linos  of  the  whole  village,  also  the 
squares,  individual  lots,  and  the  public  lots,  and  also  the  out-lots,  designat- 
ing the  lots  reserved  for  military  or  other  purposes,  according  to  the  extent 
and  limits  of  the  same,  as  fixed  by  the  proper  military  officers,  pursuant  to 
the  requirements  of  the  second  sectioa  of  this  act,  and  specifying  the  name 
of  each  claimant  of  the  individual  lot,  and  whether  confirmed  or  rejected, 
the  sum  assessed  by  the  register  and  receiver  as  a  payment  which  should 
be  made  in  each  case  by  the  party,  and  also  designating  the  vacant  in-lots 
and  out-lots,  the  former  of  which  shall  be  subdivided  into  lots  not  to  ex- 
ceed each  a  quarter  of  an  acre,  and  the  latter  not  to  exceed  two  acres  each ; 
and  it  ahaU  be  the  duty  of  the  said  deputy,  from  the  best  information  he 
can  obtain,  and  after  conference  with  the  land  officers,  to  specify  on  the 
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survey  of  each  vacant  lot  the  actual  present  estimated  value,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  aforesaid  deputy  to  return  to  the  register  and  receiver 
their  abstracts  and  map,  and  to  submit  to  them  his  plat  of  the  actual  anr- 
veys,  and  if  they  shall  he  satisfied  that  it  is  iu  aocordance  with  their  adju- 
dications, they  shall  append  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  the  said  deputy 
shall  then  transmit  the  said  plat  with  the  field  notes  to  the  surveyor  general 
at  Detroit  for  examination  of  the  work,  and  if  that  officer  shall  find  it 
faithfully  and  properly  eseouted,  he  shall  allow  the  said  deputy  a  per  diem 
of  five  dollars  for  every  day  actually  and  necessarily  engaged  in  the  preli- 
minary esamination  and  surveys,  and  in  the  construction  of  the  plat,  and 
shall  also  pay  all  necessary  expenses. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sur- 
veyor general,  upon  the  approval  of  the  plat,  or  actual  survey  by  his  deputy, 
to  return  the  said  plat  to  the  register  and  receiver,  who  shall  thereupon 
transmit  the  same,  with  their  abstracts,  maps,  and  record  of  testimony,  to 
the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  whose  decision  in  every  case 
shall  be  final,  and  binding  upon  the  parties  and  the  Government,  and  who 
shall  have  power  either  to  affirm,  modify,  or  reverse  the  decisions  of  the 
register  and  receiver,  and  to  authorize  them  to  grant  a  certificate  upon  the 
cash  payment  to  the  receiver,  of  what  •-■lay  be  determined  to  be  a  fair  assess- 
ment on  the  lot  confirmed  ;  and  upon  such  payment  being  made,  and  the 
return  of  the  certificate  to  the  General  Land  Office,  a  patent  shall  issue. 
And  the  said  register  and  receiver  shall  each  receive,  from  the  proceeds  of 
such  sales,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  claim  examined  and  adjudicated 
by  them  under  this  act. 

Seo.  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  commissioner  to  order  into  market,  after  public  notice  of  at  least  two 
months,  all  vacant  lots,  or  lots  to  which  a  claim  may  be  rejected,  and  to 
sell  the  same  for  cash  to  the  highest  bidder,  subject  to  a  minimum  of  two- 
thirds  of  their  estimated  value;  and  npon  such  sales  being  made,  and  pro- 
per returns  reported  to  the  General  Land  Office,  the  commissioner,  if  the 
proceedings  are  found  regular,  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  patents. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after  all  the  claims  shall  have 
been  adjudicated,  surveyed,  and  the  vacant  lots  sold,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  to  ascertain  the  net  amount 
of  sales,  after  deducting  all  expenses  incident  to  the  execution  of  this  act, 
and  such  amount  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  trustees,  or  other  constituted  authorities,  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  to  be  ex- 
pended by  them  in  the  improvements  of  the  streets  and  erection  of  public

Be  if  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  Vrtitet/ 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  mineral  lands  in  the 
Lake  Superior  district  in  Michigan,  and  in  the  Chippewa  district  in  "Wis- 
consin, shall  be  offered  for  public  sale  in  the  same  manner,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  minimum  price,  and  the  same  rights  of  pre-emption,  as  the 
other  public  lands  of  the  United  States  ;  and  such  portions  of  the  act  of 
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first  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-sevea,  "  to  establish  a  land  office 
in  the  northern  part  of  Michigan,  and  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  mineral 
lands  in  the  State  of  Michigan,"  and  of  the  act  of  the  third  March,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty-seveQ,  "  to  create  an  additional  land  district  in  the 
Territorj  of  Wisconsin,  and  for  other  purposes,"  as  are  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed : 
Provided  however,  That  the  right  given  by  those  acts  of  first  and  third 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,  to  lessees,  occupants,  and  per- 
mittees to  enter  to  the  estent  of  their  leases  and  permits,  and  no  less,  shall 
not  be  considered  as  impaired  by  this  act ;  but  said  lessees,  occupants  and 
permittees  shall  be  authorized  to  enter  the  land  covered  by  their  leases, 
occupancy  and  permits,  respectively,  as  therein  provided,  at  the  minimum 
price  fixed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  holder  of  a  lease  or  permit 
covering  more  than  one  full  section  of  the  mineral  lands,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  entitled,  on  the  surrender  and  annulment  of  said  lease  or  permit  at  the 
proper  land-offiee,  to  purchase,  if  he  shall  elect  to  do  so,  one  full  section, 
and  no  more,  of  the  land  covered  by  said  lease  or  permit,  at  a  minimum 
price  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre.

Ho.  181.— ^Aq  Act  to  create  tie  office  of  aurvejor  general  of  the  public  lands  in 
Oregon,  and  to  provide  for  the  survey,  aai  to  make  donations  to  settlers  of  the 
said,  public  ianda.* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  ike  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  a  Surveyor  General  shall 
be  appointed  for  the  Territory  of  Oregon,  who  shall  have  the  same  authority, 
perform  the  same  duties  respecting  the  public  lands  and  private  land  claims 
in  the  Territory  of  Oregon  as  are  vested  in  and  required  of  the  surveyor  of 
lands  in  the  United  States,  northvfest  of  the  Ohio,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Surveyor  General  shall 
establish  his  office  at  such  place  within  the  said  Territory  as  the  President 
of  the  United  States  may  from  time  to  time  direct;  he  shall  be  allowed  an 
annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  quarter  yearly, 
and  to  commence  at  such  time  as  he  shall  enter  into  bond,  with  competent 
security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  There  shall 
be,  and  hereby  is  appropriated  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  or  as  much 
thereof  as  is  necessary  for  clerk  hire  in  his  office ;  and  the  further  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  office  rent,  fuel,  books,  stationery,  and 
other  incidental  espenses  of  his  office,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation 
for  surveying  the  public  lands.

before  the  first  day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  now

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  within  twelve  months  after  the 
surveys  have  been  made,  or,  where  the  survey  has  been  made  before  the 
settlement,  then  within  twelve  months  from  the  time  the  settlement  was 
commenced,  each  person  claiming  a  donation  right  under  this  act,  shall 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Surveyor  General,  or  of  such  other  officer 
as  may  bo  appointed  by  law  for  that  purpose,  that  the  settlement  and  culti- 
vation reiuired  by  this  act  had  been  commenced,  specifying  the  time  of 
the  commencement ;  and  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  four  years  from

And  the  said 
Suryeyor  General  shall  return  the  proof  so  taken  to  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  if  the  said  Commissioner  shall 
find  no  valid  objection  thereto,  patents  shall  issue  for  the  land  according  to 
the  certificates  aforesaid,  upon  the  surrender  thereof 

Sec.  8.  And  he_  it  further  macted,  That  upon  the  death  of  any  settler 
before  the  expiration  of  the  four  years  continued  possession  required  by 
this  act,  all  the  rights  of  the  deceased  under  this  act  shall  descend  to  the 
heirs  at  law  of  such  settler,  including  the  widow,  where  one  is  left,  in  equal 
parts;  and  proof  of  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this  aet  up  to  the 
time  of  the  death  of  such  settler  shall  be  sufficient  to  entitle  them  to  the 
patent.

10.  jlwf^Se  iV^/urfAej-enacte;?,  That  there  be,  andhereby  is,  granted 
to  the  Territory  of  Oregon  the  quantity  of  two  townships  of  land  in  said 
Territory,  west  of  the  Cascade  mountains,  and  to  be  selected  in  legal  sub- 
divisions after  the  same  has  been  surveyed,  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
said  Territory,  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  proper,  one  to  be  located

And  all  affiiJa-vits  required  by 
this  act  shall  be  entered  of  record  by  the  Surveyor  General  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  hy  him  for  that  purpose ;  and  on  proof  before  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  that  any  of  such  oaths  or  affirmations  are  false  or  fraudulent, 
the  persons  making  such  false  or  fraudulent  oaths  or  a£6rmations  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  of  peijury. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  itfartUr  enacted,  That  all  questions  arising  under  this 
act  shall  be  adjudged  by  the  Surveyor  General  as  preliminary  to  a  final  de- 
cision according  to  law ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  General, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  OfBco,  to 
cause  proper  tract  books  to  be  opened  for  the  lands  in  Oregon,  and  to  do 
and  perform  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act.

if  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  judgment  of  the  President  to  include 
in  any  such  reservation  the  improvements  of  any  settler  made  previous  to 
the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  in  such  case,  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  to  cause  the  value  of  such  improvements  to  be  ascertained,  and  the 
amount  so  ascertained  shall  bo  paid  to  the  party  entitled  thereto,  out  of  any 
money  not  otherwise  appropriated.

"  swamp  lands"  mithia  their  limits.* 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Some  of  Representatives  if  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congiesi  asbembled,  That  to  enable  the  State  of  Ar- 
kansas to  construct  tTie  necessary  levees  and  drains  to  reclaim  tlie  swamp 
and  overflowed  lands  therein,  the  whole  of  thtae  swamp  and  overflowed 
lands,  made  unfit  thereby  for  cultivation,  which  shall  remain  unsold  at  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  granted  to  said 
State.  ,    , 

Skc.  2.  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  make  out  an  accnrate  list  and  plats  of  the  lands  described  as 
aforesaid,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Arkansas; 
and  at  the  request  of  said  Governor  caiise  a  patent  to  be  issued  to  the  State 
therefor;  and  on  that  patent,  the  fee  simple  to  said  lands  shall  vest  in  the 
said  State  of  Arkansas,  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  Legislature  thereof : 
Froeided  however,  That  the  proceeds  of  said  lands,  whether  from  sale  or 
by  direct  appropriation  in  kind,  shall  be  applied,  exclusively,  as  far  as 
necessary,  to  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  said  lands  by  means  of  the  levees 
and  drains  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  farther  enacted.  That  in  making  out  a  list  and  plats,

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of  the  land  aforesaid,  all  legal  subdivision  a,  the  greater  part  of  which  is

Perdido  Rivers,"  everj  person,  his  heirs,  or  legal  representatives,  who,  prior 
to  the  first  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine,  purchased  land  in 
good  faith,  and  for  a  valuable  consideration,  from  Daniel  W.  Coxe,  or  other

No  187  —An  Act  foe  the  sottlejnent  of  certain  classes  of  ■'  Private  Laod  Claims'' 
within  the  limits  of  the  "  Baron  De  Bastrop  Grant,"  and  for  allowing  pre-emptions 
to  certain  actual  settlors,  iu  the  event  of  [lie  final  adjudication  of  the  titlo  of  the 
sMd  De  Bastrop  in  fnvor  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  in  the  event  of  a  final  ad- 
judication by  the  court  in  favor  of  the  United  States,  on  the  "  Baron  De 
Bastrop"  claim  in  Louisiana,  under  the  act  of  Oongress,  approved  on  the 
seventeenth  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  entitled 
"  An  act  to  provide  for  the  adjustment  of  land  claims  within  the  States  of 
Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  Louisiana,  and  in  those  parts  of  the  States  of  Mis- 
sissippi and  Alabama  south  of  the  thirty-first  degree  of  north  latitude,  and 
between  the  Mississippi  and  Perdido  rivers,"  the  register  and  receiver  for 
the  Ouachita  Land  District,  Louisiana,  shall  give  public  notice  of  the  fact 
in  some  newspaper  circulating  in  the  vicinity  of  the  land,  and  within  twelve 
months  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  such  notice,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  original  claimants  of  the  classes  hereinafter 
mentioned  in  this  section  of  the  present  act,  their  heirs  or  legal  represen- 
tatives, to  file  with  the  aforesaid  register  and  receiver  notices  descriptive 
of  their  claims,  and  specifying  their  precise  localities  and  area,  with  the 
testimony  in  support  of  the  same. 

First,  All  bona  fide  claimants  by  purchase  from  De  Bastrop,_  or  those 
holding  under  him,  where  the  land  has  been  occupied  and  cultivated  for 
twenty  years. 

Second.  All  bona  fide  claimants  of  "  head  rights,"  for  not  exceeding 
six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  their  heirs  or  legal  representatives,  where  the 
original  claimant  came  over  and  settled  the  land  under  the  contract  be- 
tween the  Spanish  government  and  De  Bastrop,  even  though  the  land  was 
not  actually  sold  or  conveyed  to  such  original  claimants  by  the  said  De 
Bastrop. 
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Third.  All  bona  fide  claimants  for  not  eseeeding  six  hundred  and  forty 
acres,  as  actual  settlers  prior  to  the  twentieth  December,  eighteen  hundred 
and  three,  where  thojhave  held  such  continued  possession  as  to  show  that 
they  identified  themselves  with  the  ownership  of  the  land. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  after  the  expiration  of  the 
twelve  months  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  register  and  receiver, 
pursuant  to  such  instructions  as  may  be  given  by  the  oommissioner  of  the 
general  land  ofSce,  to  make  a  report  with  the  notices,  and  all  the  testimony,  to 
the  general  land  office,  specifying  ail  such  cases  as  ia  their  opinion  came 
within  the  principles  recognized  under  the  several  heads  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  section,  and  which  according  to  those  principles  ought  to  be  con- 
firmed, and  such  as  in  their  opinion  ought  to  be  rejected. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioner of  the  general  land  office  to  lay  the  report  aforesaid  before  Con- 
gress for  final  action  thereon,  and  all  claims  recommended  for  confirmation 
shall  be  reserved  from  sale  until  the  final  action  of  Congress  on  the  report 
aforesaid,  and  all  claimsreported  as  rejected  shall  be  treated  as  other  puHie 
lauds. 

-4«rf  Seii/iriftej- ewacW,  That  the  claims  numbers  forty,  forty- 
four,  forty-five,  forty-six,  forty-seven,  forty-eight,  and  fifty-one,  favorably 
reported  on  by  Daniel  J.  Sutton,  as  register  for  the  district  north  of  Red 
River,  Louisiana,  and  entered  in  the  first  class  of  his  report,  dated  first

of  surveyor  of  the  public  lands  for  the  State  of  Louisiana,"  approved  third

No.  190. — AaAot  to  make  land  warrants  assignablo,  aod  for  other  purposes.* 

Be  it  enacted  ly  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  aisemhled,  That  all  warrants  for  military 
bounty  lands  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  issued  under  any  law 
of  the  United  States,  and  all  valid  locations  of  the  same  which  have  been 
or  may  hereafter  be  made,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  assignable,  by  deed  or 
instrument  of  writing  made  and  executed  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  aet 
according  to  such  form,  and  pursuant  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  so  as  to  vest  the 
assignee  with  all  the  rights  of  the  original  owner  of  the  warrant  or  ioca- ' 
ttoB  :  Provided,  That  any  person  entitled  to  pre-emption  right  to  any  land 
shall  be  entitled  to  use  any  such  land  warrant  in  payment  for  the  same  at 
the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  for  the  quantity  of 
land  therein  specified  :  Provided,  That  the  warrants  which  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  issued  in  pursuance  of  said  laws  or  of  this  act  may  be 
located  according  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the  public  lands  in  one  body 
upon  any  lands  of  the  United  States,  subject  to  private  entry  at  the  time 
of  such  location,  at  the  minimum  price.  Provided  further,  That  when 
said  warrant  shall  be  located  on  lands  which  are  subject  to  entry  at  a  greater 
minimum  than  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  the  locator  of  said 
warrants  shall  pay  to  the  United  States  in  cash  the  difference  between  the 
value  of  such  warrants  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-fiye  eenta  per  acre  and  the 
tract  of  land  located  on. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  itfurtli^  enacted,  That  the  registers  and  receivers  of 
the  land-ofEces  shall  hereafter  be  severally  authorized  to  charge  and  receive 
for  their  services  in  locating  all  military  bounty  land  warrants  issued  since 
the  eleventh  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,  the  same 
compensation  or  percentage  to  which  they  are  entitled  by  law  for  sales  of 
the  public  lands  for  cash,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per 
acre,  the  said  compensation  to  be  hereafter  paid  by  the  assignees  or  holders 
of  such  warrants 

Sec.  3  Andhe  it  further  enacted,  That  registers  and  receivers,  whether 
in  or  out  of  office  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  their  legal  representatives 
in  case  of  death,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States,  for  services  heretofore  performed  in  locating  military  bounty  land 
warrants,  the  same  rate  of  compensation  provided  in  the  preceding  section 
for  services  hereafter  to  be  performed,  after  deducting  the  amount  already 
received  by  such  officers  under  the  act  entitled  "  Aa  act  to  require  the 
holders  of  military  land  warrants  to  compensate  the  land-offieers  of  the 
United  States  for  services  in  relatiou  to  the  location  of  those  warrants,"f

and  that  the  last  proviso  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  of  the  eleventh  of 
February,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  bounty 
land  to  those  who  have  heretofore   received  or  become  entitled  to  the 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  any  company,  battalion 
or  regiment,  in  an  organized  form,  marched  more  than  twenty  miles  to  the 
place  where  they  where  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or 
were  discharged  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the  place  where  such  com- 
pany, battalion  or  regiment  was  organized ;  in  all  such  cases,  in  computing 
the  length  of  service  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  any  such  company, 
battalion  or  regiment,  with  a  view  to  determine  the  quantity  of  land  any 
officer  or  soldier  is  entitled  to  under  said  act,  approved  twenty-eighth  Sep- 
tember, eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  there  shall  be  allowed  one  day  for  every 
twenty  miles  from  the  place  where  the  company,  battalion  or  regiment  was 
organized,  to  the  plaoe  where  the  same  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States :  and  also  one  day  for  every  twenty  miles  from  the  place 
where  such  company,  battalion  or  regiment  was  discharged,  to  the  place 
where  it  was  organized,  and  from  whence  it  marched  to  enter  the  service.

Congress  assembled,  That  the  time  for  selecting  lands 
for  saline  purposes,  granted  to  the  State  of  Wisconsin  by  virtue  of  the 
fourth  subdivision  of  the  seventh  section  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
enable  the  people  of  Wiscoasin  Territory  to  form  a  constitution  and  State 
government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  State  into  the  Union,"  approved 
the  sixth  day  of  August,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-sis,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  the  irst  day  of  .January,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four;  and  the  land  so  selected  previous  to  the 
day  last  mentioned,  shall  be  granted  to  said  State  for  the  same  purposes,

No.  192.— An  Act  to  authorize  the  Le^slatnra  of  the  State  of  Miesissippi  to  sell 
the  laods  heretofore  appropriated  for  the  use  of  schools  in  that  State,  and  to  ratify 
and  approve  the  sales  already  made-f 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  -Senate  and  Eouse  of  E^resentatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  Ihat  tbc  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi  shall  he,  and  is  herehy  authorized  to  sell  and  convey 
in  fee-simple,  or  lease,  for  a  term  of  years,  as  the  said  legislature  may  deem 
best,  all  or  any  part  of  the  lands  heretofore  reserved  and  appropriated  by 
Congress  for  the  use  of  schools  within  said  State,  and  to  iDvest  the  money 
arising  from  said  sales,  as  said  legislature  may  direct,  for  the  use  and  sup- 
port of  schools  within  the  several  townships  and  districts  of  country  for 
which  they  were  originally  reserved  and  set  apart,  and  for  no  other  use,  or 
purpose  whatsoever :  Provided,  Said  lands  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  in  no 
case  he  sold  or  leased  without  the  consent  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  town- 
ship or  district,  to  be  obtained  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  of  said 
State  may  by  law  direct :  And  provided  further,  That  in  all  cases,  the 
money  arising  from  the  sales  of  lands  within  a  particular  township  and 
district,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  schools  within  that  township  and 
district. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  sales  heretofore  made  by  the 
authority  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  of  lands  reserved 
and  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  if  this  act  had  been  in  force  at  the  time 
of  said  sales.

Be  it  entMted  by  the  Senate  and  Rome  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  several  entries  of  land, 
(embracing  tracts  once  reserved  to  satisfy  claims  under  the  armed  occupa- 
tion act,  but  which  claims  were  forfeited  prior  to  the  allowance  of  said  en- 
tries,)  permitted  at  the  Land  Office  at  Newnansville,  in  the  State  of  Florida,

No.  206.— An  Act  to  protect  actual  settlers  upon  the  land  on  the  line  of  the 
Central  RailroaS  and  branches,  hj  granting  pre-emption  rights  thereto.* 

-Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
iilates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  eaeh  and  every  person 
now  an  actual  settler  and  occupant,  and  who,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  Sep- 
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tember  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  had 
made  such  an  actual  settlement  and  improvement  as  would  have  entitled 
him  to  a  right  of  pre-emption  under  the  act  of  September  fourth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-one,  hut  for  his  failure  to  give  the  requisite  notice  under 
that  law,  or  to  file  proof  within  dae  time,  on  any  tract  of  land  now  owned 
by  the  United  States,  and  situated  within  the  limits  reserved  from  sale  by 
order  of  the  Gx)verDment,  because  of  the  grant  of  alternate  sections  to  the 
States  of  Illinois,  Mississippi,  and  Alabama,  in  aid  of  the  eonstruction  of 
the  Chicago  and  Mobile  railroad  and  branches,  by  virtue  of  an  act  ot  Con- 
gress, approved  September  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  entitled, 
"  An  aet  granting  the  right  of  way  and  making  a  grant  of  land  to  the  States 
of  Illinois,  Mississippi,  and  Alabama,  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road from  Ghieago  to  Mobile,"  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase,  at  the 
price  established  by  Uw  in  regulating  the  sales  of  saidlands,  a  quantity  of 
the  traet  so  settled  on  and  improved,  not  less  than  forty  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres,  in  legal  subdivisions,  on  which  said  improvements 
may  be  situated :  Provided,  That  any  person  claiming  the  right  to  purehase 
under  this  act  shall,  before  the  actual  offering  of  the  tract  at  public  sale, 
file  with  the  register  of  the  proper  land-of6oe,  a  notice  describing  the  land 
by  its  numbers,  and  make  the  necessary  proof,  af&davit,  and  payment  for 
the  land,  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  this  aet:  And  provided 
further,  That  the  right  of  way  upon  and  across  any  tract  of  land  claimed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  feet  in  width, 
shall  be  reserved  and  retained  for  the  said  railroad  and  branches,  as  the 
same  may  he  located  and  constructed.

JTo  206.— An  a«t  W  grant  the  right  of  way  to  all  rail  and  plank  roads  and  Mac- 
adamized turnpikes  pasaing  through  the  public  land  belonging  to  the  United 
States.* 

Be  it  enacted  ly  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  m  Congress  assembled,  That  the  right  of  way  shall 
he,  and  is  hereby  granted  to  all  rail  and  plank  road,  or  Macadamized 
turnpike  companies  that  are  now  or  that  may  be  chartered  within  ten  years 
hereafter,  over  and  through  any  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States, 
over  which  any  rail  or  plank  road  or  Macadamized  turnpikes  are  or  may  be 
authorized  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  respective  States  in  which 
public  lands  may  be  situated ;  and  the  said  company  or  companies  are 
hereby  authorized  to  survey  and  mark  through  the  said  public  lands,  to  be 
held  by  them  for  the  track  of  said  road,  one  hundred  feet  in  width  :  Pro- 
vided, That  in  case  where  deep  escavation  or  heavy  embankment  is  re- 
quired for  the  grade  of  such  road,  then  at  such  places  a  ^eater  width  may 
he  taken  by  such  company,  if  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  two 
hundred  feet. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  company  or  companies 
shall  have  the  right  to  take  from  the  public  lands,  in  the  vicinity  of  said 
road  or  roads,  all  such  materials  of  earth,  stone,  or  wood,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  convenient,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  first  construction  of  said 
road  or  roads,  or  any  part  thereof,  through  said  land.

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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  he,  and  is  hereby 
granted  to  said  company  or  companies,  all  necessary  sites  for  watering 
places,  depots,  and  workshops  along  the  line  of  said  road  or  roads,  so  far  as 
the  places  convenient  for  the  same  may  fall  upon  the  public  lands  :  Pro- 
vided, That  no  one  depot  or  watering  place  shall  contain  over  one  square 
acre,  and  that  said  sites  shall  not  be  nearex  to  each  other  than  tea  miles 
along  the  lino  or  lines  of  said  road  or  roads :  Provided  furtlier.  That  the 
said  grants  herein  contained,  as  well  of  the  use  of  the  public  lands,  as  of 
the  materials  for  the  construction  of  said  road  or  roads  shall  cease  and 
determine,  unless  the  road  or  roads  be  begun  within  ten  years  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  completed  within  fifteen  years  thereafter : 
And  provided  moreover,  That  if  any  road,  at  any  time  after  its  completion, 
be  discontinued  or  abandoned  by  said  company  or  companies,  the  grants 
hereby  made  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  said  lands  hereby  granted, 
revert  back  to  the  general  government:  Provided furiker,  That  when  a 
location  for  either  of  said  railroads  or  piank  roads,  Macadamized  turnpikes, 
or  Bites  for  depote  on  the  line  of  such  road  or  roads  shall  be  selected,  the 
proper  officers  of  such  road  or  roads  shall  transmit  to  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land-Office  a  correct  plat  of  the  survey  of  said  road  or  roads, 
together  with  the  survey  of  sites  for  depote  before  such  selection  shall  be- 
oome_  operative:  Provided  further,  That  none  of  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  apply  to,  or  authorize  any  rights  in  any  lands  of  the  United 
States  other  than  such  as  are  held  tor  private  entry  and  sale,  and  such  as 
are  unsurveyed  and  not  held  for  public  use  by  erection  or  improvements 
thereon. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  furOier  enacted.  That  the  right  of  way  through  the 
p^ubhc  lands  of  the  United  States  lying  in  Black  Koek,  in  the  county  of 
Erie  and  State  of  New  York,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
Lockport  and  Buffalo  Railroad  Company :  Provided,  That  in  the  opinion 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States  such  grant  be  not  injurious  to  the 
public  interest,  and  that  the  location  shall  be  approved  by  the  President 
as  to  the  position  and  width  of  the  said  railroad  :  And  provided  further, 
That  if  the  said  railroad  shall  not  be  completed  within  two  years,  or  if  at 
any  time  after  its  completion,  the  said  railroad  be  discontinued  or  aban- 
doned, the  grant  shall  ce;ise  and  determine.

No.  207.— An  Act  to  conSrm  to  the  State  of  Michigan  certain  lands  selected  for 
saline  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  selection  and  location 
by  the  State  of  Michigan  of  the  lands  lying  in  said  State,  described  as  sec- 
tions numbered  two,  three,  four,  five,  eight,  nine,  ten,  eleven,  fourteen, 
fifteen,  twenty-one  and  twenty-two,  in  township  seven  north,  of  range  four- 
teen east,  heretofore  made  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  fourth  proposition 
contained  in  the  first  section  of  an  aet  entitled  "An  act  supplementary  to 
the  act  entitled  'An  act  to  establish  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  and  to  provide  for  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Michigan 
into  the  Union,  on  certain  conditions,' "  approved  June  twenty-third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  recognized  as 
valid  and  confirmed  to  said  State,  in  lieu  of  twelve  other  sections  which 
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were  incorrectlj  noted  aa  eonfinnations  under  said  act,  by  reason  of  an 
erroneous  interpretation  given,  at  the  General  Land  Office,  to  the  original 
list  of  aelectiotis.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Howe  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  bo,  and  is  hereby, 
granted  to  said  State,  the  right  of  locating  a  canal  through  the  public  lands, 
known  as  the  military  reservation  at  the  Tails  at  St.  Mary's  River  in  said 
State;  and  tliat  four  hundred  feet  of  land  in  width  extending  along  the 
line  of  such  canal  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted,  to  be  used  by  said 
State,  or  under  the  authority  thereof  for  the  construction  and  convenience 
of  such  canal,  and  the  appurtenances  thereto,  and  the  use  thereof  is  lierehy 
vested  in  said  State  forever,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  no  other :  Pro- 
vided, That  in  locating  the  line  of  said  canal  through  said  military  reserva- 
tion, the  same  shall  be  located  on  the  line  of  the  survey  heretofore  made 
for  that  purpose,  or  such  other  route  between  the  waters  above  and  below 
said  falls,  as  under  the  approval  of  the  Seoretary  of  War  may  be  selected. 
And  provided  farther.  That  said  canal  shall  be  at  least  one  hundred  feet 
wide,  with  a  depth  of  water  twelve  feet,  and  the  looks  shall  be  at  least  two 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  long,  and  sixty  feet  wide. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  be,  and  hereby  is  granted 
to  the  said  State  of  Michigan,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  said  State  in  con- 
Btructing  and  completing  said  canal,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
acres  of  public  lands,  to  he  selected  in  subdivisions,  agreeably  to  the  United 
States  surveys,  by  an  agent  or  agents  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of 
said  State,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  from 
any  lands  within  said  State,  subject  to  private  entry. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  lands  hereby  granted, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  Legislature  of  said  State  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid  and  no  other;  and  the  said  canal  shall  he,  and  remain  a 
pnblio  highway  for  the  use  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  free 
from  toll  or  other  charge  upon  the  vessels  of  said  government  engaged  m 
the  public  service,  or  upon  vessels  employed  by  said  government  in  the 
transportation  of  any  property  or  troops  of  the  United  States, 

Seo.  4.  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  if  the  said  canal  shall  not  be 
commenced  within  three  and  completed  within  ten  years,  the  said  State  of 
Michigan  shall  be  hound  to  pay  to  the  United  States,  the  amount  which 
may  be  received  upon  the  sale  of  any  part  of  said  lands  by  said  State  not 
less  than  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  the  title  to  the  pur- 
chasers under  said  State  remaining  valid. 

Sec.  5.  And  beit  farther  enacted,  That  the  Legislature  of  said  State  shall 
cause  to  be  kept,  an  accurate  account  of  the  sales  and  net  proceeds  of  the 
lands  hereby  granted  and  of  all  expenditures  in  the  construction,  repairs, 
and  operating  of  said  canal,  and  of  the  earnings  thereof,  and  shall  return  a 
statement  of  the  same  annually  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior ;  and  when- 
ever sdd  State  shall  be  fully  reimbursed  for  all  advances  made  for  the  con- 
struction, repairs,  and  operating  of  said  canal,  with  legal  interest  on  all 
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,  intil  the  reimbursement  of  the  same,  or  upon  payment  by  the 
United  States,  rf  any  balance  of  such  advances  over  such  receipts  from  said 
lands  and  canal,  with  such  interest,  the  said  State  shall  be  aUowcd  to  tax 
for  the  use  of  said  canal,  only  such  tolls  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  ali 
necessary  expenses  for  the  care,  charge,  and  repairs  of  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  itfurtkeT  enacted,  That  before  it  shall  be  competent  for 
said  State  to  dispose  of  any  of  the  lands  to  be  selected  as  aforesaid,  the 
route  of  said  canal  shall  be  established  as  aforesaid,  and  a  plat  or  plats 
thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  War  Department,  and  a  duplicate 
thereof,  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  all  unsatisfied  outstanding 
military  land-warrants  or  parts  of  warrants  issued  or  allowed  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  two,  by  the  proper  authori- 
ties of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  for  military  services  performed  by 
the  officers  and  soldiers,  seamen  or  marines,  of  the  Virginia  State  and 
continental  lines  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  Revolution,  maybe  surrendered 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  who,  upon  being  satisfied,  by  a  revision 
of  tbe  proofs  or  by  additional  testimony,  that  any  warrant  thus  surrendered 
was  fairly  and  justly  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  of  smd  Commonwealth, 
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for  military  aervicea  so  rendered,  aliall  isaue  land  scrip  in  favor  of  the  pre- 
sent proprietora  of  any  warrant  thus  surrendered,  for  the  whole  or  any  por- 
tion thereof  yet  unaatisfied,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  acre  mentioned  in  the  warrant  thus  surrendered  and  which  remains 
unsatisfied,  which  scrip  shall  be  receivable  in  payment  for  any  lands  owned 
by  the  United  States  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry;  and  said  scrip  shall, 
moreover,  be  assignable  by  indorsement  attested  by  two  witnesses.  In 
issuing  such  scrip,  the  said  Secretary  is  authorized,  when  there  are  more 
persons  than  one  interested  in  the  same  warrantj  to  issue  to  each  person 
scrip  for  his  or  her  portion  of  the  wan-ant ;  and  where  infiints  or  feme 
coverta  may  be  entitled  to  any  scrip,  the  guardian  of  the  infant  and  the 
hnsbajid  of  the  feme  covert  may  receive  and  sell  or  locate  the  same.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  less  than  a  legal  subdivision  shall  be  entered  and  paid  for 
by  the  scrip  issued  in  virtue  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  [s(]  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be  taken  as  a  full 
and  fioal  adjustment  of  all  bounty-land  claims  to  the  officers  and  soldiers,

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  in  settling  the  claims  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  under  the  acts  of  Blareh  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-seven,  and  May  twenty -fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight, 
granting  lands  t«  said  State  for  canal  purposes,  the  same  principles  shall  be 
acted  upon  as  have  been  applied  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  May 
the  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  entitled  "  An  act  in  addition 
to  an  act  therein  mentioned,"  for  the  settlement  of  the  claims  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  accruing  under  the  said  act  of  March  the  second,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-seven.

No.  212.— An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  tsntillcd  "  An  Act  to  estabUah  tlie  Tcmtorml 
Government  of  Oregon,"  approved  August  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty- eight. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Oregon  be,  and  hereby  are  authoriaed,  in  all  cases  where 
the  sixteen  or  thirty-sis  sections,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  taken  and 
occupied  under  the  law  making  donations  of  land  to  actual  settlers,  or  other- 
wise, to  cause  the  county  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  in  said  Ter- 
ritory, or  such  other  officer  or  ofiicers  as  they  shall  direct,  to  select,  in  lieu 
thereof,  an  equal  quantity  of  any  unoccupied  land  in  sections,  or  fractional 
sections,  as  the  ease  may  be.* 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  when  selections  are  made  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  said  lands  so 
selected,  and  their  proceeds,  shall  be  forever  inviolably  aet  apart  for  the 
benefit  of  common  schools.

missioner shall  prescribe, — and  such  surrender  and  location  shall  be  made 
within  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  asiemhled.  That  in  al!  cases  where,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  first  section  of  the  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the  discontinu- 
ance of  the  office  of  Surveyor-General  in  the  several  districts,  so  soon  as  the 
surveys  therein  can  be  completed,  for  abolishing  land  offices  under  certain 
circumstances,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  the  twelfth  of  June,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty,  the  field  notes,  maps,  records,  and  other  papers 
appertaining  to  land  tides  in  any  State,  shall  have  been,  or  shall  he,  turned 
over  to  the  authorities  of  such  State,  and  the  same  authority,  powers,  and 
duties  in  relation  to  the  survey,  re-survey  or  subdivision  of  the  lands 
therein,  and  all  matters  and  things  connected  therewith,  as  previously 
exercised  by  the  Surveyor-General,  whose  district  included  such  State,  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  vested  in,  and  devolved  upon,  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Geniral  Land  Office. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  ficriher  enacted,  That  under  the  authority  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  any  Deputy  Surveyor, 
or  other  agent  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  free  access  to  any  such  field 
notes,  maps,  records,  and  other  papers,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  extracts 
therefrom  or  making  copies  thereof  without  charge  of  any  kind. 

Sec  3.  And  be  il  further  enacted,  That  thefield  notes,  maps,  records, 
and  other  papers  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is

No.  216.— An  Act  granting  the  right  of  waj  and  makine  a  grant  of  land  to  the 
States  o*f  Arkansas  and  Missouri,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  a 
point  on  the  Mississippi,  opposite  the  moutli  of  the  Ohio  river,  via  Little  Rock,  to 
the  Tesas  boundary  near  Fulton,  in  Arkansas,  with  branches  to  Fort  Smith  on  the 
Mississippi  river. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  tJte  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  right  of  way  through 
the  public  lands  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  panted  to  the  States  of  Arkansas 
and  Missouri,  for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  a  point  on  the  Mis- 
sisdppi  River,  opposite  the  inouth  of  the  Ohio,  in  the  State  of  Missouri, 
via  Little  Rock,  to  the  Texas  boundary  line  near  Fulton,  in  Arkansas,  with 
branches  from  Little  Rock,  in  Arkansas,  to  the  Mississippi  River  and  to 
Fort  Smith,  in  said  State,  with  the  right  to  take  necessary  materials  of 
earth,  stone,  timber,  etc.,  for  the  construction  thereof :  Provided,  That  the 
right  of  way  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  feet  on  each  side  of  the  length 
thereof,  and  a  copy  of  the  survey  of  said  road,  made  under  the  direction  of 
the  Legislature^  of  the  said  States,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  proper  local 
land  offices  respectively,  and  to  the  General  Land  Office  at  Washington 
city,  within  ninety  days  aKer  the  completion  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enaeted.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  States  of  Arkansas  and  Missouri,  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  making  the  railroad  and  branches  as  aforesaid,  within  their  re- 
spective limits,  every  alternate  section  of  land  designated  by  even  numbers, 
for  six  sections  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  road  and  branches  ;  but  in

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case  it  shall  appear  that  the  llDited  States  have,  when  the  line  or  route  of 
said  road  is  definitely  fixed  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  sold  any  part  of  any 
section  hereby  granted,  or  that  the  right  of  pre-emption  has  attached  to 
the  same,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  agent  or  agents,  to  he  appointed 
by  the  G-overnor  of  said  State,  to  select,  subject  to  the  approval  aforesaid, 
from  the  lands  of  the  United  States  most  contiguous  to  the  tier  of  sections 
above  specified,  so  much  land  in  alternate  sections  or  parts  of  sections  as 
shall  be  equal  to  such  lands  as  the  United  States  have  sold,  or  to  which 
the  right  of  pre-emption  has  attached  as  aforesaid,  which  lands,  being 
equal  in  quantity  to  one  half  of  six  sections  in  width  on  eaoh  side  of  said 
road,  the  States  of  Arkansas  and  Missouri  shall  have  and  hold  to  and  for 
the  use  and  purpose  aforesaid  :  Proutded,  That  the  lands  to  be  located 
shall  in  no  case  be  further  than  fifteen  miles  from  the  line  of  the  road  : 
And  provided  furtlier,  That  the  lands  hereby  granted  shall  be  applied  i" 
the  construction  of  said  road,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  only  as  the  work 
pr<^esse8,  and  shall  be  applied  to  no  other  purpose  whatsoever :  And  pro- 
vided fur  tUr,  That  any  and  all  lands  reserved  to  the  United  States  by  any  aet 
of  Congress,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  any  object  of  internal  improvement, 
or  in  any  manner  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
reserved  to  the  United  States  from  the  operation  of  this  act,  except  so  far  as 
it  may  be  found  necessary  to  locate  the  routes  of  the  said  railroad  and 
branches  through  such  reserved  lands. 

Seo.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sections  and  parts  of  sec- 
tions of  land  which  by  such  grant  shall  remain  to  the  United  States  within 
six  miles  on  each  side  of  said  road,  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  double 
■  the  minimum  price  of  the  public  lands  when  sold. 

Seo.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  lands  hereby  granted 
to  the  said  States  shall  be  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  Legislatures 
thereof,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  no  other ;  and  the  said  railroad  and 
branches  shall  be  and  remain  a  public  highway  for  the  use  of  the  Govern- 
ment  of  the  United  States,  free  from  toll  or  other  charge  upon  the  trans- 
portation of  any  property  or  troops  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  lands  hereby  granted  to 
said  States  shall  be  disposed  of  by  said  States  only  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing; that  is  to  say,  that  a  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
twenty  sections,  and  included  within  a  continuous  length  of  twenty  miles 
of  said  road,  may  be  sold ;  and  when  the  Governors  of  said  SUtc  or  States 
shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  that  twenty  continuous  miles 
of  said  road  Is  completed,  then  another  like  quantity  of  land  hereby  granted 
may  be  sold  ;  and  so  from  time  to  time  until  said  road  is  completed  ;  and 
if  said  road  is  not  completed  within  ten  years,  no  further  sales  shall  be 
made,  and  the  land  unsold  shall  revert  to  the  United  States. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  United  States  Mail  shall 
at  all  times  be  transported  on  the  said  road  and  branches,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Post-Office  Department,  at  such  price  as  Congress  may  by 
law  direct.

The  grant  made  by  this  act  shall  operate 
as  a  relinquishment  only  of  the  right  of  the  United  States  in  and  to  said 
premises,  and  shall  in  no  manner  affect  the  lights  of  third  persona  therein, 
or  to  the  use  thereof,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  same ;  and  on  application 
by  a  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  corporate  authorities  of  said  town  to  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Of&ce,  a  patent  of  relinquishment,  in 
aecordanee  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  issued  therefor,  as  in 
other  cases. 

Seo.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  and  hereby  is 
granted  to  the  cities  of  Burlington  and  Dubuque,  in  Iowa,  the  land  bor- 
dering on  the  Mississippi  river,  in  front  of  said  cities,  reserved  by  the  act 
of  second  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-sis,  for  a  public  highway, 
and  for  other  public  uses,  together  with  the  accretions  which  may  have 
formed  thereto  or  in  front  thereof;  to  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as 
the  corporate  authorities  of  said  cities  may  direct.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the.  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  persons  who  have  located 
or  may  hereafter  locate  lands  in  the  Territory  of  Oregon,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  create  the  office  of  Sur- 
veyor-General of  the  Public  Lands  in  Oregon,  and  to  provide  for  the  Sur- 
vey, and  to  make  Donations  to  the  Settlers  of  the  said  Public  Lands," 
approved  September  twenty-seven,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  and  of  which 
survey  shall  have  been  made  or  may  hereafter  be  had,  in  lieu  of  the  term 
of  continued  occupation  after  settlement,  aa  provided  by  said  act,  shall  be 
permitted,  after  occupation  for  two  year?  of  the  land  so  claimed,  to  pay 
into  the  hands  of  the  Surveyor-General  of  biid  Territory  at  the  rate  of  one 
dollar  and  Iwenty-five  cents  per  acre  tor  the  hnd^  -in  claimed,  located,  and 
surveyed  as  aforesaid ;  and  upon  the  death  of  any  settler  before  the  expi- 
ration of  the  two  years'  continued  possession  required  by  this  act,  all  the 
rights  of  the  deceased  under  this  act  shall  descend  to  the  heirs  at  law  of 
each  settler,  including  the  widow,  where  one  is  left,  in  equal  parts ;  and 
proof  of  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this  act,  up  to  the  time  of  the 
death  of  such  settler,  shall  be  sufficient  to  entitle  them  to  the  patent. 

Sec,  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  upon  the  payment  of_  money 
for  lands  as  aforesjud  to  the  said  Surveyor-General,  be  shall  issue  his  certi- 
ficate of  such  payment,  together  with  an  accurate  copy  of  the  survey  of  the 
land  so  located,  and  purchased,  to  the  purchaser  thereof,  and  upon  the 
filing  of  which  said  certificate  and  copy  of  survey  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  a  patent  shall  issue  therefor  as  in 
other  cases. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  itfurthur  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Surveyor-General  to  keep  and  preserve  a  record  of  all  moneys  so  received, 
and  to  make  out  and  transmit  quarterly,  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Gene- 
ral Land  Office,  an  accurate  report  of  the  moneys  so  received  by  him  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Surveyor-General,  immediately  upon  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  to  enter

Senate,  appoint  a  receiver  of  public  moneys  for  the  Territory  of  Oregon, 
west  of  the  Cascade  mountains,  who  shall  give  bond  and  security,  in  the 
penalty  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  official 
trust,  and  whose  duties,  under  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  public  lands  of  the 
United  States  in  said  Territory,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  other  like 
officers  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  be  allowed  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  the  safe-keeping  and  accounting  for  the 
public  moneys  by  him  received,  including  all  charges  for  office  rent  and 
clerk  hire;  and  at  such  time  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall 
deem  it  expedient,  he  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  a  Register  of  the  land  office  for  the  TciTitory  of  Oregon, 
west  of  the  Cascade  mountains,  who  shall  enter  into  bond,  with  sufficient 
security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  of&cial  duties,  as  other  like  officers, 
and  whose  duties  and  authority,  under  tho  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  imposed  by  law  on  other  like  officers, 
consistently  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  of  the  act  of  which  this  is 
amendatory,  and  whose  compensation  shall  be  equal  to  that  allowed  to  the 
Receiver  of  Public  Moneys  to  be  appointed  under  this  act;  and  until  such 
Register  shall  have  been  appointed,  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties,  the  Surveyor-General  of  Oregon  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
which  shall  appertain  to  such  office. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  each  widow  now  residing  in 
Oregon  Territory,  andsuch  others  as  shall  locate  in  said  Territory,  whose 
husband,  had  he  lived,  would  have  been  entitled  to  a  claim  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  entitled,  under 
the  provisions  and  requirements  of  said  act,  to  the  same  quantity  of  land 
that  she  would  have  been  but  for  the  death  of  her  husband ;  and  that  in 
case  of  the  death  of  the  widow  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  fonr  years' 
continued  possession  required  by  said  act,  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 
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all  the  rights  of  the  deceased  shall  inure  unto  and  be  vested  in  the  heirs 
at  law  of  Bueh  widow. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  reservations  heretofore,  as 
well  as  hereafter,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall,  for  magazines,  arsenals,  dock -yards,  and 
other  needful  public  uses,  except  for  forts,  be  limited  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  acres  for  each  and  every  of  said  objects  at  any  one  point  or 
place,  and  for  forts  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  six  hundred  and  forty  acres 
at  any  one  point  or  place  :  Provided,  That  if  it  shall  be  deemed  oeoessary, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  to  inclnde  in  any  such  reservation  the 
improvement  of  any  settler  made  previous  to  such  reservation,  it  shall,  in 
such  case,  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  the  value  of  such 
improvements  to  be  ascertained;  and  the  amount  so  ascertained  shall  be 
paid  to  the  party  entitled  thereto,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Surveyor-General,  m 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  under  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  better  organization 
of  the  Treasury,  and  for  the  collection,  safe-keeping,  transfer,  and  disburse- 
ment of  the  public  revenue,"  approved  August  sixth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-six  ;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions, 
of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Wo.  219.— An  Act  to  establish  tbe  territorial  goverament  of  Wasiiington. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Hovse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  all  that  portion  of  Oregon  Territory  lyiog  and  being  south  of 
the  forty-ninth  degree  of  north  latitude,  and  north  of  the  middle  of  the 
main  channel  of  the  Columbia  River,  from  its  mouth  to  where  the  forty- 
sixth  degree  of  north  latitude  crosses  said  river,  near  Fort  Wallawalla, 
thence  with  said  forty-sixth  degree  of  latitude  to  the  summit  of  the  llocky 
Mountains,  be  organized  into  and  constitute  a  temporary  government  by 
the  name  of  the  Territory  of  Washington  :  Frooided,  That  nothing  in  this 
act  conUined  shall  he  construed  to  affect  the  authority  of  the  government 
of  the  United  States  to  make  any  regulation  respecting  the  Indians  of  said 
Territory,  their  lands,  property,  or  other  rights,  by  treaty,  law,  or  other- 
wise, which  it  would  have  been  competent  to  the  government  to  make  if 
this  act  had  never  been  passed  :  Provided  further,  That  the  title  to  the 
land,  not  exceeding  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  now  occupied  as  mission- 
ary stations  among  the  Indian  tribes  in  said  Territory,  or  that  may  have 
been  so  occupied  as  missionary  stations  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  es- 
tablishing the  Territorial  government  of  Oregon,  together  with  the  im- 
provements thereon,  be,  and  is  hereby,  confirmed  and  established  to  the 
several  religious  societies  to  which  said  missionary  stations  respectively

Sec,  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Legislative  power  of  the 
Territory  shall  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States.  But  no  law  shall  be 
passed  interfering  with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil ;  no  tax  shall  be 
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imposed  upoa  the  property  of  tlie  United  States;  nor  shall  the  laads  or 
other  property  of  non-residents  he  taxed  higher  than  the  lands  or  other 
property  of  residents.  All  the  laws  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly 
shall  he  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and,  if  disapproved, 
shall  be  null  and  of  no  effect;  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  give  power  to  incorporate  a  bank  or  any  institution  with  bank- 
ing powers,  or  to  borrow  money  in  the  name  of  the  Territory,  or  to  pledge 
the  faith  of  the  people  of  the  same  for  any  loan  whatever,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly._  No  charter  granting  any  privileges  of  making,  issuing,  or  putting 
into  circulation  any  notes  or  bills  in  the  likeness  of  bank-notes,  or  any 
bonds,  scrip,  drafts,  bills  of  exchange,  or  obligations,  or  granting  any  other 
banking  powers  or  privileges,  shall  be  passed  fay  the  Legislative  Assembly; 
nor  shall  the  establishment  of  any  branch  or  agency  of  any  such  corpora- 
tion, derived  from  other  authority,  be  allowed  in  said  Territory;  nor  shall 
said  Legislative  Assembly  authorize  the  issue  of  any  obligation,  scrip,  or 
evidence  of  debt,  by  said  Territory,  in  any  mode  or  manner  whatever,  ex- 
cept certificates  for  service  to  said  Territory.  And  all  such  laws,  or  any 
law  or  laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  utterly 
null  and  void.  And  all  taxes  shall  be  equal  and  uniform ;  and  no  distinc- 
tions shall  be  made  in  the  assessments  between  different  kinds  of  property, 
but  the  assessments  shall  be  according  to  the  value  thereof.  To  avoid  im- 
proper influences,  which  may  result  from  intermising  in  one  and  the  same 
act  such  things  as  have  no  proper  relation  to  each  other,  every  law  shall 
embrace  but  one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  laws  now  in  force  in  said 
Territory  of  Washington,  by  virtue  of  the  legislation  of  Congress  in  refer- 
ence  to  the  Territory  of  Oregon,  which  have  been  enacted  and  passed  sub- 
sequent to  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight, 
applicable  to  the  said  Territory  of  Washington,  together  with  the  leo^isla- 
tive  enactments  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon,  enacted  and  passed  prior  to  the 
passage  of,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  appli- 
cable  to  the  said  Territory  of  Washington,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  con- 
tinued in  force  in  said  Territory  of  Washington  until  they  shall  be  repealed 
or  amended  by  future  legislation.

Be  it  enacted  bv  the  Smiate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  sums  be  and 
are  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  foi-  the  objecta  hereafter  expressed,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
the  thirtieth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  namely  :  ^

Be  it  enacted  h^  the  Senate  and  House  of  E^-esentatives  of  Ike  United 
iitales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  foIlowiDg  sums  be 
and  they  are  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moiiey  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  current  and  oootin- 
gent  expenses  of  the  Indian  Department,  and  fulfilling  treaty  stipulations 
with  the  various  Indian  tribes.

That  the  President  of  the  United  States,  if  upon  examination  he  shall 
approve  of  the  plan  hereinafter  provided  for  the  protection  of  the  Indians, 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  five  militatj  reservations  from  the 
public  domain  in  the  State  of  California  or  the  Territories  of  Utah  and  New 
Mexico  bordering  on  said  State,  for  Indian  purposes  :  Provided,  That  such 
reservations  shall  not  contain  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  acres  in  eaeh  :

by  acts  of  Congress ;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  persons  resid- 
ing on  any  of  said  reserved  lands  to  pay  for  the  same  in  soldiers'  bounty 
land  warrants,  estimated  at  a  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  or  in 
gold  and  silver,  or  both  together,  in  preference  to  any  other  person,  and 
at  any  time  before  the  same  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at  auction  :  Provided 
That  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act  who  has  not 
settled  and  improved,  or  shall  not  settle  and  improve,  such  lands  prior  to 
the  final  allotment  of  the  alternate  sections  to  such  railroads  by  the  Genc-

all  cases  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  acre,  or  such  otker  mmiimim 
price  as  is  now  fixed  by  law,  or  may  be  fixed  upon  lands  hereafter  granted ; 
and  no  one  person  shall  have  the  right  of  pre-emption  to  more  than  one

No    224  —An  Act  to  provide  for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  in  California,  the 
granting  of  pre-emption  rights  therein,  and  for  other  purposes.! 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  ScnaU  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assemlled.  That  the  Surveyor-General  for 
the  District  or  State  of  California,  who  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  appointed 
by  the  President  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall 
kiep  his  office  at  such  place  as  the  President,  in  view  of  the  public  conve- 
nience, shall  from  time  to  time  direct;  and  the  Surveyor-General,  if  he 
has  not  already  done  so,  and  his  successors  m  of&ce,  before  entering  upon 
duty  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  a  judge  ot  a 
United  States  Court,  or  other  competent  officer,  to  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
give  bond  in  the  same  amount  as  other  Surveyors-General,  the  penalty 
thereof  to  be  increased  whenever  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  deem 
proper  He  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  four  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarter-yearly,  to  commence 
from  the  time  of  entering  into  bond. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  allowed  lor  clerk 
hire  in  tho  office  of  the  Surveyor-General  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  :  Provided,  That 
the  salary  of  no  clerk  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  -  and  for  office  rent,  fuel,  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  his 
office,  such  sums  as  shall  be  found  necessary  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior

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not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  And  the  Seeretary  of  the 
Interior  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  official  seal  to  he  prepared  for  the 
ofiioe  of  the  said  Surveyor- General :  and  any  copy  of  or  extracts  from  the  plats, 
teld-notes,  and  other  records  and  documents  od  fi]e  in  his  office  when 
attested  as  such,  by  the  said  seal,  and  the  signature  of  the  Surveyor-G  ene- 
ral,  shall  in  all  judicial  matters,  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  the  originals 
Sec.  3.  And  be  %i  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Surveyor-General  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  authority,  and  perform  the  same  duties  respecting 
the  puhho  lands  and  private  claims  in  the  State  of  California,  as  by  law 
appertain  to  and  are  required  of  the  Surveyor-General  in  Louisiana,  except 
so  far  as  the  same  may  bo  modified  hy  this  act.  He  shall  engage  a  sufficient 
number  of  skilful  surveyors  as  his  deputies,  whom  he  shall  cause  to  survey, 
measure,  and  mark  base  and  meridian  lines  through  such  points,  and  per- 
petuated by  such  monuments,  and  such  other  correction  parallels  and  me- 
ridians as  maybe  prescribed,  and  also  to  survey  and  establish  the  other 
lines  of  the  public  lands.  He  shall  also  cause  all  private  claims  %o  be  sur- 
veyed  after  they  have  been  confirmed,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  sun-eys  of  the  public  lands;  and  in  the  location  and  survey  of 
tbem  he  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  as  are  conferred  on  the 
land  ofiieers  of  Louisiana  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  of  third  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  creating  the  office  of  the  Surveyor-Gene- 
ral  tor  that  btate;  and  for  surveying  the  base  and  meridian  lines,  and  pri- 
vate claims,  and  meandering  navigable  waters,  the  deputy  surveyor  shall  be 
allowed  not  exceediog  sixteen  dollars  per  mile ;  and  for  surveying  the  other 
lines  of  the  public  lands  there  shall  be  paid  not  exceeding  an  averase  of 
twelve  dollars  per  mile:  Provided,  1\ifA  none  other  than  township  lines 
shall  be  surveyed  when  the  lands  are  mineral  or  are  deemed  unfit  for  oulti- 
vation,"  and  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  such  lines  as  are  not  actually 
run  and  marked  in  the  field,  and  were  actually  necessary  to  be  run. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secre- 
tary ot  the  Interior  it  shall  be  advisable,  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct 
such  surveys  after  what  is  known  as  the  geodetic  method.  And  whenever, 
m  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  a  departure  from  the  rect- 
angular mode  of  surveying  and  subdividing  the  public  lands  would  promote 
the  public  mterests,  he  may  direct  such  change  to  be  made  in  the  mode  of 
surveying  and  designating  the  said  lands  as  he  may  deem  proper,  with 
reterenee  to  the  existence  of  mountains,  mineral  deposits,  and  the  advan- 
tages derived  from  timber  and  water  privileges  :  Provided,  That  such  lands 
shall  not  be  surveyed  into  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  or  sub- 
divided into  less  than  forty  acres. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a  register  of 
the  land  office  and  receiver  of  public  moneys  for  the  State  of  California,  at 
such  time  as,  m  his  judgment,  the  public  interest  may  demand,  with  a 
salary  each  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarter-yearly ; 
and  the  land  office  shall  he  located  at  such  place  as  the  President,  in  view 
of  the  public  convenience,  shall  from  time  to  time  direct ;  and,  previously  to 
entering  on  the  duties  of  their  offices,  they  each  shall  fake  and  subscribe 
an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  United  States  Courts 
or  other  competent  officer,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  shall 
give  bond  in  the  same  amount  as  other  registers  and  receivers  of  the  public 
land  offices  :  and  their  general  duties  and  responsibilities  shall  be  the  same 
as  other  officers  of  like  character :  Provided  however.  That  at  such  time  or 
times  as  in  his  Judgment  the  public  interest  may  so  imperatively  require 
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and  la  the  absence  of  any  further  and  special  legislation  of  Congress  on  the 
subject,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  divide 
the  Sute  of  California  into  two  or  three  separate  and  distinct  land  districts, 
as  oircTimstapces  shall  determine  to  be  necessary,  embracing  respectively 
the  upper  and  lower,  or  the  upper,  middle,  and  lower  portions  of  the  State ; 
and  he  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  or 
during  the  recess  of  Congress  when  necessary,  a  register  of  the  land  office 
and  receiver  of  public  moneys  for  each  of  such  land  districts;  and  the  land 
offices  for  the  same  respectively  shall  be  located  at,  and  be  removed  from 
time  to  time  to  such  places  as  the  President  shall  deem  most  suitable  for 
public  convenience. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  public  lands  in  the  State 
of  California,  whether  surveyed  or  unsurveyed,  with  the  exception  of  sec- 
tions sixteen  and  thirty-six,  which  shall  be  and  hereby  are  granted  to  the 
Sute  for  the  purposes  of  public  schools  in  each  township,  and  with  the 
esception  of  lands  appropriated  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  or  reserved 
by  competent  authority,  and  escepring  also  the  lands  claimed  under  any 
foreifn  grant  or  title  and  the  mineral  lands,  shall  be  subject  to  the  pre- 
emption laws  of  fourth  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,*  with 
all  the  esceptions,  conditions,  apd  limitations  therein,  CKcept  as  is  herein 
otherwise  provided ;  and  shall,  after  the  plats  thereof  are  returned  to  the 
of&ce  of  the  register,  be  offered  for  sale,  after  sis  months'  public  notice  in 
the  State  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  under  the  laws,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions  now  governing  such  sales,  or  such  as  may  be  hereafter  prescribed : 
Provided,  That  where  unsurveyed  lands  are  claimed  by  pre-emption,  the 
usual  notice  of  such  claim  shall  be  filed  within  three  months  after  the  return 
of  the  plats  of  surveys  to  the  land  offices,  and  proof  and  payment  shall  be 
made  prior  to  the  day  appointed  by  the  President's  proclamation  for  the 
commencement  of  the  sale,  including  such  lands;  the  entry  of  such  claims 
to  be  made  by  legal  subdivisions,  according  to  the  United  States'  survey, 
and  in  the  moat  compact  form  if  And  provided  furtkeT,  That  the  fact  of 
persons  having  heretofore  had  the  benefit  of  said  act  of  the  fourth  of  Se|i- 
tember,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  shall  interpose  no  bar  to  their 
obtaining  the  benefits  of  this  act ;  and  all  of  said  lands  that  shall  remain 
unsold  after  having  been  proclaimed  and  offered,  shall  be  subject  to  entry 
at  private  sale  as  other  public  land,  at  the  same  minimum  price  per  acre  ; 
and  the  register  and  receiver  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  per  centage  or 
fees,  except  for  deciding  pre-emption  cases,  when  each  of  them  shall^  be 
allowed  the  same  fees  as  are  paid  to  other  like  officers;  but  the  receiver 
shall  be  entitled  to  his  actual  necessary  expenses,  going  and  returning,  in 
making  his  deposits :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  authorize  any  settlement  to  be  made  on  any  public  lands  not  surveyed, 
unless  the  same  be  made  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act ;  nor 
shall  any  right  of  such  settlers  be  recognized  by  virtue  of  any  settlement  or 
improvement  made  of  such  unsurveyed  lauds  subsequent  to  that  day :  And 
provided  further,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  any  aeU 
tlement  to  be  made  on  any  tract  of  land  in  the  occupation  or  possession  of 
any  Indian  tribe,  or  to  grant  any  pre-emption  right  to  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  if  further  enacted,  That  where  any  settlement,  by  the 
erection  of  a  dwelling-house  or  the  cultivation  of  any  portion  of  the  land, 
shall  be  made  upon  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections,  before  the  same 
shall  be  surveyed,  or  where  such  sections  may  be  reserved  for  public  uses 
or  taken  by  private  claims,  other  land  shall  be  selected  by  the  proper 
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authorities  of  tho  State  ia  lieu  thereof,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the

March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
establish  the  Territorial  Government  of  Minnesota,"  shall  be  found  frac- 
tional in  quantity,  and  in  those  or  fractional  townships  where  no  section 
sixteen  or  thirty-six  shall  be  found  therein,  there  shall  be  reserved  and 
appropriated  other  land  for  such  school  purposes,  to  make  up,  in  the  first 
case,  the  deficiency  in  the  quantity  of  said  fractional  sections  sixteen  and 
thirty-six,  or  either  of  them,  and  to  give,  in  the  second  case,  an  equivalent 
for  the  loss  of  either  or  both  said  sections :  Provided,  That  the  mode  and 
manner  of  selection  and  approval  in  both  caaes,  and  the  quantity  selected 
m  the  second  case,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  principles  settled  by  the 
act  approved  twentieth  [of]  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  appropriate  lands  for  the  support  of  schools  in  certain 
townships  and  fractional  townships  not  before  provided  for."|

first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  shall  hereafter  be  liable  to  be  sold 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  provisions  and  restrictions  as  other 
public  lauds  of  the  United  States.

the  board  of  commissioners  appointed  under  said  act  to  determine  the  claims 
presented  to  said  board  under  the  act  aforesaid.f

Whereas  by  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  made 
January  twenty-fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  the  State  of  In- 
diana has  lost  one  out  of  the  two  townships  of  land  granted  to  her  for  the 
use  of  a  State  University  by  act  of  April  sixteenth  [nineteenth]  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixteen,  and  has  become  liable  to  refund  to  a  private  cor- 
poration the  proceeds  of  said  towDship  heretofore  appropriated  to  the 
support  of  the  State  University  of  Indiana — for  remedy  thereof : 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.

tothc  Stat«  of  Indiana,  patents  for  said  lands :  Provided,  The  proceeds  of 
said  lands,  when  sold,  shall  be,  and  forever  remain,  a  fund  for  the  use  of 
the  Indiana  University.

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Wo.  232.— An  Act  supplemental  to  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  ascertain  and  settle 
the  private  land  claims  in.  the  State  of  California,"  approved  March  third,  one 
thousaad  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one.* 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  named  per- 
sons, viz. :  Henry  C.  Eoggs,  Levi  W.  Hardman,  Wiley  Sneed,  Stephen 
Broadhurst,  Smith  and  Krieteen,  George  H.  Woodman,  Berthald  and  Lor- 
rin,  Fisher  a,nd  Gruildfildt,  and  William  Clarke,  or  either  of  them,  or  their 
representatives,  may,  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  pre- 
sent their  claims  to  the  commissioners  who  were  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement ;  and  the  said  commission- 
ers are  hereby  empowered  to  hear  and  dispose  of  the  same  as  effectually  as 
thongh  the  said  claims  had  heen  presented  in  due  time,  under  the  thirteenth 
section  of  the  aforesaid  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  persons  named  in  this  act 
shall  be  limited  and  confined,  in  their  claims,  to  purchases  made  of  Don 
Salvador  Valligo,  a  Mexican  grantee,  for  a  part  of  the  place  known  as 
"  Entre  Napa,"  and  situate  in  Napa  county.  State  of  California.  And  the 
said  commissioners  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  said  persons  named  derived 
title  to  their  respective  claims  previous  to  the  third  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  persons  namedshall 
be  entitled  to  no  privilege  not  conferred  on  claimants  under  the  original 
act,  bat  as  to  an  extension  of  time  in  which  their  claims  may  he  respec- 
tively made  to  the  said  commissioners.

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lands  which  have  been  or  may  be  withdrawn  from  market  in  consequence 
of  proposed  railroads,  and  who  had  settled  thereon  prior  to  such  withdrawal, 
shall  be  entitled  to  pre-emption  at  the  ordinary  minimum  to  the  lands  set- 
tled on  and  cultivated  by  them  :  Provided,  They  shall  prove  up  their  rights 
according  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior,  and  pay  for  the  same  before  the  day  that  may  be  fixed 
by  the  President's  proclamation  for  the  restoration  of  said  lands  to  market.

No.  235.— An  Act  for  the  benefit  of  ci 

£e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  ike  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhled,  That  the  judge  of  the  county 
court,  as  such,  for  the  county  of  Pottawattomie,  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  enter  at  the  proper  land  ofGce,  by  paying 
therefor,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  the  acre,  the  west

and  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  thereof,  to  be  conducted  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  are  prescribed  by  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  State  of 
Iowa  in  an  act  entitled  "An  act  regulating  the  disposal  of  lands  purchased 
in  trust  for  town  sites,"  approved  January  twenty-two,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-two,  or  as  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  legislative  assembly 
of  said  State  of  Iowa :  Provided,  That  any  act  of  said  judge,  not  in  con- 
formity to  the  rules  and  regulations  herein  alluded  to,  shall  be  void  and  of 
none  efiect :  And  provided  also,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect 
pre-emption  or  other  rights  that  may  have  accrued  under  any  other  act  of

£e  it  enacted  h^  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That,  for  the  sale  of  the  public 
lands  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  beeo  extinguished  by  the  recent  treaties, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  extinguished  within  their  limits  in  the  Min- 
nesota Territory  west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  there  is  hereby  created  four 
additional  land  districts,  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit :  All  that  portion  situ- 
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ated  between  the  northern  Tjoundary  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  and  the  line 
which  divides  towiiflhips  one  hundred  and  five  and  one  hundred  and  six  ot 
the  fifth  principal  meridian,  and  extending  from  the  Mississippi  to  the  IJig 
Sious  rivera,  shall  comprise  one  of  said  districts,  to  he  called  the  Eoot  Biver 
District.*  All  that  portion  lying  between  the  township  line  last  mentioned, 
and  the  line  dividing  townships  one  hundred  and  ten,  and  one  hundred 
and  eleven,  and  between  said  rivers,  shall  constitute  another  of  said  dis- 
tricts, to  be  called  the  Winona  District.  All  that  portion  situated  north 
of  the  district  last  mentioned,  and  south  of  the  line  which  divides  town- 
ships one  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  one  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  between 
the  rivers  above  mentioned,  except  the  townships  recently  surveyed  west 
of  the  Mississippi  Kiver  from  the  fourth  principal  meridian,  to  include  the 
reservation  at  Fort  Snelling,  (the  whole  of  which  townships  sh^l  be  at- 
tached to  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  Minneapolis  District,)  shall  consti- 
tute a  third  district  to  be  designated  the  Red  Wing  District;  and  all  that 
portion  situated  north  of  the  limits  last  described,  south  of  the  line  divid- 
ing townships  one  hundred  and  twenty  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-one, 
between  the  Mississippi  River  and  the  treaty  line  which  runs  from  the  Big 
Sioux  River  to  Lake  Travers,  together  with  all  the  fractional  townships 
one  hundred  and  twenty-one  situated  east  of  the  range  line  dmding  ranges 
twenty-four  and  twenty-five  west,  shall  comprise  the  fourth  district,  to  be 
known  as  the  Jlinneapolis  District.  And  all  the  residuary  portion  of  said 
lands  situated  north  of  the  line  which  divides  townships  one  hundred  and 
twenty  and  ono  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  west  of  range  twenty-four 
west  of  the  fifth  principal  meridian,  and  west  of  the  Mississippi  River  ex- 
tending to  the  drift-wood  and  the  Red  River  of  the  north,  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  attached  to  the  district  of  lands  subject  to  sale  at  Sauk  Rapide. 

Seo  2.  Aiid  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a  register  and  receiver  of  the  public  moneys  tor 
each  of  the  said  new  districts  hereby  created,  who  shall  respectively  be  re- 
quired to  reside  at  the  site  of  their  offices,  and  who  shall  have  the  same 
powers,  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation, 
as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law  in  relation  to  other  land  officers  of  the

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  one  register  and  one  re- 
ceiver for  the  land  office  in  said  district,  who  shall  reside  at  the  place 
designated  for  the  land  office,  receive  such  compensation,  give  security 
and  discharge  all  duties  pertaining  to  such  office,  as  are  prescribed  bv  law

such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  Congress  shall  deem  convenient  and  pro- 
per, or  from  attaching  any  portion  of  said  Territory  to  any  other  State  or 
Territory  of  the  United  States  :  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  rights  of  person  or  property  now 
pertaining  to  the  Indians  in  said  Territory,  so  long  as  snch  rights  shall  re- 
main unextinguished  by  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  such  Indians, 
or  to  include  any  territory  which,  by  treaty  with  any  Indian  tribe,  is  not, 
without  the  consent  of  said  tribe,  to  be  included  within  the  territorial  limits 
or  jurisdiction  of  any.  State  or  Territory;  but  all  such  territory  shall  be 
excepted  out  of  the  boundaries,  and  constitute  no  part  of  the  Territory  of 
Nebraska,  until  said  tribe  shall  signify  their  assent  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  be  included  within  the  said  Territory  of  Nebraska,  or  to 
affect  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  make  any 
regulations  respecting  such  Indians,  their  lands,  property,  or  other  rights, 
by  treaty,  law,  or  otherwise,  w%ich  it  would  have  been  competent  to  the 
government  to  make  if  this  act  had  never  passed.

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  legislative  power  of  the  Ter- 
ritory shall  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation  consistent  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  no 
law  shall  be  passed  interfering  with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil;  no 
tax  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  property  of  the  United  States ;  nor  shall 
the  lands  or  other  property  of  non-residents  be  taxed  higher  than  the  lands 
or  other  property  of  residents. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  a  delegate  to  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  may  be  elected  by  the  voters 
qualified  to  elect  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  who  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  are  exercised  and  enjoyed  by  the 
delegates  from  the  several  other  Territories  of  the  United  States  to  the 
said  House  of  Representatives,  but  the  delegate  first  elected  shall  hold  his 
seat  only  during  the  term  of  the  Congress  to  which  he  shall  be  elected. 
The  first  election  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  places,  and  be  conducted 
in  such  manner,  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint  and  direct ;  and  at  all  sub- 
sequent elections  the  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  the  elections, 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  declared  by  the  Governor  to  be  duly  elected ;  and  a  certifi- 
cate thereof  shall  be  given  accordingly.  That  the  Constitution,  and  ail 
Laws  of  the  United  States  which  arc  not  locally  inapplicable,  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  within  the  said  Territory  of  Nebraska  as  else- 
where within  the  United  States,  except  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  pre- 
paratory to  the  admission  of  Missouri  into  the  Union,  approved  March 
sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty,  which,  being  inconsistent  with  the 
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principle  of  non-interventjon  by  Congress  with  slavery  in  the  States  and 
lemtones,  as  recognized  by  the  legislation  of  eighteen  hnndred  and  fifty 
eommoDly  called  the  Compromise  Measures,  is  hereby  declared  inoperative 
and  void ;  it  being  the  true  intent  and  meaninf;  of  this  act  not  to  iegistate 
slavery  into  any  Territory  or  State,  nor  to  exclude  it  therefrom  but  to  leave 
the  people  thereof  perfectly  free  to  form  and  regulate  their  dijtneatic  insti- 
tutions m  their  owa  way,  subject  only  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  re- 
vive or  put  in  force  any  law  or  regulation  which  may  have  existed  prior  to 
the  act  of  sixth  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty,  either  proteetin'', 
establishing,  prohibiting,  or  abolishing  slavery.  " 

Sec.  16.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  when  the  lands  in  the  said 
lerntory  shall  be  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  preparatory  to  bringing  the  same  into  market,  sections

the  summit  of  the  Rocky  Mountains ;  thence  northward  on  said  summit  to 
the  fortieth  parallel  of  latitude  ;  thence  east  on  said  parallel  t<i  the  western 
boundary  of  the  State  of  Missouri ;  thence  south  with  the  western  boun- 
dary of  said  State  to  the  place  of  beginning,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
CTcated  into  a  temporary  government  by  the  name  of  the  Territoiy  of 
Kansas ;  and  when  admitted  as  a  State  or  States,  the  said  Territory,  or  any 
portion  of  the  same,  shall  be  received  into  the  Union  with  or  without  sla- 
very, as  their  Constitution  may  prescribe  at  the  time  of  their  admission  : 
Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  inhibit 
the  government  of  the  United  States  from  dividing  said  Territory  into  two 
or  more  Territories,  in  sueh  manner  and  at  such  times  as  Congress  shall 
deem  convenient  and  proper,  or  from  attaching  any  portion  of  said  Territory 
to  any  other  Statoor  Territory  of  the  United  States  r  Provided  further, 
That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  rights 
of  person  or  property  now  pertaining  to  the  Indians  in  said  Territory,  so  long 
^  such  rights  shall  remain  unextinguished  by  treaty  between  the  United 
States  and  such  Indians,  or  to  include  any  Territory  which,  by  treaty  with 
any  Indian  tribe,  is  not,  without  the  consent  of  said  tribe,  to  be  included 
within  the  territorial  limits  or  jurisdiction  of  any  State  or  Territoiy ;  but 
all  such  territory  shall  be  excepted  out  of  the  boundaries,  and  constitute

who  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  The  Governor  shall  reside  within  said  Terntory,  and  shall 
be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  thereof.  He  may  grant  pardons  and 
respites  for  offences  against  the  laws  of  said  Territory,  and  reprieves  lor 
offences  ae;ainst  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  until  the  decision  of  the 
President  can  he  made  known  thereon ;  he  shall  commission  all  officers  who 
shall  be  appointed  t«  office  under  the  laws  of  the  said  Territory,  and  shall 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  eseentcd.  ,  ,        r,       ,         c 

Sec.  21.  And  he  if  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  a  Secretary  ot 
Btdd  Territory,  who  shall  reside  therein,  and  hold  his  office  for  five  years, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States;  he  shall 
record  and  preserve  all  the  laws  and  proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
hereinafter  constituted,  and  all  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Governor 
in  his  Executive  Department;  he  shall  transmit  one  copy  of  the  laws  and 
journals  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  within  thirty  days  after  the  end  ot 
each  session,  and  one  copy  of  the  executive  proceedings  and  official  corres- 
pondence semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year, 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  two  copies  of  the  laws  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives, 
to  be  deposited  in  the  libraries  of  Congress ;  and,  in  ease  of  the  death, 
removal,  resignation,  or  absence  of  the  Governor  from  the  Territory,  the 
Secretary  shSi  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  required  to  execute 
and  perform  all  the  powcre  and  duties  of  the  Governor  during  such 
vacancy  or  absence,  or  until  another  Governor  shall  be  duly  appointed  and 
qualified  to  fill  such  vacancy.  ,     .  ,    .  j 

Sec.  22.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  legislative  power  and  au- 
thority of  said  Territory  shall  be  vested  in  the  Governor  and  a  Legislative 
Assembly.  The  legislative  Assembly  shall  consist  of  a  Council  and  House 
of  Representatives.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  thirteen  members,  hav- 
ins  the  qualifications,  of  voters,  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  whose  tenn  ot 
sef^^ice  shall  continue  two  years.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall,  at 
its  first  session,  consist  of  twenty-six  members,  possessing  the  same  oualittca- 
tions  as  prescribed  for  members  of  the  Council,  and  whose  term  of  service  shall 
continue  one  year.  The  number  of  representatives  may  be  increased  by 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  from  time  to  time,  in  proportion  to  the  increase 
of  qualified  voters:  Provided,  That  the  whole  number  shall  never  exceed 
thirtv-nine.  An  apportionment  shall  be  made,  as  nearly  equal  as  practica- 
ble, among  the  several  counties  or  districts,  for  the  election  of  the  Council 
and  E^presentatives,  giving  to  each  section  of  the  Territory  representation 
in  the  ratio  of  its  qualified  voters  as  nearly  as  may  be.  And  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  reside  in,  and  be 
inhabitants  of,  the  district  or  county,  or  counties,  for  which  they  may  be 
elected,  respectively.  Previous  to  the  first  election,  the  Governor  shall 
cause  a  census,  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  and  qualified  voters  ot  the 
several  counties  and  districts  of  the  Territory,  to  be  taken  by  such  persons 
and  in  such  mode  as  the  Governor  shall  designate  and  appoint;  and  the 
pcKOns  so  appointed  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor.  And 
the  first  election  shall  bo  held  at  such  time  and  places,  and  be  conducted 
in  such  manner,  both  as  to  the  persons  who  shall  supenntend  such  election 
aud  the  returns  thereof,  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint  and  direct ;  and  he 
shall  at  the  same  time  declare  the  number  of  members  of  the  Council  and 
House  of  Representatives  to  which  each  of  the  eounaesor  districts  shall  be 
entitled  under  this  act.     The  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  legal 
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TOles  in  each  of  said  Counoil  Dislriots  for  membou  of  lis  Counoil,  shall 
bo  declared  bj  tho  GoTemr  to  be  duly  elected  to  lie  Council:  and  the 
pcrmn,  harag  Ibc  iiislesl  mnbei-  of  legal  rotes  tor  the  House  if  Kopie- 
sentat™,  shall  be  deolared  bj  the  Governor  to  bo  dulj  oleotod  nembeni 
ot  said  house:  Provided,  That  in  case  two  or  more  persons  voted  for  shall 
have  ^n  equal  number  of  votes,  and  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  otherwise  occur 
in  either  branch  of  the  legislative  Assembly,  the  Governor  shall  order  a 
new  election;  and  the  persons  thus  elected  to  the  Legislative  As.emUv 
shall  meet  ,t  such  place  and  on  such  da,  a.  the  Governor  shall  appoint ; 
but  thereaftor,  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of  holding  and  oondnctins 
all  elections  by  the  people,  and  the  apportioning  the  representation  in  the 
several  countie,  or  districts  to  the  Council  and  House  of  liepresentatives. 
according  to  the  number  of  qualiSed  voters,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  as 
well  as  the  day  of  the  commencement  of  the  regular  sessions  of  the  Legis- 
aliv.  Assembly  :  Pro.M.That  no  session  in  an,  one  year  shall  excfed 
the  tern  of  fort,  days,  eiocpt  the  flnl  session,  which  may  continue  siity 

Sec.  23.  A)td  U  it  fvnUr  enacted,  That  every  free  white  male  inhabi- 
tant above  the  age  of  twenty-cue  years,  who  shall  be  an  actual  resident  of 
sjidTerritor,  and  shall  possess  the  qualihcalions  hereinafter  prescribed, 
shall  be  entitled  to  veto  at  the  first  election,  and  shall  be  eligible  to  an^ 
ofiioe  withm  the  said  Territory;  but  the  qualifications  ot  voters,  and  of 
holding  office,  at  all  subsequent  eleetions,  sliall  be  such  as  shall  be  pre- 
sonbed  b,  the  Legislative  Assembly :  fmidtd,  That  the  right  of  snfFrage 
and  ot  holding  office  shall  bo  eiercised  onl,  b,  citi.one  It  the  UnitSd 
States,  and  those  who  shall  have  declared,  on  oath,  their  intention  to  bo- 
come  such  and  shall  have  taken  an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  previsions  of  this  act:  AwlfrmddeifuHhiT,  That 
no  ofhoer  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine,  or  other  person  in  the  arm,  or  nav, 
01  the  United  Stales,  or  attached  to  troops  in  the  service  of  the  TTnitod 
Stales,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  or  hold  office  in  said  Territorv  by  reason  ot 
being  on  service  therein. 

Sec.  24.  A^d  he  it  furtlier  enacted.  That  the  legislative  power  of  the 
Icrrilory  shall  cilcnd  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation  oon.istont  with 
the  Constilutiou  of  the  Dnitod  Slates  and  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  but  no 
law  shall  be  passed  interfering  with  the  primary  disposal  ot  the  soil "  no 
las  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  property  of  the  United  States;  nor  shall  the 
lands  or  other  property  of  non-residents  be  tased  higher  than  the  lands  or 
other  property  of  residents.  Ever,  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the 
Oouncil  and  House  ot  Keprcsenlativcs  ot  the  said  Terrilory  shall,  before  it 
become  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor  of  the  Territory ;  it  he  ap- 
prove, he  shall  sign  it;  but  it  not,  he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections  to 
the  house  in  which  it  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on 
their  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  reconsideration, 
two-thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  to- 
gether with  the  objeolions,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise 
be  reconsidered,  and,  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  house,  it  shall  be- 
come a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  yeas  and  nays,  to  bo  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house 
respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  b,  the  Governor  within 
three  days  (Sundays  eieepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him, 
the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  nnloss  tho 
Assembly,  by  adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not 

Sec.  25.  And  he  it  furlJtef  enacted.  That  all  township,  district,  and 
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county  officers,  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  he  appointed  or 
elected  as  the  case  may  he,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the 
Goremor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas.  The 
Governor  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Council,  appoint  all  officers  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for; 
and,  in  the  first  instance,  the  Governor  alone  may  appoint  all  said  of&cers, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  end  of  the  first  session  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly;  and  stall  lay  off  the  necessary  districts  for  members  of  the 
Council  and  House  of  Eepreaentatives,  and  all  other  officers. 

Sec.  26.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  no  member  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  shall  hold,  or  be  appointed  to,  any  office  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  salary  or  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased, 
while  he  was  a  member,  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  and  for 
one  year  after  the  expiration  of  such  term ;  hut  this  restriction  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  members  of  the  first  Legislative  Assembly ;  and  no  person 
holding  a  commission  or  appointment  under  the  United  States,  except  post- 
masters, shall  be  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  or  shall  hold  any 
office  under  the  government  of  said  Territory. 

8ec  27.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  judicial  power  of  said  Ter- 
ritory shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court,  district  courts,  probate  courts, 
and  in  justices  of  the  peace.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  chief 
justice  and  two  associate  justices,  any  two  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
ram,  and  who  shall  hold  a  term  at  the  seat  of  government  of  said  Territory 
annually ;  and  they  shall  hoJd  their  offices  during  the  period  of  fonr  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified.  The  said  Ter- 
ritory shall  be  divided  into  three  judicial  districts,  and  a  district  court  shall 
be  held  in  each  of  said  districts  by  one  of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  prescribed  bylaw;  and  the 
said  judges  shall,  after  their  appointments,  resjiectively,  reside  in  the  dis- 
tricts which  shall  be  assigned  them.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  several  courts 
herein  provided  for,  both  appellate  and  original,  and  that  of  the  probate 
courts  and  of  justices  of  the  peace,  shaU  he  as  limited  by  law  :  Provided, 
That  justices  of  the  peace  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  of  any  matter  in  con- 
troversy when  the  title  or  boundaries  of  land  may  be  in  dispute,  or  where 
the  debt  or  sum  claimed  shall  exceed  one  hundred  dollars ;  and  the  said 
supreme  and  district  courts,  respectively,  shall  possess  chancery  as  well  as 
common  law  jurisdiction.  Each  District  Court,  or  the  judge  thereof,  shall 
appoint  its  clerk,  who  shall  also  be  the  register  in  chancery,  and  shall  keep 
his  office  at  the  place  where  the  court  may  be  held.  Writs  of  error,  bills 
of  esoeption,  and  appeals,  shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases  from  the  final  deci- 
sions of  said  district  courts  to  the  Supreme  Court,  under  such  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  bylaw;  but  in  no  case  removed  to  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  trial  by  jury  be  allowed  in  said  court.  The  Supreme  Court,  or 
the  justices  thereof,  shall  appoint  its  own  clerk,  and  every  clerk  shall  hold 
his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  court  for  which  he  shall  have  been  ap- 
pointed. Writs  of  error,  and  appeals  from  the  final  decisions  of  said  supreme 
court,  shall  be  allowed,  and  may  be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  from 
the  Circuit  Courts  of  the  United  States,  where  the  value  of  the  property, 
or  the  amount  in  controversy,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  oath  or  affirmation 
of  either  party,  or  other  competent  witness,  shall  exceed  one  thousand  dol- 
lars; except  only  that  in  all  cases  involving  title  to  slaves,  the  said  writs  of 
error  or  appeals  shall  he  allowed  and  decided  by  said  supreme  court,  with- 
out  regard  to  the  value  of  the  matter,  property,  or  title  in  controversy;  and 
except  also  that  a  writ  of  error  or  appeal  shall  also  be  allowed  to  the  Su- 
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preme  Court  of  the  United  States,  from  the  decision  of  the  said  supreme 
court  created  by  this  act,  or  of  any  judge  thereof,  or  of  the  district  courts 
created  by  this  act,  or  of  any  judge  thereof,  upon  any  writ  of  habeas  corpus, 
involying  the  question  of  personal  freedom  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  constraed  to  apply  to  or  affect  the  provisions  of  the  "act 
respecting  fugitives  from  justice,  and  persons  escaping  from  the  service  of 
their  masters,"  approved  February  twelfth,  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  and  the  "  act  to  amend  and  supplementary  to  the  aforesaid  act,"  ap- 
proved September  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty;  and  each  of  the 
said  district  courts  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 
arising  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  as  is  vested 
in  the  Circuit  and  District  Courts  of  the  United  States;  and  the  said 
supreme  and  district  courts  of  the  said  Territory,  and  the  respective  judges 
thereof,  shall  and  may  grant  writs  of  habeas  corpus  in  all  cases  in  whfch 
the  same  are  granted  by  the  judges  of  the  United  States  in  the  District  of 
Columbia;  and  the  first  six  days  of  every  term  of  said  courts,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  trial  of  causes 
arising  under  the  said  Constitution  and  laws,  and  writs  of  error  and  appeal 
in  all  such  cases  shall  bo  made  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  said  Territory,  the 
same  as  in  other  cases.  The  said  clerk  shall  receive  the  same  fees  in  all 
such  cases,  which  the  clerks  of  the  district  courts  of  Utah  Territory  now 
receive  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  28.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  the  act 
entitled  "An  act  respecting  fugitives  from  justice,  and  persons  escaping 
from  the  service  of  their  masters,"  approved  February  twelfth,  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-three,  and  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act 
to  amend,  and  supplementary  to,  the  aforesaid  act,"  approved  September 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  de- 
clared to  extend  to  and  be  in  full  force  within  the  limits  of  the  said  Terri- 
tory of  Kansas. 

Sec.  29,  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  appointed  an 
attorney  for  said  Territory,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  four  years,  and 
until  his  successor  shal)  be  appointed  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  President,  and  who  shall  receive  the  same  fees  and  salary  as  the 
Attorney  of  the  United  Statos  for  the  present  Territory  of  Utah.  There 
shall  also  be  a  marshal  for  the  Territory  appointed,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  suooessor  shall  be  appointed  and 
qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  President,  and  who  shall  execute 
all  processes  issuing  from  the  said  courts  when  exercising  their  jurisdiction 
as  Circuit  and  District  Courts  of  the  United  States;  he  shall  perform  the 
duties,  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  and  penalties,  and  be  entitled  to 
the  same  fees,  as  the  Marshal  of  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States 
for  the  present  Territory  of  Utah,  and  shall,  in  addition,  be  paid  two  hun- 
dred dollars  annually  as  a  compensation  for  extra  services. 

Sec.  30.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Governor,  Secretary,  Chief 
Justice,  and  Associate  Justices,  Attorney,  and  Marshal,  shall  be  nominated, 
and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  The  Governor  and  Secretary  to  be 
appointed  as  aforesaid  shall,  before  they  aet  as  such  respectively  take  an 
oath  or  afirmation  before  the  district  judge  or  some  justice  of  the  peace  in 
the  limits  of  said  Territory,  duly  authoriaed  to  administer  oaths  andaffirma- 
tions  by  the  laws  now  in  force  therein,  or  before  the  Chief  Justice  or  some 
Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  to  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  which  said  oaths,  when  so  taken,  shall  be

certified  by  the  person  by  whom  the  same  shall  have  heen  taken;  and  such 
certificates  shall  he  received  and  recorded  by  the  said  secretary  among  the 
esecutive  proceedings ;  and  the  Chief  Justice  and  Associate  Justices,  and 
all  other  civil  officers  in  said  Territory,  before  they  act  as  such,  shall  take 
I  like  u-ith  or  affirmation  before  the  said  Governor  or  Secretary,  or  some 
Judge  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  Territory  who  may  be  duly  euminis- 
sioned  and  qualified,  which  said  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  ceitificd  and 
transmitted  by  the  person  taking  the  same  to  the  Secretary,  to  bo  by  him 
recorded  as  aforesaid ;  and,  afterwards,  the  like  oath  or  affirmation  shall 
be  taken  certified,  and  recorded,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  maj  be  pre- 
scubed  by  law.  The  Governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salaiy  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  The  Chief  Justice  and  Associate  Justices 
shall  receive  an  annua!  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars.  The  Secretary 
shall  rocive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars.  The  said  salaries 
shall  be  paid  quarter-yearly,  from  the  dates  of  the  respective  appointments, 
it  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  ;  but  no  such  payment  shall  be  made 
until  Slid  officers  shall  have  entered  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective 
appointments.  The  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  three  dollars  each  per  day  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions 
thereof,  and  three  dollars  each  for  every  twenty  miles'  travel  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  the  said  sessions,  estimated  according  to  the  nearest 
usually  travelled  route  ;  and  an  additional  allowance  of  three  dollars  shall 
be  paid  to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  house  for  each  day  he  shall  so  pre- 
side. And  a  chief  clerk,  one  assistant  clerk,  a  sergeant-at-arms,  and  door- 
keeper, may  be  chosen  for  each  house ;  and  the  chief  clerk  shall  receive 
four  dollars  per  day,  and  the  said  other  officers  three  dollars  per  day,  during 
the  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly ;  but  no  other  officers  shall  be  paid 
by  the  United  States :  Provided,  That  there  shall  be  but  one  session  of  the 
Legislature  annually,  unless,  on  an  eztraordioary  occasion,  the  Governor 
shall  think  proper  to  call  the  Legislature  together.  There  shall  be  appro- 
priated, annually,  the  usual  sum,  to  be  expended  by  the  Governor,  to  de- 
fray the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Territory,  including  the  salary  of  a 
clerk  of  the  Executive  Department,  and  there  shall  also  be  appropriated, 
annually,  a  sufficient  sum,  to  be  expended  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Territcry, 
and  upon  an  estimate  to  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  the 
printing  of  the  laws  and  other  incidental  expenses ;  and  the  Governor  and 
Secretary  of  the  Territory  shall,  m  the  diahnrseinent  ot  all  moneys  intrnsted 
to  them,  be  governed  odely  by  the  instructicns  of  the  secretary  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  shall,  semi  annuallj ,  account  to  the 
said  secretary  for  the  manner  in  which  the  iforesaid  moneys  shill  have 
been  expended;  and  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  by  said  Legislative 
Assembly  for  objects  not  specially  autboriz(.d  by  the  icts  oi  Congress 
making  the  appripnations,  nor  beyond  the  sums  thus  appropnated  for 
such  objecta. 

Sec.  31.  And  It  it  further  enai  ted,  That  the  seat  of  government  of  said 
Territory  is  hereby  located  temporarily  at  lort  Leavenworth  ,  and  that  such 
portions  of  the  public  buildings  as  may  not  be  actually  used  and  needed  for 
military  purposes,  may  be  occupied  and  used,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly',  for  such  public  purposes  as  may  be 
required  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  32.  And  he  ilfuriher  enacted,  That  a  delegate  to  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years,  who 
shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  may  bo  elected  by  the  voters  quali- 
fied to  elect  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
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the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  are  exercised  and  enjoyed  hy  the  delegates 
from  the  several  other  Territories  of  the  United  States  to  the  said  House 
of  Representatives,  but  the  delegate  first  elected  shall  hold  his  seat  only 
during  the  term  of  the  Congress  to  which  he  shall  be  elected.  The  first 
election  shalt  he  held  at  such  time  and  places,  and  be  conducted  in  such 
manner,  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint  and  direct ;  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections,  the  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  the  elections  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  declared  by  the  Governor  to  be  duly  elected,  and  a  certificate  thereof 
shall  be  given  accordingly.  That  the  Constitution,  and  all  laws  of  the 
United  States  which  arc  not  locally  inapplicable,  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  within  the  said  Territory  of  Kansas  as  elsewhere  within  the 
United  States,  except  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  preparatory  to  the  ad- 
mission of  Missouri  into  the  Union,  approved  March  sizth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty,  which,  being  inconsistent  with  the  principle  of  non-in- 
tervention by  Congress  with  slavery  in  the  States  and  Territories,  as 
recognized  by  the  legislation  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  commonly 
called  the  Compromise  Measures,  is  hereby  declared  inoperative  and  void  ■ 
it  being  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act  not  to  legislate  slavery  into 
any  Territory  or  State,  nor  to  exclude  it  therefrom,  but  to  leave  the  people 
thereof  perfectly  free  to  form  and  regulate  their  domestic  institutions  in 
their  own  way,  subject  only  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  :  Pro- 
vided, That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  revive  or  put 
in  force  any  law  or  regulation  which  may  have  existed  prior  to  the  act  of 
sixth  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty,  either  protecting,  establish- 
ing, prohibiting,  or  abolishing  slavery. 

Sec.  33,  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  hereafter  be  appro- 
priated, as  has  been  customary  for  the  territorial  governments,  a  sufficient 
amount,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Governor  of  the 
Territory  of  Kansas,  not  exceeding  the  sums  heretofore  appropriated  for 
similar  objects,  for  the  erection  of  suitable  public  buildings  at  the  seat  of 
government,  and  for  the  purchase  of  a  library,  to  be  kept  at  the  seat  of 
government  for  the  use  of  the  Governor,  Legislative  Assembly,  Judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  Secretary,  Marshal,  and  Attorney  of  said  Territory, 
and  such  other  persons,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  shall  be  prescribed 

Seo.  34.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  when  the  lands  in  the  said 
Territory  shall  be  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  the  government  of  the 
UnitedStates,  preparatory  to  bringing  the  same  into  market,  sections  num- 
bered sixteen  and  thirty-six  in  each  township  in  said  Territory  shall  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  reserved  for  the  purpose  of  being  applied  to 
schools  in  said  Territory,  and  in  the  States  and  Territories  hereafter  to  be 
erected  out  of  the  same. 

Sec.  35.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That,  until  otherwise  provided  bj 
law,  the  Governor  of  said  Territory  may  define  the  Judicial  Districts  of 
said  Territory,  and  assign  the  judges  who  may  be  appointed  for  said  Terri- 
tory to  the  several  districts ;  and  also  appoint  the  times  and  places  for  hold- 
ing courts  in  the  several  oounties  or  subdivisions  io  each  of  said  judicial 
districts  h;^  proclamation,  to  be  issued  by  him ;  but  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly, at  their  first  or  any  subsequent  session,  may  organize,  alter,  or  modify 
such  judicial  districts,  and  assign  the  judges,  and  alter  the  times  and  places 
of  holding  the  courts  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper  and  convenient. 

Sec.  36.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  all  officers  to  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  for  the 
Territory  of  Kansas,  who,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  any  law  now  exist- 
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ing,  or  which  may  be  enacted  durm^  the  present  Congress,  are  required  to 
give  security  for  moneys  that  may  be  intrusted  with  them  for  disbursement, 
shall  give  such  security,  at  such  time  and  place,  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  37.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  treaties,  laws,  and  other  en- 
gagements made  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  with  the  Indian 
tribes  inhabiting  the  territories  embraced  within  this  act,  shall  be  faithfully 
and  rigidly  observed,  notwithstanding  any  thing  contained  in  this  act ;  and 
that  the  existing  agencies  and  snperin tendencies  of  said  Indians  be  con- 
tinued with  the  same  powers  and  duties  which  are  now  prescribed  by  law, 
except  that  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  at  his  discretion, 
change  the  location  of  the  office  of  superintendent.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Sbttse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemOkd,  That  the  school  commissionera 
of  township  six  south,  range  one  east,  townships  five  and  six  south,  range 
two  east,  and  townships  five  aud  six  south,  range  three  east,  Huntsville 
District,  Alabama,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  authorized  to  select,  respec- 
tively, by  legal  subdivisions,  from  any  of  the  surveyed  public  lands,  the 
quantity  as  near  as  may  he,  contained  in  the  sixteenth  sections  of  said  town- 
ships, within  the  Twelve  Miles  Square  Reservation ;  which  selections,  upon 
being  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  shall  be  holden  by  the 
same  tenure,  and  upOQ  the  same  terms,  for  the  support  of  schools  in  such 
townships,  as  the  sections  numbered  sixteen,  wit&in  the  said  reservation 
would  have  been,  had  not  treaty  stipulations  made  other  disposition  thereof."|"

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  such  of  the  claims  entered

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Stnate  and 
Hovse  of  Hq^eientaltBes  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  C'ongresa  assembled,  That 
Jean  Baptiste  Comeau,  of  the  parish  of  Lafejette,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  enter,  without  payment  therefor,  two  hnndred  and  ten 
acres  of  land,  upon  any  of  the  public  lands  which  have  been  surveyed,  and  are  sub- 
ject to  sale  by  private  entry  in  the  said  State,  \a  lien  of  a  like  quantity  of  land  con- 
firmed to  him  upon  the  report  of  the  commissioners  of  land  claims  for  the  western 
district  of  Louisiana,  of  the  first  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  atid  fifteen,  and 
which  was  subsequently  sold  by  the  Uoited  Slates  to  a  certain  Jean  E.  Lefebvre, 
under  the  provisiouB  of  the  act  of  the  twelfth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fourteen,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  final  adjnstmont  of  land  titles  in  the  Stale  of 
Louisiana  and  Territory  of  Missouri:"  Provided,  The  location  of  the  land,  (be  enliy 
of  which  is  here  authorized,  shall,  as  near  as  can  be,  conform  to  the  legal  divUinns 
16 
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in  the  report  dated  thirtieth  of  July,  eighteeen  hundred  irad  fifty-two,  of 
the  register  and  receiver  at  Monroe,  Louisiana,  as  in  their  opinion  ought 
to  be  confirmed,  according  to  the  principles  recognized  in  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  the  third  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty -one,  pursuant  to  which 
the  said  report  was  made,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  confirmed  for  the  ex- 
tent and  under  the  limitations  referred  to  in  the  opinions  of  the  said  officers. 

Sec.  2.  And  be,  it  further  enacted,  That  the  confirmation  by  this  act 
shall  only  operate  as  a  relinquishment  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and 
shall  not  affect  the  right  of  adverse  claimants  to  the  same  lands,  nor  prevent 
a  judicial  decision  in  regard  to  the  same ;  and  upon  the  rendition  to  the 
General  Land  Office  of  a  proper  plat  of  survey,  duly  approved  by  the  Sur- 
veyor-General, for  any  confirmation  by  this  act,  the  Commissioner  shall 
cause  a  patent  to  be  issued,  if  satisfied  that  the  same  is  confirmed  and  sur- 
veyed according  to  the  true  intent  of  this  act ;  Provided,  That  if  in  any 
case  a  claim  confirmed  by  this  act  was  not  actually  located  prior  to  the  third 
of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  no  location  of  the  same  shall  he 
made  to  the  prejudice  of  any  actual  settler,  but  such  floating  claim  may  be 
located  on  any  public  lands  in  the  Ouachita  District,  to  which  there  may 
be  no  existing  pre-emption  or  other  valid  claim,  under  siieh  regolations 
as  may  he  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Genera!  Land  Office.

No.  242.— An  Act  to  aid  the  Territory  of  Minnesota  in 
road  tberein. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  the  Territory  of  Minnesota  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  railroad  from  the  southern  line  of  said  Territory,  commencing 
at  a  point  between  township  ranges  nine  and  seventeen,  thence  by  the  way 
of  St.  Paul,  by  the  most  practicable  route  to  the  eastern  line  of  said  Territory 
in  the  direction  of  Late  Superior,  every  alternate  section  of  land  designated 
by  odd  numbers  for  six  sections  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  road  within 
said  Territory,  but  in  case  it  shall  appear  that  the  United  States  have,  when 
the  line  of  said  road  is  definitely  fixed  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  sold  any 
section  or  any  part  thereof  granted  as  aforesaid,  or  that  the  right  of  pre- 
emption has  attached  to  the  same,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  agent  or 
agents  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  said  Territory,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  select  from  the  lands  of  the 
United  States  nearest  to  the  tier  of  sections  above  specified,  so  much  land 
in  alternate  sections  or  parts  of  sections,  as  shall  be  equal  to  such  lands  as 
the  United  States  have  sold,  or  to  which  the  right  of  pre-emption  has 
attached  as  aforesaid,  which  lands  (thus  selected  in  lieu  of  those  sold,  and 
to  which  pre-emption  has  attached  as  aforesaid,  together  with  the  sec- 
tions or  parts  of  sections  designated  by  odd  numbers  as  aforesaid,  and 
appropriated  as  aforesaid,)  shall  be  held  by  the  Territory  of  Minnesota  for 
the  use  and  purpose  aforesaid  ;  Provided,  That  the  lands  to  be  so  located 

and  subdiTisioiis  of  tbe  Bnrveye  of  the  public  landa,  and  iflhc  quantity  located  shall 
esceed  two  hundred  and  ten  acres,  the  residue  Ehall  be  paid  for  at  Ihe  minimum 
price  of  public  lands ;  and  upon  a  return  of  the  usual  certifiodto  to  the  General  Land 
Office  of  the  United  States,  a  patent  shall  issue,  as  in  other  cases  of  land  sold  bvthc 
United  States.     Approved,  March  2,  1341. 
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shall  in  no  case  be  further  than  fifteen  miles  from  the  line  of  the  road  in 
each  case,  and  selected  for  and  on  account  of  said  road  ;  Provided  farther, 
That  the  lands  hereby  granted  shall  he  exclusively  applied  in  the  construc- 
tion of  that  road  for  which  it  was  granted  and  selected,  and  shall  he  dis- 
posed of  only  aa  the  work  progresses,  and  the  same  shall  bo  applied  to  no 
other  purpose  whatever;  And,  provided  further, 'Yh&t  any  and  all  lands 
heretofore  reserved  to  the  United  States  by  any  act  of  Congress,  or  in  any 
other  manner  by  competent  authority,  for  the  purpose  of  ajding  in  any 
object  of  internal  improvement,  or  for  any  other  purpose  whatsoever,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  reserved  to  the  United  States  from  the  operation 
of  this  act,  except  so  far  as  it  may  he  found  necessary  to  locate  the  route 
of  said  railroad  through  such  resrved  lands  in  which  ca~e  the  ri  ht  of 
way  only  shall  be  granted,  ubj  1 1  th  pp  1  t  th  P  1  t  f  th 
United  States.

That  the  lands  hereby  granted  to  said 
Territory,  shall  be  disposed  of  by  said  Territory  only  in  manner  following, 
that  is  to  say,  no  title  shall  vest  in  the  said  Territory  of  Minnesota,  nor 
shall  any  patent  issue  for  any  part  of  the  lands  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
until  a  continuous  length  of  twenty  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed 
through  the  lands  hereby  granted,  and  when  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
shall  be  satisfied  that  any  twenty  miles  of  said  road  are  completed,  then  a. 
patent  shall  issue  for  a  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
twenty  sections,  and  included  within  a  continuous  length  of  twenty  miles 
of  said  road,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  patents  shall  be  issued  in  like  man- 
ner upon  the  completion  of  each  additional  twenty  miles  of  said  road  until 
it  shall  be  completed,  and  if  said  road  is  not  completed  within  ten  years, 
no  further  sale  shall  be  made,  and  the  land  unsold  shall  revert  to  the 
United  States. 

Seo.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  United  States  mail  shall  be 
transported  at  all  times  on  said  railroad  under  the  direction  of  the  Post- 
Office  Department  at  such  price  as  Congress  may  by  law  direct :  Provided, 
That  until  such  price  is  fised  by  law,  the  Postmaster- Gen  oral  shall  have 
the  power  to  determine  the  same.*

Be  it  enacleii  bff  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  o/ tJie  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  tte  President  be,  and  lie 
is  hereby,  aatborised,  to  exchange  witb  the  half-breeds  or  niised-b]oods  of 
the  Dacotah  or  Sioux  nation  of  Indians,  who  are  entitled  to  an  interest 
therein,  for  the  tract  of  land  lying  on  the  west  side  of  Lake  Pepin  and  the 
Mississippi  River,  in  the  Territory  of  Minnesota,  which  was  set  apai^t  and 
granted  for  their  use  and  benefit,  by  the  ninth  article  of  the  Treaty  of 
Prairie  dn  Chica,  of  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty;*  and  for  that  purpose  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be 
issued  to  said  persons,  on  the  execution  by  them,  or  by  the  legal  represen- 
tatives of  such  as  may  be  minors,  of  a  full  and  complete  relinquishment 
by  them  to  the  United  States  of  all  their  right,  title,  and  interest,  accord- 
ing to  such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Gene- 
ral Land  OfE.ce,  in  and  to  said  tract  of  land  or  reservation,  certificates  or 
scrip  for  the  same  amount  of  land  to  which  each  individual  would  be  en- 
titled in  case  of  a  division  of  the  said  grant  or  reservation  pro  rata  among 
the  claimant* — which  said  certificates  or  scrip  may  be  located  upon  any  of 
the  lands  within  said  reservation  not  now  occupied  by  actual  and  bona  fide 
settlers  of  the  half-breeds  or  mixed-bloods,  or  auoh  other  persons  as  have 
gone  into  said  Territory  by  authority  of  law,  or  upon  any  other  unoccupied 
lands  subject  to  pre-emption  or  private  sale,  or  upon  any  other  unsucveyed 
lands,  not  reserved  by  G-overnment,  upon  which  they  have  respectively 
made  improvements  :  Provided,  That  said  certificates  or  scrip  shall  not  em- 
brace more  than  six  hundred  and  forty,  nor  leas  than  forty  acres  each,  and 
provided  that  the  same  shall  be  equally  apportioned,  as  nearly  as  practi- 
cable, among  those  entitled  to  an  interest  in  said  reservation  :  And  provided 
further,  That  no  transfer  or  conveyance  of  any  of  said  certificates  or  scrip 
shall  be  valid. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  President  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized,  to. cause  to  he  ascertained  the  number  and  names  of  the 
half-breeds  or  mixed-bloods  who  are  entitled  to  participate  in  the  benefits 
of  the  said  grant  or  reservation  as  aforesaid,  before  the  issue  of  the  certi- 
ficates or  scrip  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  President  is  authorized  to  have  the  lands  within  the  said  reserve 
surveyed  and  exposed  to  public  sale  at  the  Land  Offices  for  the  districts  in 
which  said  lands  may  lie,  according  to  the  boundaries  of  the  several  land 
districts  recently  established  by  Congress,  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
public  lands.

respectively. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  any  case  where  orphans 
have  been,  or  may  be,  left  in  either  of  the  said  Torritoriesj  whose  parents, 
or  either  of  them,  if  living,  would  have  been  entitled  to  a  donation  under 
this  act,  or  either  of  those  of  which  it  is  amendatory,  said  orphans  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  quarter-section  of  land  on  due  proof  being  made  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Surveyor-Greneral,  gubjcetto  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior.  Said  land  to  be  set  off  to  them  by  the  Surveyor-General  in 
good  agricultural  land,  not  reserfed,  or  otherwise  appropriated,  under  any 
law  of  Congress  ;  and,  io  case  of  the  death  of  either  or  any  of  said  orphans, 
after  their  lands  shall  have  been  designated  by  the  Surveyor-General,  the 
right  or  rights  of  the  deceased  shall  vest  in  the  survivor  or  survivors. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  the  acts  of  which  it  is  amendatory,  shall  be  extended  to  all  the  lands 
in  Oregon  and  Washington  Territories;  and,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
said  acts  into  effect  in  said  Territories,  the  President  shall  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  appoint  a  Register  and  Receiver  for  each  of  said 
Territories,  whose  powers,  duties,  obligations,  and  responsibilities,  shall  be 
the  same  as  are  now  prescribed  by  law  for  other  land  officers  and  for  the 
Surveyor-General  of  Oregon,  so  far  as  they  apply  to  such  officers.  They

said  officers,  or  any  other  officer,  has  charged  or  received  fees  or  other 
rewards  not  authorized  by  law,  he  shall  be  forthwith  removed  from  office. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Territory  of  Washington 
shall  be  erected  into  a  separate  surveying  district,  and  the  President  of  the 
United  States  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  Surveyor- General  for  the 
same,  who  shall  hold  his  office  at  such  place  as  the  President  may  direct, 
and  the  location  thereof  maybe  changed  from  time  totimc,  if,  in  the  judg-

Second.  The  annuities  to  which  said  Indians  are  entitled,  under  exist- 
ing treaties,  with  the  consent  of  said  Indians,  togethor  with  such  as  may 
he  allowed  them  for  the  cession,  or  cessions,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  equally  distributed  and  paid  them  at  their  villages,  or  settle- 
ments, within  the  limits  of  the  ceded  territory;  but  the  President  shall  be 
invested  with  power  to  cause  said  annuities  to  be  commuted,  from  time  to 
time,  for  such  articles  of  goods,  provisions,  stock,  cattle,  implements  of 
agriculture,  the  clearing  and  fencing  of  land,  and  the  erection  of  buildings 
and  other  improvements,  as,  in  his  discretion,  will  conduce  most  to  pro- 
mote their  comfort,  civilization,  and  permanent  wcliaro. 

Third.  All  the  benefits  and  privileges  granted  to  said  Indians  shall  be 
extended  to  and  enjoyed  by  the  mixed  bloods  belonging  to  or  connected 
with  the  tribe,  and  who  shall  permanently  reside  on  the  ceded  lands. 

Fourth.  The  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  Territory  of  Minnesota 
shall  be  extended  over  the  Chippewa  territory  in  Minnesota  whenever  the 
same  may  be  coded,  and  the  same  shall  cease  to  be  "  Indian  country,"  ex- 
cept that  the  lands  reserved  to  said  Indians,  or  other  property  owned  by 
them,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  and  execution ;  and  that  the  act  passed 
thirtieth  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  "  to  regulate  trade  and 
intercourse  with  the  Indian  tribes,"  etc.,  be  inoperative  over  the  said 
ceded  territory,  except  tho  twentieth  section,  which  prohibits  the  introduc- 
tion and  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  to  Indians. 

Fifth.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  and  enforce  such 
rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  provisions,  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  effectual  execution  of  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  which  said  rules  and  regulations  shall  he  annually  reported  to  congress.

That  such  patents  shall  only  operate  as  a  relinquishment  of  title  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  in  no  manner  interfere  with  any  valid 
adverse  right,  if  such  exist,  to  the  same  land,  nor  be  construed  to  preclude 
a  legal  investigation  and  decision  by  the  proper  judicial  tribunal  between 
adverse  claimants  to  the  same  laud.

That  all  that  portion'of  the  pubUe 
lands  in  said  State,  now  lying  in  the  Kanesville  district,  and  situated  liorth 
of  the  township  line  dividing  townships  eightj-fiye  and  eightj-six,  shall 
constitute  a  new  land  district,  to  he  called  the  Sioux  Biver  district,  and 
the  name  of  the  Kanesville  district  is  hereby  changed  to,  and  shall  be 
hereafter  called,  the  Council  Bluffs  district.  That  townships  eighty-six, 
eighty-seven,  eighty-eight,  eighty-nine,  ninety,  ninety-one,  ninety-two,  and

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represetitattves  o/tlie  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assemhledf  That  the  offices  of  register  and 
receiver  of  the  Laod  Office  at  Kalamazoo,  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  and 
the  office  itself,  shall  be  continued  until  aueh  time  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
President,  the  same  can  be  discontinued  without  prejudice  to  the  public 
interests.  Aud  that  until  that  time,  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June 
twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  forty,  shall  not  apply  to  the  said  office  or 
of&cers.f 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  compensation  of  the  said 
register  and  receiver  shall  be  allowed  them  agreeaWy  to  law,  during  the 
time  of  discontinuance  under  the  existing  order.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Iloute  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  in  all  cases  where  a  certifi- 
cate or  warrant  for  bounty  land  for  any  less  quantity  than  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres,  shall  have  been  issued  to  any  officer  or  soldier,  or  to  the  widow 
or  minor  child  or  children  of  any  officer  or  soldier,  under  existing  laws,  the 
evidence  upon  which  such  certificate  or  warrant  was  issued  shall  be  received 
to  establish  the  service  of  such  officer  or  soldier  in  the  application  of  him- 
self, or  of  his  widow  or  minor  child  or  children,  for  a  certificate  or  warrant 
for  so  much  land  as  may  be  required  to  mate  up  the  full  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres,  on  proof  of  the  identity  of  such  officer  or  soldier,  or 
in  case  of  his  death,  of  the  marriage  and  identity  of  his  widow,  or  in  case 
of  her  death,  of  the  identity  of  his  minor  child  or  children  :  Provided 
nevertheless,  That  if,  upon  a  review  of  such  evidence,  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions  shall  not  be  satisfied  that  the  former  certificate  or  warrant  was^ 
properly  granted,  he  may  require  additional  evidence,  as  well  of  the  term 
as  of  the  fact  of  service.  J 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  cases  where  a  pension 
has  been  granted  to  any  officer  or  soldier,  the  evidence  upon  which  such

may  be  issued  to  him  for  the  quantity  of  land  to  which  he  shall  be  entitled ; 
and  in  ease  of  the  death  of  such  pensioned  o£6.cer  or  soldier,  hie  widow

For  this  purpose,  he  is  hereby  au- 
thoriaed  to  convey  the  title  of  the  United  States  to  the  lands  and  appurte- 
nances hereby  authorized  to  be  sold  and  conveyed,  and  to  receive  from 
individuals  or  corporate  proprietors,  deeds  and  titles  to  the  lands  so  ex- 
changed, sold  or  purchased. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  apply  so  much  of  the  proceeds  of  the  recent  sale  of 
land  and  lota  at  Harper's  Ferry,  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  to  the  purchase 
of  such  other  lots  at  that  place,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  the  safety 
and  convenience  of  the  public  buildings  belonging  to  the  United  States, 
and  that  he  apply  the  residue  of  the  proceeds  of  said  sales  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  property  retained  by  the  United  States. 

Seo,  3.  And  he  it  further  resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  also 
authorized  to  make  sale  of  sueh  portion  of  the  site  of  the  United  States 
arsenal  at  Fayetteville,  North  Caroiina,  as  in  his  judgment  is  not  required 
for  public  purposes,  and  apply  the  proceeds  of  sueh  sale,  or  so  much  as  may 
be  necessary,  to  the  purchase  of  such  additional  land  for  the  use  of  said 
arsenal,  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  He  is  for  this  purpose,  authorized  to 
convey  the  title  of  the  United  States  for  the  lands  which  he  may  sell,  to 
the  purchaser,  and  to  receive  proper  deeds  and  titles  for  the  lands  which 
may  De  purchased  by  him,  as  Moresaid.

Be  it  enacted  Tyji  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhled,  That  the  inhabitants  of  that 
portion  of  the  Territory  of  Minnesota  which  is  embraced  within  the  follow- 
ing limits,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  the  point  in  the  centre  of  the  main  channel 
of  the  Red  River  of  the  North,  where  the  boundary  line  between  the  United 
States  and  the  British  possessions  crosses  the  same;  thence  up  the  main 
channel  of  said  river  to  that  of  the  Boix  des  Sioux  River ;  thence  [up]  the 
main  channel  of  said  river  to  Lake  Travers ;  thence  up  the  centre  of  said 
lake  to  the  southern  extremity  thereof;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  head 
of  Big  Stone  Lake;  thence  through  its  centre  to  its  outlet;  thence  by  a 
due  south  line  to  the  north  line  of  the  State  of  Iowa ;  thence  east  along  the 
northern  boundary  of  said  State  to  the  main  channel  of  the  Mississippi 
River;  thence  up  the  main  channel  of  said  river,  and  following  the  boun- 
dary line  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  until  the  same  intersects  the  Saint  Louis 
River ;  thenee  down  said  river  to  and  through  Lake  Superior,  on  the  boun- 
dary line  of  Wisconsin  and  Michigan,  until  it  intersects  the  dividing  line 
between  the  United  States  and  the  British  possessions ;  thenee  up  Pigeon 
River,  and  following  said  dividing  line  to  the  place  of  beginning — be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  form  for  themselves  a  Constitution  and  State 
Government,  by  the  name  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  to  come  into  the 
Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  according  to  the  federal 
constitution. 
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Sec.  2.  And  he  it  farther  enacted,  Ttat  the  said  State  of  Minnesota  alian 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  on  the  Mississippi  and  all  other  rivers  and 
waters  bordering  on  the  said  State  of  Minnesota,  so  far  as  the  same  shall 
form  a  common  boundary  to  said  State  and  any  other  State  or  States  now 
or  hereafter  to  be  formed  or  bounded  by  the  same;  and  said  river  and 
waters,  and  the  navigable  waters  leading  into  the  same,  shall  be  common 
highways,  and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  State  as  to 
all  other  citizens  of  the  United  States,  without  any  tax,  duty,  impost,  or 
toll,  therefor.

Sec.  5.  And  he  itfuriker  enacted,  That  the  following  propositions  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  offered  to  the  said  convention  of  the  people  of  Minne- 
sota for  their  free  acceptanee  or  rejection,  which,  if  accepted  by  the  con- 
vention, shall  be  obligatory  on  the  United  States  and  upon  the  said  State 
of  Minnesota,  to  wit : 

Fint.  That  sections  nnmbered  sixteen  and  thirty-sis  in  every  township

That  ten  entire  sections  of  land,  to  be  selected  by  the  Governor 
of  said  State,  in  legal  subdivisions,  shall  be  granted  to  said  State  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  pubiic  buildings,  or  for  the  erection  of  others  at 
the  seat  of  gOTernment,  under  the  direction  of  the  legislature  thereof. 

Fourth.  That  all  salt  springs  within  said  State,  not  escoeding  twelve  in 
number,  with  six  sections  of  land  adjoining,  or  as  contiguous  as  may  be  to 
each,  shall  be  granted  to  said  State  for  its  use ;  the  same  to  be  selected  by 
the  Governor  thereof  within  one  year  after  the  admission  of  said  State,  and 
when  so  selected,  to  be  used  or  disposed  of  on  such  terms,  conditions,  and 
regulations  as  the  legislature  shall  direct :  Provided,  That  no  salt  spring  or 
land,  the  right  whereof  is  now  vested  in  any  individual  or  individuals,  or 
which  may  be  hereafter  oonfirmed  or  adjudged  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals, shall,  by  this  article,  be  granted  to  said  State. 

Fijik.  That  five  per  centum  of  the  net  proceeds  of  sales  of  all  public 
lands  lying  within  said  State,  which  shall  be  sold  by  Congress  after  the 
admission  of  tho  said  State  into  the  Union,  after  deducting  all  the  expenses 
incident  to  the  same,  shall  be  paid  to  said  State,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
public  roads  and  internal  improvements,  as  the  legislature  shall  direct : 
Provided,  The  foregoing  propositions  herein  offered  are  on  the  condition 
that  the  said  convention  which  shall  form  the  constitution  of  said  State 
shall  provide,  by  a  clause  in  said  constitution,  or  an  ordinance,  irrevocable 
without  the  consent  of  the  United  States,  that  said  State  shall  never  inter- 
fere  with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil  within  the  same,  by  the  United  . 
States,  or  with  any  regulations  Congress  may  find  necessary  for  securing 
the  title  in  said  soil  to  honafide  purchasers  thereof;  and  that  no  tax  shall 
be  imposed  on  lands  belonging  to  the  United  States,  and  that  in  no  case 
shall  non-resident  proprietors  be  taxed  higher  than  residents.

the  various  Indian  tribes  : —

For  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  removal  and  subsistence  of  Indians  of 
Washington  Territory  to  the  reservations  therein,  aiding  them  in  procuring 
their  own  subsistence,  purchase  of  provisions  and  presents,  and  compcnsa^ 
tion  of  laborers  and  necessary  employees,  sixty  thousand  dollars :  Provi- 
ded, That  a  part  of  said  sum,  not  exceeding  four  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventeen  dollars,  may,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
be  applied  for  the  payment  of  the  just  value  of  lands,  improvements  and 
pre-emption  claims,  owned  by  whites  located  within  the  Indian  reservation 
established  on  the  south  side  of  the  Commencement  Bay,  in  Washington 
Territory,  for  the  Puyallup  and  other  bands  of  Indians,  on  the  relinquish- 
ment of  said  lands,  improvements  and  claims  to  the  United  States.

out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  arising  from  the  revenues  of  the  said 
department,  in  conformity  to  the  act  of  the  second  of  July,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-six : —  *  * 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Postmaster-General  be,

Sioux  Wood  River,  with  a  branch  via  Saint  Cloud  and  Crow  Wing,  to  the 
navigable  waters  of  the  Red  River  of  the  north,  at  such  point  as  the  Legis- 
lature of  said  Territory  may  determine;  from  St.  Paul  and  from  Saint  An-

Be  il  enacted  bif  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America,  to  Congress  assembled,  That  in  cases  pending  in  the 
district  courts  of  the  United  States  in  California,  on  appeal  from  the  decree 
of  the  commissioners  to  ascertain  and  settle  the  private  land  claims  in  the 
State  of  California,  under  the  act  of  Congress  passed  March  third,  eighteen 
hnndred  and  fifty-one,  if  either  party  shaJl  desire  to  examine  any  witness 
residing  in  any  other  district  within  said  State,  or  shall  ret^uiro  the  pro- 
duction of  any  paper,  written  instrument,  book,  or  document,  supposed  to 
be  in  the  possession  or  power  of  a  witness  residing  in  another  district,  the 
court  wherein  the  case  is  ponding,  or  any  judge  thereof,  being  satisfied,  by 
aHiilavit  or  otherwise,  of  the  materiality  of  such  witness,  or  of  the  produc- 


tion of  such 


paper,  wntten  instrument,  book,  or  document,  as  evidence  of 


the  case,  may  order  the  clerk  of  said  court  to  issue  a  S!,.,^. ,  „.  „  ,„„- 

pcena  duces  tecum,  for  such  witness  and  for  such  paper,  written  instrument, 
book,  or  document ;  which  subpcena  or  aubpcena  duces  tecum  shall  run  into 
any  other  district  in  said  Sute,  and  be  served  by  the  marshal  of  either  dis- 
trict, as  the  court  or  judge  may  direct :  And  the  court  or  judge  ordering 
said  writ  shall  have  power  to  enforce  obedience  to  said  process,  and  punish 
disobedience  by  attachment,  and  in  like  manner  as  if  said  witness  resided 
within  the  district  where  the  cause  may  be  pending;  and  all  attachments 
and  process  necessaY  to  enforce  obedience  or  punish  disobedience  to  the 
aforesaid  wnts  of  subpcena  and  subpcena  duces  tecum  may  be  served  and 
executed  by  the  marshal  of  either  district,  as  the  court  or  judge  may  direct : 
Provided,  That  a  witness  attending  the  court  under  a  subpcena  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  a  district  in  which  he  does  not  reside,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  attendance  as  are  allowed  by  the  laws  of  the 
fetate  of  California  to  witnesses  in  similar  cases.

TTo.  327.— An  Act  for  the  relief  of  the  Hungarian  settlers  upon  certain  fracta  of 
laDil  in  Iowa,  hitherto  reserved  from  sale  by  order  of  the  President,  dated  Januair 
twenty-two,  eighteen  hundred  and  tiftj-Hve. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  right  of  pre-emption  be, 
and  the  same  hereby  is,  extended  to  all  Hungarian  settlers  on  that  body 
of  iand  reserved  from  sale  or  location  by  order  of  the  President  of  the 
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United  States,  dated  January  twenty-seoond,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
five,  said  lands  being  iinowQ  and  described  as  follows  :  northeast  quarter  of 
northwest  quarter  of  section  ten,  township  sixty-seven,  range  twenty-six ;

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  such  Hungarians  entitled  to 
the  right  of  pre-emption  to  the  ahove-described  lands  by  this  act,  who  may 
have  gone  on  to  said  lands  prior  to  January  twenty-second,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-five,  or  since  that  time,  and  have  continued  to  inhabit  and 
improve  the  same,  shall  hold  their  claims,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  to  each  pro-emptor,  against  any  other  subsequent  claimants 
whatever  :  Provided  further,  That  said  claimants  under  settlement  and 
cultivation  made  prior  to  January  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-five,  or  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  make  known  their  claims 
in  writing  to  the  Register  at  Chariton  within  three  months  from  the  date 
of  publication  in  said  district,  of  notice  to  said  claimants,  of  the  privileges 
granted  hereby,  to  be  given  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land- 
Office  ;  and  in  all  cases  proof  and  payment  must  be  made  at  the  land-office 
aforesaid,  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  publication  of  notice  afore- 
said.

sion thereof  and  deposite  them  in  the  archives  of  the  Surveyor-General's 
office  as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  without 
lawful  authority,  wilfully  take  from  the  archives  of  the  said  Surveyor-Gene- 
ral's office  any  espediente,  map,  diseiio,  book,  paper,  writing,  record,  docu- 
ment, seal,  stamp,  or  die  ;  or  shall  wilfully  alter,  deface,  mutilate,  injure,  or 
destroy  any  espediente,  book,  paper,  map,  diseflo,  instrument  of  writing, 
document,  record,  seal,  stamp  or  die,  deposited  in  said  archives;  or  shall 
conceal  or  unlawfully  withhold  from  the  possession  of  the  Surveyor-Gene- 
ral, or  on  demand  refuse  to  deliver  to  him  any  espediente,  map,  diseno, 
official  book,  paper,  writing,  document,  archive,  record,  seal,  stamp  or  die, 
relating  to  or  used  in  the  administration  of  government  in  the  department 
of  Upper  California,  and  belonging  to  the  government  during  the  existence 
of  Spanish  or  Mexican  authority  in  said  department ;  or  shall  wilfully  alter, 
deface,  mutilate,  make  away  with  or  destroy  any  such  official  book,  espe-

papers  on  file  before  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  that  the  four  sec- 
tions of  land  set  apart  by  said  treaty  was,  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
May,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  seven,  sold  and  conveyed  by  said 
Christian  Indians  to  one  A.  J.  Isacks  for  the  consideration  of  forty-three 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars,  which  sum  was  a  fair  consideration  for 
said  lands  :  Therefore —  i     rr  ■    j 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Umted 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  upon  the  payment  of  the 
said  sum  of  forty-three  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  by  the  said  A.  J. 
Isacks  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
Christian  Indians,  within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall 
then  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  confirm  said  sale.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Smate  and  Eouie  of  Representatives  oftlhe  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  to  enable  persons  inter- 
ested in  titles  to  land  in  the  Vincennes  district,  Indiana,  to  perfect  the 
same,  and  for  the  transaction  of  snch  other  business  as  may  rei^uire  liJs 
services,  the  office  of  Register  of  the  Land  Office  at  that  place  shall  be  con- 
tinued for  the  period  of  three  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  publio  inter- 
ests so  long  require  it.

to  finally  closing  the  district,  three  months'  public  notice  shall  be  given 
thereof. 

And  beit  further  enacted,  That  a  register  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  under  this  act,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  which  register  shall  be  authorized  to  perform  all  such  duties,  both 
as  register  and  receiver,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior, and  shall  receive  in  full  for  the  same  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum,  and  such  fees  for  pre-emption  or  bounty-land  locations  as 
existing  United  Sfeites  laws  allow,  and  in  making  transcripts  of  original 
papers  for  individuals,  said  register  shall  have  a  right  to  charge  therefor, 
according  to  the  tariff  existing  in  the  local  courts  of  the  district.

stmed  by  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  government^  as  to  restrict 
the  aggregate  amount  allowed  as  compensation  for  the  register's  and  re- 
ceiver's commissions  on  monejs  received  at  any  land-office  in  any  one 
calendar  year,  to  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  each ;  andthat 
the  registers  and  receivers  shall  not  receive  for  any  one  quarter  or  fractional 
quarter  more  than  a  pro  rata  allowance  of  said  maximum  of  tweatj-five 
hundred  dollars.  Their  compensation,  both  for  salary  and  commissions, 
to  commence  and  be  calculated  from  the  time  they  enter  oa  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  EepresentaHves  of  the  Umled 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  falsely  make,  alter,  forge,  or  counterfeit,  or-  cause  or  procure  to  be 
falsely  made,  altered,  forged,  or  counterfeited,  or  willingly  aid  or  assist  in 
falsely  making,  altering,  forging,  or  counterfeiting,  any_  military  bounty- 
land  warrant,  or  military  bounty-land  warrant  oertifleate,  issued  or  purport- 
ing to  have  been  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  under  any  act 
of  Congress,  or  any  certificate  of  location  of  any  military  bounty-land  war- 
rant, or  any  duplicate  certificate  of  the  location  of  any  military  bounty-land 
warrant,  or  military  bounty-land  warrant  certificate,  upon  any  of  the  lands 
of  the  United  States,  or  any  certificate  of  the  purchase  of  any  of  the  lands 
of  the  United  States,  or  any  duplicate  certificate  of  the  purchase  of  any  of 
tho  lands  of  the  United  States,  or  any  receipt  for  the  purchase-money  of

or  duplicate  certificate  of  location,  certificate  of  purchase,  duplicate  certifi- 
cate of  purchase,  receipt  or  duplicate  receipt,  for  the  purchase- money  of 
any  of  the  lands  of  the  United  States,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false  or 
foiled,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  he  deemed  and  adjudged 
guilty  of  felony,  and,  being  thereof  duly  convicted,  shall  be  sentenced  to 
he  imprisoned  and  kept  at  hard  labor  for  a  period  not  less  than  three  years 
nor  more  than  ten  years  :  Provided  nevertheless,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  deprive  the  courts  of  the  several  States  of 
jurisdiction  under  the  laws  thereof  over  offences  declared  punishable  by 
this  law.

commonly  called  the  Port  Gratiot  military  reservation,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  granted  to  any  railroad  company  or  companies  which  may  construct 
a  railroad  or  railroads  from  the  city  of  Detroit,  or  any  other  place  in  said 
State,  to  or  near  the  village  of  Port  Huron,  in  said  State  :  Provided,  That 
in  the  opinion  of  the  President  of  the  TInited  States,  snch  grant  or  grants 
be  not  injurious  to  the  purposes  of  public  defence,  and  that  the  location  of 
said  buildings  on,  and  such  road  or  roads  as  to  position  and  width  through 
said  reservation,  and  the  price  of  the  land  to  be  so  occupied,  being  first 
determined  hy  the  Secretary  of  War,  be  approved  by  the  President :  And 
provided  farther.  That  if  iJie  price  of  such  grant  or  grants  be  not  paid 
within  thirty  days  after  the  approval  of  the  President,  or  if  either  of  said 
roads  shall  not  he  completed  within  three  years,  or  if,  at  any  time  after  its 
completion,  it  shall  he  discontinued,  the  grant  shall  cease  and  determine 
as  to  such  road :  And  provided  further.  That  all  the  buildings  to  be  erected 
upon  said  reservation  shall  bo  of  wood,  and  if,  at  any  time,  it  should  be 
deemed  expedient  by  the  commanding  of&cer  of  Fort  Gratiot  or  by  any 
other  higher  military  authority,  to  destroy  such  buildings  hy  fire  or  other- 
wise, no  claim  shall  he  made  against  the  United  States  for  damages.

Ho.  351. — An  Act  for  the  aamission  of  Oregon  into  the  Unioa. 

Whereas  the  people  of  Oregon  have  framed,  ratified,  and  adopted  a  con- 
stitution of  State  government  which  is  republican  in  form,  and  In  con- 
formity with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  have  applied 
for  admission  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  other  States  : 
Therefore — 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  Oregon  be,  and  sho  is  here- 
by, received  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  other  States  in 
all  respects  whatever,  with  the  following  boundaries ;  In  order  that  the 
boundaries  of  the  State  may  he  known  and  established,  it  is  hereby  ordained 
and  declared  that  the  State  of  Oregon  shall  he  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit : 
Beginning  one  marine  league  at  sea  due  west  from  the  point  where  the 
forty-second  parallel  of  north  latitude  intersects  the  same ;  thence  northerly, 
at  the  same  distance  from  the  line  of  the  coast,  lying  west  and  opposite  the 
State,  including  all  Islands  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  to 
a  point  due  west  and  opposite  the  middle  of  the  north  ship  channel  of  the 
Columbia  River;  thenoo  easterly,  to  and  up  the  middle  channel  of  said 
river,  and,  where  it  is  divided  by  islands,  up  the  middle  of  the  widest 
channel  thereof,  to  a  point  neax  Fort  Walla-Walla,  where  the  forty-sixth 
parallel  of  north  latitude  crosses  said  river ;  thence  east,  on  said  parallel,  to 
the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Shoshones  or  Snake  Elver;  thence 
up  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  said  river,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Owy- 
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hee  River;  thence  doe  south,  to  the  parallel  of  latitude  forty-two  degrees 
north;  thence  west,  along  said  parallel,  to  the  place  of  beginDing,  includ- 
ing jurisdiction  in  civil  and  criminal  eases  upon  the  Ooluaibia  Eiver  and 
Snake  River,  conenrrently  with  States  and  Territories  of  which  those  rivers 
form  a  boundary  in  common  with  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  furtker  enacted,  That  the  said  State  of  Oregon  shall 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  on  the  Columbia  and  all  other  rivers  and 
waters  bordering  on  the  said  State  of  Oregon  so  far  as  the  same  shall  form 
a  common  boundary  to  said  State,  and  any  other  State  or  States  now  or 
hereafter  to  be  formed  or  bounded  hy  the  same  ;  and  said  rivers  and  waters, 
and  all  the  navigable  waters  of  said  State,  shall  be  common  highways  and 
forever  free,  as  well  os  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  State  as  to  all  other  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  without  any  tax,  duty,  impost,  or  toll  therefor. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  etutcted,  That,  until  the  next  census  and  ap- 
portionment of  representatives,  the  State  of  Oregon  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
representative  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  following  propositions  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  offered  to  the  said  people  of  Oregon  for  their  free 
acceptance  or  rejection,  which,  if  accepted,  shall  he  obligatory  on  the 
United  States  and  npon  the  said  State  of  Oregon,  to  wit :  First.  That 
sections  numbered  sixteen  and  thirty-six  ia  every  township  of  public  lands 
in  said  State,  and  where  either  of  said  sections,  or  any  part  thereof,  has 
been  sold  or  otherwise  been  disposed  of,  other  lauds  equivalent  thereto, 
and  as  contiguous  as  may  be,  shall  be  granted  to  said  State  for  the  use  of 
schools.  Second.  That  seventy-two  sections  of  land  shall  bo  set  apart  and 
reserved  for  the  use  and  support  of  a  State  university,  to  bo  selected  by  the 
governor  of  said  State,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land-Office,  and  to  be  appropriated  and  applied  in  such  manner 
as  the  legislature  of  said  State  may  prescribe  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  but 
for  no  other  purpose.  Third.  That  ten  entire  sections  of  land,  to  be 
selected  by  the  governor  of  said  State,  in  legal  subdivisions,  shall  he  granted 
to  said  State  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  public  buildings,  or  for  the 
erection  of  others  at  the  seat  of  government,  under  the  direction  of  the 
legislature  thereof.  Fourth,  That  all  salt  springs  within  said  State,  not 
exceeding  twelve  in  number,  with  six  sections  of  land  adjoining,  or  as  con- 
tiguous as  may  be  to  each,  shall  be  granted  to  said  State  for  its  use,  the 
same  to  he  selected  by  the  governor  thereof  within  one  year  after  the  admis- 
sion of  said  State,  and  when  so  selected,  to  he  used  or  disposed  of  on  such 
terms,  conditions,  and  regulations  as  the  le^slature  shall  direct :  Provided, 
That  no  salt  spring  or  land,  the  right  whereof  is  now  vested  in  any  indi- 
vidual or  individuals,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  confirmed  or  adjudged  to 
any  individual  or  individuals,  shall  by  this  article  be  granted  to  said  State. 
Fifth.  That  five  per  centum  of  the  net  proceeds  of  sales  of  all  public  lauds 
lying  within  said  State  which  shall  he  sold  by  Congress  after  the  admission 
of  said  State  into  the  Union,  after  deducting  all  the  expenses  incident  to 
the  same,  shall  he  paid  to  said  State,  for  the  purpose  of  making  public 
roads  and  internal  improvements,  as  the  legislature  shall  direct :  Provided, 
That  the  foregoing  propositions,  hereinbefore  offered,  are  on  the  condition 
that  the  people  of  Oregon  shall  provide  by  an  ordinance,  irrevocable  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  United  States,  that  said  State  shall  never  interfere 
with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil  within  the  same  by  the  United  States, 
or  with  any  regulations  Congress  may  find  necessary  for  securing  the  title 
in  said  soil  to  bona  fide  purchasers  thereof;  and  that  in  no  case  shall  non- 
resident proprietors  be  taxed  higher  than  residents.  Sixth.  And  that  the 
said  State  shall  never  tax  the  lands  or  the  property  of  the  United  States  in 
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said  State :  Provided  however,  That  in  case  any  of  tlio  lands  herein  granted 
to  the  State  of  Oregon  have  heretofore  been  confirmed  to  the  Territory  of 
Oregon  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  act,  the  amount  so  eonfirmed  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  quantity  specified  in  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That,  until  CoDgress  shall  otherwise 
direct,  the  residue  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  in- 
corporated  into,  and  made  a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Washington.

No.  352.— An  Act  for  the  relief  of  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  Untied 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  whereas  the  St-ate  of  Mis- 
sissippi, by  its  act  approved  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  the  State  of  Alabama,  by  its  act  approved  on 
the  first  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,*  did  transfer  to  the 
Mobiie  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  the  lands  which  were  granted  to  said 
State  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approTed  the  twentieth 
September,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road from  Mobile  to  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  River,  the  said  transfers  of 
said  lands  so  made  by  said  States,  respectively,  to  said  company,  are  hereby 
recognized,  ratified,  and  confirmed,  and  the  title  to  all  bona  fide  purchasers 
of  said  company  are  also  hereby  confirmed;  and  that  the  time  limited  by 
said  original  act  of  Congress  for  the  completion  of  said  railroad  is  hereby 
extended,  and  the  said  company  is  allowed  further  time  till  the  twentieth 
of  September,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  to  complete  the 
same,  anything  in  said  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding :  Provided 
nevertheless,  That  the  said  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be  subjected 
to,  and  shall  comply  with  all  the  conditions,  restrictions,  and  limitations 
contained  in  the  act  of  Congress  above  referred  to,  approved  the  twentieth 
September,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty;  And  provided,  That"  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  release  the  States  of  Mississippi 
or  Alabama  from  any  liability  imposed  upon  them  by  the  said  act  of  Sep- 
tember twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty.

£e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  ofl/ie  United 
Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  where  settlements,  with  a 
view  to  pre-emption,  have  been  made  before  the  survey  of  the  lands  in 
the  field  which  shall  be  found  to  have  been  made  on  sections  sixteen  or 
thirty-six,  said  sections  shall  be  subject  to  the  pre-emption  claim  of  such 
settler ;  and  if  they,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  been  or  shall  be  reserved 
or  pledged  for  the  use  of  schools  or  colleges  in  the  State  or  Territory  in

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which  the  lands  lie,  other  lands  of  like  quantity  are  herehy  appropriated 
ia  lieu  of  such  as  may  be  patented  by  pre-emptors;  and  other  lands  are 
also  hereby  appropriated  to  compensate  deficiencies  for  school  pnrposes, 
where  said  sections  sixteen  or  thirty-sis  are  fractional  in  quantity,  or  where 
one  or  both  are  wanting  by  reason  of  the  township  being  fractional,  or  from 
any  natural  cause  whatever  :  Provided,  That  the  lands  by  this  section  ap- 
propriated,  shall  be  selected  and  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  princi-

No.  354.— An  Act  to  protect  the  land  fund  for  school  purposes  in  Sarpy  conn'.;-, 
Nebraska  Territory. 

Whereas  by  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  the  Omaha  tribe  of 
Indians,  by  which  sdd  Indian  tribe  ceded  their  lands  in  the  Territory 
of  Nebraska  to  the  United  States,  a  reservation  was  made  of  a  part  of 
section  thirty-stx,  in  townfship]  fourteen  north,  range  thirteen  east,  for . 
the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Foreign  Missions;  and  whereas,  by  virtue  of 
a  joint  resolution  of  Congress,  approved  JIarch  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-seven,  a  large  portion  of  tne  remainder  of  said  section  thirty-six 
has  been  pre-empted,  leaving  but  a  fraction  for  the  use  of  schools  :  tbere- 
fore : — 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  superintendent  of 
common  schools  of  the  county  of  Sarpy,  in  which  said  land  is  situated, 
shall  be,  and  [he]  hereby  is,  authorized  to  select  six  hundredand  forty 
acres  of  any  unoccupied  public  lands  in  said  county  in  subdivisions  of  not 
less  than  one  quarter  section,  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  section  thirty-six  :  Fro- 
vided,  That  as  soon  as  such  selection  shall  be  made  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  superintedent  to  file  a  notice  thereof,  with  a  description  of  the  land 
selected,  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  the  land-ofEce  in  the  Omaha  land 
district,  who  shall  thereupon  withdraw  such  land  so  selected  from  the  list 
of  lands  subject  to  pre-emption,  or  public  or  private  sale  in  said  land  dis- 
trict, and  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Lands,  and  the  land  so  selected  shall,  after  such  filing  with  the  register, 
belong  to  the  school  fund  of  said  county  in  all  respects  the  same  as  other 
school  lands ;  and  the  fraction  of  said  section  thirty-stx  remaining  after 
satisfying  the  terms  of  said  treaty,  and  after  said  pre-emptions  as  men- 
tioned in  the  foregoing  preamble,  shall  be  subject  to  pre-emptioo,  public 
sale,  or  private  entry,  the  same  as  other  public  lands.

£e  it  enacted  hy  ike  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  act  of  Congress  "  au- 
thorizing repayment  for  lands  erroneously  sold  by  the  United  States,"* 
approved  January  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended,  ao  as  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
upon  proof  being  made  to  his  satisfaction,  that  any  tract  of  land  has  been 
erroneously  sold  by  the  United  States,  so  that  from  any  cause  whatever, 
the  sale  cannot  be  confirmed,  to  repay  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  or 
to  the  le^al  representatives  or  assignees  of  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
thereof,  the  sura  or  sums  of  money,  which  may  have  been  paid  therefor, 
out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  2.  [J,n(?]  he  it  further  enacted,  That,  whenever  any  tract  of  land 
has  been  erroneously  sold,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  sum  or  sums  of  money 
which  may  have  been  paid  for  the  same,  shall  have  been  invested  in  any  stocks 
held  in  trust,  or  shall  have  been  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States, 
to  the  credit  of  any  trust  fund,  it  shall  be  lawful  by  the  sale  of  such  por- 
tioD  of  the  said  stocks  as  may  bo  necessary  for  that  purpose,  or  out  of  said 
trust  fund,  for  repayment  of  the  pure  base -money  to  ho  made  to  the  parties 
entitled  thereto.

ATid  be  it  further  enacted.,  That  in  adjusting  the  claims  ot  halt- 
breed  Indians  under  the  tenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Praine  du  Chien,  of 
the  fifteenth  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty,  lying  withm  the  Ne- 
mohaw  reservation  therein  described,  as  surveyed  by  McCoy,  and  confirmed 
by  section  thirteen  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  making  appropriations  for 
sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  government  for  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth 
of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,"  approved  June  twelfth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-eight,  there  shall  be  found  a  deficiency  in  the  quautity 
of  land  necessary  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of  said  treaty,  then  there  shnJl 
be  retained  out  of  the  proceeds  of  that  portion  of  the  public  lands  excluded

The  applicant  then  takes  said  application  and  certiicate  to  the  Receiver  ot 
Public  Moneys,  to  whom  he  makes  payment,  and  from  whom  he  receives 
duplicate  reoeipls  thereof,  on.  of  which  he  r.lain.  with  a  vi.w  of  being 
suSendered  upSn  hi.  receiving  hi.  patent,  and  tho  other  with  th.  applio.- 
lioa,  he  d.hver,  to  th.  Register,  who,  after  placing  the  application  on  file, 
then  issoes  hi.  oertifioate  of  th.  puroha.e  of  the  land  therein  to™l>«'i.  '!;« 
entry  thereof  being  thus  con.ummated.  At  the  termination  of  the  month 
it  i.  the  duty  of  the  Register  to  forward  to  the  General  Land  Office  .noh 
original  receipts  a.  may  have  been  deposited  in  his  office  during  th.  same, 
Smpanied  by  their  oorro.ponding  cerliiio.tes  ot  purchase,  and  a  descnp- 
tive  abstract  ot  the  land  sold  during  the  same. 

AOCOCSTS  OF  RECEIVERS. 


In  addition  to  tho  Receiver's  Monthlv  Register  ot  Receipts,  he  is  required 
to  furnish,  in  triplicate,  a  im.mhlt  meonnl  crreM;  in  which  he  will 
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CTedit  the  United  States  with  the  moneys  received  during  the  month  from 
the  sales  of  public  lands,  and  for  Register's  and  Receiver's  fees,  received  for 
locating  military  bounty-land  warrants.  These  amounts,  and  the  number  of 
acres  sold  and  located,  are  to  be  separately  stated  in  gross.  He  is  required 
to  debit  in  the  same  account  any  moneys  paid  by  him  during  the  month 
upon  Treasury  warrants,  or  deposited  with  the  designated  depository ;  all 
repayments  made  by  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Oftee 
under  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1855,  (No.  277,)  of  excess  of  purchase -money 
on  lands  sold  under  the  Graduation  Act  of  August  4th,  1854,  (No.  251 ;) 
the  amount  of  land-scrip  surrendered ;  and  to  carry  forward  to  the  credit  of 
the  United  States,  in  his  next  monthly  account,  any  balance  due  the  United 
States.  One  of  these  returns  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasun-, 
another  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  the  other  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States. 

A  statement  of  the  Register's  and  Receiver's  fees  received  during  the 
month,  for  locating  military  bounty-land  warrants,  will  accompany  the  ac- 
count forwarded  to  the  Genera!  Land  Office. 


At  the  close  of  each  quarter,  the  Receiver  will  forward  to  the  General 
Land  Office  a  quarterly  account  current,  crediting  the  United  States  with 
the  sale  of  each  particular  tract  sold,  and  with  the  Register's  and  Receiver's 
military  bounty-laud  warrant  fees  received  during  the  quarter, — the  latter 
stated  in  gross.  He  will  debit  the  United  States  with  all  the  same  pay- 
ments made  during  the  quarter,  as  are  indicated  in  the  remarks  upon  monthly 
accounts,  and  will  carry  forward  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  in  his 
next  quarterly  account,  any  balance  found  due  the  United  States.  He 
will  also  transmit  with  this  account,  a  condensed  quarterly  account,  which 
differs  from  the  other  only  in  the  fact  that  the  sales  of  land  are  to  be  stated 
in  gross,  and  the  Register's  and  Receiver's  warrant  fees  under  each  of  the 
particular  acts  under  which  the  warrants  are  issued.  It  follows,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  that  the  balances  due  the  United  States  and  carried  forward  upon 
each  of  these  quarterly  accounts,  and  upon  the  monthly  account  for  the  last 
month  of  the  quarter,  will  be  the  same. 

In  a  case  where  a  new  bond  is  required  from  the  Eecelyer,  he  is  to  furnish 
under  his  old  bond,  aecounts  for  both  the  fractional  month  and  quarter  end- 
ing with  the  date  preceding  that  of  his  new  bond,  and  the  balances  thus 
found  due  the  United  States  under  the  old  bond,  must  not  be  carried  into 
the  accounts  under  the  new  bond,  but  be  deposited,  to  close  the  account 
under  the  old  bond,  at  the  time  when  ho  is  required  to  make  a  deposit  under 
his  new  bond,  unless  otherwise  required  to  pay  over  that  balance  by  a  war- 
rant of  the  treasury.  The  account  under  the  new  bond  will  commence  with 
the  transactions  of  the  fii-st  day  thereof. 

The  Receiver  has  no  authority  to  use  any  of  the  moneys  received  by  him 
in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  except  to  pay  drafts,  drawn  upon  him  by  the 
Treasurer,  to  deposit  with  the  designated  depository,  or  to  refund  excess 
payments  under  the  Graduation  Act  of  August  4, 1854,  (No.  251,)  as  indi- 
cated  in  the  foregoing  remarks.

The  Eegister.  and  Eeceiv.rs  (except  those  in  Oregon  and  Washington 
Territories)  ar.  .ach  .ntitl.d  to  charge  a  foe  of  Bty.oent.  «F«  « "  P"" 
emption  c4s,  to  be  paid  b,  the  pre-emptor,-tho  Kegister's  fee,  when  the 
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doclaratory  statement  is  filed,  and  the  Receiver's,  when  the  case  is  proTcd 
up. 

At  the  offices  in  Oregon  and  Washington,  however,  the  Register  and 
Receiver  are  not  entitled  to  any  fees  in  pre-emption  eases,  it  being  pro- 
vided by  law  that  in  addition  to  their  salaries,  they  "  shall  be  entitled  to  no 
fees  or  emoluments  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  except  the  Receiver's  actual 
and  necessary  expenses  of  depositing."  Rat  as  the  pre-emption  act  of  1841, 
(No.  48,}  provides  for  the  payment  of  these  fees  by  the  pre-emptor,  they 
will  be  collected  by  the  Receiver  and  returned  to  the  credit  of  the  United 
States,  in  his  monthly  and  quarterly  accounts  current. 

The  Disbursing  Agent  cannot  take  moneys  from  his  hands  as  receiver, 
and  apply  them  to  this  aceonnt,  without  a  warrant  of  the  treasury.  The 
moneys  required  for  the  expenses  of  each  quarter,  must  be  estimated  for 
in  a  quarterly  estimate  furnished  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office;  who,  upon  that  estimate,  requests  of  the  Seorelaty  of  the  Interior 
a  requisition  on  the  Treasury  for  the  amount  deemed  necessary. 

In  a  case  where  a  new  bond  is  required  from  the  Disbursing  Agent,  he 
is  to  furnish,  under  his  old  bond,  an  account  of  all  transactions  for  the 
fractional  quarter  ending  with  the  day  preceding  that  of  his  new  bond.  If 
a  balance  is  found  due  the  United  States,  under  his  old  bond,  that  account 
will  be  closed  by  debiting  the  United  States  with  the  amount  under  the 
head  of  "  To  Cash  Transferred,"  and  the  same  amount  will  be  credited  the 
United  States  in  the  account  under  his  new  bond  (commencing  at  the  date 
thereof)  under  the  head  "Ry  Cash  Transferred.''  Rut  if  a  balance  he 
dne  the  Disbursing  Agent,  no  transfer  wil!  be  made,  but  a  draft  will  be 
sent  to  him  for  the  amount  so  found  due.]*

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  person 
who  shall  have  moneys  of  the  United  States  in  his  handa  or  possession  to  pay  the 
sama  to  the  treasurer,  the  assistant  treasurer,  or  public  depositaty  of  the  United 
fefates,  and  take  his  receipt  for  the  same,  in  duplicate,  and  forward  one  of  them  forth- 
with  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  for  a  fallare  to  make  such  deposit,  when 
reqoired  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  or  any  other  department,  or  the  account- 
ing  officers  of  the  treasury,  the  persons  so  failing  shall  be  held  guilty  of  the  crime  of 
embezzlement,  and  subject  to  the  punishment  for  that  offence  prosided  in  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment.

Circular  to  Registers  of  the  United  States  Land  Offices. 

Geseeil  Land  Office, 

Gentlemen  -.—The  Deglect  of  some  of  the  land  ofEcera  to  call  on  the  Sur- 
veyors General  for  subdiTisions  of  fractional  sections,  when  rendered  neces- 
sary by  applioations  of  purchasers,  has  occasioned  much  delay  at  this  Office 
in  isaninrpatents,  and  adds  unnecessarily  to  the  correspondence.  The 
purchasers  j^tlj-eomplain  of  the  dekys  arising  from  this  cause  of  suspen- 
8ion,  and  I  have"  therefore  to  request  that  you  will  furnish  the  Surveyor 
General  with  lists  of  such  sections,  or  parts  of  sections,  as  have  been  sold 
and  still  require  subdivision  plats  under  hia  hand  to  complete  the  plats  in 
your  r^pective  offices.  ,  ,  ■     j  ■    ii.„ 

Your  attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  direction  contained  in  the 
last  clause  of  the  circular  of  instniotions  from  this  Office  to  the  Registers 
and  Receivers  of  the  8th  May,  1832,  (Laws  and  Instructions,  part  II,  page 
565,)  which  requires  that  the  Register  shall  furnish  the  Surveyor  General 
with  a  schedule  of  the  fractional  sections  to  he  subdivided ;  and  you  are 
requested  hereafter  to  call  upon  that  officer,  from  time  to  time,  for  such  sub- 
division plats  as  shall  be  required,  instead  of  making  tiie  subdivisions  your- 
selves, which  practice  must  be  discontinued.  >i  i 
A  copy  of  this  circular  has  this  day  been  sent  to  each  Surveyor  General, 
with  instructions  to  secure  their  prompt  co-operation.

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their  respective  offices  to  the  bank  of  deposit  aod  returning,  computing 
the  distance  by  the  nearest  route  to  the  nearest  office  in  which  their  deposi't 
will  be  received  aa  cash,  if  by  land,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  and  o  half  cents 
per  mile  ;  if  by  water,  six  cents  per  mile ;  with  such  additional  aJlowance 
for  the  transportation  of  specie  as  will  remunerate  them  for  the  increased 
expenses  attending  snch  transportation.  Claims  for  such  additional  allow- 
ances for  tho  transportation  of  specie  must  be  supported  by  satisfactory 
vouchers, 

"  As  a  compensation  for  the  nsk  incurred,  there  will  be  allowed  a  per- 
oentageof  the  one  hundredlJi  part  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  deposited 
for  every  ten  miles  of  distance  between  the  Land  OfSce  and  place  of  depo- 
sit by  the  nearest  route." 

The  georetaty  of  the  Treasury,  in  a  Circular  of  the  loth  March,  1844, 
modified  the  above  instructions,  in  part  as  follows,  viz  : 

"  The_  circular  from  this  Department,  under  date  of  May  1,  1831, 
prescribing  the  rates  of  compensation  to  Receivers  of  public  moneys  for 
ioakiQg_  deposits,  is  hereby  so  modified,  in  cases  of  deposit,  made  a/tei- 
the  receipt  of  this  circular,  as  to  allow  Receivers  who  transport  the  public 
moneys  by  water  to  the  place  of  deposit,  whenever  that  route  affords  the  best 
lacility  for  such  transportation,  as  a  compensation  for  risk  incurred,  one  hun- 
dredth part  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  deposited,  for  every  ten  miles 
of  distance  between  the  Land  Office  and  place  of  deposit  by  the  route 
aotuaJly  so  travelled — the  rate  of  compensation  prescribed  by  the  circular 
aforesaid,  in  other  respects,  to  remain  unchanged.] 

"  Whenever  a  Receiver  makes  a  charge  in  his  accounts,  under  this  cir- 
cular,  he  will  be  required  to  forward  a  certificate  of  the  Register  of  the 
Land  Office  that  the  said  charge  is  reasonable  and  proper." 

The  circular  of  the  Secretary  of  tho  Treasury  of  the  19th  June,  1844,  to 
Receivers  of  public  moneys,  further  directs : 

_"  That  whenever  you  make  a  deposit  of  public  moneys,  you  will  obtain 
tnplioato  receipts  from  the  cashier  of  the  bank  wherein  the  deposit  is 
made,  specifying  over  his  oten  siffnatwrc,  either  by  endorsement  or  on  the 
face  of  such  receipt,  the  amount  of  gold  and  silver  included  in  such  de- 
posit; one  of  which  receipts  you  will  retain,  one  you  will  transmit  to  this 
Department,  and  tho  third  you  will  forward  with  your  appropriate  account 
current  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  as  a  voucher,  to 
enable  the  accounting  officers  to  regulate  the  allowance  for  depositing  specie. 
"  In  chaining  your  expenses  for  the  transportation  of  specie  to  tho  place 
of  depcsit,  you  will  transmit  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  vouchers  for  all  payments  made  by  you,  supported  by  your  affidavit 
that  they  are  just  and  true,  and  the  eertificate  of  tho  Register  that,  in  his 
opinion,  such  charges  arc  reasonable. 

"  If  the  water  route  affords  the  best  facility  for  such  transportation,  you 
are  authorized  to  take  it,  and  chaise  for  risk  as  prescribed  by  the  circulur 
from  this  Department  of  the  15th  March  last ;  and  in  all  such  cases  you 
will  transmit  with  the  appropriate  account  the  certificate  of  tho  Register 
that  the  water  route  does  afford  tho  best  facility  for  making  such  deposits, 
that  the  distance  eliargedfur  is  correct,  aud  that  ail  the  charges  incident 
thereto  are  reasonable  and  proper." 

As  tho  foregoing  inslmetions  contained  in  the  several  circulars  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  1st  May,  1831,  and  15th  March  and  19th 
June,  1844,  do  not  appear  to  have  been  fully  understood  and  complied 
with  bythe  receivei-s  of  public  moneys,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to 
issue  this  circular  esplauatory  of  tho  same,  which,  it  is  requested,  will, 
after  the  date  of  its  receipt  by  you,  govern  and  regulate  your  charges  for 
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making  deposits  of  public  moneys,  aod  also  yoar  charges  for  the  trans- 
portation of  specie  from  the  Land  Office  to  t!ie  place  of  deposit. 

*rl.  As  a  compensation  for  the  expense  and  lahor  of  luakinj;  a  deposit,  jou 
will  be  entitled  to  receive  for  every  ten  miles  travelled  from  the  Land 
Office  to  the  place  of  deposit  which  lias  been,  or  may  hereafter  he  de- 
signated by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treaaary,  computing  the  distance  by  the 
be°  t  aod  most  usual  route  travelled,  if  by  land,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  and  a 
half  cents  per  mile,  going  and  returning ;  and  if  by  water,  at  the  rate  of 
six  cents  per  mile,  going  and  returning.] 

f[2.  As  a  compensation  for  risk  incurred  in  making  the  deposit,  there  will 
be  allowed  you  a  per-eentage  of  the  one  hundredth  part  of  one  per  cent. 
for  every  ten  miles  of  the  distance  travelled  between  the  Land  Office  and 
place  of  deposit.  If  the  water  route  is  the  cheapest,  and  affords  the  best 
faeility  of  reaching  the  place  of  deposit,  when  conveying  the  public  moneys, 
you  are  authorized  to  adopt  it,  and  to  charge  for  risk,  as  above  mentioned, 
according  to  the  distance  by  that  route ;  and  in  all  such  cases  you  are  re- 
quired to  transmit,  with  the  appropriate  account  in  which  the  sameshall 
he  debited,  the  Begister'a  certificate  that  the  water  route  so  travelled  is  the 
cheapest,  and  does  afford  the  best  facility  for  making  the  deposit,  aod  that 
the  distance  chai^d  for  is,  in  his  opinion,  correct.]  _ 

3.  ■Whenever  you  make  a  deposit  of  public  moneys,  you  will  obtain 
triplicate  receipts  from  the  eaahier  of  the  bank  wherein  such  deposit  is 
made,  specifying  on  the  face  of  the  receipts,  or  by  endorsement  on  the 
same,  ot^er  his  signature,  the  amount  of  gold  and  silver,  respectively,  in- 
cluded in  such  deposit;  one  of  which  receipts  you  will  retain,  one  you  will 
transmit  to  the  Treasury  Department,  and  the  third  you  will  forward  to 
the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  as  a  voucher. 

TRABSPOKTATION    OF    BFECIE. 

The  compensation  that  will  be  allowed  you  for  the  transportation  of 
specie  from  the  Land  Office  to  the  place  where  you  have  been,  or  may 
hereafter  be  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  deposit  publio

must  he  stated  the  number  of  kegs  or  boxes  of  specie  transported^  the  date 
of  deposit  of  such  specie,  the  place  of  departure  and  place  of  arrival,  with 
the  distance  between  the  two  places,  and  the  number  of  days  employed  in 
going  and  returning.  The  receipt  must  be  accompanied  by  your  affidavit 
that  the  per  diem  charge  for  the  transportation  is  just  and  reasonable. 

2.  If  a  steamboat  be  employed  for  the  transportation  of  the  specie,  a  re- 
ceipt of  the  captain  or  clerk  of  the  boat  is  required  for  the  sum  paid  as 
freight  of  the  same,  in  which  receipt  the  number  of  kegs  or  boxes  of  specie 
transported  on  board  of  said  boat,  and  date  of  arrival  of  such  specie  at  the 
place  where  landed,  must  be  stated. 

3.  If  specie  be  transported  a  part  of  the  distance  by  land  to  any  point 
on  the  route,  and  from  thence  by  water  to  the  place  of  deposit,  then  the 
above  instructions  applicable  to  transportation  by  land  as  well  as  by  water, 
must  be  strictly  complied  with. 

4.  If  a  guard  be  employed  by  you  for  the  security  of  the  specie  while  in 
transit  from  the  Land  Office  to  the  place  of  deposit,  for  the  whole  distance, 
or  for  any  part  of  the  same,  his  receipt  for  the  sum  paid  him,  as  a  per 
diem  allowance,  is  required;  in  which  receipt,  must  be  speciSed  the 
number  of  kegs  or  boxes  of  specie  transported  ;  the  date  of  deposit  of  such 
specie;  the  place  of  departure  and  place  of  arrival;  the  distance  between 
the  two  places ;  and  the  time  employed  in  going  and  returning.  The  re- 
ceipt must  be  accompanied  by  your  affidavit  that  the  per  diem  paid  the 
guard  is  just  and  reasonable,  and  the  Register  is  required  to  certify  that 
the  number  of  days  ho  may  charge  for  is  correct. 

5.  If  specie  be  transported  by  a  wagon  and  team  owned  by  you,  a  rea- 
sonable per  diem  allowance  will  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  same,  sufBcient 
to  cover  the  actual  cost  of  transportation,  exclusive  of  your  personal  ex- 
penses oa  the  trip, — it  bein^  intended  and  understood  that  the  allowance 
for  mileage  and  risk  in  mating  a  deposit  are  to  cover  your  personal  ex- 
penses. This  item  you  will  debit  in  your  next  quarterly  account  to  be 
rendered  thereafter,  specifying  the  number  of  kegs  or  boxes  of  specie  trans- 
ported, the  date  of  deposit  of  such  specie,  and  the  number  of  days  employed 
in  going  and  returning.  It  is  also  reqtiired  that  you  will  forward  with  the 
account,  your  own  affidavit  that  your  chaise  for  the  transportation  is  just 
and  reasonable. 

6.  Whenever  the  specie  boxes  used  in  the  transportation  can  be  disposed 
of  at  the  place  of  making  the  deposit  at  such  price  as  will  justify  the  sale 
of  them,  you  are  requested  to  sell  them,  and  to  credit  the  amount  received 
for  the  same  in  your  next  account  to  be  rendered  thereafter;  but  should 
you  he  unable  to  dispose  of  them  upon  such  terms,  it  is  desirable  Ihey  should 
be  carried  back  to  your  office,  to  be  used  again  for  a  iike  purpose  on  another 
occasion.

G-entlemon  : — The  Secretary  of  the  Troasurj  liaviog  so  far  modified  his 
Circular  of  Instructions,  under  date  of  ISth  June  last,  relative  to  accounts 
for  postages,  aa  to  dispense  with  a  special  order  from  the  Department,  for 
payment  in  each  case,  as  therein  prescribed,  the  instmctioa  Jn  my  Circular 
of  28th  Juae  last,  is  of  course  modified  accordingly. 

The  postages  on  all  public  letters  and  documents  oharged  to  both  of  your 
offices,  from  day  to  day,  is  to  be  paid  by  the  Keceiver,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  quarter,  he  will  transmit  a  detailed  account  of  the  same,  receipted  by 
the;Postmaster  and  verified  by  your  oaths,  as  vouchers  to  his  quarterly  ac- 
count. 

Should  it  be  considered,  between  you,  a  convenient  arrangement  for  the 
Register  to  pay  his  own  postaj^cs  as  they  accrue,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
quarter  to  be  re-imbursed  by  the  Eeoeiver  for  the  amount  of  the  Postmas- 
ter's account  for  the  whole  term,  (verified  by  his  own  affidavit,)  such  course 
may  be  adopted. 

The  official  inconvenience  found  to  result  from  including  many  subjects 
in  the  same  letter,  has  induced  me  to  rescind  the  instructions  of  the  circu- 
lar aforesaid  in  this  respect,  and  to  revert  to  the  former  regulation  under 
the  Circular  of  25th  May,  1831,  (sixth  clause  thereof,)  which  requires 
that  every  subject  should  constitute  a  separate  letter. 

All  letters,  reports  and  documents  transmitted  by  you  tc  this  Office,  are 
to  be  endorsed  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in 
the  annexed  Circular.

Gentlenion  ; — Enclosed  I  send  you  a  copy  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act 
to  repeal  a  part  of  the  act  entitled  '  An  act  supplementary  to  the  several 
laws  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands,'  approved  April  fifth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty  two,"  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  May 
8th,  1846.  (No.  104.) 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  forty-acre  tracts,  or  quarter-quarter 
sections,  are  subject  to  entry,  selection,  or  location,  precisely  in  the  same 
manner  that  eighty-acre  tracts,  or  half-quarter  sections,  have  heretofore 
heeu ;  consequently,  the  affidavits  for  the  entry  of  quarter-quarter  sections 
heretofore  required  will  now  be  dispensed  with  ;  and  it  will  no  longer  he 
necessary  to  note  these  entries  on  the  returns  as  being  under  the  Act  of 
fifth  April,  1832.  All  lands,  however,  will  be  offered  at  public  sale  in 
half-quarter  sections,  or  eighty-acre  tracts,  as  heretofore.

Five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  is  allowed  as  a  salary  for  Registers,  and 
for  this  all  services  required  of  those  officers  pursuant  to  acts  of  Congress 
must  be  performed,  except  wliere  there  is  an  express  allowance  made  by 

This  is  the  principle  that  must  govern  in  all  cases  where  application  is 
made  to  enter  land  under  any  description  of  certificate,  scrip,  or  warrant, 
and  any  complaints  of  this  character,  made  to  this  Office  after  the  reception 
of  this  circular,  will  be  submitted  t«  the  President,  for  such  action  as  he 
may  consider  necessary  in  the  premises.

Circular  to  Registers  of  the  Land  OJices  and  Receivers  of  Public  Money. 

TnEAHCRY   DErAKTUENT, 

October  18,  1S43. 
Sit ; — It  has  been  intimated  to  this  Department,  that  at  some  of  the 
Land  Offices  fees  are  demanded  or  received  for  services  prescribed  by  law, 
but  to  which  the  law  has  attached  no  compensation. 

Such  practice,  if  it  exists,  and  under  whatever  circumstances,  must  cease. 
The  right  to  demand  or  receive  fees  of  those  for  whom  official  duties  are 
performed,  by  Registers  and  Receivers,  can  only  be  derived  from  the  espress 
authority  of  law,  and  must  be  limited  to  the  services  aad  occasions  for 
which  the  law  has  prescribed  them.  The  public  have  a  right  to  be  pro- 
tected from  all  charges  for  your  official  services  except  such  as  have  been 
imposed  upon  them  by  law ;  and  under  no  circumstances,  therefore,  can 
fees  not  allowed  by  law,  or  more  than  the  legal  compensation,  be  demanded 
or  received  by  the  Registers  or  Eeceivets  for  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties.  If  the  legal  compensation  be  deemed  inadequate  to  the 
labor  or  responsibility  of  the  service,  the  remedy  is  not  with  the  Land  Office, 
nor  with  this  Department,  but  with  Congress  alone.  It  cannot  be  tolerated 
by  this  Department  that  land  officers  shall  regulate  the  amount  of  their 
own  compensation,  and  appeal  for  payment  to  the  generosity  of  those  to 
whom  their  official  services  are  rendered.  I  feel  it  my  duty,  therefore,  as 
well  to  enforce  the  law  and  protect  the  community  from  unauthorized 
demands  as  to  insure  the  purity  of  the  public  service,  distinctly  to  apprise 
you  that  the  prohibition  of  the  demand  or  receipt  by  Registers  or  EeeeiTers 
for  official  services  of  any  compensation  not  prescribed  by  law,  must  hence- 
forth be  regarded  as  absolute  and  peremptory.

The  Registersand  Receivers  in  the  several  Land  Offices  in  the  Union,  can- 
not become  purchasers  of,  depositories  or  agents  for  the  sale  of,  the  Bounty 
Land  Warrants  or  Certificates,  or  any  other  species  of  land  scrip  for  location 
or  in  payment  of  public  lands.  Their  duty  in  relation  to  such  warrants, 
certificates,  or  scrip,  is  prescribed  by  the  law,  and  is  confined  to  their  re- 
ception or  location,  as  therein  designated.  It  is  expected  that  these  instruc- 
tions will  be  faithfully  observed,  and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  this  Department 
to  report  all  violations  of  these  regulations  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 
proper  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.

Gentlemen  ; — In  order  that  the  husioess  of  this  0£Eoe  may  be  carried  on 
promptly  and  energetically,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  District  Land 
Officers  should  make  their  returns  immediately  after  the  close  of  each  month 
and  quarter.  To  do  this,  it  is  only  necessary  that  the  operations  of  each 
day  should  bo  entered  at  the  close  of  it,  in  the  monthly  and  quarterly  re- 
turns ;  and  thus,  within  two  or  three  days  after  the  close  of  the  month  or 
quarter,  those  returns  can  be  mailed  to  this  Of&ee.

Gentlemen  : — The  numerous  cntriesof  tracts  which  had  been  previously 
sold  at  some  of  the  Land  Offices,  have  become  extremely  embarrassing  to 
this  Office,  and  is  in  every  instance  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  pur- 
chaser. They  are  owing,  it  is  believed,  to  the  K^gister  relying  upon  the 
marks  and  indications  on  the  plats  alone,  in  ascertaining  whether  the  tract 
applied  for  has  been  entered,  or  is  still  vacant.  I  have  therefore  to  urge 
upon  the  Register  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  sales  of  each  day,  promptly 
and  correctly  posted  in  the  tract  books,  and  whenever  a  purchaser  presents 
his  application,  to  make  a  careful  examination  of  the  tract  book  in  connec- 
tion with  the  plat,  to  ascertain  whether  the  tract  applied  for  is  certainly 
vacant,  before  he  certifies  to  that  fact. 

The  adoption  of,  and  rigid  adherence  to,  the  course  here  suggested,  will 
effectually  remedy  the  evil  complained  of. 

It  is  also  enjoined  upon  the  llegister  and  Receiver  to  make  a  rigid  and 
careful  examination  and  comparison  of  their  respective  returns,  the  one  with 
the  other,  and  each  with  the  purchaser's  application,  plats  and  tract  books, 
with  the  view  of  detecting  and  correcting  any  errors  or  discrepancies  that 
may  appear  in  the  orthography  of  the  names,  description  of  the  tracts, 
quantity,  purchase-monej;,  &c.,  before  they  are  certified  to,  and  transmitted 
to  this  Office,  as  is  required  by  the  33d  clause  of  Circular  of  25th  May, 
1831,*  and  the  Circular  of  29th  September,  1831. f

Gentlemen : — In  tte  Circular  from  this  Office  of  the  31st  August,  1830, 
the  followitii^  regulation  is  prescribed  respecting  the  changes  of  entry  which 
may  be  ordered  pursuant  to  the  acts  of  Congress  of  3d  March,  1819,  (No. 
11,)  and  24tli  May,  1824,  (No.  14,)  viz  :— 

"  The  Keceiver  will  take  a  receipt  from  the  purchaser  for  the  purchase- 
money  of  the  tract  erroneously  entered,  as  if  the  same  was  refunded,  which 
receipt  will  be  a  voucher  to  the  Receiver's  credit,  to  be  introduced  into  the 
proper  monthly  and  quarterly  accounts,"  &e. 

These  acts,  it  will  be  observed,  do  not  authorize  an  actual  repayment, 
which,  in  fact,  it  is  obvious,  was  never  contemplated  by  the  regulation  itself, 
but  merely  require  the  application  and  transfer  of  the  money  which  was 
paid  on  the  wrong  entry  to  the  right  one  ;  the  rule  having  been  adopted  as 
one  of  official  convenience. 

By  a  recent  act  of  Congress,  approved  3d  March,  1849,  all  moneys  re- 
ceivable from  customs,  and  from  all  other  sources,  are  required  to  be  paid 
immediately  into  the  treasury  "  without  abatement  or  reduction,"  &c. 

To  avoid  any  apparent  or  real  incompatibility  in  our  practice  with  that 
act,  the  aforesaid  regulation  is  hereby  rescinded ;  and  hereafter,  when  a 
change  of  entry  is  ordered,  pursuant  to  the  acts  aforesaid,  the  Register  will 
issue,  as  in  ordinary  cases,  his  certificate  of  purchase,  only  adding  to  it  a 
maryinal  note  showing  the  transfer  of  the  payment  from  the  erroneous 
entry  to  the  new  one,  referring  to  the  date  aud  No.  of  the  former,  the  date 
of  the  authority  for  the  transfer,  and  making  proper  references  to  the  pro- 
ceedings on  the  books  and  plats  of  your  office. 

No  receipt  in  such  a  ease  is  to  be  issued  by  the  Receiver,  unless  the  area 
of  the  new  entry  is  greater  than  the  old  one ;  when,  of  course,  such  excess 
must  be  paid  for,  and  receipts  issued  for  the  same,  the  Receiver  debiting 
himself  accordingly. 

The  new  entries  must  always  be  reported  in  the  monthly  returns,  with 
an  explanatory  note  showing,  In  each  case,  when  fully  paid  for  by  the  trans- 
fer of  the  payment  from  the  old  entry,  and  also  when  there  is  a  further 
payment  on  account  of  excess ;  and  only  the  exceispaid  for  is  to  be  carried 
into  the  Receiver's  quarterly  account. 

Suoh  changed  entries  must  always  appear  at  the  foot  of  your  monthly 
returns  as  addenda,  and  must  not  affect  the  aggregate  sales,  either  as  to 
quantity  ov  purchase-money,  further  than  the  excess  in  areas,  and  purchase- 
money  for  the  same. 

In  any  case  which  may  be  reported  to  this  Office  for  repayment,  and  in 
which  the  Department  may  decide  that  the  party  is  legally  entitled,  such 
repayment  will  be  made  by  warrant  from  the  treasury.

a  perfect  and  entire  settlement  of  all  accounts  previous  to  the  oomineuce- 
ment  of  operatious  under  the  above  act. 

Second.  Inasmuch  as  before  this  will  have  reached  you  (in  the  absence 
of  instructiona  to  the  contrary)  you  will  have  introduced  the  balance  due 
on  the  30th  June,  1849,  into  your  weekly  and  monthly  accounts,  to  carry 
into  future  effect  the  above  instructions,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you,  on 
the  SOth  September,  1849,  to  tender  two  accounts,  in  one  of  which  you 
will  credit  the  United  States  with  the  balance  admitted  to  be  due  on  the 
SOth  June,  1849,  and  show  on  the  debit  side  any  payments  you  may  have

immediately  arrested  by  their  removal,  as  this  Office,  Id  all  cases,  will  hold 
Kegistera  and  Receivers  responsible  for  the  illegal  acts  of  their  agents. 

In  future,  when  a  Register  or  Receiver  finds  it  necessary  to  employ  a 
clerk,  the  clerk  will  be  required  to  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  according 
to  the  annexed  fonn,  which  oath  will  be  recorded  and  filed  in  the  office  in 
which  he  may  be  employed. 

The  fee  oi  fifty  cents  for  all  your  necessary  services  in  entering  the  loca- 
tion of  a  warrant  for  160  acres,  or  tvienty-jive,  cents  for  a  40  acre  warrant, 
giving  the  usual  certificate  of  location,  filling  blank  forms,  and  making  the 
necessary  entries,  &c.,  is  all  the  law  allows  you  to  receive.  No  fees  are 
chargeable  by  law  where  the  location  is  made  by  or  for  the  use  of  the 
volunteer  or  soldier  to  whom  the  warrant  may  have  issued. 

Should  you  administer  the  required  oath  to  a  person  applying  to  locate 
a  warrant,  no  additional  fee  can  be  received  therefor,  as  the  act  approved 
June  12,  1840,  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize  Registers  and  Receiver  to 
administer  oaths,"  &c.,  (No.  41,)  prohibits  the  reception  of  a  fee  fur  such

Cirmlar  to  the  Registers  and  Receivers  of  the  United  States  Land  Oficen. 

Genehai,  Lakd  Opficp, 
September  34,  IRd2. 

Gentlemen  : — By  the  Circular  of  Instructions  from  this  Office  of  the  2d 
April  last,  Receivers  are  instructed  to  charge  themselves  "in  their  quar- 
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terly  accounts,  with  the  amount  of  fees  received  bj  both  themselves  and 
the  Registers,  and  credit  themselves  with  the  per  oeutage,  to  which  both 
are  entitled  for  fees  aad  sales  not  escocding  twenty-five  huDdred  dollars  to 
each  per  annum,  the  amount  of  per  centage  allowed  by  law.  Any  amount 
beyond  that  sum,  either  for  fees  or  per  centage,  will  go  into  the  Treasury."* 
As  the  fees  to  which  you  are  entitled  are  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of 
making  the  location,  it  follows  that,  if  the  warrants  are  retained  in  your 
office  until  the  expiration  of  forty  days  after  the  location,  as  required  by  the 
Circulars  of  Instructions  issued  under  the  acts  of  1847  and  185,0,  it  will  be 
impracticable  for  this  Office  to  adjust  your  accounts  as  promptly  as  the 
public  interest  requires.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has,  therefore, 
directed  that  all  warrants,  whether  found  to  interfere  with  "Declaratory 
Stateraente"  or  not,  shall  be  returned  at  the  expiration  of  the  month  during 
which  they  were  located.  Should  they  subsequently  be  found  to  interfere, 
they  wil!  be  returned  to  you  for  re-location,  or  that  the  consent  of  the  set- 
tler may  be  obtained,  where  that  has  not  been  done. 

Receivers  will  make  the  charges  and  credits  in  their  quarterly  accounts 
as  Disbursing  Agents,  but  will  make  no  deposit  of  any  eseess  over  the 
maximum  allowed  by  law,  unless  specially  directed  so  to  do. 

In  the  circular  from  this  Office  of  the  23d  March  last,  it  is  stated,  that 
by  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  22d  March,  1852,  the  fees  allowed  are  U  for 
locating  40  acre  warrants ;  |2  for  an  80 ;  U  for  an  160.  The  act  says  that 
you  shall  be  allowed  the  same  compensation  or  per  centage  to  which  you 
are  entitled  by  law  for  sales  of  the  public  lands  for  cash  at  the  rate  of 
$1  25  per  acre.  Each  of  you  will,  therefore,  charge  one  per  cent,  only 
upon  the  value  of  the  land  actualli/  located  at  «1  25  per  acre  j  the  direc- 
tion in  the  circular  being  designed  chiefly  as  public  notice  to  the  owners  of 
warrants  of  the  amount  they  would  have  to  remit  to  you,  and  which  is 
correct  in  all  eases  where  fractions  were  not  applied  for.

A  misunderstanding  having  evidently  arisen  at  the  local  land  offices,  in 
regard  to  the  purport  or  design  of  that  portion  of  the  Circular  of  the  30th 
of  Julyt  last,  having  relation  to  the  rondifon  of  th  r  turns  to  this  Office, 
which  is  imposing  on  the  land  officers  and  this  Offi  unneees  ry  labor, 
and  leading  to  a  useless  waste  of  stationery  the  following  directions  are 


itou.™  necessary : 

Instead  of  transmitting  all  other  reiur  s  than  Bounty  Land  Warrants 
under  the  Acta  of  1847,  1850,  and  1853,  separately  fro  i  ea  h  other,  with 
a  letter  accompanying  each  item  or  description  of  returns  as  has  been  done 
by  a  number  of  the  local  land  officers  under  the  fourth  paragraph  of  Cir- 
cular of  20th  July,  1853,  it  was  designed  that  "  aU  other  returns''  referred 
to  should  be  transmitted  separately  from  the  Military  returns,  and  with  a 
letter  referring  to  them  and  giving  a  description  of  such  returns  and  num- 
ber of  packages,  &c.,  where  they  were  sufficiently  heavy  to  render  it  neces- 
sary to  divide  them  into  two  or  more  packages — that  is,  the  Register  should

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transmit  his  Abstraot  of  Sales,  Kegister  of  Deelaratovy  Stateuionts,  Certifi- 
cates of  Piirchase  and  Receiver's  Receipts,  List  of  Patents  (Jeiivered,&e,,&(!., 
comprising  his  return,  with  a  letter  describing  what  accompanied  it;  and 
the  Receiver  should  transmit  his  Monthly  Register  of  Receipts,  Accounts 
current  for  the  month,  Abstract  of  Revolutionaiy  Bounty  Land  Scrip,  and 
at  the  end  of  a  quarter  include  his  Quarteriy  Ketuma,  with  hut  one  letter, 
referring  therein  to  "each  description  of  returns."  In  reference  to  the 
fifth  paragraph  of  said  Circular,  which  would  appear  to  coafirm  the  view 
taken  by  many  land  of&eers  as  to  the  requisition  uf  a  separate  letter  with 
every  subject  of  their  returns,  Ihave  to  state  that  it  was  designed  to  refer 
entirely  to  the  correspond  en  ce  necessarily  had  with  this  Office,  growin"  out 
of  past  entries  or  locations  ;  and  the  design  was  to  prevent,  in  such  c'rres- 
pandenee,  the  blending  in  one  letter,  a  case  having  relation  to  a  military 
location  under  Act  of  1847,  one  under  Act  of  1850,  another  under  Act  of 
1852;  one  founded  on  a  pre-emption  claim,  another  on  a  private  entry, 
another  in  relation  to  a  private  claim,  and  another  connected  with  a  repay- 
ment of  money  on  a  cancelled  entry,  &c.  The  division  of  labor  in  the 
office,  renders  it  necessary  that  each  of  the,se  subjects,  where  they  are  un- 
eonneeted  with  each  other  in  any  particular  case,  should  be  embraced  in  a 
distinct  letter;  otherwise,  it  leads  to  delay,  inconvenience,  and  sometimes 
to  neglect,  by  a  necessity  of  awaiting  the  action  on  one  of  the  subjects  in 
the  letter  before  it  is  referred  to  the  clerk  having  charge  of  the  other,  and 
then,  either  divest  the  files  of  one  or  the  other  of  the  clerks  of  tlie  papers 
upon  which  he  has  acted,  or  render  it  requisite  to  make  a  copy  of  the  letter 
with  endorsements  as  to  where  the  original  may  he  found. 
_  I  take  this  opportunity  of  again  enjoining  on  you  the  necessity  of  observ- 
ing the  rules  heretofore  prescribed  in  reference  to  the  folding  and  endorse- 
ment of  the  contents  of  communications  addressed  to  this  Office.

Circular  to  Receivers  of  Public  Moneys,  Rescinding  m  part  thai  of  the 
17th  May,  1845,  relative  to  compensation  for  d^ositing. 

Gene  HAL  Land  Office, 
June  28,  1854. 
Sii"; — You  are  advised  that  by  regulations  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment issued  the  16th  and  26th  instant,  the  travelling  expenses  hereafter 
to  he  allowed  you  will  he  ten  cents  per  mile,  for  the  distance  between  your 
office  and  the  place  of  deposit,  computing  it  by  the  nearest  and  most  usual 
route  of  travel,  whether  it  be  by  land  or  water,  and  no  other  allowance  will 
be  made  for  depositing,  than  the  amount  paid  for  transportation  of  specie 
and  guard  service. 

This  rescinds  so  much  of  the  circular  from  this  Office  of  the  17th  May, 
1845,  issued  under  that  of  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  lat  May,  1831, 
as  allowed  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  every  mile  travelled  by  land,  and 
six  cents  by  water,  and  an  additional  compensation  of  the  one  hundreth 
part  of  one  per  cent,  for  every  ten  miles  upon  the  amount  deposited.  After 
the  receipt  of  this  by  yon,  no  allowance  upon  any  deposit  suJmquei)tly 
started  from  your  office,  will  be  made  for  risk,  and  that  for  mileage  will 
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be  as  directed  by  the  Secretary.     In  other  respects  you  will  be  governed 
hy  the  Circular  of  the  17th  May,  1845,  above  referred  to.

Sir  : — The  present  will  supercede  the  directions  heretofore  given,  as  to 
the  amount  of  public  money  in  your  bands,  which  jou  have  been  required 
to  deposit  t«  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States. 

Should  your  weekly  receipts  exceed  $10,000,  you  will  deposit  to  the 
credit  of  Treasurer,  with  the  depositary  indicated,  the  whole  amount  in  jour 
hands  at  the  eloae  of  each  week. 

Should  your  weekly  receipts  be  less  than  110,000,  but  more  than  S5000, 

Sou  will  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  the  whole  amount  in  your 
ands  at  the  close  of  each  period  of  two  weeks. 
Should  your  monthly  receipts  be  more  than  $2000,  and  less  than  820,000, 
you  will  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  close  of  each. month. 

Should  your  monthly  receipts  be  less  than  $2000,  you  will  deposit  to  the 
credit  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  close  of  each  quarter. 

The  compensation  prescribed  by  the  instructions  of  17th  May,  1845,  for 
making  deposits  has  been  directed  to  be  changed,  so  as  to  allow  mileage 
when  the  journey  is  actually  performed  by  the  Keceiver  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  the  deposit,  together  with  freight  or  transportation,  and  the 
cost  of  guard,  when  actually  required.  No  allowance  will  be  recognized 
hereafter  for  the  labor  of  any  Receiver  in  making  deposits,  nor  on  account 
of  any  risk  therein.

Circular  to  Certain  Collectors  of  Omtoms  and  Receivers  of  Public  Mohci/. 
Treasury  of  the  United  States, 

August  31,  18D4. 

For  the  sole  purpose  of  assisting  to  get  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States,  without  risk  or  cost  of  transportation,  the  gross  revenue  derived 
from  customs  and  sales  of  public  lands  collected  at  offices  which  are  not 
contiguous  to  an  Assistant  Treasurer  or  a  designated  depository,  the  Trea- 
surer takes  advantage  of  such  opportunities  as  may  occur,  for  drawing 
directly  on  a  Collector  or  Receiver  in  favor  either  of  himself,  as  a  disburs- 
ing agent,  or  of  other  parties;  and  when  the  drafts  are  returned  tohim 
properly  endorsed,  so  Uiat,  with  them  as  vouchers,  he  can  obtain  credit  for 
paying  the  warrants  on  which  they  were  issued,  he  causes  credit  to  be 
given  by  covering  warrants  to  the  Collector  or  Eeceiver  so  paying  and  re- 
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turning  his  drafts.    By  this  operation  the  money  is  got  into  the  Treasury  as 
effectually  as  if  it  had  been  deposited  in  a  depositor;-. 

In  order  to  effect  the  object  esplained  above,  certain  Collectors  and  lie- 
eeivers  are  required  to  render  to  this  Oflce  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  monthly  statements  of  the  money  collected  or  received  by  them, 
to  the  credit  of  the  United  States  on  ono  side,  and  of  the  sums  they  may 
deposit  or  the  drafts  they  may  pay,  or  both,  as  debits  on  the  other  side. 
These  statements  must  show  the  previous  balance,  when  there  is  any,  and 
the  transactions  of  their  respective  months,  with  the  balance  at  their  close. 
They  must  bo  made  out  and  remitted  by  the  first  mail  of  the  succeeding 
month ;  and  any  neglect  or  want  of  promptness  in  this  particular  will  be 
noticed  by  the  Department. 

Deposits  must  be  charged  in  these  statements  under  the  dates  of  the 
certificates  of  deposit,  which  certificates  should  be  sent  with  the  regular 
accounts  to  the  proper  Auditors,  but  not  with  these  statements.  The  ac- 
counts current  and  vouchers  required  to  be  sent  to  the  accounting  officers, 
though  relating  to  the  same  subject,  are,  practically,  different  or  distinct 
from  the  statements  hero  referred  to,  and  must  not  be  confounded  with 
them. 

Drafts  must  be  properly  endorsed,  charged  by  number  of  draft  and  warrant, 
and  enclosed  to  the  Treasurer,  with  the  returns  in  which  they  are  charged, 
that  they  may  be  promptly  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  payers.  Should  any 
errors  occur  in  striking  balances,  they  must  be  corrected  by  special  entries, 
not  by  altering  a  balance  previously  reported. 

For  the  purpose  of  keeping  separate  the  transactioas  under  different 
bonds,  they  may  be  entered  separately  on  the  monthly  statements  and  ag- 
gregated at  foot.  The  balances  under  old  bonds  should  be  cleared  off,  as 
soon  as  practicable,  by  the  charges;  and,  for  this  purpose,  it  may  be  neces- 
sary, as  it  is  generally  the  most  convenient  mode,  to  deposit  them  specifi- 
cally, though  in  many  cases  of  small  amounts,  we  may  effect  the  object  bv 
drafts.  'J  J         J 

The  returns  or  statements  must  be  fairly  endorsed,  with  the  name  of  the 
office,  the  month  to  which  they  refer,  and  the  name  of  the  officer ;  and 
they  should  be  made  on  common^ized  letter  paper,  folded  in  three  folds. 
Formal  letters,  which  merely  announce  the  enclosure  of  returns,  are  unne- 
cessary.

Gentlemen  ;_A.  inquiry  las  been  made  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  com- 
missions to  which  Registers  and  Roceivers  of  Land  Offices  •'•  enlitM  on 
the  value  of  Land  Warrants  issued  and  located  under  the  Act  of  the  3d 
March,  1855,  I  have  to  state,  as  the  deciiio,  of  ih,  i)g,o«m»l,  that  He- 
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gisters  and  Eeccivcra  arc  catitlecl  to  uo  greater  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices, in  anyone  official  year,  than  $500  as  salary,  and  S3500  as  commissions.* 

Any  sum  thoy  may  receive  as  fees  for  locating  Land  Warrants,  ovev 
and  above  the  amount  sufficient  to  entitle  them  to  the  maximum  commis- 
sions above  mentioned  for  all  services  Incident  to  their  offices,  they  are 
required  to  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States. 
This  restriction  as  to  the  maximum  compensation,  applies  to  services  under 
all  other  acts  of  Congress. 

You  will  make  an  entry  of  this  decision  accordingly  on  your  records, 
and  immediately  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  it.

Gentlemen  : — In  the  Circulars  from  this  Office,  dated  April  2,  and  Sep- 
tember 14,  1852,  (No.  374,)  Receivers  of  Public  Moneys  were  directed  to 
credit  the  United  States  iu  their  accounts  to  be  rendered  to  this  Office  as 
"  Disbursing  Agents,"  with  amount  of  fees  received  by  both  Registers  and 
Receivers  for  locating  Military  Bounty  Land  Warrants  issued  under  the  seve- 
ral acts  of  Congress,  and  to  debit  the  amount  of  commissions  to  which  they 
were  entitled  on  the  value  of  the  lands  located  with  warrants — restricting,  as 
required  by  law,  the  maximum  commissions  of  each  to  S2500. 

Further.  In  the  circular  of  January  26, 1856,  {No.  881,)  Registers  and 
Receivers  were  instructed  that  this  restriction  applied  to  warrants  issued 
under  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1855,  as  well  as  all  former  acts.

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In  justice  to  Receivers,  whose  dutj  it  is  made  to  account  for  all  fees 
received  by  the  Registers  as  well  as  those  reeeived  by  themselves,  and  to 
avoid  enibarrassmenta  hereafter,  you  are  directed  to  be  govenicd  by  the 
following  regulations : 

1st.  Whenever  application  is  made  to  locate  a  Land  Warrant,  the  Regis- 
tei-'s  and  Receiver's  fees  are  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Receiver,  who 
will  give  the  applicant  a  receipt  for  the  amount  paid,  which  receipt,  as 
evidence  that  the  fees  have  been  duly  paid,  will  be  shown  by  him  to  the 
Register,  who  will  then  issue  a  certificate  of  location,  and  make  an  entry 
of  the  location  in  the  books  of  his  office. 

2d.  It  is  required  of  the  Receiver  to  prepare,  and  forward  to  this  Office 
at  the  end  of  each  month  with  his  monthly  account  current,  a  "fee  state- 
ment," showing  the  quantity  of  lands  located  with  warrants  issued  under 
the  several  acts  of  Congress,  and  the  amount  of  Register's  and  Receiver's 
fees  he  has  received  for  the  same,  (see  form  herewith  ;)  and,  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter,  he  will  credit  the  United  States  in  his  account  to  be  rendered 
as  "  IHsbursinf  Ai'ent"*  to  this  Office,  with  the  full  amount  of  fees  received 
on  account  of  the  Register  and  Receiver  during  the  quarter — distinctly 
stating  the  quantity  located  with  the  warrants  issued  under  each  act,  and 
the  amount  of  fees  he  has  reeeived  thereon. 

3d.  Whenever  the  amount  of  fees  received  by  the  Receiver,  added  to  the 
commissions  to  which  the  Register  and  Receiver  are  entitled  on  account  of 
"  land  sold,"  shall  reach  the  maximum  of  $2500  allowed  by  law,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Receiver  promptly  to  report  the  fact  te  this  OfEce ;  and  the 
excess  of  fees  received  by  him  over  and  above  an  amount  sufficient  to  make 
the  Register's  and  Receiver's  maximum  for  their  official  year,  respectively, 
he  will" safely  keep  in  his  possession  until  he  is  instructed  in  regard  to  the 
game.

Circular  to  the  Officers  of  the  Interior  Deimrtmeiit. 


THE    INTERIOR, 

Washington  City,  Januaij  23, 1856. 

A  practice  seems  to  bo  rapidly  obtaining  amongst  the  officers  of  the 
Fedei-al  Government  of  absenting  themselves  from  their  respective  posts  of 
duty,  which  threatens  to  become  a  serious  evil.  Its  impropriety,  and  in- 
compatibility with  the  various  interests  entrusted  to  or  devolved  upon  them, 
is  manifest,  and  its  discontinuance  imperatively  demanded. 

The  officers  of  this  Department  are,  therefore,  hereby  informed,  that 
their  constant  attention  to  their  respective  duties  is  expected  and  required ; 
and  that,  hereafter,  any  unauthorized  absence  from  their  posts  will  be  deemed 
sufficient  cause  of  removal. 

When  leave  of  absence  is  desired  for  any  purpose,  timely  application 
therefor  should  be  transmitted  to  the  Department,  and  it  will  be  granted 
or  withheld,  as  may  aeem  just  and  proper;  but  in  the  mean  time,  and  until 
the  answer  of  the  Department  is  received,  the  officer  making  the  applica- 
tion will  remain  in  the  proper  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

As  those  applications,  however,  are  frequently  made  by  officers  on  the 
ground  that  the  public  interests  committed  to  them  require  their  presence 
at  the  seat  of  government,  the  Department  taies  this  occasion  to  say,  that, 
in  its  opinion,  such  necessity  can  rarely  if  ever  esist :  the  mail  facilities 
of  the  United  States  being  sufficient  for  all  practical  purposes  of  official 
intercourse.

Gentlemen; — In  order  to  secure  a  regular  system  and  facilitate  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Department,  you  are  hereby  instructed  to  observe  the  following 
regulations  respecting  all  your  monthly  and  quarterly  returns  : — 

1.  The  monthly  returns,  fee  statements,  &e.,  of  both  officers,  and  the 
quarterly  accounts  of  the  Receiver  and  Disbursing  Agent,  must  be  mailed 
within  three  dai/s  succeeding  the  close  of  each  month  and  quarter. 

2.  Instead  of  the  first  day  of  the  last  month  in  each  quarter,  as  hereto- 
fore directed  by  Circular  of  13tb  June,  1849,  Receivers  will,  in  the  course

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required  estimate  of  expenses  for  the  quarter,  that  a  draft  for  the  amount 
may  be  remitted  in  time  to  enable  a  prompt  and  strict  compliance  with  the 
above  requirements.

Gentlemen : — The  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  who  by  iaw  is 
charj^ed  with  the  revision  of  the  accounts  of  Receivers  and  Disbursing 
Agents,  and  is  the  controlling  officer,  has  rendered  a  decision  that  the  fees 
for  the  location  of  land  warrants  shall  be  accounted  for  by  the  Receiver 
in  his  accounts  rendered  as  "  Receiver,"  and  not  as  "  Disbursing  Agent." 

Therefore  you  are  hereby  directed  to  consider  the  Circular  of  April  21, 
1856,  (No.  383,)  modified  in  this  respect  accordingly }  and  the  following 
course  of  proceeding  is  ordered  : — 

1.  All  fees  to  which  the  Register  and  Receiver  are  entitled  for  locating 
land  warrants,  must  be  received  by  the  Receiver  as  required  by  the  said 
circular;  and,  at  the  end  of  each  month  and  qwter,  the  Receiver,  as  stick, 
will  credit  the  United  States  with  the  amount  9  fees  received  during  these 
periods  in  his  monthly  and  quarterly  accounts  respectively,  as  follows : —

And  with  his  monthly  account  he  will  forward  also  the  fee  statement 
as  now  required. 

2.  The  amount  of  commissions  to  which  the  Register  and  Receiver  may 
be  entitled  on  the  value  of  lands  located  with  warrants,  will  be  debited  by 
the  Receiver  in  his  Disbursing  Agent's  account  as  directed  in  the  third 
clause  of  the  Circular  of  April  21,  1856;  taking  care  that  the  amount  of 
commissions  on  land  warrant  locations,  when  added  to  commissions  on 
"  lands  sold,"  do  not  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  the  maximum  of  82500 
for  any  one  official  year,  from  the  date  of  their  respective  commissions, 

3.  The  Receiver  is  directed  in  all  eases  to  forwam  to  this  Office,  with  the 
"Disbursing  Agent's  account"  for  each  quarter,  separate  and  distinct 
vouchers  for  the  amount  of  commissions  paid  to  the  Register  on  purchase- 
money  for  lands  sold,  and  on  the  value  of  lauds  located  with  warrants.

directions.     Whenever  the  balance  exceeds  $2000  at  the  close  of  any  quar- 
ter, the  whole  should  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer.

Circular  Jnstructioris  to  Receivers  of  PuhKc  Money. 

*  TEElSnitT  DtlPiKTMEKT, 

Maj  10,  1859. 

—By  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  it  appears  to  have 
]aily  occurred  that  requisitions  from  that  Department  upon  the 
Treasury  in  favor  of  a  Receiver  of  Public  Money  as  disbursing  agent, 
having  been  complied  with  by  the  Treasurer's  draft  on  some  depository,  in 
consequence  of  that  officer  not  finding  sufficient  money  to  pay  the  samo 
reported  to  him  by  such  Receiver,  when  the  draft  has  reached  the  Receiver, 
he  has  collected  the  amount  froia  the  depository;  though,  at  the  time,  he 
held  sufficient  money  to  pay  the  amount  of  such  draft. 

Obvious  inconveniences  arise  from  this  course,  and  to  prevent  them,  any 
Receiver  having,  as  disbursing  agent,  the  draft  of  the  Treasurer  on  any 
other  officer,  at  any  time  when  such  Receiver  holds  sufficient  money  of  the 
United  States  to  pay  the  same,  he  will  at  once  pay  such  draft  out  of  such 
money  and  endorse  the  fact  that  he  has  so  paid  it,  as  Receiver,  to  himself 
as  disbursing  agent,  upon  the  draft,  and  to  transmit  it  without  delay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  as  pointed  out  in  his  Circular  of  the  31st 
August,  1854.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  draft  so  paid  and  endorsed,  the 
Treasurer  will  at  once  cause  the  proper  credit  to  be  given  to  such  Receiver 
for  the  payment  of  the  draft ;  the  fact  that  it  was  originally  drawn  upon 
another  officer  not  being  material  in  regard  to  such  credit. 

By  the  reports  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  it  may  be  inferred 
that,  in  some  instances,  the  inconveniences  referred  to  have  arisen  from  the 
neglect  of  Receivers  in  strictly  complying  with  their  standing  instructions, 
which  require  from  every  Receiver  of  public  money,  at  the  close  of  each 
month,  triplicato  returns  of  the  money  received  on  account  of  the  Trea- 
sury of  the  United  States,  including  all  fees  received  for  locating  military 
bounty  land  warrants,  as  well  as  of  the  moneys  paid,  either  on  the  Trea- 
surer's drafts  or  by  deposit*  made  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  under 
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instructions,  without  any  deduction  on  aeeount  of  balances  which  may  be 
claimed  by  such  Receiver,  as  disbursing  agent,  which  by  law,  are  to  be 
otherwise  provided  for.  One  of  these  returns  is  refjuired  to  be  sent  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  another  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  and  the  other  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States ;  with  the 
latter,  are  to  be  enclosed  all  the  drafts  of  the  Treasurer  paid  during  such 
month. 

These  returns  must  clearly  exhibit  the  actual  balance,  subject  to  draft 
or  deposit,  in  the  hands  of  the  Receiver,  and  if  punctually  mailed  to  these 
several  ofScers,  will  in  most  cases,  enable  drafts  to  be  so  placed  as  to  obvi- 
ate the  questions  which  have  occasionally  arisen  in  regard  to  charges  made 
for  collecting  the  Treasurer's  drafts  on  depositories. 

The  rule  of  this  Department  respecting  such  charges  has  always  been, 
that  when  any  disbursing  ofEcer  of  this  Department  shall  receive  a  draft 
from  the  Treasurer  which  he  cannot  convert  into  specie,  at  par,  without 
expense,  he  must  at  once  return  the  draft  to  the  Treasurer  with  an  official 
report  of  the  facts ;  upon  which,  either  the  draft  will  be  made  payable  at 
some  more  available  point,  or  authority  given  to  incur  the  necessary  ex- 
pense of  its  collection,  as  circumstances  may  justify.  In  no  case  whatever 
does  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  recognize  any  charges  for  the  expense 
of  collecting  the  Treasurer's  drafts,  unless  such  expense  has  been  previously 
authorized  upon  an  official  report  showing  its  necessity ;  it  being  presumed 
by  this  Department,  unless  the  contrary  is  clearly  shown  beforehand,  that 
the  Treasurer's  drafts  are  at  least  equal  to  specie  in  every  part  of  the 
United  States.

OPINION"  OF  ATTOUNEY-G-ENERAL. 


Purchase  of.  public  lands  hy  Registers  or  Receivers  ^  Registers  hy  eatress 
terms  of  statute,  and  Receivers  hy  legal  construction,  may  pvrehase  jrub- 
lie  lands  at  private  entry.  Bui  nether  Registers  nor  Receivers  can  pur- 
chase suck  lands  hy  pre-emption  within  tlteir  respective  districts. 

Attoeset-Gesehai's  Office, 

March  7,  1856, 
Sir :— Your  communication  of  the  25th  of  October  presents  two  ques- 
tions, namely ; — 

1,  Has  the  Receiver  in  any  of  the  local  land  offices  the  right  to  purchase, 
at  his  own  office,  land  which  has  been  offered  at  public  sale,  and  thus  be- 
come subject  to  private  entry  at  a  statute  price  ? 

2.  Has  such  receiver  the  right  to  purchase  by  pre-emption  within  his 
district  f 

It  is  admitted  that  the  Register  may  purchase  lands  subject  to  private 
entry  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  May  10th,  1800,  through 
the  intervention  of  the  Surveyor-General ;  (2  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  77.  See 
No.  2,)  as  to  general  purchase  by  Receivers,  that  question,  upon  existing 
statutes,  seems  to  require  to  be  considered  as  res  judicata.     The  opinion 
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of  Mr.  AttorDej  General  Nelscin  in  support  of  the  right,  has  heen  received 
from  that  day  to  this,  as  the  rule  of  law  for  the  action  of  the  Land  Office. 
(Opinion  August  12th,  1843.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  £o>/d,  5  Howard,  30,  49,  the 
Supreme  Court  spoke  of  some  of  the  inconveniences  of  this  doctrine,  hut 
they  did  not  proceed  to  pronounce  it  contrary  to  law.  I  thinli,  therefore, 
that  if  the  established  administrative  rule  on  the  subject  does  not  work 
well,  it  is  a  matter  for  the  legislative  interposition  of  Congress, 

As  to  pre-emption  purchase  by  either  Receivers  or  Registers,  although 
not  expressly  forbidden  by  statute,  still  it  appears  to  me  inadmissible  by 
the  general  principles  of  law  and  of  statutory  construction. 

By  the  general  law,  all  pre-emption  claims  must  be  adjudicated,  in  the 
first  instance,  by  the  Register  and  Receiver.  See  Act  of  September  4, 
1841,  sec.  12;  5  Stat,  at  Lai^e,  p.  546.  (No.  48.)  There  is  no  statute 
which  provides  a  substitute  for  either  of  them  in  a  case  of  purchase  made 
by  himself.  It  is  clear  that,  by  the  rules  of  law  andof  right,  neither  of  them 
can  be  the  judge  in  his  own  case.    Michaud  v.  Girod,  4  Howard,  503;  553. 

Of  course  he  cannot  make  proof  of  pre-emption.  If  he  possess  any  right 
of  pre-emption,  it  must  remain  in  abeyance  until  means  of  adjudication  be 
provided  by  Congress.

The  law  requiring  the  removal  of  Land  O^icers,  for  charging  -ilkgal  fees, 
is  imperative. 

Depaetment  of  the  Is  te  EI  on, 
October  15,  1S55. 
The  sense  of  Congress  in  regard  to  the  penalty  which  should  attach  to 
the  charging  or  receiving  illegal  fees,  is  distinctly  indicated  in  the  6tb 
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section  of  tKe  Act  of  July  17, 1854,  (No.  244,)  whicli  declares  that "  all  ofB- 
cera,  so  offending,  shall  he  forthwith  removed  from  office."  This  provision,  I 
am  officially  informed,  was  inserted  in  that  act,  at  the  instance  of  the  late 
Commissioner  of  the  Genera!  Land  Office,  and  was  designed  to  apply  to  all 
officers  connected  with  the  public  lands.  TKe  law,  therefore,  as  intended 
and  construed  hy  the  General  Land  Office,  would  seem  to  be  strictly  impera- 
tive, and  leave  no  discretion  to  the  President  in  the  premises.  With  the 
above  fact  stated,  and  the  law  before  you,  you  will  admit  that  it  would  not 
be  proper  to  restore  Mr.  L.

Yooi  letter  of  the  5th  instant  in  reply  to  that  of  the  2d  instant  from  the 
Department,  on  the  subject  of  the  difficulties  between  the  Register  and  Re- 
ceiver at  Tampa,  Florida,  has  been  received.  In  the  opinion  of  the  De- 
partment it  is  the  duty  of  the  Register  to  enter  the  approval  of  swamp  land 
selections  on  his  tract  books.  To  give  instructions  whereby  any  other 
officer  would  be  charged  with  a  portion  of  such  duty,  and  of  consequence, 
the  custody  for  the  time  being  of  the  hooks  of  the  Register,  would  be  to 
vitiate  the  security  under  the  bond  of  the  latter  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  bis  duties.  In  reference  to  the  taking  of  pre-emption  proof,  although 
your  office  may  have  held  that  it  is  not  necessary  that  both  officers  should 
be  present  at  such  taking,  yet  it  is  not  u  d  t  1  th  t  you  thereby  coun- 
tenance the  taking  of  such  proof  by  o  ffi  w  th  ut  the  knowledge  or 
assent  of  the  other. 

The  law  requires  that  such  proof  h  11  b  t  fa  tory  to  both  officers, 
and  where  it  is  practicable,  theyoughtt  1 1  f,  th  nd  jointly  take  such 
proof;  and  when  for  any  just  cause  it  k  n  by  n  nly,  it  should  always 
be  after  notice  to,  and  with  the  eoneur  n  t  th  th  r ;  each  should  have 
the  opportunity  of  cross-examining  the  witnesses  if  it  should  be  desired. 
It  is  understood  that  the  Register  claims  a  pre-emption  upon  land  now  re- 
served, and  has  filed  before  himself  a  declaratory  statement  for  the  same  ;* 
one  of  the  grounds  of  objection  by  the  Receiver,  to  the  taking  of  testimony 
by  the  Register  alone  is,  that  according  to  the  system  of  the  latter,  be  may 
take  and  file  testimony  in  relation  to  his  claim  without  the  knowledge  or 
participarion  therein  by  the  Receiver.  It  is  also  deemed  proper  that  you 
should  advise  both  officers,  that  harmony  in  the  discharge  of  their  public 
duties  is  essential  to  their  proper  execution,  and  if  that  cannot  be  attained 
the  proper  remedy  will  be  the  removal  of  one  or  both.

Whether  it  is  his  practice  to  allow  the  outgoing  officer,  (Register 
or  Receiver,)  compensation  up  to  the  time  when  his  successor  receipts  to 
him  for  the  books,  papers,  &c.,  of  his  office,  and  has  there  been  any  os- 
ceptions  thereto,  and  if  so,  what  ?" 

"  2nd.  In  the  case  of  a  deceased  officer,  up  to  what  time  do  you  allow 
compensation  ?  If  to  a  date  subsequent  to  his  decease,  upon  what  principle?" 

To  which  the  Commissioner  replied,  (on  27th  February,  1858,)  "  That 
the  general  rule  of  this  Office,  in  cases  of  change  in  the  District  Laud 
Officers,  is,  at  the  present  time  to  allow  the  outgoing  officer  to  continue  to 
act  until  his  successor  qualifies  and  enters  upon  duty.  This  rule,  however, 
is  only  operative  where  the  officer  rema'us  at  his  post  to  perform  official 
duty,  and  has  been  generally  observed  since  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  Srd 
March,  1853.;'  (No.  224.) 

The  Commissioner  then  specifies  numerous  cases,  where  the  books,  &c., 
of  the  vacated  office  have  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  remaining  officer. 
"  In  the  case  of  a  deceased  officer,  his  compensation  ceases  with  the  date 
of  his  death,  but  in  some  cases  the  archives  are  permitted  to  remain  in 
charge  of  his  family,  his  clerk,  or  other  agents,  to  whom  an  allowance  is 
made  for  the  safe  keeping  thereof,  at  the  rate  of  8500  per  annum,  in  accord- 
ance with  a  long  established  practice  of  the  Treasury  Department."

Sir: — I  enclose  herewith  the  papers  which  have  been  filed  by  S.  S. 
Baxter,  Esq.,  Attorney  for  Messrs.  Whitfield  and  Woodson,  Register  and 
Receiver  at  Kiekapoo,  Kansas,  asking  a  review  by  lae  of  the  question  of 
compensation,  involved  :  with  your  report  of  the  4tli  October  last,  and  my 
reply  of  the  1st  February  following. 

As  there  is  no  appeal  to  me  from  your  action  or  proposed  action,  in  pro- 
ceeding mth  the  adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  those  officers,  I  shall  not 
decide  as  to  the  specific  facts  and  details  in  the  case. 

On  a  review  of  the  act  of  Congress  regulating  the  compensation  of  Re- 
gisters and  Receivers,  and  limiting  the  allowances  and  payments  to  officers 
or  other  persons  whose  pay  or  emoluments  are  fixed  by  law,  and  in  view  of 
the  provisions  of  the  treaties  of  1854,  with  the  loway  and  Delaware  tribes 
of  Indians,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  compensation  which  can  be  allowed 
the  Register  and  Receiver  at  Doniphan,  for  services  in  the  sale  of  lands 
pursuant  to  those  treaties,  must  be  adjusted  as  though  no  special  trust  in 
regard  to  the  net  proceeds  of  these  sales  had  been  created  by  the  treaties, 
and  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  limitations,  as  thongh  the  sales 
had  been  made  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  under  the  land  laws. 

The  receipts  from  sales  at  Iowa  Point,  and  Osawkee,  are  within,  and  of 
the  compensation  year  of  the  officers,  which  was  running  at  the  times  of 

As  these  lands,  sold  on  Indian  account,  were  the  first  sold  after  the  dates 
of  the  commissions  and  bonds  of  the  officers,  and  as  one  per  cent,  on  the 
amount  received  exceeds  the  yearly  maximum  of  12500,  allowable  as  com- 
missions in  their  first  year,  I  think  that  said  sum  of  ¥2500  may  be  charged 
to  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  held  by  the  United  States  ander  the  treaties ; 
say  one  per  cent,  but  not  to  exceed  11250,  from  the  funds  arising  from 
sales  under  the  treaty  with  the  loways,  and  the  balance  or  remaining  half, 
frodi  money  received  from  sales  under  the  treaty  with  the  Delawares. 

As  the  officers  received  instructions  from  you,  under  date  of  the  15th 
May,  to  make  those  sales,  and  as  they  had  both  executed  their  bonds  before 
that  date,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  their  salaries  should  be  allowed  from 
the  date  of  these  instructions.

_  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  enacted  no  general  law  autho- 
riaing  the  donation  or  granting  of  the  public  lands  ;  but  it  may  he  said  to 

Wbetber  a  title  to  a  tract  of  public  land  has  passed  from  tlio  United  States,  is  a 
question  depending  upon  statutes  enacted  by  Codgress.  After  title  lias  passed,  it 
becomes  subject  to  tlie  laws  of  the  State  ia  which  it  \m%.—  WUcax,  v.  Jackson,  13 
Pelers,  498,  13  Oontlensed  Reports,  366. 

Under  the  powers  of  Congress  to  dispose  of  the  public  lands,  the  same  may  be 
leased.— F»!(eii  States  v.  Gratiot,  14  Peters,  526,  13  0.

Congress  has  the  sole  ] 
fVom  the  United  States.— 

At  a  sale  of  pnblio  lands  in  a  Territory,  an  ^ent  who  purchased  for  another  must 
account,  as  trustee,  fo  his  employer,  although  the  statutes  of  the  Territojy  have 
abolished  all  resnltiiig  trusts.  It  promotes  the  public  sales,  that  agents  should  be 
allowed  to  attend  and  purchase  under  the  usual  responsibility  of  agents  or  trustees. 
The  control,  enjoyment  and  dispoaai  by  the  United  States,  of  their  own  property,  is 
independent  of  the  locality  of  such  property,  whether  it  be  situated  in  a  State  or 
Territory ;  nor  are  the  contracts  of  the  government,  with  respect  to  Eubjects  within 
its  constitutional  compelenej,  local  or  confined  in  their  effects  and  operation,  to  the 
sites  of  the  subjects  to  which  they  relate.  Although  a  certificate  may  be  the  subject 
of  bargain  and  sale,  yet  the  United  Slates  can  take  care  that  the  convcrance  shall 
be  made  to  him  who  is  in  good  Mth  their  vendee.  Although  the  officers  of  the 
laud  department  may  in  practice  and  as  a  rule  of  convenience,  have  received  the 
certificate  of  purchase  as  evidence  of  title,  yet  neither  that  practice,  nor  the  certifi- 
cate itself,  can  control  the  power  either  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  court,  to  ad- 
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have  placed  their  acquisition  within  the  reach  of  al!  enterprising  and  indus- 
trious persons,  hj  the  liberal  terms  it  has  established  for  the  sale  of  the 

The  public  lauds  are  sold  by  legal  subdiTisions,  and  may  be  bought  in 
tracts  of  40,  80,  160,  320  or  640  acres  eaeh,  or  in  as  large  bodies  as  can 
be  found  vacant,  at  $1.25  per  acre,  payable  in  specie.  The  general  law 
requires  the  price  to  be  paid  in  cash  at  the  time  of  the  sale;  but  by  the 
operation  of  a  pre-emption  law,  enacted  iu  1841,  actual  settlers  on  the 
public  lands,  (provided  they  take  160  acres,)  are  allowed  a  credit  of  twelve 
months,  and  in  some  cases  a  longer  period. 

The  public  lands  are  first  surveyed  into  townships  of  six  miles  square; 
these  townships  are  subdivided  into  thirty-sis  sections,  of  640  acres  each  ; 

judge  or  to  confirm  tlie  title  to  the  land  to  the  true  owner.— /rume  v.  Marshall,  20 
Howard,  633. 

Where  a  !ot  of  land  offered  at  auction  at  a  public  sale  of  land  was  strnck  off  to  A., 
who  advanced  tho  money,  and  took  ft  receipt  therefor,  and  B.  on  the  same  day 
offered  evidence  to  prove  that  Iio  nodded  to  the  Ructioneer,  and  that  bis  nod  was 
equivalent  to  a  UA  for  said  land  atiove  that  of  A.,  and  that  thereapon  the  land  ofB- 
oers  put  up  the  land  again  on  a  subsequent  day,  and  struck  off  the  same  to  C.  who 
conveyed  it  to  B.,  who  disputes  A.'a title :  Held,  that  if  B.  intended  his  nod  at,  the 
first  sale  to  be  a  bid  above  A.,  he  should  have  promptly  diacloEed  it  at  the  time,  and 
invoked  the  land  officers  to  remedy  the  inobservance  or  neglect  of  the  auctioneer; 
and  that,  as  this  was  not  done,  the  patent  must  issue  to  A.,  to  whom  it  was  struck 
oft'atthefirstaale.— (Opinion  of  Attorney-General,  April  10,  I83D,  vol.  3,  p.  448.) 

The  great  fundamental  principle  of  our  land  sales  is,  that  private  entries  shall 
never  he  permitted  until  after  proclamation  is  made  that  the  lands  are  in  market.— 
(Opinion,  Uarch  29,  1843,  vol.  4,  p.  16T.) 

The  several  acts  of  Congress  relating  to  the  saline  and  mineral  landa  confer  a 
general  authority  upon  the  President  to  lease  the  lead  mines.— (Opinion,  Oct.  14, 
1842,  vol.  4,  p.  93.) 

Tbe  President  has  unrestricted  power  to  lease  the  lead  mince,  on  such  conditioos 
HE  he  may  think  proper,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  three  years,  providing  the  leases 
be  not  inconsistent  with  existing  laws. — (Opinion,  Jan.  1S23,  vol.  1,  p,  593.) 

There  is  no  material  difference  between  the  two  acta  concerning  the  lead  mines, 
only  that  leases  under  the  one  ace  limited  to  three,  and  under  the  other  to  five  years 
— (OpinioD,  April  3,  1835,  vol.  2,  p.  708.) 

The  powers  to  lease  the  mines  necessarily  includes  the  power  to  collect  rents,  and 
to  take  all  proper  measures  to  effect  that  object.— i6. 

Proceedings  may  be  taken  under  the  Ist  section  of  the  Act  of  2d  of  March,  !831, 
against  any  person  who  shall  have  cnt  and  removed  any  ship  timber  from  lands 
acquired  by  the  United  States.— (Opinion,  June  9,  1832,  vol.  2,  p.  524.) 

The  President  may  employ  such  military  force  as  he  may  judge  necessary  and 
proper  to  remove  persons  who  may  intrude  upon  any  lands  ceded  or  secured  to  the 
United  States  by  any  treaty  made  with  a  foreign  nation,  or  by  a  cession  ftom  any 
individual  Stale ;  and  hence  may  adopt  that  method  in  respect  to  the  lands  m  ques- 
tion.—(Opinion,  Aug.  22,  1833,  voL  2,  p.  G75.) 

The  President  of  the  United  States  has  lawful  authority  summarily  to  remove 
intruders  from  lands  duly  held  by  the  government  for  the  site  of  a  light-liouse,  or 
for  any  other  competent  purpose.- {Opinion,  Sept.  21,  1865,  vol.  1,  p.  B34.) 

Lands  containing  iron  ore  merely,  are  not  to  be  considered  as  "  mineral  lands," 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  1st  March,  1847 ;  but  tboy  are  to  be  disposed  of 
according  to  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  disposition  of  other  public  lands.— (Opinion, 
Aug.  28,  1850,  vol.  5,  p.  247.) 

Private  entries  are  not  in  order,  until  the  land  shall  have  been  proclaimed  to 
be,  and  shall  have  been  properly  put  in  market.     Lands  which  have  never  been  in 
Lt  all  cannot  l)e  treated,  at  the  end  of  the  term  designated  in  the  treaty 
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aod  tliese  sections  ioto  half  seetbos,  quarter  sections,  eigiiths  of  sections, 
and  sistoontha  of  sections. 

They  are  then,  after  due  notice,  exposed  at  public  sale  to  the  liighest 
bidder.  When  thus  exposed  at  pnblie  sale  and  not  disposed  of,  they  become 
Bubjeot  to  prirate  entry,  at  the  minimum  price  of  81.25  per  acre. 

A  person  desirous  of  obtaining,  under  the  pre-emption  law  before  alluded 
to,  a  tract  of  160  acres  of  land,  should  settle  upon  the  same,  build  thereon 
a  house,  and  proceed  to  cultivate,  and  otherwise  in  good  faith  to  make  it 
the  home  and  residence  of  himself  and  family.  Within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  his  settlement  on  the  land,  he  is  required  to  file  with  the  land  offi- 
cers for  the  district  in  which  such  tract  may  be  situated,  a  declaration  in 
writing,  setting  forth  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  if  an 

with  the  Indians,  as  lands  for  whicii  nobody  would  bid— (Opinion  Marcii  29  1843 
vol.  4,  p.  16l.)  \    ir  ,  ,  , 

It  is  theduty  of  the  executive  to  secure  to  all  persons  a  fair  and  equal  opportiiiiitT 
of  purchasing  the  public  lands.— (Opinion,  July  14,  183t,  vol.  3,  p.  274.) 

Lands  Ibat  have  been  tomporarilj-  withheld  from  privnte  sale,  should  not  be  allowed 
to  be  entered,  until  suitable  notice  has  been  given  of  the  removal  of  the  cause  of  sus- 
pension.—/*. 

The  Treasury  Department  has  no  authority  to  require  a  certificate  that  notice  has 
been  given,  or  (hat  lands  arc  liable  to  entry ;  nor  can  ihe  treasurer  refuse  pay  for  a 
specific  tract,  nnless  be  have  ofBcial  evidence  that  it  ia  not  subject  to  sale.- 7i. 

The  regulation,  established  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  re- 
quiring holders  of  land  warrants  to  make  affidavit,  that  there  U  no  settlement  on  the 
landinlended  to  be  located,  is  inoonsistent  with  the  Act  of  nth  Februarv,184T  and 
void.- (Opinion,  August  7,  1852,  vol.  5,  p.  609.) 

Where  a  settler  upon  certain  lands  on  the  east  hank  of  the  Mississippi  river  which 
when  subaeqoently  surveyed,  was  designated  as  the  southwest  fractional  quarter  of 
section  twenty.five,  failed  to  make  payment  therefor  prior  to  the  day  appointed 
for  the  public  sale  of  lands  in  that  vicinity,  and  by  bis  agenl,  on  that  day       f      d  t 
enter  and  pay  for  the  same,  nnless  he  could  be  permitted  also  lo  enter  the         h  ast 
fractional  quarter  section  ;  and  not  being  gratified  in  that  respect,  (the  la   1    ffi 
refusing  his  request,  and  offenng  all  the  lands  at  public  sale,  and  actu  ih      II    g 
the  southeast  fractional  qunrter,  and  afterwards  obtaining  a  confirmatio       f  th 
proceedings,)  by  bis  agent  having  applied  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea.         f 
hearing,  in  respect  to  his  claim  of  pre-emption:  Held,  that  he  abandoned  h       I    m 
by  refusing  to  make  payment,  nnless  he  could  be  permitted  to  enter  the        th      t 
fraclionai  quarter  section,  and  that  by  snch  refusal  he  forfeited  all  right,  which  he 
had  previously  acqnired  to  the  premises— (Opinion,  October  27, 1S37,  vol.  4,  p.  637.) 

Under  the  laws  of  the  United  Slates,  aliens  ace  entitled  to  purchase  the  public 
lands,  subject  only,  as  to  their  tenore,  to  such  limitations  as  particular  Stales  may 
enact ;  with  this  exception  however,  that  pre-empllons  are  seooied  to  aliens  who 
Have  declared  their  intentions  to  become  naturalized  according  to  law,  and  to 
citizens,  whether  native  bom  or  naturaiiaed,  and  none  others.- (Opinion  Julv  38 
1855,  vol.  7,  p.  351.)  '        J       ! 

_  The  same  distinction  is  maintained  in  the  graduation  acts,  with  the  further  condi- 
tion, that  the  limited  quantity  of  land,  purchasable  by  any  person  at  the  reduced 
prices,  can  be  purchased  only  for  personal  use,  and  for  actual  settlement  and  culti- 

Where  a  section  of  public  land  was  included  with  other  lands  in  the  President's 
proclamation  for  sale,  and  the  sale  took  place,  but  the  section  in  question  was  nol 
flold,_ the  presumption  is,  (hat  such  section  was  cried  by  the  auctioneer;  and  an 
applicant  to  enter  the  same  at  private  sale,  need  not  be  required  by  the  Register  to 
prove  that  it  was  actually  cried  in  the  hearing  of  the  bidders.— (Opinion,  November 
29,  1861,  vol.  6,  p.  476.) 

An  application  for  the  purchase  of  land  was  rejected  by  the  Register  and  the 
applicant  then  tendered  the  purchase -money  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States 
who  refused  to  receive  it.     Held,  that  the  neglect  of  the  applicant  to  appeal  to  the 
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alien,  that  he  has  filed  a  declaration  of  intention  to  hecome  a  citizen,  and 
that  he  has  settled  upon  a  certain  tract  of  land,  (describing  the  same,)  and 
intends  to  purchase  it  under  the  said  pre-emption  law. 

At  the  expiration  of  twelve  mouths  from  the  date  of  his  settlement,  he 
is  required  to  appear  at  the  land  office  of  his  district,  and  make  proof  of 
his  settlement,  cultivation,  &c.,  and  payment  for  the  land.  After  these 
requirements  have  been  complied  with,  he  receives  from  the  government 
of  the  United  States  a  patent  or  deed  in  fee  simple,  for  the  land  thus  settled 
upon  and  paid  for.  .    ■    n. 

Where  lands  have  been  surveyed  hut  not  exposed  to  public  sale  in  the 
manner  herein  described,  they  can  he  obtained  under  the  same  pre-emp- 
tion law  at  gl.25  per  acre,  but  proof  of  a  compliance  with  the  law,  and 

General  Land  Office,  was  not  an  abandonment  of  his  application.  I.'jtle  T,  Arlcanacti, 
9  Bow.  328.— (Opinion,  November  29,  1851  ;  vol.  5,  p.  416.) 

The  question  whether  there  has  been  a  dedication  of  a  eeolion  of  land  W  the  city 
of  Cincinnati  la  not  for  the  esecative  depiirtment  to  decide.  That,  and  all  other 
qnestions  of  conflicting  cUims  and  boundaries,  will  be  open  to  the  proper  courts  of 
justice  after  the  patent  eball  haie  been  Uaoed.— Cmcmnali  v.  W/aU  s  Lmeea,  S  trei. 
431. 

The  President  has  no  authocitv,  under  the  Constitution,  to  dispose  of,  by  lease  Of 
otherwise,  any  portion  ot  the  public  lands  without  authority  of  law  ;  and  the  antho- 
ritj  to  lease  mineral  lands  is  iimited  by  law  to  salt  springs  and  lead  mines,  and  tlie 
necessary  contiguous  eectioas.— (Opinion,  April  18,  1846,  vol.  4,  p.  4B0.) 

Wherefore  the  President  is  without  authority  to  lease,  or  cause  to  be  leased,  lands 
which  contain  mines  of  copper  or  silver  as  the  predominating  mineral.— J6. 

Minors  have  the  right  to  redeem  their  lands  sold  for  taxes  at  any  time  within  two 
years  from  the  removal  ofthe  disability,  by  pajmentof  the  purchase-money  with  ten 
per  cent,  thereon,  and  compensatiOQ  for  improvements,  wheUier  deeds  have  been 
given  to  the  purchasers  or  not ;  for  no  deed  is  vaJid  unless  given  in  pursuance  ol  law, 
and  the  iaw  does  not  authorise  the  giving  of  a  deed  until  the  time  of  redemption  shall 
have  expired.— (Opinion,  July  3,  1820,  vol.  1,  p.  318.) 

Sales  of  lands  excepted  from  sale  by  act  of  Congress  are  void  for  want  of  authority. 
—(Opinion,  October  22,  1828,  vol.  2,  p.  I8G,) 

The  decision  of  »  court  as  to  the  invalidity  of  the  claim  causing  the  exception,  will 
not  correct  the  error.— /A. 

A  purchaser  of  a  tract,  as  to  part  of  which  there  was  authority  to  sell,  and  as  to 
the  other  part  there  was  not,  has  the  option  to  avoid  the  entire  contract,  or  to  receive 
a  patent  for  such  part  as  could  be  sold. — /*. 

Lands  struck  off  on  the  last  day  of  a  public  sale,  and  not  paid  for,  arc  not  subject 
to  private  entry  prior  to  being  again  offered  at  public  sale.  Such  tracts  are  not  un- 
sold  lands  at  the  close  of  the  public  sales,  but  are  to  he  regarded  as  reverted  lands. 
—(Opinion,  April  1,  1829,  vol.  2,  p.  200.) 

Where  the  purchase-money  is  paid  directly  to  the  Treasurer,  the  specific  tract  of 
land  must  be  stated  the  same  as  if  applied  for  at  the  office  of  the  land  district,  and 
the  same  fonn  must  be  pursued.— {Opinion,  October  24,  1836,  vol.  3,  p.  160.) 

Where  H.  and  F.  applied  at  a  land  office  to  enter  certain  lands,  but  not  being  able 
to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  department,  procured  them  to  be  marked  and 
reserved  from  sale,  to  T.,  who,  soon  thereafter,  applied  to  purchase  and  pay  for  them, 
and  was  refused;  and  afterwards  H.  and  F.  made  payment  and  obtained  a  certificate 
of  purchase :  Held,  that  the  land  officers  should  have  complied  witli  T.'s  offer ;  and 
that,  as  a  patent  has  not  yet  issued,  the  matter  is  yet  under  control  of  the  General 
Land  Office.— (Opinion,  June  5,  1837,  vol.  3,  p.  340.) 

When  the  purchaser  of  land  from  the  United  States  has  paid  for  it,  and  received 
a  final  certificate,  it  is  taxable  properly  acccording  to  the  Statutes  of  Michigan, 
although  a  patent  has  not  yet  been  issued.  Taxation  upon  land  so  held,  is  not  a 
violation  of  the  ordinance  of  ITST,  as  an  "  interference  with  the  primary  disposition 
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payment,  are  not  reiiulred  until  the  day  fised  upon  for  the  public  sale  to 
take  place. 

This  may  he  a  few  weeks  or  several  yean  after  the  settlement,  and  hence 
the  period  of  the  credit  on  such  lands  is  uncertain. 

The  laws  to  which  allusion  is  here  made  are  general,  and  apply  to  all  the 
States  of  the  Union  in  which  the  gOTemment  of  the  United  States  owns

of  Michigan  couMrigbtfnlly  impose  the  tax.  It  was  competent  for  the  State  to  assess 
and  tax  sneh  lands  at  their  full  ralue,  as  the  absolute  property  of  the  holder  of  the 
anal  certificate,  and  in  default  of  payment,  to  sell  them  as  if  be  owned  them  in  fee. 
In  case  of  controversy,  a  court  of  eqnity  is  thepropec  tribunal  to  prerent  an  injurious 
act  by  a  public  officer,  for  which  the  law  mightgive  no  adequate  redress,  or  toavoid 
a  moltiplioity  of  eaits,  or  to  prevent  a  cloud  from  being  cast  over  the  title.— Cnr;-o2  v. 
Safford,  3  How.  441. 

_  The  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  has  decided  that  although  the  Slate  courts  cannot 
interfere  with  the  primary  disposition  of  the  soil  by  tlie  general  government  yet  if 
in  obtaining  from  the  United  States,  the  legal  title  to  a  tract  of  land,  one  be  guilty 
of  fraud,  or  affects  himself  with  a  trust,  he  shall  hold  the  title  thus  acquired  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  have  been  injured.  A.  having  entered  a  tract  of  land,  foondB., 
ft  married  woman,  in  possession,  without  the  right  of  pre-emption,  and  paid  her  fifty 
dollarsfor  her  improvements,  and  for  yielding  possession  to  him.  Afterwards,  with- 
OutnoticetoA.,andwith  the  money  thus  obtained, she  procured  a  patent  for  the  same: 
Held,  that  the  right  thns  acquired  was  clothed  with  a  trust  for  the  benefit  of  A.— 
Urovea  v.  FuUome,  le  Mo.  Reps.  643. 

It  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri,  that  where  one  enters  land  of  the 
United  States  in  his  own  name  with  the  money  of  another,  and  procures  a  patent 
for  the  same,  eqaity  will  decree  the  title  to  the  party  to  whom  it  belongs.— 5wpA en- 
tort  v.  Siniih,  T  Mo.  Reps.  610. 

An  application  to  n  Register  and  a  deposit  of  money  with  him,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Receiver,  can  give  no  right  in  law  or  equity  to  the  land  applied  for.— Groom  v. 
Bdl,  9  Mo.  Reps.  320. 

■?i,''V*'^^'P'^  °^  *  Receiver  is/iWma  fade  evidence  that  the  law  has  been  complii^d 
with,  but  it  does  not  stand  on  the  same  footing  with  a  patent,  and  it  may  bo  shown 
by  parol  evidence  lobe  void.— ^Wtsoii  v.  Buntcr,  9  JIo.

A  promise  by  a  vendee  to  pay  a  person  for  improvements  which  he  had  made 
upon  public  lands,  previous  to  the  vendee's  purchasing  of  the  United  States,  is  with- 
out consideration  and  void. — HuUon  v.  OueHurf,  Illinois  Reps.,  1  S.  ITO. 

In  ntiuois,  a  settler  upon  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  cannot  maintain 
trespass  against  a  person  who  may  enter  and  cut  down  the  timber  apon  a  portion  of 
the  legal  subdivision  of  land  upon  which  he  is  settled,  but  which  is  not  actually  in- 
closed or  occupied  bj  sach  settler.— iopeH  v.  NoUi,  ib.,  1  S.  JSS. 

In  Illinois,  where  the  plaintiff  has  made  rails  tiom  timber  growing  on  government 
Und  and  left  them  piled  thereon,  and  the  defendant  afterwards  purchased  the  land 
from  the  government  and  converted  rails,  to  his  own  nse :  Held,  that  the  plaintiff 
could  maintain  an  action  of  trespass  against  the  defendant  and  recover  the  value  of

In  reference  to  the  mode  of  conducting  such  sales,  you  are  referred  to 
tte  particulars  contained  in  the  printed  circular  letters  from  this  OfSoe, 
dated  May  25th,  1831,  and  December  Slst,  1833. 

The  law  limits  the  duration  of  the  term  of  sale  to  two  weeks,  but  no 
sale  is  to  be  kept  open  for  a  longer  term,  (within  such  limitation)  than  is 
really  necessary  for  the  convenient  offering  of  all  the  land;  and,_asa  gene- 
ral rule,  private  entries  of  the  land  so  offered  are  not  to  be  admitted  until 
after  the  expiration  of  the  full  term  of  two  weeks,  in  order  to  give  the 
officers  abundant  time  to  bring  up  the  records  of  sale. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Register,  preliminary  to  every  public  sale,  to  open 
up  in  the  tract  books  of  his  office,  in  the  regular  order  of  townships  m  a 
range,  and  of  sections  in  the  township,  or  fractional  township,  (leaving 
sixteen  lines  for  every  section,  and  proportional  spaces  for  fractions,)  the 
particular  lands  to  be  offered,  so  that  those  books  may  be  fully  prepared 
for  operations  by  the  day  of  sale.  The  tract  books  must  be  kept  posted  up  as 
regularly  as  the  other  books  of  the  Register's  of&ce,  and  the  Receiver  is 
hereby  requested  specially  to  certify  to  this  Office,  from  month  to  month, 
the  condition  of  the  tract  books  and  other  hooks  of  the  Register's  office,  in 
a  manner  as  particular  as  the  Register  is  required  to  certify  the  periodical 
condition  of  the  Receiver's  office  by  endorsement  on  the  Receiver's  monthly 
accounts  current. 

Where  the  amount  of  land  to  be  offered  at  a  public  sale  is  such  as  to  re- 
quire  the  aid  of  a  'pahlic  crier,  a  moderate  charge  for  his  services  will  be 
allowed,  but  under  no  circumstances  to  exceed  three  dollars  per  day.  JSo 
clerk  hire  at  such  sales  will  be  allowed,  unless  it  shall  be  satisfactorily 
shown  that  the  magnitude  of  the  duty  was  such  as  to  render  the  services 
of  a  clerk  indispensably  necessary  for  the  duo  dispatch  of  business  for  the 
convenience  of  purchasers.  .    , 

In  your  respective  monthly  abstracts  you  are  requested  to  discriminate 
every  tract  of  land  disposed  of  at  public  sale,  by  writing  the  words  "pu6. 
sale"  opposite  thereto,  in  the  margin ;  and  to  disorimmate  pre-emption 

entries  by  writing  the  words  ^^ pre-emptioa  act  of ,"  opposite  to  the 

same,  and  after  making  up  the  aggregate  amount  of  acres  and  purchase 
money  at  the  foot  of  such  abstract,  yon  are  required  to  form  a  recapitula^

At  the  close  of  a  public  sale,  you  are  required  to  transmit  to  this  Office  a 
joint  letter  representing  the  factof  your  having  concluded  the  sale,  indicat- 
ing the  number  of  days  which  it  necessarily  occupied,  and  any  important 
particulars  connected  therewith,  and  especially  designating  any  land  which, 
from  any  cause,  may  not  have  been  offered  pursuant  to  the  proclamation, 
and  distinctly  setting  forth  the  reason  why  it  was  not  offered. 

In  making  ont  your  charge  for  superintending  a  public  sale,  yon  are 
aJeo  requested  to  certify  that  the  days  charged  for  (if  more  than  one)  were 
fully  occupied  in  offering  the  lands  and  perfecting  sales,  and  you  will  charge 
accordingly,  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  so  engaged. 

This  latter  evidence  will  be  forwarded  from  this  Office  to  the  Comptroller, 
on  adjustment  of  the  Eeeeivei-'s  quarterly  account. 

Annexed  is  a  specimen  of  a  blotter  containing  minutes  of  sale,  (to  be 
varied,  of  course,  according  to  circumstances,)  which  should  always  be 
used  by  you  at  a  public  sale,  and  carefully  preserved  at  your  office,*

B.  Bowen's  right  to  enter, 
in  preference  to  any  one  else,  certain  lands  in  T.  27,  R.  26,  Menasha  Dis- 
trict, Wisconsin,  selected  as  swamp  land,  but  subsequently  abandoned  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State  upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  him  that  the  tracts 
in  question  were  not  swamp.  As  these  tracts  were  not  only  selceted  but 
approved  to  the  State,  their  subsequent  abandonment,  aad  upon  testimony 
procured  by  the  above  named  persons,  does  not  place  them  in  a  different 
condition  than  if  set  aside  by  the  Department  in  the  ordinary  manner,  upon 
satisfactory  evidence.

A  party  mho  was  prevented  hy  the  Register  from  complying  with  the  law, 

under  given  circumstances  allowed  a  preference  right.

The  Department,  though  compelled  to  decide  against  the  right  of  pre- 
emption as  claimed  by  Mr.  M'Dowell,  (thus  affirming  your  action  on  that 
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point,)  not  only  for  the  reason  assigned,  to  wit :  the  want  of  personal  resi- 
dence of  Mr.  M'Doweil  on  the  land  to  constitute  him  a  pre-omptor,  hut 
also  because  the  proof  filed  bj  him  was  not  filed  in  due  time,  viz.  twelve 
months  after  settlement;  jet  as  the  entry  of  Williams  was  made  during  the 
existeoce  of  the  said  twelve  months,  and  as  an  entry  under  the  graduation 
law  of  1854,  and  when  M'Doweil  had  made  substantial  and  extensive  im- 
provements on  the  land,  I  think  that  M'Doweil  should  he  permitted  to 
enter  the  land,  particularly  as  in  addition  to  the  above  causes,  it  would  ap- 
pear he  sought  to  enter  the  land  at  private  sale,  and  was  prevented  by  an 
act  of  the  then  Register,  by  whose  advice  he  filed  the  declaration  under 
the  pre-emption  law,  and  which  the  latter  not  only  neglected  to  report  in 
proper  time  to  youroffice,  but  failed  to  regard  its  existence  when  Williams' 
entry  was  allowed.

Point,  Wisconsinj)  in  permitting  the  private  entries  Noa.  7373  and  8362, 
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J'  after  receiving  and  filing"  Joseph  Polley'a  declaratory  statement,  (coTer- 
ing  the  same  land,)  and  "  lefore  his  time  for  making  proof  and  payment 
had  eipired,"  I  have  to  state  that  an  explanation  from  the  local  ofEeera 
was  unaeeessary,  such  actign  being  common  to  all  the  district  offices. 
Ever  since  the  eatahlishment  of  the  pre-emption  system,  it  has  been  the 
practice  of  the  differeitt  local  offices  to  permit  private  entries  of  offered 
lands  upon  which  declarations  had  been  filed,— such  entries  being  under- 
stood by  all  parties  to  be  subject  to  the  right  of  the  pre-eroptora.  In  such 
cases,  where  the  pre-emption  ciaims  are  abandoned  or  impeached,  the  pri- 
vate entries  hold  good ;  or  where  the  pre-emptions  are  proved  up  and  entries 
approved  and  patented,  the  private  entries  are  cancelled.

Sir : — It  appears  from  the  papers  received  with  your  letter  of  the  14th  of 
April  last,  that  Arris  Cos  asserts  a  pre-emption  claim  to  a  certain  tract  of 
land  m  the  Augusta  District,  Mississippi,  which  is  contested  by  Morris  A. 
Pardue.  Cos  commenced  a  settlement  upon  said  land  iu  April,  1857.  In 
October  following,  he  was  permitted  to  make  proof  and  payment.  This 
state  of  facts  operates  as  a  withdrawal  of  lands  thus  situated  from  private 
entry  until  after  a  publication  of  notice  restoring  them  to  market.  But  at 
the  date  of  P'irdue's  application,  the  land  in  contest  was  withdrawn  from 
sale  for  railroad  purposes,  and  no  application  from  him  for  the  same  could 
have  been  properly  received.  An  application  to  purchase  lands  which  are 
withdrawn  tiom  market,  will  not  be  regarded  as  continuing  and  attaching 
a  valid  claim  thereto  upon  restoration,  but  a  new  application  would  then  be 
neoessiry  For  two  reasons,  then,  said  Pardue  has  no  rights  as  an  adverse 
claimant. 

At  the  time  the  lands  in  question  were  restored  to  market,  and  for  some 
time  prior  thereto,  the  pre-emption  claimaat,  Cos,  appears  to  have  been  a 
bona  fide  settler  thereon.  In  view  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  said  Cox  is 
entitled  to  a  confirmation  of  his  entry  and  location  under  the  Act  of  26th 
of  June,  1856,  (No.  291,)  and  the  same  will  accordingly  be  reported  for 
that  purpose,  at  your  earliest  convenience.

Sir  : — I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  jour  lett  f  th  tl  i!t., 
relative  to  the  petition  whicli  was  presented  to  the  P  d  nt  m  days 
since,  asking  that  the  public  lands  in  Kansas  and  Nebra  ka  b  withheld, 
by  order  of  the  Executive,  from  private  entry  after  th  1  t  tl  public 
sales.  Upon  a  full  consideration  of  the  proposition  thu  nhni  tt  d  the 
President  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  has  invested  h  m  w  tl  n  uth  rity 
to  grant  the  request,  and  directs  me  so  to  inform  you 

The  Act  of  Congress  upon  this  subject  declares  that  "  all  the  lands  offered 
at  such  public  sales  and  which  shall  remain  unsold  at  the  close  thereof, 
shall  be  subject  to  entry  at  private  sale,  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same 
price  with  the  other  laads  sold  at  private  sale  at  the  respective  land  ofEices." 
This  law  is  absolute  io  its  terms,  and  its  provisions  cannot  he  disregarded. 
In  all  cases  where  lands  have  been  brought  into  market  under  the  regular 
operation  of  the  land  laws,  they  must  remain  suhject  to  sale,  unless  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  withdraw  them  from  market  for  the  proper  execution  of 
other  laws  passed  by  Congress.  Hence  sales  of  lands  once  offered  have 
only  been  suspended  to  prevent  confusion  of  titles,  and  to  protect  vested 
rights  arising  under  law  or  treaties,  or  to  secure  a  proper  adjustment  of 
grants  actually  made  by  Congress  for  railroad  and  other  purposes.  ^  They 
have  not  been,  nor  can  they  he,  withheld  from  sale  from  considerations  of 
policy  or  profit  merely;  nor,  indeed,  in  anticipation  of  future  grants  for 
purposes  of  improvement. 

Such  was  the  answer  given,  in  April  last,  to  a  similar  application  made 
by  certain  citizens  of  Louisiana,  and  such  must  he  the  reply  on  the  present 
occasion.     Be  pleased  to  inform  your  memorialists  accordingly.

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Pre-emption  Claims. 

I.  PRE-EMPTION"  GENERALLY. 

_  [The  policy  of  securiDg  to  iDdividaals  a  preference  right  to  purcliaee  a 
limited  quantity  of  the  public  land,  which  they  had  improved  and  inhabited, 
had  its  origin  more  than  fifty_  years  ago,  and  it  bas  been  gradually  extended 
and  enlarged  in  its  appheation.  In  the  country  northwest  of  the  Ohio, 
and  above  the  mouth  of  the  Kentucky  River,  as  early  as  May  10,  1800, 
and  afterwards  in  Michigan  Territory,  in  Illinois  Territory,  in  lands  south' 
of  Tennessee,  in  the  Louisiana  pui-chase,  in  Florida,  and  in  Missouri  Terri- 
tory, in  particular  cases,  and  on  special  conditions,  varying  in  each  of 
those  localities,  pre-emption  rights  were  granted  by  various  statutes,  DOt- 
withstanding  intrusions  on  the  pubhc  lands  had  been  prohibited  by  the  Act 
of  March  3rd,  1807,  which  was  prior  in  date  to  many  of  the  pre-emption 

An  entry  unaer  a  aettlemont  and  pre-emption  riglit,  made  in  the  name  of  "tbe 
heirs"  of  the  pre-emption  claimant,  is  valid,  tbougb  the  heirs  be  not  nutaed.— Sunt 
T.  Wkldife,  2  Peters,  201  ;  8  Condensed  Reports,  85. 

No  reservation  or  appropriation  of  a  ti 
acquired  a,  right  to  it  under  a  pre-omptioi 
401  ;  14  0.  R.  128. 

The  proviso,  in  the  5th  section  of  the  Act  of  March  3,  1811,  escludicg  from  the 
right  of  pre-emption  back  lands  fit  for  cultivation,  bordering  on  another  river,  creek, 

"""-""  * ,"  refers  only  to  lands  bordering  on  some  navigable  water,  and 

ultivation— SurffeK  v.  Lapice,  S  Howard,  48 ;  17  C.  R.  497. 

Under  the  pre-emption  Act  of  1830,  continued  in  force  by  that  of  1832,  and  the 
instructions  of  the  commissioner  of  public  lands,  tbe  pre-eraptor  was  permitted  to 
aie  hia  proofs  identifying  the  land  in  the  absence  of  sarvejs:  the  Register  and  Re- 
ceiver were  constituted  a  tribunal  to  decide  on  the  validity  and  extent  of  suci)  pre- 

empton  rights,  and  their  decision  can  be  impeached  only  by  evidence  of  fraud. 

LffOe  V.  Arkansas,  9  How.  314  ;  18  C.  E.  154.  (But  see  Bernard's  Heirs  v.  Ashlev's 
Heirs,  18  How.  43.) 

Where  the  misconduct  or  neglect  of  a  public  officer,  is  the  sole  cause  whj  an  indi- 
vidual fails  to  obtain  a  title  under  a  valid  pre-emption  claim,  equity  will  relievH 

Under  tbe  acta  above  mentioned,  the  pre-emption  right  is  limited  to  the  fractional 
quarter-section  on  which  bis  improvements  were  made,  and  does  not  extend  to  ad- 
joining fractions,  not  eiceeding  one  hundred  and  sisty  acres. — /*. 

The  Act  of  I5th  June,  1832,  granting  land  to  the  Territory  of  Arkansas,  did  not 
affect  a  pre-emption  right  then  duly  proved.-— ifi. 

The  decision  of  tbe  Register  and  Receiver  of  a  land-office,  in  the  absence  of  fraud, 
would  be  conclusive  as  to  the  facts  that  the  applicant  for  the  land  was  then  in  pos- 
session, and  of  hia  cnltivating  the  land  daring  tbe  preceding  year,  because  these 
qnestions  are  directly  sabmitted  to  those  officers;  yet  if  tbey  undertake  to  grant  pre- 
emptions to  land,  on  which  tbe  law  declares  they  shall  not  be  granted,  then  they  are 
acting  on.asubjecf-malter  clearly  not  within  their  jnrisdiclion  ;  as  much  so  ns  if  a 
tourt  whose  jurisdiction  was  declared  not  to  extend  beyond  a  given  sum,  shoidd 
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laws  to  which  reference  la  made  The  anomaly  was  thus  presented  by 
Congress,  of  rewaidin?  thuse  whom  in  exi^tii  §  law  provided  penalties 
against  <is  trespassers  "O  that  the  pdicy  indicate  1  would  seem  to  sustain 
the  opmiun  that  none  but  trespassers  tuuli  then  become  purchasers  uudcr 
the  pre  emption  laws 

By  the  Act  ot  39th  May,  l^^O,  pre  emption  rights  were  granted  to 
•'  every  settler  or  occupant  of  the  public  land",  who  was  in  possession  at 
the  date  of  that  law,  aod  had  cultivated  any  portion  of  the  land  not  eseeed- 
iiig  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  This  law  was  limited  to  one  year,  but 
by  the  subsequent  acts,  approved  July  14, 1832,  March  2,  1333,  June  19, 
1834,  June  22,  1838,  and  June  1,  1840,  pre-emption  privileges  were  ex- 
tended to  a  later  date,  and  to  a  larger  class  of  persons. 

But  as  these  laws  had  principally  a  retrospective  bearing,  and  were 

attempt  cognizance  of  a  case  beyond  that  sum. —  Wilcox  v,  Jackson,  13  Pet.  498;  13 
C.  E.  26«. 

Appropriation  of  land  by  the  government,  is  nothing  more  or  Icsa  than  setting  it 
apart  for  soma  particular  use.  In  the  ease  before  the  court  there  has  been  an  ap- 
propriation of  the  land,  not  only  in  fact  but  in  law.~-J6. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  of  1830,  all  lanrla  are  esempted  from  pre-emption  which 
are  reserved  from  sale  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  The  President 
speaks  and  acts  through  the  heads  of  the  severivl  Departments,  in  relation  to  sobjects 
which  appertain  to  their  respective  duties.  A  reservation  of  lands,  made  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  purposes  in  his  Department,  must  be  considered 
as  made  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  within  the  terms  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress.— lb. 

Whensoever  a  tract  of  land  shall  have  once  been  legally  appropriated  to  any  pur- 
pose, from  that  moment  the  land  thus  appropriated  become^  severed  from  the  mass 
of  public  lands  ;  and  no  subsequent  lam  or  proclamation,  or  sale,  would  be  construed 
to  embrace  it,  or  to  operate  upon  it;  although  no  other  reservation  were  made  of 
it.— lb. 

The  right  of  pre-emption  was  a  bounty  extended  to  settlers  and  occupants  of  the 
public  domain.  This  bounty,  it  cannot  be  supposed,  was  designed  to  be  extended 
to  the  sacrifice  of  public  establishments,  or  of  great  public  interesta.— ii. 

Nothing  passes  a  perfect  title  to  public  lands  with  the  exception  of  a  few  cases,  but 
a  patent.  The  esceptions  are,  where  Congress  grants  landsin  words  of  present  grant. 
The  general  rule  applies  as  well  to  pre-emptions  as  to  other  purchases  of  public 
lands. — lb. 

The  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Illinois,  giving  a  right  to  the  holder  of  a  Beglster's 
certificate  of  the  entry  of  public  lands,  to  recover  possession  of  such  lands  in  an  ac- 
tion of  ejectment,  does  not  apply  to  cases  where  a  paramount  title  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  defendant,  or  those  he  represents.  The  exception  in  the  law  of  Illinois,  applies 
to  cases  in  which  the  United  States  have  not  parted  with  the  title  to  the  land,  by 
granting  a  patent  for  it. — lb. 

A  Slate  has  a  perfect  right  to  legislate  as  she  may  please  in  regard  to  the  remedies 
10  be  prosecuted  in  her  courts,  and  to  regulate  the  dispositioa  of  the  property  of  her 
citizens,  by  descent,  devise  or  .alienation.  But  congress  is  invested  by  the  Constitu- 
tion with  the  power  of  disposing  of  the  public  land,  and  making  needful  rules  and 
regulations  respecting  it. — lb. 

When  a  patent  has  not  been  issued  for  a  part  of  the  public  lands,  a  State  has  no 
power  to  declare  any  title  less  than  a  patent,  valid  against  the  claim  of  the  United 
States  to  the  land;  or  against  a  title  held  under  a  patent  granted  by  the  United 
States.— i6. 

Whenever  the  question  in  any  court,  State  or  Federal,  is,  whether  the  title  to  pro- 
perty which  had  belonged  to  the  United  States  has  passed,  that  question  must  bo 
resolved  hy  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  But  whenever  the  property  has  passed, 
according  to  those  laws,  then  the  property,  lite  all  others  in  the  Slate,  is  subject  to 
State  legislation,  so  far  as  that  legisLuiLju  is  consistent  with  the  admission  that  the 
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limited  in  operation  to  one  or  two  years,  it  was  dcteimined  to  change  the 
system  in  tbese  respects,  and  aeeordingly  tlie  Act  of  4th  September,  18-il , 
which,  together  with  the  supplemental  Act  of  3rd  March,  1S43,  entirely 
superseded  the  pre-emption  laws  above  referred  to,  was  passed.  These 
enactments  are  of  general  and  prospective  application,  and  are  still  in  force. 

With  regard  to  the  legal  effect  of  an  nnconsummated  pre-emption  riglit, 
the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  case  of  Li/tle  et  al.  v.  The  State  of  Arkansas, 
9  Howard,  333,  held  as  follows  : 

"  The  claim  of  pre-emption  is  not  that  shadowy  right,  which  by  some  it 
is  coDsidered  to  be.  Until  sanctioned  by  law,  it  has  no  csistence  as  a  sub- 
stantive right;  but  when  covered  by  the  law  it  becomes  a  legal  right, 
subject  to  be  defeated  only  by  a  failure  to  perform  the  conditions  annexed 
to  it.     It  is  founded  ia  an  enlightened  public  policy,  rendered  necessary 

.0  the  laws  of  tlie  Uuited  States.— mVcoi  v.  Jacison , 

The  judgment  of  eyery  tribunal  acting  judicially,  whilst  acting  witbic  the  sphere 
of  its  jurisdiction,  where  no  appellate  tribunal  is  created,  is  final ;  and  even  where 
there  is  such  an  appellate  pow«r,  their  judgment  is  conclusive  when  it  only  comes 
collaterally  in  question,  so  long  as  it  is  unreversed.  But  tbe  reverse  is  true  as  to 
the  judgment  of  any  court  acting  beyond  the  pale  of  its  authority. — lb.  See  nlso 
MlioU  V.  Pi^iol,  1  Pet.  340. 

The  Act  of  Congress  passed  on  tbe  4th  of  July,  183<!,  provided  for  a  direct  super- 
vision by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Geceral  Land-Office  over  Kegisters  and  Receivers 
of  the  land-offices,  and,  therefore,  their  judgment  is  not  conclusive  in  a  case  where 
additional  proceedings  were  had  before  them.  The  cases  of  Wilcox  v.  Jackson,  13 
Pet.  511 ;  and  Lytte  v.  Arkansas,  9  How.  333,  esplaintd.  See  Baraard's  Heirs  v, 
Ashley' »  Eein,  18  How,  43, 

Extract  from  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  delivered  in  the  case  of  Barnard's 
Heirs  V.  Ashley's  Heirs,  18  Howard,  44,  4a.  "  According  to  the  conceded  facts,  it 
is  insisted,  on  the  part  of  Ashley  and  Craig,  that  the  Register  and  Receiver  having 
on  due  proof  and  examination,  rejected  Barnard's  claim  to  a  preference  of  entry 
of  the  four  quarter- sections,  he  is  thereby  conclnded  from  setting  them  up  in  a.  court 
of  equity,  because  the  Register  and  Receiver  acted  in  a  judicial  capacity,  and  their 
judgment  being  subject  to  no  appeal,  is  conclusive  of  the  claim.  And  the  cases  of 
Jaekson  v.  Wilcox  and  Li/lle  v.  The  State  of  Arkansas,  are  relied  on  to  maintain  this 
position. 

"  In  eases  arising  under  the  pre-emption  laws  of  39th  May,  1830,  and  of  the  10th 
June,  1834,  the  power  of  ascertainingand  deciding  on  the  facts,  which  entitled  a  party 
lo  the  right  of  pre-emption,  was  vested  in  the  Register  and  Receiver  of  the  land  dis- 
trict in  which  the  land  was  situated,  from  whose  decision  there  was  no  direct 
appeal  to  higher  authority.  But  even  under  these  laws,  the  proof  on  which  the  claim 
was  to  rest,  was  to  be  made  '  agreeably  to  the  rules  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land-Office,'  and  if  not  so  made,  the  entry  would  be  suspended, 
where  the  proceeding  was  brought  before  the  Commissioner  by  an  opposing  claimant. 
In  cases,  however,  like  the  one  before  us,  where  an  entry  ;had  been  allowed  on  tr 
parte  affidavits,  which  were  impeached,  and  the  land  claimed  by  another  founded  on 
an  opposing  entry,  the  course  pursued  at  the  General  Land-Office  was  to  retorn  the 
proofs  and  allegations  in  opposition  to  the  entry  to  the  district  office,  with  instruc- 
tions to  call  all  the  parties  before  tlie  Register  and  Receiver,  with  a  view  of  institut- 
ing an  inquhy  into  the  matters  charged ;  allowing  each  party  on  due  notice,  an 
opportunity  of  cross-examining  the  witnesses  of  the  other,  each  being  allowed  to 
introduce  proofs ;  and  on  the  close  of  the  investigation  the  Register  and  Receiver 
were  instructed  to  report  the  proceeding  to  tbe  General  Land-Office,  with  their 
opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  the  proof,  and  the  case  made  by  the  additional  testimony. 
And  on  this  return  the  Commissioner  does  in  fact  exercise  a  supervision  over  tbe 
acts  of  the  Register  and  Receiver.  This  power  of  revision  is  exercised  by  virlae  of 
thcActof  July  4, 1836,^  l,  which  provides  '  that  from  and  after  thepassage  of  this  act, 
the  executive  duties  now  prescribed  or  which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law, 
appertaining  to  the  surveying  and  sale  of  tbe  public  lands  of  the  United  Stales,  or  in 
anywise  respecting  such  lands ;  and  also  aucb  as  relate  to  private  claims  of  land,  and 
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by  the  enterprise  of  our  citizens.  The  adventurous  pioneer  who  is  fouod 
in  advance  of  our  settlements,  encounters  many  haidahips,  and  not  unfre- 
qnently,  dangers  from  savage  incursions.  He  is  generally  poor,  and  it  is 
fit  that  his  enterprise  should  be  rewarded,  by  the  privilege  of  purchasing  the 
favorite  spot  selected  by  him,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres." 

The  time  fixed  by  the  laws  for  filing  notices  of  pre-emption  claims  to 
unoffered  lands,  varies  in  different  Slates  and  Territories. 

In  California,  a  claimant  of  unsurveyed  lands  must  file  with  the  Register 
and  Receiver  of  the  proper  Land  Office,  a  notice  of  his  intention  to  purchase 
the  specific  tract  claimed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  pre-emption  laws, 
within  three  months  after  the  return  of  plats  of  survey  to  the  land  offices. 
(N-o.  224.) 

In  Oregon  and  Washington  Territories,  notices  must  he  filed  within  six 

the  issuing  of  patents  for  all  grants  of  Und  under  theautliority  of  tbe  Goyenrajentof 
the  United  Slates,  shall  be  anbjeot  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land- Office,  under  the  direction  of  the  Pceeident  of  the  United  States.' 
The  necessity  of '  supervision  and  control,'  vested  in  the  Commissioner  acUng  under 
the  direcdon  of  the  President,  is  too  manifest  to  require  comment,  further  than  to  say 
that  the  facts  found  in  this  record,  show,  that  nothing  is  more  easily  done  tlian  ap- 
parently to  establish  by  ex  parle  affidavits,  cultivation  and  possession  of  particular 
quarter-.- pctions  of  land,  when  the  fnctis  nntrne.  That  the  Act  of  1836,  modifies  the 
powers  of  Eegisters  and  Receivers  to  the  extent  of  the  commisssioner's  action  in  the 
instances  before  us,  we  hold  to  be  true.  But  if  the  construction  of  the  Act  fjf  1836, 
to  this  effect  were  doubtful,  the  practice  under  it  for  nearly  twenty  years,  could  not 
be  disturbed  without  manifest  impropriety. 

"  The  case  relied  on  of  Wileox  v.  Jackson,  13  Peters,  49B,  was  an  ejectment  suit 
commenced  in  February,  1836 ;  and  as  to  the  acts  of  the  Register  and  Receiver,  in 
allowing  the  entry  in  that  S-se,  the  commissioner  had  no  power  of  supervision,  such 
as  was  given  to  him  by  the  Act  of  July  4,  1836,  after  the  cause  wag  in  court. 

"  In  the  next  case,  9  Howard,  333,  all  the  controverlfid  facts  on  which  both  sides 
relied,  had  transpired  and  were  concluded  before  the  Act  of  July  4, 1836,  was  passed : 
and  therefore  its  conetrnction  as  regards  the  commissioner's  powers  under  the  Act 
of  1836,  was  not  involved ;  whereas,  in  the  case  under  consideration,  the  additional 
proceedings  were  had  before  the  Register  and  Receiver  in  183J,  and  were  subject  to 
the  new  powers  conferred  on  the  commissioner.  In  J/yile'!  case,  we  declared  that  the 
occupant  was  ivrongfuUy  deprived  of  his  lawful  right  of  entry  under  tie  pre-emption 
laws,  and  the  title  set  np  under  tJie  selection  of  the  governor  of  Arkansas,  was  de- 
creed to  Cloyes  the  claimant,  this  court  holding  his  claim  to  the  land  to  hate  been 
a  legal  right,  by  virtue  of  the  occupancy  and  cultivaliOD,  subject  to  be  defeated  only 
by  a  failure  to  perform  the  conditions  of  making  proof  and  tendering  the  purchuse- 
money.  Here  the  facts  were  examined  to  ascertain  which  party  had  the  better  right ; 
and  foUowiug  oat  that  precedent,  we  must  do  so  here.'' 

The  ignorance  of  the  pre-emptioner  that  (he  land  was  reserved,  does  not  prevent 
the  entry  from  being  voiA.—Kisseil  v.  St.  Louis  Public  ScAooU,  18  How.  19. 

Where  a  patent  for  land  is  issued  by  the  officers  of  the  United  States,  the  presump- 
tion is  that  it  is  valid,  and  passes  the  legal  title.  But  this  may  be  rebutted  hy  proof 
that  the  officers  had  no  authority  to  issue  it,  on  acconntof  the  laud  not  being  subject 
to  entry  and  grant, —  Wmler  v.  Crontmelm,  18  How.  87. 

In  a  case  where  the  Register  and  Receiver  of  public  lands  have  been  imposed 
open  by  ra  parle  atfidavits,  and  the  patent  has  been  obtained  by  one  having  no  inte- 
rest secured  to  him  in  virtue  of  the  pre-emption  laws,  to  the  destruction  of  another's 
right,  who  had  a  preference  of  entry  which  he  preferred  and  exerted  in  due  form, 
but  which  right  was  defeated  hy  false  swearing  and  fraudulent  contrivance,  brought 
aboat  by  him  to  whom  the  patent  was  awarded,  in  such  a  case  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  courts  of  justice  is  not  ousted  by  the  regulations  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Uffice. — Garland  y.  Wynn,  20  Howard,  6. 

It  would  be  unsafe  for  the  land  officers  to  permit  entries  and  to  receive  purchase- 
moneys  from  persons  not  claiming  pre-emption  rights,  without  first  ascertaining 
whether  there  is  a  settler  on  the  land  entitled  to  pre-emption  ;  but  such  right  is 
iuehoute,  and  can  only  become  complete  by  innliitig  the  proof  and  payment  required 
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months  after  the  survey  of  the  land  has  been  made  and  returned.  (Act 
ITth  Ju!j,  1854,  sec.  3,  Wo.  244.) 

In  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  within  three  months  aft«r  the  survey  has  been 
made  in  the  field.     (Act  23d  July,  1854,  sec.  12,  No.  245.) 

In  Minnesota,  within  three  months  after  the  survey  has  beeo  made,  and 
the  plats  returned.     (Act  4tU  August,  1854,  No.  255.) 

In  New  Mexico,  within  three  months  after  the  survey  has  been  made 
and  returned.     (Act  22d  July,  1854,  sec.  7,  No.  245.) 

Notices  of  claims  on  landa  which  have  once  heeu  offered  at  public  sale, 
must  he  filed  within  thirty  days  after  the  claimant  has  settled,  throughout 
the  United  States.  . 

Claimants  of  unoffered  lands,  which  have  been  surveyed,  must  hie  their 
notices  within  three  months  after  settlement,  and  must  make  proof  and 
payment  before  the  date  fixed  in  the  President's  proclamation,  for  the  sale 
of  the  body  of  lands  in  which  their  claims  may  he  situated.] 

by  tbe  act  during  its  contianaace,  and  consequently,  will  not  prevent  Iho  emanation 
of  a  patent  after  the  act  has  expired,  if  these  requisitsa  have  not  been  complied  witli. 
—(Opinion  of  Atwiney-Geaeral,  August  23,  1830;  vol  2,  p,  367.) 

No  pre-emption  claim  set  up  by  any  person,  will  justify  the  cutting  and  removing 
of  timber  from  such  lands,  until  title  to  the  land  claimed  is  acknowledged  by  the 
government,  or  maintaiued  by  the  judgment  of  the  court.— (Oplai on,  June  9,  1833  ; 
vol.  2,  p.  524.) 

The  assignee  of  a  pre-emption  certificato  (under  Act  of  1B30,)  talies  it  subject  to 
the  equities  subsisting  between  the  settler  and  the  United  States.— (Opinion,  April, 
1836;  vol.  3,  p.  91.) 

The  legal  title  is  in  the  United  States,  until  a  patent  issues ;  and  where  the  equities 
are  equal,  the  legal  title  will  prevail.— iJ. 

In  cases  of  donbt,  patents  may  be  suspended  until  the  question  shall  have  been 
determined  by  a  competent  tribunal.— (Opinion,  April  23,  leSG  ;  vol.  3,  p.  102.) 

There  is  reason  to  doubt  whether  a  pre-emption  to  an  accumulation  of  land  in  the 
MisBiBsippj  can  bo  allowed  to  exist. — lb. 

Legal  evidence  from  competent  sources,  (excluding  the  oaths  of  claimants  and  all 
interested  parties,)  is  what  is  intended  by  the  word  "proof,"  contained  in  the  Act  of 
29th  May,  1830.— (Opinion,  June  18,  1836;  vol.  3,  p.  136.) 

Tbe  Oommiasioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  may  prescribe  tbe  mode  and  kind  of 
proof;  how,  and  by  whom  it  should  be  taken;  but  cannot  prescribe  anything  as 
proof  which  is  not  such  in  fact,  nor  any  role  as  to  its  weight  and  force.— i6. 

Any  entry  allowed  by  the  Register  and  Receiver  upon  the  afBdavit  of  the  interested 
party,  and  only  corroborated  by  facts  within  tbeir  knowledge,  is  only  erroneouB  and 
voidable,  not  void  as  agaiast  the  Onlted  States.— /t. 

Settlers  or  occupants  within  the  meaning  of  the  law  of  1832,  are  those  who  resided 
personally  on  the  public  land  in  qnestion,  or  who  occupy  and  use  it.  Settlements 
and  occupancy  cannot  he  effected  hy  proxy.- ii. 

Certain  lands  having  been  actually  entered  under  the  pre-emption  laws,  pursuant 
to  instructions  sent  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  from  the  Treasury  DepKrtmeut,  the 
case  is  clearly  brought  within  the  terms  of  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of  July  2, 
1836,  "  to  confirm  the  sales  of  public  lands  in  certain  cases  ;"  and  tlie  patent  should 
issue  accordingly.- (Opinion,  July  6,  1836 ;  voL  3,  p.  139.) 

A  pre-emptor  cannot  be  undermined  by  ft  subsequent  fraudulent  purchaser.- 
(Opinion,  March  23,  1837 ;  vol.  3,  p.  182.) 

A  feilure  to  pay  for  a  pre-emption  before  a  public  sale  of  the  lands  in  which  it  is 
situated,  forfeits  the  right,  and  consequently  the  right  to  select  eighty  acKS  else- 
where ;  it  may  be  saved,  however,  by  a  tender  of  payment  m  due  time.— (Upinion, 
April  21.  1837;  vol.  3,  p.  311.) 

An  officer  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  in  actual  service,  may  have  a  raiid 
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Circulars  to  Registers  and  Receivers  of  the  United  Stales  Land  OJkes.

Gentlemen: — Annexed  (see  No.  48,  sections  10  to  15,  iuoluaive,)  is  a 
copy  of  tliat  portion  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  on  the  fourth  instant, 
entitled  "An  a«t  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public 
lands,  and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights,"  which  has  relation  to  the  subject 
of  pre-emptions.  Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  several  provisions  of 
that  portion  of  said  act,  and  your  observance  enjoined  of  the  rules  hercin- 

pre-eniption  claim  as  settlor  or  occupant  of  public  lande,  althougli  it  may  seem  lobe 
incompatible  with  tha  conaition  of  an  officer  in  actual  service.— (Oninion  Januarv

The  right  of  pre-emption  attaches  only  to  such  public  lands  as  are  subject  to  the 
operation  of  the  general  la,ad  Ejstem  of  the  country,  and  not  to  those  which  have  by 
the  Act  of  Congress,  been  taken  out  of  the  class  of  public  lajids  and  appropriated  to 
specific  objects,  or  reserved  for  particular  purposes,  as  for  tho  cnltivation  of  the  vine 
and  olive.— (Opinion,  April  18,  1839;  vol.  3,  p.  456. J 

The  permissive  possession  of  twanty-seven  years  may  give  the  party  strong  eqaitjes, 
which  may  bo  addressed  to  the  legislature ;  yet  tbe  land  officers  can  only  be  governed 
by  existing  acts  of  Congress.- (Opinion,  July  8,  1840;  vol.  3,  p.  563.) 

The  right  of  pre-emption,  if  otherwise  mature,  may  be  allowed  to  lands  reserved 
from  sale,  under  the  supposition  that  they  fell  within  the  limits  of  the  grant  in  aid 
of  the  Milwankie  and  Rock  River  canal,  but  subsequently  found  not  to  be  included 
—(Opinion,  July  25,  1840;  vol.  3,  p.  5J7.) 

The  disallowance  of  a  pre-emption  claim,  made  by  an  assignee,  of  a  certificate  of 
parchase  by  the  Register  and  Receiver,  who  had  competent  authority  to  judge  of  its 
validity  on  grounds  satisfeotory  to  them,  that  it  was  unfounded,  is  conclusive  against 
the  claim.— (Opiaion,  Oct.  19,  1841 ;  vol.  3,  p.  664.) 

The  acquittal  of  M'Donald  and  Norton  for  perjury,  charged  to  have  been  committed 
in  swearing  to  the  affidavit  opon  which  the  claim  of  pre-emption  was  grounded  is 
not  conclnsive  upon  the  United  States  in  the  Land  Department.— /d. 

Tbe  pre-emption  grants  rive  to  the  pre-emptioner  a/iu  aJr«n,  but  not  a  Jus  in  re- 
and  such  a  right,  resting  in  contract,  cannot  always  be  carried  out  by  specific  perl 
form ance.— (Opiaion,  April  39,  1842  ;  vol.  4,  p.  23.) 

The  sales  made  to  pre-emptionera  witbin  the  admitted  or  ascertained  limits  of  the 
Houma  grant,  are  entirely  void  under  the  sisth  section  of  the  Act  of  1811  — (Ooinion 
Sept.  2,  1842 ;  vol.  4,  p.  93.)  '  ' 

In  the  cases  of  patents  issned,  there  is  no  remedy  except  in  the  courts.— 7S. 

Pra-empti oners  under  the  act  for  tbe  armed  occupation  and  settlement  of  the 
unsettled  part  of  the  peninsula  of  East  Florida,  approved  August  4,  1842,  have  no 
right  to  cut  live  oak  or  other  timber  for  any  purpose  other  tlian  to  clear,  improve, 
and  fence  their  land,  until  after  the  five  years'  occupation  shall  have  enabled  them 
to  acquire  a  perfect  title.— (Opinion,  July  16,  1845 ;  vol.  4,  p.  405.) 

A  party,  yrma/nete  entitled  to  pre-emption,  should  not  be  precluded  from  receiving

Decisions  of  Registers  and  Receivers  upon  the  facts  offered  to  etablish  pre-emption 
rights  under  the  Act  of  29tb  May,  1830,  are  conclusive.— [Opinion,  April  21,  1836  ; 

They  act  in  a  judicial  capacity  in  weighing  and  deciding  upon  the  sufficiency  of 
the  evidence  offered;  and  altbough  they  are  to  observe  the  rules  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  the  land-office,  they  cannot  be  compelled  to  act  opon  any  judgment 
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after  stated,  aa  presoriljBd  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  accordance 
with  the  12th  section  of  said  act. 

The  individual  claiming  the  benefits  of  said  act  ninst  be — 

First.  A  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  have  filed  his  declaration  of 
intention  to  become  a  citizen. 

Second.  Either  the  head  of  a  family,  or  a  widow,  or  a  single  man  over 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  ,  -  .    •

The  isauine  of  patents,  however,  depends  on  the  Commissioner,  who  maj  suspend 
them,  where  the  decisions  were  obtained  by  frand;  or  founded  on  material  errors  ot 
fact  or  lew,  until  the  decision  of  the  judiciary  or  the  direction  of  Congress  can  t>e 
obtained.— (Opinion,  Aprii  31,  1836,  vol.  3,  p.  93.) 

A  certificateof  pre-emption  issued  on  the  iBt  June,  1840,underariglitacquirednnaer 
the  pre-emption  law  of  June  22,  1838,  will  prevail  gainst  a  certificate  of  eulry  made 
April  10,  1839.  The  entry  was  subject  to  the  condition  that  there  was  no  P^e-e™P- 
tion  right  to  the  land,  and  the  pre-emptioo  certificate  relates  back  to  June  i2,  iSdS, 
and  is  thus  the  older  nght.—PetligTew  v.  Skirlei/,  9  Mo.  Bepa.  675. 

A  SUte  court  will  not  interfere  to  set  aside  decisions  of  Registers  and  Receivei's  in 
pre-emption  claims,  under  the  Acts  of  183S  and  1840,  unless  it  be  affected  with  frand 
or  coupled  with  a  trust.  But  a  State  court  will  protect  the  rights  of  a  pre-emptor 
against  one  claiming  under  a  certificate  merely,  upon  which  a  patent  lias  not  issued, 
—ieiots  V.  Lewii,  9  Mo.  Eeps.  183. 

Where  A.  was  enUtled  to  a  prB-emptionl  eight  to  certain  lands,  they  could  not  bo 
entered  at  private  sale  by  B,,  and  A.  having  applied  to  prove  his  pre-emption  rigM, 
and  beina  prevented  by  the  officer,  under  the  impression  that  the  land  was  not  sud- 
iect  to  pre-emption,  and  entry  of  the  htnd  by  B.  while  subject  fc  the  pre-emption  ol 
A.  is  void,  although  the  pre-emption  right  was  not  proved  up  before  the  expiration  ot 
the  law  granting  such  right.— .^HiJon  v.  Hunter,  0  Mo.  Reps.  741. 

The  decision  of  the  Register  and  Receiver  granting  a  pre-emption,  is  conclusive 
only  against  the  Government,  that  a  right  of  pre-emption  exists  in  consequence  ot  a 
certain  improvement;  it  is  not  conclusive  between  individuals  contesting  the  right  to 
the  land.— BiVd  V.  Ward,  1  Mo.  Reps.  398. 

A  bill  setlineforth  that  A.  made  improvements  on  a  tract  of  land  and  sold  the  same 
to  B.,  who  sold  it  to  C,  and  that  afterwards  A.  fcandulCnlly  obtained  a  certificate 
for  the  pre-emption  right,  contains  equily,  and  a  general  demurrer  will  not  lie  to  it. 
Tlie  equitable  right  in  such  ease  is  in  C,  and  a  court  of  equity  will  compel  A.  togive 
np  what  he  has  fraudulently  obtained.— /A: 

General  Land  Offics  iJufejj.- Upon  an  inquiry  recentiy  addressed  to  this  Office

Where  an  individual  enters  land  at  private  entry,  which  is  at  the  time  claimed  by 
pre-emption,  he  so  enters  it  subject  to  the  pre-emption,  and  is  not  entitled  to  noUce 
of  the  time  when,  and  place  where  the  claimant  by  pre-emption  malies  his  proof  and 
payment;  but  if  afterwards,  he  files  in  this  Office,  affidavite  going  to  show  fraud  on 
the  part  of  the  pre-emptor,  ot  a  non-compliance  with  the  law,  a  re  investigation  will

That  neither  the  law  nor  the  instructions  require  that  the  claimant  snouiu  oe  an 
inhabitant  of  the  tract  claimed  before  the  filing  of  his  declaratory  statement,  and 
aa  to  the  meaning  of  the  word  "settler,"  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General,  John 
Y  Mason,  of  the  25th  April,  1846,  m  the  case  of  certain  conflicting  clairoa,  declared, 
that  "  from  the  moment  he,  (the  claimant,)  enters  in  person  on  land  open  ti)  such  a 
claim. (Dre-emption,)wtth  the  aitimia manendi,  ot  rather,  with  the  intention  of  avail- 
iuK  himself  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  referred  ti),  (4th  September,  1841,1  and  does 
any  act  in  execution  of  that  intention,  he  is  a  eettier.  He  must  afterwards  give  bia 
notice  of  intention,  inhabit,  improve,  build  his  house,  and  make  his  proof  and  pay- 
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which  land  must,  at  the  date  of  fke  settlement,  have  had  the  Indian  title 
extinguished  aod  been  mrvei/ed  by  the  United  States. 

_  A  person  failing  in  any  one  of  these  requisites  can  haye  no  claim  by 
virtue  of  this  act. 

A  person  hrioging  himself  within  each  of  the  above  requirements  by 
proof  satLsfoctory  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  of  the  land  district  in  which 
the  lands  may  lie,  taken  pursuant  to  the  rules  hereinafter  prescribed,  will 
after  having  taken  the  af&davit  required  by  the  act,  be  entitled  to  enter, 
by  legal  snhdivisions,  any  number  of  acres  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and

Where  the  land  was  subject  to  private  entry  at  the  date  of  the  settlement 
made  st^we  \st  of  June,  1840,  and  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the 
settler  is  desirous  of  securing  the  same  under  this  act,  he  must  give  notice 
of  his  intention  to  purchase  the  same  under  its  provisions  within  three 
months  from  the  passage  of  the  law  :  that  is,  before  the  fowth  day  of  De- 
cember next. 

[Where  the  land  was  subject  to  private  entry  at  the  date  of  the  law  and 
a  settlement  shall  tkereafier  he  made  upon  such  land,  or]  where  the  land 
shall  hereafter  become  subject  to  private  entry,  and  after  that  period  a 
settlement  shall  be  made,  which  the  settler  is  desirous  of  securing  under 
this  act,  such  notice  of  his  intention  must  be  given  within  thirty  dam  after 
the  date  of  such  settlement.  Such  notice,  in  both  [all]  cases  must  be  a 
written  one,  describing  the  land  settled  upon,  and  declaring  the  intention 
of  such  person  fo  claim  the  same  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

In  the  first  case  the  proof,  affidavit,  and  payment,  must  be  made  within 
twelve  months  B,{ler  the  passage  of  this  act ;  &ud  ia  the  second  case,  within 
tieelve  monlki  after  the  date  of  such  seUlement. 

_  These  declaratory  statements  are  to  be  regularly  numbered  hy  the  Re- 
gister in  the  order  of  the  date  of  their  reception,  and  entered  in  a  suitable 
hook,  columned  off,  to  show  the  number,  date  when  received,  name  of  the 
party,  and  description  of  the  tract  claimed ;  and  monthly  abstracts  of  the

as  to  preclude  him  from  acquiring  a  right  under  the  Pre-emption  Act  of  4th  Septem- 
ber, 1841 ;  decided  that  the  entry  should  be  oanceiled,  and  the  purchase- money  re- 
funded.—(Iteport  of  Chief  Clerli  of  the  General  Land  Office,  for  July,  1856.) 

In  the  case  of  German  Batton,  who,  on  the  11th  March  last,  made  a  regalar  an- 
plication  for  the  south  half  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  aeeljon  33,  township  2a 
north,  range  9,  west,  Michigan,  and  paid  the  purchase-money,  it  appeared  there  was 
some  informality  or  defect  in  the  affidavit.  He  was  allowed  to  perfect  the  testimony. 
This  was  not  accomplished  until  July  14,  1856,  being  subsequent  to  the  order  for 
the  general  withdrawal  of  lands  in  that  district,  which  reached  the  land  officers  ou 
the  Sth  of  June  last.

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Where  such  settler,  iDstoad  of  entering  the  land,  as  he  might,  at  private 
entry,  electa  to  enter  the  same  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  4th  Sep- 
tember, 1841,  (wherehy  he  obtains  a  year's  time  from  the  date  of  the  set- 
tlement to  make  the  payment,)  he  is  bound  to  comply  with  aWthe  require- 
ments of  that  law.  A  failure  to  do  so,  in  regard  to  any  of  those  requirements, 
renders  the  land  subject  to  the  entry  "  of  any  other  purchaser,"*  and  awj^ 
person  so  failing  is  positively  debarred  ly  the  law  from  the  privilege  of 
making  a  private  entry  of  the  same  under  any  pretence.  Instances  have 
been  made  known  where  persons  filed  the  declaratory  statement,  as  required, 
without  any  im prove menta  having  been  made,  merely  with  a  view  of  keep- 
ing the  land  from  being  entered  by  any  other  person  for  a  year,  inteading 
near  the  expiration  of  that  time  to  abandon  their  pretended  pre-emption 
olwm,  and  enter  the  same  at  private  entry.  The  consummation  of  all  such 
cases  must  be  prevented,  and  this  can  be  done  by  requiring  a  rigid  com- 
pliance with  all  the  provisions  of  the  law,  as  above  directed. 

A  claimant  is  bound  to  prove  his  right  to,  and  enter,  aU  the  land 
embraced  by  his  declaratory  statement,  if  liable  to  the  operation  of  the  act. 
Declaratory  statements  are  reqoired  onlyf  "  for  land  subject  to  private 
entry"  at  the  time  of  settlement,  and  they  should  not  be  received,  tiled,  or 
reported  to  thisOf&ee,  if  presented  for  any  other  land ;  nor  should  they  be 
received  for  forty-acrej  lots,  unless  they  are  '' residuary"  ones,  such 
minor  subdivisions,  with  the  exception  of  residuarj§  tracts,  not  being 
liable  to  the  operation  of  the  Aot  of  4th  September,  1841.  The  law  pro- 
vides only  for  settlements  made  since  1st  June,  1840.  Where,  therefore, 
parties  have  made  settlements  prior  to  that  time,  and  have  not  availed 
themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  pre-emption  Aot  of  1st  June,  1840,  their 
own  neglect  has  deprived  them  of  any  right  of  pre-emption  founded  on 
such  settlements. 

The  proof  filed  hy  every  claimant  must  show  the  linie\\  of  the  commence- 
msnt  of  the  settlement,  as  required  by  the  first  paragraph,  fifth  page  of  the 
Instructions  of  15th  September,  1841.     (No.  408.) 

The  affidavit  of  the  claimant  required  by  the  13th  section  of  the  act 
must  be  taken  "  before  the  Register  or  Receiver  of  the  land  district  in 
which  the  land  is  situated"  before  an  entry  is  permitted,  and  must  be  of 
the  same  date  with  the  certificate  of  entry.  An  affidavit  hefore  any  other 
person  will  not  justify  your  permitting  the  entry  of  the  land  claimed. 

To  entitle  a  claimant  to  the  benefits  of  the  Aot  of  the  4th  September, 
1841,  it  is  necessary  that  he  should  have  been  either  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  or  have  filed  his  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  at  the 
time  of  the  settlement  upon  which  his  claim  is  based. 

The  law  confers  only  on  the  Jirst  settler  the  right  of  pre-emption.     The

G-entleraen  :— Annexed  (see  No.  72,)  is  a  copy  of  an  act  of  Congress, 
approved  on  the  3d  March  last,  "  to  authorize  tho  investigation  of  certain 
aSleged  frauds  under  the  pre-emption  laws,  and  for  other  purposes." 

Wherever  the  time  prescribed  for  making  proof  and  payment  on  a  claim, 
by  the  law  under  which  it  originated,  has  expired,  the  provisions  of  the 
present  act  do  not  apply, 

The/7-s(  aection  of  the  act,  being  of  special  application  to  a  single  land 
district,  has  been  acted  on  accordingly. 

The  second  section  provides  for  the  rights  of  parties  who  shall  have  died 
before  coosummating  their  claims  by  the  filing,  in  due  time,  of  all  the 
papers  essential  to  establish  the  same.  Under  it  you  are  authorized,  if 
proof  of  such  right  shall  be  filed  and  payment  therefor  be  made  by  the 
executor,  admmutrator,  or  one  of  the  heirs  during  the  period  prescribed 
hy  the  lata  upon  which  the  claim  is  founded,  to  permit  the  entry  in  the 
name  of  "  the  heirs,"  of  the  deceased  claimant.  A  patent  on  such  an 
entry  will  cause  the  title  to  inure  to  said  heirs  as  if  their  names  had  been 
specially  mentioned.     In  cases  of  this  kind,  the  affidavits  required  of  the 

Sre-emptor  by  the  Acts  of  June  22, 1838,  June  1, 1840,  and  September  4, 
841,  {No.  48,)  respectively,  will  be  taken  by  the  person  so  filing  the 
proof;  and  should  such  person  bo  one  of  the  heirs,  he  or  she  should  be  of 
sge,  and  mind  competent  to  appreciate  the  nature  and  obligation  of  an  oath. 
[Forma  for  such  affidavits  are  hereto  annexed,  marked  A  and  B.] 

The  third  section  provides  for  cases  -under  all  the  previous  pre-emption 
fates,  except  that  of  September  4, 1841,  where  the  settlement  was  made  on 
nnmrveyed  land  and  is  subsequeotly  discovered  to  interfere  with  gection 
sixteen,  reserved  for  schools,  or  with  a  tract  reserved  for  any  other  purpose, 
or  with  a  tract  covered  by  tiprtvate  claim.  It  admits  the  aetuer  thus 
eircnmstaoced  to  enter  any  other  quarter-section,  or  Jractional  section,  or 
fractional  quarter-section,  in  the  same  land  district,  so  as  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  and  stxti/  acres  of  land,  not  reserved  from  sale  or  in  tho  occu- 
pancy of  any  other  bona  fide  settler. 

Under  the  third  section  of  the  Act  of  1st  June,  1840,  settlers  within  the 
purview  of  the  Act  of  1838  or  1840,  who  resided  on  a  sixteenth  section  re- 
served for  schools,  did  enjoy  the  right  of  locating  a  "quarter-section" 
anywhere  else  in  the  same  land  district,  to  which  no  other  person  had  "  a 
right  of  pre-emptinn."     The  present  act,  in  extending  to  such  settlers  on 
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a  sixteenth  section  the  increased  privilege  of  locating  at  their  option  other 
^ecies  of  tracts,  viz:  "fractional  section,"  or  "  a  fractional  quarter-sec- 
tion," restricts  the  previous  privilege  of  location  to  vacant  and  unimproved 
land.  No  location  is  to  he  allowed  hy  you  under  this  section  of  the  act, 
unless  upon  the  filing  of  satisfactory  proof  that  tho  substituted  land  is  not 
'  ■  e  occupancy  of  any  bona  fide  settler;  which  testimony,  with  the  other 
„.f8  in  the  case,  you  will  transmit  to  this  Of&oe.  [See  Note  I.,  post.} 
The  fourth  section  declares  it  unlawful  for  an  individual  who  has  once 
filed  a  declaration  for  one  tract  of  land,  to  file  at  any  future  time  a  second 
declaration  for  another  tract.  This  has  reference  to  those  required,  under 
the  loth  section  of  the  Act  of  18-11,  for  land  subject  at  the  time  of  settle- 
ment to  entry  at  private  sale.  Tour  record  of  such  declarations  will  afford 
you  some  means  of  detecting  a  violation  of  this  provision ;  and  whenever 
jou  do  detect  it  hy  any  means  whatever,  you  are  to  refuse  to  receive  or 
notice  the  same  ;  and  if  such  deobiration  shall  have  been  received  and  re- 
ported to  this  Office  before  the  discovery  is  made,  such  fact  will  not  pre- 
vent your  regarding  the  land  as  subject  to  the  entry  of  the  first  applicant, 
in  the  same  manner  aa  if  no  declaration  had  heen  filed. 

ThafflA  section  requires  that  similar  notices  or  declarations  In  writing 
should  be  filed  by  settlers  under  the  Act  of  4th  September,.  1841,  on  land 
not  subject  to  private  entry.  These  declarations  are  to  be  filed  in  your 
office  by  every  such  settler  within  three  months  after  his  settlement,  except 
as  to  those  whose  settlements  were  made  prior  to  the  3d  March  last ;  in 
which  cases,  such  declarations  are  to  ^be  filed  within  three  months  from 
that  date,  via  :  before  the  3d  June  next.  The  register  will  number  such 
statements  regularly  in  the  order  of  their  date  of  reception,  enter  them  in 
a  suitable  book  prepared  therefor,  furnish  this  Of&ce  with  monthl;y  abstracts 
from  said  book,  and  in  all  other  respects  pursue  the  same  course  in  relation 
to  them  as  he  is  required  to  do  by  the  3d  and  4th  paragraphs  on  the  second 
page  of  the  Circular  of  15th  September,  1841,  in  regard  to  the  declarations 
therein  referred  to.  Particular  care  must  be  taken  not  to  confound  the 
two  species  of  declarations,  but  to  keep  separate  files  thereof,  enter  them 
in  the  respective  books  prepared  for  eacn,  and  in  the  monthly  abstracts 
transmitted  to  this  Ofloe,  discriminate  between  tho  two  by  heading  the  one 
"  For  land  subject  to  private  entry,"  and  the  other  "  For  land  not  yet 
offered  for  sale."  [A  foi-m  for  a  declaration  under  this  section  of  the  act 
is  hereto  appended,  marked  C] 

By  the  sisth  section,  provision  is  made  for  the  benefit  of  claimants  whose 
rights  might  otherwise  be  jeoparded  hy  reason  of  a  vacancy  which  has  oc- 
curred, or  may  hereafter  occur,  in  either  of  your  offices,  or  both.  By  it  a 
claimant  is  authorized  hereafter  to  file  a  declaration,  under  the  law  of  4th 
September,  1841,  or  to  make  an  entry  of  a  claim  under  any  of  the  pre-emp- 
tion laws,  although  the  time  prescribed  hy  the  law  for  the  filing  of  such 
declaration  or  the  making  of  such  entry  shall  have  expired,  provided  the 
claimant  was  prevented  hy  such  vacancy  from  performing  said  act  or  acts 
within  such  time,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  required  by  the  law  within 
the  same  period  after  the  disability  is  removed  as  he  would  have  had  if 
HucK  vacancy  had  not  occurred.     [See  Note  11.,  post.} 

The  seventh  section  extends  the  privileges  given  to  one  class  of  claimants 
under  the  Act  of  22d  June,  1838,  by  the  1st  section  of  the  Act  of  1st  June, 
1840,  to  another  class  of  claimants  under  the  same  law.  In  future,  a  settler 
who  shall  have  resided,  "  on  the  22d  June,  1838,  and  for  four  months  next 
preceding,"  on  a  guarter-seciion,  a,  fractional  quarter -section,  or  &  fraction 
of  a  section  less  than,  one  hundred  amd  sixty  acres,  and  have  cultivated 
land  on  any  other  and  different  tract  of  either  of  the  descriptions  ahove 
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mentioned,  sucli  settler  ia  oDtitlcd  to  a  choice  between  the  tract  resided  on 
and  the  tract  cultivated,  or  legal  subdivisions  of  each,  to  include  his  or  her 
house  and  farm,  so  as  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  upon 
filing  the  requisite  proof  and  making  payment  for  the  land  claimed  within 
the  period  prescribed  by  law.  This  extension  of  benefits  is  made  to  single 
settlers,  and  to  those  only  whose  settlements  were  made  at  the  period  re- 
quired by  the  Act  of  22d  June,  1838 ;  it  does  not  apply  to  settlements 
made  since  22d  June,  1838,  and  prior  to  lat  June,  1840.  [See  Note  III., 
post."] 

The  eighth  section  modifies  the  first  proviso  of  the  Act  of  22d  June, 
1838,  applicable  as  well  to  claims  under  that  act  as  to  those  under  the  Aot 
of  lat  June,  1840.  In  future,  where  two  or  more  were  residing  on  a  qv.ar- 
ter-sectiort,  Jractional  qv.arter-section,  or  fraction  of  a  section  less  than  one 
hundred  and  sixfu  acres,  at  the  period  required  by  the  Act  of  22d  June, 
1838,  or  that  of  ist  June,  1840,  and  any  one  or  more  of  such  residents 
were  cultivating,  during  the  same  period,  on  another  and  different  tract,  or 
other  and  different  tracts,  the  persons  so  cultivating  have  the  option  of 
entering  the  tract  lived  oxi,  jointly  with  the  other  or  others,  or  of  abandon- 
ing the  tract  lived  on  to  those  who  have  not  cultivated,  and  entering  the 
tract  or  tracts  cultivated,  so  as  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres 
to  any  one  settler  so  cultivating.  Where  the  persons  cultivating  do  not 
abandon  the  tract  resided  on,  3,  joint  entry  by  all  the  residents  may  be  made 
of  such  tract  and  other  "  ccmtiguov^  unoccupied  lands,  by  legal  subdivi- 
sions," to  the  extent  of  as  many  times  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  in  the 
whole,  as  there  are  residents  on  the  first  mentioned  tracts  entitled  under 
the  same  law.  Where  the  cultivator  or  cultivators  abandon  the  tract  re- 
sided on  to  the  other  residents,  the  former  are  entitled  to  make  a  separate 
entry  of  the  tract  or  separate  entries  of  the  tracts  cultivated,  not  to  esceed 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  to  any  one  settler,  and  the  latter  have  no  claim 
to  any  land  in  addition  to  that  resided  on.  In  cases  under  this  section  of 
the  act,  each  cultivator  must  file  separate  proof  of  his  right,  so  as  to  enable 
you  to  file  the  same  with  the  separate  entry  of  such  cultivated  tract.  The 
"  contiguous"  unoccupied  land  referred  to  in  this  section  of  the  act  is  to  bo 
understood  as  land  separated  from  the  tract  resided  on,  by  a  line  only,  not 
land  in  the  neighborhood  as  near  as  may  be;  and  where  there  is  no  such 
contiguous  land,  by  reason  of  Its  being  rightfully  claimed  by,  or  in  the 
occupation  of  others,  the  right  fails.  Such  contiguous  land  is  to  be  em- 
braced in  the  same  certificate  with  the  land  on  which  the  claimants  reside. 

The  proviso  to  this  eighth  section  limits  the  extended  privileges  given 
by  the  aot.  It  may,  therefore,  happen  that  a  tract  other  than  a  guarter- 
nection  may  be  claimed  (under  the  provisions  of  the  7th  and  Sth  sections 
of  this  act)  by  virtue  of  its  cultivation  during  the  period  required  by  the 
Act  of  22nd  June,  1838,  where  the  same  tract  is  claimed  by  a  resident 
thereon  under  the  Act  of  1st  June,  1840,  or  under  that  of  4th  September, 
1841 ;  or  it  may  be  the  subject  of  conflict  between  a  cultivator  at  the  time 
required  by  the  Act  of  1st  June,  1840,  (under  the  eighth  section  of  this  act,) 
and  a  resident  under  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841.  In  all  such  cases, 
the  first  mentioned  claims,  which  would  otherwise  exist  under  this  act, 
must  yield  to  the  "  previous  and  paramount  right  of  pre-emption,"  founded 
on  the  provisions  of  law  existing  at  the  date  of  this  act.  [See  Note  IV.,  post.'] 

By  the  ninth  section  you  arc  authorized  to  permit  the  entry  of  a  claim 
under  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  although  it  may  be  for  land  not 
surveyed  at  the  time  of  the  settlement,  where  sUch  settlement  was  made 
prior  to  the  4th  September,  1841,  and  after  the  extinguishment  of  the 
Indian  title.     The  object  of  this,  it  will  be  seen,  is  to  modify  the  provi- 
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sions  of  tie  Aot  of  1841,  m  far  as  to  remove  from  olaims  maer  it  tie  fatal 
oliection  of  beiag  fomded  oo  a  settlement  made  S./or.  lie  .urTej,  pro- 
vided  sueh  settlement  was  madeynV  to  tie  4ti  Septemior,  1811. 

The  oonelndm.  paragraph  of  tie  ninti  .eetion  render,  inopoiatm  the 
oonstmetion  placed  tj  tiu  Office  upon  lie  latter  part  of  the  Sfleenlh  see- 
tion  of  the  Act  of  4th  Septemier,  1841.  That  portion,  lierefore,  of  the 
last  paragrapi  on  tie  first  page  of  Circnl.r  of  28lh  September  1842,  wl  ei 
relates  tS  tiis  .object,  i.  annulled;  and  yon  are  mstrncted  to  permit  a 
peraon  who  has  filed,  or  shall  iereafter  file,  according  to  law,  a  deelaratorj 
Statement  for  «  tract  of  land  aiject  to  pritaU  a,try,  to  enter  Uie  .ame 
after  the  twelve  mentis,  from  tie  time  of  iia  settlement  sialliaye  ex- 
pired, witiout  filing  an,  proof  of  ii.  rigit  a.  a  pre-emptor,  provided  ie  is 
tie  first  applicant,  after  tiat  time,  for  tie  entrj  of  the  same  at  private 
sale.     [See  Note  V.,  poai.]

the  second  by  virtue  of  the  Aet  of  2d  March,  1833,  (No.  27,)-«'e  ope™- 
tive  on  land  suhieet  to  pre-emption  at  their  respective  dates,  where  the 
plat,  have  not  yet  been  returned  to  your  ofiice,  or,  being  so  returned,  the 
year  subsequent  thereto  siall  not  iave  eipired  when  tie  elaim  is  preferred. 
Tie  tiird  .eetion  of  tie  Act  of  27ti  relmary,  1815,  (page  25i,)  tie 
liird  .eetion  of  the  Act  of  Sd  March,  1819,  (page  312,)  and  the  third  .ee- 
tion of  tie  Act  of  1st  June,  1840,  (a.  explained  in  tie  body  of  tiis  cir- 
cular,) all  provided  for  settlements  on  .chool  lands  made  by  claimants  at 
L  period,  required  by  Act.  of  1813, 1814, 1838  and  1840,  before  referred 
to ;  hut  those  provisions  are  now  all  merged  in  this  third  section  of  the  Act 
of  3d  March  last,  and  all  future  locations  are  to  he  made  in  aeoordance  with 
its  provisions. 

NOTE   II. 

Tho  fifteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  4lh  September,  1841,  require,  that 

the  declarations  therein  referred  to  .iall  be  filed  within  tJ.rti,  day.  after 

the  settlement,  and  tho  proof  aod  payment  made  within  ticdv,  moMlu  alter 

Bueh  settlement. 
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The  fiitk  section  of  the  Act  of  3d  Mareh  last,  requires  the  declarations, 
in  eases  to  which  it  has  refereace,  to  be  filed  within  three  monlhs  after  the 
dale  of  the  act  where  settlement  was  made  prior  to  the  3d  March'last,  or 
three  months  after  the  settlement  where  it  shall  be  made  sufm^ent  to  said 
^d  March,  aod  the  proof  and  payment  may  be  made  at  any  time  before  the 
""*""""' '  "/  thepuUic  sale  which  shall  embrace  the  land  claimed. 


The  first  section  of  the  Act  of  1st  June,  1840,  gave  to  a  settler  under  Act 
of  22d  June,  18S8,_  residing  on  one  "  quarler-seciiou"  and  cultivating  land 
on  "  another  and  different  quarter  section,"  the  right  of  entering  either  of 
said  quarter-sections,  or  legal  subdivisions  of  each,  not  to  exceed  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres.  This  privilege  embrace  i  only  single  settlers  on  such 
tracts — na,mely,  where  but  one  settler  was  residing  on  one  and  cultivating 
the  other  of  such  tracts ,  because  only  in  such  cases  could  the  choice  oiven 
be  exercised.  This  section  extends  a  similar  privilege  to  such  migle 
settlers,  under  Act  of  1838  on  other  fricts  than  a  "  quarter-section,"  but 
has  omitted  to  provid    for  likt  c.se>  ujidtr  Vet  of  1st  June,  1840. 


The  first  proviso  of  the  Act  of  22d  June,  1838,  declares  that  "  where 
more  than  one  person  may  have  settled  upon  and  cultivated  any  one 
quarter-sectica  of  land,  each  one  of  them  shall  have  an  equal  share  or  in- 
terest in  the  said  quarter-section,  but  shall  have  no  claim,  by  virtue  of  this 
[said]  act,  to  any  other  land."  This  proviso  was  not  affected  by  the  first 
section  of  the  Act  of  1st  June,  1840 — that  referring  only  to  sini/le  settlers 
on  a  quarUr-geetion.  [See  Note  III.]  It  is  now  entirely  superseded,  in 
regard  to  future  cases  under  Acts  of  1838,  and  1840,  where  there  are 
two  or  more  settlers  on  the  same  quarter-section,  by  the  eighth  section  of 
the  Act  of  3d  March  last,  which  not  only  gives  extended  privileges  to  such 
settlers  under  either  of  said  acts  on  a  quarter-section,  but  makes  provision 
for  lite  settlers  on  other  tracts  than  a  quarter-section. 


The  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  conferred  no  right  where  the  settle- 
ment was  made  on  Jand  to  which  the  Indian  title  had  not  been  ex- 
tinguished, and  which  was  not  also  surveyed  at  the  time  of  such  settle- 

The  latter  part  of  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  4th  September, 
1841,  provided  that  a  failure  on  the  part  of  a  claimant  under  that  section 
to  do  any  of  the  acts  required  thereby,  should  render  the  land  subject  to 
the  entry  "  of  any  other  purchaser."  The  Circular  of  28th  September,  1842, 
(No.  410,)  directed  such  a  construction  of  this  latter  clause  to  be  observed  by 
the  land  officers  as  would  prevent  such  a  claimant  from  coming  forward  to 
enter,  at  private  sale,  land  previously  claimed  by  him  as  pre-eiuptor,  after 
keeping  it  for  twelve  months  from  being  purchased  by  any  one  else.  He 
had  elected  to  take  it  as  a  pre-emptor,  and,  as  such,  was  bound  under  that 
law  to  prove  his  right;  and  it  was  believed  that  Congress,  in  declaring  the 
land  subject  to  the  entry  of  "  any  other  purchaser,"  should  he  fail  to  make 
good  his  right  of  pre-emption,  expressly  designed  to  exclude  him  in  conse- 
quence of  his  neglect  or  inability  to  show  the  truth  of  his  declaratory  stiite- 
ment  by  which  the  laud  was  for  twelve  months  withheld  from  being  sold 
to  any  other  person.

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  forty-acre  tracts  or  quarter  quarter-sec- 
tions, are  subject  to  entry,  selection,  or  location,  precisely  in  the  same 
manner  that  eighty-acre  tracts,  or  half  quarter-sections,  have  heretofore 
been ;  consequently  the  affidavits  for  the  entry  of  quarter-sections,  hereto- 
fore required,  will  now  be  dispensed  with ;  and  it  will  no  longer  be  neces- 
saryto  note  these  entries  on  the  returns,  as  being  under  the  Act  of  5th 
Apnl,  1832.  All  lands,  however,  will  be  offered  s.i  public  sale,  in  half 
quarter-sections,  or  eighty-acre  tracts,  as  heretofore.

the  right  of  pre-emption  given  by  the  said  act,  upon  furnishing  proof 
(satisfactory  to  the  district  office)  that  the  settlement  on  which  the  claim

Gentlemen  : — By  reference  to  the  enclosed  copy  of  circulars,  (No.  408,) 
you  will  perceive  that  in  each  case  of  pre-emption  "the  original  proof,  affi- 
davit, and  receipt  m,ust  hejiled  with  the  certificate  of  purchase,  each  paper 
being  appropriately  endorsed,  and  transmitted  to  this  OJice  with  your 
monthly  abstracts,"  &c. 

Where  the  claim  is  located  by  warrant,  the  proof,  &c.,  must  be  filed 
with  it- 

Also,  where  it  is  only  in  part  located  and  the  residue  paid  for  in  cash. 

In  the  latter  class  of  oases,  where  the  excess  extends  to,  and  is  in  satis- 
faction of  a  legal  subdivision,  it  will  be  necessary  to  issue  a  certificate  of 
purchase  for  such  subdivision ;  in  which  cases  the  proof  should  accompany 
the  cash  entry — on  which  entry  or  certificate  must  be  endorsed  the  fact 
that  the  residue  of  the  claim  has  been  located  with  warrant;  giving  the 
number,  act  under  which  issued,  &c.,  and  on  the  certificate  of  location 
make  a  reference  to  the  cash  entry. 

Likewise,  in  your  military  abstracts,  note  opposite  to  each  case  of  pre- 
emption, the  law  under  which  preferred ;  and  where  the  claim  is  located 
in  part  only  with  warrant  and  the  residue  paid  for,  and  a  certificate  of  pur- 
chase issued,  give  the  number  of  the  caxh  entry. 

A  strict  compliance  with  this  requirement,  and  all  others  in  the  enclosed 
circulars,  will  be  insisted  upon.

GeQflemen  :— It  has  been  represeatod  to  this  Office,  that  a  practice  has 
obtaiued  at  some  of  the  local  land  offices  of  making  out,  or  preparing,  pre- 
emplion  papers,  and  charging  money  for  the  service,  and  such  charges 
have  been  made  the  subject  of  complaint. 

It  IS  therefore  deemed  proper  to  issue  the  following  instructions  : 

1st.  Any  such  charges  are  without  authority  of  law,  and  against  the 
orders  of  the  Department.  It  is  proper,  however,  to  add,  that  the  duties 
of  the^  local  land  officers  which  are  prescribed  by  law  and  instmclious,  do 
not  enjoin  upon  the  Register  and  Receiver  the  making  out  or  preparation 
of  papers  for  claimants — that  being  a  matter  to  be  attended  to  by  the  pro- 
em ptors_  themselves — yet  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Department  that  all  reason- 
able facilities  and  information  shall  be  given  by  the  Register  and  Receiver 
to  parties,  toenable  them  properly  to  prepare  and  present  their  claims 
for  your  official  action  thereon.  For  such  official  action,  however,  you 
have  a  legal  right  to  a  fee  in  virtue  of  the  12th  section  of  the  pre-emp- 
tion Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  (No.  48,)  which  declares  that  each  officer 
IS  entitled  to  receive  _^y  cents  for  his  services  in  acting  upon  each  case  of 
pre-emption  ;  but  as,  in  many  instances,  the  parties  do  nothing  more  than 
file  the  "  notice"  required  by  law,  this  Office  has  long  since  determined  that 
there  is  no  objection  to  the  Register  receiving  his  fee  (fifty  cents)  at  the 
time  of  filing  such  notice,  making  suhsequently  no  further  charge,  hut  that, 
aa  the  Receiver  has  no  labor  in  the  case  until  the  proof  is  filed  and  sub- 
mitted for  his  action,  the  latter  officer  has  no  right  to  the  fee  until  he  shall 
be  called  upon  to  perform  the  duty  for  which  payment  is  provided 

2d.  By  the  2d  section  of  the  Act  of  22d  March,  1852,  (No.  190,)  chap. 
19,  Registers  and  Receivers  are  "  authorized  to  charge  and  receive  the 
same  compensation  or  per-centage  for  their  services  in  locating  all  Military 
Bounty  Land  Warrants  issued  sinoe  the  llth  February,  1847,  as  they  are 
entitled  to,  by  law,  for  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  for  cash  at  the  rate  of 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre." 

G-eneral  Land  Office  Bounty  Land  Circular  of  3d  May,  1855,  (see 
Title  10,)  conUins  the  tariff  in  each  case  allowed  for  locations  of  such 
warrants;  which,  of  course,  embraces  the  locations  of  pre-emptors. 

The  following  fees  are  chargeable  by  the  land  officers,  and  the  several 
amounts  must  be  paid  at  the  time  of  location  ;

3d.  By  the  act  of  12th  June,  1840,  chap.  35,  the  district  land  officers 
are  required  to  administer  any  oath,  requisite  under  law,  in  connection 
with  the  entry  or  purchase  of  any  tract  of  land ;  but  it  is  thereby  declared 
that  they  «  shall  not,  directJy  or  indirectly,  charge  or  receive  any  compen- 
sation for  administering  such  oaths."

Gentlemen  :— By  the  4tli  section  of  the  Act  of  the  3(1  of  Miirch,  1843, 
(No  72  •)  it  is  declared,  that,  "where  an  indiTidual  has  filed,  uoder  the 
late  pre-imption  law,  (1841,)  his  declaration  of  intention  to  claim  the 
benefits  of  said  law  for  one  tract  of  knd,  it  shall  not  he  kwM  for  the  same 
individual,  at  any  future  time,  to  file  a  second  declaration  tor  another 

'^This  prohibition  is  held  hy  the  Department  to  extend  to  hotk  classes  of 
lands,  uri-offeri-d  and  sucli  as  are  subject  topHvafe  entry. 

Where  a  claimant,  however,  of  either  class  of  lands,  files  a  declaration 
which  may  prove  to  he  invalid  in  consequence  of  the  land  applied  for  not 
bein"  open  to  pre-emption,  or  by  the  determination  against  him,  as  a  con- 
flicting claimant,  or  from  any  other  similar  eauae,  which  would  have  pre- 
vented him  from  consummating  a  pre-emption  under  such  declaration- 
such  illegal  filing  will  be  treated  as  a  nullity  aod  as  no  inhibition  to  his 
subsequently  filing  a  legal  and  proper  declaration  for  the  same  tract,  should 
it  become  liable  to  pre-emption,  or  for  any  other  land;  it  being  the  pur- 
pose  of  the  law  to  allow  a  claimant  &pre-empHon  upon  one  tract,  and  no- 
thing more,  and  also  to  prevent  declarations  from  being  presented  or  bled 
where  the  intention  of  establishing  a  pre-emption  is  not  honafide.

Tlie  foliowiog  regulations  are  established  by  authority  of  tlie  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  communicated  to  this  Office  in  his  letter  of  21st  instant,  in 
relation  to  appeals  to  his  Department  proper,  and  will  be  observed  and  en- 
forced from  and  after  this  date. 

In  every  ease  when  an  appeal  may  hereafter  be  taken  from  the  decision 
of  this  Office,  the_  party  appealing,  or  his  attorney,  will  be  required  to  notify 
the  Office  in  writing  of  the  points  of  exception  to  its  action. 

An  opportunity  will  also  be  afforded  to  other  parties  interested  in  the 
case  to  be  heard,  if  desired,  and  a  reasonable  time  will  be  allowed. 

AH  parties  to  such  appeals  will  be  required  to  file  in  this  Office  all  argu- 
ments and  documents  of  whatever  character,  before  the  cases  are  submitted 
to  the  Department,  in  order  that  they  may  be  referred  to  and  considered 
in  our  report  to  the  Secretary,  if  deemed  expedient. 

In  submitting  cases  on  appeal,  particular  care  will  be  taken  to  state  the 
question  or  questions  at  issue  and  the  grounds  of  appeal,  and  the  action  of 
the  Department  will  be  confined  to  those  questions  almie,  unless  sufficient 
cause  should  appear  for  looking  beyond  them.

Settles  upon  the  public  lands  must  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  land 
lams,  in  order  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  pre-emption.  They 
mmt  give  the  written,  notice  of  their  settlement  and  intention  to  claim  the 
right  of  pre-emption,  within  thirty  daysfi-om  the  date  of  their  entering 
personally  on  the  land,  with  the  intention  of  seUling  there.  They  mmt 
also  inhabit,  improve,  build,pay,  and  makeproof,  within  twelve  months, 
to  be  entitled  to  preference  over  tlwse  who  may  have  entered  the  same 
lands  at  the  land  office.

Sir : — I  have  examined  the  question  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office  of  the  25th  March,  ultimo,  arising  on 
the  conflicting  claims  of  Abraham  Brauley,  and  Andrew  i^Iullaskj  and 
Charles  Maddy — the  former  under  the  pre-emption  law  of  4th  September, 
1841,  (No.  48,)  and  the  two  last  by  entries  at  private  sale,  to  a  portion  of 
the  public  lands  mentioned. 

The  questionjs,  from  what  point  of  time  is  the  period  of  thirty  days  to 
be  computed,  within  which  a  person  intending  to  exercise  the  right  of  pre- 
emption, is  to  give  written  notice  ?  The  Commissioner  has  decided  that 
the  count  commences  from  the  date  of  the  settler's  entering  on  the  lands 
and  cutting  timber  to  make  the  improvement  required  by  law  :  the  claim- 
ant,_  Brauley,  contends  that  it  ought  not  to  commence  until  he  had  maJe 
it  his  abiding  place  by  sJecping  on  the  premises. 

The  10th  section  of  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  gives  the  right  of 
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pre-emption  on  such  of  the  public  lands  as  are  liable  to  entry  at  private 
sale,  subject  to  certain  conditions.  These  conditions  are  specified  in  that 
and  the  subsequent  sections  of  the  law;  but  reference  to  the  12th  and  15th 
only  will  bo  made  in  consideration  of  this  question.  A  settlement  must 
be  made,  and  notice  of  an  intention  to  purchase  the  lands  as  a  pre-emptor, 
must  be  given  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  settlement.  The 
settler  must  inhabit  and  improve  the  same,  and  must  erect  a  dwelling 
thereon,  to  entitle  him  to  the  privilege  :  and,  to  perfect  his  title  he  is  al- 
lowed twelve  months  from  the  date  of  such  settlement  to  exhibit  proof  that 
he  has  complied  with  the  conditions,  and  to  make  payment.  Settling,  in- 
habiting, and  improving,  are  all  used  as  circumstances  to  be  performed  and 
proved ;  but  they  are  not  used  as  synonymous  in  their  meaning. 

The  object  of  the  law  is  beneficent :  and  it  is  entitled  to  a  liberal  con- 
struction in  aid  of  the  ends  to  be  attained.  But,  to  accomplish  this,  such 
a  construction  must  be  given  as  will  protect  the  settler  in  his  ultimate 
right,  first,  for  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  his  settlement,  and  secondly, 
for  twelve  months  from  the  same  time.  The  settler  is  entitled  to  this  pro- 
tectioD  against  the  claims  or  entries  of  others.  Prom  the  moment,  there- 
fore, that  lie  enters  in  person  on  land  open  to  such  a  claim,  with  the  ani- 
mus manendi,  or  rather  with  the  intention  of  availing  himself  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  referred  to,  and  does  any  act  in  execution  of  that  inten- 
tion, he  is  a  settler.  He  must  afterwards  give  his  notice  of  intention,  in- 
habit, improve,  build  his  house,  and  make  hia  proof  and  payment  within 
the  time  stipulated,  to  perfect  his  right.  Hut  in  every  stage  he  is  pro- 
tected, until  he  fails  on  hia  part  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  law. 
In  this  case,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  appears  to  me 
to  have  decided  correctly :  that  the  date  of  Brauley's  entering  on  the  lands 
and  cutting  logs  to  build  hia  house,  with  the  purpose  of  purchasing  aa  a 
pre-cmptor,  is  the  true  date  from  which  to  commence  the  computation ; 
and  as  he  failed  to  give  his  notice  within  thirty  days,  and  to  make  payment 
and  proof  within  twelve  months  from  that  date,  he  is  not  entitled  to  pre- 
ference over  those  who  had  entered  the  same  lands  at  the  land  office.

I  find  by  the  papers,  that  Barbara  Ruff  claimed  a  pre-emption  to  a  tract 
of  land  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  4th  September,  1841,  (No,  48,) 
filed  her  declaration,  made  due  proof,  paid  for  the  land,  as  far  as  depended 
on  her  complied  with  all  the  requirements,  and  did  all  that  was  in  her 
power  to  do  to  complete  her  right  of  pre-emption.

A  pre-emption  settlement  and  private  purchase  made  on  the  same  day, 
under  given  circumstaneet,  the  latter  a  har  to  the  pre-emption  claim. 


The  pre-emption  entry  by  Ott,  should  be  set  aside,  and  the  private  entries 
by  Ton,  carried  into  grant.  It  appears  that  Mr.  Yon,  after  inspecting  the 
land,  set  out  for  the  land  office  in  order  to  enter  it,  the  day  before  Mr.  Ott 
commenced  his  settlement.  His  intention  may  have  been  known  to  Ott, 
and  his  going  or  sending  to  the  land  office  was  indispensable,  to  enable  him 
to  eater  the  land.  This  the  pre-emptor  was  not  required  to  do,  and  it  would 
be  unjust  to  allow  him  to  take  advantage  of  this  and  step  in  aud  defeat 
the  purchaser.  But  in  this  case  it  appears  that  Ott  commenced  his  settle- 
ment the  day  after  Yon  had  started  to  the  Land  Office,  being  the  same  day 
that  Yon  completed  his  entries,  so  that  in  equity  and  justice,  Yon  was  one 
day  in  advance  of  Ott,  in  his  endeavors  to  secure  the  land,  and  had  in  fact 
entered  into  a  contract  which  was  binding  upon  him,,  while  the  pre-emptor 
had  done  nothing  from  which  he  conld  not  recede  at  pleasure,  and  as  the 
law  takes  no  cognizance  of  the  fraction  of  a  day,  the  private  entries  made 
and  completed  the  same  day  on  which  Ott  settled,  are  under  the  circum- 
stances, a  good  and  valid  bar  to  the  pre-emption  claim.

The  mother  of  a  pre-emption  claimant,  not  having  consummated  her  citinen- 
ship  before  he  attained  Ms  majority,  and  he  never  having  been  natural- 
ized, his  claim,  rejected.

Sir:^I  have  the  honor  to  present  upon  appeal,  the  papers,  and  report 
of  the  Register  and  Receiver  in  the  case  of  David  T.  Jones,  applicant,  and 
Daniel  L.  Williams  contestant,  for  the  east  half,  <fcc.,  in  the  Faribault,  Min- 
nesota District. 

The  testimony  shows  priority  of  settlement  in  Daniel  L.  Williams,  the 
contestant  and  appellant,  and  that  he  is  an  illegitimate  son  of  Winfred  T. 
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Williams,  a  woman  of  foreign  birth,  who  brought  him  to  the  United  Stales 
while  a  minor.  She  declared  her  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  on  18th  December,  1856.  The  contestant  has  never  declared 
his  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  neither  has  his  mother  consummated  her 
citizenship.  It  is  contended  that  Williams  being  a  minor  when  his  mother 
hronght  him  to  the  United  States,  and  that  she  having  filed  her  declaration 
of  intention,  these  facts  confer  upon  him  the  right  of  pre-emption. 

This  is  the  point  in  the  case ;  is  Williams,  being  of  foreign  birth,  of  the 
class  contemplated  by  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841  f  (No.  48.) 

The  testimony  shows  that  he  is  not.  I  can  find  no  provision  in  any  of 
the  naturalization  laws  now  in  force,  that  would  confer  on  him  the  right 
of  pre-emption,  in  virtue  of  his  mother's  filing  her  declaration  of  intention. 
I  therefore  recommend  that  the  decision  of  the  Register  and  Receiver, 
adverse  to  Williams'  right  be  affirmed,  and  that  Jones,  the  applicant,  being 
the  first  settler  after  Williams,  be  allowed  to  make  proof  and  payment  for 
the  land  in  dispute,  and  to  enter  the  same  upon  taking  the  affidavit  pre- 
scribed by  law,  and  in  all  other  respects,  showing  a  full  compliance  with 
its  provisions  and  requirements.

I  herewith  return  the  papers  pertaining  to  the  conflicting  pre  emptjun 
claims  of  George  W.  Martin,  John  W  Johnson  and  Susan  Hirt,  to  the 
southeast  quarter  section  21,  township  18,  range  12,  from  the  Omahi,  N 
T.,  Land  Office,  which  papers  were  received  with  yonr  letter  of  the  29th  of 
December  last. 

Said  George  W.  Martin  has  established  'no  right  to  the  land  in  contro- 
versy. The  settlement  and  application  of  said  Johnson  were  subsequent 
to  the  application  and  intended  settlement  of  Susan  Hart.  Her  declara- 
tory statement  is  dated  the  19th  of  February,  1857,  and  her  settlement  is 
dated  the  13th  of  the  same  month.  It  is  true  that  her  first  house  was  not 
erected  on  the  land,*  but  so  soon  as  the  mistake  in  location  w 


*  Extract  from  the  opinionofAttornej-Gpneral  Butler,  dated  March  10, 1838,  {toI. 
3,  p.  312.)  "The  case  of  the  Messrs.  Winchell,  considered  in  mj  opinion  of  the  lOth 
July  last,  wfts  one  of  that  description:  the  parties  having  jiersona%cul(ivaled  public 
land,  and  having  ploughed,  fenced,  and  pUnted  in  corn  twelve  acres,  and  erected  a 
hoose  in  which  tbey  both  lived,  (one  being  a  single  man  and  boarding  witii  tlie 
other,)  which  house  was  found,  by  the  survey  subsequently  made,  to  be  one  rod  over 
the  line  of  the  quartet-sections  cultivated  and  possessed  by  them,  and  on  an  adjoin- 
ing section  of  public  iand.  Its  location  on  that  section  was  evidently  occasioned  by 
a  misttike  as  to  the  line  ;  and  no  doubt  whatever  could  exist  as  to  the  intent  of  the 
parties  to  make  a  settlement  on  the  particular  quarter-GectioDS  which  they  claimed  ;

The  papers  received  with  your  letter  of  the  31st  July  last,  in  the  contested 
pre-emption  ease  between  E.  C.  Agnew,  J.  Lynch,  I>.  Ryan  and  M.  Kyan, 
from  the  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  Land  Office,  are  herewith  returned. 

The  settlements  of  Lynch  and  D.  Ilyan,  were  made  prior  to  the  survey 
of  the  body  of  lands  of  which  the  tract  in  controversy  constitutes  a  part. 
The  Land  Office  was  not  opened  until  about  October,  1854,  more  than  a 
year  after  said  settlements.  Agnew's  settlement  is  claimed  and  proven  to 
have  been  made  on  the  9th  December,  1853.  Tho  declaratory  statements 
of  Agnew,  Lvnch  and  Ryan  are  dated  on  the  same  day,  to  wit,  the  20th 
October,  1854.  Lynch  however  subsequently  filed  two  other  statements,  but 
he  must  be  restricted  to  the  tract  first  declared  for.  D.  Ryan's  residence 
and  principal  improvements  are  on  the  west  half  of  northeast  quarter  section 
30,  township  28,  range  22,  which  he  is  entitled  to  enter.  It  does  not  appear 
that  he  had  made  on  the  east  half  of  the  northwest  quarter,  any  such  im- 
provements aa  would  indicate  an  intention  on  his  part  to  embrace  that  sub- 
division in  his  claim,  prior  to  the  time  Agnew  became  a  qualified  pre-emp- 
tor,*  and  was  residing  upon  the  land.  The  latter,  it  is  shown,  had  made 
valuable  improvements  thereon,  and  moreover  appears  to  have  settled  in 
good  faith.  Ryan's  filing  being  of  the  same  date  with  Agnew's,  the  latter 
could  not  have  ascertained  from  that  source,  that  he  was  encroaching  upon 
the  claim  of  the  former.  Although  the  Act  of  1854,  (No.  255,)  was  not 
in  force  at  the  date  of  said  settlement,  yet  this  case  may  be  legally  and 
equitably  decided  in  the  spirit  thereof,  by  allowing  each  claimant  to  make 
such  an  entry  aa  will  embrace  his  principal  improvements.  Agnew  will  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  east  half,  northwest  quarter,  and  Lynch  and  Ryan 
as  above  indicated.

Sir :— In  the  case  of  Jonathan  3.  Fisher,  appealed  by  his  attorney,  G. 
Bouck,  Esq.,  of  Oshkosh,  Wisconsin,  from  your  decision  of  the  28th  May 
last,  I  cannot  do  otherwise  than  at&rm  the  decision. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Fisher  settled  upon  unoffered  land,  but  did  rot  come 
forward  and  tender  his  proof  and  payment  before  the  day  on  which  the 
land  was  proclaimed  for  sale ;  and  that  the  tract  on  whioh  he  had  settled 
was  sold  at  public  sale  on  the  3d  of  Slay,  1859,  pursuant  to  the  Presi- 
dent's proclamation.  No.  628,  of  December  24,  1858.  ^    ,     ,■  . 

Under  these  circumstances,  this  Department  has  no  power  to  afford  relief 
to  Mr.  Fisher.  The  certificate  of  filing,  which  was  issued  to  him  by  the 
local  officers,  in  which,  as  it  is  alleged,  it  was  indicated  that  Mi-,  i'lsher 
would  be  entitled  to  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  legal  confirmation  of  his 
settlement,  is  not  an  official  paper  which  the  law  recognizes,^ — and  parties 
who  rely  on  the  contents  of  such  a  paper,  do  so  at  their  peril. 

It  is  proper  to  remark,  that  in  the  present  case,  there  is  no  evidence,  or 
indication  of  any  collusion  between  the  party  who  has  purchased  at  public 
sale,  and  the  local  officers,  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  Fisher's  pre-emp- 
tion. It  was,  however,  an  act  of  culpable  carelessness,  if  they  informed 
Mr.  Fisher  that  he  had  settled  on  land  which  had  been  offered  at  public 
sale,  when  the  fact  was  otherwise.

But  in  this  case,  eertaio  state- 
ments have  been  made,  which,  if  substantiated  by  proof,  would  indicate  an 
abandonment  by  Whittles,  of  his  house  upon  the  land,  and  that  he  has 
made  his  home  elsewhere.  He  should  be  required  to  produce  proof  of  his 
compliance  with  the  law,  particularly  as  to  inhabitancy  and  improvement, 
from  the  date  of  his  first  occupancy  of  the  land,  until  he  offers  to  enter. 
Otherwise,  hie  claim  should  be  rejected.

Sir: — Upon  a  revision  of  the  case  of  Alexander  S.  Johnson  and  John 
Denny,  conflicting  pre-emption  claiiDants  of  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Lecomp- 
too  District,  Kansas  Territory,  I  am  satisfied  that  said  Denny  has  failed  to 
show  a  valid  right  to  the  land,  and  that  his  entry  should  have  been  can- 
celled. 

The  irregularity  ia  the  proceedings  of  the  local  officers,  which  consisted 
in  granting  a  re-heaiing  of  the  case  without  instructions,  was  rendered 
immaterial  by  the  appeai,  and  your  subsequent  action  in  the  case. 

Two  points,  raised  by  the  counsel  of  Denny,  will  be  briefly  considered. 
The  first  is,  that  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  a  valuable  consideration,  of  the 
interest  of  said  Denny,  is  protected  by  the  pre-emption  law.  A  sufficient 
reply_  to  this  is,  that  the  law  provides  that  all  assignments  and  transfers  of 
the  right  of  pre-emption,  "prior  to  the  issuing  of  the  patent,  shall  be  null 
and  void."  This  Department  will  not,  therefore,  recognize  or  protect  the 
claim  of  an  assignee  of  a  pre-emption  right.  That  right  is  not  regarded  by 
the  law  as  complete  until  the  patent  issues,  and  it  can  only  be  consummated 
BO  far  as  our  action  extends  in  the  name  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  pre- 
emptor.  Any  transfer  thereof  will  bo  treated  as  a  nullity,  and  as  absolutely 
void. 

The  other  ground  of  exception  is,  "  That  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  has  received  the  compensation  de?nanded  of  Denny  for  the  land,  and 
unless  some  fraud  be  charged  on  Denny,  and  evidence  l«  sustain  that  fraud 
be  adduced,  the  government  has  no  right  to  cancel  the  contract,"  &c.  1  he 
answer  to  this  point  is,  that  as  questions  arising  between  different  settlers 
are  appealable,  the  action  of  the  Register  and  Receiver  is  not  final,  and  the 
Government  is  not  bound  thereby  in  cases  of  appeal.

Sir : — The  case  of  Eoosa  v.  Schepp,  froiu  the  Land  Office  at  Ogden, 
Kansas  Territory,  has  been  duly  coDsi'dered,  and  the  papers  which  were 
received  with  your  letter  of  the  31st  ultimo,  are  now  returned. 

Both  parties  claim  the  right  of  pre-emption  to  a  certain  eighty  acre  tract 
of  land,  each  claiming,  besides,  an  additional  half  quarter-section.  It 
appears  that  both  settled  in  the  month  of  July,  1854,  prior  to  the  suryey 
of  the  lands  claimed,  and  that  after  the  survey,  they  were  found  oceupyiug 
the  same  quarter-section. 

Botli  are  bona  file  settlers,  and  to  deprive  either  of  his  home,  would 
work  a  great  hardship.  The  question  of  priority  of  settlement  is  one  of 
doubt,  and  is  difBcult  to  determine.  The  local  officers  have  decided  that 
Schepp  was  the  first  settler,  and  you  have  decided  that  Rooaa  uiade  the 
first  valid  settlement.  It  is  presumed  that  both  claimants  have  valuable 
improvements  on  this  eighty,  and  if,  by  allowing  each  to  enter  one  forty- 
acre  subdivision  thereof,  he  can  thus  secure  his  principal  improvements, 
justice,  and  the  spirit  of  the  law  in  similar  cases,  seem  to  require  that  they 
should  be  permitted  to  divide  the  land  in  the  maimer  indicated.  If  this 
cannot  be  done,  a  joint  entry  of  the  tract  in  dispute  may  be  allowed. 

The  Register  and  Receiver  will  report  their  proceedings,  in  pursuance  of 
the  foregoing  decision,  to  your  offioe.

A  member  of  a  Claim  Club,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  illegally  appro- 
priating and  gelling  public  laudt,  loill  be  held  to  the  strictest  proof  of 
honest  intent,  when  asserting  an  individual  claim. 

Dbpaetuent  of  tbk  Istebioe,

Sir  : — I  have  considered  the  case  submitted  by  your  letter  of  the  31st 
ultimo,  involving  the  pre-emption  claim  of  Geoi^e  Stump  and  William 
Jacobs,  to  a  tract  of  laud  in  the  Lecompton  Kansas  district. 

Said  Jacobs  alleges  settlement  on  the  15th  July,  1857,  on  which  day  he 
appears  to  have  hauled  four  logs  on  the  land  in  controversy.  Some  other 
meagre  improvements  were  made  by  his  dii-ection,  before  the  settlement  of 
Stump  commenced,  to  wit,  on  the  29th  August,  1857,  on  which  day  Stump 
went  on  the  land  with  his  family,  and  established  his  home  thereon. 

It  is  clearly  proven,  that  said  Jacobs  was  a  member  of  a  claim  club,  which 
had  been  organized  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  tracts  of  land,  and  selling 
the  same,  or  their  pretended  rights  thereto,  to  actual  settlers.  That  several 
claims  were  sold  by  said  club,  from  which  sales  Jacobs  derived  aportio"  '•" 
the  profits.     That  the  land  now  in  controversy  was,  at  one  time,  f-'- 
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by  said  club,  but  afterwards  abandoned.  This  complicity  of  said  Jacobs 
with  others,  engaged  in  an  unauthorized  appropriation  of,  and  speculation 
m,  the  public  lands,  and  his  acts  as  a  member  of  such  organization,  render 
It  proper  that  the  strictest  rules  of  the  law  should  be  applied  in  adjudicating 
his  alleged  right;  and,  as  he  was  interested  in  selecting  and  appropriating 
for  the  benefit  of  the  club,  other  lands,  if  not  this  speciflo  tract,  and  as  the 
club  had  encumbered  certain  lands  in  such  a  manner  as  to  induce  settlers  to 
buy  out  the  ciub  claim,  stronger  proof  of  the  honest  intent  of  said  claimant 
must  be  produced,  than  would  be  required  in  ordinary  cases. 

The  means  employed  by  the  club  to  select  lands  are  not  known,  but  it  is 
fairly  presumable  that  they  simply  hauled  a  few  logs  on  the  different  tracts, 
or  made  other  slight  improvements  thereon,  by  which  it  was  considered 
that  their  right  would  attach  to  the  same.  In  this  way,  every  quarter-sec- 
tion in  that  region  might  ha-re  been  illegally  held,  and  one  or  another  mem- 
ber  of  the  club  might  be  able  to  show  improvements  on  any  particular  tract, 
and  thus  defeat  subsequent  Jona/i^e  settlers.  Had  either  of  the  tracts  sold 
by  the  club  been  settled  upon  by  an  adverse  claimant,  doubtless  some  mem- 
ber thereof  would  have  been  able  to  produce  evidence  of  prior  iuiprove- 
ment.  A  sj^stem  so  well  adapted  to  cloak  frauds,  and  one  so  opposed  to 
law  and  justice,  can  receive  no  countenance  or  encouragement  from  this 
Department.  But  the  testimony  in  the  case  does  not  satisfy  my  mind  that 
said  Jacobs  ever  manifested  an  intention  to  claim  this  land  individually  and 
for  his  own  use,  prior  to  the  date  of  the  adverse  settlement.  His  first  acts 
are  not  sufficiently  connected  with  his  subsequent  improvements,  and  as 
no  actual  inhabitancy  is  shown  by  him  before  the  case  was  heard  by  the 
Kegister  and  Receiver,  I  am  the  more  fully  satisfied  that  his  claim  should 
be  rejected. 

Said  Stump,  upon  complying  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  law,  may 
be  permitted  to  eater  the  land  claimed  by  him.

DBPAnrUENT  OP  THE  Intebior, 

September  29,  1859. 
Sir :— In  relation  to  the  claim,  by  pre-emption,  of  Charles  Spurlock  to  a 
tract  of  land  in  the  Lecompton,  Kansas,  district,  which  conflicts  with  a 
Wyandott  float  location,  in  the  name  of  George  Armstrong,  you  report, 
that  the  pre-emption  settlement  of  said  SpurJock  was  anterior  to  the  said 
float  location,  and  that  you  refused  the  application  for  a  new  hearing  in 
said  case,  made  by  the  attorney  of  said  pre-emption  claimant,  for  the  reason 
that  the  patent  had  issued  to  the  other  party,  and  that  the  case  bad  there- 
fore passed  bejond  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  your  office.  My  opinion 
is,  that  the  claim  of  said  Spurlock  should  be  investigated.  You  will  accord- 
ingly remaiid_  the  case  to  the  local  land  officers,  instructing  them  to  notify 
all  parties  in  interest,  of  a  time  and  place  when  and  where  the  claim  of  said 
Spurlock  will  be  heard  and  examined,  and  to  allow  the  adverse  claimant  of 
the  land  to  cross-examine  the  witnesses  of  the  pre-emptor,  and  to  produce 
evidence  in  support  of  his  rights,  if  he  should  see  fit  so  to  do.     The  Re-

In  lookina  into  the  case  of  Benry  C.  Gist  v.  Blackman  and  Fletcher 
Sullivan,  anhmitted  with  your  letter  of  the  10th  instant,  I  find  that  ttist 
is  a  pre^mptor,  under  the  Act  of  1841,  (No.  48,)  and  that  his  right  has  been 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Register  and  Receiyer;  and  that  the 
Messrs.  Sullivan,  who  are  only  purchasers  at  ordinary  private  sale,  appeal 
from  the  decision  on  Gist's  claim.  In  sucTi  a  case,  there  is  no  appeal  to 
(his  Department,*  the  law  having  authorized  an  appeal  only  in  cases  where 
"two or  more  persona  have  settled  on  the  same  quarter-section  of  land. 
The  Act  of  1841  requires  that  the  applicant  shall,  wittin  thirty  days  next 
sneceeding  the  date  of  his  aettlement,  file  with  the  Register  a  "  declaratory 
statement;"  and  that  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  snch  settle- 
ment, proof  of  aettlement  and  cultivation  shall  be  made  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  RegUter  and  Receiver.  From  their  decision,  as  to  the  fact  of  set- 
tlement and  cultivation,  there  is  no  appeal,  except  where  two  or  more  per- 
sons claim  the  right  of  pre-emption-f  The  date  as  well  as  the  fact  of  settle- 
ment is  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  District  Land  Officers, 
where  there  is  but  one  pre-emption  claimant,  and  any  entry  of  the  land  at 
private  sale,  subsequent  to  the  period  established  to  their  satisfaction  as 
the  date  of  settlement,  must  be  regarded  as  illeMl  and  void ;  as  the  pre- 
emption privilege  or  right,  when  once  legally  established  must  be  regarded 
as  attaching  from  the  date  of  settlement.  The  papers  submitted  by  you 
are  herewith  returned.

I  return  herewith  the  papers  in  the  case  of  Aaron  Flickincer,  John 
*''^^j\r^''^  Strong,  and  Thomas  Lombard,  submitted  in  your  letter 
of  3d  May  Inst.  I  am  of  opinion,  that  the  land  officers  are  authorized  to 
receive  proofs  of  the  bona  fides  of  the  claimant  in  a  pre-emption  case  and 
any  evidence  that  will  satisfy  their  minds,  that  this  did  not  exist  at  the 
time  of  the  administration  of  the  affidavit  required  of  the  pre-emptor  or 
afterwards,  should  bo  admitted,  the  object  should  bo  to  execute  the  law 
according  to  its  spirit,  and  to  give  its  benefits  to  actual  hona  fide  settlers 
and  not  speculators.  ' 

In  the  present  ease,  the  testimony  is  conflicting  upon  the  question  of  the 
"/"^ra^tfr  of  Fhckinger's  original  entry  upon  the  laud  claimed  by  him,  and 
the  land  officers,  in  determining  that  question,  appear  to  have  regarded 
the  weight  of  the  evidence  in  favor  of  FJickinger,  although  their  judgment 
18  not  so  clearly  expressed  as  to  divest  it  of  all  suspicion  that  the  principles 
of  the  Circular  of  November  3,  1843,  in  regard  to  a  claimant's  affidavit, 
entered  into  the  elements  upon  which  their  conclusions  were  based.  I 
think  it  therefore  best,  that  the  case  be  remanded  to  them  for  examination 
and  revision,  so  that  substantial  justice  may  be  done  in  the  premises.

In  ordev  to  arrive  at  a  correct  conclusion  as  to  tlie  right  of  pre-emption 
arising  between  different  settlers,  under  the  Act  of  4tb  September,  1841, 
it  is  proper  to  admit  evidence  showing  the  intention  of  the  parties  in  set- 
tling upon  and  improving  the  land.  It  is  swora  by  three  witnesses,  in  this 
case,  that  the  claimant  Flickinger,  within  a  few  months  after  bis  settle- 
ment which  he  claims  to  have  made  on  the  14th  of  June,  1854,  stated  id 
the  hearing  of  each  of  them,  that  he  held  the  claim  for  D.  L.  Fuller.  Two 
of  the  witnesses  testify  that  Flickinger  told  them  that  he  was  empbjedby 
Fuller  at  twenty-sis:  dollars  a  month.  Four  witnesses  testify  to  hearing 
him  speak  of  his  claim  in  the  »  Big  Woods,"  during;  the  time  he  was  occu- 
pying the  land  in  controversy.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  Flickinger 
stated,  under  oath,  on  a  trial  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  that  be  and 
Fuller  were  to  go  "  snacks  in  the  claim." 

From  the  testimony  in  this  case,  I  am  of  opinion  that  Flickinger  is  not 
entitled  to  the  land  claimed.     The  claim  of  Klofer  is  considered  valid.

A  bona  fide  settler  may  he  allowed  to  amend  his  Declaratory  Statement 
and  make  a  new  settlement  in  case  no  valid  adverse  claim  exists. 
Decision  in  the  case  of  Mttrray  v.  Bissell  and  Siceets. 

Department  of  the  Ikteriob, 

May  20,  1851. 

The  land  of&cers  at  Minneapolis,  upon  examination  of  the  several  appli- 
cations, decided  adversely  to  all  of  them  ;  but  to  Murray's  only  because  he 
had  failed  to  file  bis  declaratory  statement  within  three  months  after  the 
date  of  bis  settlement.  Their  decision  was  af&rmed  by  this  Department, 
but  inasmuch  as  Murray  was  regarded  as  a  hona  fide  settler,  while  S.  K. 
and  H.  P.  Sweet  appeared  to  be  intruders  upon  the  land,  seeking,  by  a 
merely  nominal  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  improvements  made  by  JIurray,  the  land  ofBcers  were  in- 
structed by  your  letter  of  3d  July  last  to  inform  him  how  be  could  perfect 
bis  claim  and  secure  his  location.  Acting  under  these  instructions  be 
made  a  new  settlement,  and  took  the  other  steps  required  of  him,  when 
his  claim  was  again  contested  to  lot  9  by  the  filing  (on  the  28th  Novem- 
ber, 1856,)  of  an  application  for  the  purchase  of  that  lot  as  a  town  site. 
The  testimony,  however,  conclusively  establishes  the  fact,  that  aside  from 
the  store  alleged  to  have  been  kept  upon  the  lot  by  one  of  the  Sweets,  the 
location  was  used  for  agricultural  purposes,  and  for  no  other ;  the  only 
actual  hona  Jide  settler  thereon  being  D  C  Murray;  and  to  allow  the 
application  of  the  town  entiy  would  be  eitablishinp  a  precedent  by  which 
any  person,  having  a  valid  pre  emption  claim,  could  easily  be  deprived  of 
his  rights  by  any  contestant  who  should  choose  to  open  a  store  upon  bis 
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im  prove  merits,  and  claim  tlie  same  for  purposes  of  trade.     Blurra^  is  er 
titled  to  the  Jand  in  controversy  upon  making  payment  therefor.

A  claimant's  personal  presence  and  agency  necessary  to  constitute  a  valid 
Fre-em}ition  right.     Case  of  MuUin  v.  TwitcheU. 

July  15,  1857. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  right  to  enter  said  tract,  oa  the  evidence 
produoed,  clearly  appears  to  ho  in  Susan  Twiichell,  she  having  made  the 
first  settlement.  The  decision  of  the  district  of&cers  is,  therefore,  reversed. 
The  act  on  which  they  seem  to  rely  as  giving  priority  of  settlement  to 
MuUin,  was  the  act  of  Elias  Ilobbs,  who,  on  the  8th  of  January,  1857, 
entered  and  "  cut  brush  on  said  land  for  him,"  Mullin,  It  is  also  proved 
that  Mullin  worked  on  the  land  "off  and  on,  ever  since  the  8th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1857,"  and  "  there  was  no  interval  longer  than  ono  week." 

The  first  date  that  it  is  clearly  proved  that  Mullin  was  seen  by  a  witness 
at  work  in  person  on  the  land,  was  some  three  weeks  prior  to  the  hearing 
before  the  district  officers,  February  26;  though  some  work  was  seen 
January  24,  probabiy  done  by  him.  Mrs.  Twitohell  entered  [settled! 
on  the  14th  January,  and  immediately  commenced  her  improvemeats,  and 
moved  upon  the  land  on  the  24th  of  the  same  month.  On  the  14th  she 
had  the  land  examined  by  three  persons,  who,  as  one  of  them  testifies,  saw 
no  evidences  of  recent  claim  or  improvement.  The  acts  of  Hobbs,  on  the 
8th  of  January,  being  no  part  of  the  "settlement  in  person"  by  Mullin, 
that  of  Mrs.  TwitcheU  is  the  first  settlement  in  order  of  time,  and  it  is  on 
this  ground  alone  my  decision  is  based.

"Under  the  Act  of  August  4,  1854,  (No.  255,)  I  do  not  regard  the 
question  of  priority  of  settlement  as  extending  to  a  date  anterior  to  survey, 
in  favor  of  a  party  who  seeks  to  cross  the  lines  of  the  quarter-section  on 
which  are  his  residence  and  principal  improvements,  to  take  a  fraction  from 
another,  who,  likewise,  settled  before  survey,  aod  who  is  found  by  the  survey 
on  another  quarter-section.

The  Reijuter  and  Receiver  imtriicted  to  consider  all  the  testimony  as  to 
■whctlier  the  Pre-emption  Claimant  settled  for  ^Kcvlative  purposes. 

General  Land  Office, 

August  12,  1857. 
Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  all  the  papers  in  the  pre- 
emption ease  of  Adam  Steinbaugh,  cash  entry  No.  403,  in  the  Minneapolis, 
M.  T.,  District,  said  entry  being  conteated  by  W.  T.  Swanwick. 

Steinbaugh  offered  proof,  and  was  permitted  to  enter  lots  3,  4  and  8,  ia 
section  32,  township  116,  range  22,  west,  on  the  3d  of  AuguBt,^1855._  In 
September  following,  exparte  affidavits  (herewith)  marked  "A,"  "  H,  and 
"  C,"  were  received  at  this  Office,  setting  forth  that  the  eotrj  of  said  Stein- 
baugh was  fraudulent,  and  requesting  a  re-investigation  of  the  ease.  It 
was  accordingly  remanded  to  the  District  Of&ce  in  a  letter  of  13th  October, 
1855,  and  a  rehearing  was  had  in  March,  1856.  The  evidence  elicited  is 
exceedingly  voluminous,  and  in  many  particulars  conflicting  j  but  the  Re- 
gister and  R*civer,  in  their  letter,  "D,"  express  the  opinion  that  the  alle- 
gations of  fraud  against  Steinbaugh.  "  are  not  sustained  by  the  proof  sub- 
mitted." They  state,  however,  that  they  did  not  take  into  consideration 
any  testimony  as  to  whether  Steinbaugh  settled  upon  and  improved  said 
tract  to  sell  the  same  on  speculation  ;  or  whether  he  had  made  any  agreement 
or  contract  by  which  the  title  he  might  obtain  thereto  should  enure  to  any 
other  person  than  himself,— as,  by  the  Circular  of  Nov.  11,  1843,  "  the 
affidavit  of  the  claimant  on  these  points,  is  conelusive  on  the  land  office,  a 
false  swearing,  as  to  either  of  them,  being  the  proper  subject  of  an  exami- 
nation by  the  judicial  tribunals."  There  appeared,  however,  in  the  body 
of  the  evidence,  positive  testimony  that  Steinbaugh  had  made  an  agreement, 
or  expressed  his  determination  to  sell  his  claim  and  leave  the  country,  prior 
to  proving  up,  and  that,  on  the  very  day  of  proving  «p  and  making  entry, 
he  deeded  the  land  in  fes  simple  to  Gilbert  G.  Griswold  and  James  C. 
Farwell— the  brother  of  Griswold  having  accompanied  said  Steinbaugh  to 
the  Land  Of&ce  to  obtain  the  deed.  These  facts  appearing,  and  the  late 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  having  overruled  the  circular  above  quoted,  in 
oases  where  evidence  is  offered  during  the  investigation,  going  to  show  the 
mufo^rfes  of  the  claimant,  (see  Hon.  See's  letterof  July  11, 1856,_CNo.  445,) 
to  this  OfSce,)  the  papers  in  this  case  were  returned  to  the  district  officers, 
and  they  were  directed  to  take  into  consideration  all  the  testimony  produced, 
and  report  to  this  Office  accordingly.  Said  papers  were  sent  backby  the 
Kegister  and  Receiver  in  their  letter  of  1st  December  last,  (herewith,)  in 
which  they  express  the  opinion  that  when  Sleinbaugh  "made  his  said  pre- 
emption entry,  he  did  not  do  so  as  a  bona  fide  pre-emptor,  but  to  sell  the 
same  on  speculation,"  and  in  a  subsequent  letter,  "  F,"  they  state  that 
they  "areof  the  joint  opinion  that  the  entry  of  Steinbaugh  should  be  can- 
celled." ,     ,      ,  . 

I  am  convinced  that  Steinbaugh  did  not  settle  upon  the  land  in  question, 
"  in  good  faith  to  appropriate  it  to  his  own  exclusive  use  and  benefit,"  but 
simply  as  a  matter  of  speculation.  I  concur,  therefore,  in  the  last  expressed 
opinion  of  the  Register  and  Receiver,  "  that  the  entry  of  Steinbaugh  should 
be  eanoelled." 

With  reference  to  Swanwick,  I  have  to  state  that  there  is  no  evidence 
of  any  particular  improvement  made  on  the  land  in  dispute  by  him,  and 
our  tract-books  do  not  show  that  he  has  ever  filed  a  declaratory  statement 
for  the  same.     A  decision  cannot,  therefore,  be  rendered  in  his  favor,  but 
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I  wouJd  recommend  that  tlie  district  officers  be  instructed  to  allow  the  bona 
fide  settler,  first  in  order,  who  has  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law,  to  prove  up  and  make  entry  of  said  land  as  a  pre-emption.  If,  how- 
ever, there  be  no  settler  upon  the  tract  entitled  to  such  right,  said  land 
will  come  under  the  class  contemplated  by  the  Act  of  3d  August,  1846, 
(No.  110,)  and  will  he  subject  to  disposal  according  to  the  proyisions  thereof. 
I  await  your  direction  for  further  action  in  the  premises.

At  the  close  of  the  hoar  ng  the  hen  District  officers  decided  adverse  to 
Matthews,  on  the  "roi  nd  as  ndorsed  on  the  proof,  that  said  "  Matthews 
had  previously  filed  a  decia  atory  t  tement"  on  the  public  lands.  They 
also  decided   a  J  vor  of  Bangs  I  el  eving  him  to  have  complied  with  the 

The  papers  in  the  case  were  improperly  retained  at  the  Land  Office,  as 
will  be  seen  by  reference  to  letters  herewith  enclosed,  until  the  iucominK 
of  the  new  District  offices,  and  on  the  12th  ultimo,  they  having  taken  the 
case  into  consiileration,  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  former  officers,  and 
expressed  their  joint  opinion  in  favor  of  Matthews.  From  this  latter  de- 
cision. Bangs  appeals. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  abstract  of  declaratory  statements,  and  the 
plat  of  survey  on  file  in  this  Office,  I  find  that  the  declaration  filed  by  Mat- 
thews, prior  to  his  settlement  upon  the  land  in  dispute  with  Bangs,  and 
upon  which  the  late  District  officers  based  their  decision,  was  filed  Aiiffust 
11,  1855,  while  the  plat  of  survey  of  the  township  was  not  approved  till 
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December  19,  1855.  By  the  Act  of  4th  August,  1854,  &  settler  upon  un- 
Burveved  lands  in  Minnesota,  is  required  to  file  hia  declaration  viithiD  three 
months  after  the  approval  and  return  of  the  Burvej  to  the  district  office; 
and  I  am  disposed  to  regard  a  filiag  made  prior  to  such  approval  and  re- 
turn-  iis  a  nullity.  Kvea  if  this  were  not  so,  the  land  embraced  in  the  tiling 
of  nth  August,  1855,  was  not  laterally  contiguous,  as  required,  and  wae 
on  that  account  illegal  and  void.  Such  former  filing  was,  therefore,  no 
impediment  to  the  subsequent  pre-emption  claim  of  Matthews,  and  his 
settlement  having  been  first  in  order,  and  most  in  accordance  with  the 
spirit  of  the  law  of  1841, 1  have  to  express  my  concurrence  in  the  views  ot 
the  present  Register  and  Receiver.

In  the  case  involving  the  conflicting  pre-emption  claims  of  Charles  Kei- 
lerm^an  and  Joseph  Lautzon,  to  the  southwest  quarter  of  southeast  quarter 
section  13,  township  118,  range  23,  west,  which  was  submitted  hy  your 
letter  of  the  17th  of  December  last,  the  following  faets  are  shown  by  the 
papers.  The  said  Joseph  Lautzen  filed  his  declaratory  statement  on  the 
21st  of  April,  1856,  for  the  north  half  northeast  quarter,  section  24,  and 
west  half  southeast  quarter,  section  13,  township  118,  ranee  23  west  ■  and 
afterwards,  to  wit,  on  the  13th  of  September,  1856,  he  filed  declaratory 
statement  No.  3835,  for  the  east  half  northeast  quarter,  and  northwest 
quarter  northeast  quarter,  section  24,  and  southwest  quarter  southeast 
quarter,  section  13,  thus  diminishing  his  former  claim,  by  one  forty-acre 
subdivision  in  section  13,  and  embracing  in  lieu  thereof,  an  additional 
forty-acre  tract  m  section  24,  up  n  wl  h  h  dwelling-house  was  situated. 
Lautzen  appears  to  have  cont  nu  d  n  un  ct  nipted  possession  of  his  claim 
from  the  commencement  ther  f  u  t  Ith  11th  of  December,  1856,  when 
Kellerman  commenced  a  settl  m  nt  n  th  southwest  quarter  southeast 
quarter  of  section  13— the  tra  t  d  p  t  —  nd  fifed  his  declaratory  state- 
ment on  the  16th  of  the  sam  m  th  Th  bjectof  Lautzen  in  filing  his 
second  application,  seems  to  h  been  to  embrace  within  his  claim  the  tract 
upon  which  his  house  was  situated.  His  second  declaratory  statement  was 
filed  nearly  three  months  prior  to  the  settlement  and  filing  of  Kellerman, 
who  thus  had  full  notice  of  the  claim  of  Lautzen.  The  evidence  shows 
that  Lautzen  made  improvements  on  the  land  in  dispute,  both  prior  and 
subsequent  to  his  second  filing.  It  does  not  appear  that  he  ever  relin- 
quished his  claim  to  the  land  in  controversy.  From  these  facts,  I  am  of 
the  opinion,  that  said  tract  of  land  being  subject  to  the  claim  of  J^autzen, 
said  Kellerman  has  acquired  no  rights  thereto.  'Xhe  decision  of  the  Re- 
gister and  Receiver,  adverse  to  Lautzen,  is  therefore  reversed,  and  he  will 
be  permitted  to  enter  the  land  he  claims  under  his  second  declaratory  state- 
ment, upon  complying  with  the  further  provision  of  the  law.

In  the  case  submitted  witt  your  report  of  the  13th  uUimo,  wherein  F. 
P.  Stubbs,  claiming  under  a  Louisiana  internal  improfemeat  warrant,  has 
appealed  from  your  decision  in  favor  of  the  riglit  of  tte  heirs  of  Madison 
Saunders  to  enter  by  pre.emption,  the  southeast  quarter  of  the  south- 
east quarter  of  section  10,  and  lot  17  of  section  11 — He  Bastrop  grant, — 
I  Bee  no  suf&oient  cause  for  overruling  your  decision.  There  is  no  contro- 
versy, as  to  the  right  of  the  heirs  to  a  pre-emption,  but  as  the  warrant  was 
presented  August  7, 1855,  and  the  declaratory  statement  not  filed  till  the 
31st,  it  is  claimed  that  the  heirs  of  Saundera,  whose  father  had  a  dwelling 
and  improvements  on  the  other  subdivision  named  in  their  declaratory 
statement,  ought  to  be  compelled  to  take  their  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres 
in  such  shape  as  will  not  interfere  with  the  warrant  location.  As  the  de; 
claratory  statement  was  filed  in  time,  it  is  as  good  as  though  it  had  been 
filed  a  month  sooner,  and  I  know  of  no  authority  to  refuse  to  the  settler 
the  right  to  select  adjoining  tracts  of  vacant  public  land,  to  make  up  his 
quantity.  It  is  in  evidence,  that  one  Aaron  Livingston,  some  years  since, 
cleared  and  cultivated  the  land  in  controversy,  but  he  does  not  appear  as  a 
contestant;  and,  as  against  him,  the  land  is  as  much  subject  to  the  pre- 
emption claim  as  to  the  location  of  the  warrant.  The  papers  which  accom- 
panied your  report,  are  herewith  returned.

The  material  facts  in  the  contested  pre-emption  case  between  A.  R. 
Tribble  aad  John  D.  Lawhorn,  from  the  Land  Office  at  Kickapoo,  Kansas 
Territory,  are  as  follows : — 

Oa  the  7th  of  January,  1856,  said  Lawhom  filed  his  declaratory  state- 
ment, fixing  his  settlement  on  the  tract  in  controversy,  on  the  1st  August, 
1854.  His  witnesses  testify,  however,  that  he  eommeaeed  work  on  the 
land  on  the  18th  July,  1854 ;  and  although  ho  had  declared  that  the  1st 
August  was  the  date  on  whioh  he  settled  upon  tho  land,  with  the  intention 
of  availing  himself  of  the  provision  of  the  pre-emption  law,  lie  now  seeks 
to  obtain  uie  benefit  of  work  done  upon  the  land  prior  thereto.  He  does 
not  appear  to  have  become  an  actnai  ftona^/Jrfe  settler  and  resident  upon  the 
land  until  tho  spring  of  1855 ;  although  one  witness  testifies  that  the  claim- 
snt  had  done  some  work  thereon  during  the  preceding  winter.  Said  Trib- 
ble  filed  his  declaratory  statement  on  the  12th  of  January,  1856,  alleging 
settlement  on  the  20th  of  July,  1854,  which  the  proof  sustains.  He 
moved  upon  the  land  in  September,  1854,  and  has  continued  to  reside 
thereon.  In  view  of  these  facts,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  that  said  Tribble  has 
established  the  superior  claim  to  the  tract  in  dispute.

You  will  find  enclosed  herewith  the  papers  received  with  your  letter  of 
the  6th  ultimo,  in  the  ease  of  Joseph  Sapp  v.  John  W.  Friley,  from  the 
Land  Office  at  Kickapoo,  Kansas  Territory,  in  which  is  involved  the  claims 
of  pre-emption  right  of  said  parties  to  the  southeast  quarter,  section  9, 
township  7,  range  21.  Said  Sapp  alleges  settlement  upon  the  land  on  the 
10th  September,  1855.  He  filed  his  declaratory  statement  in  the  office 
of  the  Surveyor- G-eneral,  on  the  4th  March,  1856.  The  survey  was  com- 
pleted on  tho  1st  December,  1855,  and  more  than  three  months  had  conse- 
quently elapsed  before  the  date  of  his  filing.  Said  Friley  settled  upon  the 
land  by  moving  into  an  unoceufiied  tenement  thereon,  on  the  1st  August, 
1857.  A  claimant  who  moves  into  a  house  previously  erected,  making  it 
his  home  and  clearly  manifesting  his  intention  of  acquiring  a  right  of  pre- 
emption to  the  tract  on  which  it  is  situated,  has  made  a  legal  settlement 
on  the  land,  and  on  prodtieing  proof  of  continuous  inhabitancy  and  im- 
provement, would  be  entitled  to  the  right  of  entiy,  if  no  prior  and  superior 
claim  existed  thereto.  But  the  first  filingof  Sapp  bjwhich  he  gave  notice 
of  his  claim  to  the  land  in  controversy  Vf&a  valid,  and  if  he  shall  show  to 
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the  !,ti.faclion  of  the  Kogirtor  and  Keeemr,  Hit  he  hm  oomplied  with 
the  other  proraions  of  the  law,  with  regard  to  .nhabit.ncj  and  improTe- 
m.nt,  and  .hall  hotcafter  fuUl  its  farther  lequiiemeota,  ho  should  be  per- 
milted  to  eater  the  land  he  olaims.  The  fortoitnre  created  bj  the  12th 
section  of  the  Act  approved  Jnlj  22, 1864,  for  fadure  to  hie  notice  of  the 
specific  tract  claimoS,  within  three  months  after  the  survey  ha.  been  made 
ii  the  field,  wa.  not  intended  to  apply  to,  or  to  be  enforced  in  other  cases 
than  those  in  which  the  land  is  ijlaimed  advemely,  before  the  first  settler 
actuallj  files  a  notice  of  his  intention  to  pre-empt  the  land  upon  which  ho 
has  settled.  The  declaratorj  statement  is  intended  simply  as  notice  that 
the  tract  specified  is  claimed,  and  if  at  the  date  when  it  is  filed  there  is  no 
other  settler  upon  the  land  claiming  the  tight  of  preemption,  the  party 
filing  will  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefit  of  such  notice  from  the  date  thei«ot. 
The  Government  will  not  defeat  the  claim  of  a  imia  fdc  settler,  on  account 
of  the  non-compliance  on  his  part,  with  a  mere  technieaht,  which  was  in- 
tended to  protect  the  rights  of  adverae  claimants.  In  the  case  under  oon- 
■idetation,if  the  contestant  Friley,  had  settled  upon  the  and  before  the 
filin.  of  notice  by  Sapp,  the  latter  would  have  forfeited  all  right  thereto, 
provided  the  former  should  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  law.  JSut 
the  fact  is  that  said  Friley  did  not  settle  upon  the  land  until  all«t  the  lapse 
of  more  than  a  year  from  the  date  of  filing  by  Sapp,  whose  right  had  at- 
tached to  the  land  from  said  date.  For  the  foregoing  reasons  the  claim  ot

A.  Taylor  v.  Oeorge  W.  Bell,  from  the 
Land  Ofiice  at  Superior,  Wisconsin,  are  herewith  returned. 

The  entry  of  said  Bell  having  been  cancelled,  for  the  reasons  stated  in 
your  letter,  the  controversy  between  the  claimants  is  thereby  ended,  and  it 
only  remains  to  determine  whether  the  said  Taylor  has  established  a  valid 
right  of  pre-emption  to  the  land  claimed  by  him. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  facts  that  said  land  had  been  previously 
entered  by  another,  and  the  entry  thereof  has  been,  or  shall  be  cancelled 
for  sufficient  cause,  would  constitute  no  bar  or  obstacle  to  an  acquisition 
thereof  by  pre-emption,  upon  satisfactory  proof  being  produced  by  a  claim- 
ant, that  he  has  fulfilled  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

For  my  views,  more  fully  staled,  you  are  referred  to  my  letter  of  the 
13th  instant,*  in  the  ease  of  Dewey  v.  Allen,  from  the  Land  Office  at  i'latta- 
burg,  Missouri.

The  acts  of  Congress,  by  which  the  ordinary  public  and  private  sales  of 
governmental  lands  are,  in  the  most  material  respects,  regulated,  were 
passed  in  1810  and  1820.  The  laws  now  in  force,  conferring  pre-emption 
rights,  are  of  comparatively  recent  date,  and  have  introduced  a  new  and 
distinct  manner  of  sale,  not  very  readily  harmonized  with  the  methods  and 
form  of  other  authorized  disposals  of  public  lands.  But  to  all  these  laws, 
full  force  and  effect  must  be  given,  if  possible.  The  pre-emption  laws  eon- 
fer  upon  those  who  establish  a  compliance  with  them,  a  preference  ri^ht 
to  purchase  a  limited  quantity  of  public  land,  and  so  far,  that  right  is" in 
derogation  of  the  more  general  right  of  the  pubhc  to  purchase  at  public 
and  private  sale,  under  the  old  laws. 

If  the  preference  right  of  the  prc-emptor  is  ever  to  be  recognized  in 
lauds  which  have  once  been  illegally  sold,  it  should  be  available  to  him,  as 
soon  as  all  legal  impediments  to  its  oonsummation  are  removed;  and  that 
it  may  so  be  available,  we  are  compelled  to  recognize  his  settlement,  though

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commenced  before  the  cancellation  of  a  previous  void  entry  of  the  tract 
claimed.* 

The  Act  of  Congress  of  August  3,  1846,  and  acts  suppleinentary 
thereto,  do  uot  inhibit  pre-emption  settlements  on  tracts  that  have  been 
withheld  from  entry,  or  covered  by  suspended  entries  that  shall  be  rejected 
by  the  Board ;  though  it  is  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  said  act,  that 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  Office  shall  order  such  lands  "  into  market, 
after  the  publication  of  notice  for  thirty  days,  in  like  manner  as  though 
they  had  been  brought  to  sale  under  the  formality  of  a  proclamatiou  of  the 
President.  It  would  therefore  seem  to  do  bo  more  violence  to  the  Act  of 
1816,  to  recognize  pre-emptioQ  settlements,  and  admit  pre-emption  entries 
before  the  expiration  of  the  Commissioner's  public  notice,  than  ia  done  to 
the  Acts  of  1810  and  1820,  regulating  sales,  by  the  allowance  of  pre-emption 
entries  in  the  body  of  unoffered  lands,  before  the  day  fixed  by  the  procla- 
mation of  the  President,  for  offering  them  at  public  sale. 

These  remarks  will  not  he  understood  as  relating  to  tracts  or  bodies  of 
land  that  have  been  specially  reserved  from  settlement  or  sale,  by  order  of 
the  President,  or  other  due  authority;  in  respect  to  which,  of  course,  the 
special  laws  or  orders  made  in  each  case  will  be  respectively  observea  and 
carried  out.  ,    ^  ,     ,  , . 

In  the  case  of  Dewey  and  Allen,  now  before  me,  on  the  appeal  of  the  latter

Sir : — From  your  report  of  23d  September  laat,  submitting  the  ease 
involving  the  claims  of  Thomas  Humphrey  and  James  M.  Stowe  to  a  cer- 
tain tract  of  land  in  the  Palmyra,  Missouri,  District,  it  appears  that  aaid 
Humphrey  had  been  permitted  to  enter  the  land  referred  to,  by  pre-emption, 
at  the  graduated  price  :  that  subsequently  his  entry  was  cancelled,  for  the 
reason  that  said  claimant  had  never  permanently  resided  upon  the  land 
entered.  It  also  appears  by  your  letter  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  of 
23d  April  ISS"  that  those  officers  were  instructed  to  permit  James  M. 
Stowe  to  enter  the  land  under  the  tormer  rule  of  your  office,  allowing  the

A  Pre-emption  Claimant  who  fails  to  settle  and  improve  the  land  claimed 
withia  a  reasonable  time,  forfeiti  all  right  thereto.  There  being  no  ad- 
verse, right,  however,  and  it  being  shown  that  he  was  actually  residing  in 
good  faith  thereon,  ke  tnay  he  permitted  to  file  a  neie  Declaratory  State- 
ment therefor.

I  have  examined  and  conslij erod  the  facts  in  the  pre-emption  case  between 
William  Noel  and  Mary  E.  Pepper,  (now  Havs,)  and  herewith  return  the 
papers  which  accompanied  your  letter  of  the  I7th  November  last. 

Your  decision,  adverse  to  the  claim  of  Mrs.  Hays,  is  approved.  A  claim- 
ant who  fails  to  settle  and  improve  the  land  embraced  in  his  declaratory 
statement  within  a  reasonable  time,  forfeits  all  right  of  pre-emption  thereto, 
unless  said  failure  is  satisfactorily  explained.  It  would  be  difficult  to  con- 
ceive a  state  of  facta  which  would  justify  or  excuse  so  long  an  absence  and 
non-residence,  as  is  shown  in  this  case  by  Noel.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  as  he 
did  not  follow  his  declaratory  statement  by  actual  settlement  and  inhabi- 
tancy, that  he  has  forfeited  the  inceptive  right  which  he  had  acijuired. 
As,  however,  the  adverse  claimant  has  shown  ao  right  of  pre-emption  to 
the  land,  and  as  said  Noel  has  cow  moved  upon  the  same,  and  appears  to 
be  an  actual  settler  thereon,  he  may  be  permitted  to  file  a  new  declaratory 
statement,  fisinp;  setflement  at  any  time  within  three  months  from  such 
filing,  and  thereupon,  on  making  proof  of  settlement  and  improvement  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Register  and  Keceiver,  and  upon  complying  with  all 
the  requirenients  of  the  law,  his  entry  of  the  land  claimed  by  him  may  bo 
consummated.

Sir:— IhavethehoiiortoackDOwIedgethereceiptofjourIetterofthe26th 
ult.,  in  relation  to  Joseph  Policy's  claim  of  pre-emption  to  the  northwest 
quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  5,  township  31,  range  10,  in 
the  Steven's  Point  land  district,  the  same  land  having  been  claimed  by 
Mr.  liouok,  as  administrator  of  Smalley. 

To  the  allegation  of  JWr.  Bouck,  that  Policy's  claim  was  "bogus,"  and 
the  allowance  thereof  an  "  outrage,"  it  might  bo  sufficient  to  say  that  the 
claim  was  allowed  by  the  local  officers,  and  their  action  was  affirmed  here 
on  appeal.  Though  it  is  unusual  to  furnish  any  explanations  of  the  deci- 
sions that  are  made  in  this  Department  in  the  proper  and  necessary  course 
of  the  business  entrusted  to  it  by  law,  at  your  solicitation,  I  consent  to  do 
so  in  the  present  case.  It  appeared  in  the  testimony  that  Policy,  sometime 
in  the  summer  of  1855,  had  gone  upon  the  land  and  made  a  commence- 
ment of  improvements.  He  also  filed  his  declaratory  statement,  and  re- 
turned to  the  East  for  bis  family.  He,  however,  found  his  family  sick ;  so 
*  S«o  No.  463. 
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mucli  so  88  to  forbid  their  removal  tiiat  fall.  In  tie  following  spring, 
Pollej  returned  to  Wisconsin  with  Lis  family,  and  settled  upon  the  land. 
He  made  such  improvemeDta  as  his  limited  means  would  admit,  and  had 
continued  to  reside  on  the  land  thereafter;  ono  or  more  members  of  his 
family  had  died  and  were  interred  there.  Under  such  circumstances  there 
could  be  no  doubt  of  the  bona  fides  of  Polley  in  the  matter,  from  beginning 
to  end.  The  only  (Question  seemed  to  be  whether  his  first  acts  were  suffi- 
ciently conoected  with  liis  subsequent  settlement  and  improvements,  so  as 
to  carry  the  date  of  his  right  to  the  land,  behind  the  adverse  entry  of  Smal- 
ley,  who  had,  in  Polley's  absence,  entered  a  part  of  the  land  embraced  by 
the  declaratory  statement  of  the  latter.  The  decision  of  the  local  officers, 
sustained  by  this  Department,  was  in  the  affirmative.

no  right  of  pre-emption  could  be  acquired  by  one  wbo  was  tbe  proprietor 
of  a  greater  tiuantity  tban  that  specified.  No  ri^ht  of  pre-emption,  there- 
fore, accrued  to  said  Shirley,  by  virtue  of  his  first  settlement  on  the  land 
in  controversy;  and  if,  while  he  was  thus  disqualified,  another  had  settled 
on  the  land,  in  good  faith,  who  was  competent  to  take  land  underthe  law, 
the  latter  settler  would  *ave  had  the  preference  right.  Or,  if  it  should 
appear  that  the  former  had  merely  temporarily  divested  himself  of  the  title 
to  the  eseess,  for  the  purpose  of  evasion,  and  to  relieve  himself  of  his 
disability  of  pre-emption,  intending  to  resume  tbe  proprietorship  thereof, 
after  bemg  allowed  to  pre-empt  government  land,  snch  a  transaction  would 
be  regarded  as  fraudulent,  and  his  claim  should  be  rejected.  Eutthe  facta 
developed  in  this  case  do  not  indicate  that  the  transfer  by  Shirley,  was 
other  than  a  real  conveyance,  and  an  actual  sale.  Otherwise,  it  would  be 
proper  to  disallow  his  claim  of  right  to  pre-empt  the  land.  "Upon  the 
other  point,  it  is  fully  shown  that  Shiriey,  long  previous  to  the  inecption 
of  Deiffendorf's  claim,  had  become  a  qualified  pre-emptor,  by  having  re- 
duced the  quantity  of  land  owned  by  him,  below  that  limited  in  the  restric- 
tive clause  of  the  law. 

Ssdd  Shirley  appears  to  have  become  a  qualified  pre-emptioner  m  March, 
1856;  in  June  following,  he  filed  hia  declaratory  statement;  and  having 
complied  with  all  the  legal  requirements,  since  the  date  of  the  removal  of 
the  disability  referred  to,  his  right  to  pre-emption  has  attached  to  the 

Your  decision,  sustaining  the  action  of  the  local  oflScers,  in  favor  of  swd

Sir : — The  papers  received  with  your  letter  of  31st  December  last,  in 
the  case  involving  the  conflicting  pre-emption  claims  of  George  W.  Keller, 
Joseph  Worley,  and  Calvin  R,  Martin,  to  a  certain  tract  of  land  lying  in 
the  Leoompton  District,  Kansas  Territory,  you  will  find  herewith  enclosed. 
I  concur  in  the  conclusion  reached  by  the  Register  and  Receiver,  and  by 
yourself,  that  swd  Keller  is  entitled  to  enter  the  land  he  claims.  It  seems 
that  he  went,  in  company  with  a  witness,  to  the  house  occupied  by  Coffee, 
on  this  land,  on  the  6th  of  March,  1857.  That  he  then  and  there  agreed 
to  purchase  all  the  interest  which  swd  Coffee  had  to  the  land,  aod  that  he 
did  actually  purchase,  and  entered  into  the  possession  of  the  same.  That  he 
employed  said  Coffee  to  oooupy  the  place  for  him  until  hia  return  with  his 
family.  The  purchase,  execution  of  a  deed,  and  payment  of  part  of  the 
purchase-money,  to  the  original  settler,  in  the  presence  of  a  witness,  and 
the  employment  of  an  individual  to  occupy  the  land  for  him,  were  suffi- 
cient to  constitute  an  inceptive  settlement,  particularly  as  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings indicate  fairness  and  good  faith.

Where  a  Pre-emptor  fails  to  show  a  sufficient  connection  hetweenhis  settle- 
ment and  the  commencement  o/  inhabitancy,  the  intervening  entry  of  a 
private  purchaser  will  not  be  disturbed.*

Sir : — It  is  pretty  clearly  shown  by  the  evidence,  that  Bamber,  who  was 
a  single  man,  early  in  June,  1855,  commenced  a  shanty  on  the  premises, 
and  filed  his  declaratory  statement  June  8, 1855.  This  shanty  was  never 
habitable,  and  was  never  occupied.  No  further  improvements  were  made 
by  him  until  March,  1856,  although  he  appears  to  have  resided  in  the 
neighborhood.  In  March,  1856,  he  built  another  honse,  plowed  several 
acres  of  the  land,  went  to  live  on  the  land,  and  thereafter  made  it  his 

This  tract  of  land  was  in  market  in  November,  1855,  when  Davis  made 
his  entry,  unless  it  had  been  settled  upon  by  Bamber.  The  latter  does  not 
show  that  he  had  resided  on  the  land  at  any  time  before  March,  1856,  nor 
had  he  made  substantial  improvements.  He  has  brought  forward  no  facts 
or  circumstances  tending  to  esense  his  laches.  What  he  did  in  Jane,  1855, 
did  not  amount  to  a  settlement,  nor  are  his  acts  then  performed,  sufficiently 
connected  with  his  building  and  residence  in  March,  1856,  to  warrant  me 
in  regarding  them  as  carrying  the  date  of  settlement  so  far  back.  Although 
his  entry,  based  on  the  settlement  in  1856,  in  the  absence  of  any  conflict 
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with  a  prior  entry,  might  be  entitled  to  confirmation,  it  cannot  prevail  over 
the  claim  of  Davis,  who,  in  my  opinion,  has  the  better  right  to  a  patent, 
if  no  further  objection  to  its  issuunce  is  known  to  your  office. 

Such  being  my  opiaion,  your  deciaion,  in  support  of  the  action  of  the 
local  officera,  must  he  overruled,  and  the  pre-emption  entry  of  Bamher

Sir : — After  an  examination  of  the  case  of  contest  between  A.  H.  Seott 
and  W.  C.  Luther,  for  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  31,  township  10, 
range  14,  east,  Nebraska  City  District,  I  am  unable  to  eonour  in  the 
conclusions  reached  by  the  local  officers  in  favor  of  the  right  of  W.  C. 
Luther.  It  is  true,  that  Scott  has  not  established  any  claim  to  the  land 
which  Luther  entered  by  pre-emption  on  the  30th  March,  1857.  On  alle- 
gations of  fraud,  the  claim  of  Lutlier  was  re-investigated  in  June,  1858, 
and  the  local  officers  report  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  evidence  adduced 
was  not  sufficient  to  warrant  the  cancellation  of  his  entry. 

The  facts,  as  developed  by  the  testimony,  appear  to  have  been  as  follows  : 
In  1856,  one  Edward  W.  Neligh  claimed  this  quarter-section,  under  a 
territorial  law  authorizing  the  possession  of  three  hundred  andtwenty  acres 
of  government  land  by  squatters ;  but  he  made  no  claim  to  it  under  any 
law  of  the  United  States.

The  pre-emption  laws  ate  designed  for  the  benefit  of  hona  fide  settlers 
on  the  public  lands,  who  go  there  to  establish  themselves  iu  a  home  of  their 
own.  Incidentally,  when  honestly  administered,  they  promote  the  develop- 
ment of  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  wilderness,  and  enhauce  the  value 
of  tracts  of  public  land  lying  in  the  vicinity  of  those  occupied  by  settlers. 
Pre-emption  entries  of  tracts  that  have  never  been  settled  and  improved 
in  good  faith,  are  in  derogation  of  the  pre-emption  privilege  conferred  on 
mea  who  may  wish  to  settle  and  honestly  comply  with  the  law,  inasmuch 
as  the  tracts  are  thus  withdrawn  from  market,  and  from  the  range  of 
choice  open  to  emigrants.  Such  entries  are  likewise  hostile  to  the  general 
provisions  of  our  land  laws,  and  injurious  to  tlie  interest  of  Government  in 
the  public  lands  as  a  source  of  revenue. 

Whenever,  therefore,  private  entries  of  unoffered  public  lands  are  eifeeted 
hy  formal  proceedings  under  the  pre-emption  laws,  but  without  a  compli- 
ance with  the  spirit  and  general  requirements  of  those  laws,  and  such  cases 
come  before  me,  I  feel  in  duty  bound  to  refuse  to  recognize  the  claims  of

Sir : — I  have  examined  the  question  presented  by  the  appeal  of  Daniel 
Morgan,  from  your  decision,  adverse  to  his  pre-emption  right  to  the  north- 
west quarter  of  section  22,  township  2  north,  range  2,  east,  in  the  Mineral 
Point,  Wisconsin,  Land  District,  and  herewith  return  the  papers. 

There  is  no  evidence,  that  at  the  time  of  the  application  of  said  Morgan 
to  file  his  declaratory  statement  for  the  land,  the  same  was  actually  selected 
for  university  purposes.  The  Register  and  Receiver  report,  that  for  some 
time  previous  to  his  said  application,  this  tract  had  been  "  erroneously  with- 
held  from  private  entry,  the  same  having  been  marked  upon  the  plats  and 
records  of  the  local  land  of&ce  as  'university  land.'  " 

It  was  not  therefore  subject  to  private  sale,  until  it  should  be  restored  to 
market  by  public  notice.  It  was,  however,  subject  to  pre-emption,  and  the

Sir ; — I  have  carefully  reviewed  the  case  of  contest  between  James 
Brooks  and  Douglas  Hamilton,  submitted  on  appeal,  with  your  report  of 
the  20th  May  last ;  and  also  Hamilton's  application  for  a  rehearing.     As 
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I  view  the  ease,  a  rehearing  of  the  matter  will  not  be  necessary,  eseept  so 
far  as  the  local  officers  may  desire  to  be  more  fully  informed  of  the  exact 
location  of  the  dwellings  and  improvements  of  the  contestants. 

Your  decision  of  the"  4th  February  last,  was  in  favor  of  Brooks,  for  the 
entire  quarter-section  in  controversy,  on  the  firound  that  he  was  the  first 
settler.  Brooks  began  work  ou  the  8th,  and  Hamilton  on  the  10th  June, 
1854.  Their  respective  settlements  were  afterwards  consummated  in  good 
faith;  and  having  been  designed  primarily,  to  attach  to  separate  tracts  of 
land,  were  not  in  competition  until  after  the  public  surveys  were  made,  which 
brought  the  hoases  of  both  parties  upon  the  same  quarter-section,  though 
on  opposite  sides  of  a  small  stream,  and,  as  stated,  from  a  quarter  to  half 
a  mile  apart. 

The  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  22,  1854,  made  the  land  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  pre-emption  law  of  1841,  and  recognized  claims  by 
pre-emption  to  lands  unsurveyed.  As  the  tract  in  controversy  had  not 
been  surveyed  before  the  22d  of  July,  1854,  and  no  legal  authority  for 
settling  thereon  existed  before  the  enactment  of  that  date;  and  as  that 
law  found  both  claimants  settlers  in  good  faith,  which  settlements  were  con- 
summated fully  and  amicably,  before  the  survey  in  1855,  I  am  of  the  opi- 
nion, that  the  effect  of  the  Act  of  July  22,  1854,  is  to  confirm  both 
settlements.  But  both  parties  cannot  have  the  same  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres,  and  jet  both  appear  to  be  entitled  to  a  right  of  pre-emption  in  the 
land  settled  upon  by  each,  especially  aa  the  dwellings  appear  to  be  some 
distance  apart.  I  conclude  that  the  rights  of  both  are  equal,  and  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  local  officers  to  award  one-half  the  quarter-section  to 
each,  by  legal  subdivisions,  so  that  the  entry  of  each  claimant  will  include 
his  own  dwelling  and  improvements. 

Should  either  party  decline  to  enter,  after  reasonable  notice,  or  abandon 
his  privilege,  the  entry  of  the  entire  quarter-section  by  the  other  party,  will 
be  proper.

Sir:— In  the  case  of  contest  between  Robert  Becker  and  William  H. 
Selioonover,  submitted  with  your  report  of  the  27th  April  last,  appealed 
by  the  former  from  your  decision  against  him,  and  in  favor  of  the  right 
of  -Schoonover,  to  enter  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  3,  township  24 
north,  range  28,  west,  in  the  St.  Cloud  Land  District,  Minnesota,  I  concur 
in  the  decision  of  your  office,  and  now  return  the  papers.

Becker  settled  before  the  survey,  and  his  claim  Hues,  made  before  sur- 
vey, had  extended  over  more  than  half  the  quarter  in  contest,  and  he  had 
a  few  furrows  ploughed ;  but  when  the  survey  was  made,  his  house  was  not 
found  on  this  quarter-section  of  land,  but  in  another  township.  Schoon- 
over settled  on  this  quarter-section,  after  survey  in  the  field,  and  the  evi- 
dence shows  ho  continued  his  residence  on  the  land  up  to  the  time  of  the 
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contest,  and  had  maiJo  some  slight  improvements,  besides  his  house.  After 
SchooQover's  settlement,  Becker  erected  a  shanty  near  the  centre  of  this 
quarter,  but  I  think  the  weight  of  tho  testimony  is,  that  he  never  actually 
lived  in  it,  hut  continued  his  residence  in  the  other  house.  When  the 
parties  came  to  file  declaratory  statements,  both  filed  on  this  tract;  and  it 
appears  to  be  pretty  clear,  that  they  filed  with  a  knowledge  of  a1]  the  facts. 
Becker  made  no  mistake  in  filing.  If  he  had  claimed  the  land  on  which 
he  had  settled  and  built  his  house,  by  subdivisions,  so  as  to  include  port  of 
the  land  now  in  contest,  it  is  evident  that  he  might  have  successfully  m^n- 
tained  a  claim  in  opposition  to  Schoonover,  for  some  of  this  land. 

But  the  Act  of  August  4,  1854,  was  evidently  designed  to  protect  the 
improvements  of  parties  who  settle  before  survey,  and  to  confer  a  prefer- 
ence right  to  enter  tlie  land  on  which  the  improvements  have  been  made, 
and  it  requires  the  party  claiming  this  right  to  file  a  declaratory  statement, 
designating  the  tract  on  which  he  had  settled,  and  the  dato  of  settlement, 
within  three  months  after  the  survey  is  returned,  otherwise,  his  claim  to 
be  forfeited,  and  the  tract  to  he  awarded  to  the  nest  settler,  in  order  of 

In  this  case,  Becker  did  not  file  for  land  on  which  he  had  settled,  and 
the  law  gives  him  no  right  by  reason  of  a  settlement  on  one  tract  to  enter 
another,  such  as  he  may  choose.  His  three  months  have  gone  hy,  and  he 
has  not  claimed,  as  the  law  authorized.  In  the  meantime,  Schoonover  be- 
comes a  settler  on  the  quarter  after  survey,  and  claims  the  whole.  We 
cannot  deny  his  entry,  because  Becker  once  had  a  claim  to  part,  which  he 
could  have  perfected  under  the  law,  hut  in  respect  to  which  he  permitted 
his  opportunities  to  pass  without  availing,  in  time,  of  the  benefits  he  other- 
wise might  have  secured.

Sir : — The  papers  which  have  been  filed  iu  support  of  the  application 
of  James  D,  Minchell  and  David  Bccbe,  for  a  rehearing  of  the  contested 
pre-emption  case,  which  was  decided  by  me  on  the  llith  April  last,  ad- 
versely to  all  the  claimants  of  the  tract  in  controversy,  which  is  situated 
in  the  Nebraska  City  District,  are  herewith  forwarded  to  jour  Bureau. 

My  decision  above  referred  to,  was  a  rejection  of  all  claims  then  presented, 
for  the  reason  that  the  claimants  had  not  brought  themselves  within  the 
requirements  of  the  law.  A  reinvestigation  and  reinstatement  of  tliose 
cases,  caiinot  be  allowed.  The  land  in  question  is  however  still  subject  to 
pre-emption,  and  if  any  one  who  has  settled  upon  it,  or  shall  settle  upon  it, 
win  now  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  law,  a  pre-emption  right 
may  be  established  thereto.

Sir: — In  the  case  involving  the  pre-emption  claims  of  Ernest  I^asten 
and  Henry  Benz,  from  the  Kickapoo,  Kansas  Territory,  Land  Ofice,  the 
facta  are,  that  neither  party  filed  notice  within  the  required  time,  and  that 
accordingly  all  right  of  either,  under  his  original  settlement,  was  lost. 
Both  parties  continued  to  occupy  and  inhabit  the  land.  Kasten  filed  his 
first  notice  on  the  30th  May,  1857,  and  Benz  filed  on  the  20th  October, 
1857.  Had  Kasten,  instead  of  fixing  the  date  of  his  settlement  as  a  pro- 
emptor,  in  1855,  fixed  upon  any  time  within  three  months  from  the  date 
of  his  declaratory  statement,  as  he  might  have  done,  his  right  as  the  first 
settler,  who  had  observed  the  law,  would  have  been  uaquestlonablc.  As 
ho  was  living  upon  the  land,  no  specific  act  was  necessary  to  constitute  a 
new  settlement,  as  a  pre-emption  claimant.  Bad  the  contestant  given 
notice  of  his  intention  to  claim  the  right  of  pre-emption  to  the  land  before 
Hasten  filpd,  the  former,  although  the  later  occupant,  would  have  been  en- 
titled. But  Kasten's  right  may  be  regarded  as  commencing  from  the  date 
of  his  first  filing,  which  may  be  treated  as  the  date  of  his  pre-emption  set^ 
tlemcttt.  This  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  observing  the  useless  formality 
of  returning  the  case  to  the  local  office,  to  afford  him  the  opportunity  of 
amending  his  declaratory  statement.  In  this,  and  in  any  other  view  of  the 
caao  which  I  am  able  to  take,  Kasten  has  the  superior  claim  to  the  land.

Sir : — The  facte  in  the  case  of  James  H.  Daniels  t.  Thomas  Biggs, 
eaeh  claiming  the  right  of  pre-emption  to  a  certain  tract  of  land  in  the 
Boonville,  Missouri,  Land  District,  appear  to  be  as  follows  : — 

Said  Daniels  commenced  his  settlement  on  the  29th  day  of  June,  1858, 
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aDd  finished  a  dwelling  house  on  the  2d  July.  He  then  left  iu  order  to 
bring  his  lamily  to  the  place.  He  returned  on  the  6th  July  and  found  his 
house  torn  down  and  some  of  the  lofts  burned.  On  the  8th  of  July  he 
finished  another  house,  in  which  be  left  bis  family  while  he  went  to  the 
land  offico  to  file  his  notice.  On  account  of  the  sickness  of  his  child,  it  is 
alleged  that  he  took  his  family  to  the  place  from  whieh  he  moved,  said  to 
be  the  house  of  a  relation.  He  was  not  permitted  to  enter  for  the  reason, 
assigned  by  the  local  officers,  that  the  iand  had  been  entered  by  another. 
The  law  allows  a  claimant  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  his  settlement  to 
file  for  offered,  and  three  months  for  unoffered  land,  and  no  entty  thereof, 
before  his  application  to  file,  if  within  the  legal  time,  will  debar  him  of  his 
right.  The  action  of  the  Register  in  refusing  to  permit  the  claimant, 
Daniels,  to  file  his  declaratory  statement,  on  the  ground  that  this  tract  had 
been  previously  entered,  was,  therefore,  in  total  disregard  of  the  law. 

Diggs  claims  to  have  settled  on  the  5th  July,  1858,  and  four  days  there- 
after was  permitted  to  enter  the  land.  It  is  shown  that  he  had  claimed 
this  land  for  some  time,  and  was  receiving  rent  for  it,  notwithstanding  he 
bad  never  taken  any  steps  to  acquire  a  title  thereto  from  the  G-overnment, 
until  after  the  settlement  of  the  adverse  claimant.  He  was  thus  a  tres- 
passer, and  as  the  claim  he  now  sets  up  was  subsequent  in  its  inception  to 
the  settlement  of  the  contestant,  by  which  the  right  of  the  latter  attached, 
and  since  there  was  an  evident  attempt  on  his  part  to  defraud  the  Uovern- 
ment  by  keeping  the  land  out  of  market,  while  he  was  actually  deriving  a 
profit  from  it,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  such  claim  is  equally  destitute  of 
equitable  and  legal  merit. 

It  has  been  heretofore  held  by  this  Department,  that  an  entry  imme- 
diately succeeding  a  pre-emption  settlement,  is,  of  itself,  suf&oient  to  create 
a  suspicion  of  fraud,  since  the  law  allows  a  claimant  a  specified  time  within 
which  to  make  proof  and  payment.  In  this  case,  the  correctness  of  that 
eenclusion  is  plainly  manifest;  because  the  circumstances  indicate  that  it 
never  was  the  true  intention  of  said  Diggs  to  establish  his  homestead  upon 
the  tract  in  controversy,  and  since,  though  holding  and  renting  the  land 
to  another,  he  made  no  efibrt  to  purchase  it,  until  he  found  that  the  con- 
testant was  about  to  acquire  a  right  thereto. 

Daniels  was  the  first  settler,  and  he  has  complied  with)  the  law  so  far  as 
can  be  reasonably  required  of  him  in  view  of  the  adverse  possession  and 
entry  of  Diggs,  and  without  having  any  evidence  whatever  of  legal  right 
to  occupy  the  land  himself,  owing  to  the  erroneous  action  of  the  Register. 
I  am,  therefore,  clearly  satisfied  that  said  Daniels  should  be  permitted  to 
complete  his  settlement,  and  upon  proof  of  compliance  with  the  law,  to 
enter  the  land,  the  entry  of  Diggs  being  first  cancelled.

The  fact,  as 
understood  by  me,  was,  that  the  settlement  was  commeneed  previous  to 
the  estinguishmeot  of  the  Indian  title  and  the  snr\ej,  hut  continued  after- 
wards in  f^od  faith.  My  deoision  was  merely  intended  to  sustain  the 
point,  that  it  was  not  neiessary  for  the  pre-emptor  to  make  a  new  settle- 
ment, hut  to  ptosecute  the  old  one  in  suoh  a  manner  as  to  evidence  his 
lon'i  file  intention  under  the  pre-emption  law.

The  first  settlement  on  the  land  in  dispute  was  made  bj  Larson,  and 
although  it  is  shown  that  after  moving  upon  the  land,  he  and  his  family 
were  absent  therefrom  at  divej'B  times,  yet  there  is  no  evidence  that  he  had 
any  other  dwelling,  and  his  occasional  absence  would  not  work  a  forfeiture 
of  his  rights  under  the  pre-emption  act. 

The  sale  of  the  land  by  Larson,  which  he  owned  and  on  which  he  resided 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  his  settlement  on  the  land  in  dispute,  con- 
veyed an  equitable  title  to  the  purchaser.  The  contract  appears  to  have 
been  entered  into  and  fulfilled  in  good  faith.  The  evidence  does  not 
justify  the  belief  that  any  fraud  was  intended  to  be  practised. 

That  clause  of  the  Act  of  1841,  which  provides  that  no  person  who  shall 
quit  or  abandon  his  residence  on  his  owu  land  shall  acquire  any  right  of 
pre-emption  under  said  act,  does  not  apply  to  cases  of  this  character.  It 
was  clearly  intended  to  prevent  those  persona  who  should  abandon  their 
own  land,  for  the  purpose  of  aciiuiring  an  additional  quantity,  from  obtain- 
ing the  benefit  of  the  law,  and  does  not  apply  to  cases  in  which  a  bona  fide 
sale  has  been  made.  You  will,  therefore,  instruct  the  Register  and  Ke- 
ceiver  at  La  Crosse,  to  permit  siiid  Larson  to  enter  said  laud,  upon  his  con- 
forming to  the  other  provisions  of  the  law.

Marcli  13,  1858. 
At  the  time  Donahoe  settled  upon  the  land  in  dispute,  and  filed  Lis 
application  therefor,  Sager  had  made  improvements  thereon  and  had  filed 
his  declaratory  statement  therefor.  It  appears  to  be  clear  and  unquestion- 
able that  it  was  Sager's  bonajide  intention  to  acquire  a  right  of  pre-emptioE 
to  this  quarter-section,  and  his  declaratory  statement  was  evidence  and 
notice  of  such  iatention.  The  question  is  not  clearly  settled,  whether  or 
not  a  part  of  Sager's  house  was  situated  on  the  land  in  dispute.  However, 
T  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  defect  may  be  remedied  by  the  removal  of 
his  house  upon  the  land,  before  his  entry  is  completed,  it  being  perfectly 
clear  that  he  intended  to  put  it  there.  The  Eegister  and  Receiver  may, 
therefore,  permit  him  to  enter  said  tract  when  his  residence  shall  be  fixed 
thereon,  upon  his  complying  with  the  further  provisions  of  the  h  —

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith,  for  your  examination,  the 
testimony  and  other  papers  relative  to  the  conflicting  pre-emption  claims 
of  James  H.  Sayre  and  Stephen  Barnes,  to  the  northwest  quarter  of  section 
26,  township  10  south,  range  7,  east,  in  the  Ogden,  Kansas  Territory,  Dis- 
trict. 

The  settlements  by  the  parties  are  alleged  to  have  been  made  prior  to 
the  survey  of  the  land  in  controversy.  The  subdivisional  lines  wore  run 
in  the  field  between  the  13th  and  27th  of  May,  1857,  and  both  parties 
filed  their  declaratory  notices  within  three  months  thereafter,  as  required 
by  the  Act  of  22d  July,  1854.     (No.  245.) 

The  Register  and  Receiver,  in  their  report  of  11th  November  last, 
decided  adverse  to  the  claim  of  Sayre,  and  in  favor  of  tliat  of  Barnes. 

The  testimony  shows  that  Barnes  took  a  claim  OD  a  tract  adjoining  the 
one  in  controversy,  in  the  fall  of  1855,  but  that  he  subsequently  abandoned 
it;  and  early  in  1856,  (about  four  weeks  after  the  settlement  by  Sayre,) 
commenced  building  a  cabin  on  the  land  in  dispute,  which  he  moved  info 
on  the  30th  of  May,  1857.  This  cabin  does  not  appear  to  have  been  com- 
pleted, for  it  is  shown  that  there  was  no  roof  on  it  one  week  previous  to 
the  trial  of  the  case,  to  wit,  about  3d  of  November,  1857. 

It  is  uncertain  where  Barnes  made  his  home  from  the  time  of  his 
alleged  settlement  until  the  examination  of  the  case.  There  is  nothing  to 
show  that  he  made  the  land  in  dispute  his  permanent  home ;  but  on  the 
contrary,  the  weight  of  evidence  shows  that  he  resided,  the  greater  part  of 
his  time,  in  the  town  of  Manhattan  and  elsewhere. 

James  F.  Sayre  settled  about  the  middle  of  January,  1856,  has  made 
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improvements  valued  at  several  tlioiisaDd  dollars,  and  tas  continued  to  re- 
side upon  the  land,  makiog  improvements,  ever  since. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Register  and  Receiver  erred  in  awarding  the 
lauds  to  Barnes,  and  would,  therefoi-e,  recommend  that  their  decision  be 
reversed,  and  that  they  he  instructed  to  permit  Sajre  to  consummate  his 
claim  by  entry,

A  Claimant  who  spends  the  greater  part  of  his  time  on  a  tract  formerly 
claimed  &y  him,  does  not  become  an  inhabitant,  in  the  meaning  of  the 
law,  of  an  adjoining  tract  hg  occasional  occupanci/  thereof. 

Depakthest  of  the  IkTEE70E, 
September  13,  1858. 

Having  revised  the  proof,  and  considered  the  arguments,  letters  and  re- 
ports, which  accompanied  your  communication  of  the  11th  ultimo,  sub- 
mitting the  pre-emption  case  of  John  R.  Shipp  v.  James  A.  Butler,  from 
the  Kickapoo,  Kansas,  Land  Office,  I  hefewith  return  the  papers  pertain- 
ing thereto. 

It  appears  that,  before  the  survey  thereof,  said  Shipp  purchased  a  claim 
from  a  former  settler,  which  embraced  the  land  now  occupied  by  his 
mother,  and  the  tract  in  controversy.  That  prior  to  the  survey  of  tbe 
meridian  line,  on  the  17th  of  September,  1855,  improvements  were  made 
by  said  Sbipp  on  both  tracts.  Lewis  Shipp,  the  father  and  witness  of  the 
claimant,  testifies  that  "  from  March  till  September,  1855,  the  two  claims 
were  considered  one  claim."  Any  improvements  made  by  said  Sbipp  on 
the  disputed  tract  prior  to  the  17th  September,  1855,  must,  therefore,  be 
considered  as  having  been  made  in  connection  with  those  on  the  adjoining 
claim..  In  his  first  statement  he  alleges  settlement  on  the  land  in  contro- 
versy, on  the  19th  of  September,  1855.  No  sufficient  reason  is  shown  why 
he  should  be  permitted  to  change  the  date  of  his  settlement,  and  ho  must, 
therefore,  be  bound  by  his  first  statement.  Butler  also  claims  to  have 
made  his  settlement  on  the  19th  of  September,  1855. 

As  to  the  inhabitancy  by  said  Shipp,  of  the  land  in  controversy,  Lewis 
Shipp,  after  t^tifyiog  that  his  son  occupied  the  house  on  the  land  in  dis- 
pute, on  particular  nights  when  witness  staid  with  him,  says,  "  I  have 
reason  to  think  he  staid  other  nights,  but  as  a  general  thing  he  did  not." 
John  Thornbnrg  testifies,  that  the  claimant  Shipp,  "  has  been  living,  or  I 
have  seen  him  occasionally  at  work  on  the  claim  adjoining  the  one  in  dis- 
pute; I  never  saw  him  at  work  on  the  claim  in  dispute." 

John  H.  Thornbnrg  testifies,  that  after  Butler's  settlement  he  had  a 
conversation  with  Shipp,  and  "from  that  time  to  tbe  present,  Shipp  has 
lived  with  his  mother."  It  is  also  in  proof,  that  Shipp's  stock  is  kept, 
and  his  washing  done  on  the  adjoining  claim.  In  view  of  these  facts,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  said  Shipp  has  not  established  any  valid  right  to 
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tlie  land  in  controversy,  as  against  said  Butler,  who,  it  appears,  has  eon- 
tinned  to  inhabit  and  improve  the  same,  from  the  time  he  moved  there 
with  his  family,  until  the  hearing  of  this  case.

A  parti/  who  inhabited  land  prior  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  Indian 

title,  did  not  therebi/ forfeit  his  right  to  Pre-empt  the  land. 
Where  it  it  alleged  that  a  sale  has  been  vhadn,  but  the  deed  is  not  produced, 
the  evidence  should  be  of  a  clear  and  conclusive  nature,  in  order  to  es- 
tablish a  forfeiture.

October  26,  1858. 
I  have  considered  your  report  of  the  28th  ultimo,  in  the  ease  of  contest 
for  the  right  of  pre-emption  in  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  21,  town- 
ship 4,  of  ranee  20,  Kickapoo  District,  Kansas;  also  your  decision  of  the 
24th  ultimo,  in  favor  of  Topley  Ralph,  overruling  that  of  the  local  officers, 
in  favor  of  Harriet  Hudgens,  an  appeal  having  heen  taien  from  your  deci- 
sion, by  S.  S.  Baxter,  Esq.,  counsel  for  Samuel  C.  Halsey. 

Before  the  local  officers,  there  were  sis  different  claimants  for  this  quar- 
ter section.  Two  have  abandoned  their  claims,  leaving  the  contest  to  the 
three  parties  above  mentioned,  and  one  Augustus  Morgues.  It  is  admitted, 
and  was  clearly  proved  on  the  tria,l,  that  Ralph  was  the  first  to  improve  and 
reside  upon  the  land,  and  that  his  residence  and  cultivation  extended  to 
the  date  of  the  hearing  before  the  local  officers.  It  was  claimed,  in  hehalf 
of  the  other  parties,  inasmuch  as  his  first  location  and  improvements  were 
made  prior  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  Indian  title,  and  his  declaratory 
statement  alleged  a  day  of  settlement  aoeordingly,  that  he  is  not  entitled 
to  enter  the  tract  by  pre-emption ;  and  of  this  opinion  were  the  local  offi- 
cers. You  have,  however,  properly  overruled  that  opinion,  holding  that 
where  the  party  applying  to  enter  the  land  has  shown,  that  after  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  Indian  title,  he  was  the  first  to  inhabit  and  improve 
the  tract,  and  where  such  inhabitancy  and  improvement  were  in  good  faith, 
and  prior  to  the  filing  of  his  declaratory  statement,  that  he  has  established 
a  right  paramount  to  that  of  subsequent  settlers,  which  should  not  be  set 
aside  because  of  the  variance  between  his  declaratory  statement  and  the 
proof.  The  other  objection  to  the  claim  of  Ralph,  which  appears  to  be 
worthy  of  notice,  is,  that  he  has  forfeited  all  right,  because  of  sundry 
agreements  claimed  to  have  been  made  by  him,  respecting  the  title  of  some 
part  of  the  quarter  section  in  dispute;  and,  because  at  one  time  he  took 
steps  toward  making  the  tract  an  addition  to  the  town  of  Wathena,  in  com- 
pany  with  other  persons.  The  agreements,  or  articles  of  writing,  relied 
on  to  show  that  the  title  which  Ralph  would  acquire,  on  the  admission  of 
his  claim,  would  enure  to  the  benefit  of  others,  in  part,  (if  any  exist,)  ap- 
pear to  be  in  the  possession  of  some  of  the  adverse  contestants,  and  are  not 
produced  in  evidence,  whilst  parol  evidence  of  their  contents  is  ofi'ered. 
In  view  of  the  confused  statements  in  regard  to  such  agreements,  or  sales, 
I  am  of  the  opinion,  that  the  evidence  is  not  of  that  clear  and  conclusive 
nature,  which  is  requisite  to  establish  a  forfeiture.  Nor  do  the  steps  which 
it  is  shown  were  taken  by  Ralph,  for  making  an  addition  to  the  town  of 
Wathena,  show  that  he  is  not  nowseekinn  to  perfect  his  pre-emption  claim 
in  good  faith. 
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All  the  cireuiu stances  show,  that  in  thh  enso,  it  was  igDoraDcts  and  the 
want  of  a  wise  judgment,  which  led  the  chimant  to  a  course  which  would 
create  a  well-grounded  -iuspicion  against  his  application,  if  that  suspicion 
was  not  met,  and,  to  a  great  degree,  removed  by  the  history  of  his  settle- 
ment and  residence  on  the  land  for  more  than  three  years.

I  herewith  return  the  papers  received  with  your  letter  of  Slat  of  Sep- 
tember last,  in  the  case  of  Silas  F.  Hail  v.  George  0.  Owen,  each  ckim- 
ing  the  right  of  pre-emption  to  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  35,  town- 
ship 8  north,  range  14,  east,  in  the  South  Platte  District,  Nebraska  Territory. 
The  testimony  shows  that  said  Hail  commenced  improvements  upon  said 
land  in  May,  1856 ;  that  he  rented  to  one  Warden  a  house  that  had  been 
previously  built  thereon ;  that  said  Hail  made  other  meagre  improvements, 
prior  to  June,  1857  ;  that  he  slept  upon  the  land  about  thirty  nights,  durin" 
the  first  year  that  he  claimed  the  same,  and  that  he  did  not  finish  tlie  house 
commenced  bj  him,  until  about  thirteen  months  after 'his  settlement  is 
alleged  to  have  been  made.  Hail  does  not  appear  to  have  been  a  bona  fide 
settler,  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  and  even  in  the  absence  of  a  con- 
test, should  not  have  been  allowed  the  right  of  pre-emption.  His  entry 
must  therefore  he  cancelled.  It  appears  that  said  Owen,  about  the  20th 
of  June,  1857,  commenced  building  a  house  upon  the  land,  that  the  same 
was  burned  down  the  day  after,  and  that  he  was  deterred  by  threats,  and 
fears  of  bodily  harm,  from  consummating  his  right  of  pre-emption.  He 
has  not,  therefore,  forfeited  said  right,  but  may  hereafter,  upon  making 
proof  of  settlement,  inhabitancy,  and  improvement,  and  upon  complying 
now  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  be  permitted  to  enter  said  land.

Sir : — The  papers  received  with  your  letter  of  the  5th  instant,  pertaining 
to  the  pre-emption  claim  of  Anderson  Graham,  to  a  certain  tract  of  land 
in  the  Monroe,  Louisiana,  District,  which  is  adversely  claimed  by  William 
S.  Grayson,  under  an  internal  improvement  warrant  location,  are  herewith 
returned.  There  is  no  question  but  that  said  Graham  is  a  bona  fide  settler 
on  the  land  in  controversy,  and  the  only  objection  urged  against  his  right 
of  pre-emption  is,  that  he  did  not  erect  a  dwelling  house  thereon.     He  had 
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however,  purchased  a  building,  which  had  hcen  erected  by  a  former  settler, 
in  whieh  he  resided,  and  still  resides.  He  therefore  has  a  dwelling  on  the 
land,  and  this  is  all  the  law  requires  on  that  point. 

Your  decision  in  favor  of  the  right  of  said  Graham,  to  enter  the  land 
claimed  by  him,  is  hereby  affirmed,  and  the  patent  will  accordingly  be  de- 
livered to  him.

InhahltancTj  of  public  land  be/ore  their  mrvei/,  will  neither  conslitiUe  ihe 
basis  of  a  riffht,  nor  create  a  disabHity  of  Pre-emption. 

Departuest  of  the  Intehiok, 

December  28,  1858. 

Sir : — Having  considered  your  report  and  the  papers  connected  with  the 
appeal  of  the  attorney  for  the  Sew  Orleans,  Opelousas  and  Great  Western 
Railroad  Company  from  your  decision  approving  the  pre-emption  claims  of 
Theodore  F.  Thienemao,  Frederick  Miller  and  Camille  St.  Amant,  to  lands 
in  sections  1  and  2,  township  14  south,  range  20,  east,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  evidence  and  facts  in  the  case  fully  establish  the  rights  of  the  said 
pre-emption  claimants  to  the  lands  in  question. 

You  report  that  the  claims  referred  to  were  cancelled  in  1856,  for  the 
reason  that  the  settlements  by  the  respective  claimants  were  made  before 
the  surtey. 

That  in  1857,  "  representations  having  been  made  to  the  effect  that  the 
settlements  were  comraeneed  after  the  survey,"  testimony  was  ordered  to  be 
taken  on  this  point.  That  from  this  testimony  it  appears  that  although 
the  settlements  of  the  parties  were  commenced  before  the  survey,  the  claim- 
ants continued  their  improvements  after  the  surveys  were  made,  and  you 
decided  that  the  claimants  '*  were  entitled  to  the  pre-emption  privilege." 
The  only  question  presented  for  my  decision  in  this  case  is,  whether  the 
fact  that  the  pre-emption  claimants  settled  upon  the  lands  pnoi  to  the  pub - 
lie  survey  thereof,  would  incapacitate  or  disqualify  them  (rum  acquiring  a 
right  of  pre-emption  thereto.  This  question  was  decided  in  the  ease  of 
Savie  v.  CoUingham,  referred  to  in  your  lepurt,  and  I  hnd  nothing  in  the 
w^uments  and  papers  in  the  present  case,  to  change  or  modify  my  views 
upon  it.  A  pre-emption  settlement  under  the  Act  ot  1841,  os  •'V.ch,  cannot 
commence  upon  the  public  lands  until  the  same  are  surveyed,  because  the 
said  act  provides  for  pre-emption  only  on  surveyed  lands.  The  word  "  set- 
tlement," as  used  in  the  pre-emption  laws,  has  a  peculiar  and  technical 
meaning.  A  squatter's  residence  and  improvement  upon  unsurveyed  lands 
does  not  constitute  a  "settlement"  as  contemplated  in  the  Act  of  18-11. 
But  the  said  act  does  not  annex  the  penalty  of  a  forfeiture  of  all  right  to 
acquire  lands  by  pre-emption  or  otherwise  after  they  have  been  surveyed, 
because  the  party  claiming  such  right  may  have  moved  and  resided  upon 
the  lands  claimed  before  their  survey. 

No  right  of  a  resident  on  the  public  lands,  under  such  circumstances, 
will  attach  to  the  lands  upon  which  lie  so  resides,  before  they  are  surveyed. 
Immediately  upon  such  lands  being  surveyed,  however,  they  become  sub- 
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ject  to  pre-emptioQ,  aad  if  a  prior  settler  should  then  proceed  to  give 
notice,  or  if  he  has  already  filed  his  declaratory  statement,  and  does  not 
withdraw  or  revoke  the  same,  and  shall  comply  with  tho  requirements  of 
the  law  ID  other  respects,  his  right  of  pre-emption  will  be  complete.  His 
inhabitancy  of  the  lands  before  survey,  would  neither  constitute  the  basis 
of  a  right,  nor  create  a  disability  of  pre-emption, 

Pateota  will  accordingly  be  issued  to  the    above-najued    pre-emption 
claimants. 

The  papers  submitted  to  this  Department  on  the  8th  ult.,  are  herewith 
returned.

_  In  the  case  of  Tayhr  v.  Bell,  from  the  laud  office  at  Superior,  Wiscon- 
sin,  which  was  returned  to  your  bureau  on  the  15th  ult.,*  it  has  been  rep- 
resented to  this  Department  that,  since  the  date  of  tho  hearing  before  the 
Register  and  Receiver,  the  said  Taylor  has  inhabited  the  land  claimed  by 
■   "u-^  V  continues  to  inhabit  the  same ;  and  application  has  been  made 

m  his  behalf  for  permission  to  be  granted  him  now  to  make  proof  in  sup- 
port of  the  right  of  pre-emption  which  he  claims. 

The  decision  heretofore  rendered  adverse  to  the  claim  of  said  Taylor, 
was  based  upon  his  failure  to  comply  with  the  law  with  regard  to  inhabi- 
tancy.

If,  however,  he  is  now 
prepared  to  show  a  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Saw,  no  objec- 
tion IS  perceived  to  allowing  him  to  produce  proof  in  support  of  his  alleged 
right  of  pre-emption,  upon  due  notice  being  given  to  all  parties  interested, 
and  to  all  adverse  claimants,  if  any  there  be,  who  will  be  permitted  to  at- 
tend and  contest  the  same.

flicting testimony,  and  strong  expressions  of  counsel  on  each  side,  in  favor 
of  their  respective  clients.  -.  ov  _.       ;, 

Tie  Recnster  gave  a  strong  opinion  m  support  of  the  claim  ot  Short,  ana 
the  Eeceiver  an  able  one  in  favor  of  the  rightof  Goss.  The  first  conclusion 
of  your  office,  was  in  support  of  the  Register's  view  of  thecase  ;  but  now, 
on  a  personal  re- examination  of  the  testimonj  by  the  commissmner  himself, 
he  submits  his  reeorameudation  in  favor  of  a  reversal  of  the  land  oflice 
decision  of  the  20th  January,  1859.  Having  examined  the  case  with  care, 
I  am  satisfied  of  the  legality  and  justice  of  the  general  conclosions  of 
his  report,  and  therefore  hereby  reverse  the  decision  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  of  the  20th  January,  1859,  and  award  the  entry  of  the  land  to 
George  W.  Goss.  ,  ^.  ,         , ,  ,     , 

I  am  constrained  to  say  that  those  views  of  the  case,  which  would  lead 
to  a  conclusion  in  favor  of  Short,  appear  to  me  to  be  based  upon  a  misap- 
prehensioD  of  the  true  scope  and  intent  of  the  laws  conferring  pre-emption 
Tights  in  cases  of  this  kind.  The  pre-emption  laws  are  designed  ior  the 
benefit  of  howjide  settlers  on  the  public  lands,  who  are  otherwise  quahfaed, 
and  who  have  gone  there  and  established  themselves  m  a  home  of  their  own. 
Hence,  the  Act  of  1841  sdys,  that  the  pre-emptor  "  has  made,  or  shall  here- 
after make-,  a  settlement  in  person  on  the  public  lands,  and  *  shail 
inhabit  and  improve  the  same,  and  who  has,  or  shall  erect,  a  dwelling 
thereon,"  These  phrases  are  brought  together  in  the  law  by  the  copula- 
tive conjunction.  A  personal  settlement,  inhabitancy,  improvement^  and 
the  possession  of  a  dwelling-house  on  the  land,  are  all  required. 

Short  effected  an  entry  of  this  quarter-section  on  the  28th  November, 
1857,  without  notice  to  Goss,  who  was,  at  the  time,  living  on  the  'and  and 
in  possession  of  extensive  improvements.  The  fact  that  Goss  had  filed  his 
declaratory  statement  was  not  noticed,  not  being  marked  on  the  plat.  Soon 
after  the  entry,  this  mistake  was  discovered,  and  on  the  application  of  Goss 
to  contest,  both  parties,  by  mutual  consent,  and  in  presence  of  opposing 
counsel,  brought  forward  their  testimony  before  the  Register,  to  support 
their  claims.  ,  ,       ,  ,  a 

In  August  last,  a  re- investigation  having  been  ordered  by  your  othce, 
before  that  testimonj  had  been  forwarded,  it  was  thereafter,  by  agreement 
of  parties,  transmitted  for  the  decision  of  the  case  thereby,  as  though  it  had 
been  regularly  taken,  after  the  order  was  made.  ,         ,  ^        j 

It  is  from  that  testimony  alone  that  my  conclusions  have  been  termed. 
On  examination  thereof,  it  appears  that  the  tract  in  controversy  was  sur- 
veyed in  May  or  June,  1856,  and  that  both  the  claimants  filed  their  decla- 
rations directly  thereafter,  as  required  by  the  twelfth  section  of  the  Act  of 
Congress,  of  the  22d  July,  1854.  ,  c  -  h  i,  j  a 

That  Napoleon  B.  Short,  about  the  1st  November,  18o4,  had  commenced 
the  erection  of  a  house,  which  we  will  assume  was  upon  the  land  in  dispute, 
(-which  is  not  entiiely  clear  however  )  and  had  raited  it  to  the  height  pro- 
per for  it  to  receive  a  rout  This  house  was  within  the  claim  lines  of  one 
Jonathan  F.  Moi^an  who  notified  Short  of  the  fact  and  objected  to  its 
erection.  That  Morgan  made  complaint  to  an  organizat  n  called  the 
Squatter's  Association,  b}  which  hi.  was  turaished  w  th  ass  tants  who  went 
with  him,  and  in  his  presence  and  by  his  cncourit,cment  tore  down  the 
house  and  hauled  the  logs  into  the  t  wn  of  Ldwrence  where  they  were 
afterwards  built  into  a  lo^,  hoase 

Short,  however,  who  was  present  when  his  cabin  was  torn  down  and 
moved  oif,  remained  upon  the  ian  1  tor  three  dnys  thereafter  and  h  s  reason 
for  then  abandoning  it  without  further  attempt  at  improvement  was,  that

he  Lad  beeu  threatened,  on  the  occasioa  of  pulling  down  the  cabin,  witt 
personal  violence,  if  he  should  attempt  to  haild  another  on  that  claim. 
The  fear  of  bodily  harm,  may  excuse  a  settler  on  piihlio  lands  for  abandon- 
ing his  settlement  till  the  cause  of  fear  is  removed.  We  may  sav  that 
Short  was  justifiable  in  abandoning  this  land  on  the  20th  November,  1854. 
But,  it  appears,  that  not  long  after  those  oecun-ences,  and  long  before  the 
public  surveys  were  made,  Moi^an,  who  had  instigated  the  demolition  of 
Short  s  house,  and  the  threats  against  him  should  he  erect  another,  sent  him 
word  that  if  he  would  return,  and  settle  again  in  the  same  place,  he  would 
help  him,  and  would  compensate  him  for  the  destruction  of  the  house. 

This  message  from  Bloi^an  to  Short,  was  seat  a  second  time  by  another 
witness,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  Short  responded  byword  or  action,  that 
he  would  return  to  his  settlement.  After  this,  what  escnse  had  Short  for 
remaining  away  from  the  land  longer  ?  The  threats  against  pro-slavery 
men,  that  they  would  find  it  too  hot  for  them  to  ]ive  in  that  community, 
did  not  affect  Short,  for  he  continued  to  live  in  the  community  for  twelve 
or  fifteen  months  after  those  threats  were  made ;  and  it  is  not  shown  that 
there  was  greater  reason,  on  account  of  political  sentiments,  for  a  man  to 
fear  to  live  on  a  farm  near  by  the  town,  or  on  this  particular  land,  than  to 
live  in  the  town  itself. 

_  It  was  the  threat  against  putting  up  another  house  on  the  claim,  that 
justified  his  leaving  it.  But  when  this  threat  was  withdrawn  by  the  man 
whose^  interests  and  instigation  prompted  the  threat,  the  justification  for 
the  original  abandonment  no  longer  remained  ^ood  against  future  nefriect. 
When  this  second  message  was  sent,  it  was  spring,  the  very  season  of  the 
year  which  he  ought  to  embrace  for  the  cultivation  and  improvement  of  a 
tract  of  land  on  which  he  had  settled,  and  which  he  was  intending  to  in- 
habit,  cultivate  and  improve,  as  his  present  and  future  home.  All  that  he 
did,  was  to  cause  a  few  logs  to  be  taten  back  on  the  tract  by  ooe  Corell. 
It  IS  not  shown  that  he  went  there  in  person,  or  ever  attempted  to  put 
those  logs  into  another  house,  or  to  improve  and  cultivate  the  land.  In 
November,  1857,  however,  he  went  back  upon  the  laud,  then  covered  with 
extensive  and  valuable  improvements,  in  some  parts  of  it,  and  erected  a 
frame  shanty,  of  a  temporary  character,  in  which  he  staid  a  few  days,  and 
then  went  to  the  District  Land  Office  and  made  his  entry,  uncontested. 
After  this  he  does  not  appear  to  have  returned  to  the  land,  for  his  brother, 
under  date  of  December  10th,  1857,  speaks  as  though  Napoleon  Short's 
residenoe  was,  at  that  time,  in  Leavenworth,  and  had  been  there  for  eight 
months  last  past. 

Such  is  the  history  of  Short's  connection  with  the  land.  It  is  clear  that 
he  has  not  inhabited,  cultivated  and  improved  it,  as  the  law  requires  His 
firat  settlement,  admitting  that  it  was  fully  efi"ccted  and  completed  in  good 
faith,  was  abandoned,  because  he  was  afraid  to  begin  buiiding  a  second 
houM  there.  When  that  fear,  and  the  cause  for  it,  had  both  passed  off, 
he  did  not  return;  and  thereafter  his  abandonment  became  voluntary 
Meantime,  Gfoss,  so  far  as  Short  is  concerned,  finds  the  land  unoccupied.' 
He  settles,  improves,  files  in  time,  and  shows  amply,  a  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  law.  It  is  clear  to  me,  that  Short  could  not  go  back 
ID  1857,  and  by  erecting  a  temporary  shanty,  which  he  could  have  built  as 
well  in  1855,  obtain  the  benefit  of  ali  the  improvements  which  Goss  had 
made  in  the  meantime. 

It  may  be  admitted,  that  Short  set  up  a  claim  to  this  land  in  1854,  tliat 
he  gave  notice  of  his  claim  and  of  his  intention  to  pre-empt  it,  and  that 
Goss  was  well  aware  of  all  this,  but  neither  Goss,  nor  any  other  adverse 
claimant  was  bound  to  notice  Short's  claim,  any  further  than  as  a  matter  of 
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caution.  He  would  liave  to  notice,  however,  the  Bettlement,  occupancy, 
reaidence  and  cultivation  of  Lia  adversary,  his  legal  qualifications  to  take 
a  pre-emption  right,  his  filings,  and  other  acts,  done  under  the  law.  Tak- 
in"  due  notice  of  these,  they  did  not  entitle  Short  to  the  land,  and  we  can- 
no"  deny  to  Goss  the  rigtt  to  enter,  as  the  next  settler  in  order  of  time, 
■who  has  done  upon  the  land,  and  off  of  it,  what  the  law  requires;  and 
having  done  which,  he  has  clothed  himself  with  the  right  which  the  law 
bestows  on  him  in  preference  to  others,  viz.,  the  right  to  enter  the  land  at 
the  minimum  price. 

The  papers  in  this  ease  are  herewith  returned  to  your  of&oe,  and  asso 
much  warm  discussion  has  heen  elicited  on  hoth  sides,  I  suggest  that  copies 
of  the  Commissioner's  report  of  the  29th  March  last  and  of  this  decision, 
be  communicated  to  the  local  officers,  for  the  information  of  the  parties  and 
their  attorneys.

DEPiBTMENI  OF  THE  ISTERIOIi, 

August  13,  1859, 
Sir :— The  Register  and  Receiver  at  Kickapoo,  Kansas  Territory,  have 
reported  in  the  case  of  the  Heirs  of  John  Fee,  deceased,  v.  John  T.  Brady, 
"  that  Fee,  in  his  lifetime,  settled  on  the  land  in  dispute,  several  months 
previous  to  the  time  that  Brady  went  on  to  the  same,  that  said  Brady  went 
on  said  land  by  permission  of  Fee,  before  the  legal  sur\-ey  of  the  same  was 
made,  with  the  understanding  that  if  his  house  should  fall  on  Fee's  claim, 
he,  Brady,  would  abandon  the  same,"  and  "that  although  at  the  time  of 
his  death  said  Fee  was  not  on  the  land  in  dispute,  not  having  completed 
Lis  dwelling  house,  yet  it  is  obvious  his  intentions  were  those  of  a  lotia 
fide  settlor,"  and  they  conclude  that  "  Fee's  heirs  are  entitled  to  pre-empt 
the  land  in  dispute."  You  have  affirmed  this  decision,  and  upon  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  facts  of  the  case  I  am  satisfied  that  such  action  is  in 
conformity  with  the  law  of  the  ease.  Fee  was  entitled  to  "  claim  the  bene- 
fit," of  the  pre-emption  law,  and  his  heirs  are  now  entitled  to  the  land. 

The  papers  which  accompanied  your  letter  of  JiOth  May  last,  arc  now 
returned.

The  counsel  for 
said  Taffe,  in  assuming  that  said  claimant,  being  a  single  man,  the  law  does 
not  imperatively  require  "  that  he  should  actually  reside  on  the  tract  of 
land,"  has  taken  a  position  which  is  altogether  untenable.  Tour  action  in 
cancelling  the  certificate  of  said  pre-emption  claimant,  for  non-compliance 
with  the  law  and  instructions,  is  accordingly  hereby  approved.  The  rights 
of  the  adverse  party  will  be  determined  by  your  bureau,  in  accordance  with 
its  established  rules.

Sir:— An  examination  of  the  ease  from  the  Port  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
Land  Office,  involving  the  pre-emption  claim  of  Robert  Hedge,  contested 
by  JarvtB  E.  Neal,  under  a  private  location  of  a  land  warrant  on  the  same 
land,  shows  that  Hedge  alleges  settlement  on  the  land  on  the  3d  of  July, 
1857;  that  he  filed  the  required  notice  in  due  time,  and  that  about  the  2d 
of  July,  1858,  he  went  upon  the  land  and  remained  one  night,  which  con- 
stitutes the  only  inhabitancy  of  the  land  within  the  year,  that  he  has  shown. 
The  law  does  not  allow  twelve  months  to  a  pre-emption  claimant  to  com- 
mence  his  residence  upon  the  tract  claimed  j  and  a  failure  to  inhabit  for 
that  length  of  time,  unless  under  circumstances  of  an  extraordinary  charac- 
ter, would  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  right  of  pre-emption.  In  this  case  the 
facts  indicate  evasion  and  bad  faith ;  and  I  coincide  entirely  in  the  opinion 
expressed  by  you  adverse  to  his  claim.

IV.  TOWN  SITE  CLAIMS.

A  Mayor  may  enter  town  site  lands  under  the  LaicoflUi.     (Xo.  79.) 

Attorset  GENEBiL'a  Office, 
March  21,  1869. 
Sir  :--In  compliance  with  the  request  contalned'in  your  letter  of  this 
date,  relative  to  the  suspended  entiy  of  the  town  site  I  have  to  sav  that 
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I  can  see  nothing  on  the  face  of  the  entry  which  ought  to  prevent  a  patent 
from  issuing.  It  was  made  hj  the  loayor.  The  Coramissioner  of  the 
G-enera]  Land  Office  thought  at  first  that  it  should  have  heen  made  by  the 
eitj  council.  The  Act  of  1844,  which  governs  the  subject,  does  not  say 
that  it  must  be  done  by  either,  hut  by  "  the  corporate  authorities."  Now 
the  mayor  is  no  less  a  portion  of  the  corporate  anthorittes  than  the  council. 
Eeaides  I  do  not  know  (and  I  suppose  you  do  not,)  whether  there  is  any 
eouncii  under  the  charter  of  Kearney  city.  At  all  events,  it  appeal^  that 
the  mayor,  being  an  official  organ  of  the  city  corporation,  has  made  an 
entry  with  the  assent  of  all  other  parties.  The  presumption  is  a  fair  one, 
that  he  was  authorized  to  do  so.  If  he  was,  then  he  is  the  proper  corpo- 
rate authority.  It  is  very  clear,  that  when  the  mayor,  in  the  execution 
of  his  official  duty,  entered  the  land  on  which  the  city  stands,  acknowledg- 
ing all  the  proper  obligations  and  trusts  which  he  could  and  should  have 
assumed  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants,  their  title  (that  of  the  inhabi- 
tants) became  perfectly  good,  and  that  it  mast  be  enforced  in  any  court  of 
law  or  equity.  The  object  of  the  law  was  to  give  the  owners  of  lots  a 
good  title  to  their  property.  When  the  patent  issues  under  this  entry 
they  will  have  a  good  title ;  and  I  do  not  see  the  practical  use  nor  the 
legal  necessity  of  requiring  another  entry  to  be  made ;  this  opinion  applies 
also  to  the  case  of  Nebraska  city,

If  the  lands  embraced  in  the  appUcufioii  of  the  Count}/  Judge,  under  the 
Act  o/23d  Ma;/,  1844,  were  ieketed  and  occupied  as  a  town,  no  neglect 
to  enter  would  restore  ihem  to  Pre-emption  under  Act  o/1841. 


I  return  herewith,  the  papers  in  the  conflicting  claims  of  Johnson  Cot- 
ton and  Chester  W.  Pitt,  which  accompanied  the  letter  from  your  Office 
of  the  10th  ultimo,  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  land  officers  at 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota  Territory.  It  would  appear  that  these  conflicting 
ciMms  interfere  with  a  prior  application  by  Judge  Chatfield,  in  behalf  of 
the  town  claimants  of  the  town  of  Keposia,  under  Act  of  1844,  but  that  in 
consequence  of  the  town  pre-emption  not  having  been  proved  np  before  the 
day  of  public  sale  of  the  surrounding  land,  and  therefore  as  alleged,  for- 

A  tract  of  public  land  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  having  been  re- 
Berred  for  a  fort,  and  public  huildings  placed  tbereou,  a  portion  of  the  tract  was 
afterwardg  sold,  pursuant  to  a  plan  on  which  the  whole  tract  was  laid  down,  as 
divided  into  lots  and  streets.  The  Court  decided,  that  it  was  not  within  the  corpo- 
rate powers  of  the  city  to  open  these  streets  on  the  land  not  sold  to  private  persons. 
—  United  Slates  V.  Chicago,  T  How.  185;  IT  Condensed  Bcports,  82. 

Portions  of  the  public  lands,  to  the  amount  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres, 
may  be  taken  np  by  individuals  or  pre-emptioners,  for  city  or  town  sites,— [Opinion 
of  Attorney-General,  vol.  T,  p.  T33.) 

The  same  rules  as  to  proof  of  occupation,  apply  in  the  case  of  municipal,  as  of 
agricaltural  pre-emption. — lb. 
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feited,  the  conflicting  claims  of  the  pre-^mptors  are  alone  conaidereiJ  and 
a  determination  made  aa  if  no  town  claim  Lad  ever  been  made,  or  had 
ever  existed. 

If  the  land  embraced  in  the  application  of  Judge  Chatfield,  was  "se- 
lected' and  "occupied"  as  a  town  site,  it  was  thereby  taken  out  of  tlie 
purview  of  the  pre-emption  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  and  was  not  sub- 
ject to  Its  operations,  and  no  abandonment  of  the  town  proprietors  of  their 
n^hts  to  make  proof  and  entry  of  their  claim,  could  restore  the  lands  thus 
excepted  from  the  operations  of  the  law  of  1841. 

If  there  was  therefore  such  town,  neither  Cotton  nor  Pitt  has  any  right 
to  any  portion  of  the  land  embraced  in  the  application  of  Judge  Chatfield, 
defining  the  limits  claimed  for  said  town. 

If  there  was  no  such  town,  then  the  decision  of  the  land  officers  in  favor 
of  Cotton  is  approved,  &c.

Depaetmbbt  op  the  Intehior, 

June  26,  1858. 

Sir  :— I  herewith  return  the  papers  which  were  submitted  to  this  Depart- 
ment by  your  letter  of  the  18tli  of  February  last,  pertaining  to  the  case  in- 
volving the  conflicting  pre-emption  claims  of  the  alleged  proprietors  of  Su- 
perior City,  claiming  the  right  to  enter  fractional  section  13  and  a  portion 
of  fractional  section  24,  township  49  north,  of  range  14,  west,  in  the  Pond 
du  Lac,  Wisconsin,  Land  District,  under  the  Act  of  23d  May,  1844,  which  is 
contested  by  Charles  Brissett,  Antoine  Warren,  Basil  Dennis,  and  Vincent 
Koy,  within  whose  entries,  under  the  Act  of  1841,  the.  said  land  is  in- 
cluded. 

The  said  parties,— Brissett,  Warren,  Dennis,  and  Roy,— are  persons  of 
the  class  or  description  known  as  miscd  bloods  of  the  Chippewa  Indians  of 
Lake  Superior.  By  article  fourth  of  the  treaty  with  the  Chippewa  Indians, 
dated  the  2d  day  of  August,  1847,  it  is  stipulated  "  that  the  half  or  mixed 
bloods  of  the  Chippewas  residing  with  them  shal!  be  considered  Chippewa 
Indians,  and  shall,  as  such,  be  allowed  to  participate  in  all  the  annuities 
which  shall  hereafter  bo  paid  to  the  Chippewas  of  Mississippi  and  Lake 
Superior,  due  them  by  this  treaty,  and  by  treaties  heretofore  made  and  rati- 
fied." 

By  the  7th  clause  of  the  2d  article  of  the  treaty  with  the  Chippewas  of 
Lake  Superior,  dated  30th  of  September,  1854,  it  is  stipulated  that  "each 
head  of  a  family  or  single  person  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the  present 
time,  of  the  mixed  bloods  belonging  to  the  Chippewas  of  Lake  Superior, 
shall  be  entitled  to  eighty  acres  of  land,  to  be  selected  by  them  under  the 
direction  of  the  President,  and  which  shall  be  secured  to  them  by  patent 
in  the  usual  form." 
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That  these  claimaDts,  under  the  Act  of  1841,  arc  of  the  class  compre- 
hended within  the  terms  of  said  last  quoted  claasc,  is  obvious  and  unqucs- 
tio  cable.  k 

In  addition  to  the  testimony  of  witnesses  with  regard  to  the  fact  that  the 
names  of  said  claimants  were  on  the  pay-roils  of  the  Indians,  and  that  they 
received  annuities  at  the  time  different  payments  and  distributions  were 
made,  it  appears  by  the  certificate  of  the  second  auditor  of  the  Treasury 
filed  in  this  ease,  that  their  names  were  on  the  half-breed  list  following  the 
annuity  roll  of  the  Chippewa  tribe  of  Indians  of  Lake  Superior,  and  the 
payments  to  them  are  attested  by  witnesses  who  certify  under  date  of  15th 
September,  1855,  that  the  signatures  or  marks  of  the  several  Indians  and 
mixed  bloods  were  affixed  to  the  receipt  roll  in  presence  of  said  witnesses. 

The  name  of  each  of  said  pre-emption  claimants  appears  on  the  list  of 
persons  entitled  to  claim  land  under  the  seventh  clause  of  the  second  article 
of  the  treaty  of  1854,  received  in  the  General  Land  Office  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Indian  Affairs. 

Being  thus  entitled,  by  reason  of  their  Indian  character,  to  certain  rights 
and  privileges  conferred  by  treaty,  and  having,  to  some  extent,  derived  the 
benefits  and  advantages  secured  to  them  thereby,  I  am  not  disposed  to  re- 
gard the  claim  which  they  now  assert  to  the  right  of  pre-emption  as  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  with  any  special  favor  and  consideration.  But  these 
parties  have  entirely  failed  to  show  tliat  they  have  settled  upon  and  im- 
proved the  land  claimed  by  them  in  good  faith  for  their  own  use  and  bene- 
fit. The  facts  disclosed  by  the  evidence  on  file  indicate  beyond  reasonable 
doubt  that  they  were  the  employees  of  others,  under  whose  direction  and 
for  whose  benefit  they  were  acting. 

In  view  of  the  facts  hereinbefore  stated,  the  pre-emption  entries  of  the 
said  parties,  Charles  Brisset,  Antoine  "Warren,  Basil  Dennis,  and  Vincent 
Roy,  Jr.,  are  invalid,  and  I  hereby  direct  that  the  same  be  cancelled. 

The  Act  of  23d  May,  1844,  (No.  79,)  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  citi- 
zens of  towns  upon  the  lands  of  the  United  States  under  certain  circum- 
stances," provides  for  the  entry  of  any  portion  of  the  surveyed  public  lands 
which  has  been  or  may  be  settled  upon  and  occupied  as  a  town  site.  The  title, 
as  well  as  the  words  employed  in  the  body  of  the  act,  clearly  demonstrate 
that  the  same  was  intended  to  apply  exclusively  to  actual  and  existing 
towns.  It  refers  to  and  recognizes  only  such  surveyed  public  lands  as  are 
settled  upon  and  occupied  as  a  town  site,  not  such  as  have  been  selected 
by  non-resident  proprietors,  or  claimants,  as  the  site  for  a  city  or  town,  as 
exempt  from  entry  under  existing  pre-emption  laws.  There  is  no  provision 
made  for  filing  notice  of  selection,  and  the  act  does  not  specify  or  contem- 
plate any  proceedings  whereby  lands  which  have  merely  been  so  selected 
shall  be  excluded  from  the  operation  of  other  pre-emption  laws. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act  of  23d  May,  1844,  it  was  the  policy  and 
settled  practice  of  the  government  to  prohibit  the  sale  or  acquisition  by 
pre-emption,  of  lands  which  were  occupied  as  town  sites  or  trading  places, 
the  object  of  such  prohibition  being  to  secure  the  interests  of  the  govein- 
ment  by  the  sale  of  the  lands  at  their  enhanced  value,  in  such  manner  us 
might  be  deemed  best  calculated  to  effect  that  object. 

That  clause  in  the  Act  of  1841,  which  provides  that  no  portions  of  the 
public  lands  which  have  been  selected  as  the  site  for  a  town  shall  bo  liable 
to  entry  under  and  by  virtue  of  its  provisions,  cannot,  therefore,  be  con- 
strued to  recognize  the  right  of  selection  by  individuals,  of  portions  of  the 
public  lands  for  town  sites  for  their  own  use  and  benefit,  since  at  that  time 
the  system  of  granting  rights  of  pro-emptiou  on  lands  of  that  character  had 
not  only  not  been  adopted^  but  was  directly  at  variance  with  the  established 
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practice  and  policy.  It  was  manifestly  not  the  object  of  the  law  to  with- 
hold from  pre-emption  such  lands  as  individuals  might  designate  or  select 
without  authority  as  the  site  for  a  probable  oi*proapective  city  or  town.  If 
so,  it  would  have  beea  within  the  power  of  any  person  or  persona  to  defeat 
the  pre-emption  claims  of  those  whom  they  were  interested  in  opposing,  by 
alleging  that  the  particular  land  apon  which  such  claimant  had  settled, 
had  hitherto  been  so  selected. 

It  was,  then,  not  intended  by  said  clause  of  the  Act  of  1841,  to  withhold 
lands  which  might  be  regarded  as  eligible,  or  adapted  for  town  purposes, 
from  pre-emption,  until  claimants  should  have  an  opportunity  to  make  aet- 
tlomeuts  and  improTcments,  since  at  that  time  it  was  not  to  protect  the 
interests  or  aupposed  rights  of  citizens  of  cities  or  towns  that  such  lands 
were  withheld  and  excluded  from  pre-emption,  and  therefore  the  supposi- 
tion that  said  clause  would  recognize  and  protect  from  the  claims  of  others 
such  selections,  is  erroneous. 

The  Act  of  23d  May,  1844,  further  provides  that  the  lands  so  settled 
upon  and  occupied  shall  be  entered  in  trust  for  the  several  use  and  benefit 
of  the  occnpaubs  thereof.  Keferring  to  the  title  of  the  Act,  "  For  the 
relief  of  citizens  of  towns,"  &c,,  it  may  be  easily  determined  that  by  the 
term  "  occupanta"  ia  meant  those  who  are  settlers  or  residents,  and  that  it 
only  embraces  the  citizens  thereof.  The  parties  for  whose  benefit  and  in 
whose  behalf  the  application,  dated  September  9,  1856,  and  signed  by 
Michael  S.  Bright,  county  judge  of  Douglas  county,  was  made,  have  not 
shown  that  they  are  occupants  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  nor  does  it 
appear  that  there  are  not  occupants  of  the  town  who  would  be  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  the  law  in  preference  to  the  so-called  "proprietors  of 
Superior  City." 

Said  act  further  provides  that  the  entry  of  the  land  intended  by  this  act 
shall  include  only  such  land  as  is  actually  oecupied  by  the  town,  and  shall 
not,  in  the  whole,  exceed  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres. 

The  Act  of  1841,  provides  for  the  entry  of  any  number  of  acres  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty,  or  a  quarter-section  of  land,  by  those 
claiming  the  right  of  pre-emption  under  it.  The  limitary  words  of  the 
two  statutes  are  essentially  difi'erent.  The  one  limits  the  entry  to  such 
lands  only  as  are  actually  oecupied  by  the  town ;  the  other  gives  the  right 
of  acquiring  any  number  of  acres  not  exceeding  a  quarter-aection. 

Before  an  entry  ia  permitted  under  the  Act  of  23d  May,  1844,  it  must 
be  shown  that  one  or  more  of  the  legal  aubdivisions  of  the  public  lands  ia 
actually  occupied  by  the  town,  and  the  nature,  extent,  and  sufficiency  of 
such  occupation  must  be  determined  by  the  facts  in  each  particular  ease. 

The  application  above  mentioned,  to  obtain  thebenefit  of  the  Act  of  1844, 
not  being  conaiatent  or  in  accordance  with  the  views  hereinbefore  ex- 
pressed, is  hereby  rejected.

JlRPiRTMENT    OF    THE    IVTERIOH, 

Wftshington,  June  30,  1853. 

Sir : — The  papers  reeeiTed  with  your  letter  of  the  18th  ult.,  in  the  ease 
of  the  pre-emption  claim  of  Thomas  C.  Healy,  to  certain  land  in  the  Mio- 
neapolis,  Minnesota,  District,  contested  by  the  alleged  proprietors  of  the 
town  site  of  "  Waverly,"  are  herewith  returned. 

The  mere  selection,  by  persons  claiming  to  be  the  proprietors  of  a  town 
site,  who  do  not  reside  thereon,  of  portions  of  the  public  lands,  with  a  view 
of  making  improvements  at  a  future  time,  does  not  exempt  such  lands 
from  the  operation  of  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841.  The  Act  of  23d  May, 
1844,  authorizes  the  entry  of  any  portion  of  the  surveyed  public  lands  which 
have  been,  or  shall  be,  settled  upon  and  occupied  as  a  town  site,  and,  there- 
fore, not  subject  to  entry  under  the  existing  pre-emption  laws.  It  also  re- 
quires that  the  entry  shall  be  made  in  trust  for  the  several  use  a,od  benefit 
of  the  occupants  thereof,  and  such  entry  will  embrace  only  such  legal  sub- 
divisions as  are  actually  occupied  by  the  town. 

The  evidence  in  this  case  does  not  show  which  particular  subdivisions  of 
the  land  claimed  are  occupied  by  the  town,  nor  whether  the  claimants  are 
occupants  thereof. 

With  regard  to  the  settlement  of  Healy,  more  satisfactory  proof  that 
the  same  was  made  in  good  faith,  and  that  he  has  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law,  so  far  as  it  has  been  in  his  power  so  to  do,  will  be  re- 
quired. 

You  are,  therefore,  requested  to  remand  this  case  to  the  Register  and 
Keceiver,  with  instructions  to  require  additional  testimony  to  be  produced 
upon  the  points  above  mentioned.

Under  the  Town  Site  law,  the  ortly  heneficiariei  of  ike  trust  are  the  occupants 

of  the  town. 
Between  different  Trustees,  or  parties  claiming  to  be  suck,  no  preference  wiU 

be  given  to  the  first  applicant. 
After  incorporation,  the  "  corporate  authorities'  become  the  legal  Trustees, 

and  the  authority  of  the  county/  judge  is  superseded. 
Only  suck  land  as  it  "  actually  occupied,"  can  be  entered. 

Defakthent  op  the  Intghiob, 
Washington,  JqIj  9,  1858. 

Sii- ; — Your  report  of  the  8th  December  last,  has  presented  for  my  con- 
sideration, on  appeal,  the  application  filed  by  the  corporate  authorities  of 
Montieello,  and  Lower  Montieelio,  and  the  claim  of  Tobias  G.  Mealy,  to 
enter  by  pre-emption,  certain  tracts  in  the  district  of  lands  exposed  to  sale 
at  Sauk  lUpids,  now  St.  Cloud,  Minnesota. 

These  applications  conflict  with  that  filed  by  the  judge  of  the  county 
court,  to  enter  the  town  site  of  Moritzions.  The  judge  claims  adversely 
to  the  corporate  authorities  of  Montieello,  as  to  the  northwest  quarter  of 
the  southeast  quarter  of  section  11 ;  adversely  to  Tobias  G.  Mealy,  as  to 
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the  southwest  quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  sectioE  12 ;  and  ad- 
versely to  the  corporate  authorities  of  Lower  Monticello,  as  to  lot  No.  1, 
and  the  east  half  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  11,  and  lots  Nos.  2 
and  3,  of  section  12,  all  in  township  121  north,  range  25,  west. 

The  application  of  the  county  judge,  was  filed  in  the  local  land  office, 
April  6,  1857,  that  of  the  corporate  authorities  of  Monticello,  and  that  of 
Tobias  G.  Mealy,  on  the  27th  of  May  following,  and  that  of  the  corporate 
authorities  of  Lower  Monticello,  July  9,  1857. 

The  testimony  taken  in  support  of  these  claims,  was  concluded  in  August 
last,  and  the  Register  and  Receiver  decided  against  the  claim  of  the  county 
judge,  and  in  favor  of  the  other  parties;  and  from  that  decision  an  apped 
has  been  taken  to  this  Department. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony,  that  the  incorporated  town  of  Monticello, 
the  county  seat  of  Wright  county,  Minnesota,  is  situate  on  the  lands,  or 
some  portions  of  the  lands,  sought  to  he  entered  by  the  corporate  authori- 
ties of  said  town.  It  also  appears,  that  there  is  a  town  situate  principally, 
if  not  entirely,  on  lot  3,  of  section  12,  and  lot  1,  of  section  11,  which  has 
been  incorporated  under  the  name  of  Lower  Monticello,  by  an  Act  of  the 
Territorial  Legislature,  approved  May  19,  1857,  entitled  "An  Act  to  in- 
corporate certain  towns." 

In  behalf  of  the  application  of  the  county  judge,  it  is  contended,  that 
this  town  is  legally  and  properly  named  Moritzions,  by  virtue  of  a  survey 
and  claim,  and  the  making  and  recording  of  a  plat,  by  the  proprietors  of 
"  Moritzions,"  prior  to  the  survey,  claim,  and  plat  of  the  proprietors  of 
"  Lower  Monticello ;"  and  that  the  application  to  enter  having  been  made 
before  the  town  was  incorporated  as  "  Lower  Monticello,"  takes  precedence  of 
the  subsequent  claim  of  the  corporate  authorities,  to  enter  the  same  lands. 

In  deciding  the  case,  I  am  governed  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved. 
May  23, 1844,  (No.  79,)  entitled,  "an  Act  for  the  rehef  of  citizens  of  towns, 
upon  lands  of  the  United  States,"  &c.,  &c.,  which  provides,  "  that  whenever 
any  portion  of  the  surveyed  public  lands  has  been,  or  shall  he  settled  upon 
and  occupied  as  a  town  site,  &o.,  &e.,  it  shal!  be  lawful,  in  case  such  town  or 
place  shall  be  incorporated,  for  the  corporate  authorities  thereof,  and  if  not 
incorporated,  for  the  judges  of  the  county  court  for  the  county  in  which 
such  town  may  be  situated,  to  enter  at  the  proper  land  of&ce,  and  at  the 
minimum  price,  the  land  so  settled  and  occupied,  in  trust  for  the  several 
use  and  benefit  of  the  occupants  thereof,  according  to  their  respective 
interests." 

It  is  also  by  the  same  act  provided,  that  the  entry  shall  be  made  before 
the  commencement  of  the  public  sale  of  the  body  of  land,  in  which  it  is 
included,  and  that  the  "  entry  shall  include  only  such  as  is  actually  occupied 
by  the  town,  and  be  made  io  conformity  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the 
public  lands,  authorized  by  the  Act  of  24th  April,  1820,  (No.  12,)  and 
shall  not  io  the  whole  exceed  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres." 

It  will  be  remarked,  that  this  law  provides  that  an  entry  of  public  lands, 
which  have  been  actually  settled  and  occupied,  as  a  town-site,  may  be  made 
by  a.trustee,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  occupants. 

The  onlj^  beneficiaries  of  the  trust,  are  the  occupants  of  the  town.  This 
,law  recognizes  no  other  proprietors,  and  this  Department  cannot  recognize 
or  protect  claims  or  interests  of  non-resident  shareholders,  or  lot  owners. 

In  regard  to  the  "  occupants"  of  any  town  or  place  entitled  to  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Act  of  Congress,  under  review,  their  rights  and  interests  remain 
the  same,  are  fised  by  the  same  laws,  and  must  be  determined  and  secured 
to  them,  on  the  same  principles,  whoever  may  he  trustee  or  trustees  of  the 
legal  title  to  the  lands.     They  cannot,  therefore,  so  far  as  the  action  of  the 
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officers  of  the  Land  Departmont  is  eoacerned,  be  supposed  to  have  any  di- 
rect interest  in  having  the  legal  title  vested  in  any  one  exeept  the  party 
legally  qualified  to  accept  and  execute  the  trust. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1844,  in  my  opioion,  recognizes  but  one  trustee 
as  legally  entitled  to  mate  an  entry  of  a  town-site,  and  his  qualifications 
must  be  judged  of,  and  found  to  be  legal,  at  the  time  the  entry  is  admitted, 
and  not  at  any  previous  time.  Between  different  trustees,  or  parties  claim- 
ing to  be  such,  who  are  seeking  an  entry  of  the  same  land  as  a  town-site, 
no  preference  is  given  to  the  first  applicant.  The  proper  question  for  the 
ofiacers  of  this  Department  to  consider,  in  such  cases,  is  which  is  the  party 
recognized  by  the  law,  as  having  the  qoaliflcations  to  accept  the  trust. 

Should  we  admit  therefore,  in  this  case,  that  the  application  of  the 
county  judge,  on  the  6th  of  April,  1857,  to  enter  the  town-site  of  Morit- 
zions,  was  sufficient,  and  in  the  proper  form,  and  accompanied  by  a  tender 
of  payment,  and  that  he  was  at  that  time  the  legally  recognized  trustee, 
the  fact  still  remains,  that  the  entry  was  not  admitted  at  that  time. 

Before  any  entry  was  effected,  viz.,  May  19,  1857,  the  town  was  incor- 
porated by  the  name  of  "Lower  Monticello;"  and  after  that  incorporation 
the  corporate  authorities  became  the  legal  trustees  for  the  occupants  of 
the  town,  and  we  accept  them  as  the  proper  parties  to  make  the  entry. 
By  the  incorporation,  the  authority  of  the  county  judge  is  superseded  and 
concluded. 

As  to  the  quantity  of  land  which  the  trustee  or  trustees  may  enter  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  occupants  of  a  town,  that  is  clearly  limited  to  "  such 
land  as  is  actually  occupied  by  the  town," — that  is,  actually  used  by  the  resi- 
dents of  the  town,  for  town  purposes ;  the  entry  must  "  be  made  in  confor- 
mity to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the  public  lands,"  and  "  shall  not  in  the 
whole,  exceed  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,"  even  though  it  might 
happen  that  more  than  that  number  of  acres  are  occupied. 

In  case  of  the  two  towns  of  Monticello  and  Lower  Monticello,  the  local 
officers  may  receive  any  further  testimony,  respecting  the  state  of  facte  ex- 
isting at  the  time,  at  which  they  may  fix  upon,  to  consider  the  matt«r; 
and  should  admit  the  entry,  by  the  corporate  authorities  respectively,  for 
so  much  land,  bj  legal  subdivisions,  as  is  shown  by  satisfactory  proof,  to 
be  actually  used  and  occupied  for  town  purposes.  In  the  application  of 
the  party  seeking  an  entry  of  this  kind,  and  in  the  certificate  of  the  Register 
of  the  sale  of  the  lands,  I  deem  it  eminently  proper,  if  not  actually  neces- 
sary, that  it  be  set  forth  that  the  entry  is  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
occupants  of  the  tiSrn. 

The  papers  which  accompanied  your  report,  are  now  returned,  and  the 
case  may  be  remanded  to  the  local  officers  for  further  proceedings,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  foregoing  views.  The  claim  of  Tobias  G-.  Mealy,  is  good 
for  the  land  he  seeks  to  enter  by  pre-emption,  and  he  should  be  permitted 
to  complete  his  entry.  Yery  respectfully.

Gentlemen: — This  Office  has  had  under  consideration  the  case  of  the 
"Portland  City"  claim,  in  townships  1  north,  and  1  south,  range  1,  east. 
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Oregon,  tlie  subject  of  tlie  llegister's  letter  of  the  24th  March  last,  and 
aJso  has  examined  certain  donation  olaima,  coveriag  the  town  site,  and 
hereinafter  designated,  which  have  been  preferred  under  the  Oregon  Dona- 
tion Act  of  27tli  September,  1850,  (No.  181,)  which  are  treated  of  in  the 
voluminous  documents  reoeived  at  this  Of&ce,  and  discussed  in  elaborate 
arguments  of  counsel,  the  last  of  which,  (hj  Mr.  Currier,)  was  received 
on  the  27th  iiltimo.     It  appeai-s — 

1st.  That  in  1843,  Wm.  P.  Overton,  the  original  claimant,  set  up  a 
right  by  possession  to  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  embracing  the  lands  in 
question, 

2d.  That,  in  virtue  of  a  sale  he  made  in  that  or  the  year  following,  the 
said  Wm.  P.  Overton  and  A.  L.  Lovejoj  became  the  joint  claimants. 

3d.  That  in  1845,  Overton  sold  his  half  to  F.  W.  Pettigrove,  by  which, 
in  that  year,  (1845,)  Lovejoy  and  Pettigrove  became  the  joint  claimants. 

4th.  That,  in  the  same  year,  Lovejoy  sold  his  one-half  of  the  claim  to 
Benjamin  Stark;  so  that,  later  in  the  same  year,  (1845,)  Pettigrove  and 
Stark  became  the  joint  claimants. 

5th.  It  further  appears,  that  in  October,  1848,  Pettigrove  sold  his 
interest  to  D.  H.  Lownsdale,  who  gave  to  said  Pettigrove  a  bond  to  make 
good  the  title  to  lots  which  had  been  sold  by  said  Pettigrove  and  Stark. 

6th.  It  further  appears,  that  Job  M'Namee  moved  on  the  Portland 
claim  in  the  spring  of  1846,  purchased  four  lots  in  the  town  from  Petti- 
grove, and  remained  improving  these  lots  until  1847,  when  he  went  to 
Vancouver,  and  took  a  section  of  land  adjoining  that  place,  but  abandoned 
it,  returned  to  Portland,  and,  upon  the  ground  that  he  had  discovered  a 
defect  in  Pettigrove's  title  to  him  for  the  lots,  he  recorded,  in  that  year,  a 
claim  in  his  own  name,  and  continued  to  claim  with  Pettigrove  until  15th 
February,  1848,  when  the  weight  of  testimony  shows,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Office,  that  he  abandoned  the  Portland  claim,  having  secured  his  title 
as  lot  holder  to  the  lots  he  had  purchased  by  the  compromise  then  made 
with  Pettigrove. 

This,  in  regard  to  M'Namee,  is  the  judgment  of  the  Surveyor-General 
in  his  report  of  24th  June,  1853,  and  we  affirm  it. 

7th.  We  now  return  to  Lownsdale  and  Stark,  and  find  that,  on  30th 
March,  1849,  the  former  sold  the  Portland  claim  to  Stephen  Coffin,  but, 
on  that  day,  by  agreement.  Coffin  was  to  procure  title,  and  deed  half  the 
claim  to  Lownsdale ;  that,  on  the  13th  December,  1849,  that  agreement  was 
cancelled,  and  on  the  same  day,  by  another  agreement,  D.  H.  Lownsdale, 
S.  Coffin,  and  W.  W.  Chapman,  became  equal  partneif  in  the  Portland 
claim ;  and, 

8th.  That  on  Ist  March,  1850,  the  claim  of  Stark  te  one-half  was 
adjusted  by  Lownsdale  setting  apart  a  certain  portion  of  the  claim  to 
Stark,  and  on  the  13th  April,  1850,  Coffin  and  Chapman  ratified  that 


Now,  here,  March,  1850,  wo  have  Stark,  Lownsdale,  Chapman,  and 
Coffin,  the  claimants,  recognized  by  the  acts  of  each  other. 

Congress  passed  no  law  in  anj  wise  affecting  title  to  lands  in  the  Territory  of  Ore- 
gon, until  September,  1860 ;  and,  tlierefore,  wliere  a  coniroversj  arose,  in  July, 
1850,  relating  to  titles  to  land,  neither  party  con  Id  be  said  to  have  a  legal  title. 
Consequentlj,  the  amount  in  controversy  could  not  be  ascertained,  go  as  to  bring  the 
case  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  court ;  and  there  is  no  question  arising  under  tbe 
Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  so  as  to  give  jurisdiction. — LownedaU  v. 
Parrish,  2-1  How.  290. 

Secretary  Ewing  decided,  on  the  8th  March,  1850,  that  Congress  Iiad  made  no  pro- 
vision, (at  that  time,)  for  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  lands  in  Oregon. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  all  these  procccdiDga  are  had  jirior  k,  the  Dona- 
tion Act  of  27tli  September,  1850. 

The  Uth  section  of  the  Act  of  Utb  August,  1848,  (No.  154,)  annuls 
all  laws  which  had  been  passed  by  the  provifiional  government  as  affecting 
or  encumbering  the  title  to  the  public  lands ;  and  then  comes  the  Donation 
Act  of  27th  September,  1850,  (No.  181,)  which  justifies  us  in  recognizing 
settlements  within  its  purview,  "  whether  nnder  the  late  provisional  govern- 
ment, or  since ;"  and  so  ai!  such  settlements,  disencumbered  from  the  color 
of  right  under  grants  by  acts  of  the  provisional  government,  are  to  be  dealt 
with  as  the  said  Donation  Act  of  1850,  and  its  supplements  order. 

The  settlements  and  acts  of  the  several  parties  antecedent  to  this  Act 
of  1850,  bind  and  control  their  interests  respectively,  as  regards  the  question 
of  limits. 

At  that  time  the  wife  of  a  claimant  had  no  right ;  her  right,  according 
to  the  status  of  her  husband's  claim,  as  agreed  upon  by  him,  and  his  asso- 
ciate claimants,  attached  upon  the  passage  of  said  Act  of  1850,  and  no  act 
of  hers  subsequently  could  control  the  location  or  extent  of  the  several 
parcels,  which  had  been  agreed  upon  as  the  locus  of  each  by  the  parties 
respectively;  and  so,  following  up  the  matter,  we  find — 

9th.  That  on  the  10th  March,  1852,  Chapman,  Cofiu,  and  Lownsdale 
enter  into  an  agreement,  which  was  designated  as  an  escrow,  but  which  is 
not,  in  fact,  an  instrument  of  that  nature,  being  merely  an  agreement,  with 
conditions  and  penalty.  Its  object  is  declared  in  the  outset,  to  wit : 
"  Wtereas  it  has  become  necessary  in  order  to  a  compliance  with  the  law 
of  Congress  of  September  27, 1850,  creating  the  office  of  Surveyor  General 
of  the  public  land  in  Oregon,  and  to  provide  for  the  survey,  andto  make 
donations  to  settlers  of  the  said  public  lands,  that  the  said  parties  shall 
designate,  before  the  Surveyor  General  of  Oregon,  the  precise  portion  or 
part  of  said  Portland  tract,  which  each,  by  agreement  with  the  other,  re- 
spectively claims,  in  order  that  he  may  obtain  a  patent  therefor  from  the 
G-overnment  of  the  United  States,"  &c.     Accordingly — 

10th.  On  the  11th  March,  1852,  Lownsdale,  No.  88,  and  Chapman, 
No.  89,  filed  their  notifications  with  the  Surveyor  General,  with  Diagram 
B,  exhibiting  the  division  of  their  interest  in  the  Portland  claim.  Coffin 
did  not  then  file  his  notification,  because  his  portion  was  iouth  of  the  base 
line,  in  township  1  south,  range  1,  east,  not  then  surveyed ;  but  he  filed 
it.  No.  719,  on  the  19th  August,  1852. 

The  division  among  them  was  agreed  upon  fully,  by  them,  and  must 
stand,  according  to  the  Surveyor  General's  Eepoit  of  24th  June,  1853, 
which  we  affirm,  and,  consequently,  we  reject  Lownsdalc's  claim,  under 
Lis  amended  notification,  filed  on  8th  April,  1852,  covered  by  the  Portland 
city  entry,  and  the. location  of  Stark,  Chapman  and  Coffin. 

11th.  We  have  thus  determined  to  recognize  the  division  and  loom  for — 

First.  Lownsdale,  according  to  notification  No.  88,  dated  11th  March, 
1852,  for  which  no  certificate  has  yet  issued  on  account  of  his  protest 
against  the  Surveyor  General's  decision  of  1853. 

Second.  For  Chapman,  notification  No.  89,  for  whom,  and  in  considera- 
tion of  his  payment,  under  Act  of  14th  February,  1853,  (No.  218,)  cer- 
tificate No.  68  has  been  issued  by  Surveyor-General. 

Third.  For  Coffin,  notification  No.  719,  for  whom,  under  said  act  of  1850, 
and  in  consideration  of  a  payment  under  said  Act  of  1853,  the  Surveyor 
General  has  issued  his  certificate,  No.  67.     And, 

Fourth.  For  Stark,  notification  No.  328,  to  whom  Surveyor  General  has 
issued  his  certificate.  No.  69,  under  his  decision  of  24th  June,  1853,  on 
proof  of  settlement,  and  continuous  residence  for  four  years. 
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12th.  We  decide  against  the  M'j!^aujee  claim,  for  reasons  referred  to 
under  6tii  head,  affirming  the  Surveyor  General's  decision,  to  this  effect 
of  24th  June,  1853. 

13th.  Samuel  Speer,  notification  No.  7989,  filed  in  1854,  "for  a  tract 
of  land  which  he  ihinhs  may  he  vacant."  The  description  given  in  the 
umigned  notification,  carries  it  over  the  entries  made  bj  the  city.  This 
may  be  an  error  in  the  description,  in  using  east  for.  Kcst,  in  the  second 
course  named,  for  he  disclaims  interference  with  the  city  claim,  and  de- 
scribes his  claim  as  lying  west  of  the  city  reservation  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres. 

If  this  claim  lies  east  of  his  first  mentioned  line,  it  falls  upon  the  city 
entries;  if  ipe3(,  upon  other  claims.    The  lands  he  "thinks  may  be  vacant," 

The  Register  and  E«ceiver  decided  against  the  claim,  and  we,  regaTdinf 
it  aa  destitute  of  merit,  affirm  that  decision. 

The  present  claim  of  M'Namee  not  being  reeogniaed,  by  reason  of  his 
having  been  more  properly  a  lot  holder,  than  a  rural  donation  claimant, 
and  also  in  consideration  of  his  subsequent  abandonment  of  the  Portland 
donation  claim,  and  the  claim  of  Speer  being  rejected  as  destitute  of  merit, 
the  premises  in  question,  so  far  as  donation  claim,  under  the  Act  of  27th 
September  1850,  is  concerned,  is  narrowed  down  to  the  claims  of  Stark, 
Lownsdale,  Chapman  and  Coffin,  according  to  their  several  locations,  as 
determined  pursuant  to  their  own  acts,  by  the  Surveyor  General. 

14th.  The  matter  next  requiring  consideration,  is  the  right  of  the  "Port- 
land  City,"  which  interferes  with  the  locations  aforesaid,  of  Stark,  Lowns- 
dale,  Chapman,  and  Coffin,  under  the  Act  of  23d  May,  1844,  "for  the 
relief  of  the  citizens  of  towns  upon  the  lands  of  the  United  States  under 
certain  circumstances." 

The  testimony  shows  that  the  town  or  city  of  Portland  was  laid  out  in 
1845.  The  aforesaid  Act  of  23d  May,  1844,  (No.  79,)  contemplates  "  relief 
of  the  citizens  of  towns  of  the  United  States."  That  law  is  as  general  and 
comprehensive  as  language  can  well  make  it.  The  town  of  Portland  is  re- 
cognized as  in  existence  in  1845;  and  as  the  14th  section  of  the  Act  of 
14th  August,  1848,  (No.  154,)  establishing  "the  Territorial  government 
of  Oregon,"  declared  the  laws  of  "the  United  States  extended  over,"  and 
"in  force  in  said  Territory,  so  far  aa  the  same  or  any  provision  thereof 
may  be  applicable ;"  and  as  there  was  the  town  of  Portland  then  existing, 
(1845,)  and  the  Town-site  taw  necessarily  was  applicable,  it  is  dif&eult  to 
resist  the  correctness  of  the  decision  of  my  predecessor,  of  the  17th  April, 
1854,  as  affirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  that  the  said  Act  of  1844 
did  apply  and  was  extended  to  Oregon  by  the  aforesaid  Act  of  1848.  The 
subsequent  Act  of  17th  Jnly,  1S54,  in  express  terras  extending  and  en- 
lai^ing  said  a«t,  may  be  regarded  as  affii-ming  the  decision,  for  it  is  quite 
clear  that  upon  well  settled  general  principfes,  a  town-site  would  not  he 
liable  to  rural  donation  or  pre-emptions,  oven  in  the  absence  of  statute  law 
to  that  effect. 

By  the  aforesaid  action,  however,  of  my  predecessor,  as  affirmed  by  the 
late  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  question  is  res  acljudicata. 
_  Pursuant  to  this  decision,  the  "  corporate  authorities"  of  the  incorporated 
city^  of  Portland,  on  the  1st  February,  1858,  entered  certain  tracts  con- 
taining three  hundred  and  six,  eighty^me  hundredths  acres,  in  a  compact 
form,_  Receipt  No.  19,  of  the  Receiver  at  Oregon  City. 

This  entry,  subject  to  revision  in  regard  to  conforming  with  the  lines 
of  the  public  surveys,  and  correct  area,  interferes  with  the  locations  of  the 
donation  claims  of  Stark,  Lownsdale,  Chapman,  and  Coffin;  yet,  so  far,  and 
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in  all  things  affecting  the  rights,  as  iothoiders,  of  those  parties,  or  either  of 
them  or  of  their  vendees,  reaching  back  to  the  inception  of  town  title,  and 
including  all  bmiafide.  lotholdecs,  it  afBrms  their  titles  in  directing  that  the 
entry  shall  be  "  in  trust,  for  the  several  use  and  benefit  of  the  occupants 
thereof  according  to  their  respective  interests."  _ 

80  that,  in  carrying  into  effect  the  decision  of  185i,  in  regard  to  the 
town  site  of  Portland  under  the  Act  of  1844,  we  recognize  and  patent  the 
premises  for  the  benefit  of  all  lawful  lona  fide  Iothoiders,  and  propose  an 
express  reservation  in  the  patent  certificate,  and  patent  yet  to  he  issued  tor 
it  of  any  valid  claims  which  may  exist  in  virtue  of  the  several  donations 
of  Stark,  Lownsdale,  Chapman,  and  Coffin,  and  so,  in  the  issuing  of  patents 
to  them,  we  propose  they  shall  hear  even  date,  and  simultaneous  delivery, 
and  contemplate  a  like  saving  clause  in  regard  to  the  town  site  entry,  and 
accordingly  render  this  as  our  decision  in  this  respect  in  regard  to  all  ot 
them.

The  papers  submitted  to  this  Department  by  your  letter  of  the  18th  of 
August  last,  in  the  case  iuvolving  the  claim  by  pre-emption  of  John  Q.  Hays, 
to  a  certain  tract  of  land  in  the  South  Platte  District,  Nebraska  Territory, 
contested  by  certain  parties  claiming  to  be  Iothoiders  in  the  town  of  Platts- 
mouth,  are  herewith  returned.  j-  -n,    . 

The  act  of  the  Nebraska  Legislature,  incorporating  the  Oity  ot  Flatts- 
mouth,  enacts,  that  all  the  territory  included  within  the  geographical  limits 
of  said  city,  together  with  all  additions  that  may  be  made  thereto,  is  de- 
clared to  be  a  city,  &o.  The  geographical  limits  of  Plattsmouth  can  only 
be  considered  as  embracing  the  land  entered  or  subject  to  entry  under  the 
Act  of  1844  i  and  the  act  of  the  town  authorities  in  making  additions 
thereto  of  adjacent  public  lands,  by  simply  surveying  the  same  into 
streets,  &e.,  and  platting  it,  will  not  be  recognized  or  allowed.  Your  con- 
clusion, therefore,  that  the  mere  act  of  including  the  land  within  the  limits 
of  the  incorporation  of  the  town,  would  not  exclude  it  from  pre-emption, 
there  bein"  no  town  improvements  thereon,  is  just  and  correct.  Prom  a 
consideration  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  I  am  satisfied  that  your  decision  in 
favor  of  the  right  of  said  Hays,  is  in  accordance  with  law,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  affinned.

Your  letter  of  the  27tli  of  September  last,  and  the  aecompaDjiDg  papers 
pertaining  to  the  pre-emption  claim  of  Miles  C.  Seldon  to  a  certain  tract  of 
land  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Nebraska  City,  have  heen  con- 
sidered. 

Said  tract  appears  to  have  heen  "  designated  upon  the  plat  of  said  city/' 
aod  made  a  part  thereof  by  the  act  of  incorporation,  and  to  have  been  oc- 
cupied and  settled  upon,  as  a  part  of  the.  town.  While  these  facts  would 
establish  no  claim  or  right  on  the  part  of  the  town  authorities  thereto,  they 
would  be  sufficient,  in  view  of  the  words  employed  in  the  act  of  inoorpora- 
tion,  to  exclude  it  from  ajtricultural  pre-emption  under  the  clause  of  the 
Act  of  1841,  which  provides  that  "  no  sections  or  fractions  of  sections  in- 
cluded within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  town  shall  he  liable  to  entry 
under  the  provisions"  of  said  act ;  provided,  the  plat  of  the  city  had  been 
actually  made  and  completed,  prior  to  the  passage  of  said  act  of  incorpora- 
tion 

But  the  improvements  of  said  Seldon  were  not  of  such  a  character  as 
would  entitlp  him  to  pre-empt  the  land  he  claims.  Your  decision,  adverse 
to  his  ri^ht,  IS  accordingly  hereby  affirmed,  and  the  papers  are  herewith 
returned

DKFiRTMEKT   OF    THE    InTEHIOB, 

April  13,  1859. 

I  have  esamined  and  considered  the  case  of  pre-emption,  received  with 
your  letter  of  24th  January  last,  wherein  the  Clay  City  Company,  James 
Minehei:,  David  Beebe,  and  others,  are  claimants,  to  enter  a  certain  tract 
of  land,  subject  to  sale  at  Nebraska  City,  and  the  papers  ai-e  now  returned. 
_  The  separate  rights  of  those  claimants  who  signed  the  petition  for  the 
incorporation  of  Clay  City,  became  thereby  merged  in  the  city  claim.  By 
that  act,  each  of  the  signers  admitted,  by  clear  implication,  that  his  object 
was  not  to  acquire  the  land  for  his  "  own  exclusive  use  and  benefit."  The 
town  site  claim,  under  tho  Act  of  23d  May,  1844,  is  invalid.  First,  Be- 
cause the  so-called  "  Clay  City"  is  not  a  city  or  town.  At  most,  even  if 
the  land  was  built  upon,  and  occupied  for  town  purposes,  the  fractions  of 
sections  which  it  embraced,  would  be  but  out-lots  of  the  adjoining  town. 
Second,  The  improvements  are  not  of  such  a  character  as  to  indicate  actual 
town  occupancy;  and  the  town  claimants,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  do 
not  inhabit  the  so-called  town.  Your  rejection  of  the  claim  of  said  town 
proprietors  is  hereby  approved. 

The  said  parties.  Mlnchell  and  Beehe,  have  likewise  entirely  failed  to 
establish  any  valid  right  of  pre-emption  to  the  land  in  controversy,  under 
their  original  settlement  and  filing.  The  proof  does  not  show  that  their 
mhabitanej  and  improvement  of  the  lands  claimed  by  them,  was  such  as 
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tie  law  lonlempl.t..,  and  requires.    It  is  tlciefore  decided,  tbat  the  olain 
ot  tlie  parties,  as  set  up  and  presented  in  tliis  ease^  must  be  rejected.

veyance of  land,  within  the  limits  of  such  town,  made  in  any  manner  for 
the  iiso  or  benefit  of  its  inhabitants,  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  made 
to  the  town  by  name ;  any  civil  action  which  could  bo  prosecuted  by  or 
against  an  individual,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  may  be  prosecuted  by 
or  against  a  town,  before  such  justice."

The  act  of  Congress  above  referred  to,  provides  that  the  esecution  of 
the  trust  ''as  to  the  disposal  of  the  lots  in  such  town,  and  the  proceeds  of 
the  sales  thereof,  shall  be  conducted  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  proscribed  by  the  legislative  authority  of  the  State,  &c  The 
question  now  arises  :  First.  Has  the  admitted  action  of  the  inhabitants  of 
hupenor  City,  under  the  laws  of  Wisconsin,  had  the  legal  effect  of  incor- 
porating  the  same,  and  Second.  Are  the  trustees  chosen  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  qualified  to  act  as  the  "  corporate  authorities"  speci- 
ned  in  the  Act  of  Congress  of  May  23,  1844. 

Both  of  these  questions  I  unhesitatingly  answer  in  the  affirmative  and 

your  instructions  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  at  Superior  City,  directing 

them  to  permit  the  entry  by  the  said  trustees  of  said  town,  and  in  trust  for 

tte  several  use  and  benefit  of  the  occupants  thereof,  are  hereby  approved.

In  this  case,  the  land  emhraced  in  Harback's  claim  was  included,  by  an 
act  of  the  territorial  legislature,  within  the  limits  of  an  mcorporated  town 
by  specific  descrintion,  and  it  thereby  became  escluded  from  pre-emption 
by  the  very  terms  of  the  law.  There  were  no  vague  and  indefinite  limits 
fised  in  the  act  of  incorporation,  as  in  the  charter  of  Plattsmouth,  by 
which  it  was  attempted  to  incorporate  in  advance  all  additions  that  might 
be  made  thereto;  but  the  legal  subdivisions  which  embrace  the  tract 
claimed  by  Harhack,  are  definitely  described.  Omaha  was  incorporated 
on  the  2d  February,  1857,  after  the  forfeiture  by  Harhack  of  his  original 
right,  and  before  he  had  given  notice  of  his  intention  to  assert  a  pre-emp- 
tion claim  to  the  land,  as  required  by  law. 

For  these  reasons,  as  well  as  for  those  stated  in  your  report  of  the  id 
July  last,  which  I  consider  valid,  the  claim  of  Harhack  is  rejected.      _ 

The  land  in  question  is  not  subject  to  pre-emption,  neither  has  any  right 
on  the  part  of  the  authorities  of  Omaha  City,  or  of  any  others,  attached  to 
the  same.  It  can  only  be  disposed  of,  or  brought  into  market,  by  being 
offered  at  public  sale. 

The  papers  are  now  returned.

Claim  of  entry,  hy  location  of  a  land  warrant  of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
on  lands  reserved  from  entry,  by  reason  of  their  belonging  to  the  con- 
tested grant  of  Maison  Rouge. 

Claim  of  Pre-emftion  in  the  same  lands,  by  entry,  for  the  purpose  of  Pre- 
emption.      Case  of  Faust  and  Rust.

Sir :— Your  communication  of  the  12th  ultimo,  presents  questions  of 
conflicting  claims  to  a  certain  tract  of  land  in  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
namely  that  of  James  M.  Faust,  under  an  alleged  authorized  selection  ot 
the  land  by  that  State,  and  that  of  C.  H.  Dohbs,  administrator  of  Frede- 
rick Taylor,  under  an  alleged  right  of  pre-emption  in  said  Taylor. 

The  laud  in  dispute,  is  part  of  that  claimed  by  the  representatives  of  the 
Marquis  de  Maison  Rouge,  and  which,  after  much  protracted  litigation, 
was  \y  a  series  of  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  at  length,  during  the 
term  of  1854  and  1855,  finally  adjudged  to  belong  to  the  United  States. 
(United  States  v.  King  and  others,  3  Howard,  773;  7  Howard,  833; 
United  States  y.  Turner'^  Heirs,  11  How.  668  ;  United  Stales  v.  Cox  and 
others,  17  How.  41.)  The  pendency  of  that  controversy  gave  ns«  to 
sundry  acts  of  special  legislation,  according  to  the  relation  of  which,  to 
provisions  of  general  legislation,  the  present  matter  is  to  be  determined. 

1.  The  claim  of  Jamea  M.  Faust. 
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He  holda,  if  at  all,  under  an  internal  improvement  warrant  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  and  on  a  seJoction  or  location  miide  in  the  name  of  that  State, 
by  yirtoG  of  tlie  eighth  section  of  the  Aot  of  4th  September,  1841,  en- 
titled "  An  Act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands, 
and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights,"  bj  which  certain  States,  including  Loui- 
siana, were  empowered  to  tate  a  quantity  of  public  lands  for  internal  im- 
provementa,  the  location  to  be  made  by  each  State,  "on  any  pubhc  land, 
(within  such  State,)  except  such  as  is,  or  may  be,  reserved  from  sale  by 
any  kw  of  Congress,  or  proclamation  of  the  President."  5  Stats,  at  Larae, 
p.  455,  (No.  48.)  ^ 

And  the  only  point  of  inquiry  is,  whether  the  selection  was,  or  not, 
made  in  disregard  of  any  such  reservation.  If  it  were,  it  can  have  no 
legal  validity. 

The  Act  of  March  3,  1811,  making  general  provision  for  the  sale  of 
lands  in  Louisiana,  contains  the  following  proviso  : — 

'^Provided  koioever,  That  till  after  the  decision  of  Congress  thereon,  no 
tract  of  land  shall  be  offered  for  sale,  the  claim  to  which  has  been  in  due 
time,_and  according  to  law,  presented  to  the  recorder  of  land  titles,  in  the 
District  of  Louisiana,  and  filed  in  his  office,  for  the  purpose  of  being  in- 
vestigated by  the  commissioners  appointed  for  ascertaining  the  rights  of 
persons  claiming  lands  in  the  Territory  of  Louisiana."  2  Stats,  at  Large, 
p.  665. 

The  Act  of  May  26,  1824,  for  settling  land  claims  in  Missouri  and  Ar- 
kansas, enacted  "  That  in  each  and  every  case,  in  which  any  claim,  tried 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  finally  decided  against  the  claim- 
ant ;  and  in  each  and  every  case,  in  which  any  claim,  cognizahlc  under  the 
terms  of  this  act,  shall  be  barred  by  the  provisions  contained  therein,  the 
land  specified  in  such  claim  shall  forthwith  be  held  and  taken  as  a  part  of 
the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  subject  to  the  same  disposition  as 
any  other  public  land  in  the  same  district."  4  Stats,  at  Large,  §  7,  p.  54. 
The  provisions  of  this  act  were  temporary  only;  and  were  continued  in 
force  by  another  temporary  Act,  thatof  May  21,  1828,  (4  Stats,  at  Laro'c 
p.  298,)  and  wore,  by^  the  Act  of  June  17,  1844,  (No.  89,)  revived  for 
a  certain  period  of  time,  and  made  applicable  to  Louisiana,  Arkansas, 
and  certain  portions  of  Mississippi  and  Alabama.  5  Stats,  at  Large,  p.  676. 
These  acts  attached,  in  fact,  to  the  land  comprehended  within  the  limits 
of  the  claim  of  the  Marquis  de  Maison  Bouge.  In  some  of  the  documents 
before  me,  doubt  or  uncertainty  is  expressed  on  this  point,  that  is,  whether 
the  claim  of  Maison  Rouge  was  among  the  claims  duly  before  the  proper 
commissioners,  as  required  by  the  tenor  of  the  Act  of  1811 ;  but  of  this, 
the  proofs  will  be  found  in  the  archives  of  the  Land  Office.  (See  United 
States  V.  Khig,  3  How.  773,  780.)  Of  course,  under  the  acts  cited,  the 
land  in  controversy  was  reserved  from  sale,  the  reservation  to  terminate 
forthwith,  upon  the  title  being  fixed  by  adjudication,  or  limitation  of  action 
in  the  United  States. 

But  the  tenor  of  the  reservation  was  materially  modified  by  the  Act  of 
January  27, 1851,  (No.  184,)  which  was  enacted  with  particular  reference  to 
theActof  Junel7, 1844,  and  which  gave  a  special  right  of  pre-emption,  in 
the  lands  claimed  by  Maison  Rouge,  to  all  persons  holding  by  purchase  in 
good  faith,  under  him,  and  who  should  have  improved  and  cultivated  the 
land  so  purchased.  In  order  to  enable  such  persons  to  present  their  claims, 
the  act  provided,  that  twelve  months  subsequent  to  public  notice  should  be 
allowed  them,  during  which  period  the  lands  in  question  "  shall  not  be 
liable  tosale  to  other  persons,  as  public  lands."  9  Stats,  at  Large,  p.  565. 
Now  it  appears  that  Faust  made  entiy,  in  the  first  instance,  under  a 
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location  of  the  year  1845,  which  was  premature,  according  to  the  law  as  it 
then  existed,  and  again  under  a  new  location  of  September  4, 1853,  which 
was  also  premature,  for  no  notice  whatever,  under  the  Act  of  1851,  was 
given  by  the  Land  Office,  until  August,  1854,  and  even  that  notice  proved 
to  be  unseasonable,  and  had  to  be  countermanded,  as  against  law  and  void, 
in  consequence  of  the  pendency  of  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Coxe, 
which  covered  three  quarters  of  the  pretended  grant  to  Maison  Kouge,  and 
was  not  finally  decided  until  the  5th  March,  1855,  (17  How.  41.)  Ihe 
A,ct  of  1851,  (No.  184,)  which  continues  the  reservation  of  this  tract  until 
three  months  after  notice,  expressly  provides  that  such  notice  shall  he  issued 
only  "  in  the  event  of  a  final  adjudication  by  the  court,  in  favor  of  tUe 
United  States."  Of  course,  not  until  after  the  rendition  of  judgment  in  the 
case  of  the  United  StaUs  v.  Coxe,  could  any  lawful  notice  be  given  to 
decl  ire  in  conformity  with  statute,  that  the  lands  in  question  were  to  be 
thereupon  considered  as  released  from  reservation,  and  from  pretensions  of 
alleged  grant,  and  so  restored  to  the  mass  of  the  public  domain  of  the 
United  States.  ,  .      -      , 

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  claim  of  Faust  cannot  be  maintained. 
2    The  claim  of  C.  H.  Dobbs,  administrator  of  Frederick  Taylor. 
In  the  report  of  the  pre-emption  clerk  of  the  Land  Office,  in  that  of  the 
Commissioner,  in  the  brief  of  the  case  prepared  in  your  Department,  and  in 
the  arguments  of  counsel,  sundry  questions  arc  discussed  as  appertaining 
to  the  claim  of  Taylor.  ,    -  .        ,.  ^l 

I  propose  to  deal  with  but  one  of  those,  which  seems  to  me  decisive  of  the 
case,  without  going  into  others,  which  may,  or  may  not,  be  of  equal  re- 
levancy, but  whieh  it  will  be  time  enough  to  consider  when  they  conie  up 
insulated,  in  questions  essential  to  the  determination  of  the  rights  ot  the 
Government. 

The  material  facts  it  appears  are  these  ;  _  ., -,„,p     , 

Taylor  occupied  the  land  in  1832,  and  from  that  time  until  1846,  when 
he  assigned  for  a  valuable  consideration  to  Mr.  Kust,  and  then  removed  to 
another  tract  of  land,  which  he  occupied  untU  his  death,  m  1848.  On  his 
death,  his  widow  administered;  but  she  marrj-ing  again,  and  removing 
into  another  State,  was  for  these  reasons,  as  it  is  alleged,  superseded,  Uobbs 
being  appointed  in  her  place.  Whether  Taylor  left  heirs  is  not  stated. 
The  obiect  of  the  administration,  however,  is  frankly  avowed  by  Mr.  Kust. 
It  is  to  provide  the  meJins  of  making  effectual,  if  it  can  lawfully  be  done, 
the  assignment  to  him  by  Taylor.  For  Mr.  Rust  entered  upon,  and  has 
continued  in,  the  actual  use  and  improvement  of  the  land,  though  not  bim- 
self  residing  upon  it,  his  doraieil  being  in  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

Here,  undoubtedly,  are  equities  of  a  certain  kind  in  Taylor,  and  in  his 
assignee,  Rust.  1  am  not  prepared  to  say,  that  by  no  means  whatever 
could  such  equities,  in  a  case  otherwise  free  from  difficulty,  be  converted 
into  a  lec^I  estate.  Nor,  in  the  present  case,  does  evidence  appearof  any 
thing  objeetionahle  in  what  is  aimed  at,  except  in  the  varions  prohibitory 
provisions  of  acts  of  Congress.  I  say  nothing  upon  this  point,  therefore, 
except  in  behalf  of  all  innocent  holders  in  such  circumstances,  to  exclude 
conclusions  that  they  are  without  redress  at  the  hands  either  of  the  courts 
of  law  or  of  the  United  States. 

Leaving  all  these  considerations  aside,  the  radical  difficulty  here  seems 
to  me  to  consist  in  the  fact  that,  during  the  whole  period  of  the  assumed 
pre-emptor's  occupation,  the  land  in  dispute  was  a  part  of  thestatute 
Reservation  covering  the  claim  of  Maison  Rouge.  That  reservation,  we 
have  already  seen,  commenced  with  the  Act  of  March  3,  1811,  and  only 
expired  with  the  statute  of  January  27,  1851.     Dunag  all  that  period  of 
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time,  the  land  was  not  open  to  entry  or  sale,  and  of  course  not  subject  to 
pre-emption. 

The  only  reasonable  ground  of  doabt  on  that  point  is  found  in  the  Act 
of  March  3,  1853,  (No.  222,)  which  enacts  :— 

"  That  the  pre-emption  lawa  of  the  United  States,  as  they  now  exist,  he 
and  are  hereby  extended  over  the  alternate  reserved  sections  of  puhlio 
lands  aJong  the  lines  of  all  the  railroads  in  the  United  States,  wherever 
public  lands  have  been  or  may  be  granted  by  acta  of  Congress. 

"  Provided  furOier,  That  any  settler  who  has  settled  on  lands  heretofore 
reserved  on  account  of  claims  under  French,  Spanish,  or  other  grants  which 
have  been  or  shall  be  hereafter  declared  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  Stat«s  to  be  invalid,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  of  pre-emption 
granted  by  this  and  the  Act  of  the  4th  September,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-one,  entitled  "  Aa  Act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  public  lauds  to 
grant  pre-emption  rights,"  after  the  lands  shall  have  been  released  from 
reservation,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  reservation  existed."  10  Stats, 
at  Large,  p.  244. 

The  proviso  of  this  statute  gives  to  settlers  within  the  limits  of  the  claim 
of  Maison  Eouge  :  1st,  All  tho  rights  of  pre-emption  granted  to  any  settler 
on  the  public  domain  by  the  general  Act  of  September  4,  1841 ;  and  2d, 
All  other  rights  of  pre-emption,  if  any,  granted  by  this  act. 

What  are  those  other  rights  ?  Clearly  those  described  in  the  body  of 
the  statute,  which  extends  the  pre-emption  laws  of  the  United  States,  as 
they  now  exist,  to  reservations  heretofore  made  for  the  Government,  in 
granting  lands  for  railroads  to  States  or  others;  and  which  pre-emption 
laws,  as  they  now  exist,  if  tJiere  be  any  other  than  the  Act  of  1841,  are  in 
addition  to  that  extended  to  the  lands  of  the  claims  of  Maison  Eouge. 

The  phraseology  of  the  proviso,  it  is  clear  upon  any  construction  of  it,  is 
illogical  and  inexact.  The  body  of  the  statute  applies  the  Act  of  1841  to 
the  snbject-matter;  because  that  indubitably  is  one  of  the  existing  pre- 
emption laws  of  the  United  States.  The  words  "granted  by  this  act," 
carried  the  Act  of  1841  to  this  land.  It  no  more  needed  to  specify  the 
Act  of  1841  in  the  proviso  than  in  the  body  of  the  new  statute. 

But  let  that  pass.  The  real  question  is  of  the  legal  intendment  of  the 
phrase,  "  The  pre-emption  laws  of  the  United  States  as  they  now  exist." 

I  apprehend  that  the  object  of  the  proviso  was  to  provide  for  persons 
then  actoally  settled  as  pre-emptors  on  the  lands  of  the  grant  to  Maison 
Eouge,  in  addition  to  tenants  holding  by  purchase  in  good  faith  under 
Maison  Eouge.  Concede,  nevertheless,  for  the  argument's  sake,  that  the 
occupation,  in  virtue  of  which  the  pre-emptor  claims,  may  date  back  to 
some  anterior  time.  The  question  is,  to  what  time  ?  Or  rather  to  what 
act  to  be  referred,  if  any  other  than  that  of  1841. 

It  is  contended,  in  behalf  of  Taiflor,  or  of  Mr.  Eust,  seeking  to  have  an 
assumed  inchoate  or  equitable  title  perfected  through  Taylor,  that  the 
temporary  and  expired  pre-emption  Act  of  June  19,  1834,  is  thus  revived 
and  made  applicable  to  these  lands,  equally  with  that  of  September  4, 1841, 
and  it  is  under  the  Act  of  1834,  and  that  only,  that  Taylor's  administra- 
tor claims  the  right  of  pre-emption. 

To  this  it  might  be  replied,  that  any  pre-emption  accruing  under  that 
act  must  have  been  proved  in  the  lifetime  of  the  act,  and  if  not  so  proved, 
is  utterly  and  forever  lost.     4  Sfats.  at  Large,  p.  678. 

It  might  also  be  objected  that,  if  the  temporary  Act  of  1834  is  revived 
and  applied,  so,  also,  are  those  of  February  6,  1813,  April  12,  1814,  April 
29,  1816,  May  29,  1830,  July  4,  1832,  March  2,  1833,  June  22,  1838, 
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and  June  1,  1840,  wtieh  construction  would  involve  the  legal  possibility, 
if  not  the  probability,  of  insoluble  conflict  of  pre-emptor's  claims. 

These  arc  secondary  considerations,  however,  which  might  contribute  to 
guide  us  to  a  correct  construction  of  the  Act  of  1853,  if  the  language  of 
that  act  were  equivocal,  or  of  doubtful  legal  intendment.  I  am  not  able 
to  perceive  that  it  is  so.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  words,  "  The  pre-emption 
laws  of  the  United  States,  as  they  now  exist,"  have  bat  one  possible  signi- 
fication. Now  is  the  date  of  the  enactment.  It  will  cover,  perhaps,  all 
.'iubsequeot  general  provisions  of  law  mpari  materia,  passed  during  the 
lifetime  of  the  act  in  which  it  is  found,  such  as  the  supplemental  Act  of 
March  2,  1855,  and  the  pre-emption  law  of  June  26,  1856,  hereafter 
spoken  of.  But  by  no  rule  of  construction  whatever,  can  it  go  back  to  re- 
vive and  re-enact  expired  statutes,  and  enable  things  to  be  done  to-day 
which  could  otherwise  be  done  lawfully  only  in  the  previous  lifetime,  and 
in  virtue  of  such  expired  acts.  Of  course  it  cannot  restore  to  vitality  the 
Act  of  1834,  nor  enable  the  representatives  of  Taylor  to  assert,  under  it, 
pre-emption  rights  which  were  created  by  it  alone,  which  expired  with  it, 
and  which  are  not  capable  of  being  asserted  in  virtue  of  permanent  aud 
subsisting  acts  of  Congress. 

Nothing  to  the  contrary  of  this  can  bo  inferred  from  the  use  of  the  word 
"  laws,"  in  the  plural  number.  Law  does  not  necessarily  imply  a  single 
statute,  nor  laws  a  plurality  of  statutes.  Such  an  expression  is  sometimes 
employed  as  the  precise  equivalent  of  statute  or  statutes,  and  sometimes 
even  in  the  plural  number,  it  signifies  provisions  of  statute,  though  con- 
tained in  a  single  statute. 

Besides  which,  the  suggestion  as  to  the  force  of  the  word  "  laws,"  as- 
sumes what  is  not  true,  namely,  that  in  order  to  find  some  pre-emption  law 
'n  addition  to  the  Act  of  1841,  we  need  to  look  up  expired  statutes.  That 
s  not  the  only  general  statute  on  the  subject  of  pre-emptions,  which  exists 
ndependently  of  the  Act  of  1853. 

Thus,  for  instance,  we  have,  besides  the  Act  of  1841,  the  Act  of  May 
26,  1824,  the  Act  of  March  3,  1843,  the  Act  of  May  23,  1844,  and  the 
Act  of  August  3,  1846,  all  which  acts  existed  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  the  Act  of  1851,  and  were  made  applicable  by  it,  to  the  lands  of  the 
grant  of  Maison  Rouge. 

Nor,  as  it  appears  to  me,  is  any  useful  inference  deducible  from  the  words 
of  the  Act  of  1853,  "shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  of  pre-emption 
granted  after  the  land  shall  have  been  released  from  reservation,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  no  reservation  existed."  We  must  give  some  signifi- 
cance, it  is  said,  to  these  words.  Granted ;  but  it  has  ample  meaning,  with- 
out recurrence  to  the  Act  of  1834;  for  the  very  supposition  of  the  Act  of 
1853  is,  that  persons  may  have  been,  at  the  time  of  its  enactment,  on  the 
land,  for  the  purpose  of  pre-emption,  notwithstanding  the  unlawfulness  of 
such  settlement,  by  reason  of  the  land  being  in  the  state  of  reservation ; 
and  proceeding  on  that  supposition,  it  proceeds  to  legalize,  conditionally, 
such  settlements,  and  to  give  to  them  rights  of  pre-emption,  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  no  reservation  existed,  provided  that  all  the  rights  of  pre- 
emption so  conceded,  shall  be  such  only  as  might  otherwise  be  lawfully 
asserted,  under  subsisting  acts  of  Congress, 

There  is  a  recent  statute,  that  of  June  26, 1856,  (No.  294,)  which  revives 
and  continues  in  force  certain  pre-existing  statutes,  in  relation  to  suspended 
pre-emption  land  claims.  These  acts  apply  only  to  entries  or  sales  suspended 
on  account  of  error,  or  informality  arising  from  ignorance,  accident,  or 
mistake,  and  where  the  law  has  been  substantially  complied  with,  but  not 
to  cases  where  there  can  be  no  lawful  entry  or  sale,  in  consequence  of  the 
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total  absence  of  iawfu!  authority.  In  the  former  alternative,  and  in  that 
only,  such  suspended  entries  may  be  allowed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  with  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and 
the  Attorney- G-eneral.     9  Stats,  at  Large,  p.  51. 

On  the  whole,  therefore,  my  opinion  is,  that,  as  the  land  in  dispute  was 
not  subject  to  pre-emption  at  tKe  time  the  alleged  pre-emption  rights  were 
acquired,  and  the  same  not  having  been  legalized  by  any  subsequent  sta- 
tute, the  claim,  whatever  may  be  its  equities,  is  not  sustained  by  law,  and 
that,  for  aught  that  appears  in  the  papers  before  me,  the  land  still  apper- 
tains to  the  public  domain  of  the  United  States.

The  right  of  the  State  having  allarhed  lo  part  of  an  alternate  section, 
prior  to  the  Pre-emption  settlement,  the  entry  of  the  Pre-emptor  cancelled.

Gentlemen  : — In  the  pre-emption  case.  No.  455,  of  2d  October,  1856, 
in  the  name  of  Charles  IV.  Tosh,  he  claims  the  north  half,  southwest  quar- 
ter, section  31,  township  92  north,  range  45,  west,  and  the  east  half,  south- 
east quarter,  section  36,  township  92  north,  range  46,  west ;  and  the  proof 
shows  that  his  settlement  was  made  on  the  12th  September,  1856.  These 
tracts  are  within  the  sis-mile  limits  of  the  Dubuque  and  Pacific  Railroad, 
within  which  limits  the  right  of  the  State  attached  to  the  granted,  that  is, 
the  odd  numbered  sections,  on  the  8th  of  July,  1856,  from  and  after  which 
date,  the  reserved,  that  is,  the  even  numbered  sections,  were  increased  in 
price,  to  12  50  per  acre,  to  legal  pre-emptors ;  the  entry  is  therefore  can 
celled.     You  will  note  caueellation  oa  your  books  and  piats. 
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If  the  dwelling  of  Mr.  Tost  be  on  that  portion  of  hig  claim  which  is  in 
section  31},  township  92  north,  range  46,  west,  and  he  desires  to  retain  that 
part,  he  may  be  permitted  to  do  so,  upon  his  furnishing  patisfaetory  proof, 
and  paying  a  sum  in  addition  to  what  he  has  paid,  (that  is,  §547  50  addi- 
tional,} to  make  ?2  50  per  acre  for  the  portion  retained. 

lo  case  he  does  so,  the  Register  wil!  issue  a  new  certificate  of  the  same 
number  and  date  .as  the  original,  for  the  part  retained;  and  the  Receiver 
will  issue  a  supplemental  receipt  for  the  additional  payment,  giving  it  a 
half  number  of  the  current  series.  You  will  note  the  transaction  on  your 
books,  plats,  and  current  monthly  abstract,  and  enclose  the  new  certificate  and 
supplemental  receipt  in  a  special  letter,  referring  therein  to  the  date  of  this. 

In  case  the  dwelling  of  Tosh  be  not  on  the  part  in  section  36,  or  he  does 
not  desire  to  retain  the  land  on  the  above  conditions,  you  will  notify  him 
to  make  the  usual  application  through  your  office  for  the  return  of  the 
purchase-money.

A  claimant  of  Pre-emption  rights,  viho  hat  taken  the  required  oath,  is  en- 
titled to  the  benefit  of  the  presumption  that  the  same  u  true,  unM  the 
contrary  is  ckarlff  proven. 

Acts  in  relation  to  British,  French  and  Spanish  grants,  considered. 


With  your  report  of  the  20th  July  last,  was  submitted  the  appeal  of 
"Wiley  J.  Vester,  from  your  decision  of  the  12th  September,  1857,  reject- 
ing his  claim  of  pre-emption  to  lots,  2,  3  and  6,  the  southeast  quarter 
of  the  northwest  quarter  and  the  southwest  quarter  of  section  1,  township 
22  north,  range  6,  east,  under  the  5th  sectiou  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
Srd  March,  1851,  the  Act  of  2nd  March,  1855,  and  3rd  March,  1853,  De 
Bastrop  lauds,  Monroe  District,  Louisiana.  On  the  25th  August,  by  let- 
ter of  this  Department,  a  reinvestigation  was  ordered ;  and  on  the  27th 
October  last,  I  declined  to  dismiss  the  appeal,  or  to  order  an  arrest  of  pro- 
ceedings, under  the  reinvestigation. 

Your  report  of  the  15th  ultimo,  has  submitted  the  results  of  the  rein- 
vestigation, with  the  separate  letter  of  the  present  Register  and  Receiver, 
under  date  of  the  25th  January,  185fl,  concurring  in  the  opinion,  that 
Vester  substantially  complied  with  the  laws  under  which  he  claims,  and 
onght  to  be  allowed  to  enter  the  land,  if  it  is  yet  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Land  Department.  On  the  first  hearing  of  the  case,  in  September,  1856, 
the  local  officers  were  divided  in  opinion,  and  submitted  the  case  to  you  for 
instructions,  and  it  is  ai^ued  by  the  contesting  claimant,  that  the  last  judg- 
ment of  the  local  officers  on  the  recent  reinvestigation,  is  but  the  expression 
of  preconceived  opinions;  I  therefore  assent  to  a  more  elaborate  review  of 
the  case,  than  would  otherwise  be  proper.  Briefly  then  as  to  facts.  It  is 
reported,  that  on  the  20th  September,  1855,  the  plat  of  the  public  surveys 
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of  the  land  ia  contest,  was  filed  in  tte  local  office,  the  snryeya  in  the  field 
having  been  made  in  the  first  quarter  of  1855.  On  the  20th  October,  1855. 
Vcster  filed  his  declaratory  statement,  and  on  the  Ifith  May,  1856,  Mrs 
Dorcas  Dinkgrave,  applied  to  locate,  or  did  locate,  a  Louisiana  State'inter! 
?oU'"^''°^^°'^"'  warrant  on  the  same  lands.  On  the  16th  September, 
1856,  the  contestants  appeared  at  tlie  local  ofEce,  and  tendered  the  original 
proof.  On  the  26th  November,  the  local  officers  rendered  adverse  opinions, 
the  Register  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Dinkgrave,  and  theEeceiveriD  favor  of  Vester. 
On  the  12th  of  September,  1857,  your  opinion  sustaining  the  Register,  was 
forwarded  to  Monroe,  and  on  the  17th  May,  1858,  jou  submitted  the  in- 
ternal  improvement  selection,  in  list  50  A.,  reporting  that  no  objection  to 
approval  appeared  on  your  books.  The  selection  was  approved  May  24, 
"  subject  to  any  valid  legal  rights  that  may  exist,  to  any  of  the  tracts," 
embraced  m  the  list.  On  the  7th  July  following,  an  appeal  was  filed  id 
your  office,  from  the  decision,  rejecting  Vester's  pre-emption  claim,  and  on 
the  16th  July,  this  appeal  being  inadvertently  overlooked,  the  list  was 
forwarded  from  your  office  to  Governor  Wickliffe,  with  the  advice  that  my 
approval  had  been  made  subject  to  any  valid  legal  rights  which  may  have 
existed  at  the  time  the  selection  was  made  known  to  the  Register  of  the 
local  land  office.  The  appeal  of  Vester  was  reported  from  your  office,  July 
20th,  and  my  order  for  a  reinvestigation,  given  August  25th,  and  a  deed  from 
Governor  Wiokliffo  to  John  T.  Lndeling,  assignecof  Dinkgrave,  was  issued 
August,  30,  1858,  without  reference  to  any  saving  or  exception  in  the  body 
of  the  deed,  of  prior  valid  legal  rights  to  the  same  land. 

The  first  point  argued  in  support  of  the  right  of  Ludeling  is,  that  these 
proceedings  have  concluded  this  Department  from  any  further  action  in  the 
matter  of  Vester's  application  to  enter  by  pre-emption.  To  this  I  cannot 
agree.  The  8th  section  of  the  Act  of  September  4,  1841,  gives  to  the 
States  named  in  the  first  section  of  that  Act,  and  others  that  should  there- 
after be  admitted  into  the  Union,  a  certain  quantity  of  land,  to  be  located 
within  their  limits  respectively,  in  parcels  of  not  less  than  three  hundred 
and  twenty  acres,  upon  "  any  public  land,  except  such  as  is,  or  may  be  re- 
served from  sale  by  any  law  of  Congress,  or  proclamation  of  the  President, 
which  said  locations  may  be  made  at  any  time  after  the  lands  of  the  United 
States,  in  said  States  respeetively,  shall  have  been  surveyed,"  &c. 

The  mere  reading  of  this  section  suggests  the  proposition,  that  if  Vester 
had  a  valid  pre-emption  claim  to  the  land  in  controversy,  at  the  time  of  the 
location  of  the  State  warrant,  the  localion  was  void;  the  land  not  being  of 
that  public  description  to  which  the  State  is  by  law  confined,  in  making 
locations.  At  the  time  .the  location  of  Dinkgrave  was  made,  it  is  now 
clearly  shown  that  Vester  was  living  on  the  land,  with  extensive  and  valu- 
able improvements,  having  some  eight  or  ten  field  hands  at  work,  raising 
fifty  to  one  hundred  bales  of  cotton  annually,  and  corn  in  proportion ;  the 
cultivation  extending  to  all  the  fractions  claimed,  and  embracing,  at  one 
time,  about  one  hundred  and  seventy  acres  of  the  land.  The  declaratory 
statement  of  Vester  was  also  on  file  in  the  district  office,  thus  givino-  notice 
to  the  State,  in  the  field  and  in  the  office,  that  a  private  claim  had  been 
sot  up  to  the  lands,  and  henee,  that  they  were  not  subject  to  selection  as 
public  lands  of  the  United  States,  if  such  private  claim  was  valid.  The 
Act  of  1841  (No.  48,1  has  not  prescribed  any  formal  approval  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  of  the  internal  improvement  selections  which  may  be  made 
by  the  several  States,  and  the  act  of  approval  is  only  an  office  form,  proper  to 
observe  before  marking  the  selections  on  the  oflScial  plats  of  the  public  lands, 
but  not  precluding  an  investigation  of  prior  valid  legal  rights  to  any  of  the 
tracts  selected.     The  contestant,  Mr.  Ludeling,  refers  to  the  Act  of  Auo-ust 
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3, 1854,  (No.  249,)  as  oarrying  the  fee  of  Aese  lands  to  the  State,  on  the  re- 
ceipt by  the  Governor,  of  the  lists  coutaining  them ;  but  the  limiting  clauses 
of  tbat  aot,  restrain  it  from  embracing  and  strengthening  a  title  to  internal  im- 
provement selections,  if  such  selections  fall  upon  lands  to  which  there  was, 
at  the  date  of  the  selection,  a  prior  valid  legal  right.     As  regards  the  claim 
of  Vester,  the  proof  shows  that  he  went  upon  the  lands  before  tlie  passage 
of  the  Act  of  1851,  and  continued  to  live  there  until  his  death,  in  August, 
1858,  and  with  his  negroes,  stock,  and  farming  implements,  occupied  and 
cultivated  the  land  from  year  to  year,  and  from  time  to  time  enlarged  his 
cultivation.     The  local  of&cors  report  a  substantial  compliance  with  the 
pre-emption  laws  on  his  part,  and  in  that  conclusion  I  shall  concur,  unless 
It  appears  that  they  have  erred.     Not  deeming  it  necessary  to  review  the 
many  poiDta  of  objection  to  their  conclusion,  I  shall  notice  only  those  that 
appear  to  be  of  a  grave  character,  via. :  First,  That  Vester  was  not,  in  fact, 
the  party  entitled  to  pre-emption  of  the  lands  at  the  time  of  his  applica- 
tion, because  he  was  not  the  owner  of  the  improvements  at  that  time,  but 
had  forfeited  his  pre-emption  right  by  the  execution  of  a  deed  of  certain 
negroes,  stock,  &c.,  "  together  with  the  place  and  farming  utensils,     *     * 
the  property  of  him,, said  Wiley  J.  Vester,"  dated  April  23,  1855.     The 
Department  will  not  allow  an  entry  when  the  par^  applying  is  manifestly 
proceeding  in  bad  faith,  or  is  endeavoring  to  obtain  the  land  for  another ; 
but  when  he  comes  forward  and  takes  the  usual  oath  that  he  has  "  settled 
upon  and  improved  the  land  in  good  faith,  to  appropriate  it  to  his  own  ex- 
clusive use  and  benefit,  and  that  he  has  not  made  any  agreement  or  con- 
tract, in  any  way  or  manner,  by  which  the  title  he  might  acquire  would 
enure  to  the  benefit  of  any  person  escept  himself,"  he  is  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  the  presumption  that  his  affidavit  is  true,  till  the  contrary  is 
shown.     It  is  not  enough  merely  to  produce  testimony  which  gives  rise  to 
a  doubt.     In  this  case,  I  think  the  proof  sustains  most  strongly  the  propo- 
sition that  Wiley  Vester  was  the  owner,  and  was  acting  in  good  faith  at  the 
time  of  his  application.     It  is  true,  that  in  1855,  he  made  a  deed  of  sale  to 
his  brother,  and  had  the  slaves,  stock,  &e.,  taxed  in  his  brother's  name, 
but  it  is  clearly  shown  that  he  continued  to  exercise  ownership  over  the 
property,  and  control  the  avails  of  the  crops  from  the  land  all  the  time,  and 
was  regarded  by  the  neighbors  as  really  the  owner.     The  brother,  Solomon 
Vester,  was  ofi'ered  at  the  first  trial  as  a  witness,  to  prove  that  he  was  not 
the  owner,  and  had  paid  no  consideration  for  the  property,  but  his  testi- 
mony was  then  refused,  and  before  the  second  hearing,  he  Bad  deceased. 
On  the  second  hearing,  a  probable  motive  for  the  execution  of  the  deed  is 
shown,  and  although  thus  disreputable  conduct  is  developed,  I  think  it  ap- 
pears, from  the  testimony,  cither  that  the  deed  was  regarded  by  the  parties 
at  all  times  as  a  sham,  or,  if  it  had  ever  been  recognized  as  valid,  it  had 
been  abandoned  by  both  before  the  oath  was  taken  by  W.  J.  Vester.    The 
local  officers  do  not  appear  to  have  made  any  objection  to  the  claim  on  this 
account,  on  reporting  the  result  of  the  last  investigation  ;  and  I  do  not  find 
sufficient  reason  to  dissent  from  their  conclusion. 

As  to  the  second  point  of  objection  stated,  that  Vester  did  not  appear  in 
due  time,  to  offer  proof  and  payment  for  the  land,  it  is  to  be  remarked  that 
the  Receiver  at  the  first  hearing,  held  that  the  period  of  one  year,  named 
in  the  law  of  1851,  does  not  commence  to  run  against  a  claimant  under 
that  act,  till  the  filing  of  the  plat  'in  the  local  office,  and  the  Register  at 
that  time,  who  rejected  the  application  for  other  reasons,  and  whose  opinion 
you  confirmed,  did  not  state  tnis  as  an  objection.  If  such  was  in  fact  the 
recognized  doctrine  of  the  local  ofB.ce,  I  should  not  wish. to  disturb  it,  and 
the  claimant  being  entitled  to  have  his  rights  considered  as  of  the  first  day 
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he  appeared  to  make  proof,  vh.,  the  16t!i  of  September,  1856,  would 
appear  to  be  within  the  jear.  But  beyond  this,  I  think  that  the  Act  of 
3d  March,  1853,  enlarges  tbo  privileges  conferred  by  the  Act  of  1851,  on 
settlers  withiD  the  limits  of  the  rejected  De  Bastrop  Grant.  The  last  pro- 
viso of  the  Act  of  1853,  is  in  these  words,  "  That  any  settler  who  has  set- 
tled or  who  may  hereafter  settle  on  lands  heretofore  reserved  on  account  of 
claims  under  French,  Spanish  or  other  grants  which  have  been  or  shall 
hereafter  be  declared  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  to  be  in- 
valid, shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  of  pre-emption  granted  by  this  act, 
and  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  &c.,  &c.,  in  the  same  manaer  as  if  do 
reservation  existed."  The  meaning  of  this  would  be  very  clear  were  it  not 
for  the  concluding  words,  "in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  reservation  es- 
isted.'"  I  think  the  most  natural  construction  of  them,  is  in  the  meaning 
of  mere  explanation  and  amplification  of  the  preceding  beneficial  provi- 
sions of  the  law,  and  not  aa  restrictive.  I  understand  them  to  mean,  that 
the  settler,  after  a  reservation  is  vacated,  shall  have  the  benefit  of  "  this 
act,  and  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,"  in  as  ample  a  manner  as  is  eon- 
Bistent  with  other  laws.  In  this  view,  I  observe,  then,  that  when  the  Act 
of  1853  was  passed,  the  particular  tracts  involved  in  this  controversy  were 
as  fuily  and  completely  unsurveyed  public  lands,  as  on  the  24th  May,  1856, 
they  were  surveyed  public  lands ;  and  when,  in  the  first  quarter  of  1855, 
they  were  surveyed,  Vester  waa  settled  upon  and  cultivating  them.  The 
right  conferred  by  the  Act  of  1853,  on  a  settler  who  had  settled  and  was 
then  residing  on  the  De  Bastrop  lands,  was,  to  say  the  least,  after  survey 
in  the  field,  as  ample  as  he  could  have  claimed  under  the  Act  of  1841. 

That  the  Act  of  1853  should  be  regarded  as  applicable  to  the  De  Bastrop 
lands,  18  showp  by  the  language  of  the  Act  of  March  2,  1853,  declaring 
it  plainly  to  he  60.  Tester  was  a  settler,  and  cultivated  on  the  3d  March, 
1853,  and  on  the  2d  March,  1855,  and  at  these  dates  the  land  was  un- 
offered  public  land.  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion,  that  these  laws  con- 
ferred  on  him  a  preference-right  to  enter  the  lands  at  any  time  before  they 
were  offered  at  public  sale,  and  this  right  could  not  be  defeated  by  the 
intervening  location  of  a  State  internal  improvement  warrant. 

The  series  of  laws  referred  to,  are  specially  favorable  to  settlers  on  the 
De  Bastrop  lands.  First,  the  Act  of  1851,  then  the  Act  of  1853,  enlai^ing 
their  privileges  further,  and  then  that  of  1855,  giving  therein  a  stil!  further 
and  very  unusual  privilege  of  entering,  under  certain  circumstances,  a 
quantity  greater  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  In  harmony  with 
these  liberal  provisions,  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of  29th  June,  lfe54, 
protected  from  prejudice,  by  the  location  of  certain  claims  thereby  con- 
ferred, such  tracts  of  land  as  were  in  the  actual  possession  of  settlers. 

From  all  these  acta  it  is  evident,  that  Congress  intended  the  amplest  pro- 
tection to  actual  settlers,  in  their  preference-right  to  enter  their  lands  thus 
possessed  and  cultivated ;  and  a  faithful  construction  of  the  law  secures  to 
W.  J.  Vester  the  preference-right  to  enter  all  the  lands  claimed  in  his 
declaratory  statement,  which  right,  by  reason  of  his  death  pending  the  con- 
troversy,  has  devolved  upon  his  heirs. 
Herewith  I  return  the  papers  in  the  ease.

ot  John  H.  Hainbolt,  sets  forth  that  "Eainboll  settled  L  the  laud  atan" 
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the  lOtli  day  of  January,  1848,  and  proved  up  and  received  his  certificate 
on  tiie  lOth  day  of  February  thereafter.  The  certificate  was,  however, 
erroneously  issued  for  the  southwest  quarter,  (instead  of  the  southeast  quar- 
ter,)  of  the  section,  and  the  sale  so  reported  in  the  Register's  abstract." 
This  tract,  i.  e.,  the  southeast  quarter  section  3,  township  4  north,  range 
6,  east,  was  afterwards  embraced  ia  a  list  of  swamp  selections,  and  patented 
to  the  State.  In  view  of  these  facts,  you  inquire,  whether  a  patent  could 
issue  to  the  pre-emption  claiiqant,  while  the  patent  to  the  State  is  outstand- 
ing? 

The  Act  of  March  2,  1849,  under  which  this  tract  was  selected,  provides 
for  the  approval  of  the  lists  of  selected  lands,  "  so  far  as  they  are  not  claim- 
ed or  held  by  individuals,"  and  that  "  on  that  approval,  the  fee  simple  to 
said  lands  shall  vest  in  the  said  State  of  Louisiana."  No  patent  is  requi- 
site to  pass  the  title  to  the  State,  and  none  has  issued  in  this  case.  The 
land  in  question  was  held  by  an  individual,  and  it  appears  that  his  prior  legal 
right  has  been  established  thereto.  The  approval  of  this  tract  to  the  State, 
would  therefore  have  been  against  law  and  void,  even  had  it  not  been 
expressly  escludod  from  such  approval  by  the  language  employed,  by  whieh 
lands  to  which  prior  valid  legal  rights  had  attached,  wore  excepted. 

A  patent  may  therefore  issue  to  the  pre-euiptor,  after  the  governor  shall 
have  been  notified  of  the  error  committed,  in  including  said  land  in  the

Vniled  States  lands  cannot  be  selected  as  a  portion  of  the  grant,  hy  the 
eighth  section  oftheAclof\%4\,  to  a  State,  for  intemalimprovementg, 
vntil  after  the  land  is  surveyed. 
A  pre-emptor,  who  is  entitled  fo  the  entry  ofoTie  hundred  and  sixty  acres, 
wider  the  Act  of  Congress  of  Bd  March,  1853,  as  a  settler  before  survey, 
has  a  right  superior  to  that  of  a  Claimant  under  tlte  Stale,  though  the 
latter  may  have  claimed  and  cultivated  a  portion  of  the  tract  adversely, 
at  the  date  of  survey. 
When  the  Register  and  Receiver,  at  a  land  office,  have  issued  a  public 
notice  to  settlers,  relative  to  fUing  declaratory  staletnents,  under  the  Act 
0/1853,  such  notice  being  necessary,  in  order  to  the  proper  execution  of 
the  land  laws  by  those  officers,  will  be  regarded  as  having  been  issued  hy 
the  proper  authority,  arid  should  he  respected  by  the  officers  of  the  United 
States,  when  dealing  with  thepartiei  to  whom  the  public  notice  teas  ad- 
dressed. 

Dkhaethent  op  the  Interiob, 
WaaliiugtoD,  December  9,  1859. 
Sir: — The  case  submitted  with  your  report  of  the  5th  October  last, 
wherein  an  appeal  has  been  taken  from  your  decision  of  the  19th  A^ril, 
1859,  in  favor  of  the  right  of  Christian  J.  Megerle,  to  enter  by  pre-emptiop, 
the  northwest  quarter  of  section  21,  township  4  north,  of  range  8,  east,  in 
Stockton  District,  California,  appears  to  be  one  of  importance,  as  involving 
principles,  which  are  applicable  to  «iany  other  eases  in  the  same  district. 
It  has  been  ably  argued,  and  I  have  given  it  a  careful  consideration,  and  I 
now  proceed  to  state  my  conclusions,  snstaining  the  decision  of  your  office. 
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The  pre-emptor  settled  in  1853,  and  when  the  land  was  surveyed,  in 
May  and  June,  1855,  he  was  residing  upon,  and  cultivating  a  part  of  this 
quarter.  He  was  the  only  settler  on  it  then,  hnt  his  cultivation  was  con- 
fined to  the  quarter  quarter  upon  whicli  his  house  had  been  huilt.  The 
parties  who  cultivated  other  parts  of  the  quarter-section,  are  cot  before  us 
as  claimants,  under  the  pre-emption  laws,  and  have  had  no  residence  on  it 
at  any  time,  but  they  claim  title  under  a  location  of  California  internal 
improvement  scrip  upon  this  tract,  with  other  lands,  effected  at  the  Marys- 
vjlle  Office,  on  the  14tli  May,  1856.  The  contest  therefore,  is  one  between 
the  pre-emptor  and  the  State  of  California. 

The  land  granted  to  California,  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  Act  of  Sep- 
tember 4, 1841,  (No.  48,)  must  be  "  located  in  parcels,  conformably  to  sec- 
tional divisions  and  subdivisions,"  *  *  "on  any  public  land,  except  such  as 
is,  or  ma^y  be  reserved  from  sale  by  any  law  of  Congress,  or  proclamation  of 
the  President,"  *  *  "  which  said  locations  may  be  made  at  any  time 
after  the  land  shall  have  been  surveyed." 

Under  these  provisions  of  law  the  State  claims  in  this  case,  and  it  is 
clear  from  the  mere  recital  of  them,  that  we  cannot  recognize  a  selection 
made  by  a  State  agent  in  1854,  before  the  land  was  surveyed,  nor  can  we 
admit  the  selection  made  after  the  survey,  in  May,  1856,  if,  before  and  at 
the  time  of  that  selection,  Megerle  had  a  valid  legal  right  to  the  land, 
under  the  pre-emption  laws. 

The  pre-emption  Acts  of  1853  and  1854,  give  rights  of  pre-emption  to 
certain  settlers  on  unsurveyed  lands.  Megerle  is  a  claimant  under  the  Act 
of  3d  March,  1853.  He  settled  in  due  time.  He  was  upon  the  land  when 
it  was  surveyed,  in  May  and  June,  1855,  and  on  the  2d  October,  following, 
he  filed  a  declaratory  statement  in  the  land  oflieo  at  Benicia,  properly  de- 
scribing this  quarter-section ;  but  that  filing  was  irregular,  as  this  township 
had  been  transferred  before  the  date  of  that  filing  into  a  new  district,  that 
of  Marysville,  under  the  order  of  the  President,  as  published  in  notice  of 
the  General  Land  Office,  No.  534,  dated  April  9,  1855.  In  February, 
1856,  a  notice  was  published  by  the  land  officers  at  Marysville,  in  the 
Marysville  Eagle,  (and  afterwards  by  them  charged  to  the  United  States,  as 
appears  from  your  official  files,}  which  includes  the  township  in  which  the 
lands  in  contest  is  situated,  notifying  settlers  in  the  townships  therein  de- 
scribed, that  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  file  their  declaratory  statements 
for  pre-emption  rights,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  May,  1856,  in  the 
Register's  Office  at  Marysville.  Megerle,  it  appears,  filed  his  statement  with 
the  Register  at  Marysville,  on  the  16th  April,  1856,  covering  the  same 
land  on  which  he  had  previously  filed  in  the  Benicia  office. 

In  1858,  the  township  in  which  this  land  lies,  was  transferred  from  the 
Marysville  district  to  form  a  constituent  portion  of  the  new  district  of 
Stockton,  under  the  authority  of  the  Act  of  29th  March,  1858,  and  in  this 
case,  in  October,  1858,  the  officers  at  Stockton  have  decided  that  the 
notice  issued  by  the  Marjsville  officers,  in  February,  1856,  whilst  the  land 
was  in  the  Marysville  district,  was  unauthorized  and  void ;  and  that  the 
true  date  of  the  filing  of  the  official  plat  of  this  township,  in  the  office  at 
Marysville,  was  the  5th  December,  1855,  and  that  consequently,  the  pre- 
emptor,  Megerle,  having  failed  to  file  on  or  before  the  5th  March,  1856, 
has  forfeited  his  pre-emption. 

I  cannot  recognize  that  position  to  he  correct.  By  issuing  the  notice  of 
February  15,  1856,  and  accepting  declaratory  Statements  conformably 
thereto,  the  officers  at  Marysville,  whilst  the  land  was  in  their  district, 
virtually  decided  that  the  plats  of  the  townships  described  in  that  notice 
were  filed  in  their  office  on  the  15th  February,  1856,  and  this  decision,  the 
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Stockton  officers  could  not  properly  reverse  in  1858  :  the  effect  of  eucli  re- 
versal, if  admitted,  being  to  defeat  pre-emption  cJaims  which  the  Marjs- 
villc  officer  had  publicly  recognized,  so  far  as  the  question  of  the  date  ot 
filin"  is  concerned.  In  respect  to  that  notice,  the  officers  at  Stockton  are 
as  much  bound  by  it  as  though  they  had  issued  it  themselves ;  and  when 
wo  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  administration  of  the  pre-emp- 
tion laws,  under  your  supervision,  is  one  of  the  peculiar  functions  of  Regis- 
ters and  Receivers  of  land  offices,  which  such  officers  in  Cahfornia,  in  1855 
and  1856,  could  not  execute  properly  without  a  resort  to  the  publication 
of  notices  like  that  of  15th  February,  1856,  it  is  evident  that  this  notice 
must  be  regarded  as  having  been  issued  by  the  proper  authority,  and  as 
embodying  that  public  record  of  the  date  of  the  official  filing;  of  the  plats 
of  the  townships  therein  described,  which  the  officers  of  the  United  States 
are  not  at  liberty  to  call  in  question,  when  dealing  with  the  persons  to 
whom  that  notice  was  issued.  ,  .    ,    , 

I  therefore  decide  that  Mogerie  was  not  in  default  for  filing  his  declara- 
tory statement;  and  as  his  settlement  was  in  time,  and  he  was  the  only 
settler  on  tho  quarter-section  in  contest  at  the  date  of  survey,  and  claims 
his  land  in  the  most  compact  form,  be  has  the  legal  right  to  make  tlie

His  right  has  been  bestowed  on  him  by  the  laws  relative  to  pre-emption 
in  California,  and  I  can  neither  abridge  nor  deny  it,  although  it  may  be 
true  that  good  neighborship  on  the  part  of  Megcrle  toward  Terry  and 
Hodges,  would  have  dictated  that  he  should  have  claimed  less  land  than 
he  does  claim.

Gentlemen  ; — In  the  1st  section  of  the  above  mentioned  act  of  Congress 
of  the  Sd  March,  1855,  (No.  279,)  it  is  provided  that  "  each  contractor  en- 
gaged or  to  be  engaged,  in  carrying  mails  through  any  of  the  Territories  west 
of  the  Mississippi,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  occupying  stations,  at  the  ratoof 
not  more  than  one  for  every  twenty  miles  of  the  route  on  which  he  carnes 
a  mail,  and  shall  have  a  pre-emptive  right  therein,  when  the  same  shall  be 
brought  into  market,  to  the  extent  of  sis  hundred  and  forty  acres,  to  be 
taken  contiguously,  and  include  his  improvement;  but  no  such  pre-emp- 
tive right  shall  estend  to  any  pass  in  a  mountain  or  other  defile."

First,— That  to  eoQstitute  a  right  of  pre-emption  under  this  law  the 
mail  route  on  which  tho  claim  is  based  must  form  a  part  of  a  system  strelch- 
mg  hteraay  a^rom  the  Territory,  being  «  link  in  or  pari  of  a.  cmntcUd 
route  from  tJ^  hne  of  the  State,  west  of  the  Mmissippi  to  the  Pacific,  and 
that  no  benefit  or  privilege  is  conferred  bj  the  said  act  on  routes  stretching 
lengtHwise  in  a  northerly  or  southerly  direction  in  the  Territory,  and  form- 
ing  no  part  of  such  connected  route.

Third.— The  mail  contractor  or  c]aimant,-mn9t  file,  in  the  proper  district 
office,  his  written  declaration  of  intention  to  claim  the  benefits  of  the  law 
withm  three  months  from  the  selection  of  his  "  stations,"  if  on  surveyed 
lands,  giving  a  full  description  of  each  station ;  and  if  the  lands  he  not  sur- 
veyed at  the  time  of  sekction,  then  each  declaration  must  be  filed  within 
three  months  after  the  return  of  the  township  plat  to  the  district  office, 
that  being  the  period  within  which,  from  date  of  settlement,  a  claimant  is 
required   by  the  General  Pre-emption  Act,  to  file  for  unoffored  lands.

Seventh.— Each  contractor  bringing  himself  within  the  law,  is  entitled  to 
a  pre-emption  not  exceeding  sis  hundred  and  forty  acres,  in  contiguous 
tracts,  to  include  his  improvements,  according  to  the  lines  of  the  public 
surveys,  and  not  extending  to  any  pass  in  a  mountain  or  other  defile,  and, 
of  course,  not  embracing  mineral  or  other  reserved  lands. 

Eighth. — INfotice  to  adverse  claimants  to  any  portion  of  the  land  selected 
as  a  station  must  be  given  in  writing,  and  should  be  served  in  time  to  allow 
at  least  a  day  for  every  twenty  miles  the  party  may  have  to  travel  in  "oin-r 
to  the  place  of  taking  testimony.  °      ° 
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EPECUL   STATUTE,   ACT   MARCH   3,    1867.      (NO.  311.) 

By  the  10th  section  of  this  law,  the  Postmaster  General  is  authorized 
"  to  oODtraet  for  the  convejanoe  of  the  entire  letter  mail,  from  such  point 
on  the  Mississippi  river  as  the  contractors  may  select,  to  Saii  Franeiseo,  in 
the  State  of  California,  for  six  years,"  &c. 

The  12th  section  declares,  "that  the  contractors  slall  have  the  right  of 
pre-emption  to  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  any  land  not  then  disposed 
of  or  reserved,  at  each  point  necessary  for  a  station,  not  to  be  nearer  than 
ten  miles  from  each  other :  and  provided,  that  no  mineral  land  shall  he 
thus  pre-empted." 

The  principles  laid  down  in  the  foregoing,  respecting  the  general  law  of 
1855,  will  apply,  under  this  special  statute  of  1857,  modified  only  so  far  as 
this,  that  the  right  of  pre-emption  is  restricted  to  three  hundred  and  twenty 
acres,  and  the  stations  cannot  be  admitted  nearer  than  ten  miles  from  each 
other.

Report  giving  the  Commissioner's  construction  of  the  Acts  granting  rights 
of  Pre-emption  to  Mail  Contractors. 

Gekeral  Laud  Office, 
October  29,  1857. 
Sir:— The  Acts  of  Congress,  of  3d  March,  1855,  (No.  279,)  aaid  of  3d 
March,  1857,  (No.  311,)  granting  the  right  of  pre-emption  to  mail  contractors 
in  the  territories,  were  evidently  passed  to  provide  for  the  exigencies  of  the 
mail  service  through  the  uninhabited  regions  of  country.  Stations,  of  which 
provision  may  be  made  for  passengers,  drivers  and  horses,  are  indispensable. 
The  privilege  of  occupying  these  stations  on  the  public  domain,  and  of  mak- 
igQ  all  necessary  improvements,  is  first  given ;  and  then,  to  make  the  party 
safe  in  his  improvements,  and  to  prevent  disturbance  at  his  station  by  any 
other  purchaser,  the  right  is  given  him  of  buying  the  land,  to  the  exclusion 
of  all  others.  The  primary  object  of  the  law  is,  to  provide  necessary  sta- 
tions and  to  give  security  to  improvements,  and  not  wholly  to  compensate 
the  party  in  land  for  carrying  the  mail.  By  the  first  Act  it  is  shown  to  be 
the  judgment  of  Congress,  that  the  stations  need  not  be  nearer  together 
than  twenty  miles,  and  by  the  second  Act,  that  they  need  not  be  nearer 
than  ten  miles.  The  language  used  contemplates  the  exercise  of  a  discre- 
tion  on  the  part  of  the  contractor  in  going  beyond  the  point  of  twenty  miles, 
with  a  view  to  the  selection  of  an  eligible  locality,  but  not  in  stopping  short 
of  that  point.  The  language  is  not,  at  the  rate  of  one  for  every  t\tenty 
miles,  but,  "at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  one  for  every  twenty  miles." 
The  right  is  not  to  pre-empt  a  section  of  land  upon  every  section  of  twenty 
miles  of  the  route,  but  to  establish  stations  along  the  route  not  more  frequent 
than  one  for  every  twenty  miles,  and  to  enter  the  sections  upon  which  they 
are  situated.  Establishing  his  first  station  at  or  beyond  the  point  of  twenty 
miles,  the  contractor  must  then  pass,  as  I  think,  twenty  miles  further,  be- 
fore he  has  the  right  of  station  and  pre-emption  again ;  for,  in  the  first 
instance,  if  he  passed  several  miles  beyond  the  point  of  twenty  miles,  he 
exercised  only  the  discretion  given  him  by  the  statute.  The  general  Act 
of  3d  March,  1855,  and  the  special  law  of  3d  March,  1857,  being  upon  the 
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same  subject,  in  pursuance  of  the  same  policy,  and  providing  for  the  same 
necessities,  it  is  proper  to  look  at  the  second  Act  to  ascertain  the  intention 
of  Congress,  if  it  be  therein  made  plain,  in  ease  the  language  used  in  the 
first  Act  is  ambiguous,  or  susceptible  of  difierent  constructions.  Turning 
then  to  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1857,  giving  the  right  of  stations  and  pre- 
emption along  the  mail  route  from  the  Mississippi  river  to  San  Francisco, 
we  find  that  the  langnage  there  used  clears  the  matter  of  all  obscurity,  for 
it  is  declared  that,  "  the  contractors  shall  have  the  right  of  pre-emption  to 
three  hundred  and  twentyaeresof  any  land  not  then  disposed  of  or  reserved, 
at  each  point  necessary  for  a  station,  not  to  he  nearer  than  ton  miles  from 
each  other  :  and  provided,  that  no  mineral  land  shall  he  thus  pre-empted." 
This  language  shows  the  purpose  of  Congress  to  have  been,  in  every  respect, 
as  I  have  stated.  The  points  selected  must  be  necessary  for  stations — and 
not  nearer  than  ten  miles  from  each  other — leaving  to  the  party  to  consult 
his  interest  in  establishing  his  stations  at  greater  distances  from  each 
other. 

In  executing  the  Act,  it  is  our  duty  to  give  it  such  construction,  if  the 
language  will  allow  it,  as  will  not  expose  its  provisions  to  abuse.  If  the 
law  be  treated  as  mainly  providing  a  compensation  for  carrying  the  mail, 
and  the  contractor  be  allowed  to  establish  stations,  and  pre-empt  stations 
along  the  route,  at  the  rate  of  one  for  every  twenty  miles,  without  the  re- 
strictions mentioned  in  our  Circular  of  September  9, 1857,  he  may  exercise 
his  right  much  to  the  prejudice  of  the  public  interest,  by  selecting  the  most 
desirable  lands,  in  point  of  locality,  timber,  quality  of  soil,  wat«r-power,  &e., 
crowding  them  into  that  part  of  the  route  passing  near  the  settlements,  and 
avoiding  selections  in  the  more  remote,  barren,  or  otherwise  undesirable 
portions  of  the  country.  It  cannot  be  supposed  that  Congress  so  intended; 
but,  on  the  contrary,  that  it  was  a  leading  purpose  .of  the  legislature,  so  to 
order  the  mail  stations,  in  point  of  distance  from  each  other,  as  to  constitute 
them  a  nucleus  of  settlement,  the  interstitial  spaces  between  which  would 
naturally  be  filled  up  in  the  advance  of  emigration  and  settlement  all  along 
the  extended  overland  route. 

In  regard  to  the  ease  presented  by  the  appellant,  Mr,  Jacob  Hall,  it 
appears  along  this  mail  route  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  from  Inde- 
pendence to^  Santa  FS,  he  has  a  few  stations  which  are  only  sixteen  or 
seventeen  miles  apart,  whilst  others  are  twenty  and  twonty-six  miles  from 
each  other.  In  a  great  mail  enterprise  like  that  in  question,  and  looking 
to  the  stations  as  above  alluded  to  of  diminished  distances,  we  would  con- 
sider it  as  doing  no  violence  to  the  Oeneral  Statute  of  1855,  nor  to  our  cir- 
cular, to  recognize  a  claim  where  the  diminished  distance  falls  so  nearly 
within  the  twenty  miles  limit,  and  is  found  to  be  less  than  one-fourth  of 
that  extent.  In  the  exercise  of  the  legal  discretion,  imposed  by  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  common  law,  which  commands  us  to  take  no  heed  of  small 
matters,  we  would  thus  take  care  of  iona_;?(7e  interests,  and  enforce  the  ends 
of  justice,  whilst,  if  we  discard  the  mling  of  the  fifth  article  of  the  circular, 
we  disable  the  Executive  from  restraining  a  contractor  who  might  choose 
to  take  hia  forty-two  stations  in  as  many  miles,  leaving  the  residue  of  his 
route,  of  several  hundred  miles,  to  be  dotted  at  distant  and  remote  points, 
with  such  improvements  as  profit,  convenience,  or  necessity  might  suggest, 
and  in  disregard  of  the  continuous  settlement  principle,  at  points  of  given 
distance,  which  the  law  seems  to  contemplate.

miles  of  each  other.  A  modification  is,  therefore,  suggested  in  the  instruc- 
tions heretofore  issued.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor,  herewith,  to  enclose  you  all  the  papers  in  rela- 
tion to  the  claim  by  pre-emption,  under  the  Act  of  3d  of  March,  1855,  (No. 
279,)  making  appropriations  for  the  service  of  the  Post  Office  Department, 
fStatutes  for  1855,  p.  684,)  of  Preston  Eohert,  Jr.,  and  William  Stewart, 
mail  contraetflrs  on  route  No.  15030,  from  Nebraska  City,  Territory  of 
Nebraska,  to  Marysville,  Kansas,  and  thence  to  Lecompton;  an  appeal 
having  been  taken  from  the  decision  of  this  Office,  adverse  to  the  rights  of 
pre-emption  on  said  route.  The  question  to  bo  determined  is  preliminaiy, 
and  is,  whether  any  right  of  pre-emption  can  attach  under  the  act  aforesaid 
to  any  portions  of  the  public  lands  on  said  route.  By  Circular  of  the  11th 
of  September  last,  approved  by  you,  it  is  declared  "that  to  constitute  a 
right  of  pre-emption  under  this  law,  the  mail  route,  on  which  the  claim  is 
based,  must  form  a  part  of  a  system  stretching  laterally  across  the  territory, 
being  a  link  in  or  part  of  a  connected  route,  from  the  line  of  the  States  west 
of  the  Mississippi,  to  the  Pacific."  This  Office  has  decided,  that  the  route. 
No.  15030,  is  not  a  link  in  or  part  of  a  connected  route,  from  the  line  of 
the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi,  to  the  Pacific.  It  will  be  seen,  from  the 
diagram  herewith  enclosed  to  your  Department,  in  letter  of  Postmaster- 
General,  of  the  27th  instant,  that  the  point  of  departure  or  eastern  termi- 
nus of  the  great  route  leading  to  Salt  Lake  City,  and  thence  to  the  Pacific, 
is  Independence,  Missouri,  and  the  intermediate  stations  on  said  route,  are 
Marysvillo,  "  Fort  Kearney,"  "  Fort  Laramie,"  and  "  Salt  Lake,"  etc.  etc., 
and  this  Office  holds  that  the  first  link  in  that  route  is  the  portion  thereof 
between  Independence  and  Marysville,  the  point  where  the  two  branches 
of  route  No.  15030  meet,  and  that  route  No.  15030  is  merely  a  feeder  of 
said  great  route,  hut  not  a  link  in  or  part  thereof.  From  this  decision,  the 
Hon.  Andrew  Stewart,  attorney  for  the  claimants  has  taken  an  appeal,  and 
has  expressed  a  desire  to  have  the  case  submitted  to  the  Attorney  Ocaeral. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  for  your  consideration  and  such 
action  thereon  as  you  may  direct.

CIRCULARS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 
No.  513. 

Circular  instructions  under  the  Graduation  Act  of  August  4,  1854. 
General  Land  Office, 
October  30,  1854. 

G-entlemen: — In  consequence  of  numerous  questions  that  have  arisen 
nniier  the  not  entitled  "  An  act  to  graduate  and  reduce  the  price  of  the  pub- 
lic lands  to  actual  settlers  aud  cultivators,"  approved  August  4, 1854,  (No. 
251,)  it  is  deemed  proper  to  issue  this  Circular  under  said  act,  superseding 
entirely  that  of  the  30th  August  last. 

A  copy  of  the  act,  which  took  effect  from  its  passage,  is  hereto  appended. 
It  applies  to  all  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  with  the  following 
eseeptions,  to  wit :  those  reserved  to  the  United  States  in  acts  granting 
lands  to  States  for  railroads  or  other  internal  improyements,  where  the  ex- 
isting minimum  at  the  date  of  said  act  was  more  than  81  25  per  acre; 
mineral  lands  held  at  over  81  25  per  acre;  iands  reserved  from  sale  by  act 
of  Congress,  order  of  the  President,  or  which  may  have  been  appropriated 
for  any  purpose  whatever;  lands  which  are  required  by  treaty  stipulations 
to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  Indians  ;  and  those  which  are  required  to  be 
disposed  of  under  special  legislation  of  Congress. 

The  following  persons,  and  those  only,  can  enter  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  to  wit :  1st,  pre-emptora ;  2d,  persons  who  were,  at  the  date  of  the 
act,  actually  settled  thereon,  but  who  cannot  prove  a  pre-emption,  or  those 
desirous  of  at  once  becoming  actual  settlers  on  and  cultivators  of  the  lands ; 
and,  3d,  those  who  want  them  for  the  use  of  an  adjoining  farm  or  planta- 
tion, owned  or  occupied  by  him  or  herself.  Minors,  married  woman,  or 
others  ordinarily  or  legally  incapable  of  contracting,  cannot  enter  lands 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

Lands  subject  to  the  operation  of  this  law  are  also  subject  to  pre-emption, 
at  the  graduated  price,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  September  4, 1841, 
(No.  48.)  Where  settlers  claim  any  of  these  lands  by  pre-emption,  under  that 
law,  they  must  file,  or  have  filed,  their  declaratory  statements  in  due  time 
after  the  settlement,  and  may  prove  up  their  rights,  and  make  payment  at 
the  graduated  price  within  the  extended  period  given  by  the  second  sec- 
tion of  said  act,  except  towards  the  close  of  each  period  of  graduation,  when 
they  must  be  paid  for  within  thirty  days  preceding  the  next  graduation 
or  redaction  that  shall  take  place,  or  forfeit  their  claim,  (unless  the  year 
allowed  by  the  Act  of  1841  has  not  expired,)  and  the  land  settled  on  by 

Graduation  pricei  in  Pre-emption  caiea. 

Where  a  settlement  Is  made  on  gmduated  lands,  tbe  settleroiftyhaTe  a  pre-emption 
right  to  the  land  at  the  graduation  price,  until  the  commencement  of  the  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  time  when  tfic  land  lilainied  will  puss  into  the  neri  succeeding  class. 
—(Commissioner's  letter  to  Eegister  and  Receiver,  Menaslia,  Wisconsin,  Julr  30,

If  not  parchased  at  private  entry, 
however,  before  the  nest  graduation  or  reduction  has  taken  place,  such 
lands  will  again  be  subject  to  pre-emption  as  aforesdd  at  such  reduced 
price.  This  Act  provides,  however,  that  nothing  in  it  "  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  interfere  with  any  right  which  has  or  may  accrue  by  virtue  of 
any  act  granting  pre-emption  to  actual  settlors  upon  public  lands  ;"  there- 
fore, any  right  of  preference  which  may  have  attached,  or  may  hereafter 
attach,  under  the  Act  of  March  27,  1854,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  relief 
of  settlers  on  lands  reserved  for  railroad  purposes,"  for  lands  outside  the 
sis  and  within  the  fifteea  mile  limits,  where  the  minimum  of  $1  25  was 
not  increased,  may  be  paid  for  at  the  graduated  price  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  the  said  Act  of  1854,  escept  towards  the  close  of  each  period 
of  graduation,  when  they  must  be  paid  for  within  thirty  days  preceding 
the  next  graduation  or  reduction,  or  the  claim  be  forfeited.  All  claims  to 
land  of  the  latter  character  preferred  so  near  the  close  of  any  period  of 
graduation  as  to  diminish  the  time  which  the  parties  would  otherwise  have 
had  for  the  entry  of  the  same,  and  which  shall  not  have  been  consummated 
or  entered  prior  to  the  thirty  days  preceding  such  reduction  of  the  land  to 
the  next  lowest  grade,  are  not  forfeited,  but  may  be  entered  within  the 
periods  allowed  by  the  said  Acts  of  1841  and  1854,  but  in  mch  cusex  the 
umal  minimum  must  be  paid,  viz  :  $1  25  per  acre.  All  entries,  by  pre- 
emption or  otherwise,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  must  he  in  a  com- 
pact body,  by  legal  subdivisions,  of  tracts  adjacent  to  each  other,  the  same 
as  under  the  pre-emption  act  of  1841,  except  where  the  land  is  claimed  for 
the  use  of  an  adjoining  farm  or  plantation,  when  it  must  adjoin  said  farm 
or  plantation,  and  form  with  it  such  compact  body  as  aforesaid. 

All  lands  not  claimed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  pre-emptions, 
or  for  settlements  existing  at  the  date  of  the  law,  or  for  actual  settlement 
and  cultivation,  or  aa  a  constituent  part  of  a  farm  or  plantation,  will  be 
subject  to  the  laws  regulating  the  sale  or  location  of  lands  at  the  ordinary 
minimum  price  of  $1  25  per  acre. 

Parties  entitled  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  cannot  locate  warrants  or 
scrip  on  the  land  applied  for,  unless  they  take  acre  for  acre ;  that  is,  a  forty- 
acre  warrant  or  scrip  can  only  take  a  forty-acre  tract,  or  its  equivalent ;  an 
eighty-acre  warrant  can  take  an  eighty-acre,  or  two  contiguous  and  adjacent 
forty-acre  tracts,  forming  a  compact  body  of  eighty  acres  :  and  so  on,  with- 
out reference  to  the  graduated  price  of  the  land. 

Where  persons,  capable  of  contracting,  have  settled  upon  and  cultivated 
lands  subject  to  the  operations  of  this  act  as  above  explained,  and  are  enti- 
tled to  pre-emptions,  they  can  enter  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  under  the 
second  section  of  this  act,  and  an  additional  quantity  adjacent  thereto,  on 
making  affidavit  before  the  Register  or  Receiver  that  they  want  it  for  the 
use  of  their  adjoining  farm  or  plantation,  as  required  by  the  third  section. 

Land  which  was  occupied  by  an  actual  settler  thereon  at  the  date  of  the 
law  is  not  regarded  as  liable  to  entry  by  another  for  settlement  thereon,  or 
for  the  use  of  a  farm,  as  it  wiffi  evidently  the  intention  of  the  law  to  protect 
persons  so  situated,  and  not  to  place  them  at  the  mercy  or  in  the  power  of 
those  who  might  desire  to  settle  thereon,  or  of  those  who  would  thereby 
add  the  improvements  of  another  to  their  existing  farms.  To  avoid,  there- 
fore, as  far  as  practicable,  interferences  of  this  character,  a  clause  to  that 
effect  is  inserted  in  the  form  of  af&davits,  hereto  appended.  Such  parties, 
so  settled,  are  entitled  to  enter  at  the  graduated  price,  and  should  do  so  at 
the  earliest  possible  period,  as  this  protection  does  not  extend  so  as  to  ex- 
clude persons  who  may  desire  to  enter  the  land  at  the  usual  minimum  of 
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SI  25  ;  nor  does  such  protection  in  any  event  extend  beyond  the  legal  sub- 
diyisiona  embracing  his  improvements. 

Where  persons  have  not  settled  upon  the  puhlic  lands,  but  desire  to  do 
so  at  once,  they  can  enter  lands  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  on  making 
affidavit  to  that  effect  before  the  Register  or  lleceiver,  and  that  they  intend 
toenter  the  land  for  the  purpose  of  actual  settlement  and  cultivation.  They 
can  enter  any  legal  subdivision,  from  a  half  section  down  to  a  quarter  quar- 
ter section ;  but  if  they  enter  leas  than  a  half  section,  then  subsequent  en- 
tries can  only  be  of  tracts  adjacent  to  and  forming  as  compact  a  body  of 
land  with  that  previously  entered,  as  possible.'  The  lands  applied  for  by 
each  of  the  classes  of  persons,  at  any  one  time,  should  be  embraced  in  one 
entry,  and  not  a  separate  entry  for  each  tract.  Where  parties  apply  to 
enter  parts  of  a  regular  section  (not  on  the  north  or  west  of  a  township) 
which  contains  a  few  acres  more  than  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  the  re- 
quisite numher  of  legal  mihdivisions  of  such  section  may  he  taken  as  would, 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  make  up  the  quantity  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres — that  is,  two  quarter  sections,  four  half  quarters,  &c.,  and 
without  paying  for  the  excess  above  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  at  any 
other  than  the  reduced  price ;  but  where  lots  or  fractional  tracts  are  taken, 
the  nearest  approximation,  only,  to  said  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres 
can  be  taken,  not  to  exceed  that  quantity. 

Where  persons  desire  to  enter  lands  for  the  use  of  an  adjoining  farm  or 
plantation,  they  can  do  so,  to  the  extent  of  three  hundred  and  twenty 
acres,  on  making  affidavit  to  that  effect,  as  above  directed;  but  it  must  be 
of  land  contiguous  to  such  farm  and  forming  with  it  a  compact  body  of 
land.  Where  more  than  one  farm  is  owned  by  any  one  person,  he  or  she 
may  enter  land  adjoining  each  of  said  farms,  provided  the  quantity  entered 
does  not  in  the  aggregate  exceed  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres. 

In  cases  where  two  or  more  persons  apply  simultaneously  to  enter  the 
same  piece  of  land,  if  either  has  performed  such  acte  as  to  entitle  him  to  a 
pre-emption,  he  will  have  a  preference  over  the  others  at  the  graduated 
price.  If  tbey  all  apply  to  enter  it  under  the  graduation  law,  for  purposes 
of  settlement  and  cultivation,  or  for  use  of  a  farm,  it  will  be  put  up  to  the 
highest  bidder,  subject  to  the  graduated  minimum. 

If  either  of  said  applicants  is  one  who  desires  to  enter  land  at  ordinary 
entry,  with  money,  scrip,  warrant,  &c.,  or  as  agent  of  a  State  or  company 
to  which  a  grant  has  been  made,  it  will  be  put  up  to  the  highest  bidder, 
subject  to  the  ordinary  minimum  of  one  dollar  and  tvieniy-five  cents  per 
acre ;  and  whore  the  successful  bidder  wishes  to  locate  scrip  or  warrants  in 
part  payment  for  the  land,  the  excess,  per  acre,  for  each  and  every  acre, 
must  be  paid  for  in  cash  ;  and  where  the  agent  for  the  State  or  company 
is  sueh  bidder,  he  will  be  allowed  to  locate  the  same  upon  paying  for  the 
excess  in  cash,  the  area  of  the  tract  being  debited  to  the  grant. 

The  law  requires  the  a£&davit  prescribed  by  the  third  section  to  be  taken 
before  the  Register  or  Receiver,  and  there  is  no  authority  in  this  office 
to  modify  this  requirement  or  to  authorise  any  other  officer  to  take  it.  As 
no  fee  is  allowed  to  the  Register  or  Keceiver  for  taking  the  affidavits,  the 
preparation  of  them  cannot  be  required  of  the  land  officers,  nor  the  expense 
of  furnishing  the  same  Imposed  on  the  government.  A  form  therefor  is 
appended  to  these  instructions,  and,  for  the  convenience  of  parties,  it  is 
suggested  that  a  printer  or  other  person  in  your  vicinity  might  have  them 

Erinted,  and  reimburse  himself  by  charging  part.ies  a  small  price  for  the 
lanks ;  but  you  are  chained  not  to  have  any  personal  connexion  with  such 
undertaking,  as  parties  are  to  be  left  free  to  prepare  their  own  affidavits  or 
to  purchase  sueh  printed  blanks,  as  they  may  prefer,  so  that  tliey  follow 
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the  form  prescribed.  See  Act  of  I7th  July,  1854,  chapter  84,  prescribing 
immediate  removal  from  office,  of  any  officer  who  shall  charge  or  receive 
fees  or  other  rewards  not  authorized  by  law. 

As  the  rights  given  by  this  act  arc  persODal  and  because  of  actual  settle- 
meat  and  cultivation  already  made  or  contemplated,  and  as  assignments  of 
rights  acquired  under  the  second  section  are  expressly  prohibited  by  the 
"  restrictions  and  limitations"  therein  referred  to,  assignments  of  entries 
under  the  third  section  will  be  wholly  disregarded,  and  the  patents  in  every 
instance  issued  to  the  original  purchasers.

Lands  which  became  subject  to  private  entry  between  the  1st  July,  1845, 
and  the  1st  July,  1846,  will  come  within  the  first  class  on  and  after  the 
ls(  Jul^,  1855.  Those  between  the  Ist  July,  1840,  and  the  1st  July, 
1841,  will  come  within  the  second  class  at  the  same  time;  those  between 
the  1st  July,  1835,  and  the  1st  July,  1836,  will  at  the  same  date  come 
within  the  (hird  class ;  and  so  on  of  all  the  other  classes. 

Where  parties  since  the  date  of  the  law  have  proved  up  and  paid  for 
pre-emption  claims  at  the  rate  of  |1  25  per  a«re,  they  will  be  entitled  to 
have  the  difference,  between  the  amount  paid  and  that  of  the  tract  entered 
at  the  graduation  price,  refunded,  upon  application  through  the  land  offi- 
cers, as  in  other  cases  of  repayment;  so  also  in  cases  of  entries  under  the 
third  section  of  the  act,  where  parties  have  been  required  to  pay  more 
than  the  legally  graduated  price  from  want  of  information  at  the  local  land 
office;  but  where  an  entry  has  been  made  at  ordinary  private  sale  at  gl  25, 
the  party  entering  cannot  subsequently  claim  the  right  to  avail  himself  of 
the  benefit  of  the  third  section  of  this  act. 

Where  lands  have  been  temporarily  withdrawn  from  sale  for  projected 
railroads,  &o.,  and  suleequently  restored  to  market,  such  withdrawal  is  not 
to  be  regarded  as  affecting  the  period  said  lands  have  been  in  market,  but 
they  are  to  be  treated  as  if  such  withdrawal  had  not  been  made. 

Great  care  and  attention  must  be  given  to  prevent  errors ;  and  all  entries 
claimed  under  this  act  since  its  passage,  must  be  adjusted  as  above  di- 
rected. 

The  testimony  and  afftdavits  of  claimants,  in  all  cases,  under  this  act, 
will  be  transmitted  to  this  Office  with  the  certificates  of  entry.

Gentlemen  : — Bj  the  aet  of  Congress  approved  3d  March,  1855,  entitled 
"An  aet  to  amend  an  act  approved  the  4th  of  August,  1854,  entitled 
'  An  act  to  graduate  and  reduce  the  price  of  the  public  lands  to  actual  set- 
tlers and  cultivators,'  "  it  is  directed  that  "  said  aet  shall  be  ao  construed, 
that  the  affidavits  required  by  the  third  section  of  that  act  may  be  made 
before  any  officer  duly  authorized  by  law  to  adm  nister  oaths,  according  to 
such  forms,  and  pursuant  to  «uch  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

The  only  object  of  this  law  is  lo  afford  rehct  to  those  residing  in  the 
State  or  Territory  in  which  the  land  is  sitiated  which  they  desire  to  enter, 
who  may  be  prevented  by  any  serious  impedin  ent,  such  as  physicial  in- 
firmity, or  other  disability,  from  attending  in  person  at  the  local  3and  office, 
to  make  the  affidavit  which  the  3d  section  of  the  Act  of  4th  August,  1854, 
requires  to  be  made  "  before  the  Register  and  Receiver."

Gentlemen : — The  sales  of  public  lands  for  "  settlement  and  cultivation," 
under  the  Act  of  4th  August,  1854,  (Jfo.  251,')  "to  graduate  and  reduce  the 
price  of  the  public  lands  to  actual  settlers  and  cultivators,"  have  been  very 
heavy  in  most  of  the  land  districts,  and  the  certificates  of  purchase  have 
accumulated  on  the  files  of  this  Office  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  it 
necessary  for  definite  action  to  be  taken,  to  place  such  entries  as  may  be 
valid  in  a  condition  for  patenting,  and  cancelling  those  which  may  have 
been  made  in  contravention  of  the  law. 

Before  patents  can  be  issued  for  this  class  of  entries,  it  will  be  incumbent 
on  the  purchasers,  in  every  instance,  to  produce  a  sworn  declaration,  with 
corroborative  testimony,  showing  that  the  "  actual  settlement  and  cultiva- 
tion," for  which  purposes  the  land  was  entered,  have  been  made,  and  to 
this  end  numerical  lists  of  the  certificates  of  purchase  issued  at  your  office 
for  this  class  of  sales  will  be  forwarded  to  you  from  time  to  time,  upon  the

were  directed  by  this  Office,  in  the  Circular  of  January  23,  185fi,  to^call 
upon  purchasers,  who  made  entries  "for  settlement  and  cultivation,  to 
produce  proof  of  settlement,  &c.,  within  two  months  from  the  date  ot

The  time  for  presenting  the  proof  was  thus  limited  to  hasten  its  produc- 
tion, the  OEEce  reserving  to  itself  the  right  to  extend  the  period,  at  the 
demand  of  parties  interested,  within  any  reasonable  limits. 

"  As  the  benefits  of  the  aet  were  designed  to  be  for  actual  settlers  only, 
as  declared  by  the  Attorney-General,  in  his  opinion  of  the  28th  July,  185&,

G-entlemen :— Annexed  Is  a  copy  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved 
March  3, 1857,  "to  confirm  certain  entries  of  land  therein  named,"  being, 
in  fact,  a  supplement  to  the  Act  of  1854. 

1st.  The  effect  of  this  Act  of  1857,  is  to  conflrm  all  entries  under  the 
Graduation  Act  of  1854,  made  prior  to  the  Act  of  March  3, 1857,  ia  which 
the  affidavit  has  been  made  in  the  form,  or  substance,  contemplated  by  the 
instructions  to  the  Register,  and  where  the  purchase-money  has  been  paid, 
excepting  where  "  fraudulently  or  evasively  made,"  or  which,  on  that 
ground,  had  "  been  annulled  and  vacated." 

_  We  arc  enabled  by  this  enactment  to  release  all  entries  from  the  begin- 
ning of  sales  under  the  Graduation  Act  to  the  3d  March,  1857,  not  fallin<' 
under  the  exceptions  mentioned,  and  if  there  are  any  impeached  cases,  no't 
yet  transmitted  to  this  office,  you  will  forthwith  report  them. 
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2d.  This  Act  of  March  3,  1857,  however,  Las  no  application  whatever 
to  any  entries  made  subsequent  to  its  passage. 

Therefore,  in  regard  to  all  such  subsequent  entries,  you  will  inform  the 
purchasers,  at  the  time  of  making  them,  that  the  requirements  of  the  Cir- 
cular of  April  7,  1856,  will  be  insisted  upon,  and  that  consequently  before 
patents  can  issue  for  such  subsequent  entries,  the  proof  of  actual  settlement 
and  cultivation,  within  a  year  from  the  date  of  entry,  must  be  made  as 
called  for  by  that  Circular.

OPINION  OF  ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
Ifo.  520. 

Purchase  of  Public  Lands  hy  Aliens. 

Under  the  Land  Laws  o/tke  United  State*,  aliens  are  entitled  topvrchase 
'the  public  lands,  subject  only,  as  to  their  tenure,  to  sucA  limitations  as 
particular-  States  may  enact,  with  this  exception,  however,  that  pre- 
-em/ptions  are  secured  to  aliens  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  become 
natwalized  according  to  law,  and  to  citizens  lohether  native  bom  or 
naturalixed,  and  none  others. 

The  same  distinction  is  maintained  in  the  Graduation  Acts,  with  the 
further  condition,  that  the  limited  quantity  of  land,  purchasable  hy 
any  person  at  the  reduced  prices,  can  be  purchased  only  for  personal  use, 
and  for  actual  settlement  and  cullivatinn. 

Attobkey  Gksb sal's  Offiob, 

July  28,  1855. 

Sir : — Your  communication  of  the  26th  instant,  presents  asingle  question 
of  construction,  arising  on  the  Act  of  August  4,  1854,  (No.  251,)  entitled, 
"  An  aet  to  graduate  and  reduce  the  price  of  the  public  lands  to  actual 
settlers  and  cultivators,"     (10  Stats,  at  Large,  p.  574.) 

This  Aet  provides,  in  ita  first  section,  that  "  all  the  public  lands  of  the 
United  States,  which  have  been  in  market  for  ten  years  or  upwards,  prior 
to  the  time  of  application  to  enter  the  same  under  the  provisions  of  the  aet, 
and  still  remaining  unsold,  shall  be  subject  to  sale  at  the  price  of  one  dollar 
per  acre,"  and  it  proceeds  to  enact,  in  the  same  legislative  language,  that, 
after  fifteen  years,  the  land  shall  be  subject  to  sale  at  seventy-five  cents  per 
acre  ;  after  twenty  years,  at  fifty  cents;  after  twenty-five  years,  at  twenty- 
five  cents;  and  after  thirty  years,  at  twelve  and  a-half  cents. 

The  Act  provides  in  the  second  section,  that  all  claims  of  pre-emption 
accruing  in  virtue  of  any  act  granting  pre-emption  to  actual  settlers  upon 
public  lands,  remain  untouched  by  this  law,  and  furthermore  gives  to  the 
pre-emptor  power,  within  certain  periods,  of  pre-empting  the  lands  described 
in  the  act  at  the  reduced  prices  which  it  prescribes,  but  subject  in  ail  other 
respects  to  "  the  same  terms,  conditions,  restrictions,  and  limitations  upon 
which  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  are  now  subject  to  the  right 
of  pre-emption." 

Finally,  the  act,  in  its  third  and  last  section,  provides  "that  any  person 
applying  to  enter  any  of  the  aforesaid  lands  shall  be  required  to  make  affi- 
davit, before  the  Register  or  Receiver  of  the  proper  land  office,  that  he  or  she 
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enters  the  same  for  his  or  her  own  use,  and  for  the  purpose  of  actual  settle- 
ment and  cultivatiou,  or  for  the  use  of  an  adjoining  farm  or  plantation  owned 
or  occupied  by  him  or  herself,  and,  together  with  said  entry,  he  or  she  has 
not  acquired  from  the  United  States,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  more 
than  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  aeeording  to  the  estahlished  surveys," 
And  the  question  submitted  is,  whether  aliem  can  enter  lands  under 
this  act  ? 

I  think  we  shall  discover  the  true  answer  to  this  qnestion  by  closely 
adhering  to  the  axiom  of  statutory  construction,  that  all  acts  in  pari  ma- 
teria are  to  be  construed  together  as  one  law. 

If  doubt  on  this  point  could  exist  in  any  case,  it  cannot  in  this  ;  for  the 
brevity  of  the  act,  and  the  generality  of  its  provisions,  compel  ue  to  have 
recourse,  iu  the  execution  of  it,  to  other  acts,  for  a  multitude  of  adminis- 
trative details,  without  which  it  would  be  a  dead  letter. 

In  truth,  the  act  presupposes  the  entire  existing  land  system  of  the 
United  States  in  all  its  completeness  of  legislation,  and  of  judicial  or  ad- 
ministrative construction  and  regulation,  and  then  superadds  to  the  system 
a  specific  new  fact,  namely,  sale  of  certain  lands,  and  in  certain  quantities, 
at  a  reduced  price  for  personal  use  and  for  actual  settlement  and  cultiva- 
tion, either  in  the  first  instance,  or  by  annexion  to  an  existing  farm  or 
plantation,  including,  of  course,  as  well  pre-emptors  as  purchasers  who  are 
uot  pre-emptors. 

Hence,  in  administering  this  act,  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  Oommis- 
fdoner  of  Public  Lands  to  draw  from  the  body  of  statutes,  and  from  other 
legal  authorities,  such  rules  as  appeared  to  be  requisite,  in  order  to  give, 
m  this  case,  due  effect,  and  no  more,  to  the  legislative  will  of  Congress. 
As  the  benefits  of  the  act  were  designed  to  be  for  actual  settlers  only,  and 
to  a  limited  amount,  it  became  necessary  to  exclude  all  persons  not  sui 
juris,  such  as  married  women  or  minors,  meaning,  of  course,  married  women 
and  minors  anemancipated,  and  constituting  subject  members  of  the  family 
of  a  husband  or  father;  becanse,  otherwise,  it  would  not  be  pLrsonal  use, 
and  an  actual  settler  might  double  or  treble  his  allotment  by  causing 
entries  to  be  made  by  his  wife  and  minor  children 

The  regulations  which  the  Department  adopted  in  these  and  other  re- 
spects, have  been  sanctioned  bv  Congress  10  Stats  at  Larse,  n  b49. 
(No.  277.)  ^     '■ 

But  those  regulations  do  not  profess  to  determine  the  presejit  question  : 
which,  of  course,  must  be  decided  by  consideration  of  the  generdl  tenor 
and  of  the  particular  provisions  of  the  se^erd  statutes  ior  the  disposal  of 
the  public  lands,  including  this  one. 

Now,  the  general  law,  in  so  far  as  regards  the  United  States,  undoubt- 
edly enables  aliens  to  purchase  the  public  lands,  subject  only,  as  to  their 
tenure,  to  such  limitation  as  the  particular  States  may  enact. 

Originally,  an  alien,  there  is  no  doubt,  was  also  entitled  to  enter  lands 
by  pre-emption.     (See  Mr.  Butler's  opinion,  of  April  18,  1836.) 

But  thelaw  now  in  force  gives  the  right  of  pre-emption  only  to  a  person 
being  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  having  filed  his  declaration  of 
intention  to  become  a  citizen,  as  required  by  the  naturalization  laws.  (Act 
of  September  4,  1841,  (No.  48,)  s.  10 ;  5  Stat,  at  Large,  p.  458 :  see  Mr. 
LegarS's  opinion,  of  March  15,  1843,) 

Aliens,  who  have  not  filed  the  declaration  of  intention  to  become  citizens, 
are  now  excluded  generally  from  pre-emption,  and,  of  course,  from  pre- 
emption under  the  Graduation  Act. 

But  what  is  there  in  the  act  to  forbid  the  alien  to  purchase  the  gradn- 
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ated  laoas  for  cash,  witliout  pre-emption,  and  in  open  competition  with  all 
the  world,  as  he  may  other  public  lands  ?     I  do  not  perceive  anything. 

He  is  not  of  the  class  of  persons,  who,  not  being  mi  juris  in  law,  are 
constructively  excluded  from  the  benefits  of  the  aot,  because  incapable  to 
buy  for  their  own  use,  and  to  engage  to  make,  or  to  make  actual  settle- 
ment and  cultivation  in  their  own  persons.  Notwithstanding  his  alienage, 
he  has,  or  may  have,  the  personal  use  and  the  full  competency  of  a  head 
of  family,  or  a  cultivation  in  his  own  right. 

He  has  the  power,  beyond  all  question,  to  enter  one  of  the  graduated 
parcels  at  the  ordinary  price,  even  for  the  purpose  of  investment  or  specu- 
lation, as  it  is  called,  and  without  limitation  of  quantity.  But  in  order  to 
obtain  a  certain  quantity  at  a  reduced  price,  there  is  a  condition  that  the 
party  should  swear  to  and  make  actual  settlement  and  cultivation.  No 
other  condition  is  mentioned.  It  is  purchase  at  the  ordinary  price  without 
condition,  and  at  the  reduced  price  with  condition.  No  other  apparent 
distinction  is  made  by  the  statute,  none  other  seems  to  be  implied.  In 
terms  and  in  legal  Intendment,  it  applies  to  ail  persons  competent  to  buy 
public  lands  :  provided  they  are  also  competent  to  take  for  their  own  use, 
and  to  make  and  esecute  the  engagement  of  settlement  and  cultivation. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  save  in  the  matter  of  pre-emptions,  the  Gradua- 
tion Act  extends  to  aliens  equally  with  citizens  of  the  United  States.

Proof  of  seUlemmt  and  cultivation  of  lands  d'limfd  under  the  Gradua- 
lion  LaiB,  required 

Depihtuknt  or  tbe  Interior, 
September  18,  1855. 
Extract  from  letter  to  Commissioner  in  rehtion  to  the  Graduation  Act : 
"  The  '  autual  settlement  and  cultivation'  of  the  land,  were  the  governing 
reasons  for  the  grant  of  the  Act  of  4th  August,  1854,  (No.  251,)  and  the  De- 
partment should  not  be  called  upon  to  consummate  the  grant  merely  because 
tbe  law  allowed  the  first  step  towards  its  consummation  to  be  taken  by  the 
party,  upon  his  making  oath  as  to  his  'intention'  to  make  such  settiement  and 
cultivation,  A  person  may  have  had  such  intention  at  the  time  of  entry, 
(as  in  charity  it  is  to  bo  supposed  of  those  who  have  made  the  affidavit  and 
subsequently  disposed  of  the  entries  effected,  without  any  settlement  and 
oultivation,)  but  that  is  not  regarded  as  conferring  on  him  a  right  to  the 
land  without  that  intention  being  subsequently  evinced  by  acts  demonstra- 
tive thereof;  and  it  is  regarded  as  perfectiy  within  the  power  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  its  duty,  in  order  to  prevent  frauds  under  the  law,  to  require  a 
performance,  within  a  reasonable  time,  of  that  which  alone  forms  the  basis 
of  the  right  designed  to  be  conferred,  by  engrafting  a  specified  period  to 
the  form  of  affidavit,  to  give  every  one  thus  due  notice  of  what  is  required

right  to  eom,plete  the  purchase  from  the  United  States,  if  the  selection 
failed  in  a  given  case.

Sir: — Tte  report  from  your  office  of  the  12th  inst.,  on  the  appeal  of 
Bazil  G.  Pncictt,  referred  to  jou  on  the  20th  August  last,  has  been  re- 
ceived. It  appearing  that  the  Jand  in  question  was  selected  by  the  State, 
many  month  before  the  erroneous  sale  thereof  was  made  to  John  K.  Jack- 
son, under  the  G-raduation  law  of  1854  j  that  such  selection  was  aubmitted 
to  the  Department,  and  approved,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  3d 
March,  1855,  leaving  nothing  to  be  done  but  the  issue.of  the  patent,  to 
carry  the  title  to  the  State  j  that  within  forty  days  after  the  entry,  by  Jack- 
son,  he  disposed  of  his  entry  and  left  the  State,  without  furnishing  any 
proof  that  he  had  made  any  settlement  or  improvement,  even  of  the  land, 
thus  raising  a  strong  presumption  against  his  entry  by  reason  of  that  cause 
alone,  I  am  of  opinion,  and  so  determine  in  the  case,  that  the  only  ques- 
tion involved  therein  really  is,  whether  the  land  was  swamp  land  or  not, 
and  of  this  you  should  take  the  necessary  steps  to  enable  yon  to  be  fully 
satisfied.  If  it  was,  tho  selection  and  approval  thereof  by  this  Department 
would  leave  nothing  necessary  to  complete  the  title  of  the  State  but  tho 
issue  of  tho  patent,  as  if  no  subsequent  sale  had  been  made.  If  it  was  not 
swamp  land,  then  the  equities  of  tho  present  oooupant  of  the  land,  Mrs. 
Lane,  should  ho  considered,  and  an  opportunity  afforded  her  to  obtain  a 
legal  title  thereto,  in  her  own  name,  should  it  he  discovered  that  nothing 
had  been  done  by  Jackson  to  consummate  his  right  by  making  the  neces- 
sary settlement  and  cultivation,  and  thus  by  this,  with  the  subsequent  sale 
of  his  entry  and  departing  the  State,  clearly  evincing  the  illegal  character 
of  his  entry. 

The  Department  does  not  regard  the  deficiency,  in  the  amount  paid  by 
Jackson,  as  of  any  consequence  under  the  circumstances.  That  can  be 
remedied  by  an  additional  payment  in  his  behalf,  if  it  should  be  the  only 
obstacle  to  his  right.

Sir: — The  entries  of  Graduated  lands  at  the   Springfield,   Missouri, 
Land  Office,  made  in  whole  or  in  part  with  the  Revolutionary  bounty-land 
scrip,  if  otherwise  in  accordance  with  law,  should  be  patented  in  the  usual 
course. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  the  31st  August,  1852,  provides  that  such 
scrip  "  shall  be  received  in  payment  for  any  lands  owned  by  the  United 
States,  subject  to  sale  or  private  entry."  These  words  are  general,  and  it 
appears  to  be  practicable  and  consistent  with  other  laws,  to  give  them  the 
force  and  meaning  which  they  most  obviously  bear. 
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The  holders  of  such  scrip,  accordingly,  woald  have  the  right  to  use  the 
same  in  payment  for  public  lands  subject  to  sale  or  private  entry,  without 
regard  to  the  price  to  be  paid  per  acre ;  unless  there  be  some  special  inhibi- 
tion in  the  case— and  I  find  no  inhibition  in  the  Act  of  August  4,  1854, 
under  which  the  price  of  the  lands,  in  the  list  now  before  me,  was  fixed. 

With  these  views  the  list  of  entries  which  accompanied  your  report  of 
the  8th  instant  is  now  returned  for  the  further  action  of  your  office.

The  plan  suggested  may  be  adopted,  and  at  the  same  time  you  will  in- 
struct the  Register  and  Receiver  to  give  public  notice  to  purchasers  thereof, 
advising  them  that  unless  their  patents  are  applied  for,  and  the  terms  of 
the  proposed  order  complied  with  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  same  will 
be  returned  to  the  General  Land  Office.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

[Underthe  Act  of  Congress,  approved  3d  of  August,  1846,  entitled  "An 
Act  providing  for  the  adjustment  of  all  suspended  preemption  land  claims 
in  the  several  States  and  Territories,"  the  following  funeral  equitable  rales 
and  regulations  are  established  for  the  government  of  the  Commissioner  of 
the  G-eneral  Land  Office. 

The  Commissioner  will  recognize  as  valid,  and  place  in  the  first  class, 
suspended  entries  of  the  following  description  : — 

Ut.  All  pre-emption  entries,  in  which  one  or  more  legal  requirements 
do  not  appear  in  the  papers,  because  of  the  neglect  or  inattention  of  the 
land  officers,  but  where  the  existing  testimony  shows  a  substantial  and  hona 
fide  settlement  and  improvement  of  the  lands;  or  where  such  facts  were 
satisfactorily  shown  to  the  local  officers,  by  proof  which  was  lost  in  trans- 
mission to  the  G-eneral  Land  Office,  and  cannot  now  be  renewed,  by  reason 
of  the  death  of  witnesses,  or  other  cause. 

2d.  All  pre-emption  entries  under  the  Acta  of  12tli  April,  1814,  29th 
May,  1830,  5th  April,  1832,  19th  June,  1834,  22d  June,  1838,  and  1st 
of  June,  1840,  whioh  have  been  allowed  in  the  names  of  assignees,  Instead 
of  the  pre-emptora  themselves,  where  the  claim  is  bona  fide,  aad  the  as- 
signees or  subsequent  purchasers,  are  in  possession. 

3d.  All  entries  in  virtue  of  "  floats,"  under  the  Acts  of  29th  of  May, 
1830,  and  19th  June,  1834,  where  the  origmal  settlement,  (from  which 
the  "  float"  was  derived,)  was  bona  fide,  and  had  been  actually  entered, 
but  where  such  origmal  settlement  was  on  land  reserved  for  private  claims, 
the  survey  of  which  had  not  been  returned  at  the  time  of  entry ;  and  also 
aU  entries  by  such  "floats,"  on  land  liable  to  sale,  where  the"float"en- 
tries  had  been  made  prior  to  the  return  of  the  official  plat  of  survey  for 
the  original  settlement. 

4th.  Entries  allowed  by  pre-emption  on  "  steleh  maps,"  (obtained  by 
the  parties,)  before  the  return  of  the  regular  approved  plat  of  the  town- 
ship embracing  the  land. 

5th.  All  entries  allowed  by  pre-emption  on  land  which  was  reserved  at 
the  date  of  the  Pre-emption  Act,  but  which  was  released  from  reservation 
before  the  expiration  of  said  act,  where  such  entries  are  in  other  respects 
regular. 

6th .  Pre-emption  entries  under  laws  requiring  actual  residence  on  public 
land,  in  which  the  residence  was  found  to  be  on  private  property,  but  where 
the  tract  entered  formed  a  substantial  part  of  the  farm  of  the  claimant,  and 
was  improved  and  cuUivaled  by  him  at  the  period  required  for  residence. 

7th.  Pre-emption  entries  of  le^al  subdivisions  of  a  fractional  section, 
which  contain  more  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  but  which  are  as 
near  that  quantity  as  the  existing  subdivisions  will  allow. 
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8th.  Pre-emption  entries  allowed  under  one  pre-emption  law,  where  it 
shall  have  been  discovered  that  said  entries  are  invalid  under  that  act,  hut 
where  the  settlement  and  iioproyement  is  of  a  character  to  have  entitled 
the  parties  to  a  legal  and  valid  claim,  under  a  subsequent  law,  provided  the 
land  ia  not  embraced  hy  the  valid  claim  of  another. 

9th.  Pre-emptioa  entries  in  the  mineral  region,  embracing  the  half  of  a 
quarter-section  reserved  for  mineral  pnrposes,  where  the  haif-quarter  so 
entered  is  shown  not  to  have  contained  mineral ;  and  also  entries  as  "  floats," 
allowed  to  the  claimants,  who,  by  reason  of  one  portion  of  the  quarter-sec- 
tion on  which  they  were  settled,  containing  mineral,  were  unable  to  enter 
more  than  the  half  of  said  quarter-section,  provided  tbe  claim  is  otherwise 
a  honajide  one. 

10th.  Pre-emption  entries  founded  upon  a  hona  fide  right  of  pre-emption, 
where,  as  it  respects  the  mode  and  mannerof  the  enfj-y,  there  is  not  a  strict 
conformity  with  the  law,  but  where  such  entry  does  not  embrace  a  quantity 
exceeding  that  allowed  by  law,  is  in  ac  d  w  th  th  w  h  f  the  party 
or  parties  interested,  and  does  not  inte  f  w  th  th  f,ht  nterests  of 
another. 

11th.  All  private  sales  of  tracts  wh    h  h  d      t  1        p  sly  offered 

at  public  sale,  but  wbere  the  entry  app  t  h  b  p  m  tted  by  the 
land  officers,  under  the  impression  that  th  1  d  w  1  hi  t  p  vate  entry, 
and  there  is  no  reason  to  presume  fraud,  or  to  behevi,  that  tho  purchase  was 
made  otherwise  than  in  good  faith. 

12th.  All  sales  made  at  one  land  office,  of  lands,  which  were  only  liable 
to  sale  at  another,  where  the  proceedings  in  all  other  respects  were  regu- 
lar. 

13th.  All  iona  fide  entries  on  lands  which  had  been  only  offered,  but 
afterwards  toniporarily  withdrawn  from  market,  and  then  released  from  re- 
servation, where  such  lands  are  not  rightfully  claimed  by  others. 

14th.  All  hona  fide  entries  at  private  sale,  allowed  at  Mineral  Point, 
Wisconsin,  and  fully  paid  for,  of  lands  which  were  not  ascertained  or  re- 
ported to  contain  lead  mineral,  until  after  the  date  of  said  entries,  where 
the  land  is  not  rightfully  claimed  by  another. 

The  foregoing  regulations  are  not  to  embrace  any  case  where  the  entry 
has  been  cancelled  or  desired  by  the  party,  or  where  a  subsequent  entry  ot 
the  same  land  has  been  legally  made  by  the  claimant  himself,  or  by  another 
person.

Where  an  entry  has  been  improperly  allowed  by  the  District  Land 
Officers,  upon  evidence  deemed  by  them  satisfactory,  of  the  right  of  the 
party  claiming,  and  upon  the  faith  of  the  official  certificate  of  entry  issued 
by  tho  Register,  such  entry  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  hona  fide  pur- 
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chaser,  a  palipnt  ahall  be  issued  to  suoh  assignee,  notwitliataBcling  the  suhse- 
quent  discovery  of  the  improper  or  irregular  allowance  to  the  original 
claimant,  provided  the  land  embraced  by  such  entryis  not  rightfully  claim- 
ed by  another,  and  such  assignee  was,  at  the  time  of  his  purchase,  ignorant 
of  the  irregular  or  improper  allowance,  and  id  all  eases  of  entries  of  lands 
in  the  Territory  of  Wisfonsin,  upon  which  no  lead  mines  or  diggings  were 
known  to  exist  at  the  time  of  such  entnes

A  Fravdvlent  Entry  cannot  he  acted  upon  under  the  conjirmatori/  Laws. 
AUeged  Equities  will  not  be  regarded  in  assignees  of  Pre-emption  rights. 

Dbpahtment  op  the  Interior, 
Washington,  December  21,  18B8. 

Sir : — Having  examined  the  papers  accompanying  your  report  of  the  9th 
ultimo,  submitting  for  confirmation,  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  3d 
August,  1846,  (No.  110,)  and  the  laws  reviving  and  extending  that  Act, 
the  pre-emption  entry  of  Jacob  L.  Hu^ins,  by  location  No.  878,  on  the 
8tb  May,  1857,  at  the  Minneapolis  office,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  that  said 
entry  should  be  cancelled,  or  reported  for  rejection. 

It  appears  that  this  entry  was  admitted  by  the  local  officers,  on  an  affi- 
davit made  by  John  J.  Bramhall,  some  days  previously,  before  a  notary 
public.  Three  days  after  its  admission,  Thos.  H.  Slrinnei  made  oath  before 
the  Receiver,  that  he,  the  affiant,  "  wrote  the  testimony  in  the  case  of 
Jacob  L.  Huggins,"  "and  that  said  testimony  has  been  altered  sineeitwas 
sworn  to."  The  alteration  named  is  manifest  on  a  close  inspection  of  the 
affidavit,  and  was  evidently  made,  or  procured  to  be  made,  corruptly;  and 
on  the  11th  day  of  May,  the  local  laud  officers  report,  that  "a  fraud  had 
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been  perpetrat<!cl,  as  set  forth  in  the  affidavit  of  Thoa.  H.  Skinner,  a  very 
intelligent  and  credibie  witness." 

In  this  state  of  facts,  the  entry  of  Huggina  appears  to  be  entirely  want- 
ing in  equitable  claim  to  confirmation ;  and  as  the  12th  section  of  the  Act 
of  Congress,  of  tbe  4tb  September,  1841,  (No.  48,)  declares  "all  assignments 
and  transfers  of  the  right  hereby  secured,  prior  to  the  issning  of  tbe  patent, 
shall  be  null  and  void,"  we  cannot  regard  any  parties  who  come  before  vs, 
claiming,  as  purebasera  from  Huggins,  that  confirmation  shall  be  made  Id 
his  name,  as  a  measure  to  save  them  from  pecuniary  loss. 

Tbe  papers  in  tbe  case,  are  now  returned  to  your  office  for  proper  action.

The  Commissioner  recommends  thai  certain  entries  hy  Mail  Oontracton  he 
allowed,  and  his  recommendation  adopted.

Sir  ; — In  answer  to  the  inquiry  concerning  the  early  action  of  this  Office, 
in  regard  to  the  execution  of  tbe  Pre-emption  Postal  Eoute  Act,  3d  March, 
1855,  (No.  279,)  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  the  mail  pre-emption 
entries,  made  prior  to  tbe  Circular  of  September  9,  1857,  have  been  in 
accordance  with  any  instructions,  or  any  construction  of  the  Postal  Eoute 
Act,  by  this  Office,  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  that  after  a  close  examina- 
tion of  tbe  files  and  correspondence,  involving  repeated  enquiries,  as  to  tbe 
import  and  duties  arising  under  said  Act,  I  can  find  nothing  to  countenance 
such  an  idea. 

As  early  as  the  9th  October,  1856,  the  views  of  this  Office  were  sought 
by  the  Hon.  H.  M.  Rice,  and  in  reply,  (27tb  same  month,)  be  was  in- 
formed, "  that  no  pre-emption  attached  to  any  mail  rente  stretching  length- 
wise  in  a  northerly  or  southerly  direction  in  tbe  Territoi^.  That  to  entitle 
a  party,  tbe  route  mnst  form  a  part  of  a  system  stretching  laterally  across 
the  Territory,  being  a  link  in,  or  part  of  a  connected  route  from  the  line  of 
the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi,  to  the  Pacific. 

Copiesof  this  letter,  at  nearly  tbe  same  date,  were  sent  in  reply  to  similar 
inquiries.  Tbe  views  thus  early  entertained  of  this  mail  pre-emption  law, 
are  the  same  as  are  expressed  in  the  Circular  of  1857,  and  are  tbe  same 
which  have  goveroed  the  action  of  this  Office,  in  all  the  cases  submitted  to 
its  consideration,  up  to  date. 

I  am  not  able,  therefore,  to  say  that  the  entries  that  have  been  allowed, 
were  in  consequence  of  any  more  liberal  eonstraetion  of  the  law  by  this 
Office  towards  tbe  contractors,  than  that  expressed  in  the  circular,  9tli  Sep- 
tember, 1857.  Tet,  it  is  proper  to  add,  that  prior  to  tbe  issue  of  that  cir. 
cular,  the  Registers  and  Eeceivers  were  not  instructed  on  the  subject,  for 
the  reason  that  no  actual  case  had  arisen,  your  predecessor  having  instructed 
this  Office,  under  date  of  May  15, 1835,  "  that  tbe  Department  prefers  that 
these  claims  shall  come  up  hereafter,  upon  their  individual  merits,"  and 
but  very  few  of  tbe  contractors  were  informed  by  the  Office  of  its  construc- 
tion of  tbe  law.  And  that  it  may  fairly  be  presumed  that  the  contractors, 
in  making  tbe  entries  of  their  stations,  and  the  Registers  and  Receivers  in 
allowing  the  entries,  did  tbe  same  in  entire  confidence  that  tbe  entries  were 
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authorized  by  the  law ;  and,  I  may  add,  that  without  refereQce  to  the  geDeral 

fiurpose  of  Congress,  and  the  policy  of  establishing  through  postal  lines,  the 
etter  of  the  statute  might  readily  have  received  the  construction  so  put 
upon  it  by  the  parties,  and  the  Registers  and  Receivers.  Where  the  parties, 
prior  to  the  issue  of  the  circular,  established  and  improved  their  stations, 
and  complied  with  their  contracts  in  the  transportation  of  the  mails,  and 
made  their  entries  in  good  faith,  they  have  a  strong  equity,  and  ought  to 
be  relieved  by  the  government. 

I  herewith  present  two  cases,  designated  as  A,  and  B,  on  the  enclosed 
list,  and  am  of  opinion,  that  these  clearly  fall  within  the  equitable  princi- 
ple indicated  in  the  foregoing,  and  accordingly  recommend  and  submit 
them  for  confirmation  bj  the  board,  under  the  Acts  of  1846  and  1856.

Sir : — I  have  considered  your  report  of  the  28th  ult,,  upon  the  letter  of 
E.  D.  Campbell,  Esq,,  of  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin,  In  regard  to  certain  entries 
and  warrant  locations,  made  by  him  in  1855,  for  Thomas  Spencer  and 
others,  of  lands  which  had  been  selected  by  the  State  as  part  of  the  500,000 
acres  granted  for  internal  improvements,  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  Sep- 
tember 4,  1841,  and  were  withdrawn  from  market  pending  the  selection. 
The  selections,  it  appears,  were  rejected,  but  the  entries  were  made  before 
the  land  had  been  restored  to  market  by  any  public  notice. 

You  may  advise  Mr.  Campbell  that  the  purchase-money  or  warrants  will 
be  restored  to  the  parties  interested,  on  the  proper  application  being  made. 

Before  the  confirmation  of  such  claims  by  the  Board  of  suspended  entries, 
I  think  it  should  be  made  to  appear,  to  our  satisfaction,  that  the  allowance 
of  the  entries  by  the  local  officers,  and  the  effecting  of  them  by  the  parties 
ooneerned,  was  purely  the  result  of  mistake ;  for  we  must  regard  the  with- 
drawal as  an  act  emanating  from  an  authority  which  could  not  be  defeated 
by  any  action  of  the  loea!  land  officers  in  derogation  thereof.

fraud. 
An  entry  of  unoffered  Land  is  not  contemplated  until  after  the  expiration 
of  three  months. 

Dbpasthskt  of  tee  Istebiob, 
Waahington,  August  12,  1359. 
Sir ; — I  have  transmitted  to  the  Attorney-General  the  report  of  the 
Geoera!  Land  Office  of  12th  February,  1858,  and  the  abstract  No.  5,  of  the 
suspended  entries,  which  were  therewith  submitted. 

I  have  approved  the  adjudication  of  the  Commissioner,  in  favor  of  the 
entries  at  all  the  land  offices,  as  scheduled,  excepting  those  entries  that 
were  made  at  the  land  offices  at  Brownsville  and  Winona,  Minnesota.  The 
papers,  receipts,  and  certificates  pertaining  to  the  entries  at  these  two 
offices,  are  herewith  returned;  and  I  suggest,  that  you  cause  a  re-esamina- 
tion  of  them  to  be  made.  Many  of  the  entries  appear  to  have  been  allow- 
ed, on  proof  of  a  single  witness,  of  a  settlement  commenced  only  a  few  days 
before  the  entries  were  made.  The  improvements  mentioned  by  the  wit^ 
nessea  are  of  a  trifling  character,  and,  of  course,  no  declaratory  statements 
are  filed.  The  precipitancy  of  the  entry,  after  settlement,  leaves  no  time 
for  cultivation  or  substantial  improyement.  Other  circumstances  also  indi- 
cate fraud.  Much  of  the  land  thus  entered,  I  infer,  has  never  been  offered 
at  public  sale,  and  the  apparent  result  of  these  short  pre-emptions  is  such 
as  the  law  forbids,  viz.,  the  sale  of  public  land  at  private  entry,  before  it 
has  been  offered  at  public  sale. 

I  enclose  to  you  a  letter  addressed  to  this  Department,  under  date  of 
27th  March,  1858,  by  E.  A.  Deslonde,  Receiver  at  Nebraska  city,  in  which, 
among  other,  things,  he  says,  "  I  have  lately  visited  the  interior  of  our  Ter- 
ritory, and  upon  townships  which  are  entirely  pre-empted,  not  a  single  ac- 
tual settler  is  found."  1  refer  you  also  to  an  editorial  in  the  "  Omaha  En- 
terprise," on  the  subject,  which  he  enclosed. 

The  allowance  of  pre-emption,  where  there  has  not  been  a  lona  fide  set- 
tlement and  cultivation,  evidently  injures  the  prosperity  of  new  communi- 
ties, whilst  a  proper  administratiou  of  the  pre-emption  laws  promotes  their 
prosperity. 

When  unoffered  land  that  is  surveyed,  is  claimed  by  pre-emption,  the 
law  requires  a  declaratory  statement  to  be  filed  within  three  months  after 
settlement;  and  I  therefore  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  entry  of  the  land  is 
not  contemplated,  till  after  the  three  months  expire,  unless  it  is  proclaimed 
to  be  offered  at  public  sale,  before  the  three  months  have  elapsed.  _  If  there- 
fore, on  the  re- examination  of  the  entries  now  returned  to  you,  it  is  found 
that  the  settlements  were  not  made  three  months  or  more,  before  the  entries, 
and  a  public  sale  has  not  been  proclaimed  by  which  the  three  months  may 
have  been  cut  short,  such  cases  should  be  sent  back  to  h  1  1  ffi  f 
report,  after  notice  to  the  claimants  to  show  the  honaji  ^       t  th  ttl 

raents,  and  the  equitable  grounds  on  which  they  rely  fo  fi  m  t    u    f

The  Board  of  Su^iended  Entries  has  no  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  rejected 
applicafions.     Certain  locations  hy  mail  contractors  to  be  suspended.

Washington,  May  26,  1859. 

Sir  : — Herewith,  I  return  the  papers  which  were  submitted,  with  report 
of  the  2d  instant,  in  the  matter  of  the  claims  of  Frederick  Emory  to  cer- 
tain lands  in  Kansas,  under  proyisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  3d  March, 
1855. 

Mr.  Emory's  application  to  the  Land  Office  at  Ogden,  to  enter  by  pre- 
emption, as  a  mail  contractor  on  route.  No.  15210,  section  1,  of  township 
11,  of  range  6,  east,  was  rejected  by  the  Register  on  the  ITth  January, 
1859,  on  the  ground  that  said  route  did  "  not  constitute  part  of  a  connected 
route  from  the  line  of  the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi,  to  the  Pacific." 
Such  bad  also  been  the  decision  of  the  General  Land  Office  of  the  29th 
December,  1858,  but  on  a  change  in  his  views  on  this  point,  the  Commis- 
sioner submitted  the  same  to  the  Department  in  a  report  of  the  9th  ultimo, 
and  my  decision  of  the  27tb,  sustained  the  action  of  the  local  officei-s. 

That  application  therefore,  stands  rejected,  and  I  am  not  disposed  to  re- 
consider the  case;  nor  do  I  think  that  the  Board  of  suspended  entries,  has 
jurisdiction,  in  any  ease  of  rejected  application,  to  enter  lands. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  2d  instant,  also  submitted  for 
confirmation  the  locations,  amounting  to  one  section  of  land,  which  Mr. 
Emory  effected  at  the  Land  Office  at"  Kickapoo,  on  the  28th  June,  1858. 
These  locations  were  allowed,  so  long  after  the  Circular  of  September,  1857, 
was  issued,  that  we  cannot  infer  tbat  the  claimant  and  the  officers  were,  at 
the  time,  unaware  of  the  contents  of  that  circular.  The  officers  seem  rather 
to  have  admitted  the  entry,  believing  their  action  to  be  consistent  with  the 
requirements  of  the  circular,  but  my  decision  of  the  27th  ultimo,  was  to 
the  contrary. 

The  locations  covering  six  hundred  and  forty  acres  in  township  9,  of 
range  10,  Kickapoo  district,  do  not  therefore,  appear  to  have  been,  in  all 
respects,  like  the  cases  of  Lowry  and  Brackett,  to  which  reference  was 
made  in  my  letter  of  the  27th  April  last. 

After  mature  reflection,  I  have  concluded  to  direct  that  these  entries  of 
Mr.  Emory,  and  all  other  similar  ones,  remain  suspended  in  your  office

Sir  :— The  facts  presented  by  the  appeal  of  Green  J.  Underwood,  from 
your  decision  adverse  to  this  pre-emption  claim  to  certain  land  in  Monroe, 
Louisiana  District,  have  been  considered,  and  the  papers  pertaining  to  the 
contest  between  said  claimant  and  John  H.  M'Intyre  submitted  by  your 
letter  of  the  28th  of  February  last,  are  now  returned. 

Said  Underwood,  upon  making  proof  of  compliance  with  the  pre-emption 
law  was  permitted  to  locate  a  land  warrant  npon  the  land  m  question,  on 
the  2d  August,  1856.  He  claimed  to  have  commenced  his  settlement  on 
the  14th  March,  1856.  Upon  a  reinvestigation  of  the  case,  it  was  found 
that  said  claimant  did  not  actually  move  his  family  upon  the  land  until 
after  said  wanant  location. 

He  did  inhabit  the  same,  however,  for  some  months  previous  to  the  ex- 
piration of  the  year  allowed  a  settler  on  offered  land  to  make  proof  and 
payment,  and  although  the  law  does  not  intend  that  twelve  months  shall 
be  allowed  in  which  to  make  settlement,  and  to  commence  inhabitancy, 
yet  the  fact  that  this  claimant  did  actually  inhabit  the  land  before  the 
application  to  locate  scrip,  in  connection  with  evidence  exhibited  of  his 
honest  intent,  creates  a  strong  equity,  and  attaches  a  priority  of  claim  on 
his  part  which  should  be  protected. 

Considering  also,  that  his  engagements  were  of  such  a  character  as_  to 
render  an  earlier  occupancy  of  the  land  with  his  family  incompatible  with 
them,  together  with  the  absence  of  any  evidence  of  intended  fraud,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  said  Underwood  is  entitled  to  an  adjudication  of  his 
entry  or  location  under  the  Act  of  26th  June,  1856. 

You  will,  therefore,  be  pleased  to  report  the  same  for  confirmation  under 
that  act.

Gentlemen: — Sbould  tLere  exist  in  jour  land  district  any  instances 
where  the  siztcenth  saetion,  usually  set  apart  for  school  purposes,  is  inter- 
fered with  in  anj  township  or  fractional  township,  either  wholly  or  par- 
tially, by  private  confirmed  claims  or  donations,  you  are  to  regard  suoli 
township  or  fractional  township  as  entitled  to  a  selection,  for  the  use  of 
schools,  of  other  lands  in  the  district,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  approved  May  20,  1826,  (No.  18,)  entitled  "  An  act  to  appro- 
priate lands  for  the  support  of  sohoois  in  certain  townships  and  fractional 
townships  not  before  provided  for,"  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  havinj; 
recently  nescinded  the  tenth  paragraph  of  the  instruction  contained  in  the 
printed  eircnkr  of  August  30,  1832,  in  relation  to  school  lands  under  the 
Act  aforesaid,  which  is  adverse  to  the  decision  now  given. 

The  selections  of  school  land  herein  intended  are  to  be  made  under  the 
rules  prescribed  in  the  circular  referred  to.

Under  the  Act  of  May  20, 1826,  (No.  18,)  grantmg  lands  for  the  support  of  schools, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  (Interior)  had  power  to  decide,  aa  between  the  school 
trustees,  for  a  township,  and  one  olftiming  under  a  private  entry,  whether  the  land  in 
qaestion  had  been  daly  selected  and  set  apart  foe  the  schools  of  the  township  ;  and 
his  decision  was  fins\.~OampbeU\.  Doe,  13  Howard,  344;  19  Condensed  Keports 
4TT. 

It  has  always  been  a  cherished  policy  of  the  Goveromenl  of  the  United  StHtea,  to 
appropriate  section  siiteen,  in  every  township,  for  the  use  of  schools.  Reaervations 
were  made  in  the  sale  of  other  lands  which  contained  salt  springs  or  lead  mines,  but 
not  in  the  appropriation  of  section  sixteen  for  schools. 

_  When  the  State  of  Michigan  was  adniitted  into  the  Union,  it  was  upon  the  condi- 
tion, that  every  section  numbered  siit«en,  in  every  township  of  the  public  lands,  and 
where  such  section  has  been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  other  lands  equivalent 
thereto  and  as  contiguous  as  may  be,  shall  be  granted  to  the  State  for  the  nse  of 
schools. 

When  the  lands  are  surveyed  and  marked  out,  tlie  title  of  the  State  attaches  to 
number  sixteen,  and  if  there  be  no  legal  impediment,  becomes  alegal  title.  The  Act 
of  March  I,  1847,  providing  for  the  sale  of  mineral  lands,  does  not  include  section 
sixteen,  which  remains  subject  U>  the  compact  with  Michigan. — Cooper  v.  Roberts. 
18  Howard,  173. 

Where  a  part  of  section  sixteen  is  disposed  of,  the  Sute  is  not  Ijound  to  select  the 
residue,  but  may  take  an  equivalent  or  other  sections,  (under  Cherokee  Treaties,  July, 
1817,  and  February,  1819.)

Gentlemett : — The  Act  of  Congress  approved  on  the  ISth  instant,  enti- 
tled "  Au  act  to  authorize  the  selection  of  certain  school  lands  in  the  Terri- 
tories of  Florida,  Iowa,  and  Wisconsin,"  (No.  83,)  declares"  thatwhercYer 
the  sixteenth  sectionB  in  said  Territories,  either  in  whole  or  m  part,  are  now, 
or  may  tereafter  be,  included  in  private  claims  held  by  titles  confirmed  or 
legally  decided  to  be  valid  and  sufficient,  other  lands  equivalent  thereto, 
within  any  land  district  in  said  Territories  most  adjacent  to  said  lands  so 
taken  up  by  private  claims,"  may  be  selected  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  Act  directs  that  the  selections  thus  to  he  made  are  to  be  of  lands 
"  which  have  been  offered  at  public  sale  and  remain  unsold." 

With  the  view  of  carrying  this  Act  into  effect,  you  are  required,  in  the 
first  place,  to  prepare  and  report  to  this  office  a  list  of  all  the  townships  and 
fractional  townships  wherein  the  sixteenth  sections  are  covered  in  whole  or 
in  part  by  the  private  claims  of  individuals  within  the  limits  of  your  dis- 
trict, designating  in  each  case  tSe  name  of  the  claimant,  with  the  date  or 
number  of  confirmation,  or  such  other  memoranda  respecting  it  as  will  en- 
able this  Office  readily  to  refer  to  its  history,  and  thereby  form  an  opinion 
as  to  its  validity.  .„  ,     -  t  .  i 

On  the  receipt  and  examination  of  such  report,  you  will  he  immediately 
advised  of  the  quantities  of  land  which  may  he  required  to  be  selected  m 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

sections  and  that  the  2d  section  oflhe  Act  of  11th  February,  1805,  confirms  the 
returns 'made  bv  the  Surveyors  General,  nccordiog.to  which  the  lands  are  sold,  and 
thA  titlPF.  t>n=s  to  the  purchasers.  That  the  United  States,  therefore,  after  the  lands 
Ce  been'  sold  and  patented,  have  nothing  more  to  do  with  the  right  acquired  by 
the  riparian  proprietors,  for  here  the  general  laud  laws  cease,  and  the  State  laws,

Gentlemen  t — Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  following  Act  of  Congress, 
approved  Ist  March,  1854  :  "  An  act  for  the  extension  of  the  pre-emption 
privilege  in  the  State  of  California,  (No.  233.)— £e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate 
and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  fourth  of  September, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  granting  pre-emption  rights  to  the  settlers 
on  the  public  lands,  as  raodifled  and  made  applicable  to  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia,  by  the  Act  of  third  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three, 
shall  be_ further  modified  by  extending  the  provisions  of  the  third  proviso 
in  the  sixth  section  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  the  third  of  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-three,  to  settlements  made  prior  to,  and  within  two  vears 
after  the  passage  of  this  act." 

By  it,  the  provisions  of  the  pre-emption  law  of  September  4,  1841,  are 
extended  to  all  settlements  on  unswrveyed  public  lands  in  C  ilifoFcia,  made 
"  prior  to,  and  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  thii  Act,'  thit  1=!, 
prior  to  the  Ist  of  March,  1856;  and  if  any  such  settlement  should  prove,

The  Act  of  23d  June,  1836,  admitting  Mickiyan  into  the  Union,  contain- 
ed an  absolute  grant  to  the  State  of  every  sixteenth  section,  which  had 
not  been  disposed  of.

Sir: — I  have  examined  the  claim  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  under  the 
compact  for  her  admission  into  the  Union  against  certain  lessees,  under  the 
Act  1st  March,  1847,  {No.  127,)  to  sections  numbered  sixteen,  which  were 
the  subject  of  your  report  to  me  of  the  16th  of  Jnne  last. 

The  first  proposition  in  the  Act  of  Congress  of  23d  June,  1836,  for  the 
admission  of  Michigan  into  the  Union  as  a  State  is,  "  That  section  numbered 
sixteen,  in  every  township  of  the  Public  Lands,  and  where  such  section 
has  been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  other  lands  equivalent  thereto,  and 
as  contiguous  as  may  be,  shall  be  granted  to  the  State  forthe  use  of  schools." 
This  with  the  other  propositions  of  the  Act  of  June  23,  1836,  were  to  be 
"  offered  to  the  Legislature  of  the  state  of  Michigan,  for  their  acceptance  or 
rejection,"  and  "if  accepted  under  the  authority  conferred  on  the  said 
Legislature  by  the  Convention  which  framed  the  constitution  of  the  State," 
were  to  be  "  obligatory  upon  the  United  States." 

These  propositions  were  accepted,  and  the  irrevocable  ordinance,  re- 
quired hj  the  5th  proposition,  was  provided  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  Michigan,  approved  the  25th  July,  1836.  On  the  1st  March,  1847 
Congress  passed  "  An  act  to  establish  a  land  office  in  the  northern  part  of 
Michigan,  and  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  mineral  lands,  in  the  State  of 
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Michigan."  The  second  section  of  that  Act,  requires  that  ageologieal  ex- 
amination and  survey  of  the  lands  comprising  this  new  land  district,  should 
be  made,  and  that  such  land  as  might  be  found  to  contain  copper,  lead,  or 
other  valuable  ores,  be  exposed  for  sale,  giving  six  months'  notice  of  the 
time  and  place,  and  that  all  the  lauds  embraced  in  said  district,  not  reported 
ze  containing  valuable  ores,  "  should  be  sold  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
lands,"  under  the  laws  then  in  force  for  the  sale  of  public  lands,  "  excepting 
andreserviogfromsucbsalessectionsixteen,  in  each  township,  for  the  use  of 
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1836,  for  her  admission  into  the  Union.  The  questions  wbi(,b  ans>e  in 
this  case  are  purely  legal,  being  as  to  the  proper  construction  of  tbc  Acta 
of  1836  and  1847.  The  first  proposition  of  the  Act  of  June  23,  1836, 
which  was  accepted  by  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  thereby  became  obliga- 
tory upon  the  United  States,  is  in  these  words  :  "  That  section  numbered  six- 
teen, in  every  township  of  the  public  lands,  and  where  Bach  section  has  been 
sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  other  lands  equivalent  thereto,  and  ae  conti- 
guous as  mav  be,  shall  be  granted  to  the  State  for  the  use  of  schools." 
You  contended  that  this  language  does  not  amount  to  a  present  grant,  and 
that  its  true  meaning  and  intent  are,  that  section  sixteen  in  every  township, 
which,  upon  being  surveyed,  shall  be  found  not  to  have  been  sold  or  other- 
wise disposed  of,  shall  be  granted  for  the  use  of  schools.  In  this  I  do  not 
concur;  I  regard  it  as  an  absolute  grant  of  every  sixteenth  section  which 
had  not,  on  the  23d  June,  1836,  been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  whether 
then  designated  by  surveyor  not;  and  the  fact  that  the  same  language  was 
nsed  in  the  admission  of  Ohio  into  the  Union  in  1802,  and  in  tbc  admis- 
sion of  all  the  other  States  subsequent  to  that  time,  has  passed  to  the 
States  the  title  to  sections  sixteen,  without  further  legislation;  the  issuing  of 
a  patent  or  other  action  by  the  General  Land  Office,  shows  that  it  has  always 
been  regarded  as  a  present  grant.  It  is  also  contended  that  this  construc- 
tion of  the  Act  of  1836,  will  render  the  Act  of  1st  March,  1847,  nugatory ; 
that  the  Act  of  1847  grants  certain  privileges  to,  and  confers  certain  rights 
upon  occupants  of  these  mineral  lands;  and  that  under  Attorney- General 
Legar^'s  opinion  of  29th  April,  1842,  the  Executive  is  bound  to  execute  a 
law  of  Congress  where  the  will  of  that  body  is  clearly  expressed,  even 
thoi^h  the  provisions  of  that  law  are  inconsistent  with  previous  legislation. 
Where  a  law  of  Congress  is  clearly  inconsistent  with  prior  legislation,  I 
agree  with  Mr.  Legarg  that  the  Executive  is  bound  to  execute  it;  but  in 
construing  the  subsequent  law,  wo  must  construe  them  as  statutes  upon 
the  same  subject  in  pari  materia  ;  and  if  possible  make  them  harmonize, 
ao  that  Congress  may  not  be  charged  with  injustice  or  absurdity. 

But  I  do  not  regard  the  Act  of  1847  as  inconsistent  with  that  of  1836, 
nor  as  containing  language  sufficiently  ambiguons  to  give  rise  to  serious 
doubts  as  to  its  true  intent  and  meaning.  The  Act  of  1836  had  granted  to 
the  State  all  sections  numbered  sixteen,  which  had  not  then  been  sold  or 
otherwise  disposed  of;  and  it  would  not  have  been  constitutional  or  just  in 
Congress,  in  1847,  to  violate  that  law,  or  annul  the  grant  made  by  solemn 
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compact  with  the  State ;  and  the  concluding  portion  of  the  second  section 
of  the  Act  of  March  1,  1847,  was  designed,  in  my  opinioD,  to  exclude  from 
its  operation  all  sixteenth  sections,  and  such  reservations  as  the  President 
might  deem  necessary  for  public  uses,  whether  such  sections  or  reservations 
were  mineral  or  agricultBral  lands.  Without  going  further  into  the  sub- 
ject, it  being  deemed  unnecessary,  your  decision  of  22d  April  last,  adverse 
to  the  claim  of  the  State  of  Michigan  to  the  sixteenth  sections  in  the 
mineral  regions,  is  reversed,  and  the  papers  which  were  submitted  with 
your  letter  of  16th  June  last,  are  herewith  returned.

Your  letter  of  the  11th  instant,  on  the  subject  of  an  approval  by  the 
Department  on  the  19th  April  last,  of  a  list  of  selections  for  university 
purposes,  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  under  the  Act  of  15th  December, 
1854,  has  been  reeeived.  A  list  is  enclosed,  exhibiting  twenty-two  cases  of 
actual  sale,  and  twenty-seven  cases  of  claims  by  pre-emption,  embracing 
land  which  was  heretofore  submitted  for  and  received  the  approval  of  the 
Department,  as  selections  free  from  known  adverse  claims,  and  the  object 
is  to  ^irocure  the  rescinding  of  such  approval  as  to  the  tracts  embraced  in 
said  list.  The  approval  as  stated  by  you,  was  a  conditional  one,  saving  the 
rights  of  adverse  parties,  and  therefore  did  not  actually,  in  a  legal  sense, 
embrace  tracts  previously  sold,  or  which,  claimed  as  pre-emptions  by  virtue 
of  settlements  made  prior  to  15th  December,  1854,  may  be  in  due  time 
consummated,  but  such  approval  to  the  extent  indicated,  is  hereby  for- 
mally revoked,*  in  order  that  the  course  mentioned  by  you  may  be  taken  to 
prevent  any  disposition  of  said  tracts  by  the  State,  under  the  erroneous 
impression  that  they  belong  to  her.

Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  3d  inst.,  I  have  to  state  that  those 
settlers  In  Minnesota,  who,  prior  to  the  surveys,  entered  upon  and  improved 
public  lands  with  a  view  to  pre-emption,  and  who,  subsequently  to  the 
return  of  the  plats,  found  their  improvements  to  be,  in  part,  on  the  school 
section,  sixteen  or  thirty-six,  and  who,  in  consequence,  have  heretofore, 
aodpriortothepassageof  the  Actof  3d  March  last,  (No.  320,)  entered  their 

*  This  policy  has  since  been  changed. 
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claims — including  only  such  portions  as  were  outside  of  tte  school  section — 
are  regarded  by  this  office  as  occupying  the  same  position  or  ground,  under 
the  said  law  of  1857,  as  those  whose  improvements  were  found  to  be  wholly 
on  the  school  sections,  and  which  latter  class  can  now  secure  all  the  land 
claimed  under  the  said  aot. 

In  other  words,  suppose  a  case  : — Upon  the  return  of  survey,  A.  found 
his  improvementa  oa  the  west  half  northwest  quarter  section  15,  and  east 
half  northeast  quarter  section  16.  He  was  of  course  restricted  in  his  entry 
to  the  west  half  northwest  quarter  section  15,  said  entry  having  been  made 
before  the  passage  of  the  law  of  3d  March  last. 

Then  comes  the  relief  law,  to  protect  settlers,  who,  in  ignorance  of 
where  the  lines  would  run,  made  improvements  upon  what  turned  out  to 
be  school  land. 

A.  having  lost  a  part  of  his  land,  is  surely  just  as  much  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  said  law  as  another,  whose  improvements  are  wholly  on  the  re- 
served section  ;  and  regarding  both  classes  as  equally  contemplated  by  the 
law  of  185r,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  authorize  a  correction  of  the  entry  in 
the  first  mentioned  case,  so  as  to  embrace  all  the  land  claimed  under  the 
law,  upon  satisfactory  evidence  being  furnished,  that  the  party  claiming 
had  made  improvements  upon  the  portion  returned  as  school  land.

Fractional  TownsMps  in   CaUfomia,  not  containing  sections  sixteen  and 
thirty-six,  are  not  provided  for  hj/  the  law  allotcing  selections  in  lieu,  &c.

Sir  1 — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  pre- 
amble and  resolutions  adopted  by  the  two  houses  of  the  California  legisla- 
ture, in  relation  to  the  surveying  of  mountainous  districts  in  that  State, 
which  were  transmitted  to  you  by  his  excellency  the  Governor  of  California, 
and  by  you  referred  to  this  Office  for  consideration. 

As  the  surveys  in  that  State  already  cover  lai^e  areas  of  land,  of  a  quality 
to  attract  emigration  and  settlement,  which  are  not  likely  to  be  all  taken  up 
and  occupied  for  some  years  to  come,  and  as  the  extension  of  those  surveys 
already  made  over  mountains  that  are  wholly  or  partially  inaccessible  for 
such  a  purpose,  will  involve  a  heavy  expenditure  without  any  practical 
benefit,  this  Of&ce  cannot  advise  or  recommend  such  surveys  to  be  made. 

The  Act  of  Congress  of  3d  March,  1853,  (No.  224,)  donating  to  the 
State  of  California,  for  school  purposes,  the  sisteenth  and  thirty-sixth 
sections  of  every  township  of  land  that  might  be  surveyed  therein,  was 
intended  to  apply  only  to  such  townships  as  might  contain  those  sections 
ia  full  or  in  part.  Where  townships  were  made  fractional  by  their  coming 
in  contact  with  oceans,  lakes,  navigable  rivers  or  sterile  mountains,  inac- 
cessible to  deputy  surveyors,  except  at  great  personal  sacrifice  to  them- 
selves, and  a  useless  expense  to  the  government,  it  was  impossible  for  the 
State  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections,  or  where 
such  sections  in  land  were  not  to  be  found.  There  are  quite  a  number  of 
townships  in  other  States  and  Territories,  where  the  sections  (or  single 
section)  donated  to  them  for  school  purposes,  are  either  entirely  excluded 
32 
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by  the  fraotional  sbape  of  the  townships,  or  much  reduced  in  area  by  the 
intervention  of  small  lakes  or  navigable  rivers,  and  no  eomplaint  has  come 
from  any  of  them  about  such  unavoidable  deficiencies  in  many  eases. 

The  7th  section  of  the  Act  of  March  3, 1853,  provides,  "  that  where  any 
settlement,  by  the  erection  of  a  dwelling-house,  or  the  cultivation  of  any  por- 
tion of  tho  land,  shall  be  made  upon  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections 
before  the  same  shall  be  surveyed,  or  where  such  sections  may  he  reserved 
for  public  uses,  or  taken  by  private  claims,  other  land  shall  be  selected  by  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  State  Id  lieu  thereof,"  but  it  makes  no  provision 
for  supplying  deficiencies  to  the  State,  arising  from  the  omission  to  survey 
mountainous  regions,  "  unfit  for  cultivation,"  as  said  Act  directs.

In  your  letter  of  the  27th  ultimo,  transmitting  the  papers  which  accom- 
panied the  appeal  taken  by  Major  R.  H.  Weightman,  from  a  decision 
rendered  by  you  in  the  Pre-emption  Case  of  Klisha  Eeno,  from  the  Kick- 
apoo,  Kansas,  Land  0£6ee ;  you  state,  that  "  the  only  point  presented  by 
the  appeal  is,  did  the  34th  section  of  the  Act  of  30th  May,  1854,  (No. 
239,)  make  an  absolute  grant  in  prmseati,  of  the  fee-simple  title  of  sec- 
tions sixteen  and  thirty-sixth  to  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  so  as  to  invest  the 
legislature  thereof  with  power  to  dispose  of  the  same." 

I  do  not  hesitate  in  deciding,  that  the  construction  given  by  you  to  the 
language  of  said  34th  section,  is  correct.  Sections  sixteen  and  thirty-six,  are 
not  granted,  dedicated,  or  disposed  of,  but  are  simply  reserved  by  Congress 
for  the  purpose  of  being  applied  to  schools.  No  trust  was  created  by  said  Act 
unless  Congress  itself  assumed  it.  That  Congress  did  not  intend  to  divest 
itself  of  all  power  over,  and  control  of,  said  lands,  is  evident  from  the  very 
terms  employed.  But  if  any  doubt  on  this  point  could  exist,  it  would  be 
removed  by  the  joint  Resolution,  approved  3d  March,  1857,  (No.  320,) 
which  provides,  that  where  any  settlements,  &c.,  shall  be  made  upon  sec- 
tions sixteen  and  thirty-six  before  the  survey  thereof,  other  sections  shall 
be  selected  in  lieu  thereof. 

This  Resolution,  is  tantamount  to  a  legislative  declaration  of  the  mean- 
ing, and  will  govern  the  construction  of  the  former  law.  By  it,  Congress 
has  not  only  claimed,  but  has  exercised  the  power  of  disposing  of  said  sec- 
tions sixteen  and  thirty-six.  This  Department  will  not  in  any  event, 
disregard  apositive  Aet  of  Congress,  until  the  same  shall  be  pronounced 
null  and  void  by  a  court  of  competent  authority.

Sir; — In  the  case  of  Jas.  D.  Hutchinson's  appeal  from  your  order,  can- 
celling his  pre-emption  entry  in  a  school  section,  within  what  is  called  tlie 
Sioux  Half-breed  Reserve,  submitted  with  your  report  of  the  20th  ultimo 
I  concur  in  the  opinion  expressed  in  said  report,  that  sections  sixteen  and 
thirty-sis,  within  said  reserve,  are  not  subject  to  pre-emption  based  on 
settlements  made  after  the  surveys,  but  are  to  be  regarded  as  school  lands. 
The  only  class  of  cases  io  which  such  sections  appear  to  be  subject  to 
location  with  scrip,  are  those  in  which  the  party  to  whom  the  scrip  issued, 
was  at  the  time  of  its  delivery  to  him,  a  half-breed  settler  or  occupant  of 
the  particular  lands,  and  maintained  possession  thereof  until  the  location 
of  the  scrip  was  effected. 

In  such  cases,  the  actual  possession  by  the  Indian,  under  the  treaty  of 
1830,  and  the  law  of  1854,  (No.  24;^,)  maintained  until  after  the  appli- 
cation of  the  land  in  satisfaction  of  his  own  scrip,  may  be  regarded  as 
such  an  appropriation  of  the  !and  to  private  use,  in  aecordance  with  law, 
as  to  exclude  the  reservation,  or  the  grant  for  school  purposes,  from  attach- 
ing to  the  particular  tracts.

Sir: — To  simplify  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  mating  State  selections 
under  the  8th  section  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  4th  September,  1841,  (No. 
48,)  and  to  enable  tlie  States  to  close  up  this  intricate  biisiness  as  soon  as 
possible,  I  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  adopt  the  following  regulations : 

lat.  That  if  the  State  selects  a  tract  of  land  which  contains  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty  acres,  the  compact  parcel  required  by  law,  and  on  esami- 
nation  by  this  Office  it  is  ascertained  that  a  portion  of  it  is  interfered  with 

The  eighth  section  of  tlio  Act  of  4th  September,-  1841,  (No.  48,)  granting  lands  to 
Lousiana  and  other  Slates,  did  not  veat  the  fee  in  those  States.  In  a  suit  lo  try  the 
legal  title,  one  claiming  such  land  under  a  patent  from  the  United  States,  must  ptc- 
vail  over  one  claiming  under  a  patent  from  the  State. — Foley  v.  ffarriion,  15  How. 
433  ;  30  Condensed  Eeporls,  589. 

Under  the  Act  of  Congiess  of  August  3,  1846,  (No.  HO,)  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Land  Office,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  (Interior)  and  the  Attorney  General,  bad 
power  to  decide  finally  on  claims  of  these  parties,  and  their  decision,  and  a  patent 
issued  in  accordance  therewith,  were  oonclasive  in  a  suit  fat  the  land.^/i. 

The  States,  to  which  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  were  given  for  internal 

improveuients,  are  not  entitled  to  take  any  land  to  which  pre-emption  rights  eiist, 

(Opinion  of  Attorney- General,  July  11,  1842,  vol.  4,  p.  tl.) 

The  Des  Moines  Improvement. 

Congress,  in  lSi6,for  Ihepurpose  of  impTOniag  the  navigation  of  the  riser  Des  Moines, 
"from  ill  moalh  to  Raceoan  Fork,"  granted  lo  the  Territory  of  Iowa  alternate  lections 
of  land  "in  a  ttrip  five  milet  in  width  on  each  tide  of  laid  river." 

Ai  eoBilrtied  iy  the  Oooemmmt  at  (lie  time,  and  as  acc^ledby  the  Slate  of  Iowa,  this 
grant  extended  only  to  the  Raccoon  Fork. 

Sabeeqaently  to  ihit,  the  Secretary ,  for  the  lime  being,  (Walker,)  expressed  an  opinion 
that  t!ie  grant  extended  vp  Ihe  riner  to  ite  source;  but  went  out  of  q0ce  the  next  day  with- 
out this  opinion  having  yet  receiaed  execution. 

The  succeeding  Secretary  (Eieaig,)  entertained  a  different  opinion,  and  refused  to  approve 
aeleetioni  above  the  Ihrk. 

Eflfarence  being  made  to  the  Attorney  General,  (Johnson,)  he  expressed  an  opinion 
that  the  grant  eilended  to  the  source  of  the  river ;  but  the  Secretary  did  not  act  on 
that  opiuion. 

R^erence  viae  then  made  lo  the  succeeding  Attorn^  General,  (Crittenden,)  who  held 
that  the  grant  did  not  extend  above  the  Fork. 

The  Secretary  (Stuart,)  entertained,  and  qflcialty  eitpretsed  the  same  opimrm,  but  Kith- 
out  changing  his  opinion,  and  in  his  order,  expressly  laying  it  teas  unchanged,  he  ordered 
aeleetiona  to  be  alloiced  above  the  Fork,  up  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  State."

If  the  State  selects  a  tract  of  land  covered  at  the  time  by  the  decla- 
ratory statement  of  a  pre-emption,  that  fact  does  not  invalidate  the  selec- 
tion, if,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  by  law,  the  pre-emption  claim- 
ant fails  to  establish  his  claim, 

3d.  When  selections  reported  to  this  Office  are  found  to  conflict  with  the 
declaratory  statements  of  pre-emptions,  the  approval  of  the  selections  thns 
covered  by  such  statements  will  be  suspended  to  await  the  result  of  the 
pre-emption  claims,  which  if  not  established  at  the  expiration  of  the  period 
allowed  by  law,  the  selections  of  the  State  will  then  be  approved  ;  and  this 
regulation  will  apply  to  all  cases  of  selections  heretofore  made  which  have 
not  already  been  finally  disposed  of  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

have  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  : — 

lat.

2d.  The  act  requires  the  selections  to  be  "  m  parcels  conformably  to

Under  this  requirement,  a  selection  may  include  a  whoh  section  or  a 
fractional  section,  or  an  island  containing  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres, 

2.  Eeen  if,  hy  corutruction  hersiofore,  the  grant  be  extended  above  the  Fork,  it  cannot 
pau  beyond  the  iimiU  of  the  SlaU  of  Iowa  into  Minneiota. 

3.  The  opinion  expressed  by  Secrelari)  Walter,  being  opinion  only,  dtd  not  conclude  any 
of  his  eaecessoTS  or  bind  the  Government. 

i.  The  Boiion  of  Seerelary  Stuart  cannot  be  reversed  by  hit  successor  in  so  far  as  re- 
gards lelections  made  and  approved  by  him,  but  is  not  obligatory  any  further  on  himself 

5.  The  opinion  of  the  Attorney  Qeneralfor  the  time  being,  is  m  terms  advisory  to  the 
Secretary  who  calls  for  it;  but  U  is  obligatory  as  the  law  of  the  ease,  unless,  on  appeal 
by  such  Secretary  to  the  common  superior  of  himself  and  the  Attorney  General,  namely, 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  it  be  by  the  latter  overruled. 

6  In  thevTuent  stale  oflhit  question,  the  actual  Secretary  is  free  to  elect  either  to  act 
on  the  opinion  of  Secretary  Walker,  as  construed  by  Secretary  Sltiart,  and  approve  up  to 
the  north  boundary  of  the  State,  and  no  higher,  or  to  return  to  the  true  and  ordinal  con- 
struction of  the  act,  rising  to  allow  further  teleetioni  abacs  the  Raccoon  Fork. 

1.  But  the  Seerelary  cannot  laixfuUy  acquiesce  in  and  abide  by  the  rule  of  action  of 
Secretary  Stuart,  unless  that  rule  be  also  accepted  by  the  State  of  loioa  ;  it  no  more  binds 
one  than  the  other;  and,  unless  the  Slate  relinquish  all  claim  to  land  above  ill  north

But  no  State  seleetion  is  admissible  upon  any  land 
to  which  a.pre-emption  or  other  valid  claim  shall  be  legally  established, 
nor  on  any  land  which  "  is  or  may  he  reserved  from  sale  by  any  law  of  Con- 
gress, or  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,"  nor  upon 
any  tract  which  is  reserved  or  withdrawn  from  market  for  any  purpose  what- 

5th.  The  selecting  agent  of  the  State  should  file  in  your  office,  an  au- 
thenticated copy  of  bis  letter  of  appointment,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  authority  :  and — 

It  is  important  and  necessary  that  he  should  mate  such  careful  and 
thorough  preliminary  examinations  as  will  enable  him  to  select  lands  to 
which  there  may  esist  no  valid  claim  by  pre-emption  or  otherwise  ;  and  to 
avoid  the  emharrassmentB  and  delays  consequent  upon  such  conflicts,  you 
will  also  esamine  the  plats,  records,  and  papers  in  your  office,  hefore  the 
lists  of  lands  so  selected  are  filed,  and  see  that  such  selections  are  in  all 
respects  free  from  such  objections. 

6th.  If,  notwithstanding  such  precaution,  the  State  shall  hereafter  select 
lands  which  shall  be  found  to  be  interfered  with  by  any  piior  and  better 
claim  or  claims,  the  selection  to  the  )oSo?e  estent  of  such,  [claim  or  claims  1 
will  of  course  be  null  and  void;  and  if  such  valid  claim  or  claims  shall 
only  extend  to  a  part  of  the  selection,  by  the  rejection  of  which  the  re- 
mmntnff  portion  or  portions  shall  he  reduced  to  one  or  more  detached  bodies 
below  the  quantity  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  the  part  or  parts 
not  interfered  with  may,  nevertheless,  he  confirmed,  provided  the  State  will 
accept  each  detached  parcel  which  may  thus  be  reduced  to  less  than  three 
hundred  and  twenty,  as  equivalent  to,  and  in  lieu  of  the  full  quantity  of 
three  hundred  and  twenty  acres;  otherwise  such  part«  or  parcels  will  be 
rejected  on  the  ground  of  the  land  not  lorming  the-  jwipac;  parcel  required 

7th.  That  the  action  of  this  Office  miy  be  uniform,  it  is  hereby  deter 
mined,  from  the  date  of  this  ciriular,  that  when  selections  are  reported 
to  this  Office  which  are  found  to  conflirt  with  declaratory  statements  of 
pre-emptors,  the  approval  of  that  part  of  the  selection  thus  covefd  hj  such 
statement,  toffether  with  such  portion  as  may  not  be  interfered  with,  but 
which  would  be  less  than  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  if  the  part 
covered  by  the  declaration  should  be  confirmed  to  the  claimant,  will  be  sus- 
pended to  await  the  final  result  of  the  pre-emption  claims,  which  if  not 
established  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  allowed  by  law,  the  selection  of 
the  State  will  then  be  approved. 

8th.  Should  a  tract  of  land  be  selected  by  the  State  and  rejected  on  the 
ground  of  not  forming  the  compact  parcel  required  hy  law,  it  is  no  bar  to 
Its  being  re-selected,  provided  other  land  not  interfered  with  is  selected  in 
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conncctiou  with  it,  so  as  to  form  the  comjtact  parcel  of  tlirec  hundred  and 
twenty  acres,  or  more,  as  the  case  may  he.  Should  euoh  re-selections  he 
made  they  are  required  to  he  emhraeed  in  an  entire  new  list,  hearing  the 
number  of  the  series  at  the  time  of  aach  re-seleotioo. 

Herewith  you  will  receive  the  form  of  a  list  to  he  used  for  selections. 
This  form  requires  the  dale  to  be  given  ichen  the  list  is  filed  in  jonr  oface; 
such  date  being  regarded  as  the  date  of  selection,  so  that  in  the  event  of  a 
pre-emption  or  other  conflict,  the  question,  as  to  priority  of  right,  may  be 
iroperly  settled.  The  Jista  should  bear  a  regular  scries  of  numbers  from 
Ao.  1,  and  should  be  signed  hy  the  agent.  If  the  list  is  regular  and  com- 
plete, you  will  enter  up  the  selections  on  your  hooks,  and  mark  them  on 
the  plats,  sign  the  of&cial  certificate  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  Hat  of  se- 
lections, and  trapsmit  the  same  to  this  Office,  in  order  that  it  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  his  approval.  _ 
The  law  of  Congress  allows  no  commissions  on  this  business. 
You  are  requested  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  this  circular,  which  is 
designed  to  embrace  all  the  material  principles  in  previous  circulars  in  re- 
ference to  this  suhjeot,  and  to  be  your  ruie  of  action  in  relation  to  this 
business  in  future.

OPINIONS  OF  ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
No.  546. 
The  Grant  for  the  Improvement  of  tli»  Des  Moines  River,  (No.  117,)  does 

not  extend  to  the  scmrce  of  the  river. 
Public  Grants  must  be  strictly  construed  against  the  grantee. 

Attobhky-Genekal's  Office, 

Noveiaber  23,  1853. 
Sir  :_0n  the  8th  of  August,  1846,  (No.  117,)  Congress  made  a  grant  to 
the  Territory  of  Iowa,  in  the  following  words  :— "  That  there  be,  and  hereby 
is,  granted  to  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  said  Territory 
to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Des  Moines  river,  from  its  m  uth  t  h 
Kaccoon  Fork,  (so  called,)  iu  said  Territory,  one  equal  moiety  n  It  nat 
sections  of  the  public  lands,  (remaining  unsold,  and  not  otherw  d  p  d 
of,  encumbered,  or  appropriated,)  in  a  strip  five  miles  in  width  n  a  h 
Bide  of  said  river,  to  ho  selected  within  said  Territory,  by  an  agent  nt 

to  be  appointed  hy  the  Governor  thereof,  subject  to  the  appr      1     t  tl 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States." 

The  question  arising  on  the  coustruction  of  this  law  has  b  d  b  ted 
for  upwards  of  twelve  years  without  being  settled.  You  ask_  n  y  p  n 
upon  it  now,  as  if  nothing  had  ever  been  said  or  done  about  it  b  f  I 

do  not  doubt  that  you  are  right  in  regarding  it  as  still  suhjvdice  and  nn 
determined,— open  as  it  ever  was,  to  the  operation  of  the  principles  which 
ought  to  have  governed  it  originally.  But  in  forming  our  judgment  upon 
it,  we  cannot  help  looking  up  with  becoming  respect  to  the  opinions  of  the 
eminent  men  who  have  heretofore  had  it  under  consideration. 
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The  Act  gives  to  Iowa,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  Des  Moines, 
from  the  mouth  to  the  Raccoon  Pork,  certain  lands  on  both  sides  of  the 
river.  Does  that  meaa  that  the  Territory  shall  have  the  prescribed  quantity 
of  lands  on  all_  parts  of  the  river  up  to  its  source  ?  or,  is  the  grant,  like  the 
improvement  it  aids,  confined  to  that  part  of  the  river  which  runs  below 
the  Fork  ?  The  simple  reading  of  the  Act,  leaves  on  my  own  ntiad  the 
impression,  that  no  lands  above  the  Fork  were  meant  to  be  included  Tak- 
ing into  consideration  nothing  hut  the  words  of  the  grant,  I  cannot  but 
think  It  probable,  that  the  person  who  drew  it,  understood  it  himself,  and 
intended  that  others  should  understand  it,  as  giving  merely  a  moiety  of  the 
unappropriated  public  lands  which  lay  within  five  miles  of  the  river  between 
Its  mouth  and  the  Fork.  I  believe  too,  that  such  words,  in  such  a  cojloca- 
tion,  would  naturally  be  supposed  by  most  members  of  Coogress,  to  concede 
Dothing  more.  Nor  is  there,  in  my  opinion,  any  established  rule  of  inter- 
pretation which  forbids  us  to  say,  that  the  words  "  from  its  mouth  to  the 
Raccoon  Fork,"  qualify  and  limit  both  the  grant  and  the  improvement. 
The  lands  given,  and  the  work  to  be  done,  are  described  in  the  same  sen- 
tenoe,  and  a  limitation  which  is  not  necessarily  confined  to  one,  may  well  be 
applied  to  both,  without  being  repeated.  There  is  an  ai^umeat,  to  be  sure 
and  a  specious  if  not  a  strong  one,  on  the  other  side.  But  this  does  not 
destroy  nor  explain  the  opposing  view;  it  only  shows  that  somethiuE  may 
be  said  on  both  sides.  ■' 

The  grant  is  certainly  obscure  in  its  phraseology.  A  person  whose  facul- 
ties are  sharpened  by  an  interest  in  the  claim,  can  see  it  extending  to  the 
head  waters  of  the  Dcs  Moines  plainly  enough,  while  an  advocate  of  the  other 
side  might  perceive,  with  equal  clearness,  the  construction  which  stops  at 
the  Raccoon  Fork,  Nay,  more,  it  has  actually  divided  the  judgment  of  the 
ablest  men  and  the  soundest  lawyers  in  the  service  of  the  government.  Mr. 
Walker  and  Mr.  Johnson  could  not  have  been  in  favor  of  the  lai^er  inter- 
pretation, unless  there  had  been  cogent  and  good  reasons  for  it.  On  the 
other  hand,  Mr.  Ewing,  Mr.  Crittenden,  and  Mr.  Gushing,  would  not  have 
sot  their  faces  against  it,  if  opposite  considerations  of  great  weight  had  not 
been  presented  to  them.  And  surely,  if  it  had  been  a  tolerably  plain  case 
either  way,  Mr.  Stuart  and  Mr.  M'Clelland  would  not  have  kept  it  poised 
in  their  scales  for  seven  years,  without  determining  where  the  preponder- 
ance was;  much  less  would  either  of  them  have  offered  to  settle  it  by  com- 
promise. In  truth,  this  law  has  been  treated  for  a  dozen  years  as  no  plainly 
written  law  could  be  treated. 

But  for  my  own  part,  I  have  not  the  least  doubt  about  it.  My  reason 
may  seem  paradoxical,  but  the  very  obscurity  of  the  grant,  in  my  judgment, 
makes  it  clear.  It  is  out  of  these  doubts,  that  certainty  grows.  In  every 
doubtful  case,  we  know  very  well  what  we  ought  to  do,  as  soon  as  wo  ascer- 
tain which  party  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  doubt.  We  shall  see  who 
is  entitled  to  it  here. 

It  is  well  settled,  that  all  pnblio  granti  ot  property  money,  or  privileges, 
are  to  be  construed  most  strictly  against  the  ciantee  Whatever  is  not 
given  expressly,  or  very  clearly  implied  from  the  words  of  the  grant,  is 
withheld.  This  is  most  especially  true  of  legislative  grants,  and  for  very 
good  reasons  the  rule  ought  to  be  adhered  to  with  unyielding  firmness. 
We  all  know  the  fact, — and  we  are  not  hound  to  seem  ignorant  of  it.^that 
gifts  like  this  are  often  caused  by  private  solicitation  and  personal  influence. 
The  bills  are  almost  universally  drawn  up  by  their  special  friends,  and  may 
be  made  ambiguous  on  purpose,  to  disarm  their  opponents  or  put  suspicion 
asleep.     If  you  let  the  grantees  have  the  advantage  of  theambiguity  which 
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they  themselves  put  into  their  owd  laws,  many  of  them  will  get  a  meaning 
which  Congress  never  thought  of. 

Acts  which  were  supposed  to  have  but  little  in  them  wtcr  *!"■"  ^■""■•f 


will  expand  into  very  large  dimensions  afterwards.  An  ingenious  coa- 
atruction  will  maie  that  mischievous  which  was  intended  to  be  harmless. 
The  remedy  for  these  evils, — and  they  are  eviis  to  the  public  morals  as 
well  as  to  the  treasury,— is  to  let  all  men  know  that  they  eanget  nothing 
from  the  United  States,  eseept  what  Congress  has  chosen  to  give  them,  in 
words  so  plain,  that  their  sense  cannot  he  mistaken.

Sit : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant,  relative  to  the  grant 
of  lands  on  Fos  river  to  the  State  of  Wisconsin  by  Congress,  in  the  Act  of 
August  8,  1856,  {No.  120,)  together  with  its  supplements. 

The  grant  is  in  the  following  words  :— "  That  there  be,  and  hereby  is, 
granted  to  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  on  the  admission  of  such  State  into  the 
Union,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Fox  and  Wis- 
consin rivers,  in  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  and  of  constructing  the  canal  to 
unite  the  said  rivers  at  or  near  the  portage,  a  quantity  of  land  equal  to  one- 
half  of  three  sections  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  Fox  river  and  the  lakes 
through  which  it  passes  from  its  mouth  to  the  point  where  the  portage

2d.  Some  of  the  lands  given  to  Wisconsin  by  the  Act  of  1846,  had  been 
previously  appropriated  by  settlers  or  purchasers,  and  this  prevented  the 
State  from  getting  all  that  Congress  intended  her  to  have.  Several  efforts 
were  made  to  make  up  for  this  loss,  by  giving  other  lands.  Finally,  the 
Act  of  3d  August,  1854,  was  passed,  which  compensated  her  for  the  lands 
she  failed  to  get  within  the  limits  of  the  original  grant,  by  allowing  her  to 
select  an  equal  quantity  "  out  of  any  unsold  public  lands  in  the  State,  sub- 
ject to  private  entry,  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  and  not 
claimed  by  pre-emption."  It  must  be  remembered,  that  the  original  grant 
gave  her  alternate  sections  within  certain  limits.  She  chose  the  odd  num- 
bered sections,  and  left  those  which  lay  between  to  the  government.  She 
now  demands  the  even  numbered  sections  within  the  same  limits,  and 
whether  she  can  have  them  or  not,  is  your  second  question. 

Most  undoubt«d]y  she  cannot.  On  what  principle  will  she  pretend  to 
claim  them  ?  Not  under  the  Act  of  1846,  for  that  confines  her  to  alternate 
sections.^  Not  under  the  Act  of  1854,  for  that  excludes  from  her  clioice 
all  public  lands,  which  are  subject  to  private  entry  at  a  higher  price  than 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre ;  and  she  knows,  of  course,  that 
these  sections  are  held  at  double  that  sum.  Nor  will  it  do  to  say,  that  the 
Act  of  1854  is  unconstitutional,  for  three  most  conclusive  reasons  :^First. 
It  is  constitutional.  Second.  An  executive  officer  cannot  pronounce  it 
void.  Third.  The  State  of  Wisconsin  is  estopped  to  deny  its  validity. 
She  cannot  accept  its  benefits  and  repudiate  its  restrictions. 

My  opinion,  therefore,  is  in  favor  of  the  State  on  the  first  question,  and 
against  her  on  the  second.  I  think  she  may  claim  within  the  lleserve  just 
as  if  the  Indian  title  had  been  extinguished  before  the  date  of  the  first  Act. 
But  she  is  not  entitled,  under  any  law  that  has  yet  been  passed,  to  take 
even  sections  where  she  has  already  got  the  odd  ones.

The  Department  kasnopotoer  to  isme  patents  for  lands  selecled  under  the 
Act  of  1841,  where  the  lav>  does  not  authorise  it,  hut  provides  another 
mode  for  passing  title.

HaYing  duly  considered  the  subject  brought  to  my  attention  personally, 
a  few  days  since,  and  especially  referred  to  in  your  letter  of  this  date,  I 
have  not  been  able  to  satisfy  myself  that  the  Department  has  any  power  to 
issue  patents  where  the  law  not  only  does  not  authorize  it  to  be  done,  but 
proyides  another  mode  for  the  passing  of  the  title  to  the  lands  in  question, 
and  the  practice  having  been  in  accordance  with  this  view  of  the  absence 
of  authority,  I  deem  it  proper  to  adhere  to  it.  In  the  opinion  of  the  At- 
torney-General of  the  29th  May  last,  on  the  Des  Moines  river  case,  it  is 
stated :  "  In  so  far  as  regards  selections  already  approved,  whether  by 
yourself  or  by  Mr.  Stuart,  it  is  clear,  that  the  Government  cannot  undo 
that.  What  Mr.  Stuart  did,  in  this  respect,  with  deliberation  ;  what  yon 
did,  without  the  questions  involved  being  suggested  to  you,  was,  in  each 
case,  done  by  the  competent  legal  authority,  and  binds  the  Government, 
One  secretary  has  no  more  lawful  power  to  undo  a  tiling,  lawfully  done  by 
hia  predecessor,  in  a  matter  of  grant,  than  in  a  matter  of  account ;  no  more 
right,  where  a  settlement  is  in  favor  of  a  third  party,  than  where  it  is  in 
favor  of  the  United  States.  Where  a  thing  is  decided  and  done  by  the 
head  of  a  department,  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  lawful  authority,  it  can 
be  revised  by  his  successor  only  on  the  ground  of  a  mistake,  in  a  matter  of 
fact,  or  the  discovery  and  production  of  material  new  testimony.  [Mr. 
Crittenden's  Opinion  of  December  28,  1852  ;  see  also  Hank  of  Metropolis 
V.  United  States,  15  Peters,  400 ;  Ux  parte  Randolph,  11  Brocken.  470.] 
If  the  acts  of  Mr.  Stuart  and  yourself,  in  this  respect,  had  undertaken 
(as  they  do  not,)  to  dispose  of  any  contending  rights  of  third  parties,  the 
latter  would  have  had  their  remedy  at  law.  But  what  you  have  done  is 
final,  as  respects  the  United  States." 

In  the  foregoing  views  of  the  Attorney -Gee  oral,  I  have  concurred,  and 
for  the  reason  that  the  acts  of  approval  by  Mr.  Stuart  and  myself  have 
divested  the  United  States  of  the  title.  I  can  see  still  further  grounds  to 
decline  issuing  a  patent  or  patents,  as  that  would  be  assuming  that  the  title 
had  not  yet  passed,  and  the  question  would  be  yet  open  for  adjustment, 
like  selections  not  jet  approved.

Eailroad  Selections. 


SYNOPSIS  OF  RULES  ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  LAND 
OFFICE,  FOR  THE  RAILROAD  DESK. 

[First.  By  the  Act  of  4t!i  September,  1841,  (No,  48,)  "no  sections  of 
lands  reserved  to  tte  United  States,  alternate  to  other  sections  granted  to 
any  of  the  States,  for  the  construction  of  any  cana!,  railroad,  or  other  pub- 
lic improvement,"  aro  subject  to  the  operations  of  swd  act.     But — 

Tho  Chicago  and  Rock  Island  Rftilroad  Companj  and  Railroad  Bridge  Company, 
caanol  lawfully  enter  upon  and  use,  for  the  purpose  of  a  road,  or  for  anj  other  ob- 
ject, the  military  reservation  of  Eock  Island,  under  pretence  of  authority  from  the 
State  of  Iowa.— (Opinion  of  Attorney. General,  August  21,  1854,  toI.  6,  p.  670.) 

RaUroad  Grants. 

In  reference  totlie  "northerly  line"of  railroad  from  Fon-du-lac  to  the  State  line  in 
Wiscooain,  for  which  lands  were  granted  by  the  Act  of  3d  June,  1856,  it  has  been 
decided  that  "  northerly"  means  as  near  north  as  practicable,  and  does  not  admit  of 
deBeotions  from  the  meridian,  only  in  case  of  any  insuperable  natural  obstacle,  and 
in  that  riew  the  entire  line  must  not  deflect  in  its  general  course  on  account  of  such 
natural  impediment,  and  then  only  not  exceeding  more  than  half  a  point  or  five  or 
six  degrees  east  or  west  of  the  points  of  intersection  of  the  meridian  of  Fon-du-lac 
with  the  State  line,  which  division  has  met  the  approval  of  the  Department— (Re- 
port of  chief  clerk  of  General  Land  Office  for  July,  1856.) 
Fre-empiion  Claims  on  Lands  Reserved  for  Railroads. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  has  made  the  subjoined  decision : — 
"  1.  Pre-emption  claims  upon  any  lands  withdrawn  from  market  for  railroad  pur- 
poses, where  the  settlements  were  made  in  good  faith  with  the  Government  before 
the  passage  of  the  law  making  the  grant,  and  prior  to  the  definite  location  or  survey- 
ing and  staking  off  of  the  route  of  the  road,  are  subject  to  consummation  within  the 
period  filed  by  law  for  proving  up  and  entering  offered  and  unoffered  lands  at  one 
ordinary  minimum  of  $1  26  per  acre,  and  payment  may  be  made  in  specie  or  with 
military  boonty-land  warrants. 

"2.  After  the  survey  and  staking  off  of  any  route,  the  pre-emption  right  censes  on 
the  railroad  seclioos  ;  but  from  and  after  that  date,  the  United  States  reserved  seelions, 
within  the  sii-mlle  limits  of  the  route,  are  pre-emptible  at  a  minimum  of  $2  50  per 
acre,  till  the  date  of  final  settlement  of  the  alternate  sections  to  which  the  railroad  is 
entitled. 

"3.  From  the  dateof  the^nai  allotment  ofDresaid,\\\\  the  date  ot  offering  the  United 
States  reserved  sections  at  public  sale,  pre-emption  rights  to  lands  in  such  sections 
cannot  attach  ;  but  after  the  offering,  the  reserved  sections  again  tiecome  pre-empti- 
ble at  a  minimbm  of'$2  5aper  acre. 

"4.  When  the  $3  50  minimum  attaches,  bounty-land  warrants,  under  the  Act  of 
3d  March,  1S55,  cannot  be  used  in  part  payment,  there  being  an  eipress  inhibition 
of  such  use  in  the  statute ;  but  warrants  issued  under  prior  acta  of  Congress  may  be 
BO  used — one  warrant  only  to  be  laid  on  a  single  pre-emption  claim,  at  the  rate  of 
$1  25  per  acre,  and  the  balance  required  to  make  up  the  $2  50  to  be  paid  in  specie." 

Pre-emption  j»  Florida. 

If  a  party  settled  prior  to  the  survey  of  the  portion  of  the  railroad  route  includ- 
ing his  claim,  and  he  presents  a  good  claim  or  right  by  full  compliance  with  law,  he 
has  a  right  to  the  land  at  the  graduation  price.— (Commissioner's  letter  to  the 
Register  and  Receiver,  Newnaoaville,  Florida,  September  18,  1857.) 
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Secondly.  The  Act  of  3d  March,  1853,  (No.  222,)  and  Act  of  27th 
March,  1854,  (No.  234,)  materially  modify  the  restrictivo  or  interdictive 
olauso  ia  the  Act  of  1841.  The  Act  of  3d  Match,  1853,  steps  in  and 
partly  takes  ofF  the  iohihition  contemplated  in  Act  of  1841,  bj  extending 
the  pre-emption  laws,  at  a  price  of  $2  50  per  acre,  "  over  the  alternate 
reserved  sections  of  public  lands  along  the  lines  of  the  railroads  of  the 
United  States,"  where  the  party  had  settled  and  improved  ike  land  "prior 
to  the  Jinal  allotment  of  the  alternate  sections  to  such  railroads,  by  the 
General  Land  Office." 

Pre-emptions  under  this  Act  of  1853,  attach  within  the  following  periods, 
to  the  United  Slates  reserved  sections : — 

1.  From  the  date  of  the  "  definite  location"  of  the  road,  (viz :  accord- 
ing to  Attorney-General's  opinion,  February  16,  1857,)  when  the  route  is 
surveyed  and  slaked  off  on  the  ground,  vntil  the  "final  allotment,"  by  the 
General  Land  Office,  of  the  railroad  sections,  and  that  ia  the  dale  of  official 
list  certifying  the  latter  sections  to  the  State, 

We  take  the  "definite  location"  of  the  route,  as  the  period  when  this 
Act  of  1853,  with  its  $2  50  price  applies,  for  the  reason,  not  only  that 
such  seems  to  he  the  current  of  official  decisions,  but  because,  up  to  such 
"  definite  location"  there  really  are  no  United  States  alternate  sections  so 
set  apart,  as  would  be  notice,  or  grounds  of  inquiry  to  purchasers. 

2.  Pre-emptions  will  not  attach  under  this  law,  to  the  United  Stales  al- 
temcUe  reserved  sectiwis,  after  the  date  of  "  final  allotment,"  to  the  day  of 
offering  at  public  sale,  for  the  reason  that  the  interdicting  clause  in  the  Act 
of  1841,  again  applies  to  the  United  States  alternate  reserved  sections 
aforesaid,  the  Act  of  1853  only  taking  it  off  up  to  the  period  of  "  final 
allotment." 

3.  Pre-emptions  will  attach  at  82  50  per  acre,  to  the  United  States  al- 
ternate sections,  a/ler  they  Imve  been  offered  at  public  sale,  under  decision 
in  letter  to  Register  and  Receiver,  at  Dixon,  Illinois,  October  19,  1852. 

Thirdly.  The  Act  of  27th  March,  1854,  makes  no  discrimination  between 
the  United  Stales  alternate  reserved  sections  and  the  railroad  sections,  bnt 
takes  cogniaance  of,  and  awards  the  pre-emption  privilege  to  actual  settlers, 
who  may  be  found  upon  either  or  both  sections,  when  their  settlements  were 
made  be/ore  the  withdrawal  of  the  lands  for  railroad  purposes,  and  that, 
too,  at  SI  25  per  acre,  for  it  declares,  "  that  every  settler  on  public  lands 
withdrawn  for  railroads,  and  who  had  settled  thereon  prior  to  such  with- 
drawal, shall  be  entitled  to  pre-emption,  at  the  ordinary  minimum,  to  lands 
settled  on  and  cultivated  by  them."*  It  is  also  held,  that  there  is  no  limi- 
tation  of  the  length  of  time  during  which  settlers  had  occupied  such  lands, 
previous  to  the  withdrawal  thereof  for  railroad  purposes,"to  entitle  them 
to  the  benefits  of  this  act. 

Fourthly.  By  the  terms  of  the  Acta  of  3d  March,  1853,  and  27th  March, 
1854,  it  is  necessary  for  each  class  of  settlers  contemplated  in  said  act,  to 
prove  up  and  pay  for  thc-lands  settled  on^i'oj-  to  the  offering  of  the  United 
States  reserved  sections  at  public  sale  ;  otherwise,  any  claim  based  on  such 
settlement  will  be  invalid,  and  will  be  no  impediment  to  the  offering  of 
lands  so  settled  on,  under  proclamation.  Where  pre-emptions  exist  on 
lands  that  had  been  offered  between  six  and  fifteen  mile  limits,  they  must 
be  proved  up  before  their  restoration  to  market. 

Fifthly.  The  laws  and  decisions  aforesaid,  fixing  the  price  of  reserved 

*  Where  the  lands  ouuiiU  of  aii  mile  limits  had  graduntod  in  price  before  the  ffith- 
drawal,  the  graduation  price  of  that  dale  applies,  tmder  Act  of  27th  March,  1854. 
See  Circular,  October  30,  1854,  and  Act  3d  March,  135a.     (No.  275.) 
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sections  at  |2  50,  aftev  the  surveying  and  staiing  off  of  the  routes,  and 
up  to  the  dat«  of  "  final  allotment,"  and  again  after  public  sale,  apply  only 
to  lands  within  the  six  mile  limits.  Outside  of  the  six  mile  limits,  the 
United  States  sections  are  subject  to  pre-emption  under  the  same  condi- 
tions of  time,  but  at  $1  25  per  acre. 

Sixthly.  The  pre-emption  privilege  of  the  Graduation  Act  of  4th  Au- 
gust, 1854,  does  not  ext«nd  to  any  lands  within  the  six  mile  limits,  reserved 
for  railroad  purposes,  there  being  an  express  interdict  in  that  law,  so  far  as 
those  lands  are  concerned.  The  public  lands  outside  the  six  mile  limits, 
and  within  the  fifteen  mile  limi^,  when  released  and  restored  to  market, 
take  their  position  on  the  same  footing  as  other  public  lands,  and  if  they 
have  graduated  in  price,  are,  of  course,  liable  to  be  sold  at  the  proper  gra- 
duation, or  to  be  pre-empted.  But  from,  the  date  of  withdrawal  up  to  such 
restoration,  lands  are  not  subject  to  graduation  entry.  The  act  granting 
land  for  railroad  purposes,  removes  the  land  withdrawn  in  pursuance  thereof, 
from  the  operation  of  the  Act  of  4th  August,  1854,  (No.  251.)]

Gentlemen  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  the  Register,  of  3d  inst.,  ask- 
ing instructions  relative  to  pre-emptions  along  the  route  of  the  "  Minnesota 
aod  Pacific  railroad,  and  in  compliance  with  his  request,  I  have  to  com- 
municate to  you  the  following  general  rules. 

1st.  Pre-emption  claims  upon  an^  lands  withdrawn  for  railroad  purposes, 
where  the  settlements  were  made  in  good  faith,  before  the  passage  of  the 
law  making  the  grant,  may  be  proved  up  and  consummated  under  the  gene- 
ral pre-emption  taws,  (or  under  the  special  Act  of  27th  March,  1854,  (No. 
234,)  where  declaratory  statements  were  not  hied  in  time,)  at  $1  25  per  acre. 
2d.  Where  the  settlements  were  made  a/fcy  the  withdrawal  of  the  lands 
for  railroad  purposes,  where  such  withdrawal  is  conditional,  and  prior  to 
the  definite  location  ot  the  route,  by  surveying  and  staking  off  the  same 
on  the  face  of  the  earth,  claims  mide  thereby  upon  either  even  or  odd 
sections,  are  subject  to  consummition  within  the  period  fixed  by  law,  for 
proving  up  and  enttnng  offered  and  unoffered  lands,  at  the  ordinary  mini- 
mum. 

3d.  After  the  surveying,  marking  and  staking  off  of  any  route,  the  pre- 
emption right  ceases  on  the  railroad  sections,  within  the  six  milc'limita  of 
the  road,  but  from  and  after  that  date,  the  United  Stales  reserved  sections 
within  said  limits  are  subject  to  pre-emption  at  a  minimum  of  f  2  50,  per 
acre,  until  the  date  of  the  "  final  allotment"  by  the  General  Land  Offioe  of 
the  actual  railroad  sections  to  the  State  or  Territory. 

4th,  From  the  date  of  the  final  allotment,  till  the  date  of  offering  the 
United  States  reserved  sections,  within  sis  mile  limits,  at  public  sale, 
pre-emption  rights  to  lands  in  such  sections  cannot  attach  by  virtue  of  set- 
tlement, made  after  such  "allotment,"  but  ojier  the  offering  aforesaid,  the 
United  States  reserved  sections  again  become  pre-omptible  at  a  minimum 
of  12  50  per  acre. 

5th.  Pre-emption  claims  upon  either  even  or  odd  sections,  outside  of  the 
six  mile  and  within  the  fifteen  mile  limits,  based  upon  settlements  made 
prior  to  the  selection  of  alternate  sections  in  that  tier,  by  the  Agent  of  the 
State  or  Territory,  in  pursuance  of  the  1st  section  of  the  Act  of  3d  March, 
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1857,  are  valid,  and  may  be  proved  up  in  the  manner  specified  in  rule  se- 
cond, hereinbefore  written. 

6th.  After  the  selection  aforesaid,  and  an  official  notification  thereof  to 
the  Register  and  Receiver  by  the  State  or  Territorial  agent,  the  right  of 
pre-emption  settlement  ceases  upon  the  section  so  selected,  and  the  alternate 
sections  in  that  tier,  remaining  to  the  Government,  continue  pre-emptible 
on  a  footing  with  other  bodies  of  lands  not  affected  by  railroad  grants, 
except*  in  cases  (not  applicable  to  Minnesota,)  where  tlie  lands  had  gradu- 
ated in  price,  before  the  withdrawal,  and  in  such  cases  they  are  not  pre- 
emptible at  the  graduation  price  until  restored  to  market. 

The  foregoing  rules,  it  is  understood  are  not  applicable,  and  do  not  give 
any  rights  to  claimants  who  may  have  made  settlements  on  the  bodies  of 
land  within  six  or  fifteen  mile  limits  of  railroad  routes  in  Minnesota,  dur- 
ing the  period  of  four  months  absolute  withdrawal,  in  pursuance  of  the 
instructions  contained  in  my  Circular  letter  of  22d  June,  1857.

Iowa  Railroad  Grants. 

Thegrwnti  ofptthlie  lands  to  the  Slate  o/ Iowa,  for  Railroad  purposes,  hy 
the  Act  of  May  15,  1856,  (No,  288,)  are  conditional  grants  in  prse- 
senti,  in  the  nature  of  a  fioai,  tcMch  do  not  attach  to  any  particular 
parcel  of  the  public  lands,  until  the  necessari/  determinative  lines  of 
railroad  shall  have  been  definitely  fixed.

Sir ; — Your  communication  of  the  18tli  of  October,  referring  me  to  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  May  15,  1856,  (^No.  288,)  granting  lands  to  the  State 
of  Iowa,  for  railroad  purposes,  submits  thereon  the  single  question,  "  whe- 
ther the  said  Act  is  a  grant  in  prcesenti  of  the  alternate  sections  within 
the  six  miles'  limits  of  the  several  roads;  or,  whether  such  grant  does  not 
await  the  period  when  the  lines  or  routes  of  said  roads  are  definitely  fixed, 
before  it  attaches  to  any  particular  land  ?" 

The  material  parts  of  the  Act  referred  to,  are  as  follows  : — "  That  there 
be,  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the  State  of  Iowa,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
in  the  construction  of  railroads,  every  alternate  section  of  land,  designated 
by  odd  numbers,  for  six  sections  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  roads.  But 
in  case  it  shall  appear  that  the  United  States  have,  when  the  lines  or  routes 
of  said  roads  are  definitely  fixed,  sold  any  section,  or  any  part  thereof, 
granted  as  aforesaid,  or  that  the  right  of  pre-emption  has  attached  to  the 
same,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  agent  or  agents,  to  be  appointed  by 

»  This  eiception  has  been  overruled,  Tbe  Commissioner  holds  that  the  lands  out- 
side of  the  mi.  Mile  limits  of  a  railroad  route,  are  not  affected  in  price  by  the  land 
grant,  up  to  the  date  of  selection  by  the  State  Agent  of  alternate  sections  in  the  nine 
mile  tier ;  all  lands  in  such  tier  are  subject  to  sale  at  the  price  which  aitached  at  the 
date  of  withdrawal,  Bud  after  Bach  selection,  the  sections  remaining  to  the  United

priated as  aforesaid,)  shall  he  held  by  the  State  of  Iowa  for  the  use  and 
purpose  aforesaid :  Provided,  that  the  land  to  be  so  located,  shall,  in  no 
case,  be  further  than  fifteen  miles  from  the  linos  of  the  said  roads,  and 
seiected  for  and  on  account  of  each  of  said  roads  :  Provided  further,  that 
the  lands  hereby  granted  for  and  on  account  of  said  roads  severally,  shall  be 
exclusively  applied  in  the  construction  of  that  road  for  and  on  account  of 
which  such  lands  are  hereby  granted,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  as  the  work 
progresses,  and  the  same  shall  be  applied  to  no  other  purpose  whatever." 
11  Stats,  at  Largo,  p.  9. 

Upon  the  most  attentive  consideration  of  this  Act  in  ail  its  parts,  it  has 
proved  impossible  for  me  to  entertain  a  doubt  a=  to  its  true  legal  effect. 

The  Act  declares,  that  "  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  granted  to  the  State  of 
Iowa,"  for  certain  purposes,  certain  portions  of  the  public  domain  within 
said  State,  not  yet  made  positive  in  location,  but  capable  of  being  so  ren- 
dered on  the  happening  of  particular  future  events  mentioned. 

But  the  grant  was  not  merely  auhjeot  to  future  events  for  the  determina- 
tion of  the  specifio  section  of  land  to  which  it  would  attach;  it  was  also 
.subject  not  to  vest  at  all,  or  to  bo  divested,  according  to  future  events  ;  for 
the  State  of  Iowa  might  not  accept,  or  might  fail  to  execute  conditions 
annexed  to  the  grant;  such,  for  instance,  as  the  primary  one  of  entering 
upon  the  construction  of  the  contemplated  roads. 

If  the  Act  stopped  here,  there  would  be  nothing  in  it  to  constitute,  on 
the  day  of  its  enactment,  an  actual  severauce  of  certain  sections  from  the 
public  domain,  or  transfer  to  the  State  of  Iowa  of  a  vested  interest  in  the 

It  is  not  a  grant  of  lands  by  their  character  like  the  grant  of  swamp 
lands  to  a  State,  or  the  grant  of  specific  sections  of  riparian  land  fixed  at 
the  time  by  the  course  of  a  river.  Instead  of  this,  it  is  a  grant  on  the  lino 
of  unlocated  railroads.  To  assume  that  in  such  a  case  the  grant  vests  at 
once,  would  deprive  the  general  proprietor  of  the  use  of  his  land,  not  only 
within  six  sections  of  a  line  certain,  but  anywhere  and  everywhere  within 
any  possible  Hoe.  Such  an  effect  is  not  to  be  presumed.  To  be  conceded, 
it  must  he  expressly  enacted.  But  the  Act  does  not  leave  the  question 
here ;  it  proceeds  implicitly  to  ni'gative  tho  supposed  effeut.  It  contem- 
plates that  the  United  States  shall  retain  power  to  convey,  within  all  the 
possible  limits  of  the  grant,  either  by  ordinary  sale,  or  on  pre-emption, 
up  to  the  time  "  when  the  lines  or  routes  of  said  roads  are  definitely  fixed;" 
and  provides  for  the  case  by  granting,  contingently,  substituted  lands  beyond 
the  original  limits. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  act  by  its  text,  makes  a  conditional  grant 
inprmsenti,  in  the  nature  of  a_/ito(i(,and  which  does  not  attach  to  any  par- 
ticular parcel  of  the  public  lands  until  tlie  necessary  determinative  liaes 
shall  have  been  fixed  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

I  think  all  the  precedents,  in  tho  action  of  the  Government,  as  applied 
to  previous  grants  in  the  same  or  similar  terms,  tend  to  confirm  this  con- 
clusion ;  for,  in  the  analogous  cases,  the  contingent  strips  of  public  domain, 
subject  to  suck  future  railroad  location,  were  withdrawn  from  private  entry 
33 
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by  proclaaiation  of  the  President;  thus  implying  that  without  such  with- 
drawal private  entries  would  go  on  as  usual ;  and  the  power  of  the  Presi- 
dent to  make  suoh  withdrawal,  as  tho  means,  and  the  only  means,  of  pre- 
venting anticipatory  private  appropriations  in  the  case  of  railroad  grants  to 
States,  has  heen  recognized  by  a  recent  act  of  Congress.  (Act  of  March 
27.  1854 ;  10  Stats,  at  Large,  p.  269.     See  No.  234.) 

There  is,  it  is  true,  in  previous  cases,  some  conflict  of  precedents  as  to 
the  time  when  the  right  of  pre-emption  shall  cease  under  such  circum- 
stances. In  some  cases  the  right  of  pre-emption  has,  by  the  tenor  of  the 
proclamation,  or  its  construction,  ceased  on  the  withdrawal  of  the  lands 
from  private  entry,  and  in  some  it  has  not :  and  there  is  much  discussion 
in  the  papers  hefore  me  on  the  question  of  the  power  of  the  President  to 
discriminate,  and  to  leave  a  private  appropriation  to  continue  in  the  form 
of  pre-emption,  while  forbidding  it  in  other  forms.  But  that  question  yon 
have  not  referred  to  me  :  it  bears  on  the  question  actually  submitted  only 
in  the  subordinate  relation  of  consequences;  and  there  is  in  the  test  of  the 
act,  according  to  my  appreciation  of  it,  no  such  obscurity  of  import  as  to 
require  or  admit  of  clnoidation  from  the  consideration  of  incidental  conse- 
quences. I  am,  therefore,  not  called  on  to  tax  my  thoughts  with  that  par- 
ticular incident  of  the  subject.  And  it  is  of  course  unnecessary  to  discuss 
here  the  very  grave  matters  of  expediency  involved  in  the  alternatives  of 
the  total  or  partial  suspension  of  the  purchase  and  sale  of  lands,  which  are 
within  the  range  of  unloeated  railroad  grants  to  States.

The  United  •States  granted  to  Illinois,  by  Act  of2(ilh  September,  1850,  in 
aid  of  (he  railroad  from  Chicago  to  Mobile,  every  alternate  section  o/ 
land,  designated  by  even  numbers,  of  six  sections  in  width,  on  each  side 
of  said  road  and  branches  ;  Ivt  the  claim  to  six  sections  for  every 
linear  mile  of  the  road  and  its  branches,  including  all  its  sinuosities  and 
deflections  from,  a  straight  line,  is  not  tenable.

Sir: — I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant, 
referring  to  my  opinion  certain  questions  which  have  arisen  iu  your  Depart- 
ment, in  relation  to  the  proper  oonstmction  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  the 
20th  of  September,  1850,  entitled  "  An  act  granting  the  right  of  way, 
and  making  a  grant  of  land  to  the  States  of  Illinois,  Mississippi  and  Ala- 
bama, in  aid  of  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  Chicago  to  Mobile." 
(No.  178.) 

The  first  section  of  the  act  provides,  "  that  the  right  of  way  through 
the  public  lands  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  granted  to  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, for  tho  construction  of  a  railroad  from  the  southern  terminus  of  the 
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Illinoia  and  Mietigan  canal,  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  juncture  of  the  Ohio 
and  Mississippi  rivers,  with  a  branch  of  the  same  to  Chicago,  on  Late 
Michigan  ;  and  another,  ^ia  the  towo  of  Galena,  in  said  State,  to  Dubuqne, 
in  the  State  of  Iowa,"  &o. 

The  same  section  further  provides,  "that  a  copy  of  the  survey  of  said 
road  and  branches,  made  under  the  direetioa  of  the  legislature,  shall  he 
forwarded  to  the  proper  loj^l  land  offices,  respectively,  and  to  the  General 
Land  Office  at  Washington,"  &c.  ■ 

A  survey  was  accordingly  made  of  said  road  and  branches,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Legislature  of  Illinois,  which  required  that  the  Chicago 
branch  of  the  road  should  diverge  "  from  the  main  track  at  a  point  not 
north  of  the  parallel  of  thirty-nine  and  a-half  degrees  north  latitude,"  &c. 
That  survey  is  understood  to  have  been  forwarded  to  the  eeveral  land 
offices,  as  required  by  the  act ;  and  a  copy  of  it,  transmitted  to  you,  is  now 
before  me.  Upon  this  state  of  the  case,  the  lirst  question  arises,  which 
you  propose  to  me  in  the  following  terms,  namely  :  "  Whether  that  loca- 
tion of  the  road  and  branches,  (exhibited  on  the  said  plat  of  survey,)  is  in 
a<!Cordancc  with  the  law  granting  the  right  of  way  ?" 
My  opinion  is,  that  it  is  in  full  accordance  with  that  law. 
The  only  ground  of  objection,  or  question  which  has  been  suggested  on 
this  point,  is,  that  the  branch  to  Chicago  diverges  from  the  main  road  at  a 
place  too  remote  from  that  city,  thereby  giving  to  the  State  of  Illinois  a 
claim,  under  the  second  section  of  the  act,  to  a  greater  quantity  of  land 
than  was  intended. 

This  objection  can  avail  nothing.  The  act  of  Congress  does  not  pre- 
scribe at  what  point  or  distance  from  Chicago,  the  branch  to  that  place 
should  diverge  from  the  main  track  or  road ;  Uiat  was  left  to  the  judgment 
and  selection  of  the  grantee — the  Stat«  of  Illinois;  and  she  has  determined 
it  beyond  all  further  question,  by  her  location  and  survey  of  the  road. 
That  location  of  the  Chicago  branch  does  not  conflict  with  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress; and  it  is  in  conformity  with  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Illinois, 
giving  directions  for  the  survey. 

It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  the  objection  is  altogether  unfounded ; 
and  that  the  main  road  and  its  branches,  as  exhibited  by  the  diagram  afore- 
said, are  located  according  to  law. 

Your  uext  question  respects  the  quantity  of  land  to  which  the  State  of 
Illinois  is  entitled,  under  said  act,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  said  road 
and  branches.  i 

By  its  second  section  it  is  enacted,  "that  there  be  and  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  State  of  Illinois,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  making  the  railroad 
and  branches  aforesaid,  every  alternate  section  of  land,  designated  by  even 
numbers,  for  sis  sections  in  width,  on  each  side  of  said  road  and  branches  ; 
but  in  ease  it  shall  appear  that  the  United  States  have,  when  the  line  or 
route  of  said  road  and  branches  is  definitely  fixed  by  the  authority  afore- 
satd,  sold  any  part  of  any  section  hereby  granted,  or  that  the  right  of  pre- 
emption has  attached  to  the  same,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  agent  or 
agents,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  said  State,  to  select,"  &c.,  "  in 
equal  quantity,  from  the  lands  of  the  United  States  most  contiguous,"  &c. 
Yon  inform  me_,  that,  in  virtue  of  this  section  of  the  act,  "  the  State  of 
Illinois  claims  a  quantity  of  land  equal  to  the  one-half  of  six  sections  in 
width,  on  each  side  of  said  road  and  its  branches,  or  three  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty  acres  for  every  linear  mile  of  the  road  and  its  branches, 
including  all  its  sinuosities  and  deflections  from  a  straight  line."  You 
add  the  expression  of  your  own  "doubt,  whether  the  claim  to  that  estect 
is  tenable,"  and  you  desire,  as  I  understand  you,  my  opinion  on  that  point. 
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It  is  quite  clear,  in  my  judgment,  that  the  claim  to  that  extent  is  not 
tenable,  and  cannot,  according  to  law,  he  allowed.  It  is  a  theory,  rather 
than  a  claim  ;  and  has  nothing  to  sustain  it  in  either  the  intention  or  lan- 
guage of  the  act.  The  imaginary  straightening  out  of  crooked  lines  to 
furnish  a  longer  base,  and  thereby  to  increase  the  quantity  of  land  to  the 
grantee,  is  at  apparent  variance  with  the  plain  purpose  and  words  of  con- 
gress. The  statute  had  reference  alone  to  the  actual  road  as  made  or 
located,  with  all  its  sinuosities  The  line  which  that  forms,  is  the  base 
line  of  the  land  granted  on  each  side  of  it,  and  is  the  object  and  measure 
by  which  its  locality  and  quantity  are  to  be  ascertained  aud  determined. 
And  for  so  mach  of  the  land,  included  in  the  grant  thus  defined,  as  shall 
appear  to  have  been  previously  appropriated  by  pre-emptions,  or  purchasers 
from  the  United  States,  the  grantee,  namely,  the  State  of  Illinois,  is  en- 
titled to  an  e:)ual  quantity  elsewhere,  as  provided  for  in  said  act 

This  answer  embraces,  I  believe,  all  the  questions  which  you  have  been 
pleased  to  submit  tome,  on  this  subject;  and  I  have  only  to  add  that  I  am.

Th  fir>t  section  of  this  statute  enacts,  "  That  the  right  of  way  through 
t!  p  bl  lands  be  granted  to  the  State  of  Ilhnois  for  the  construction 
fa  1  ad  from  the  southern  terminus  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan 
an  1  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  junction  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers, 
w  tl  a  b    nch  of  the  same  to  Chicago,  ***** 

ud  n  th  r  via  the  town  of  Galena,  in  said  State,  to  Dubuque,  in  the 
t  t  f  I  wa,  with  the  right  also  to  take  the  necessary  materials  of  earth, 
t  n  a  d  t  mber,  &c.,  for  the  construction  thereof;  provided  that  the  right 
of  way  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  feet  od  each  side  of  the  length  there- 
of, and  a  copy  of  the  survey  of  said  road  and  branches,  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  legislature,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  proper  local  land  offi- 
ces respectively,  and  to  the  General  Land  Office  at  Washington  City,  iu 
ninety  days  after  the  completion  of  the  same." 

Section  2d,  grants  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in 
making  the  railroad  and  branches  thereof,  within  the  State,  every  alternate

each  aide  of  aaid  road  and  branches;  but,  "in  case  it  shall  appear  that  the 
United  States  have  when  the  line  or  route  of  the  road  and  branches  is  defi- 
nitely fixed  by  the  autSiority  aforesaid,  Sold  any  part  of  any  section  hereby 
granted,  or  that  the  right  of  pre-emption  has  attached  to  the  same,  then  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  agent  or  agents  to  be  appointed  by  the  Uovernor  of 
said  State,  to  select,  subject  to  the  approval  aforesaid,  from  the  lands  of 
the  United  States  most  contiguous  to  the  tier  of  sections  above  specified, 
Bo  much  land  in  alternate  sections  or  parts  of  sections  as  shall  be  equal  to 
such  lands  as  the  United  States  have  sold,  or  to  which  the  right  of  pre- 
emption has  attached,  which  lands,  equal  to  one  half  of  six  sections  in 
width  on  each  side  of  aaid  road  and  branches,  the  State  of  Illinois  shall 
have  and  hold  to  and  for  the  use  and  purpose  aforesaid.  JProvhhd,  that 
the  lands  to  be  ao  located  shall,  in  no  case,  be  further  than  fifteen  miles 
from  the  line  of  the  road,  &e.,  to  be  disposed  of  only  as  the  work  progrefc- 

Section  3d  relates  to  the  sections  retained  by  the  United  States  within 
sis  miles  on  each  side  of  the  road,  not  to  be  sold  by  the  United  States  for 
less  that  $2  50  per  acre. 

Section  4th  provides  "That  the  said  lands,  hereby  granted  to  the  said 
State,  shall  be  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  legislature  thereof  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid,  and  no  other."  The  road  and  branches  to  be  for  the  use 
of  the  United  States,  free  from  toll  or  charge  upon  the  transportation  of 
troops  or  property. 

Section  5th  requires  the  road  to  be  completed  in  ten  years,  otherwise 
the  State  of  Illinois  to  pay  to  the  United  States  the  amount  received  for 
sale  of  the  lands,  and  that  unsold  to  revert  to  the  United  States. 

Section  6th  provides  for  the  transportation  of  the  mail  at  such  price  as 
Congress  shall  direct. 

These  six  sections,  relate  solely  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  roads  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  Illinois  to  the  lands  granted,  and  lying  within  the 
limits  of  that  State,  without  any  community  of  rights  or  interests  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  with  any  other  of  the  several  States. 

The  7th  section  enacts,  "  That  in  order  to  aid  in  the  continuation  of  said 
central  railroad  from  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  river  to  the  city  of  Mobile, 
all  rights,  privileges  and  liabilities,  hereinbefore  conferred  on  the  State  of 
Illinois,  shall  be  granted  to  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Mississippi  respec- 
tively," &c. 

Tou  state  that  under  the  seventh  section  of  the  statute,  the  States  of  Ala- 
bama and  Mississippi  claim  a  quantity  of  land  equal  to  the  one-haif  of  six 
sections  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  road,  throughout  its  entire  length, 
from  Mobile  to  the  Ohio  river,  to  be  taken  wherever  found  in  those  States, 
within  fifteen  miles  on  each  side  of  the  road. 

"  That  the  route  of  the  road  passes  through  the  western  part  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  and  that  portion  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  which  formerly 
belonged  to  the  United  States.  It  also  passed  through  that  portion  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi  which  embraces  the  Chickasaw  cession.  The  grounds 
upon  which  the  present  claim  rests,  are  stated  in  the  accompanying  argu- 
ment of  a  number  of  representatives  in  congress  from  the  several  States 
named,  and  certain  letters  which  accompany  it  " 

Whereupon  you  ask  my  opinion  upon  two  questions :  First,  "  As  to  the 
extent  of  the  grant  to  which  the  claim  can  be  properly  allowed ;  whether 
for  the  entire  length  of  the  road  from  Mobile  to  the  Ohio  river  ;"  Second, 
"  Or  if  not,  whether  it  can  he  recognized  for  those  portions  of  the  road 
which  pass  through  the  State  of  Tennessee  and  tht  Chickasaw  cession  in 
Mississippi,  or  either  of  them  f" 
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The  seTCuth  section  of  the  statute  contaias  a  sevora!  grant  to  the  State 
of  Alabama,  and  a  several  gt'aut  tu  the  State  of  Mississippi,  not  a  grant 
jointly  to  the  two.  The  word  "  respectively"  makes  the  aeveraity,  without 
doubt. 

The  statute,  with  its  seven  sections,  ia,  io  meaning,  spirit  and  effect,  the 
same  as  if  three  several  and  distinct  grants  had  been  made  hy  tlie  three 
separate  and  distinct  statutes,  the  one  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  second 
to  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  the  third  to  the  State  of  Mississippi,  with  the 
restrictions,  conditions,  limitations,  forfeitures  and  privileges  expressed 
in  the  first  six  sections.  The  meaning  and  intention  of  the  legislature,  as 
contained  in  the  seven  sections  of  the  act,  will  be  expressed  and  clearly  un- 
derstood by  taking  the  first  sis  sections  containing  the  grants  to  the  State 
of  Illinois,  and  applying  them,  mutatis  fttufandis,  first,  to  the  State  of  Ala- 
bama, and  then  to  the  State  of  Mississippi,  so  as  to  make  three  distinct 
statutes,  one  in  favor  of  Illinois,  another  in  favor  of  Alabama,  and  the  third 
in  favor  of  Mississippi. 

The  grant  to  the  State  of  Alabama  is  of  the  right  of  way  over  the  public 
lands  in  that  State,  and  of  the  sections  of  lauds  on  each  side  of  the  rail- 
road in  that  State ;  the  grant  to  the  State  of  Mississippi  is  of  the  right  of 
way  over  the  public  lands  in  that  State,  and  of  the  sections  of  land  on  each 
side  of  the  railroad  in  that  State,  according  to  description  of  sections  of 
laud  contained  in  the  second  section,  subject  to  the  provisoes  and  conditions 
of  the  several  sections  of  the  statute. 

The  claim  to  the  quantity  of  land,  equal  to  the  one-half  of  six  sections 
in  width  on  each  side  of  the  road,  in  its  whole  length  from  Mobile  to  the 
Ohio  river,  seems  to  be  inadmissible  It  supposes  a  joint  grant  and  a  joint 
property  in  the  land"*  granted  to  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Mississippi. 
Such  a  construction  would  run  into  perplexed  and  unreasonable  conse- 
quences. 

Under  such  hypothesis,  which  of  the  two  States  is  to  survey  and  lay  out 
the  road  and  fix  its  lucation  definitely?  Which  is  required  by  the  first 
section  of  the  act  to  be  "made  under  the  direction  of  the  legislature ?" 
Shall  the  Legislature  of  Alabama,  or  the  Legislature  of  Mississippi,  have 
the  direction?  Which  of  the  two  States  is  to  appoint  the  agent  required 
by  the  second  section  to  select  the  lands  in  lien  of  the  sections  sold  by  the 
United  States,  or  subject  to  the  right  of  pre-emption,  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Alabama,  or  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  ? 

The  fourth  section  provides  that  the  lands  granted  to  aid  the  construc- 
tion of  the  railroad  shall  be  "  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  legislature  thereof, 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  no  other."  Which  of  the  States  is  to  dis- 
pose of  the  land  ?  Or,  if  some  by  one  State,  and  some  by  the  other,  by 
what  standard  is  the  portion  to  Alabama  and  the  portion  to  Mississippi  to 
be  assured? 

By  the  fifth  section,  if  the  railroad  shall  not  be  completed  within  ten 
years,  the  amount  of  sales  of  the  lands  is  to  be  paid  to  the  United  States, 
and  the  unsold  lands  shall  re-invest  in  the  United  States.  Suppose  one 
State  completes  the  road  so  far  as  the  part  is  under  her  direction  and  con- 
trol, and  the  other  State  fails  to  complete  the  part  under  her  direction, 
what  then  ?  How  much  is  to  be  refunded  of  the  money  received  for  sales  ? 
And  are  both  liable,  or  only  one,  and  which  one  ? 

Although  the  railroad  must  pass  through  the  States  of  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,  in  its  course  from  the  city  of  Mobile  to  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio 
river,  the  statute  has  not  mentioned  either  of  those  States,  and  there  is  no 
indication  of  any  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
to  grant  to  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Slississippi,  or  to  either,  a  right  of 
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way  through  the  States  of  Kentuekj  and  Teaoessee,  or  a  right  to  surrey  and 
locate  definitely  a  road  through  them  ;  nor  to  give  to  the  legislature  of  Ala- 
bama an  authority  to  survey  and  locate,  construct  and  superintend,  a  road 
through  the  territory  of  the  State  of  Mississippi ;  nor  to  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi an  authority  to  survey,  locate,  construct  and  superintend  a  road  throogh 
the  territory  of  the  State  of  Alabama.  The  mere  deseription  given  ia  the 
statute,  of  the  contemplated  Central  Kailroad,  from  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio 
Yiver  to  the  city  of  Mobile,  confers  no  such  powers  or  rights  to  the  one 
State  to  operate  within  the  territorial  limits  of  any  other  State ;  no  such 
confusion  of  jurisdiction  is  intimated  by  anything  contained  in  the  statute. 
In  ail  these  particulars,  the  States  through  which  the  road  shall  pass,  are 
left  free  to  adopt  such  measures  as  thoy  may  respectively  think  proper,  and 
make  all  suoh  arraagemeats  as  may  be  necessary  for  their  mutual  oonvcni- 
ence  and  co-operation.

,  the  treaty  of  Washington,  made  on  24th  of  May,  1834,  between  the 
nited  States  and  the  Chickasaw  nation  of  Indians.     8  Stats,  at  Large,  p. 
450  to  462;  Brown's  cd.,  vol.  9,  p.  1266. 

The  Indians  had  hut  the  right  of  occupancy ;  the  ultimate  right  was  in 
the  United  States,  with  the  pre-emptive  and  sole  right  to  purchase  the  Indian 
title.  By  the  treaty  of  Washington,  and  cession  by  the  Chickasaw  nation 
of  the  right  of  occupancy,  the  right  of  possession  and  the  actual  possession, 
and  the  ultimate  right  and  title  to  the  lands,  became  united  and  vested  in 
the  United  States.  By  the  treaty,  the  government  of  the  United  States  is 
bound  to  lay  off  the  Chickasaw  country  into  sections,  &c.,  and  to  sell,  for  the 
best  price  that  can  be  had,  those  lands,  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  to  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  Chicka-saws.  Sales  have  been  made  by  the  United 
States  from  time  to  time ;  and  the  whole  of  that  country,  if  not  already 
sold,  must  be  sold  by  the  United  States.  The  title  has  been,  or  must  be, 
conveyed  by  the  United  States  to  the  purchasers.  No  part  of  these  sections, 
within  what  was  called  the  Chickasaw  country,  (as  defined  by  the  treaty  of 
1834,)  can  be  held  by  the  State  of  Mississippi,  under  the  grant  of  20th  Sep- 
tember,  1850.  But  I  think  that  a  liberal  and  equitable  construction^pf  that 
legislative  grant,  may  entitle  the  state  of  Mississippi  to  claim  an  equivalent 
for  all  the  sections  in  the  Chickasaw  country,  falling  within  the  description 
of  "  every  alternate  section  of  land  designated  by  even  numbers,  for  six 
sections  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  road,"  as  definitely  located  and 
within  the  State  of  Mississippi :  "  such  equivalent  to  be  taken  by  selecting 
an  equal  quantity  from  the  lands  of  the  United  States,  most  contiguous 
to  the  tier  of  sections  above  specified,"  as  pointed  out  and  directed  in 
the  second  section  of  said  Act,  and  according  to  the  rule  espressed  in 
my  opinion  of  the  10th  of  March  last,  relative  to  the  grant  to  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Considering  the  liberal  spirit  in  which  the  Act  of  Congress  was  enacted, 
the  public  benefit  and  great  utility  of  this  railroad,  if  completed,  and  hav- 
ing great  respect  for  the  representatives  in  congress,  whose  argument  you 
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refer  to,  I  was,  ioclined  to  accede  to  the  claim  contended  for  by  them,  aa 
far  as  a  sense  of  duty  and  the  most  favorable  construction  of  the  Act  would 
enable  me  ;  hut  I  have  found  myself  constrained  to  adopt  adverse  views 
and  coaoluamna  on  the  subject.  The  constructions  that  would  alone  sup- 
port that  claim,  seem  to  me  to  be  not  only  arbitrary,  but,  in  several  respects, 
irreconcilable  with  the  intent  and  plain  meaning  of  the  Act. 

The  words,  "  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  the  road,"  must  be  under- 
stood in  reference  to  "  the  length  of  the  road"  in  the  respective  States 
of  Alabama  and  Mississippi. 

That  was  the  measure  of  the  grant  to  Illinois,  and  the  7th  section  is 
express,  that  the  same  "  rights,  privileges,"  &o.,  granted  to  Iliinois,  were 
those  alone  intended  to  be  granted  to  Alabama  and  Mississippi.  To  give 
to  those  words  a  different  construction ;  to  understand  them  as  embracing 
the  entire  line  from  Mobile  to  the  Ohio  river,  would  lead  to  iuczpiieable 
difficijlties,  and  to  conse£[uences  irreconcilable  with  plain  provisions  of  the

be  sufficient  to  enable  you  to  understand  my  views  and  opinions  on  the 
subject  of  your  inquiries.

Sir :— It  has  been  determined  with  the  approbation  of  the  President,  after 
due  consideration  on  the  subject,  to  bring  again  into  market  the  lands  hereto- 
fore reserved  for  railroad  purposes,  in  all  cases,  where  grants  had  not  been 
made  at  the  close  of  the  late  session  of  Congress,  and  to  decline  in  future 
to  withdraw  lands  for  such  purposes,  until  after  the  necessary  grant  shall 
have  been  actually  made.

Tour  letter  of  the  3d  inst.,  complaining  of  the  action  had  iii  relation  to 
certain  tracts  selected  by  you  in  Macon  County,  Missouri,  as  swamp  land, 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Genera)  Land  Office  for  report. 

It  appears  therefrom,  that  the  title  of  the  land  in  question,  was  contested 
by  the  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph's  Railroad ;  that  due  notice  was  given  to 
both  parties,  and  that  they  respectively  appeared  before  the  Surveyor-Gene- 
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ral  at  St.  Louis ;  that  the  book  of  Diagrams  referrecl  to  in  your  letter, 
formed  a  part  of  the  evidence  in  the  case,  and  that  the  tracts  rejected  as 
swamp  land  were  determined  not  to  he  swamp  laud  by  the  Surveyor-Gene- 
ral, he  stating  "  that  he  had  no  hesitation,  because  of  my  personal  know- 
ledge of  the  country,  and  of  the  character  of  the  testimony.  The  field 
notes,  too,  sustain  the  company ;"  that  upon  the  examination  of  the  report  of 
the  Surveyor-General  and  the  testimony  accompanying  it,  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office  confirmed  the  conclusions  to  which  the  Surveyor- 
General  had  arrived,  and  upon  his  recommendation,  the  Department  re- 
jected the  said  swamp  land  selections,  and  approved  them  to  the  railroad 
company.

I  herewith  return  the  papers  in  relation  to  the  swamp  and  overflowed 
lands  in  Illinois,  which  accompanied  your  report  of  the  16th  ult.,  on  the 
points  involved,  in  a  communication  from  the  Governor  of  that  State,  of 
the  28tL  September  last,  and  an  argument  subsequently  filed  by  Judge 
Seates,  the  agent  appointed  by  the  Governor  On  the  passage  of  the  Act 
of  20th  September,  1850,  (No.  178,)  making  a  grant  for  the  Mobile  and  Chi- 
cago railroad,  a  reservation  was  made  by  order  of  the  President,  at  its  date,  of 
a  quantity  of  land  fifteen  miles  in  width  on  each  side  of  the  line  of  said  road 
in  Illinois,  according  to  the  locality  then  assigned  to  it,  and  which  was 
very  near  that  which  it  was  shown  ultimately  to  have  assumed;  that  the 
object  of  said  reservation  was  to  preclude  any  further  sale  or  di^jjositioa 
after  the  20th  September,  aforesaid,  1st,  of  any  lands  within  the  six  mile 
limits  of  said  road,  because  of  the  grant  to  the  State  of  the  odd  sections 
therein,  and  the  enhanced  minimum  of  the  even  sections  therein,  and  which 
by  the  long  established  usages  of  the  Department  was  required  to  be  offered 
at  pablie  sale,  before  subject  to  entry  at  such  advanced  price,  and  2d,  of 
any  land  in  the  altei-nate  sections,  without  the  six  and  within  the  fifteen 
mile  limits,  which  were  granted  to  the  State,  to  the  extent  of  the  aggregate 
defioieocies  in  the  alternates  within,  between  the  full  contents  of  the  latter 
alternates  and  the  quantity  vacant  at  the  date  of  the  grant. 

The  State,  through  its  proper  agonts,  made  the  selections  without  the 
MX  mile  limits,  and  the  whole  grant,  (vrith  the  exception  of  trifling  bal- 
ances arising  from  mistakes  and  conflictions,)  was  adjusted  and  certified  on 
the  13th  March,  1852,  and  subsequently,  in  July,  August  and  September, 
1852,  the  land  within  the  six  mile  limits  was  offered  at  public  sale,  under 
a  proclamation  of  the  President,  dated  3d  April,  1852,  it  directing  that 
after  the  public  sale,  at  each  respective  land  office,  the  land  without  the  six 
mile  and  witTiin  the  fifteen  mile  limits,  should  he  restored  to  market,  (ex- 
cept as  £o  two  of  the  said  offices  in  which  no  double  minimum  lands  existed, 
and  iu  relation  to  that  within  the  fifteen  mile  limits,  specific  periods  were 
given  as  to  their  restoration,)  and  the  sales  of  this  double  minimum  land, 
under  the  proclamation  and  since,  have  been  patented,  and  the  patents 
delivered  to  the  purchasers.      On  the  28th  September,  1850,  Congress 
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passed  th.  Swamp  Land  Act,  (No.  182,)  so  called,  and,  undaril  certain  in

Sir :— The  Act  of  Congress,  passed  February  9,  1853,  (No  216  1  dve, 
and  grants  to  the  Slates  of  Mi-ouri  and  Arkausa,  icrtaiu  land,  for  the  pur! 
FoTol  !.'  '•■I'orf  from  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio,  by  way  of  Little  Eock, 

to  Mton,  on  tbo  Tem  hue,  with  branches.     This  act  vest,  the  feo-simple 
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title  in  the  States  to  which  the  lands  ate  given.  A  legislative  grant  hy 
Congress  does  of  itself,  proprio  vigoTe,  pass  to  the  grantee  all  the  estate 
which  the  United  States  had  in  the  subject-matter  of  the  grant,  except 
what  is  expressly  excepted.  This  principle  has  often  been  ruled  in  the 
courts,  as  you  will  see  hy  reference  to  the  following  oases.  United  States 
V  Perchman,  7  Peters,  51 ;  Mitchell  t.  United  States,  9  Peters,  711 ;  United 
States  V.  Brooks,  10  Howard,  442 ;  Leuener  v.  Price,  12  Howard,  59 ; 
Ladiga  v.  Roland,  2  Howard,  581 ;  Godfr^  v.  Bradley,  2  M'Lean,  412. 
The  point  is  firmly  settled,  if  the  highest  judicial  authority  can  settle  any- 
thing;  and  even  if  there  had  been  no  decision  of  it,  I  should  think  it  too 
plain,  on  original  principles,  to  admit  of  a  doubt.  When  Congress  says 
that  a  certain  portion  of  the  public  domain  of  tho  United  8tat«s  "  is  hereby 
granted"  to  a  State,  what  need  can  there  be  of  any  further  assurance,  in  order 
to  give  the  State  a  perfect  title  in  fee  ? 

Tho  Act  of  August  3, 1854,  (10  Stats,  at  Large,  p.  346.  See  No.  249,) 
most  manifestly  does  not  apply  in  any  manner  whatever  to  the  lands  granted 
in  1853,  to  Missouri  and  Arkansas,  That  act,  (Act  of  1854,)  prescribesthe 
duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  in  regard  to  legisla- 
tive grants,  where  the  law  does  not  convey  the  fee-simple  title,  or  require 
patents  to  be  issued  for  the  lands.  The  Missouri  and  Arkansas  grants  are 
not  of  that  kind. 

Tho  definite  location  of  the  road  will  locate  the  grant  upon  the  proper 
number  of  even  sections  oa  each  side,  with  which  the  United  States  shall 
not  previously  have  parted  with  the  title;  and  the  selectionsof  theGovernor's 
aii^nt  will  determine  what  sections  or  parts  of  sections  are  to  be  taken  in- 
sfead  of  those  sold  or  subject  to  pre-emption.  Then  the  title  to  each 
particular  parcel  will  be  as  complete  as  if  it  had  been  granted  by  name, 
number  or  description. 

The  survey  required  by  the  first  section  of  the  law,  will  enable  you  to 
know  what  lands  are  appropriated  by  the  mere  location  of  the  route  for  the 
railroad,  and  I  presume  you  will  also  be  informed,  in  some  authentic  way, 
of  the  choice  made  by  the  Governor's  agent.  I  can  see  no  objection  to 
your  furnishing  lists  of  those  lands  to  any  person  who  desires  to  make  a 
proper  use  of  them,  just  as  you  would  give  "•*'■"■ 
records  of  your  department ;  but  such  lists  c 
title  of  the  States. 

The  States  of  Missouri  and  Arkansas  will  hold  these  lands  in  trust  for 
certain  purposes,  and  the  mode  in  which  the  trust  shall  be  executed  is  pre- 
scribed in  the  act  making  the  grant.  What  those  States  can  rightfully  do 
with  the  lands,  or  what  remedy  the  United  States  will  have,  if  they  do  wrong, 
are  not  questions  for  you  or  me  to  decide  at  present.

Florida  and  Alabama.  No  more  land  can  be  selected  by  either  State 
than  is  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  quantify  of  the  grant  to  her,  ivhith  is 
determined  hy  the  actual  length  of  road  within  her  limits.

Sir : — After  due  consideration  of  the  questions  involved  in  the  decision 
by  you,  and  presented  in  the  previous  correspondence  with  Jlessra.  Wells 
and  Steigcr,  in  reference  to  the  oonstruotion  to  be  placed  by  this  Depart- 
ment^upon  the  Act  of  Coogress  of  the  17th  May,  18o0,  (11  Stats,  at 
Large,  pages  15  and  16.  See  No.  289,)  I  fully  concur  in  the  opinion  ex- 
pressed in  your  letter. 

The  first  section  of  the  Act  of  Congress  referred  to,  makes  a  grant  of 
land  to  the  State  of  Florida  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad,  "from 
Pensacola  to  the  state-line  of  Alabama  in  the  direction  of  Montgomery." 

The  sixth  section  of  the  same  act  makes  a  distinct  though  similar  grant 
to  the  State  of  Alabama,  to  aid  in  the  cqnstmction  of  a  railroad  "  from 
Montgomery,  in  said  State,  to  the  boundary  line  between  Florida  and  Ala- 
bama,  in  the  direction  of  Pensacola,  and  to  connect  with  the  road  from 
Pensacola  to  said  line." 

The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  two  grants  are  similar  in  all  respects, 
excepting  that  an  obligation  is  imposed  on  Alabama  to  have  the  road,  in 
aid  of  which  a  grant  is  made  to  her,  "  connect  with  the  road  from  Pensa- 
oola." 

On  a  comparfson  of  the  title  and  provisions  of  this  Act  of  May  17th, 
1856,  with  the  title  and  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Sopember  20, 1850,  (No. 
178,)  under  which  certain  questions  which  arose  were  referred  to  Attorney- 
General  Crittenden,  the  opinion  given  by  him  on  the  7th  August,  1852, 
appeatsto  be  strictly  applicable  to  the  questions  in  this  case. 

Quoting  then  his  words;  (the  names  of  the  States  only  being  changed,) 
"The  whole  length  of  tho  railroad  through  and  within  the  State  of  Florida 
when  actually  surveyed  and  definitely  located  within  that  State,  must  de- 
termine, limit  and  define  the  extent  of  the  grant  to  that  State.  And  so 
likewise,  the  whole  extent  of  the  railroad  within  the  State  of  Alabama 
as  surveyed  and  definitely  fixed,  must  determine  the  extent  of  the  grant  to 
that  State."  '^ 

Neither  of  said  States  can  select  more  land  than  has  been  granted  to 
her,  on  account  of  the  specific  road  or  part  of  a  road  within  her  limits 

The  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States,  on  the  7th  June  last,  com- 
municated an  opinion  (No.  557,)  on  certain  questions  arising  under  a  similar 
ActofCongrcssofFebruary9th,  1853,  making  a"grantof  lands  to  the  States 
of  Arkansas  and  Missouri."  He  therein  advised  us  that  the  definite  location 
of  the  road  will  locate  the  grant  upon  the  proper  number  of  odd  sections 
on  each  side,  with  which  the  United  States  shall  not  previously  have  parted 
with  the  title." 
This  opinion  directs  me  how  to  determine  the  granting  limits  as  to  location. 
That  of  Attorney-General  Crittenden  enables  you  to  ascertain  the  extent 
of  the  grant  as  to  quantity  of  land. 

_  The  law  itself  conjoins  the  location  of  the  limits  within  which  the  selec- 
tions by  each  Stato  must  be  made,  to  supply  the  quantity  of  the  several 
grants  that  may  be  found  wanting,  because  the  United  St^ates  has  heretofore 
parted  with  land  which  would  otherwise  bo  granted.     It  prescribes  that 
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the  selections  shall  he  made  "  from  the  lands  of  the  United  States  nearest 
the  tiers  of  sections  ahove  specified,"  to  wit,  the  six  sections  in  width  on 
each  side  of  said  roads,  a  proviso  requiring  that  the  lands  selected  '^shall, 
in  CO  case,  he  further  than  fifteen  miles  from  the  lines  of  said  roads." 

The  location  of  the  roads,  on  account  of  which  the  several  grants  are 
made,  thus  determines  the  extent  of  the  grant,  the  location  of  the  grant, 
and  the  location  of  the  bodies  of  land  nearest,  to  the  tiers  of  granted  sec- 
tions, from  which  each  State  may  respectively  select  to  the  extent  of  the 
grant  to  her. 

The  decision  of  the  General  Land  Office,  eomniumcated  to  Mr.  Wells, 
the  agent  of  the  State  of  Florida,  in  the  letter  of  the  24th  October  last,  is 
therefore  affirmed,  and  you  will  so  advise  him.

Sir : — I  have  considered  your  reports  of  the  17th  and  22nd  instant,  on 
the  propositions  of  W.  T.  Steiger,  Esq. ,  Agent  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  made 
to  this  Department  on  the  5th  instant,  relative  to  the  terminating  lines  of 
the  grant  to  that  State  for  railroad  purposes,  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  ap- 
proved May  15, 1856,  (No.  288.) 

The  adjustment  of  the  grant  on  these  propositions,  as  esemphfied  by  the 
map  "  Y"  therewith,  would,  in  my  opinion  be  proper  under  the  law,  with 
a  slight  modification,  which  it  is  believed  the  State  will  not  regard  as  very 
material,  _ 

Mr.  Steiger  proposes  for  certain  terminating  lines,  "  the  middle  of  the 
channels,  of  the  Jlississippi  and  Missouri  rivers."*  _    _      ^^ 

As  the  law,  however,  mentions  certain  points  on  the  "  Mississippi  river 
and  "  on  the  Missouri  river,"  and  as  the  public  surveys  extend  only  to  these 

*  Terminal  tinea  of  the  grants  to  Iowa,  for  aid  in  the  eomtractiort  of  railroads. 

Whether  the  delerminatiou  of  the  lines  by  which  railroad  grants  shall  be  termi- 
nated at  the  ecda,  be  settled  upon  general  principles,  or  decided  on  the  words  of  eacb 
parUculBr  law,  the  case  of  the  Iowa  railroads  is  one  of  great  inWrest.  There  are 
several  lines  which  have  been  suggested  for  the  terminal  lines  of  such  grants.  1st. 
Lines  passing  through  the  termini  of  the  road,  and  drawn  perpendicular,  the  straight 
line  by  which  the  termini  are  united,  and.  Lines  drawn  thronsh  the  termini,  per- 
pendicular to  the  general  course  of  the  road,  for  the  twenty  miles  next  the  ends 
respectively.  3d.  The  lines  of  the  public  surveys  which  approach  nearest  to  the  re- 
Bpective  ends  of  a  toad,  and  are  nearest  to  perpendicular  to  the  general  coiitso  for 
the  entire  distance,  or  for  the  last  twentp  miles.  4th.  Lines  drawn  through  the  ends 
of  the  road  perpendicular  to  its  last  course.  Eth.  Semicircles,  sweeping  roand  the 
termini,  with  radii  of  six  and  fifteen  miles.  6th.  State  lines  approached  or  touched, 
or  water  courses  at  the  ends  of  the  road. 

The  language  of  the  Act  making  a  grant  to  Towa,  and  upon  which  the  subjoined 
decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  arose,  are  as  follows.  "From  Burlington  on 
the  Mississippi  mver,  to  a  point  on  the  Missouri  River,  near,"  &c.  '■  From  the  City  of 
Davenport  via  Iowa  City  and  FoH  Des  Moines,  to  Council  Bluffs."  "  From  Lyons 
City,  northwesterly  to  a  point  of  intersection,  4c.,  Sic,  thence,  &c.,  across  the  State 
to  the  Missouri  river."  "  From  the  City  of  Dubuque  to  a  point  on  the  Missouri  River, 
near  Sioux  City,"  ka.

ihomas  Todd,  of  13th  January  last,  addressed  to  you,  and  by  you  referred 
to  this  Office  on  the  9th  ult.,  "  for  a  report."  With  reference  to  the  sub- 
ject of  said  Todd'a  claim,  I  have  to  state,  that  a  letter  was  addressed  to  the 
party  on  the  lOtk  ult.,  from  this  Office,  in  which  the  condition  of  the  land, 
and  the  reasons  why  he  could  not  pre-empt  it,  were  set  forth.  A  copy  of 
said  letter  is  herewith  inclosed. 

The  maps  oa  file  in  this  Office,  show  that  the  route  of  the  Dubuque  and 
Pacific  Eailroad  was  "  surveyed,  marked  and  staked  off"  on  the  ground,  on 
6th  Angust,  1856,  up  to  and  beyond  section  15,  township  89,  range  30,  west, 
and  this  Office  is  necessarily  guided  in  its  decisions  by  said  maps.  Mr 
Todd,  however,  states  that  the  Dubuque  and  Pacific  Eailroad  Company  prior 
to  the  filing  the  certified  map  of  their  route  in  the  Land  Office  at  Fort  Bodge, 
"  had  run  many  lines,  embracing  a  section  of  country  extending  through 
a  distance  of  twelve  miles,  north  of  my  (his)  pre-emption,  and  no  person 
'  thereabouts,'  had  any  idea  of  the  land  being  chosen  within  many  miles  of 
my  (his)  claim,"  &c.  With  reference  to  this,  I  will  state  that  similar  repre- 
sentations have  heretofore  been  made  concerning  the  mode  of  surveying  the 
aforesaid  road,  but  I  do  not  conceive  it  to  be  the  duty  or  power  of  this 
Office  to  take  cognizance  of  such  matters.  If  improper  surveys  have  been 
returned  to  this  Office,  by  which  private  interests  are  interfered  with,  the 
subject  is  one  which  belongs  to  the  courts  for  investigation.

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith,  the  letter  of  Orville  Jennings 
of  5th  August,  1857,  addressed  to  you,  and  by  you  filed  in  this  Office  for 
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a  report,  and  with  reference  to  the  subject  thereof,  have  to  state  that  the 
instructions  of  tho  2nd  and  14th  of  Fehruary,  1856,  to  the  District  OfEcers, 
in  Arkansas,  to  which  Mr.  Jcunings.  refers,  were  predicated  upon  the  as- 
sumption that  the  State  authorities  had  filed  at  the  local  offices,  a  map  of 
the  route  of  the  Cairo  and  Fulton  railroad  simultaneouslj  with  the  filing 
of  such  map  in  this  Office.  It  was  gahsequently  ascertained,  however, 
that  maps  had  not  been  filed  at  each  of  the  of&cea,  and  some  douhta  arose 
as  to  the  sufficiency  of  those  that  had  been  filed,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
they  were  not  traced  continuously,  but  simply  on  township  diagrams,  show- 
ing the  line  through  each  township  separately.  At  one  ofSce,  such  maps 
had  been  filed,  but  no  record  could  be  found  showing  the  date  of  the  recep- 
tion. These  maps,  or  plats  were  filed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1854. 

Subsequently,  it  was  discovered  that  at  the  date  of  the  filing  aforesaid, 
at  some  of  the  offices,  the  legislature  had  not  adopted  the  route  of  the  road, 
and  upon  a  review  of  all  the  facts,  and  in  consideration  of  the  confusion 
growing  out  of  the  difference  in  dates,  &c.,  I  finally  decided  to  adopt  the 
day  vpon  which  the  legislature  ajirmed  and  adapted  the  route,  as  the 
period  at  which  the  right  of  the  State  attached  to  the  railroad  sections. 
Instructions  to  that  effect  were  forwarded  to  the  Register  and  Receiver,  at 
Washington,  and  the  other  offices  in  Arkansas,  iu  a  letter  from  this  Office, 
dated  November  25,  1856,  and  it  was  upon  the  principle  set  forth  in  that 
letter,  that  the  entry.  No.  10484,  in  the  name  of  W.  D.  F.  Smith,  was 
cancelled.  In  my  letter  of  23d  January,  1857,  notifying  the  Register  and 
Receiver  at  Washington,  of  the  canceliation  of  said  entry,  (a  copy  of  which 
letter  is  attacked  to  the  letter  of  Orville  Jennings,)  reference  was  made  to 
my  previous  letter  of  November  25, 1856,  and  that  reference,  it  would  seem, 
ought  to  have  explained  satisfactorily  to  Mr.  Jennings  what  he  regards  as 
a  discrepancy  between  the  instructions  contained  in  my  letters  of  2d  and 
14th  Fehruary,  1856,  and  the  actimi  of  this  Office,  communicated  to  the 
Register  and  Receiver  in  my  letter  of  23d  January,  1857.

Sir ; — Your  report  of  the  2d  instant,  presents  for  my  consideration,  a 
question  arising  in  the  matter  of  the  selection  of  lands  enuring  to  the 
State  of  Alabama,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  May  17, 
1856,  (No.  289,)  "  granting  public  lands  in  alternate  sections,  in  the  States 
of  Florida  and  Alabama,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  certain  railroads  in 
said  States." 

In  behalf  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  her  agent  claims  the  right  to  select 
lands  within  that  State,  which  lie  between  the  six  and  fifteen  mile  limits 
of  the  route  of  the  road  which  has  been  located  within  the  State  of  Florida, 
in  view  of  the  grant  to  the  latter  State,  by  the  same  Act  of  Congress. 

I  regard  the  grants  made  to  the  two  States,  as  distinct  and  several.  The 
erant  to  Alabama  is,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  "  from  Mont-

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gomery,  in  said  State,  to  the  boundary  line  between  Florida  and  Alabama, 
in  the  direction  of  Pensacola,"  &o.  The  location  of  aaid  road  withio  Ala- 
bama, determines  the  extent  and  location  of  the  grant  of  lands  t*  that  Slate. 
The  grant  is  in  width  along  the  line  of  the  road,  and  the  selecting  limits 
lie  laterally  adjacent  to  the  granted  lands.

Croix  and  Lake  Superior  Railroad  Company,  for  the  continuation  of  a  rail- 
road from  the  St.  Crois  river  or  late,  to  the  west  end  of  Lake  Superior,  and 
to  Bayfield ;  and  you  submit  t^o  propositions  for  decision.  To  the  second 
proposition  a  response  will  not  be  necessary  at  present,  as  the  opinions  to 
be  expressed  upon  the  first,  will  dispose  of  the  entire  case  now  before  me. 

Your  first  inquiry  is,  whether,  under  the  circumstances  reported,  we  may 
properly  dispense  with  the  certificate  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, that  the  said  route  has  been  located  in  view  of  the  grant  to  the  State, 
by  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  June  3, 1856,  (No.  292,)  and  is  accepted  by 
the  State  as  located  by  her  authority.  My  reply  is  in  the  negative.  The  St. 
Crois  and  Lake  Superior  Railroad  Company  claims  to  have  made  the  location 
by  the  authority  of  the  laws  of  Wisconsin,  and  of  a  compact  with  the  Lacrosse 
and  Milwaukie  Railroad  Company,  entered  into  pursuant  to  a  special  Act 
of  the  State  legislature ;  the  president  of  the  last  mentioned  company,  pro- 
tests against  the  recognition  of  the  authority  claimed  under  the  compact; 
and  the  Governor  of  the  State  has  not  certified  the  routes  described  in  tho 
Act  of  Congress,  as  he  was  called  upon  to,  do  by  your  letter  of  the  19th 
August,  1856. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  Department  should 
adhere  to  the  position  taken  in  the  first  place,  and  which  properly  extended 
a  policy  which  had  its  origin  under  the  earlier  Acts  of  Congress,  malting 
grants  of  lands  to  States,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads,  wherein  it 
was  more  explicitly  prescribed  that  the  surveys  of  the  road  should  be  made, 
and  the  maps  of  survey  furnished  to  the  General  Land  Office  by  Slate  au- 
thority. The  refusal  of  the  Governor  to  take  official  action  in  regard  to  the 
survey,  will  not  necessarily  defeat  the  adjustment  of  the  grant,  though  an 
adjustment  may  thereby  be  deferred  for  the  present.  The  longer  continu- 
ance of  the  reservation  of  the  lands  along  the  route  of  the  proposed  road,  is 
not  a  necessary  consequence  of  continued  delay  in  taking  action  under  the 
grant  by  the  State,  or  its  officers.  In  this  case,  unless  some  good  cause  is 
shown  fur  continuing  longer  the  reservation  of  the  lands,  they  should  be 
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forthwith  restored  to  market.  A  due  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  United 
States,  seems  to  call  for  this  course,  and  no  just  complaint  can  be  made  by 
the  State  of  Wisconsin.  The  early  withdrawal  of  the  lands  to  enable  the 
States  to  obtain  the  fullest  measure  of  benefit  from  the  grant,  and  the  long 
continuanee  of  the  reservation,  whilst  the  restoration  of  the  lands  to  market 
has  been  repeatedly  urged  by  citizens  of  the  State,  have  evinced  the  liberal 
spirit  of  accommodation  which  directed  the  action  of  this  Department,  and 
still  pervades  its  policy.  Should  the  State  now  suffer  a  diminution  in  the 
quantity  of  lands  which  she  might  have  obtained  under  the  grant,  it 
could  be  attributable  only  to  her  own  neglect  or  refusal  to  take  the  mea- 
sures necessary  to  avail  herself  of  the  amplest  benefits  of  the  liberality  of 
the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of  the  General  Government.

Lands  wilMn  the  six  mile  limits  of  a  Railroad,  though  they  had  heew  sub- 
ject to  entry  at  the  Graduation  prices,  upon,  being  restored,  must  be  sold 
a(  82  50  per  acre. 

General  Land  Offici. 
Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  joint 
eontrauuication  of  the  29th  ultimo,  on  the  subject  of  the  price  of  lands 
within  the  limits  of  the  railroad  grant  just  made  by  Congress  to  the  States 
of  Florida  and  Alabama,  and  calling  my  attention  to  the  second  section  of 
the  Act  making  the  grant. 

In  reply,  I  have  to  state,  that  these  lands  were  subject  to  the  Graduation 
Act,  of  4th  August,  185i,  until  their  withdrawal  from  market  for  the  rail- 
road grant.  The  Act,  granting  lands  for  railroads,  removes  the  lands  from 
the  operation  of  the  Graduation  law,  (No.  251,)  and  expressly  requires  that 
they  shall  be  sold  at  double  the  "  minimum  price  ;"  thia  can  only  mean  doa- 
ble the  minimum  price  of  |1  25  per  acre  of  the  public  lands ;  that  being  the 
ordinary  minimum  fised  by  law,  and  not  double  the  price  that  the  lands  were 
selling  for  under  the  Graduation  Act.  Had  the  latter  been  intended,  the 
language  of  the  Act  would  have  been  double  the  "  graduation  price."  There 
IS,  m  fact,  nothing  to  justify  the  presumption  that  any  such  intendment  is 
contemplated  in  the  law,  for  the  plain  reason  that  the  provisions  of  the  Grad- 
uation Act  itself,  do  not  in  terms  or  otherwise,  embrace  or  apply  to  lands 
of  thii  class,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  first  section  of  that  Act  expressly 
excludes  them,  for  it  declares  it  "  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  extend 
to  lands  reserved  to  the  United  States,  in  Acts  granting  lands  to  States  for 
railroadi " 

This  Office  therefore  decides,  that  the  alternate  sections  within  six  miles 
of  the  route,  wiU  have  to  be  sold  at  a  minimum  of  $2  50  per  acre  when 
again  offered  and  thrown  open  to  sale.

The  case  involviDg  the  pre-emption  claim  of  Thos.  H.  Perry  to  a  certain 
tract  of  land  in  the  Springfield,  Illinois,  District,  whose  right  is  contested 
hy  James  C.  Walker,  has  been  examined  and  considered,  and  the  papers 
which  were  received  with  your  letter  of  the  Sth  ultimo,  are  herewith  re- 
turned. 

The  pre-emption  entry  of  said  Perry,  was  permitted  hy  the  Register  and 
Receiver  on  the  12th  December,  1855,  satisfactory  proof  being  presented 
to  them.  A  rehearing  of  the  case  was  had  in  July,  1858,  and  additional 
testimony  taken,  whereupon  the  Register  and  Receiver  decided  that  "  the 
pre-emption  of  Thomas  H.  Perry,  is  a  valid  one."  This  decision  was  con- 
curred  in  by  you,  and  an  appeal  therefrom  was  takon  to  this  Department. 
Upon  a  revision  of  the  case  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  nothing  appears  there- 
in to  vitiate  or  invalidate  the  pre-emption  entry  of  said  Perry,  which  will 
justify  the  reversal  of  the  action  and  decision  of  the  local  of&cers.  The 
question  of  pte-emptibility  of  the  alternate  reserved  sections,  belonging  to 
the  United  States,  within  the  six  mile  limits  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad, 
having  been  decided  affirmatively  by  my  predecessor,  and  that  decision 
having  been  adopted  as  the  settled  rule  and  policy  of  this  Department,  will 
be  adhered  to  in  the  determination  of  claims  to  this  class  of  lands,  and  the 
entry  of  said  Perry,  having  been  admitted  pursuant  thereto,  the  same  will 
not  be  disturbed.

Having  considered  your  report  of  the  4th  ultimo,  and  accompanying  pa- 
pers, relative  to  the  cancellation  of  certain  entries  of  land  in  Bntler  county, 
Alabama,  along  the  line  of  the  railroad,  from  Montgomery  to  the  boundary 
line  between  Florida  and  Alabama,  in  the  direction  of  Pensaeola,  I  propose 
the  following  suggestions  and  conclusions  to  be  carried  out  by  your  office. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  lands  along  the  line  of  the  railroad,  before  the 
right  of  the  State  attached,  under  the  grant  of  I7th  May,  1856,  (No. 
289,)  was  in  special  terms,  and  not  intended  to  restrict  the  acquisition  of 
the  public  lands  by  actual  settlers  and  cultivators. 

The  restrictions  resulting  from  the  grant,  and  the  law  making  the  grant, 
must  however  be  sustained  hy  onr  action,  even  though  the  interests  of 
some  actual  settlers  are  involved.  Whilst  administering  the  law  in  its 
meaning  and  effect,  I  think  the  instructions  respecting  the  withdrawal  of 
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the  lands  from  mariet,  should  be  construed  as  nut  ombracing  icy  laads, 
excepting  those  clearly  within  them  I  remark  therefori,  m  the  first  place, 
as  to  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  statute  that  it  is  clear  that  the  local 
of&oers  could  have  no  authority  to  sell  lands  tailing  to  the  State  by  the 
grant,  after  the  definite  location  of  the  line  of  the  railroad  or  to  sell  lands 
selected  by  the  State  as  indemnity  after  the  notification  by  the  State  au- 
thorities, to  your  office,  of  the  tricts  si  aelecled  Secondly,  That  the  sec- 
tions remaining  to  the  United  btates,  as  alternite  to  the  granted  sections, 
could  not  be  sold  by  the  local  officers  at  private  entry,  alter  the  definite 
location  of  the  road,  until  after  they  hid  been  hrst  offered  at  public  sale, 
at  the  increised  price  The  fradudtion  entnes,  if  any,  that  have  been  ad-

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  of  the  House,  Hon.  W. 
B.  W.  Cobb,  will  be  furnished  with  copies  of  your  report,  and  this  communi- 
cation, with  the  suggestion  that  Congress  could  grant  relief  to  those  per- 
sons, who  before  the  location  of  the  railroad  route  had  entered,  and  have 
since  settled  and  cultivated,  any  of  the  lands  which  have  been  reserved  to 
the  United  States,  within  the  sis  mile  limits  of  the  road,  by  authorizing 
patents  to  issue  upon  the  entries  heretofore  made,  or  on  condition  of  pay- 
ing the  difference  between  the  rates  already  paid,  and  the  enhanced  price 
of  the  lands.

Reasons  for  not  approving  different  maps  of  routes,  given. 

DKPittTMEUr  OF  THE  lUlKRIOK,

Your  report  of  the  25th  ultimo,  submitted  for  my  consideration,  and  in- 
structions, the  question  of  "the  acceptance  of  the  map"  of  the  location  of 
the  Marquette  and  Ontanagon  railroad,  "  as  the  basis  of  the  adjustment"  of 
tie  grant  to  the  State  of  Michigan,  for  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
from  Marquette  to  Ontonagon,  per  Act  of  Congress,  approved,  June  3, 1856. 
(No.  293.)  On  a  careful  examination  of  the  papers,  I  find  that  a  copy  of  the 
map  of  the  route  of  the  railroad,  in  two  divisions,  was  filed  in  your  office  in 
December,  1857,  which  bears  the  certificate,  with  the  official  seal  of  the 
company,  by  its  President  and  Secretary,  that  it  is  a  map  of  the  location 
made  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors.     This  uiap  boars  also  the 
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approval  of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  of  November  24,  1857,  aod  on  the 
19th  March,  1868,  it  was  confirmed  by  the  State  Board  of  Control,  as  re- 
quired by  the  laws  of  Michigan.  The  "  Btatement  marked  A,  and  map  now 
presented  by  Mr.  Wilde,  chief  engineer  of  the  company,"  refered  to  (q  your 
report,  as  explaining  the  objections  that  had  been  taken  to  the  route,  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor,  appear  to  me  to  confirm  those  objections  ;  because 
said  statements,  in  connection  with  the  "  map  therewith  presented,"  of  a 
route  to  a  eoDsiderablo  extent,  very  different  from  the  other,  tends  to  show 
that  the  map  now  offered,  is  the  true  map  of  the  actual  survey  of  the  line, 
and  that  the  route  indicated  by  the  last  map  is  in  all  respects  better,  and 
more  direct.  This  new  map,  is  the  one  on  which  the  flag  stations  of  sur- 
vey are  marked,  and  to  which  the  statement  A,  refers ;  and  on  comparing 
it  with  the  map  filed  in  your  office,  in  1857,  it  is  found  that  the  route  indi- 
cated by  the  last  map,  is  entirely  different  from  that  marked  on  the  first, 
for  some  ten  or  twelve  miles  of  the  first  section  of  the  road,  and  some 
twenty-five  or  thirty  miles,  on  the  second  section,  and  these  alterations  of 
the  route,  are  not  shown  to  have  been  accepted  or  approved  by  the  State. 
In  the  present  state  of  the  ease,  it  is  clear  to  me,  that  the  first  map  must 
he  rejected,  because  it  does  not  represent  the  actually  surveyed  line  of  the 
road,  and  is  not  the  most  direct  practicable  route  between  Marquette  and 
Ontonagon,  and  it  is  no  less  clear  that  the  second  map,  lately  presented  by 
Mr.  Wilde  the  engineer  of  the  railroad  company,  cannot  be  accepted  by 
your  office,  unless  it  shall  be  shown  that  it  has  been  duly  ratified  and  ap- 
proved by  the  proper  authorities  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  The  papers 
and  maps  which  accompanied  your  report,  are  herewith  returned.

If  the  lands  are  found  not  to  have  passed  i^  the  Stramp- grant  to  the  State, 
they  will  be  included  in  the  lists  of  railroad  lands.

Having  considered  your  report  of  the  5th  instant,  in  relation  to  the  course 
to  bo  pursued  by  your  office,  in  cases  where  lands  selected  as  swamp  lands  and 
reported  to  and  remaining  on  the  files  of  your  office,  on  the  3d  March  1857, 
(No.  319,)  and  found  to  have  the  same  legal  designation  as  lands  granted 
for  railroad  purposes,  along  the  lines  of  roads  that  had  become  "definitely 
fixed  before  that  date,"  I  have  to  state  that  I  do  not  approve  a  return  to 
tbe  policy  which  prevailed  under  the  Circulars  of  December  21,  1850,  and 
February  11,  1856. 

If  the  certification  of  any  such  tracts  as  swamp  lands,  enuring  to  a  State 
under  the  Act  of  September  28, 1850,  (No.  182,)  is  contested  by  tlie  produc- 
tion of  any  proof  or  information  sufficient  to  create  a  doubt  as  to  the  actual 
character  of  the  tract  or  tracts,  you  will,be  under  the  necessity  of  obtaining, 
through  the  proper  officers,  such  authentic  evidence  or  official  reports  as 
will  enable  you  to  decide;  bnt  if  no  contest  is  made  none  need  be  invited. 
I  think  we  may  proceed  to  act  upon  the  selections  in  the  cases  of  such  ap- 
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pareQtly  conflicting  grants  under  the  laws  making  the  grants,  treating  the 
Act,  3d  March,  1857,  as  confirming  swamp  selections  only  as  againstthe 
United  States,  and  not  as  extending  to  those  cases  in  which  the  provisions 
of  that  law  appear  exactly  to  balance  each  other. 

If,  therefore,  the  tracts  ^in  question,  have  heen  or  can  be  satisiactorily 
shown  in  the  regular  course  of  proceeding,  under  the  swamp  land  laws,  to 
be  swamp  and  overflowed,  they  should  he  certified  to  the  State  as  such. 
If,  however,  the  lands  are  not  found  to  have  passed  to  the  State,  by  the 
first  grant,  they  will  he  included  in  the  lists  of  railroad  lands  as  falling 
under  the  later  grant.

In  the  case  involving  the  pre-emption  claim  of  Donald  R.  M'Donald,  to 
certain  iands  within  the  sis  mile  limits  of  the  Florida  Railroad,  which  was 
received  with  your  letter  of  4th  February,  l«5fl,  I  concur  in  opinion  with 
you  that  the  laud  embraced  in  his  claim  which  lies  withm  the  sis  mile 
limits  of  said  railroad,  is  not  subject  to  pre-emption  entry  by  said  M'Uonald, 
as  claimed  by  him. 

It  is  understood  that  the  northwest  quarter  of  southeast  quarter  ot  sec- 
tion 21,  township  12  south,  range  18,  east,  is  between  the  six  and  fifteen 
mile  limits  of  said  road,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  improvements  of 
said  M'Donald  are  situated  thereon,  no  reason  is  perceived  for  cancelling 
the  entry  of  that  particular  subdivisiou-  The  other  portions  of  the  lands 
claimed  are  within  the  six  mile  limits  of  the  road,  and  it  appears  that  the 
same  have  been  approved  to  the  State  of  Honda.  The  pre-emption  claim 
thereto  is  invalid,  and  the  entry  thereof  has  been  properly  cancelled.  Ihe 
naoers  beloneioa:  to  the  case  are  herewith  returned.

Your  report  of  the  6th  instant,  has  submitted  a  map  of  the  location  of 
a  route  of  a  railroad  from  Little  Bay  do  Noquette  to  Marquette,  adopted  in 
November,  1857,  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  railroad  company,  and 
OTproved  December  1,  1857,  by  the  Governor  of  Michigan,  in  view  of  the 
grant  to  that  SUte  for  aid  in  the  coustruction  of  certain  railroads,  by  the 
Act  of  Congress,  approved  June  3,  1856. 
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With  your  report  of  the  25th  ultimo,  a  line  of  route  for  a  railroad  from 
Marquette  to  OctoQagon  was  before  me,  which  had  been  presented  to  jour 
of&ee  as  a  location  in  view  of  the  same  grant;  and  some  doubt  exists  whe- 
ther we  ought  not  to  regard  the  Act  of  Congress  &a  having  made  provision 
for  a  siogle  road  from  Little  Bay  de  Noquette  to  Ontonagon  via  Marquette 
By  the  same  act  of  Congress,  land  is  granted  for  aid  in  constructing  a  road 
from  Marquette  to  the  Wisconsin  State  line,  and  the  diagram  exhibiting 
the  routes  of  the  three  roads,  which  we  should  expect  to  radiate  from  Mar- 
quette, shows  that  from  Marquette  to  the  vicinity  of  Seal  Lake,  a  distance 
of  about  seventeen  mUes,  the  lines  of  the  three  railroads  have  been  located 
over  the  same  route. 

These  two  questions  are  brought  to  our  notice : — Firstly,  Can  we  regard 
the  three  as  separate  roads;  andwhy?  If  so,  can  the  location  of  the  routes  of 
the  three,  on  lines  coincident  for  seventeen  mites,  be  recognized,  if  no  other 
valid  objection  exists,  to  such  location?  I  think  that  we  may  regard  the 
three  as  separate  roads,  inasmuch  as  the  State,  by  the  legislative  act  accept- 
ing the  grant,  and  the  approval  of  the  several  locations  of  the  routes,  has  so 
treated  them ;  where  doubt  exists  as  to  the  construction  of  the  grant,  and 
such  grant  has  been  accepted,  with  a  particular  understanding  on  the  part 
of  the  grantee,  there  is  an  obvious  propriety  in  administering  the  grant 
according  to  the  terms  of  acceptance. 

Secondly,  As  to  the  location  on  lines  coincident  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance, it  is  shown,  that  oil  the  lines  must  attain  an  elevation  of  seven  hun- 
dred to  nine  hundred  and  fifty  feet  above  the  waters  of  Lake  Superior, 
within  the  first  fifteen  or  eighteen  miles  of  their  route,  on  any  line  or  lines 
that  may  be  selected,  in  going  from  Marquette ;  and  on  the  seventeen  miles 
in  question,  it  appears  that  a  railroad  has  already  been  constructed  at  a  very 
heavy  expense,  which  runs  through  the  heart  of  the  iron  region.  The  adop- 
tion of  this  seventeen  miles  as  a  part  of  the  line  from  Little  Bay  de  No- 
Suelte  to  Marquette,  is  claimed  with  peculiar  force,  for  the  reason  that  the 
ron  Mountain  Railroad  has  been  purchased  by  the  Bay  de  Noquette  and 
Marquette  Raiiroad  Company,  to  which  the  State  had  passed  the  land  grant ; 
and  the  State  legislature  has,  by  a  recent  law,  confirmed  the  sale,  and  the 
consequent  consolidation  of  the  two  roads,  thus  making  the  seventeen  miles 
a  part  of  the  line  of  route  between  the  two  places,  Bay  do  Noquette  and 
Marquette.  On  the  filing  in  your  office  of  the  authenticated  copy  of  the 
recent  State  law  referred  to,  and  the  production  of  the  evidence  that  the  two 
companies  thereby  consolidated,  have,  as  required  by  the  third  section  thereof, 
filed  their  assent  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  at  Lansing,  I  think 
the  map  before  me  may  be  accepted  as  the  basis  for  the  adjustment  of  the 
grant,  on  the  principles  which  I  will  proceed  to  indicate. 

As  the  map  presented,  does  cot  show  the  date  of  the  field-work  of  survey, 
and  the  president  of  the  company,  which  claims  in  the  interest  of  the  State, 
proposes  to  waive  any  claim  of  prior  specific  date,  and  adopt  the  date  of  the 
approval  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  the  map  of  the  location  as  the 
date  of  the  survey  of  tho  entire  line,  I  think  we  may  adopt  the  latter  date 
as  the  date  of  the  survey. 

In  acquiescing  in  the  action  of  the  legislature  and  executive  of  the  State 
of  Michigan,  in  treating  the  three  roads  named  as  separate  roads,  having  dis- 
tinct grants  for  their  benefit,  and  in  locating  the  lines  of  said  roads  so  they 
will  coincide  for  a  distance  of  about  seventeen  miles,  I  deem  it  proper  to  add, 
that  the  Act  of  Congress  of  June  3, 1856,  (No.  293,)  grants  only  every  alter- 
nate section  of  land,  designated  by  odd  numbers,  for  six  sections  in  width  oir 
each  side  of  "  each  of  said  roads,"  and  not  a  quantity  of  land  equal  to  every 
alternat*  section  for  six  sections  in  width,  &c.,for  their  entire  length  upon 
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lie  mmd.  It  follow.,  tlial  where  tko  location,  ot  the  line,  of  the  toJ. 
are  coincident,  the  nitein.te  section,  have  only  heen  granted  and  thcj  but 
once-  and  a.  the  indemnity  which  the  Stale  ean  claim,  extend,  only  tor 
», nviection.  or  part!  of  .eotion.Er.ntod  a.  aforesaid,'  "»!"»'?•",';„ 
Stalls  ba.  sold,  or  to  which  the  right  of  prcernpfon  ba.  "  •«k«J.  "■

Sir  —Yonr  report  of  the  8th  November  tot,  upon  the  petition  of  eerlain 
setllers  in  township.  27  and  28  north,  of  range  18  east,  and  relat™  «» 
eerlain  pre-emption  entries  at  the  Menash.  Land  Offic«  jhieh  hay  been 
ordered  So  be  eaneelled;  and  also  your  report  of  the  17lh  "himo  in  the 
case  of  Closson  Shnrtlurs  pre-emption  entry  at  M.n.sha,  on  the  lllb  May, 
1858,  in  section  33,  township  82.north,  range  16,  east,  ha.o  been  carefully 
considered,  and  my  conclusions  are  a.  follows  :— 

The  title  lo  odd  numbered  sections,  within  the  sii  mile  limits  ot  the 
St  Paul  and  Ton-du-Lac  Railroad  line,  did  not  vest  in  the  State  ot  Wis- 
ooosin  from  a  surrey  of  the  route  of  the  road,  unless  said  route  was  staked 
off  and  marked  upon  the  ground,  so  that  the  line  of  route  could  be  readily 
found  and  seen  by  any  ordinary  obscrrer,  who,  a.  an  indmdnal  seeking  a 
place  to  settle,  or  is  a  resident  of  the  vicinity,  should  go  upon  the  ground 
to  view  the  land,  or  lo  find  and  observe  the  eiact  location  of  the  line  of  Ihe 
road  for  any  one  mile  of  its  coume.  .j  a    ,ic 

The  mere  survey  of  ■  line,  as  Attorney-General  Cushing  decided,  hies 
nothing  "  *  *  "  It  is  means  of  information,  not  location.  Uefanitely 
filed,  implies  fixed  wilhonl  c.paeity  of  change."  When  «  snmymg  and 
marking  the  line  on  the  ground,"  "  definitely  Sie."  the  lino  of  .  railroad 
route,  I  think  it  is  necessarily  implied  that  stakes  and  stone,  are  sol  and 
marki  on  the  ground  made,  which  will  fix  on  the  surface  of  the  earth  the 
exact  route  over  which  Ike  road  will  pass,  as  a  tad  notonous  and  easily 
observed  as  it  passes  through  specUo  sections  of  land;  the  grant  being  by 
sections,  a.  to  relative  position,  and  as  to  the  strip  of  land  wherein  ihe  alter- 
nates granted  are  to  he  found.  „i.;„i.  n,., 
"When  only  a  preliminary  survey  has  been  made,  pursuant  to  which  the 
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State  propoto!  to  >how  on  .  map  the  looalitiea  in  which  the  route  will  faU, 
It  18  evident  that  the  map  must  connect  the  route  with  the  lines  of  the  puh- 
hc  snmjs  showing  the  speoUc  sections  of  land  through  which  the  load 
wi  be  hnilt  and  therebjthe  ezact  line  upon  the  earth  on  which  tho  route 
will  fall;  otherwise,  the  location  is  not  "dehnite,"  nor  is  it  therehy  indi- 
oated  preeisel,,  where  the  limits  of  the  grant  in  place  will  fall.  Emi  then 
we  cannot  regard  a  location  oa  a  map,  as  "  definitel,  hring"  the  route,  till

In  the  case  now- before  me,  it  appeara  that  a  map  of  the  line  of  the  rail- 
road, from  Fou-dn-Lac,  on  Lake  Winnebago,  northerly  to  the  State  line," 
was  on  the  3d  December,  1857,  accepted  as  the  baais  of  the  adiustmeit 
ot  the  grant  to  Wisconsin,  to  aid  in  the  coastrnotion  of  said  railroad  This 
map  IS  so  marked  as  to  indicate  the  actual  staking  off  on  the  ground  at 
various  dates  in  May,  Angn.t,  and  December,  1866,  of  a  part  of  the  line 
ot  the  road,  m.,  commoneing  at  Fon-dcLac,  and  running  north  to  a  point 
near  the  west  cud  of  Lake  Shawano.  At  this  last  named  point,  a  hue  of  a 
survey,  apparently  of  a  prehminar,  oharacter,  commencing  at  the  Slate  line, 
Octobete,  1857,  and  eitending  from  north  to  south,  otosos  with  the  pari 
ot  the  line  previously  mentioned  on  the  16th  October,  1857.  As  this  sur- 
vey last  nientioned  extended  from  six  to  ten  miles  per  day,  it  is  evident 
that  the  lino  could  not  be  marked  off  and  staked  along  on  the  surface  ot  tho 
earth ;  and  so  the  depositions  tend  also  to  show  the  fact  to  be.  When  vou 
accepted  the  map,  December  3,  1857,  tho  townships  through  which  the 
proposed  road  IS  to  pass,  had  been  surveyed  only  «,  far  north  a.  the  north 
line  01  township  thirty.  Your  acceptance  therefore,  can  be  regarded  as  the 
date  of  the  vestiture  of  the  title  to  the  odd  numbered  sections  Ihcrebj  de- 
termined to  he  within  the  granting  limits  of  tho  line  of  location  from  near 
the  west  end  of  Lake  Shawano,  in  section  29,  of  township  27,  range  16 
to  the  north  line  of  township  30  north,  range  16,  oast  i— but  the  accept- 
ance must  be  regarded  merely  as  preliminary,  for  that  part  of  the  proposed 
line  of  reaJ,  which  eitonded  through  lands  unsurvcyod,  and  townships  not 
subdivided.  The  marking  on  a  general  map  of  the  region  of  country,  tho 
line  ol  a  pioliminary  survey  ot  route  through  an  unsurveyed  region,  can 
show  only  the  re  alien  of  the  proposed  route  to  great  natural  objects,  which

"definitely  fined."  No  odd  sections  are  reserved  and  set  ol  from  those 
with  even  numbers.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  State  after  the  public 
surveys  are  made,  to  cause  to  be  prepared  and  filed  in  your  office,  ind  in 
the  local  land  offices,  maps  showing  the  connection  of  that  part  of  their 
route,  with  the  hnes  of  the  public  aurveys,  which,  when  aeoepttd  by  vou 
as  correct,  ma,  bo  regarded  as  determining  and  definitely  fixing  that  part 
of  the  route,  and  the  limits  thereto  conjoined,  within  which  lands  are 
granted  inplaee  and  reserved  to  the  United  Stales,  to  be  sold  at  the  en- 
hanced price. 

As  a  matter  of  precaution  in  such  cases,  I  deem  it  proper  that  evidence 
ot  the  filing  of  a  copy  of  the  map,  at  the  local  land  office  for  the  district  in 
which  the  lands  he,  be  furnished  to  you,  before  final  action  is  had  by  your 
office  thereon.  To  await  the  "  definite  fixing"  of  the  locations  of  railroads

'  In  the  eases  now  before  me,  I  .m  of  the  opinion,  and  so  decide  that  there 
has  not  been  a  yestitnre  of  title  in  the  State  to  the  odd  numbered  tr.cB 
between  the  sii  and  tfleen  mile  limits  of  any  part  of  the  line  of  railroad 
from  Fon-dn-Lac,  northerly,  to  the  Wisconsin  State  line.  The  grant  has 
not  been  adjusted  for  quantity,  the  Governor  has  not  selected  speeifc 
tracts,  not  has  the  Secretary  ot  the  Interior,  as  is  prescribed  by  law,  ap- 
proved  the  lists  of  such  selections.  We  arc  simply  reserving  those  odd 
numbered  sections  in  view  of  a  future  adjustment. 

Under  your  instructions  of  the  27lh  July,  1858,  the  land  oiEcers  at 
Menasha,  have  refused  to  admit  pre-emption  entries  of  lands  in  'ownsmp| 
which  wire  unsnrveyed,  when  your  notices  of  June,  1856,  Nos  560  and 
666,  were  issued,  and  when  your  special  order  of  Beccmber  18,  ISOO,  was 
received  by  them.  In  their  observance  of  the  instructions  of  July,  t»0», 
they  will  be  sustained,  and  the  sections  in  unsnrveyed  townships  which 
fall  into  the  odd  numbers  will  be  regarded  a.  withdrawn  by  those  mstrnc- 
lioni  from  claim  by  pre-emption,  so  long  as  those  instructions  are  in  lotoe,

There  was  a  lime  however,  (prior  to  the  receipt  at  the  local  land  oBoe, 
of  your  letter  of  the  27th  July,  1858,)  when  the  ofScers  at  Menasha,  act- 
ing in  good  faith,  and  with  some  good  reasons  tot  their  opinions,  thought 
that  tbS  townships,  which  had  not  been  surveyed  when  the  orders  of  1856 
were  issued,  were  not  included  therein.  Strictly  construed  those  orders 
reached  only  to  lands  which  wore  in  market  at  the  date  of  withdrawal,  and  in 
this  view,  the  local  officers,after  thcrctnrn  of  surveys  of  additional  township., 
appear  to  have  regarded  such  townships  as  falling  under  tlio  operation  ol  the 
pre-emption  laws,  and  consequently  they  allowed  pre-emption.  therem,until 
otherwise  instructed  by  you.

In  refereioe  to  the  claims  of  Eracy,  Helmky,  Newton,  Pier  and  Moody, 
I  remark,  that  the  lands  which  they  elaim  to  have  settled,  are  also  outside 
the  six  mile  Kmits  of  the  railroad  line.  The  public  notice,  No.  5S1,  it 
such  notioe  was  necessary  for  that  purpose,  did  restore  the  townships  27 
and  28,  of  range  18,  to  entry  by  pre-emption,  until  your  order  ol  the  Jth 
April  1858  and  the  diagnim  therewith  enclosed,  reached  the  Land  umce 
at  Me'nasha,  which  the  Eegistor  eerlifios  was  on  the  loth  day  ot  that  month. 
The  pre-emptors  in  the  township,  described  in  the  notice.  No.  594,  as  res- 
tored to  pro  emplion  at  Menasha,  on  the  6th  April,  1868,  who  had  effected 
settlemenK  in  good  faith,  prior  t»  the  16th  day  of  that  month,  and  who 
came  forward  within  throe  months,  and  offered  to  Me  their  declaratory  state- 
menta,  did  ail  in  their  power  to  comply  with  the  pre-emption  laws,  and  it 
they  have  heretofore  been  refused  the  privilege  of  making  the  proper  prool 
and  payment  for  the  lands,  which  the,  have  .0  settled  and  claimed,  they

The  local  othcers  will,  however,  observe  your  orders  ot  the  Hth  -\priJ,  anu 
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27th  July,  1858,  as  excluding  settlemcDts  and  claims  by  pre-emption,  ac- 
cruing subsequent  to  the  receipt  by  them  of  those  orders  respectively.

Gentlemen  ;— Your  memorial,  dated  the  8th  instant,  asking  a  recognition 
by  this  Department,  of  your  claim,  and  the  issuance  of  a  patent  to  you,  as 
trustees  of  the  Lacrosse  and  Milwaukie  Railroad  company  for  cert«,in  lauds 
along  that  part  of  the  line  of  said  railroad,  which  extends  from  Portage 
City  to  Tomah,  Wisconsin,  has  been  received  and  carefully  considered. 

Several  of  the  matters  to  which  my  attention  is  thus  invited  were  before 
me  in  August  1858,  and  under  date  of  the  5tli  of  that  month,  I  addressed 
a  communication  to  jSf.  P.  Stanton,  Esq.,  the  President  of  the  Lacrosse  and 
Milwaukie  railroad  company,  which  explains  the  position  of  this  Department, 
in  reference  to  the  controversy  between  the  executive  of  the  State,  and  the 
railroad  company.  A  copy  of  that  communication  is  enclosed  for  vour  in-

Sir: — Herewith  are  returned  the  map  of  the  route  of  the  Transit  Kail- 
road,  Minnesota,  and  the  papers  relative  thereto,  which  accompanied  your 
report  of  the  26tii  instant.  This  map  is  recognized  by  the  G-overnor  of  the 
State,  as  a  correct  map  of  the  location  of  the  road,  under  the  law  of  Con- 
gress, malting  the  grant  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from 
Winona,  via  St.  Peters,  "  to  a  point  on  the  Big  Sioux  river,  south  of  the 
forty-fifth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  for  so  much  of  said  road  as  lies  between 
Winona  and  the  west  line  of  range  No.  31."  Beyond  that,  the  public  sur- 
vejs  have  not  yet  been  extended,  but  as  far  as  the  location  has  been  made, 
the  line  of  route  is  reasonably  direct,  and  the  general  course  of  the  road  is 
undoubtedly  such  as  was  contemplated  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  of  3d 
March,  1857,  (No.  312,)  by  which  the  grant  was  made. 

It  appears  to  be  a  matter  of  right  with  the  State,  and  of  convenience  to 
the  United  States,  to  have  the  adjustment  of  the  grant  proceeded  with,  as 
far  as  the  United  States  surveys  have  progressed. 

Sundry  individuals  appear  to  have  caused  another  route  to  be  examined 
by  a  competent  engineer,  who  reports  that  the  State  might  have  adopted  a 
moro  direct  route  than  that  now  certified  to  us,  bnt  the  Government  of  the 
State  and  the  officers  of  the  company,  have  certified  the  location  before  us, 
as  that  made  under  the  law,  and  as  the  cheapest  and  best  route  between 
the  extreme  points  on  the  map,  making  St.  Peters  an  intermediate  point ; 
and  the  objections  cannot  be  properly  interposed  before  this  Department, 
to  arrest  the  adjustment  of  the  grant,  according  to  the  line  of  location, 
recognized  by  the  State  authorities. 

One  informality  in  the  certification  of  this  map,  is  observed.  The  Gov- 
ernor's certificate  refers  to  his  having  caused  the  great  seal  of  the  State 
to  be  thereto  attached,  hut  in  feet  the  seal  is  wanting.  Yon  can  return 
the  map  to  the  Governor,  and  call  his  attention  to  the  fact,  as  the  seal 
ought  to  be  supplied  before  the  Department  is  fully  committed  in  the 
premises.  When  that  is  done,  there  will  not  be  any  obstacle  before  the 
Department,  which  ought  to  prevent  the  recognition  of  the  map  as  the 
basis  for  the  adjustment  of  the  grant  along  the  line  of  route  thereby 
platted.

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TITLE   IX. 
Swamp  Land  Selections. 

SWAMP  AND  OVERFLOWED  LANDS. 

[Congress,  by  aQ  Act  approved  2d  March,  1 849,  (No.  166,)  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  aid  tie  State  of  Louisiana,  in  draining  the  swamp  iauds  therein" 
granted  to  said  State,  "the  whole  of  those  swampand  overflowed  lands,  which 
may  be  or  are  found  unfit  for  cultivation,"  with  certain  exceptions,  to  wit : 
"  lands  fronting  on  rivers,  oreeka,  bayous,  water-courses,  &e.,  which  ba»e 
been  surveyed  into  lots  or  tracts,  under  the  Acts  of  third  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eleven,  and  twenty-fourth  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
four."     This  grant  is  peculiar  to  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

By  an  Act  approved  September  28, 1850,  (No.  182,)  entitled,  "  An  Act  to 
enable  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  other  States,  to  reclaim  the '  Swamp  Lands' 
within  their  limits,"  Congress  grants  to  the  State  of  Arkansas,  "  the  whole 
of  those  swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  made  unfit  thereby  for  cultivation," 
lying  within  her  limits.  The  4th  section  of  said  Act  extends  the  benefits 
thereof  to  "  each  of  the  other  States  of  the  Union,  in  which  such  swamp 
and  overflowed  lands,  known  or  desio:nated  as  aforesaid,  may  be  situated." 
By  this  Act,  the  lands  in  Louisiana,  excepted  from  the  Act  of  2d  March, 
1849,  are  granted  to  that  State. 

In  adopting  a  basis  upon  which  the  lands  of  this  class  should  be  ascer- 
tained, the  State  authorities  were  requested  to  indicate  a  method  of  selec- 
tion which  thej  would  adopt  in  adjusting  the  grants.  With  the  exceptions 
of  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Alabama,  and  California,  the  States  affected,  agreed 
to  ascertain  the  lands  by  examination  in  the  field.  Michigan  and  Wiscon- 
sin adopted  the  field  notes  of  the  survey  as  the  basis  of  their  acceptance. 
Alabama  and  California,  have  not  indicated  any  course  of  selection,  as  the 
basis  of  their  acceptance. 

By  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March  2, 1855,  (No,  275,)  it  is  provided, 
that  the  President  of  the  United  States  cause  patents  to  ho  issued  to  those 
who  have  made  entries  of  public  lands,  claimed  sis  swamp  lands,  prior  to  the 
issue  of  patents  to  the  State,  provided,  that  where  the  State  has  disposed 
of  any  tra«t  of  said  land,  prior  to  the  entry  of  the  same  under  the  pre- 
emption or  other  laws  of  the  United  States,  no  patent  shall  issue  until  the 
State  has  relinquished  its  claim  thereto.  , 

This  Act  provides  indemnity  to  the  States,  for  the  lands  thus  disposed 
of  by  the  United  States  Government,  upon  complying  with  certain  require- 
ments mentioned  in  the  second  section  thereof. 

The  Act,  approved  3d  March,  1857, '(No.  S08,)  confirms  to  the  State  all 
the  swamp  land  selections,  heretofore  made,  &c.,  and  continues  in  force 
and  extends  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  2d  March,  1855.]

Sir  : — By  the  Act  of  CongreBs,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  enable  the  State  of 
Arkansas  and  other  States,  to  reclaim  the '  swamp  lands'  within  their  limits," 
approved  September  28, 1850,  (No.  182,}  it  is  directed  "  That,  to  enable  the 
State  of  Arkansas  to  construct  the  necessary  levees  and  drains  to  reclaim 
the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  therein,  the  whole  of  those  swamp  and 
overflowed  lands  made  thereby  unfit  for  cultivation  which  shall  remain 
unsold  at  the  passage  of  this  Act  shall  he,  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted 
to  said  State." 

1st.  By  the  4th  section  of  this  Act,  it  is  directed  that  the  provisions  of 
it  shall  be  extended  to,  and  their  benefits  be  conferred  upon,  each  of  the 
other  States  of  the  Union  in  which  such  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  may 
be  situated. 

2d.  And  "  that  in  making  out  a  list  and  plats  of  the  lands  aforesaid,  all 
legal  subdivisions,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  '  wet  and  unfit  for  cultiva- 
tion/ shall  be  included  in  said  lists  and  plats ;  but  when  the  greater  part 
of  a  subdivision  is  not  of  that  character,  the  whole  of  it  shall  be  excluded 
therefrom." 

This  Act  clearly  and  unequivocally  grants  to  the  several  States,  those 
lands  which,  from  being  swampy  or  subject  to  overflow,  are  unfit  for  culti- 
vation. In  this  class  is  included  also,  ail  lands  which,  though  diy  part  of 
the  year,  are  subject  to  inundation  at  the  planting,  growing,  or  harvesting 
season,  so  as  to  destroy  the  crop,  and  therefore  are  unfit  for  cultivation, 
taking  the  average  of  the  seasons,  for  a  reasonable  number  of  years,  as  the 
rule  of  determination. 

You  will  please  make  out  a  list  of  all  the  lands  thus  granted  to  the  State, 
designating  those  which  have  been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  since  the 
passage  of  the  law,  and  the  price  paid  for  them  when  purchased. 

The  only  reliable  data  in  your  possession  from  which  these  lists  can  be 

made  out,  are  the  notes  of  the  surveys  on  file  in  your  Office ;  and 

if  the  authorities  of  the  State  are  willing  to  adopt  these  as  the  basis  of  those 
lists,  you  will  so  regard  them.  If  not,  and  those  authorities  furnish  you 
satisfactory  evidence  that  any  lands  are  of  the  character  embraced  by  the 
grant,  you  will  so  report  them. 

The  following  general  principles  will  govern  you  in  making  up  these 
lists,  to  wit : 

Where  the  field  notes  are  the  basis,  and  the  intersections  of  the  lines  of 
swamp  or  overflow  with  those  of  the  public  surveys  alone  are  given,  those 
intersections  may  be  connected  by  straight  lines ;  and  all  legal  subdivisions, 
the  greater  part  of  which  are  shown  by  these  lines  to  be  within  the  swamp 
or  overflow,  will  be  certified  to  the  State;  the  balance  will  remain  the  pro- 
perty of  the  government. 

Where  the  State  authorities  may  conclude  to  have  the  surveys  made  to 
determine  tho  boundaries  of  the  swamp  or  overflowed  lands,  those  boundaries 
alone  should  be  surveyed,  taking  connections  with  the  nearest  section  or 
township  corners ;  or 

Where  the  swamp  or  overflowed  lands  are  on  the  borders  of  a  stream  or 
lake,  the  stream  or  lake  could  be  meandered  and  ordiuates  surveyed  at  suit- 
able intervals,  from  the  borders  of  the  stream  or  lake  to  the  margin  of  the 
swamp  or  overflowed  lands,  and  by  connecting  the  ends  of  those  ordinates 
next  to  that  margin  by  straight  lines,  the  boundaries  of  the  swamp  or  over- 
flowed lands  can  be  ascertained  with  sufficient  accuracy.  lu  no  case,  how- 
ever, should  any  such  boundaries  or  ordinates  bo  marked  in  the  field,  as 
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they  may  produce  dlfE-Oulty  in  determining  tte  lines  and  corners  of  the  pub- 
lic surveja  hereafter,  and  thus  lead  to  litigation.  The  selections  in  all  these 
oases  will  be  made  as  before  directed.  Where  satisfactory  eyidence  is  pro- 
duced that  the  whole  of  a  township,  or  of  any  particular  or  specified  part  of 
a  township,  or  the  whole  of  a  tract  of  country  bounded  by  specified  surveyed 
or  natural  boundaries,  is  of  the  character  embraced  by  the  grant,  you  will 
so  report  it.  The  adjacent  subdivisions,  however,  to  be  subject  to  the 
regulations  above  given :  and  in  every  case  under  each  rule  or  principle 
herein  prescribed,  forty-acre  lots  or  quarter-quarter  sections  will  be  regarded 
as  the  legal  subdivisions  contemplated  by  the  law. 

The  affidavits  of  the  county  surveyors  and  other  respectable  persons,  that 
they  understand  and  have  esamined  the  lines,  and  that  the  lands  bounded 
by  lines  thus  esamined  and  particularly  designated  in  the  affidavit,  are  of 
the  character  embraced  by  the  law,  should  be  sufficient. 

The  line  or  boundary  of  the  overflow,  that  renders  the  land  unfit  for  re- 
gular cultivation,  may  be  adopted  as  that  which  regulates  the  grant. 

You  will  make  out  lists  of  these  lands  as  early  as  practicable,  according 
to  the  following  form,  one  copy  of  which  you  will  transmit  to  the  land 
officers  and  another  to  this  Office.  The  lauds  selected  should  be  reserved 
from  sale,  and  after  those  selectinns  are  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  the  Register  should  enter  all  the  lands  so  selected  in  his  tract 
"book  as  "  granted  to  the  State  by  Act  of  28th  September,  1850,  being 
swamp  or  overflowed  lands,"  and  on  the  plats  enter  on  each  tract  "  State 
Act  of  28th  September,  1850."  Copies  of  the  approved  lists  will  be 
sent  to  the  Registers  for  this  purpose.  Your  early  attention  i. 
iu  this  matter,  that  the  grant  may  be  disposed  of  as  speedily  ai

"  Swamp  and  Overflmeed  Lands." — Public  Notice. 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  public  notice 
is  hereby  given,  that,  in  order  to  bring  to  a  close  the  business  under  the  Act 
of  Congress,  approved  September  28,  1850,  (No.  182,)  entitled  "An  Act  to 
enable  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  other  States,  to  reclaim  the  'Swamp 
Lands'  within  their  limits,"  and  at  the  same  time  afford  to  parties  who 
claim  that  portions  of  the  lands  selected  under  said  law  are  dry  and  fit  for 
cultivation,  an  opportunity  to  introduce  evidence,  all  lands  so  selected,  to 
the  approval  whereof  no  objection  be  made  within  six  months  from  the  date 
hereof,  wil!  be  certified  and  patented  to  the  States.

1st.  Lands  entered  with  cash,  or  located  with  military  bounty  laud  war- 
rants or  scrip,  after  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  28th  September,  1850,  (No 
182,)  and  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  2d  March,  1855,  (No.  275,) 
"  For  the  relief  of  purchasers  and  locators  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands."

Circular.'*' — "Swamp  Lands." 

Genkkal  Land  Office, 

February  II,  1356. 

Gentlemen  : — You  have  already  been  furnished  with  copies  of  the  public 

notice  relative  to  "  swamp  and  overflowed  lands,"  issued  from  this  Office 

under  date  of  21st  December  last ;  and,  also,  with  the  form  of  affidavit  re- 

quired  from  contestants  of  the  State's  claim  to  lands  alleged  to  have  been 
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erroneously  selected  under  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  September  28, 
1850,  (No.  182.)  la  the  letter  by  which  said  papers  were  aoeompanieii, 
it  was  stated  that  further  instmctions  oq  the  subject  would  be  furnished 
to  you  at  an  early  day. 

The  purpose  of  this  circular  is  to  set  forth,  in  a  brief  and  concise  manner, 
the  several  steps  necessary  to  be  takeo  by  you  in  conducting  cases  of  the 
nature  contemplated  by  the  public  notice,  from  their  inception  to  their 
consummation  ;  and  a  careful  and  steadfast  adherence  to  the  rules  herein 
prescribed  will  be  imperatively  required  of  you. 

In  the  first  place,  you  are  required  to  receive  all  af&davits  offered  to  you, 
endorse  upon  them  the  date  of  their  receipt,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
party  by  whom  filed,  or  his  agent,  and  transmit  them  to  this  Office. 

These  returns  may  be  made  at  such  times  as  shall  best  suit  your  own 
convenience;  but  shall  not,  in  any  case,  be  delayed  longer  than  one  month, 
because  it  is  essentia]  that  all  affidavits  should  be  sent  here  for  examination 
as  early  as  possible,  in  order  that,  if  any  are  found  to  be  defective,  to  refer  to 
lands  exempt  from  objection,  to  embrace  tracts  previously  applied  for,  or 
present  other  difficulties,  an  opportunity  for  correspondence  with  the  party, 
and  for  correction  of  the  papers,  may  be  afforded  before  the  expiration  of 
the  time  limited  by  the  notice  aforesaid. 

When  the  prescribed  time  (sis  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice,) 
shall  have  expired,  you  will  be  furnished  with  a  complete  list  of  all  the 
lands  relative  to  which  affidavits  have  been  filed,  exhibiting  the  tract  or 
tracts  contested,  the  name  of  the  contestant,  the  date  of  application,  and 
the  order  in  whioh  testimony  is  to  be  taken.  This  will  be  sent  to  you  in 
duplicate,  one  copy  to  be  retained  in  your  possession,  as  a  guide  to  jour 
own  action,  and  the  other  transmitted  to  the  proper  State  authorities  hav- 
ing control  of  the  swamp  land  business,  with  a  notice,  setting  forth,  that, 
under  the  instructions  'of  this  Office,  you  will,  on  a  certain  day,  at  least 
thirty  days  thereafter,  at  an  hour  and  place  to  be  designated,  commence 
taking  testimony  relative  to  the  lands,  and  continue  the  hearing  from  day 
to  day  until  the  business  is  concluded. 

At  the  time  of  giving  notice  to  the  State  authorities,  you  will  also  give 
or  send  notice  to  the  several  contestants,  or  their  agents,  whose  names  and 
residences  you  will  find  on  the  list,  specifying  therein  the  number  of  each 
particular  ease — as  designated  in  the  list  furnished  by  this  Office^and  the 
particular  day  on  which  it  will  be  reached. 

This  you  must  determine,  as  nearly  as  possible,  by  an  examination  of  the 
papers;  and  it  is  expected  that  you  will'exercise  great  care  and  discretion 
in  the  matter. 

The  important  interests  involved  in  these  cases  demand  this  at  your 
hands ;  and  your  own  labors  will  be  materially  lessened  by  a  systematic  and 
well  considered  arrangement. 

In  the  several  States  where  the  "swamp  lands"  have  been  donated  to 
the  counties,  the  lists  will  be  prepared  as  accurately  as  possible  in  view  of 
the  lack  of  information  regarding  their  limits,  so  as  to  embrace  all  of  the 
lands  in  each  county,  and  the  cases  numbered  and  heard  by  you  in  regular 

The  list  furnished  by  this  Office  will  be  your  calendar,  and  you  will  pro- 
ceed regularly  through  the  same,  without  preference  or  favor  to  any  party, 
calling  each  case  on  the  day  specified  in  the  notice.  Upon  good  cause 
shown  you  may  postpone  the  hearing  of  any  case,  but  with  the  understand- 
ing that  the  same  shall  be  put  at  the  foot  of  the  calendar,  or  heard  at  such 
time  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  rights  or  interests  of  parties  awaiting 
your  action. 
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Great  discretion  must  be  exercised,  however,  in  granting  postponements, 
lod  they  should  be  aeldom  allowed  except  by  mutual  touBent  of  the  parties 


It  will  be  required  that  at  least  ten  cases  shall  be  disposed  of  on  each 
day,  unless  the  same  embrace  so  many  tracts  that  the  labor  cannot  possi- 
bly be  discharged  in  connection  with  your  other  official  duties.  When- 
ever it  may  occur  that  a  case  arises  which  cannot  be  fuliy  heard  without 
much  expenditure  of  time,  it  would,  perhaps,  he  advisable,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  parties,  to  take  testimony  out  of  the  regular  hours  of  transacting 
business,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  systematic  projcress  throueh  the 
calendar.  " 

The  method  of  taking  testimony  will  be  as  follows  :  on  the  day  and  at 
the  time  appointed,  you  will  give  notice  that  you  are  ready  to  proceed  with 
the  case,  specifying  its  number,  calling  the  name  of  the  contesUnt  or  his 
agent,  and  also  the  party  to  whom  notice  has  been  issued  on  behalf  of  the 
State. 

The  evidence  of  the  witnesses  for  the  contestant  must  be  first  ta,keD, 
reduced  to  writing,  and  the  depositions  subscribed  in  your  presence.  The 
agent  or  attorney  for  the  State  shall  have  the  privilege  of  cross-examina- 
tion ;  and  when  the  contestant  has  signified  the  conclusion  of  his  testimony, 
witnesses  on  behalf  of  the  State's  claim  may  be  introduced  and  examined. 
The  following  interrogatories  and  cross-in terrogatflries,  copies  of  which, 
printed  for  this  especial  purpose,  will  be  furnished  jou,  must  De  propounded 
to  each  witness.

Were  you  familiarwith  that  particular  tract  of  land  on  or  about  the  28th 
of  September,  1850  ?  if  so,  state  what  was  its  character  at  that  time,  what 
has  been  its  general  character  since,  and  what  is  its  present  character. 

Is  or  is  not  said  land  susceptible  of  cultivation  in  grain  or  any  other 
staple  production,  by  reason  of  a  swampy  and  wet  character  ?

Do  you  make  your  statements  as  to  the  character  of  this  land  from  your 
own  personal  knowledge,  or  from  the  representations  of  others  ? 

In  making  the  survey  (or  examination)  of  this  land,  did  you  inspect 
such  portloQ  of  its  entire  surface  as  would  enable  you,  from  your  own  know- 
ledge, to  state  its  general  character  ? 
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State  at  what  time  or  times  during  the  year,  if  any,  the  land  is  subject 
to  overflow,  and  from  what  cause. 

Are  you,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  interested  in  the  determination  of 
this  controversy  ? 

This  form  of  examination,  which  has  been  adopted  after  mature  consid- 
eration, and  which,  it  is  believed,  covers  all  necessary  points,  must  not  be 
departed  from  except  in  special  cases  ;  as,  for  instance,  where  witnesses  are 
produced  on  both  sid^,  whose  statement*  are  directly  at  variance,  and 
equally  entitled  to  credit.  In  all  instances  it  will  be  required  that  the 
questions  shall  be  distinctly  read  to  the  witnesses,  their  answers  reduced 
to  writiog  in  their  presence,  and  the  deposition  subscribed  to  on  the  day 
appointed  for  the  hearing  and  in  the  presence  of  the  parties  in  attendance. 
The  credibility  of  each  witness  testifying  must  be  certified,  in  writing,  by 
persona  known  to  you. 

To  the  testimony  taken  in  each  case  you  will  append  a  report,  setting 
forth  the  date  of  notice,  the  parlies  in  attendance,  and  all  material  facts 
relative  to  the  case;  and  this  record,  with  your  joint  opinion  on  the  merits 
of  the  evidence,  you  will  transmit  to  the  Surveyor-General,  for  those  States 
where  that  office  still  exists,  for  examination  and  decision.  In  States 
where  the  office  of  Surveyor-G-eneral  has  been  abolished,  each  case,  pre- 
pared as  above  required,  will  be  transmitted  directly  to  this  Office. 

The  absence  of  either  party  at  the  time  appointed,  will  not  obviate  the 
necessity  of  hearing  the  testimony  offered  by  the  party  in  attendance;  and 
in  all  such  oases  your  report  must  embrace  evidence  of  the  proper  service 
of  notice  on  the  party  failing  to  appear. 

No  case  can  be  regarded  as  concluded  until  the  rendition  of  a  final  deci- 
sion by  this  office  ;  neither  can  any  entry  or  location  be  permitted  until  you 
are  specially- instructed  to  permit  the  same.  The  rules  which  govern  this 
branch  of  the  subject  deserve  brief  notice. 

Where  iands  have  been  selected  for,  but  not  approved  to  the  State,  under 
the  Swamp  Land  Law,  or  even  where  approved,  when  that  approval  has  not 
been  certified  to  the  State  authorities  and  your  office,  the  successful  contes- 
tant will  acquire  a  preference  right  of  entry.  But  where  the  lands  have 
been  approved,  and  certified  copies  of  the  approved  list  issued  from  this 
office,  no  such  preference  right  of  entry  can  be  acquired;  lands  so  situated 
must  be  restored  to  market,  and  thirty  days'  public  notice  given,  before  they 
can  become  again  subject  to  private  entry. 

It  may  be  proper  to  remark,  that  the  public  notice  and  these  instruc- 
tions, have  no  reference  whatever  to  the  States  of  Michigan  and  Wisconsin, 
where  the  "  swamp  lands"  have  been  selected  by  the  United  States  Survey- 
ors-General from  the  field  notes  in  their  respective  offices. 

With  these  rules,  instructions,  and  remarks,  the  subject  is  entrusted  to 
your  care;  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  you  will  lend  to  this  Office  your 
cordial  co-operation  in  the  endeavor  to  bring  to  a,  close  this  tedious  and 
difficult  business.  A  careful  observance  of  these  instructions  will  enable 
you  to  dispose  of  the  cases  in  a  brief  period,  and,  it  is  hoped,  in  a  manner 
satisfactory,  not  only  to  the  authorities  of  the  several  States,  but  to  parties 
seeking  to  acquire  titles  from  the  Government.

March  3, 1857,  entitled  "  An  act  to  confirm  to  the  several  States,  the  swamp 
and  overflowed  lands,  selected  under  the  Act  of  September  28,  1850,  and 
the  Act  of  2d  March,  1849,"  confirmed  to  the  several  States  the  swamp 
selections  heretofore  made  and  reported  to  this  Office,  and  required  that 
the  same,  so  far  as  they  remain  vacant  and  unappropriat«d,  and  not  inter- 
fered with  by  an  actual  settlement  under  any  existing  law  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  approved  and  patented  as  soon  as  practicable,  we  are  thereby 
precluded  from  entertaining  objections  against  the  approval  or  patenting  of 
any  lands  heretofore  reported  as  swamp  and  overflowed,  on  the  ground  that 
the  same  are  not  lands  of  that  character;  and  that  all  proceedings  under 
the  Public  Notice  of  December  21,  1855,  and  the  Circular  of  February  11, 
1856,  or  any  other  circular  or  instructions  of  this  Office,  authorizing  the 
taking  of  testimony  relative  to  tho  character  of  land  so  reported,  are  thereby 
brought  to  a  close. 

Notice  is  also  extended  to  parties  claiming  to  hold  lands  selected  as  swamp, 
in  virtue  of  settlements  under  any  existing  law  of  the  United  States,  to 
present  forthiDith  to  theproper  local  officers,  notice  of  their  claims,  designate 
ing  the  particular  tracts  embraced  thereby,  and  the  law  under  which  the 
right  is  claimed ;  as,  m  default  of  such  notice,  their  claims  may  he  preju- 
diced, and,  if  not  jUed  hefore  the  issue  of  patents  to  the  State  or  States, 
may  he  barred  from,  relief,  so  far  as  the  Executive  Department  is  con- 
cerned.

I  have  carefully  reviewed  my  affirmance  of  your  decision  in  regard  to  the 
proporconstractionofthe  Acts  of  2d  March,  1849,  (No.  166,)  and  28th  Sep- 
tember, 1850,  (No.  182,)  granting  to  the  several  States  of  the  Union  the 
swamp  and  overflowed  public  lands  within  their  respective  limits,  and  am 
satisfied  that  the  decision  heretofore  made  was  incorrect.  The  first  question 
involved  in  the  case  is,  as  to  the  period  when  the  grants  take  effect ;  whether 
it  be  the  date  of  the  law  or  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  selections  by  the 
Secretaryj  and  the  general  law  of  1850  enacts  that  the  fee  shall  vest  in  the 
State,  upon  the  issuing  of  a  patent.  In  each  case,  the  granting  clause  is  in 
the  first  section,  and  the  words  employed,  viz.  "  are  hereby  granted,"  seem 
to  me  to  import  a  grant  in  prcesenti.  They  confer  the  right  to  the  land, 
though  other  proceedings  were  necessary  Xa  perfect  the  title.     When  the 

*  The  Act  of  1849,  in  regard  to  the  Stat«  of  LouisiRoa,  deelarea  that  the/;;  simple 
in  said  Iftcda  sliould  vest  in  the  Slate,  upon  the  approval  of  the  selections  bj  the 
Secretary ;  and  the  general  law  of  1B50  enacts  that  the  fee  shall  vest  in  the  State, 
upon  the  issuing  of  a  patent. 
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selcctioDs  are  made  and  approTcd,  or  tte  patent  issued,  the  title  therefore 
becomes  perfect,  and  has  relation  back  to  the  date  of  the  grant.  The 
second  question  is,  whether  it  is  proper  or  competent  to  approve  or  patent 
portions  of  the  land  seleeted,  as  thej  ma^,  from  time  to  time  be  reported, 
or  whether  the  whole  of  the  lands  to  which  a  State  may  be  entitled  most 
first  be  designated.  I  do  not  conceive,  that,  because  the  language  of  the 
law  respecting  the  lists  of  the  lands,  and  the  patents  to  the  States,  is  in 
the  singular,  it  is  inconsistent  with  the  law  to  approve  or  patent  lists  of  the 
lands,  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  be  submitted  for  that  purpose ;  and 
looking  to  the  convenience  and  important  interests  of  the  States,  which 
might  be  seriously  injured  by  any  other  course,  I  think  this  ought  to  he  done. 

To  these  points  my  attention  has  recently  been  called  by  the  Governor 
of  Louisbna,  but  they  present  questions  involving  the  interests  of  all  the 
States  affected  by  the  grants.  The  Crovemor  of  Alabama  has  also  addressed 
the  Department  on  another  point,  which  has  reference  to  the  mods  of  exe- 
cuting the  law  of  September,  28,  1850,  and  which  presents  the  question, 
whether  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  2d  March,  1849,  and  28th  Septem- 
ber, 1850,  are  to  he  construed  in  pari  materia,  thereby  requiring  that  the 
selections  shall  be  made  by  the  States,  as  was  the  case  with  the  Louisiana 
grant,  and  not  by  the  General  Government.  This  question  I  decide  in  the 
negative. 

The  Act  of  March,  1849,  has  reference  to  Louisiana  alone,  and  requires 
that  the  selections  should  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor- 
General,  at  the  expense  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  entirely,  and  after  the 
Governor  of  that  State  should  have  informed  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury that  the  necessary  preparations  to  defray  those  espenses  had  been  made 
by  the  State. 

The  provision  in  the  Act  of  September,  1850,  is  entirely  different;  for 
it  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  make  out  lists  and 
plats  of  the  lands  thereby  granted,  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Gover- 
nors of  the  States;  and  when  so  requested  by  them,  to  cause  patents  to  be 
issued  to  the  States  for  said  lands.  It  follows,  tberefore,  that  while  the 
selections  in  Louisiana  are  to  be  made  under  the  directions  of  the  Sur- 
veyor-General, at  the  expense  of  the  State,  those  in  Arkansas  and  the  other 
States,  are  to  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  at  the  expense  of 
the  United  States.  As  the  grants  are  regarded  as  taking  effect  from  the 
date  of  the  laws  making  them,  respectively,  and  as  vesting  the  inchoate 
title  in  the  States,  it  follows,  that  any  subsequent  sale  or  location  of  swamp  or 
overflowed  lands  must  be  held  to  be  illegal,  and  the  purchase-money  refunded, 
or  a  change  of  location  ordered.  Subsequent  entries,  however,  which  have 
been  made  by  pre-emption,  in  virtue  of  settlements  made  prior  to  the 
grants,  will  be  valid,  because  in  those  cases  the  right  of  pre-emption  at- 
tached from  the  date  of  settlement,  and  became  a  vested  right,  which  can 
be  divested  only  by  abandonment,  or  a  failure  in  the  performance  of  its 
conditions. 

I  have  to  request  that  you  will  communicate  copies  of  this  decision  to 
the  Governors  of  Louisiana  and  Alabama,  (whose  letters  are  herewith  re- 
ferred to  you,)  as  soon  as  possible,  and  that  you  will  modify  your  instruc- 
tions, and  conform  your  action  to  the  views  herein  expressed.*

Specific  instniction  to  the  Surveyor  General  of  Arkansas  relative  to  the 
selection  of  Swamvp  Landi. 

Genehal  Land  Office, 
December  21,  1853. 
Sir : — It  has  been  suggested  that  the  instructions  heretofore  issued  under 
the  Act  of  28tli  September,  1850,  "  to  enable  the  State  of  Arkansas  and 
other  States,  to  reclaim  the  '  swarap  lands,'  within  their  liinite,"  have  been 
misunderstood  in  several  particulars,  and  it  is  therefore  deemed  expedient 
to  embody  the  views  of  this  Office  on  that  subject  in  a  brief  communica- 

The  grant  is,  of  the  swamp  and  oTerflowed  lands,  made  unfit  thereby  for 
cultivation ;  and  it  is  required  by  the  act,  "  That  in  making  out  a  list  and 
plats  of  the  land  aforesaid,  all  legal  subdivisions,  the  greater  part  of  which 
is  "wet  and  unfit  for  cultivation,"  shall  be  included  in  said  list  and  plats; 
but  when  the  greater  part  of  a  subdivision  is  not  of  that  character,  the  whole 
of  it  shall  be  excluded  therefrom. 

Forty  acre  lots  are  the  smallest  legal  subdi vision s ;  and  hcace  satisfac- 
tory proof  should  be  presented  to  you  that  the  greater  part  of  each  forty 
acre  lot  claimed  by  the  State  is  "  wet  and  unfit  for  cultivation,"  before  cer- 
tifjing  it  as  such  under  the  law.  Where  this  fact  is  shown  by  the  piats 
and  field  notes,  it  will  be  regarded  as  conclusive,  that  the  land  is  of  the 
character  enuring  to  the  State  under  the  law. 

As  a  great  part  of  the  land  ia  Arkansas  was  surveyed  at  dry  seasons, 
much  of  it  belonging  to  the  State  under  this  act,  may  not  bo  represented 
on  the  field  notes  or  plats  "as  wet  and  unfit  for  cultivation."  In  all  cases 
therefore,  where  lauds  are  claimed  by  the  State  under  this  act,  which  are  not 
so  represented  on  the  plats  and  field  notes,  you  will  require  the  production 
of  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  greater  part  of  each  forty  acre  subdivision 
of  the  lands  so  claimed,  is  of  the  character  specified  in  the  act. 

You  should  ascertain  certainly,  that  the  witnesses  produced  to  prove  this 
fact,  are  respectable  and  credible;  that  they  understand  the  mode  and 
manner  of  surveying  and  marking  the  public  lands ;  that  they  have  ex- 
amined the  surface  of  the  land,  and  the  marks  or  designations  on  the  corner 
posts  or  trees,  and  require  them  to  testify  that  from  such  esamination 
they  have  ascertained  and  know  that  the  greater  part  of  each  forty  acre 
lot  of  the  body  of  land  in  relation  to  which  they  testify  is  "  wet  and  unfit 
for  cultivation ;"  you  will  also  call  the  attention  of  any  such  witnesses  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1823,  and  assure  them  that  any 
departure  from  the  facts  in  the  case,  on  detection,  will  be  prosecuted  under 
that  law. 

If  any  of  the  lands  properly  ennring  to  the  State  under  this  law,  as 
explained  above,  have  heretofore  been  claimed  by  the  State,  and  that  claim 
rejected  from  any  cause,  such  rejection  cannot,  and  does  not,  impair  the 
right  of  the  State  to  such  lands,  and  therefore,  if  the  claim  is  again  pre- 
sented, you  will  examine  and  determine  it  under  the  foregoing  instructions. 
Reference  ia  here  had  more  particularly  to  the  lists  marked  "C"  returned 
by  your  predecessor  as  lands,  the  claim  to  which  by  the  State  has  been  re- 
jected, and  among  which  it  is  alleged  are  many  tracts  properly  belonging 
to  the  State  under  the  aet.  Should  you  be  called  upon  by  the  proper  State 
authorities,  jou  will  examine  those  lists  with  the  record  evidences  of  sur- 
vey on  file  in  your  office,  and  such  other  evidences  as  may  be  presented  to 
you  by  said  authorities,  and,  if  you  find  it  to  be  the  case  that  all  or  any  of 
said  lands  properly  enure  to  the  State  under  the  Swamp  Act,  you  will,  of 
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course,  so  report  them,  as  there  is  do  limit  of  time  in  this  grant,  nor  of  any- 
thing else,  except  as  to  the  character  of  the  lands. 

The  lists  marked  "supplemental  C,"  transmitted  to  this  Office  with  jour 
letter  of  7th  June,  1853,  should  also  receive  your  early  attention,  as  directed 
in  my  letter  of  August  15tli,  and  of  Septemher  26, 1853.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  character  of  the  lands  emhiaced  in  said  lists;  all  that  is  re- 
quired by  this  Office  being  your  official  certificate  that  the  same  have  been 
examined  with  the  plale,  field  notes  and  other  evidences  on  file  in  your 
office ;  that  from  said  examination  you  are  fully  satisfied  that  the  greater 
part  of  every  forty  acre  tract,  or  other  equivalent  legal  subdivision  of  the 
lands  embraced  in  said  lists,  is  "swampy  or  subject  to  overflow,"  and  right- 
fully enures  to  the  State  under  said  act. 

When  that  certificate  is  provided,  those  lists  will  be  taken  up  and  acted 
upon  by  this  Office,  with  a  view  to  their  approval  to  the  States.  There  is 
no  necessity  for  duplicating  said  lists,  but  you  will  be  particular  in  making 
said  certificate,  clearly  to  designate  the  list  to  which  it  is  intended  to  ap- 
ply.

The  subject-matter  of  the  communication  from  your  office,  of  the  20th  ult., 
in  reference  to  swamp  land,  has  been  duly  considered,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion, 
that,  under  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of  2d  March  last,  (No.  275,)  the 
"  duo  proof"  therein  referred  to  must  be  regarded  as  relating  to  such  as 
shall  have  been  taken  subsequent  to  that  upon  which  the  selection  as  swamp 
land  was  based.  Experience  in  reference  to  the  selections,  has  sufficiently 
demonstrated  that  they  are  not  entirely  reliable,  as  to  the  character  of  the 
land;  and  where  the  latter  is  2>rima  facie  impeached  by  the  purchase  of 
the  land,  I  think  "  duo  proof,"  referred  to  in  the  law,  becomes  as  neces- 
sary as  if  a  direct  allegation  had  been  made  against  the  swampy  character 
of  the  tract.  " 

This  principle  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  extending  to  land  shown  hy  the 
field  notes  to  be  swampy,  your  office  having,  it  is  understood,  regarded 
such  indications  as  conclusive.

I  herewith  return  the  papers  enclosed  in  yours  of  the  10th  instant,  on 
the  subject  of  swamp  land  selections  contested  by  individuals. 

The  paper  of  Judge  Davis  speaks  of  the  late  Commissioner's  making  a 
distinction  hetween  "  lands  approved,  but  approval  not  sent  to  Illinois,  and 
those  not  yet  approred."  My  understanding  of  the  decision,  and  the  prin- 
ciple upon  which  it  is  based,  leads  me  to  suppose  that  there  is  a  misunder- 
standing in  this  respect ;  I  can  see  no  difference  hetween  selections  apjjroved 
and  not  approved,  unless  the  approvals  have  been  officially  communicated 
to  the  land  officers,  and  by  their  being  marked  upon  the  books  or  plats, 
placed  the  land  in  question  in  a  different  condition  than  when  simply  noted 
as  a  selection ;  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  distinction  should  be  made,  until 
after  the  latter  course  has  been  taken,  and  the  public  thus  advised  by  the 
proper  information  through  the  books  of  the  land  of&ce,  of  the  change  in 
the  character  of  the  selection.  *  *  *  * 

I  must  also  decline  authorizing  any  suspension  of  action  under  the  ex- 
isting law,  to  await  action  by  Congress.

I  herewith  return  the  papers  received  in  yours  of  the>2d  instant,  on  the 
appeal  of  John  Winans,  through  his  attorney,  B.  H.  Baldwin,  Esq.  It 
appears  that  certain  lauds  in  the  Menasha  District,  Wisconsin,  indicated  by 
the  field  notes  of  survey  as  swamp  land,  and  in  consequence  thereof,  reported 
as  such  by  the  Survey or-G-eneral,  have  been  applied  for  by  Mr.  Winans, 
and  his  right  of  entry  insisted  upon,  on  the  ground  that  the  lands  are  not 
swamp.  Your  office  has  decided,  upon  the  principle  early  adopted  in  re- 
ference to  these  selections,  and  applied,  it  is  believed,  in  ail  the  States  to 
which  the  grant  of  these  swamplands  extended,  that  the  field  notes  of  sur- 
vey were  to  be  regarded  as  conclusive  upon  the  subject,  and  the  Department 
feeling  no  disposition  to  change  this  principle,  nor  interfere  with  the  various 
cases  already  determined  upon  its  basis,  confirms  the  action  had  by  you  in 
this  particular  case,  especially,  as  in  the  case  in  the  same  State  to  which 
you  refer  in  your  letter,  the  action  recommended  therein  by  your  office, 
was  adopted  by  the  Department,  with  a  full  knowledge  that  it  was  thereby 
sanctioning  this  principle,  and  in  effect  deciding  the  very  question  now 
specially  presented  in  Mr.  Winans's  appeal.  I  would,  however,  take  occa- 
sion to  state,  that  it  might  be  well  for  your  office  to  refer  the  matter  to  the 
Surveyor-General,  with  a  view  to  the  rc-esamination  of  his  field  notes,  and

I  herewith  return  the  list  of  swamp  land  selections,  under  Act  of  2d  March, 
1849,  (No.  166,)  in  the  New  Orleans  Land  District,  which  accompanied  your 
letter  of  the  16th  November  last.  I  have  given  the  subject  connected 
with  said  list,  and  the  various  points  involved  and  set  forth  in  your  letter, 
the  most  careful  and  attentive  consideration,  and  have  arrived  at  the  fol- 
lowing conclusions,  that  the  Act  of  2d  March,  1849,  covers  all  the  swamp 
and  overflowed  lands  in  Louisiana,  with  the  exception  refered  to  in  the  2d 
and  3d  sections  of  said  Act,  to  wit,  such  tracts  as  at  the  date  of  their  selec- 
tion, may  have  been  "claimed  or  held  by  iodividuals,"  and  such  tracts 
fronting  on  rivers,  creeks,  bayous,  watercourses,  &o.,  which  have  been 
"  surveyed  into  lots  or  tracts,  under  the  Acts  of  3d  March,  1811,  and  24th 
May,  1824;"  that  the  approval  of  the  list  directed  to  be  prepared  under 
Act  of  1849,  exhausts  the;  power  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  over  the 
subject-matter,  and  he  can  no  more,  of  his  own  motion,  revoke  or  cancel 
any  part  of  an  approved  list  under  that  act,  after  it  has  passed  from  him, 
than  a  patent  for  land  after  its  delivery ;  that  the  Act  of  1849  is  not  merged 
in  the  Act  of  1850,  but  each  is  to  be  executed  according  to  its  special  tenor 
and  provisions,  the  latter  being  merely  cumulative,  and  embracing  land 
which  was  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  former;  and  that  the  term 
''  scrip,"  in  the  Act  of  2d  March,  1855,  does  not  refer  to  the  "  internal 
improvement  warrants,"  "school  warrants,"  "  seminary  warrants,"  or  any 
other  like  expedient  adopted  by  the  Statfi  of  Louisiana  to  locate,  and  at 
the  same  time  dispose  of  land  which  she  might  legally  claim,  under  the 
several  laws  of  the  United  States,  making  grants  to  her  internal  improve- 
ments, schools,  seminaries,  &c.  The  Act  of  2d  March,  1855,  (No.  275,)

ReferriDg  to  my  letter  of  yesterday,  on  the  subject  of  the  Louisiana  State 
serip,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Aet  of  2d  March,  1855,  (No.  275,)  has 
no  applicability  to  the  ease,  the  subject  of  this  communication;  but  that 
your  action  of  February,  1855,  in  rejecting  the  selection  under  Act  of 
1841,  (No.  48,)  made  nearly  four  years  after  the  swamp  land  selection, 
was  correct,  provided  the  land  was  of  the  character  contemplated  by  the 
Act  of  2d  March,  1849,  (No.  166,)  and  that  the  only  point  of  investigation 
now  necessary,  is,  aa  to  the  swampy  character  of  the  land.  If  after  an 
investigation  into  this  question,  after  due  notice  to  parties  interested,  you

The  subject-matter  of  your  letter  of  the  3d  December  last,  has  been 
fully  considered,  and  I  can  see  no  just  reason  for  denying  the  right  of  the 
State  to  the  laad  really  swamp  and  overflowed,  merely  because,  at  the  pas-

Lands  to  the  Stale  of  Missouri,  be  revolted,  the  Surveyor  General  hav- 
ing stricken  the  tracts  from  the  lists,  the  following  reply  was  made. 


In  my  opinion  the  approval  and  certification  of  my  p 
completion  of  a  duty  in  regard  to  swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  i  __ 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  hy  said  Act  of  September  28,  1850,  and  his 
act  cannot  now  properly  be  reviewed  or  recalled.  The  State  authorities 
have  a  right  to  call  for  a  patent  or  patents  pursuant  to  certified  lists,  unless 
fraud  or  mistake  has  been  discovered.  The  practice  of  the  Department 
of  late  years  has  not  been  in  accordance  with  those  views,  but  the  confirma- 
tory Act  of  3d  March,  1857,  (No.  819,)  introduces  a  change  of  policy  and 
indicates  to  me  a  principle  of  action  in  such  cases  which  I  do  not  hesitate 
to  adopt.

Sir  :— An  appeal  having  been  taken  by  the  party  in  the  case  of  Charles 
E.  Pleasanta  from  the  decision  of  this  Office  of  14th  November  last,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  it  herewith,  and  the  following  facts  : 

On  the  17th  September,  1852,  the  Register  at  Clarksville,  Arkansas, 
permitted  Charles  E.  Pleasants  to  locate  warrant  No.  40614,  Act  of  1850, 
upon  the  southeast  quarter  southwest  quarter,  and  the  southwest  quarter 
southeast  quarter,  section  8,  township  8  north,  range  31,  west.  Of  these 
tracts,  the  southeast  quarter  southwest  quarter,  etc.,  was  selected  as  swamp 
land  by  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

On  the  19th  July,  1853,  the  location  was  cancelled  because  of  the  selec- 
tion of  part  of  the  land  by  the  State,  as  above  stated. 

On  the  2d  March,  1855,  the  act  was  passed  authorising  the  issue  of 
patents  to  locators  and  purchasers  of  swamp  lands. 

Oa  the  11th  November  last,  the  party  applied  to  this  Office  for  privilege 
to  enter  these  tracts,  the  swamp  tract,  under  the  Relief  Act  of  1855,  above 
named,  and  the  other  tract,  under  the  customary  preference  of  a  former 
locator.  In  reply,  he  was  informed  that  as  to  the  swamp  tract,  his  entire 
connection  with  it  as  a  locator  was  extinguished  before  the  Act  of  2d  March, 
1855,  the  papers  showing  that  before  that  date  he  had  surrendered  his 
duplicate  certificate  of  location  and  sold  his  warrant :  and  as  to  the  other 
tract,  that  whatever  he  might  have  expected  at  the  time  of  cancellation, 
no  exclnsive  preference  of  entry  could  properly  he  extended  now,  after  so 
Ions  a  period  had  elapsed  without  his  applijation,  during  which  the  tract 
had  been  selected  by  the  Fort  Smith  and  Little  Rock  Railroad  under  the 
Act  of  9th  February,  1853.  . 

In  taking  his  appeal,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  party  relies  chiefly  on 
the  fact  that  in  the  letter  directing  the  cancellation,  and  in  the  letter  to

I  return  herewith  the  papers  which  accompanied  your  report  of  the  27th 
November  last,  in  the  case  of  J.  D.  Ludlow's  application  of  January  2, 1856, 
to  enter  eertaiu  tracts  of  land  in  the  Danville  district,  Illinois.  After  care- 
ful consideration  of  these  papers,  together  with  the  reports  from  your  office 
of  the  27th  May  and  the  9th  September,  and  the  arguments  of  John  Wilson, 
Esq., of  Chicago,  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Ludlow,!  am  of  the  opinion,  that  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  3d  March,  1857,  (No.  S19,)  entitled  an  Act  to  confirm  to  the  se- 
Teral  States  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  selected  under  the  Act  of  Sep- 
tember 28,  1850,  (No.  182,)  is,  as  respects  the  disposition  of  cases  on  the 
files  of  your  office  at  the  date  of  its  passage,  mandatory  ia  its  terms.  It  con- 
firms the  claim  of  the  States  to  selections  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands 
"  heretofore  made  and  reported  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  so  far  as  the  same  remain  vacant  and  unappropriated,  and  not  interfered 
with  by  any  actual  settlement  under  any  existing  laws  of  the  United  States," 
and  directs  that  they  be  approved  and  patented  to  the  several  States.  The 
questions  proper  to  be  eoosidered,  in  case  of  conflict  arising  upon  lists  re- 
maining on  the  files  of  the  Land  Office  on  the  3d  March,  1857,  are  these ; 
let.  Has  the  tract  been  selected  in  the  usual  manaerbyan  authorized  agent, 
and  had  the  list  containing  it  been  reported  in  due  course  before  the  3d 
March,  1857,  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  the  selec- 
tion not  having  been  cancelled  before  that  date  ?  If  the  reply  to  this 
inquiry  be  affirmative,  the  next  question  that  arises  is.  Was  that  tract  vacant 
and  unappropriated,  and  not  interfered  with  by  an  actual  settlement  under 
existing  laws  of  the  United  States  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of^aid  Act  of 
3d  March,  1857  ?  and  if  the  tract  be  found  vacant  and  unappropriated,  and 
not  interfered  with  by  a  legal  settlement,  it  is  to  be  approved  and  patented 
to  the  State  according  to  the  direction  given  in  the  Act  of  Congress,  to  the 
Executive  branch  of  the  Government.  It  is  not  for  me  to  call  in  question 
the  constitutionality  of  the  Act  of  Congress  under  discussion,  or  to  refuse 
obedience  to  a  plain  requirement  of  said  Act,  on  account  of  the  effect  or 
conseciuences  of  such  obedience.  If  it  be  admitted  that  Mr.  Ludlow's  ap- 
plication and  tender  were  legally  made,  and  that  the  lands  were  subject  to 
the  said  application  at  the  time,  (on  which  points  you  are  not  satisfied,) 
stjll  it  is  certain  that  said  application  and  tender  were  refused  by  the  Dis- 
trict Officers,  and  the  purchase  was  not  admitted  by  them.  The  extent  of 
right  that  can  be  acquired  by  a  legal  application  and  tender  which  has  been 
refused,  is  only  to  a  specific  performance  by  the  United  States  of  the  con- 
tract of  purchase,  the  benefits  of  which  the  individual  might  be  regarded 
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as  having  thereby  preserved  to  himself.  But  in  this  case,  while  a  contest  for 
the  legal  title  is  pending  before  the  Esecutive  branch  of  the  G-overnment,  the 
Legislative  branch  interposes,  confirms  the  claim  of  one  of  the  contestants, 
and  orders  the  legal  title  to  be  given  to  him.  This  requirement  of  the  legis- 
lative power  we  obey,  without  inquiring  which  contestant  had  the  superior 
eqnityatthe  date  of  confirmation.  Andlcannotregardtheeauitywhichmay 
have  been  acquired  by  an  individual  who  has,  even  improperly,  been  refused 
the  entry  of  specific  tracts,  though  preserved  to  him  by  the  prosecution  of 
his  rights  on  appeal,  as  such  an  appropriation  of  the  tracts  as  would  save 
them  from  the  confirming  effect  of  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1857. 

If  Congress,  in  the  enactment  of  said  law,  has  exceeded  its  constitutional 
authority,  and  directed  patents  to  be  issued  to  the  States  for  lands  to  which 
individuals  had  previously  acquired  a  good  title,  the  courts  are  open  for 
redress  of  their  grievances.  In  the  specific  case  under  consideration,  it 
does  not  appear,  therefore,  that  this  Department  can  now  permit  Mr. 
Ludlow  to  enter  any  of  the  lands  embraced  in  his  memorandum  of  January 
2, 1856,  or  can  respect  his  claim  for  patents,  or  entertain  any  appeal  from  a 
decbion  of  the  Surveyor-General  in  favor  of  the  claim  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois to  selections  of  swamp  lands  that  may  have  been  contested  by  him, 
under  the  regulations  of  the  General  Land  Office,  issued  in  December,  1855, 
and  February,  1856.  Your  decision,  adverse  to  further  proceedings  in  Mr, 
Ludlow's  case,  is  therefore  hereby  affirmed,  and  you  will  proceed  in  patent- 
ing the  confirmed  swamp  selections  to  the  several  States,  in  accordance 
with  the' views  above  expressed.

Explanatory  of  ike  Instructions  under  the  Swamp  Land  GranCof  Sep- 
tember 28,  1850. 

GENBBiL    LlND    OpFICE,      . 

January  22,  1853. 

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
12th  instant,  in  which  you  desire  me  to  report  whether,  in  my  opinion,  in 
bringing  to  a  close  the  grant  of  September  28,  1850,  (No.  182,)  in  cases 
of  selections  reported  to  this  Office  since  the  3d  March,  1857,  (No.  319,) 
and  in  cases  where  the  selections  yet  remain  to  be  made,  the  general  in- 
structions of  November,  1850,  are  sufficient,  and  should  be  adhered  to,  or 
should  new  or  additional  regulations  bo  adopted. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  Circular  of  November,  1850,  many  questions 
were  presented  relative  to  the  extent  of  the  requirements  in  said  circular, 
and  the  duty  of  the  Surveyors -General  acting  in  virtue  thereof.  And  to 
avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  any  misapprehension,  the  Surveyor- General  of 
Arkansas,  who,  it  seemed,  had  not  fully  comprehended  the  instructions 
above  referred  to,  and  those  thereafter  issued,  explaining  their  true  inten- 
tion, was  addressed  in  a  communication  from  this  OfEoe,  dated  April  8, 
1854,  embodying  the  instructions  on  this  subject,  and  which  were  to  be 
regarded  as  overruling  those  explanatory  of  the  Circular  of  November, 
1850.  These  instructions  are  applicable  to  all  those^  States  where  the  se- 
lections are  made  by  agents  appointed  under  State  legislation,  except  in  the 
States  where  the  office  of  Surveyor-General  does  not  exist.  In  such  case, 
their  selections  are  subject  to  the  revision  of  this  Office;  and,  in  order  that 
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yoa  may  fuHy  anderstand  the  eyideDce  required  in  the  adjustment  of  the 
grant,  I  will  here  give  you  so  much  of  said  communication  as  relates  to  the 
Buhject. 

"In  all  cases  where  the  plats  and  field  notes  represent  the  lands  as 
swampy,  orauhjecttosuch  overflow  as  to  render  them  unfit  for  cultivation, 
they  helong  to  the  State,  under  the  law,  and  will  be  so  certified. 

"  Where  lands  are  claimed  hy  the  State,  under  this  act,  which  are  not 
60  represented  on  the  plats  and  field  notes,  you  will  require  the  production 
of  satisfactory  evidence,  that  the  greater  part  of  each  forty-acre  eubdivi- 
Bion  of  the  lands  ia  of  the  character  specified  in  the  act. 

"This  point  has  always  been  maintained  by  this  Office,  and  if  any  in- 
structions heretofore  issued  have  been  otherwise  construed,  it  has  been  an 
error.  The  field  notes  and  plats  are  only  '  incontrovertihlfe'  when  they 
clearly  indicate  the  swampy  character  of  lands,  and  the  reason  for  this  dis- 
tinction  was  explained  in  the  Circnlar  Letter  of  November  21,  1850,  a 
copy  of  which,  accompanied  by  the  printed  instructions  of  that  date,  was 
transmitted  to  his  Excellency,  the  Goyemor  of  Arkansas,  and  in  which  the 
following  language  was  used  : — '  You  will  perceive,  that  by  these  instruc- 
tions, the  Surveyor-General  is  authorized  to  reoeive  such  reliable  evidence, 
as  to  the  character  of  any  of  these  lands,  as  may  be  presented  by  the  au- 
thorities of  the  State ;  and,  ai  many  of  the  land^  were,  prohably,ma-veyed 
at  dry  seasons,  and  hence  are  not  rejtregented  ly  the  deicriptive  notes  and 
plats  as  being  of  that  character,  1  have  supposed,'  &o. 

_"  The  misapprehension  now  existing,  doubtless  arises  from  the  fact  that 
this  Office  still  continues  to  require  an  examination  of  the  lists  of  the  State 
locating  agents,  with  l^e  field  notes,  &e.  You  will  observe,  however,  that 
such  examination  is  not  regarded  as  final  or  conclusive.  If  said  records 
dearly  indicate  the  swampy  character  of  lands,  then  they  are  incontrover- 
tible, and  your  certificate  of  approval  is  based  thereon  j  but  in  the  event 
of  their  being  silent,  or  even  indicative  of  a  c  nt  y  h  t  ,  you  have 
recourse,  under  instructions,  to  the  evidences  fu  h  d  >y  th  State  autho- 
rities, and  if  that  be  deemed  by  you  sufficient  nd  t  f  to  y,  you  are 
instructed  to  certify  the  lands  to  this  Office.  If  u  h  t  t  m  ny  he  insuffi- 
cient, you  are  authorized  to  require  from  the  8t  t  uth  the  produc- 
tion of  such  further  evidence  as  will  enable  you  t  th  equired  eerti- 
ficate,  and  if  not  furnished,  you  will  reject  the     1    t 

"  The  evidence,  as  already  stated,  must  he  satisfactory  to  you,  that  the 
lands  claimed  by  the  State  are  of  the  character  granted  by  the  law.  Where 
that  evidence  is  not  contained  in  the  field  notes,  you  should  require  the 
testimony  of  competent  and  disinterested  witnesses,  who  should  be  required 
to  testify  that  they  understand  the  mode  and  manner  of  surveying  and 
marking  the  public  lands ;  that  they  have  examined  the  lines  and  corners 
of  the  lands  in  relation  to  which  they  testify,  and  so  much  of  the  surface 
as  to  enable  them  to  state,  of  their  own  personal  knowledge,  that  the  greater 
part  of  each  forty-acre  lot  claimed  by  the  State,  is  swampy,  or  subject  to 
such  overflow  as  to  render  it  unfit  for  cultivation.  On  such  testimony, 
whether  presented  heretofore  or  hereafter,  if  satisfactory  to  you,  you  will  cer- 
tify the  lands  to  the  State 

"In  reference  to  th    n  ty  of  an  examination  of  the  surface  of  the 

land  in  eaeh^  subdivi  n  la  n  d  I  would  remark,  that  in  all  instances  a 
partial,  and  in  many  a  ompl  t  xamination  must  be  necessary,  to  enable 
agents  to  certify,  und  ath  th  t  the  greater  part  of.  each  forty-acre  lot 
of  the  body  of  land  It    n  t    wh  ch  they  testify,  is  wet  and  unfit  for 

cultivation  '  The  only  x  pt  n  f  ourse,  being  in  cases  '  where  a  region 
of  country  is  notoriously  swampy,  or  subject  to  overflow.'  " 
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It  should  be  observed,  tbat  in  the  States  of  Michigan  and  Wisconsin, 
the  field  notes  of  the  surveys  were  adopted  by  the  authorities,  as  the  basis 
upon  which  they  would  accept  the  grant ;  and  the  action  of  the  Surveyors- 
General  of  those  districts  is  confined  to  the  indications  expressed  in  the 
field  notes. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  very  clear  and  definite  character  of  the  ex- 
planatory instructions  above,  and  further,  tbat  the  authorities  of  the  States 
affected  by  the  grant,  have  made  no  objections  to  the  instructions,  I  cannot 
perceive  that  any  additional  instructions  and  regulations  are  required.  Not 
does  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1857,  present  to  me  any  particulars  requiring 
a  departure,  or  any  necessity  for  additional  instructions  to  be  issued  to  those 
already  established,  relating  to  the  selections  made  and  reported  to  this 
Office  since  the  passage  of  that  act,  or  to  those  remaining  to  be  made.

The  principal  objecrion  taken  and  urged  is  to  that  paragraph  of  your 
letter  to  Mr.  Bell  of  the  let  ult.,  wherein  you  say,  that  the  language  "  of  the 
Act  of  3d  March,  1857,  (No.  319,)  rendora  it  necessary  that  those  lands  claim- 
ed as  swamp,  and  designated  by  odd  numbered  sections,  within  the  sis  and 
fifteen  mile  limits  of  the  grant  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  certa,in  railroads, 
should  be  suspended  until  the  character  of  the  lands  shall  be  determined 
under  investigation  ordered  by  this  Office,  and  we  are  thus  enabled  to  as- 
certain under  which  grant  the  lands  shall  be  certified."  Understanding

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at  Washington,  Arkaasas,  I  concur  in  the  opinion  expressed  by  you,  and 
your  said  decision  is  accordingly  hereby  affirmed. 

It  appears  that  M'Olure  appeared  at  the  local  office,  and  expressed  to 
the  Register  a  desire  to  enter  the  land  in  controversy,  stating  that  he  had 
the  money  with  him  to  pay  for  it.  He  was  informed  by  the  officer  that  he 
could  not  do  so,  asi-he  tract  had  been  selected  as  swamp  lands.  This  in- 
formation  was  erroneous ;  and  the  lands  were  subsequently  entered  by 
Dickinson.  There  is  no  evidence  or  charge  of  any  collusioo  or  bad  faith 
against  the  Register  or  Mr.  Dickinson,  nor  does  M'Olure  show  that  he 
made  formal  application  to  purchase,  and  tendered  the  money  to  the  Re- 
ceiver ;  and  his  informal  request  to  make  the  entry,  did  not  give  him  a 
light  which  is  superior  to  that  of  a  purchasep,  who  subsequently  made  the 
legal  application  and  payment  for  the  lands.  The  papers  in  the  case  are 
now  returned.

Herewith  I  return  the  "Arkansas  True  Democrat,"  of  August  4,  1858, 
submitted  with  your  report  of  the  16th  instant,  upon  a  communication  of 
E.  H.  Porter,  Esq.,  of  Arkansas,  which  had  been  filed  in  this  Office  on  the 
14th  instant,  and  referred  to  you. 

The  newspaper  above  mentioned,  contains  a  "  public  notice"  issued  by 
the  G-overnor  of  Arkansas,  and  dated  the  24th  of  July,  1858,  embodying 
therein  your  instructions  to  the  Sarveyor-General  of  Arkansas,  directing 
an  examination  to  be  held  as  to  the  character  and  description  of  a  large 
number  of  tracts  of  lands,  which  have  been  selected  and  reported  as  swamp 
lands  enuring  to  the  State  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  September  28, 
1850,  (No.  182,)  a  claim  to  the  same  lands  having  been  set  up  in  behalf 
of  railroad  companies,  under  the  grant  to  the  State  by  Act  of  CongresSj 
approved  February  9,  1853,  (No.  216.)  In  your  instructions  to  the  Sur- 
veyor-General, I  do  not  observe  that  any  distinction  has  been  made  ' 
tween  those  tracts,  the  selection  of  which  as  swamp  lands,  has  been 
proved  and  certified  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  under  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress of  September  28,  1850,  and  those  tractg  which  have  been  selected 
and  reported,  but  not  finally  certified  to  the  Governor,  as  enuring  to  the 
rgtate  under  the  swamp  land  grant.  Your  letter  of  the  28th  May,  1867, 
ito  M.  Brayman,  Esq.,  a  copy  of  which  you  have  submitted  with  your 
recent  report,  exhibits  the  same  views,  according  to  which  your  instruc- 
tions of  the  27th  April,  1858,  to  the  Surveyor  General,  appear  to  have 
been  prepared.  On  consideration  of  this  branch  of  the  case  now  before 
me,  on  the  appeal  of  E.  H.  Porter  for  himself  and  others,  who  claim 
that  a  patent  shall  issue  to  the  State  for  said  lands,  under  the  swamp 
land  grant,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  question  of  the  swampy  cha- 
racter of  such  tracts  as  have  been  carried  into  approved  lists,  and  certi- 
fied to  the  Governor  of  the  State  as  such,  has  already  been  determined 
affirmatively,  so  far  as  the  action  of  this  Department  is  concerned,  and  con- 
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tests  on  that  point  can  no  longer  be  properly  entertained;  but  in  regard  to 
suoli  tracts  as  have  never  been  certified  to  the  State,  the  character  and  deg- 
cription  of  the  soil  may  still  be  inquired  into,  where  a  claim  to  the  lands 
as  dry  or  fit  for  cultivation  without  artificial  drainage  or  embankment,  is 
set  up  under  the  Act  of  February  9, 1853.  When  selections  under  the 
Act  of  September  28,  1850,  have  been  approved  and  certified,  the  duty  of 
designating  the  granted  lands  imposed  by  the  law  on  this  Department,  has 
been  discharged,  the  a«t3  done  cannot  be  recalled  or  annulled,  and  the 
State  has  a  right  to  demand  a  patent  for  the  tracts  of  land  embraced  in  any 
certified  list  that  has  been  delivered  to  the  Governor. 

To  a  demand  therefor,  this  Department  responds  by  issuing  a  patent 
pursuant  to  such  certified  list,  except  in  those  cases  in  which  we  are 
directed  to  issue  the  patent  for  any  of  the  tracts,  to  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers from  any  of  the  United  States  land  officers,  under  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  of  March  2, 1855,  (No.  275,)  or  of  the  last  clause  of  the  Act 
of  March  3,  1857,  (No.  319,)  reviving  and  extending  said  Act  of  2d 
March,  1855.  It  is  believed  that  the  uniform  course  of  the  decisions  of  this 
Department  since  my  attention  has  been  called  to  these  questions,  has  been 
consistent  with  the  views  now  expressed.  The  decisions  of  the  29th  De- 
cember, 1857,  in  the  cases  from  Illinois  and  Missouri,  involved  the  same 
principles,  and  those  of  the  8th  of  January,  28th  of  April,  and  12th  of 
August,  1858,  are  in  harmony  with  the  present  decision.  In  all  cases, 
therefore,  where  the  Executive  of  any  State  demands  a  patent  for  lands 
which  have  been  approved  and  certified  to  said  State  as  enuring  under  the 
Act  of  September  28,  1850,  the  patent  should  be  issued,  notwithstanding 
any  cl^m  that  the  same  tracts  ought  to  be  recognized  or  certified  as  fall- 
ing to  the  same  State  under  a  subsequent  grant  for  railroad  purposes,

Your  reports  of  the  22d  July  last  and  16tb  ultimo,  and  the  papers  there- 
with, in  reference  to  the  claim  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  under  the  swamp 
grant  of  September  28, 1850,  (No.  182,)  and  the  confirmatory  Act  of  March 
3,  1857,  (No.  319,)  to  patents  for  lands  described  in  certain  lists  on  file 
in  the  (jeneral  Land  Office,  have  been  carefully  considered. 

From  the  full  investigation  and  mature  reflection  bestowed  on  the  matter 
in  controversy,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  lists  of  selections  made  by  the 
State  locating  agents,  and  regularly  forwarded  by  the  Sujveyor-Generali  and 
which  had  been  received  at  your  office  prior  to  the  3d  March,  1857,  must 
be  regarded  as  selections  "  made  and  reported"  to  your  office,  and  pending 
at  that  date;  excepting  so  far,  as  by  the  action  of  the  Surveyor- General  or 
of  your  office,  taken  prior  to  said  date,  particular  tracts  on  said  lists  had 
been  noted  as  "  dry,"  "  not  swampy,  or  not  granted  by  the  Act  of  1850." 
Notes  on  any  list,  having  such  purport,  and  reports  from  the  Surveyor- Gene- 
ral, or  decisions  of  your  office  rejecting  in  terms,  the  work  of  a  particular 
agent,  as  improperly,  incorrectly,  or  unreliably  done,  I  regard  as  specific 
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determinations,  adverse  to  h  1  m  f  the  State  to  the  particular  tracts 
thereby  affected;  by  which  d  t  m  t  n  the  lists  in  your  office  have  been 
purged  and  reduced  in  a  rr  p  nd  us;  degree.  For  the  other  tracts  on 
such  lists,  patents  should  u  t  th  &  ate,  except  in  cases  where  the

Where  Lands  are  claimed  under  a  Swamp  and  a  Railroad  Grant,  either 

of  which  tcould  he  good  if  the  other  were  out  of  the  way,  the  elder  one 

ntust  prevail. 
The  Swamp  Actof2Sth  September,  1850,  is  a  present  grant. 
The  General  Description  of  all  Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands  is  definite 

enough  for  notice.

Sir :— By  the  Act  of  September  2S,  1850,  Congress  granted  tc  the  State 
of  Arkansas  all  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  rendered  unfit  for  cultiva- 
tion thereby  within  her  limits,  for  certain  purposes  mentioned  in  the  Act. 
On  the  3d  October,  1856,  the  Survey or-G-eneral  made  a  report,  which  was 
filed  in  the  General  Land  Office,  designating  the  overflowed  lands  which 
had  been  selected  by  the  State  under  the  grant.  On  the  9th  February, 
1853,  Congress  made  another  grant  to  the  States  of  Arkansas  and  Missouri, 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad ;  and  under  this  grant,  a  part  of  the 
lauds  previously  granted  to  the  State  of  Arkansas  under  the  denomination 
of  swamp  lauds,  was  included,  and  is  now  claimed  for  the  use  of  the  rail- 
road. The  question  upon  which  you  ask  my  advice  requires  a  comparison  of 
the  two  laws,  and  the  acta  done  under  them,  so  as  to  ascertain  which  of  these 
is  the  better  title.  Does  the  State  take  it  under  the  first  grant,  or  was  that 
grant  so  imperfect,  that  the  subsequent  disposition  of  it  by  Congress  passes 
the  right  to  the  later  grantee  ? 

Where  there  is  a  conflict  between  two  titles  derived  from  the  same  souMe, 
either  of  which  would  be  good,  if  the  otter  were  out  of  the  way,  the  elder 
one  must  always  prevail,  prior  in  tempore,  portior  est  injure. 

This  difficulty,  therefore,  is  solved,  if  the  mere  grant,  as  you  call  it,  gave 
the  State  a  right  to  the  land  from  the  day  of  its  date.  That  it  did  so,  there 
can  be  no  doubt.  In  an  opinion  which  I  sent  you  on  the  7th  of  June, 
1857,  concerning  one  of  the  same  laws  now  under  consideration,  I  said 
that  a  grant  by  Congress  does  of  itself,  propria  viijore,  pass  to  the  grantee 
all  the  estalewhich  the  United  States  had  in  the  subject-matter  of  the  grant, 
except  what  is  expressly  excepted.  I  refer  you  to  that  opinion  for  the  rea- 
sons  and  authorities  upon  which  the  principle  is  grounded.  It  is  not 
necessary  that  the  patent  should  issue  before  the  title  vests  in  the  S'ate 
under  the  Act  of  1850.  The  Act  of  Congress  was  itself  a  present  grant, 
wanting  nothing  but  a  definition  of  boundaries  to  make  it  perfect;  and  to 
attain  that  object,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  was  directed  to  make  out 
an  accurate  list  and  plat  of  the  lands,  and  cause  a  patent  to  be  issued  there- 
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for  But  when  a  partv  ib  authorized  to  demand  a,  patent  for  land,  his  title 
1"  ve-ted  aa  much  as  if  he  had  the  patent  itself,  which  is  but  evidence  of 
his  title  The  authoritv  given  to  the  State  legislature  to  dispose  of  the 
laud^  upon  the  patent,  does  not  make  the  grantee  less  the  exclusive  owner 
of  them  th'in  she  would  he  if  those  words  were  omitted.  The  ohjedt  of 
thit  clause  undoubtedly  was,  to  prevent  the  legislature  of  the  State  from  a 
premature  interference  with  the  lands,  before  they  were  so  designated  as  to 
preclude  mistake  and  confusion,  v       ■,       . 

The  subsequent  grant  by  Congress  to  the  State  for  the  use  of  the  railroad, 
could  not  have  heen  intended  to  take  away  from  the  State  the  rights  previously 
vested  in  her  for  other  purposes.  We  are  never  to  impute  such  intentions 
to  the  legislative  department,  where  any  other  construction  can  be  given 
to  the  words  of  a  statute.  Even  if  we  could  suppose  that  to  be  the  mean- 
ioff  of  Congress  in  this  case,  it  would  avail  nothing  to  the  later  grantee, 
since  in  all  cases  of  conveyance,  a  later  grant  must  yield  to  an  earlier.  It 
has  often  happened  that  public  grants,  by  mistake,  have  been  so  described 
in  general  words,  that  when  they  come  to  be  located,  they  are  found  to  lie 
afoul  of  each  other.  I  believe  it  has  never  been  thought  that  where  this 
happensj  they  are  not  to  be  treated  like  inconsistent  deeds  made  by  private 
persons.  There  are  eases  in  which  grants  are  made  under  descriptions  bo 
va^ue  and  indefinite,  that  neither  the  grantee  nor  any  other  person  can  tell 
their  location  or  boundaries,  until  the  grantee  does  some  act  which  ioCates 
and  defines  them.  In  such  case,  if  another  right  which  is  strictly  defined  in- 
tervenes, the  first  grantee  may  lose  what  he  would  have  been  entitled  to,  if  his 
own  grant  had  been  descriptive  and  definite.  But  that  principle  does  not 
apply  here,  because  the  general  description  of  all  swamp  and  overflowed  lands 
within  the  limits  of  Arkansas  is  definite  enough  for  purposes  of  notice. 
Besides,  the  grant  for  the  railroad  was  originally  much  more  indefinite  than 
the  other,  requiring  the  location  of  the  road  to  be  made  before  the  locality 
of  the  lands  could  be  known  at  all.  The  State  proceeded  to  make  her  selec- 
tion, and  to  fis  the  location  of  the  lands  definitely,  before  the  railroad  did 
any  such  thing  with  its  grant.  The  State,  therefore,  has  the  oldest  and 
the  moat  definite  title,  and  its  lands  were  accurately  located,  and  their  boun- 
daries particularly  defined  agreeably  to  the  Act  of  Congress,  before  the  same 
thing  was  done  by  the  other  olaimants.  The  oldest  title,  the  most  definite, 
and  the  first  location,  will  surely  give  her  priority  and  preference  over 
another  grantee  subsequent  in  title,  less  definite  in  the  terms  of  the  grant, 
and  later  in  location.

Sir: — Referring  to  your  communication  of  the  19th  inst.,  enclosing  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney-Gen erai  of  the  United  States  on  the  question  of 
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conflict  of  interest  between  the  Swamp  Grant  of  September  28,  1850,  (No. 
182,)  and  the  Railroad  ftraot  of  February  9,  1853,  to  the  States  of  Ar- 
kansas and  Missouri,  I  have  the  hooof  to  state,  that  in  view  of  said  opi- 
nion a  question  of  much  magnitude  and  importance  has  arisen,  which  I 
present  for  your  consideration  and  decision. 

The  grant  of  September  28,  1850,  is  of  "the  whole  of  those  swamp 
and  overflowed  lands,  made  unfit  thereby  for  cultivation." 
_  The  grant  of  February  9,  1853,  (No.  216,)  is  of  "  every  alternate  sec- 
tion of  land  designated  by  even  numbers,  for  six  sections  in  width,  on  each 
side  of  said  road  and  branches,"  with  the  right  of  indemnity  within  the 
limits  of  fifteen  miles,  for  lands  of  the  granted  sections  disposed  of  by  the 
United  States. 

Under  the  Public  Notice  of  December  21,  1855,  the  railroad  companies 
in  Arkansas  filed  protests  against  the  approval,  as  swamp,  of  many  tracts 
within  the  limits  of  that  grant,  alleging  that  they  were  not  of  the  charac- 
ter of  lands  granted  by  the  Act  of  1850. 

The  Act  of  3d  March,  1857,  (No.  319,)  confirmed  the  selections  of 
swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  then  made  and  reported  to  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office,  "  so  far  as  the  same  shall  remain  vacant  and 
unappropriated,  and  not  interfered  with  by  an  actual  settlement  under 
any  existing  law  of  the  United  States." 

The  routes  of  the  roads  in  Arkansas  were  definitely  fixed  prior  to  the 
passage  of  that  act. 

It  is  held,  that  all  contests  by  individuals,  undetermined  at  that  date, 
except  in  the  case  of  settlers,  are  brought  to  a  close. 

This  law  expressly  excepting  from  confirmation  lands  appropriated  by 
Congress  for  other  purposes,  instructions  have  been  issued  directin"  an 
investigation  into  the  oharacter  of  the  lands  described  in  the  protests  above 
referred  to. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  in  these  cases  the  railroad  companies  had  pro- 
tested against  the  recognition  of  the  claim  of  the  State,  under  the  swamp 
grant  prior  to  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1857. 

The  question  now  arises,  whether  these  contests  are  terminated  by  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  10th  inst. 

My  opinion  is,  that  they  are  not,  fur  the  reason  that  the  grant  of  1850 
was,  by  description,  "swamp  and  overflowed,"  and  that  no  title  vested  in 
the  State  under  it,  except  for  lands  of  that  description ;  that  the  Railroad 
Grant  of  1853  is  of  lands,  (not  disposed  of,)  in  place,  and  that  it  took  hold 
of  all  dry  lands  not  subject  to  overflow,  falling  within  the  granted  bounda- 
ries, and  they  thereby  became  appropriated,  notwithstanding  the  State 
may  have  wrongfully  selected  and  reported  them  as  swamp  or  overflowed, 
pnor  to  the  location  of  the  roads,  and  that  upon  the  final  location  of  the 
roads,  such  lands  became  disposed  of,  (see  Opinion  of  Attorney- Gen  era!  of 
June  7,  1857,)  and  are  not  confirmed  by  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1857. 

The  question,  in  a  modified  form,  will  probably  arise  in  other  States. 
In  1856,  grants  were  made  to  Iowa  and  other  States  for  railroad  purposes. 
The  routes  of  some  of  the  roads  were  definitely  fixed  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  Confirmatory  Act  of  3d  March,  1857,  and  of  some  of  them  subs'e- 
quent  thereto. 

I  have  the  honor  to  ask  your  decision  on  the  following  points  : — 
1st.  Where  lands,  within  the  limits  and  description  of  a  railroad  grant, 
which  were  not  in  fact  swamp  or  overfloKed,  but  were  selected  and  reported 
as  such,  prior  to  the  final  location  of  the  railroad,  and  said  road  became 
located  prior  to  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1857,  did  that  act  confirm  such  selec- 
tions as  unappropriated  lands,  and  must  the  lands  be  patented  to  the  State 
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under  the  swamp  grant?  or,  ou  the  other  hand,  did  they  become  appro- 
priated by  the  railroad  graot,  and  the  final  location  of  the  road ;  and  shall 
the  investigation  proceed  upon  the  contesta  made  by  the  railroad  companies, 
with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  real  character  of  the  lands,  whether  they  be 
swamp  or  dry? 

Upon  this  question,  I  have  expressed  my  opinion  above. 

2d.  Where  lands,  within  the  limits  and  description  of  a  railroad  grant, 
which  were  not  in  fact  swamp  or  overflowed,  but  were  selected  as  such,  and 
reported  to  the  General  Land  Office  prior  to  the  final  location  of  the  rail- 
road, and  said  road  did  not  become  finally  located  until  after  the  passage  of 
the  Aot  of  3d  March,  1857,  did  that  act  confirm  such  selections,  and  must 
they  be  patented  to  the  State,  under  the  swamp  grant?  or,  on  the  other 
hand,  did  they  become  appropriated  upon  the  passage  of  the  railroad  grant; 
and  shall  the  investigation  proceed  upon  any  contests  that  may  be  made  by 
the  railroad  companies,  with  the  view  to  ascertain  the  real  character  of  the 

Upon  this  question  my  opinion  is,  that  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1857,  did 
confirm  the  selections.

Having  considered  your  report  of  the  6th  instant,  upon  the  communica- 
tion of  the  Governor  of  California,  suggesting  that  certain  lands,  which  are 
advertised  to  be  offered  for  sale  by  the  United  States  land  officers,  on  the 
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14th  proximo,  be  withheld  from  the  sale,  because  they  have  heretofore 
been  sold  by  the  State  as  swamp  lands,  I  have  to  state,  that  if  sdv  of  the 
lands  so  sold  by  the  State,  are  shown  by  the  field  notes  of  official  survey, 
to  be  of  the  descnption  granted,  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  the  28th  Sep- 
tember, 1850,  they  should  not  be  offered  by  tte  Register  and  Receiver  at 
pabhe  sale._  I  am  also  wiHing  that  the  United  States  Surveyor-General, 
receive  testimony  as  to  the  swampy  character  of  particular  tracts,  claimed 
under  purchases  from  the  State,  and  if  that  evidence  establishes,  prima 
/ffctc,  that  the  lauds  are  swamp  and  overflowed,  that  he  should  so  advise 
the  district  land  officers,  and  direct  them  to  suspend  the  sale  of  such  tracts ; 
but  1  do  not  find  authority  of  law  for  ordering  the  reservation  from  sale 
of  all  lands  that  the  State  of  California  may  have  sold,  when  there  is 
nothing  on  our  official  records,  authoritatively  indicating  that  the  lands 
have  been  granted  to  that  State.  The  papers  which  accompanied  your 
report  are  now  returned,  aad  you  will  be  pleased  to  give  instructions  to 
the  Surveyor-General  immediately,  who  will  take  the  most  prompt  mea- 
sures practicable,  to  carry  out  the  views  above  expressed.

Sir  : — Your  report  of  the  2d  instant,  in  the  matter  of  tlie  appeal  of  N. 
P.  Causin,  Esq.,  as  attoroey  for  purchasers  from  the  State  of  Missouri,  of 
certain  tracts,  selected  as  enuriDg  to  that  State,  under  the  grant  by  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  September  28,  1850,  is  before  me,  and  after  considera- 
tion of  the  same,  in  connection  with  jour  report  of  the  6th  April  last,  my 
conclusions  arc  as  follows  :  > 

This  Department  having  recognized  fully  the  title  of  the  State  under 
the  railroad  grant,  to  the  particular  tracts  Id  question,  before  the  Surveyor- 
General  had  reported  them  under  the  Swamp  gratit  of  September  28, 
1850,  their  selection  as  swamp  lands,  is  properly  suspended  at  present. 

I  think  that  the  proper  course  for  jou  to  pursue  under  the  circumstan- 
ces, will  he,  to  notify  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  the  condition  of  the 
matter,  and  advise  him  that  on  the  production  of  decisive  evidence  that 
the  tracts,  or  any  of  them,  are  of  the  description  of  lands  granted  by  the  Act 
of  Congress  of  September  28,  1850,  tbey  will  be  regarded  in  the  class  ex- 
cepted from  approval,  by  mj  predecessor  of  the  9th  May,  1854,  a  prior 
legal  right  under  the  swamp  grant,  haying  vested  before  the  approval  as 
railroad  tracts,  was  made.  In  the  event  of  full  proof  that  the  tracts,  or  any 
of  them,  were  on  the  28th  Septemher  1850,  within  the  description  of  lands 
granted  by  the  act  of  that  date,  they  will  hereafter  he  submitted  for  appro- 
val, as  swamp  selections,  and  confirmed  and  patented  accordingly.

It  appears  that  the  lands  therein  described,  pending 
an  investigation  of  the  fact  of  their  being  swampy  or  otherwise,  under  in- 
stractions  of  jour  office,  of  April,  1858,  were  inadvertently  included  in 
lists  which  have  been  reported  to  me,  for  approval,  and  approved.  The 
investigation  having  been  completed  and  reported  to  your  office,  you  now 
find  that  the  tracts  were  in  fact  dry,  on  the  28th  September,  1850. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  proper  course  to  pursue,  I  think,  will  be 
to  omit  these  lands  from  the  patents,  to  be  issued  on  confirmed  swamp 
lists,  Nos.  3  and  4,  in  the  Little  Rock  District,  and  to  inform  the  Governor 
of  the  State  fully,  in  respect  to  the  mistake  made,  advising  him  that  the 
lands  will  be  listed  as  falling  under  the  grant  for  railroad  purposes,  unless 
he  should  present  paramount  objections  to  that  course.

Sir : — In  returning  the  papers  which  were  suhmitted,  by  request  of  Hugh 
Short,  Esq.,  with  jour  letter' of  the  20th  inst.,  I  remark,  that  when  a  tract 
has  been  selected,  and  has  been  approved  and  certified  as  a  swamp  tract, 
enunng  under  the  Act  of  2d  March,  1849,  to  the  State  of  Louisiana,  the 
fact  of  the  land  being  of  a  swampy  description  must  be  regarded  by  us  as 
affirmatively  determined,  and  not  to  be  drawn  in  question,  or  subject  to  a 
different  adjudication. 

In  this  case,  if  Benbrook,  or  his  heirs,  had  a  valid  claim  to  the  land, 
which  had  vested  prior  to  the  date  of  the  swamp  grant,  the  tract  or  tracte 
were  not  of  those  granted  by  that  law,  hut  were  specially  excepted  from  the 
grant;  and  as  the  approvals  of  selections  are  uniformly  made,  subject  to 
Tahd  legal  righta  to  any  of  the  tracts,  the  iaads  in  controversy  would  be  of 
the  class  excepted  from  approval.  The  listing  of  the  lands,  as  part  of  the 
swamp  grant,  will  not  be  an  insuperable  obstacle  to  the  issuance  of  a  patent 
on  the  pre-emption  entry,-if  the  pre-emption  is  the  older  and  better  title. 
Should  the  decision  of  your  office  be  in  favor  of  the  pre-emption,  as  the 
superior  title,  the  Governor  of  Louisiana  should  immediately  be  informed 
of  your  decision,  and  the  position  of  the  Department  in  regard  to  the  case.

Sir: — Your  report  of  the  15th  instant,  has  called  my  attention  to  the  feet 
that  a£6davi  ts  were  on  file  in  the  General  Land  Office,  on  the  3d  March,  1857, 
which  had  been  presented  under  Circulars  of  the  21st  December,  1855,  and 
11th  February,  1856,  in  which  it  is  represented  that  certain  tracts  of  land 
were  dry,  whioh  had  been  selected  as  swamp  lands,  under  the  grant  of 
28th  September,  1850,  and  carried  upon  lists  whioh  had  been  regularly 
reported,  and  were  on  file  in  your  office,  on  said  3d  day  of  March,  1857. 
These  tracts  are  also  of  the  legal  designation  of  lands  which  would  fall  to 
the  State  of  Iowa,  under  grants  for  railroad  purposes.  The  confirmation 
of  the  selection  as  swamp  lands,  has  for  some  time  been  suspended,  and 
the  question  arises,  what  course  shall  be  adopted  in  the  adjustment  of  the 
two  grants,  as  regards  these  particular  tracts  of  land. 

It  is  a  very  obvious  remark,  but  quite  important  in  this  oonnection,  that 
the  State  is  entitled  to  all  these  tracts,  under  one  or  the  other  of  the  two 
grants.  The  only  interest  or  object  which  the  United  States  and  its  officers 
can  have,  is  a  faithful  administration  of  the  laws  making  the  grants.  This  we 
shall  not  accomplish  by  delay  in  administering  one,  because  of  the  existence 
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of  the  other.  Should  the  adjustment  be  delayed  for  investigationsto  be 
made,  we  could  only  expect  thereby  to  avoid  a  few  mistakes,  which,  if 
made,  we  may  assume,  would  not  seriously  injure  any  one ;  and  to  the  State 
and  the  United  States,  the  delay  would  bo  a  greater  detriment  than  any 
number  of  errors  that  can  occur. 

The  Act  of  Congress  of  the  3d  March,  1857,  confirmed  all  selections 
under  the  swamp  grant,  which  had  been  regularly  reported,  and  were  on 
file  in  your  office  at  that  date,  so  far  as  the  lands  remained  vacant  and  un- 
appropriated; and  we  need  not  now  inquire  wh^her  lands  so  selected  and 
reported,  were  or  were  not  swampy,  on  the  28th  September,  1850,  if  they 
remained  vacant  and  unappropriated  on  the  3d  March,  1857.  If,  there- 
fore, the  title  of  the  State,  under  the  grants  for  railroads,  to  the  particular 
tracts  now'^uder  discussion,  had  not  vested  prior  to  the  3d  March,  1857, 
I  think  Congress  has  decided  that  the  land  should  pass  under  the  swamp 
grant ;  and  with  cases  of  that  kind,  you  may  at  once  proceed  with  the  cer- 
tification and  patentinft  of  the  tracts. 

If,  however,  the  title,  under  the  grants  for  constructing  railroads,  to  any 
of  the  tracts  under  discussion,  had  vested  prior  to  3d  March,  1857,  such 
tracts  were  appropriated,  and  they  should  not  be  carried  upon  the  swamp 
lists,  unless  they  were  in  fact  swamp  lands,  on  the  28th  September,  1850. 
The  question  of  the  description  of  such  tracts, — whether  swamp  and  over- 
flowed or  otherwise,  at  the  date  of  the  swamp  grant, — you  may  examine  and 
determine,  upon  the  record,  papers,  and  affidavits  now  on  file ;  and  if  yon  find 
that  they  were  of  the  description  of  the  lands  granted  by  the  Act  of  28th 
September,  1850,  you  will  so  report ;  but  if  the  record  and  evidence  before 
you  will  not  warrant  that  decision,  the  selection  as  swamp  may  at  once  be 
rejected,  and  the  lands  may  be  carried  upon  the  lists  of  lands  enuring  under 
the  grants  for  constructing  railroads,  and  the  ritle  of  the  State,  under  those 
grants,  fully  recognized. 

The  above  remarks,  it  is  believed,  are  entirely  consistent  with  the  posi- 
tion the  Department  has  maintained  since  the  3d  March,  1857,  and  are 
merely  in  exemplification  of  the  views  embodied  in  my  letter  to  you  of  the 
15th  April  last.

The  State  authorities  of  Wisconsin  having  adopted  the  field  notes  ofswva^ 
as  determining  whether  lands  were  Swamp  or  not,  the  Secretary  declines 
ordering  a  change  in  that  reject. 

DbPABTMEMT  Off  THE  InTKBIOR, 

WashiDgtoQ,  Angust  I,  1859. 

Sir : — Concurring  in  the  views  of  your  office,  relative  to  the  survey  of 
islands  in  the  Mississippi  and  Wisconsin  rivers,  which  are  claimed  to  be 
of  the  description  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  of  Wisconsin  by  the  Act 
of  Congress,  approved  September  28,  1850,  and  in  your  opinion  unfavor- 
able to  a  change  of  policy  in  setting  apart  the  lands  which  enure_  to  that 
State,  under  that  act,  I  deem  it  proper  to  add  a  few  observations  in  reply 
to  the  letter  of  Governor  l^ndall  of  the  2d  May  last,  submitted  with  your 
report  of  the  6th  ultimo. 

Since  the  grant  was  made,  and  up  to  the  present  time,  the  field  notes  of 
the  publio  surveys  have  been  the  basis  of  the  selections,  and  on  that  basis 
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more  than  one  million  six  hundred  thousand  acres  liave  been  selected  and 
approved  to  the  State. 

The  Act  of  Congress  imposed  the  duty  of  setting  apart  these  lands  upon 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  in  November,  1850,  two  plans  for  the 
performance  of  this  duty  were  suggested,  and  the  Governors  of  the  several 
States  were  requested  to  inform  the  Department  which  plan  they  deemed 
preferable,  so  far  as  the  interests  of  their  respective  States  were  concerned 

The  G-ovemor  of  Wisconsin,  in  June,  1851,  after  mature  deliberation 
and  consideration  of  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  advised  the  Land  Office 
that  Wisconsin  would  be  willing  to  adopt  the  field  notes  of  the  United 
States  surveya  as  the  basis  of  setting  apart  the  granted  lands. 

The  present  Governor,  however,  in  a  coramunication  of  the  2d  May  last, 
says  that  the  surveys  in  Wisconsin  previous  to  1850,  had  n«boen  very 
accurate,  and  all  the  lands  that  ought  to  be  listed  as  part  of  the  grant, 
were  not  by  the  field  notes  of  those  surveys,  shown  to  be  unfit  for  cultiva- 
tion without  artificial  drainage  or  embankments. 

He  therefore  expresses  the  opinion  that  Wisconsin,  out  of  the  lands  that 
had  been  surveyed  aud  remained  unsold  on  the  28th  September,  1850, 
withm  her  hmita,  is  entitled  to  "a  further  amount  of  lands;"  and  he  sug- 
gests a  re-examination  and  resurvcy,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  what  lands 
have  been  erroneously  omitted  from  the  lists  of  swamp  lands,  that  they 
may  be  hereafter  certified  to  the  Stat*. 

The  most  serious  objection  to  this  course  is,  that  it  would  unsettle  every- 
thing  that  has  been  done.  The  re-examination  would  necessarily  extend  to 
the  lands  heretofore  certified  and  patented,  and  the  Stat*  would  have  to 
restore  to  the  United  States  such  tracts  as  may  have  been  improperly  listed 
as  enurmg  to  her;  for  it  could  not  be  asked  that  all  errors  and  inaccuracies 
should  be  oorrected  in  favor  of  the  State,  but  none  corrected  against  her. 

Ihe  inevitable  results  would  be,  delay  in  administering  the  grant,  dia- 
satiafaction  and  litigation  among  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  appeals  to 
the  legislature  for  relief  or  damages. 

A  second  consideration  is  this  ;  our  predecessors  in  office,  both  on  the 
part  of  the  State  and  the  United  States,  in  view  of  all  the  facts  existing  at 
the  time,  concluded  that  the  method  of  adjustment  adopted,  mas  the  most 
just  and  fair,  and  dictated  by  the  best  interests  of  Wisconsin.  As  I 
view  the  matter,  they  stood  in  just  the  same  relation  to  the  subject  as 
we  do ;  and  I  should  hesitate  to  adopt  any  other  plan  than  the  one  entered 
upon  by  them,  even  if  my  opinion  did  not  agree  with  that  which  they 
entertained.  What  rendered  their  action  peculiarly  appropriate  was  the 
consideration  of  the  fact,  that  the  best  knowledge  which  (Jongress  possessed 
in  iS5U,  ot  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  unfit  for  cultivation,  surveyed 
and  then  remaining  unsold,  may  be  presumed  to  have  been  derived  from 
those  official  records,  the  field  notes  of  survey;  and  the  tracts  thereby  shown 
to  beunfit  for  cultivation,  at  that  time,  may  be  regarded  as  those  which, 
especially.  Congress  intended  to  grant. 

We  will  bear  in  mind  that  Governor  Randall,  alluding  to  surveys  which 
have  been  made  and  returned  since  1850,  states,  that  they  "  have  been 
made  with  more  care,  and  are  more  satisfactory,"  thus  waiving  any  com- 
plaint  against  the  plan  of  selection  that  has  been  pursued,  in  respect  to  its 
operation  m  those  districts  when  the  surveys  have  been  made  since  1850. 

As  it  thus  appears  that  the  plan  of  administering  the  swamp  grant  in 
Wisconsin,  was  fully  endorsed  by  the  State  officers  at  its  inception  as  just 
and  beneficial ;  as  no  serious  complaint  has  arisen  during  a  period  of  nearly 
nine  years,  and  as  its  present  and  future  operation  are  not  the  subject  of 
any  complaint,  I  think  we  have  a  very  strong  case  against  a  change.     It 
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mny  be  regardcci  as  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  the  plan  which  was 
adopted,  has  worked  so  well,  and  with  such  concurrent  satisfaction  to  the 
officers  of  the  State  and  the  United  States ;  thus  indicating  its  wisdom  and 
fairness,  and  exhibiting  a  history  so  creditable  to  its  merits,  that  we  could 
not  hope  to  make  a  change  for  the  better,  by  the  substitution  of  any  other.

Military  Bounty  Land  Warrants. 

LOCATION  OF  BOUNTY  LAND  WARRANTS. 

[When  a  warrantee  presents  a  warrant  for  location  in  his  own  name,  it 
must  be  accompanied  by  his  affidavit  of  identity,  (see  Form  No.  1,)  and 
also  a  written  application  to  locate  his  warrant  upon  the  tract  of  land  he 
desires.     (Blanks  for  which  are  furniebed  to  each  local  Office.) 

The  certificate  of  location  is  dated  and  signed  hj  the  local  officers  and 
attached  to  the  warrant,  and  a  duplicate  certificate  of  locatiou,  issued  and 
signed  by  the  Register  and  delivered  to  the  locator.  If  the  warrant  is  pre- 
sented for  location  by  an  agent  of  the  warrantee,  the  warrant  must  be  ac- 
companied by  a  power  of  attorney  duly  executed,  and  the  identity  of  the 
warrantee  established  by  the  certificate  of  the  proper  officer.  (See  Forma 
Nos.  2  and  3.)  If  an  assignee  of  a  warrant  presents  one  for  location, 
the  assignment  must  be  in  the  form  presented  herein,  and  the  location  fee 
must  also  be  paid  upon  presentation  of  the  warrant  for  location.     Warrants 

The  Commissiooer  of  Pensions  cannot  lawfully  issue  more  than  one  warrant  on  a 
eoidier's  daim  for  bounty  lands.— (Opinion  of  Att.-Gen.,  June28,  1851,  vol,  5,  p.  387.) 

If,  through  mistake  or  fraud,  he  shall  issue  more  thau  one  warrant  upon  the  same 
claim,  ha  will  have  franscended  his  authority,  and  performed  an  act  havinc  no  leeal 
validity.— 74.  ^  ^ 

r  If  the  government  isaue  a.  land  warrant  for  a 
former  one,  tbe  circumstance  docs  not  deprive  tti 
(Opinion,  March  23,  1815,  vol.  5,  p.  702.) 

A  land  warrant  fraudulently  obtained  from  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  in  the 
nameof  a  person  deceased  without  heirs  or  widow,  or  of  a  liclitious  person  is  a  mere 
nullity,  incapable  of  lawfuJ  assignment,  and  may  be  rejected  or  cancelled  bj  the 
CotnniJBSioner  of  public  lands.- (Opinion,  March  15,  1856,  vol.  T,  p.  657.) 

Eat  when  the  Commissioner  has  duly  isaned  a  military  land  warrant,  valid  on  its 
fece,  to  a  person  m  ease,  and  capable  of  assigning,  and  such  warrant  has  passed  by 
lawful  assignment  to  a  tona  fide  purchaser  for  value  without  notice,  the  government 
cannot  cancel  such  warrant  on  the  ground  that  the  CommisBioner  issued  it  in  mis- 
apprehension, or  on  imperfect  or  false  evidence. — lb. 

The  regulation,  established  by  the  Commisjioner  of  the  General  La^d  Office  re- 
quiring  holders  of  land  warrants  to  make  affidavit  that  there  is  no  settlement  on'  the 
land  intended  to  be  located,  is  inconsistent  with  the  Act  of  11th  February  1847  and 
to! d.— (Opinion,  Aug.  7,  1852,  vol.  B,  p.  609.) 

Bounty  Land  Locations. 

A  qaestion  was  raised  as  to  the  receivabilitj'  of  an  assigned  land  warrant,  in  which 
the  transfer  was  acknowledged  before  one  land  office,  and  presented  at  a  differmt  one. 
This  Office  on  the  23d  ultimo  replied,  referring  (o  the  dccnlar  of  the  3d  May  1855 
page  7,  eicfpting  the  Register  and  Receiver  from  the  rule  requiring  certificates  of  official 
character,  and  held  as  follows  :— but  this  is  to  be  understood  as  embracing  only  cases 
of  acknowledgments  taken  before  the  Register  and  Receiver  of  the  iocal  office  at  which 
finch  assignments  may  be  presented,  for  the  plain  reason,  that  other  officers  are  not 
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can  be  located  through  the  General  Land  Office,  by  enclosing  them  and 
the  fees  required  by  law,  to  the  Commissioner. 

The  location  is  noted  on  the  plat  immediately,  by  the  local  land  officers, 
and  no  location  should  be  allowed  without  examining  the  plats  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  tract  proposed  to  be  located  has  been  previously  disposed 
of.  _  TJie  location,  in  every  ease,  is  posted  in  the  tract  books  on  the  day  on 
which  it  was  made.  An  abstract  is  then  made  of  all  locations  for  each  class  of 
warrants,  to  wit.  Acts  1842,  1847,  1850,  1852,  and  1855,  also  a  series  of 
Register's  and  Receiver's  numbers  for  each  class  of  warrants.  The  loca- 
tions are  then  entered  in  the  abstracts  in  the  order  in  which  they  were 
made,  and  the  proper  Register's  and  Receiver's  numbers  are  entered  in  the 
proper  column,  and  also  on  the  certificates  of  location ;  and  at  the  end  of  the 
month  the  abstracts  duly  certified,  together  with  the  warrants  received  for 
location  during  the  month,  are  mailed  to  the  address  of  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Genera!  Land  Office,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia. 

After  these  returns  are  received  at  the  General  Land  Office,  they 
are  examined  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  entry  of  the  locations  on  the 
abstracts,  and  the  regularity  of  the  assignments  of  the  warrants.  If  the 
assignment  of  any  warrant  is  irregular  and  illegal,  the  location  is  marked 
"suspended,"  and  then  the  locations  are  posted  in  the  tract  books,  and  all 
such  locations  as  conflict  with  prior  dispositions  of  the  land  are  marked 
suspended  for  that  reason.  After  all  locations  and  entries  up  to  the  end  of 
the  month  have  been  posted,  all  locations  to  which  no  objections  appear  are 
patented,  and  those  warrants  which  have  been  suspended,  are  returned  to 
the  local  offices  for  correction  of  assignments,  or  return  to  the  locators,  if  the 
locations  have  been  cancelled. 

After  the  patents  have  been  issued,  signed  and  sealed,  they  are  sent  to 

in  possession  of  the  means  of  testing  the  genuioeness  of  the  signatures  of  the  officers 
of  other  districts.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  where  an  asfligninent  aclmowledged 
before  one  land  officer,  is  proposed  to  be  presented  at  another  and  different  ofHce,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  obtain  a  further  certificate  of  acknowledgment  before  an  officer,  ■ 
the  evidence  of  whose  character,  certified  under  seal,  shall  accompany  the  assign- 
ment.—{Report  of  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Land  Office  for  November,  1855.) 

Compensation  of  Land  Officer: 

As  inquiry  has  been  made  in  regard  to  the  amonnt  of  commissions  to  which  Regis- 
ters and  Receivers  of  Land  Offices  are  entitled  on  the  TSlue  of  land  warrants 
issaed  and  located  under  the  Act  3d  March,  1855,  a  circular  letter  was  addressed  on 
the  26tii  January,  1856,  to  such  of  the  Registers  and  Receivers  as  come  under  the 
general  legislation  on  the  snbject,  apprising  them  of  the  decision  of  the  Department 
that  Registers  and  Receivers  are  entitled  to  no  greater  compensation  for  their  services 
m  any  one  official  year  than  foOO  as  salary,  and  $2500  as  commissions;  that  any  Bum 
they  may  receire  as  fees  for  locating  land  warrants,  over  and  above  the  amount  suf- 
ficient to  entitle  them  to  the  maximum  commissions  above  mentioned,  for  all  services 
incident  to  their  offices,  they  are  required  to  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States.  This  restriction,  as  to  maximum  compensation,  applies  to  services 
under  all  other  Acts  of  Congress. 

They  were  required  to  make  an  entry  of  this  decision  accordingly,  on  their  records, 
aud  immediately  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  it.— (Reportof  Chief  Clerk  of  Land  Olfice 
for  January,  1856.) 

The  Supreme  Conrt  of  Alabama  has  decided,  that  the  proviso  to  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress of  1847,  conferring  bounty  lands  on  soldiers,  was  intended  to  protect  not  only 
pre-emption  claimants,  but  also  those  who  were  in  the  actual  settlement  and  culti- 
vation of  public  lands  without  a  pre-emption  right,— (Craise  v.  Riddle,  21  Ala. 
Reports,  791.) 

Land-warranti  on  Pre-emptions. 

More  than  one  warrant  may  be  located  on  a  pre-emption  claim,  but  each  warrant 
must  be  located  on  a  specific  subdivision.— (Com mission er's  letter  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  June  12,  !858,  and  reply  of  June  IG,  1358,) 
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the  local  office  at  which  the  location  was  made,  for  delivery,  if  the  office  is 
open;  if  it  has  been  dosed,  then  they  are  retained  in  the  General  Land 
Office  and  sent  direct  to  the  patentees  upon  the  receipt  of  the  duplicate 
certificates  of  location.  If  the  duplicate  certificate  is  sent  to  the  General 
Land  Office  before  the  patent  is  sent  to  the  local  office,  the  patent  will  be 
sent  to  the  patentee. 

If  a  duplicate  certificate  of  location,  is  duly  assigned  and  received  at  the 
General  Land  Office  before  tbe  issue  of  the  patent,  the  patent  will  be  issued 
in  the  name  of  tbe  assignee  of  the  locator.]

Gentlemen  : — By  the  9th  section  of  tbe  Act  of  Congress,  approved  11th 
February,  1847,  entitled  "An  act  to  raise  for  a  limited  time  an  additional 
military  force  and  for  other  purposes,  the  (Interior)  War  Department  is 
authorized  to  issue  for  military  services,  certificates  or  warrants,  in  two 
classes  of  cases,  one  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  each,  the  other  of  forty 

Herewith  yon  will  receive  a  document  containing  a  form  of  the  warrant 
cerli^'tte  issued  by  the  War  Department,  a  copy  of  tbe  9th  section  of 
said  act,  and  some  suggestions  in  relation  to  locating,  accompanied  by  a 
form  of  affidavit  and  of  an  assii/nmnnt. 

The  law  authorizes  these  certificates  or  warrants  to  be  located  at  any 
land  office  of  the  United  States,  and  in  order  to  facilitate  the  reception  and 
proper  location  of  them,  I  have  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following : 

let.  The  location  of  the  certificate  or  warrant  must  he  made  on  lands 
"wvbject  to  private  entry,"  according  to  "  legal  suhdivisitms,"  &nA  "in 

In  the  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre  warrants,  the  party  may  take  either 
a  whole  "  quarter  section"  of  that  area,  or  two  adjoining  eighty  acre  tracts, 
or  may  even  select  tbe  smallest  legal  subdivisions,  if  in  "  one  body,"  and 
the  selection  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  The  selection 
always  to  bo  in  as  compact  a  form  as  possible, 

2d._  The  law  expressly  forbids  the  location  of  a  warrant  upon  any  lands 
to  which  there  shall  be  "  a  pre-emption  right,"  oi  n^or,  jchich  there  shall 
be  an  actual  settlement  and  cvUivation." 

3d.  No  location  must  be  allowed  on  any  lands  which  are  reserved  or 
withdrawn  from  market  for  any  purpose  whatever,  nor  is  tbe  location 
admissible  upon  any  lands  where  the  minimum  is  greater  than  SI  2b*  per 
acre,  as  the  law  intends  to  confine  tbe  location  to  the  general  class  of  un- 
claimed, unsettled  public  lands,  subject  to  private  entry  at  the  usual  mini- 

4tb.  On  the  presentation  of  the  waiTant  certificate,  you  will  note  on  it 
the  date  when,  iind  from  whom  received.  If  presented  by  an  as»ignee,yQXi 
will  see  that  the  assignment  bears  date  subsequent  to  the  warrant, — that  it 
is  substantially  in  form,  and  duly  acknowledged— where  not  acknowledged 
before  an  officer,  using  a  seal,  or  before  the  Kegister  or  Receiver,  a  cerfifi-

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cate  of  magistracy,  under  seal,  mnst  be  produced.  If  presented  by  an 
attorney  of  the  warrantee  OT  assignee — Lis  power  of  attorney  must  bo  filed,

Gentlemen  ;— The  location  of  bounty  iand  warrants  issued  under  the 
9th  section  of  the  Act  of  11th  Fehruarj,  1847,  (ISfo.  126,)  has  become  the 
subject  of  so  many  inquiries  from  the  officers  of  the  local  land  offices,  and 
from  private  individuals,  that  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  further  corres- 
pondence, it  is  deemed  advisable  to  issue  the  annexed  additional  circular 
of  instruction  in  reference  to  the  several  points  of  inquiry  ; 

1st.  The  warrant  certificates  issued  under  the  9th  section  of  the  Act  of 
11th  February,  1847,  by  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may 
be  located  by  the  soldiers  themselves  upon  any  tracts  of  land  which  they 
may  be  entitled  to  enter  at  the  land  offices  under  the  general  pre-emption 
law,  whether  the  same  has  or  has  not  been  offered  at  public  sale.  This 
decision  does  not  embrace  any  of  the  public  lands  which  have  been  reserved 
for  any  special  purpose,  or  any  which  are  subject  to  pre-emption  under 
special  laws,  or  any  the  price  of  which  exceeds  the  miDimum  of  %1  25  per 
acre,  ^ou  will,  therefore,  upon  the  establishing  of  a  pre-emption,  under 
the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  by  the  soldier  or  warrantee,  permit  the 
location  of  the  warrant  upon  the  tract.  If  the  area  of  the  tract  so  located 
be  greater  than  the  amount  of  the  warrant,  the  excess  is  to  be  paid  for,  and 
a  receipt  issued  by  the  Receiver,  agreeably  to  the  inatruetions  contained  in 
the  Circular  of  1st  October,  1847. 

2d,  An  assignee  of  a  warrant  can  make  his  location  only  upon  land 
which  is  "subject  toprivaie  entry."  The  provision  of  the  law  is,  that  no 
warrant  shall  be  located  upon  land  to  which  "  there  shall  be  a  pre-emption 
right,  or  upon  which  there  shall  be  an  actual  settlement  and  cultivation." 
The  construction  given  by  this  Office  to  this  provision  is,  that  its  intent 
was  to  prevent  interference  with  the  rights  of  a  third  person,  and  that  it 
was  not  intended  to  apply  to  an  individual  holding  a  warrant  as  assignee 
who  might  have  a  pre-emption  right,  or  a  settlement  and  cultivation  which 
would  entitle  him  to  a  pre-emption,  upon  a  tract  of  land  "  subject  to  pri- 
vate entry."  You  will,  therefore,  when  an  assignee  of  a  warrant  makes 
application  to  locate  the  same  upon  a  tract  of  land  ^^  subject  to  private 
entry,"  to  which  he  has  a  pre-emption,  for  which  he  has  filed  a  declaratory 
statement,  or  upon  which  he  has  a  settlement  and  eulfivation,  permit  him 
to  do  so.  If  the  tract  contains  an  excess  over  the  warrant,  the  Circular  of 
1st  October,  1847,  gives  you  instructions. 

3d.  When  the  holder  of  a  warrant  shall  insist  upon  maliing  a  location 
upon  a  tract  for  which  a  declaration  has  been  filed  by  another  person,  you 
will  permit  him  to  do  so.  The  affidavit  filed  by  such  applicant  is  of  mure 
weight  than  the  bare  statement  of  the  alleged  pre-emptor,  and  no  evil  can 
possibly  result  from  this  course.  If  the  declaration  should  prove  to  be  that 
of  a  lona  fide  pre-emptor,  notwithstanding  said  affidavit,  the  pre-emptor 
will,  upon  duly  establishing  his  claim,  obtain  his  entry,  and  the  location 
by  the  warrant  must  yield.  In  such  cases  the  papers  may  be  retained  in 
your  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  year  allowed  the  pre-emptor  to  prove 
up,  and  the  case  noted  on  the  abstract, 

4th.  Any  legal  subdivisions  may  be  located  by  a  warrant  either  in  one 
or  different  sections  and  townships,  provided  the  several  tracts  are  "in  one 
body ;"  that  is,  contiguous,  or  separated  by  a  line. 

5th.  The  affidavit  required  of  the  locator  of  a  warrant  showing  that  the 
land  is  vacant,  may  be  made  either  by  the  party  himself  or  by  any  disinte- 
rested credible  witness  who  can  make  it  for  him  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
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Register  and  Receiver ;  and  the  affidavit,  when  made  by  a  party  who  has 
a  pTe-emption  right,  or  a  settlement  and  cultivation  iu  his  own  right,  may 
be  modified  to  show  the  fact. 

6th.  The  date  of  location  entered  on  the  abstracts  should  agree  with  that 
of  the  location  made  hy  the  party.

Circular  in  relation  to  the  location  of  MilitaTy  Land  Warrants. 
General  Land  Office, 

Auguat  28,  1843. 

Gentlemen : — In  pursuaaeeof  the  provisions  contained  in  the  anneaed  act, 
(No.  155,)  you  will  permit  the  location  of  «n^  bounty  land  warrant  issued  by 
the  United  States  in  the  name  of  the  warrantee,  upon  one  legal  lubdiviston 
of  any  of  the  public  lands  subject  to  private  entry  and  held  at  a  price  ex- 
ceeding the  usual  minimum  of  $1  25  per  acre,  "reckoning  the  warrant 
at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  for  the  number  of  acres  con- 
tained therein,"  the  party  paying  the  balance,  if  any,  in  money. 

^  The  provisions  of  the  following  act  apply  to  land  warrants  issued  for  ser- 
vices performed  in  the  revolutionary  war,  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain, 
and  the  war  with  Mexico;  and  when  the  location  is  desired  to  be  made 
upon  a  tract  of  land,  the  price  of  which  exceeds  the  usual  minimum — say 
a  quarter  section  containing  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  held  at  |2  50 
per  acre — the  warrant,  being  for  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  is  to  be  re- 
ceived as  of  the  value  of  1200,  and  S200  to  be  paid  in  money.  An  eighth 
of  a  section  of  eighty  acres,  or  less,  can  be  located  in  full  satisfaction  of  a 
hundred  and  sixty  acre  warrant.  By  an  eighth  ia  understood  the  east  or 
west  half  of  a  quarter-section.  The  north  or  south  half  of  a  quarter  is  not 
one  lej^l  subdivision,  but  two,  each  being  a  quarter-quarter  or  sixteenth, 
unless  it  shall  he  actually  so  designated  upon  the  plat  by  the  Surveyor- 
General. 

The  bounty  land  warrants  granted  for  services  performed  in  the  late  war 
with  Great  Britain  are  for  the  quantity  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  or  three 
hundred  and  twenty  acres ;  those  for  services  in  the  war  with  Mexico, 
for  forty  or  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres ;  and  those  granted  to  non-com- 
missioned officers  or  privates  in  the  revolutionary  war,  for  oce  hundred 
acres.  Should  any  of  this  last  class  of  warrants  bo  presented  for  location, 
the  party  can  take  but  one  legal  subdivision  in  satisfaction  thereof.  Where 
an  excess  is  to  be  paid  for,  you  will  please  follow  the  instructions  contained 
in  the  Circular  of  October  1,  1847;  and  where  the  warrant,  reckoning  at 
31  25  per  acre,  would  amount  to  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  land 
located,  no  claim  exists  against  the  Government  for  the  excess. 

The  locations  under  this  law  are  intended  to  apply  more  particularly  to 
such  lands  as  the  Wyandot  Reserves  in  Ohio  and  Michigan,  and  the  Miami 
Reservations  in  Indiana;  the  former  of  which  are  limited  at  |2  50  and 
the  latter  at  ?2  per  acre,  also  to  alternate  sections  upon  rivers,  canals,  rail- 
roads, &o.,  where  such  lands  are  limited  at  a  price  above  the  usual  mini- 
mum of  31  25  per  acre,  and  where  such  lands  may  have  become  subject  to

Military  Bounty  Land. —  Circular  to  Registers  and  Receivers. 

Genbral  Land  Office, 

March  31,  1B5I. 

GeQtlcmen :— B^  tlie  Act  28th  September,  1850,  (No.  183,)  granting 
bounty  land  to  certain  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  mili- 
tary service  of  the  Uoited  States,  the  warrantees,  or  their  heirs  at  law,  are  au- 
thorized to  locate  the  land  to  which  they  are  entitled,  at  any  Land  Office  of 
the  United  States,  in  one  body,  and  in  conformity  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of 
the  public  lands,  upon  any  of  the  public  lands  in  such  district  subject  to 
private  entry  on  the  3d  of  March,  1851,  It  is  also  provided,  that  ao  land 
warrant  issued  under  tiie  provision  of  this  Act  shall  be  laid  upon  any  land 
of  the  United  States  to  which  there  shall  be  a  pre-emption  right,  or  upon 
which  there  shall  be  an  actual  settlement  and  cultivation,  except  with 
the  consent  of  sueli  settler,  to  be  satisfactorily  proven  to  the  proper  land 
officer. 

Further,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  this  Office,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to 
cause  to  be  located,  free  of  expense,  any  warrant  which  the  holder  may 
transmit  to  this  Office  for  that  purpose,  in  such  State  and  land  district  as 
the  holder  or  warrantee  may  designate,  and  upon  good  farming  land,  so  far 
as  the  same  can  be  ascertained  from  the  maps,  plats,  and  field  notes  of  the 
surveyor,  or  from  any  other  information  in   the  possession  of  the  local 

Under  this  law  the  warrantees  or  their  heirs  at  law  can  beat*  the  quan- 
tity to  which  they  are  entitled,  in  conformity  to  the  legal  subdivisions,  in- 
cluding forty-acre  tracts,  on  any  land  which  was  subject  to  entry  at  private 
sale  on  the  3d  of  March,  1851. 

They  cannot  take  tracts  cornering  on  each  other,  nor  can  they  be  permitted 
to  select  a  series  of  small  fractions  on  a  water-course,  Indian  boundary,  &c., 
as  the  law  requires  that  the  location  shall  be  in  one  body— that  is,  in  a  com- 
pact form. 

When  application  is  made  to  locate  these  warrants  by  the  warrantee,  the 
applicant  should  make  oath  that  he  is  the  person  specified  in  the  warrant 
before  the  location  is  permitted. 

When  such  application  is  made  by  an  attorney  of  a  warrantee,  the  power 
of  attorney,  duly  authenticated,  must  be  filed  with  the  application;  and 
when  by  guardian  of  the  minors,  who  are  warrantees,  the  letters  of  guar- 
dianship, authenticated  by  the  proper  court,  must  in  like  manner  be  filed. 

When  the  warrantee  has  died  after  the  issuing  of  the  warrant,  and  before 
it  is  located,  proof  of  that  fact  must  be  adduced ;  and  if  he  died  intestate, 
proof  of  heirship  should  be  required,  which  proof  must  consist  of  the  cer- 
tificate of  a  court  having  probate  jurisdietion,  issued  under  the  seal  of  said 
court,  stating  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  warrantee,  and  the  name  of  each 
and  every  of  his  heirs  at  law,  designating  which  of  said  heirs  arc  minors  or 
feme  coverts. 

Where  a  will  is  left,  a  duly  certified  copied  of  it,  with  letters  of  probate, 
must  be  presented,  and  in  either  case  full  authority  should  be  given  by  the 
heirs  or  devisees,  if  adults,  or  by  their  guardians,  if  minors,  to  the  proposed 
location.  The  same  rules  will  be  observed  by  persons  making  application 
to  this  or  your  office  by  letter  for  locations.  In  order  that  the  liberal  views  of 
congress  in  passing  this  law  may  be  carried  out,  and  every  expense  to  the 
warrantees  be  avoided  in  obtaining  the  benefit  granted  by  the  gratitude  of 
their  country  for  faithful  and  patriotic  service,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
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secure  to  the  hardy  and  enterprisiDg  settlers  on  the  public  lands  the  fruits 
of  their  industry  and  privations,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  directed  : 
That  all  settlers  on  public  lands,  subject  to  entry  at  private  sale,  be  re- 
quested by  public  notice  to  come  forward  and  file  their  declaratory  state- 
ments, within  thirty  days  after  making  their  settlements  and  improvements, 
as  required  by  the  Pre-emption  Act  of  the  4th  September,  1841,  so  as  to 
secure  their  pre-emption  rights,  and  prevent  interference  by  the  location  of 
these  warra(lts — 

And  that  all  warrants  may  be  located  upon  the  land  applied  for  when 
subject  to  private  entry  without  an  affidavit  as  to  whether  said  land  is  im- 
proved, and  after  having  been  so  located  said  warrants  shall  remain  in  the 
hands  of  the  land  officers  at  least  forty  days — 

If  at  the  end  of  that  time  there  is  no  interference  by  those  locations  with 
pre-emption  claims  the  warrants  should  be  returned  to  this  Office  for  patent- 
ing 

You  will  therefore  endorse  on  each  warrant  the  date  when,  and  the  tracts 
on  whioh  application  is  made  to  locate  it,  and  make  a  similar  note  on  the 
plat  and  in  your  tract-book  in  pencil — 

If  there  is  no  interference  within  the  time  above  mentioned  you  will 
make  those  notes  in  ink,  but  if  there  is,  you  will  make  a  new  location  of  the 
warrant  as  hereafter  directed. 

When  warrantees  apply  to  locate  the  improvements  of  others  they  must 
produce  the  written  assent  of  the  owners  of  such  im pro v emeu ts,  and  evi- 
dence satisfactory  to  you  that  such  owner  is  the  party  thus  assenting. 

Warrantees  can  locate  their  own  improvements,  and  where  such  war- 
rantees arc  entitled  to  pre-emption  they  can  locate  their  warrants  on  their 
own  pre-emption  rights,  after  proving  up  their  pre-emptions  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  land  officers  where  the  land  has  been  proclaimed  and  offered  at 
public  sale,  prior  to  the  3d  March,  1851. 

In  such  cases  where  the  minimum  price  is  more  than  II  25  per  acre,  the 
warrantee  can  pay  up  in  cash  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  the  land 
and  the  amount  covered  by  the  warrant,  estimating  the  warrant  at  81  25 
per  acre.

Herewith  you  will  receive  the  form  of  a  notice,  which  yon  will  cause  to 
be  published  once  a  week  for  six  weeks,  in  two  of  the  newspapers  of  moat 
extensive  circulation  in  your  district. 

Each  of  these  papers  will  be  allowed  S for  this  publication  for  the 

period  mentioned. 

When  the  service  is  completed  they  should  send  their  accounts  therefor 
to  this  Office,  with  the  first  and  last  numbers  of  the  paper  containing  the 
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publication,  and  they  will  be  paid  by  an  order  on  the  nearest  disbursing

By  a  clause  in  the  1st  section  of  the  Act  making  appropriations  lor  the 
support  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  June,  1852,

Military  Bounty  Land.— Pre-emption  Bights. 

Genesal  Land  Office, 

March  31,  1851. 

In  order  that  the  liberal  views  of  Congress,  in  passing  the  Act  of  28th 
September,  1850,  (No.  183,)  granting  bounty  land  to  certain  officers  and 
soldiers  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  may  be  carried  out,  and  every  expense  to  the  warrantees  be  avoided 
as  far  as  possible  in  obtaining  the  benefits  granted  by  the  gratitude  of  their 
country  for  faithful  and  patriotic  services,  and  at  the  same  time  to  secure 
to  the  hardy  and  enterprising  settlers  on  the  public  lands  the  fruits  ot 
their  industry  and  privations,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  directed  : 

That  public  notice  be  given  to  all  settlers  on  public  lands  subject  to 
private  entry  to  come  forward  and  file  their  declaratory  statements  within 
thirty  days  after  making  their  settlements  and  improvements  as  required 
by  the  Pre-emption  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  so  as  to  secure  their  pre- 
emption rights,  and  prevent  interference  by  the  location  of  these  warrants. 
And  that  all  warrants  may  be  located  upon  the  land  applied  for  if  sub- 
ject to  private  entry  on  the  3d  March,  1851,  without  an  affidavit  as  to 
whether  said  land  is  improved  or  not;  and  after  having  been  so  located, 
said  warrants  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  land  officers  at  least  forty 
days.  If  at  the  end  of  that  time  there  is  no  interferenco  by  those  locations 
with  pre-emption  claims,  or  otherwise,  the  warrants  will  be  returned  to 
this  Office  for  patenting;  but  if  there  is  such  interference  a  new  location 
will  be  made.  . 

Warrantees  can  locate  their  warrants  on  their  own  pre-emption  rights 
where  the  land  was  proclaimed  and  offered  at  public  sale  prior  to  3d  March, 
1851,  and  where  the  minimum  price  of  the  land  is  more  than  one  dollar 
and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  can  pay  in  cash  the  difference  between  the 
cost  of  the  land  and  the  amount  covered  by  the  warrant,  estimating  the 
warrant  at  %\  25  per  acre.  No  pre-emption  rights  attach  to  the  alternate 
sections  reserved  to  the  United  States  along  the  routes  of  radroads  or 
canals.  .  i      ■    i.i. 

Where  application  is  made  to  this  Office  by  the  warrantee  to  locate  the 
warrant,  the  applicant  should  designate  the  land  district,  section  of  country, 
or  particular  tract  on  which  he  wishes  the  location  made,  and  where  the 
tract  is  specified  it  would  be  well  to  designate  several  others  m  the  order  in 
which  they  are  desired,  that  in  case  the  tract  first  selected  shall  have  been 
taken,  the  warrant  can  be  located  upon  the  first  of  the  others  which  may 
be  vacant,  without  further  delay.  In  these  cases  the  affidavit  of  the  appli- 
cant, taken  before  an  officer  competent  to  administer  oaths,  that  he  is  the 
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identical  pcrsou  mentioned  in  the  warrant,  must  accompany  the  application. 
The  same  rules  must  be  complied  with  where  application  by  letter  is  made 
to  the  district  land  officers.  Where  such  application  is  made  hy  the  at- 
torney, guardian,  executor,  &c.,  the  evidence  duly  certified  of  their  autho- 
rity to  act  must  also  accompany  the  application. 

By  a  clause  in  first  section  of  the  act  making]appropriatioDS  for  the  support 
of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  SOth  June,  1852,  approved 
3d  March,  1851,  (No,  188,)  it  is  enacted  that  no  warrant  for  bounty  land 
issued  under  the  Act  of  28th  September,  1850,  or  hy  virtue  of  any  other 
act  of  Congress,  shall  he  located  on  any  land  which  had  not  theretofore 
bocn  brought'  into  market  and  then  subject  to  private  entry,  so  that  no 
land  can  be  located  under  the  Bounty  Land  Law  of  28th  September,  1850, 
or  any  other  law  granting  bounty  land,  except  that  which  had  been  pro- 
claimed and  offered  for  sale  prior  to  the  3d  of  March,  1851.

Numerous  applications  having  been  made  to  this  Office  for  information 
in  relation  to  the  manner  in  which  land  warrants  under  the  Act  of  28th 
September,  1850,  should  bo  located,  tho  following  answers  thereto  have 
been  prepared,  to  wit : 

There  are  three  modes  hy  which  these  iocations  may  be  made : 

1st.  By  the  warrantee  in  person; 

2d.  By  the  warrantee  through  the  agency  of  this  Office; 

3d.  By  an  agent  or  attorney. 

If  the  first  or  second  mode  is  adopted,  the  application  must  be  made  in 
writing,  specifying  the  tract,  land  district,  or  section  of  country  in  which 
the  location  is  desired,  and  be  aoconipauied  by  an  affidavit  according  to  the 
following  form.  No.  I. 

Where  the  third  mode  is  adopted,  a  power  of  attorney  must  be  produced, 
executed  hy  the  warrantee  in  the  presence  of  a  witne.ss,  according  to  the 
following  form.  No.  2,  which  power  of  attorney  must  be  acknowledi-ed,  or 
proved  as  the  case  may  be,  before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  the 
acknowledgment  of  deeds,  according  to  form  No.  3  or  4. 

In  all  cases  the  patents  will  he  transmitted  to  the  land  office  where  the 
location  is  made,  unless  special  directions  to  the  contrary  be  given.

By  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled  "  An  act  making 
land  warrants  assignable,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  March  22, 
1852,  (No.  190,)  it  is  provided  :  "That  all  warrants  for  military  bounty 
land  which  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  issued,  under  any  law  of  the 
United  States,  and  all  valid  locations  of  the  same,  which  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  made,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  assignable,  by  deed  or 
instrument  of  writing,  made  and  executed  after  the  taking  eifect  of  this 
act,  according  to  such  form,  and  pursuant  to  such  regulations,  as  njay  be 
preaoribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Of&ce,  so  as  to  vest 
the  assignee  with  all  the  rights  of  the  original  owners  of  the  warrant  or 
location."

seal  of  the  proper  authority,  of  the  official  character  of  the  person  before 
whom  the  acknowledgment  was  made,  and  also  of  the  genuineness  of  his 
signature. 

All  assignments  of  bounty  land  warrants,  issued  under  the  Act  of  Sep- 
tember 28,  1850,  made  before  the  date  of  this  act,  are  invalid  and  void. 

The  same  section  provides,  "  that  any  person  entitled  to  pre-emption 
right  to  any  land,  shall  be  entitled  to  use  any  such  land  warrant  in  pay- 
ment of  the  same,  at  the  rate  of  $1  25  per  acre  for  the  quantity  of  land 
therein  specified." 

By  this  provision,  all  persons  entitled  to  pre-emption,  whether  on  offered 
or  uuofi'ered  lands,  can  use  a  military  bounty  land  warrant  in  payment  for 
the  tract  pre-empted,  reckoning  the  said  warrant  at  SI  25  par  acre  for  the 
quantity  therein  specified,  whether  the  land  so  claimed  is  at  the  usual  or 
enhanced  minimum. 

Should  the  area  of  the  tract  claimed  exceed  the  amount  called  for  ia  the 
warrant,  the  pre-emptor  will  have  to  pay  for  the  excess  in  cash ;  but  if  it 
should  fall  short,  he  is  not  entitled  to  a  refunding  of  the  excess. 

It  ia  further  provided  by  the  same  seetioyi,  "that  the  warrants  which 
have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  issued,  in  pursuance  of  said  laws  or  of  this 
act,  may  be  located,  according  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the  public  lands, 
in  one  body,  upon  any  lands  of  the  United  States  subject  to  private  entry 
at  the  time  of  such  location,  at  the  minimum  price :  Provided  further, 
That  when  said  warrants  shall  be  located  on  lands  which  are  subject  to 
entry  at  a  greater  minimum  than  |1  25  per  acre,  the  locator  of  said  war- 
rant shall  pay  to  the  United  States,  in  cash,  the  difi'erence  between  the 
value  of  such  warrants  at  $1  25  per  acre,  and  the  tract  of  land  located  on." 

By  these  provisions,  where  the  lands  are  subject  to  private  entry  at 
$1  25  per  acre,  the  holder  of  an  eighty-acre  warrant  can  take  any  two 
forty-acre  lots,  forming  a  compact  body  of  eighty  acres;  and  the  holder  of 
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a  warrant  for  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  can  take  two  eighty-acre,  or  four 
forty-acre  tracts,  forming  a  compact  body  of  one  hnndred  and  sizty  acres. 

Where  the  miaimum  price  of  the  lands  subject  to  private  entry  proposed 
to  he  located,  is  more  than  $1  25  per  acre,  the  holder  of  the  warrant  can 
locate,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  coutained  in  the  foregoing  para- 
graph,  the  quantity  specified  in  the  warrant,  by  payita;  the  difference  in 
cash. 

This  act  does  not  authorize  the  holder  of  an  eighty-acre  warrant  to  locate 
therewith  a  forty-acre  tract  of  land,  at  $2  50  per  acre,  in  full  satisfaction 
thereof,  hut  he  must  locate,  by  legal  suhdivisiona,  the  compact  body  of 
eighty  acres,  as  near  as  may  be,  and  pay  the  difference  in  cash.  So  also 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty-acre  warrants. 

Each  warrant  is  to  he  distinctly  and  separately  located,  so  that  it  follows 
that  no  bodi/  of  land  can  be  located  by  an  assignee  of  various  warrantees, 
with  a  number  of  warrants;  nor  can  a  pre-emptor  in  any  ease  use  more 
than  one  warrant  in  the  location  of  the  land  pre-empted  by  him,  and  the 
excess,  if  any,  must  be  paid  for  by  him  in  cash. 

The  second  section  of  this  act  provides,  "  that  the  Registers  and  Re- 
ceivers of  the  land  ofBces  shall  hereafter  be  severally  authorized  to  charge 
and  receive  for  their  services  in  locating  all  military  bounty  land  warrants 
issued  since  the  11th  day  of  February,  1847,  the  same  compensation  or  per 
centage  to  which  they  are  entitled  by  law,  for  sales  of  the  public  lands  for 
cash,  at  the  rate  of  U  25  per  acre,  the  said  compensation  to  be  hereafter 
paid  by  the  assignees  or  holders  of  such  warrants." 

The  third  section  of  this  act  provides,  "  that  Registers  and  Receivers, 
whether  in  or  out  of  oflce  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  their  legal  repre- 
sentatives, in  case  of  death,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States,  for  services  heretofore  performed  in  locating  military 
bounty  land  warrants,  the  same  rate  of  compensation  provided  in  the  pre. 
ceding  section  for  services  hereafter  to  be  performed,  after  deducting  the 
amount  already  received  by  such  officers,  under  the  act  entitled,  '  An  act  to 
require  the  holders  of  military  land  warrants  to  compensate  the  land  officers 
of  the  United  States  for  services  in  relation  to  the  location  of  those  war- 
rants,' approved  May  17,  1848  :  Provided,  That  no  Register  or  ReceiTcr 
shall  receive  any  compensation  out  of  the  Treasury  for  past  services,  who 
has  charged  and  received  illegal  fees  for  the  location  of  such  waiTonts  : 
And  jn-oi'ided  further,  That  no  Register  or  Receiver  shall  receive  for  his 
servicer,  during  any  year,  a  greater  compensation  than  the  masintuui  now 
allowed  by  law  " 

Where  parties  may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  having 
their  warrants  located  through  this  Office,  as  provided  for  by  the  Act  of 
28th  September,  1850,  they  must  take  the  necessary  steps  to  pay  to  the 
Etgister  and  Receiver  the  fees  to  which  they  are  entitled.  The  same 
course  must  he  observed  by  persons  remote  from  the  district  land  offices,  in 
making  applications  by  letter  to  those  officers.  Without  the  payment  of 
those  fees,  the  warrants  cannot  be  located. 

By  the  terms  of  this  law,  the  fees  are  as  follows  : —

Grentleraen  ; — Enclosed  you  will  receive  the  "forms  and  regulations  for 
the  assignment  of  land  warrants  and  locations,"  and  for  the  location  of 
those  warrants  under  the  Act  of  22d  March,  1852,  (No,  190.) 

These  forma  and  regulations  will  be  strictly  complied  with  in  all  cases, 
and  all  the  evidence  in  eaeh  case  must  be  complete  in  itself. 

Where  assignments  are  made  under  powers  of  attorney,  the  power  of  at- 
torney must  be  endorsed  on  the  warrant  or  certificate  of  location,  the  iden- 
tity of  the  principal  must  be  established  as  in  cases  of  assignments,  and  the

This  authorizes  each  of  you  to  charge  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  that 
the  land  would  have  brought  if  paid  for  in  cash.  Hence,  where  a  tract 
containing  eighty  acres  is  located  by  an  eighty  acre  warrant,  you  will  each 
charge  one  dollar;  if  it  contains  seventy  acres,  you  will  each  charge  eighty- 
seven  and  a  half  cents;  but  if  it  contains  ono  hundred  acres,  you  should 
require  the  twenty  acres  additional  to  be  paid  for,  and  each  charge  the 
holder  of  the  warrant  one  dollar,  as  you  will  obtain  the  balance  of  your  per 
centage  on  the  cash  payment. 

In  your  quarterly  accounts,  the  Receiver  will  charge  himself  with  the 
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amount  of  fees  received  by  both,  and  credit  himself  with  the  per  centago 
to  which  both  are  entitled,  for  fees  and  sales,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  to  each  per  annum,  the  amount  of  per  centage  allowed  by 
law;  any  amount  beyond  that  sum,  either  for  fees  or  per  centage,  will  go 
into  the  Treasury. 

The  accounts  of  the  several  land  officers,  for  the  amounts  to  which  they 
are  respectively  entitled  for  services  rendered  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
act,  will  be  adjusted,  and  the  amounte  remitted  to  them  in  drafts  from  the 
TreaauiT  as  soon  as  practicable. 

In  all  eases  located  since  the  passage  of  the  act,  and  before  the  receipt 
of  these  instructions,  the  patents  will  not  be  delivered  till  the  fees  are  paid, 
and  you  will  please  so  notify  the  parties  interested,  and  in  no  case  will  the 
patent  be  delivered  without  the  surrender  of  the  certificate  of  location,

Circular  to  Registers  and  Receivers,  under  the  Act  of  Congress  approved 
Zd  March,  1853,  entitled  "jin  Act  to  authorize  the  correction  of  en-one- 
MM  hcatiom  of  Military  Bounty  Land  Warrants  hy  actual  settlers  ou 
public  lands  in  certain  cases." 

Gesebal  Laud  Office, 
April  20,  1853. 
Gentlemen  ; — By  the  first  section  of  the  act  above  referred  to,  (No.  225,) 
you  will  perceive  that  relief  is  estended  oniy  to  such  as  were  actually  settled 
upon  the  land  prior  to  their  attempt  to  locate  it  at  the  Land  Office,  and,  to 
entitle  any  one  to  a  change  of  entry  to  the  land  actually  settled  upon  and 
improved  by  him,  (if  it  be  vacant,  and,  if  not,  to  any  other  vacant  land,) 
he  must  prove  that  to  be  the  feet.  His  own  affidavit  to  that  effect  alone  will 
not  be  sufficient,  but  must  be  supported  by  the  best  corroborative  disinte- 
rested testimony  he  can  procure.  This  evidence  and  afiidavit  may  be  taken 
before  either  of  you,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  an  ofiicer  using  a  seal 
authorized  to  administer  oaths.  If  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  a  certifi- 
cate of  magistracy,  under  seal,  from  the  clerk  of  the  proper  court,  must 
accompany  the  proof.  If  the  tract  actually  entered  has  not  been  patented, 
the  party  must  surrender  the  certificate  of  location,  and  make  oath  before 
either  of  the  officers  indicated  above  that  he  has  not  sold  or  encumbered 
the  title  to  the  land  in  any  way  whatever ;  if  it  has  been,  he  must  surrender 
the  patent,  with  his  relinquishment  to  the  United  States  endorsed  thereon, 
and  in  addition  to  his  own  affidavit  procure  a  certificate,  under  seal,  from 
the  recorder  of  deeds  for  the  county  in  which  the  land  is  situated,  that 
there  is  no  conveyance  or  encumbrance  of  any  kind  of  the  land  on  record 
in  his  office.  This  evidence,  with  your  own  opinion  as  to  the  existence  of 
the  mistake,  and  the  credibility  of  each  witness,  you  will  forward  to  this 
Office  for  its  decision. 

2d.  By  the  2d  section,  tbo  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  3d  March,  1819, 
(No.  11,)  and  the  24th  May,  1828,  (No.  19,)  are  extended  for  the  relief 
of  any  locator  of  a  warrant,  and  in  acting  under  it  you  will  be  governed 
by  the  instructions  from  this  Office  of  the  Slst  August,  1830,  (Laws  and 
Instructions,  part  2d,  pp.  430  to  434  inclusive.) 

3d.  In  neither  class  of  cases  will  the  party  be  entitled  to  the  return  of 
any  purchase-money  which  he  may  have  paid  upon  the  original  location, 
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and  if  the  area  of  the  tract  to  which  the  change  of  location  ia  desired  he 
greater  than  that  of  the  original,  and  exceeds  the  quantity  called  for  hy 
the  warrant,  the  excess  in  price  must  be  paid. 

4th.  These  changes  of  location  you  will  bring  in  as  "  addenda"  to  your 
monthly  abstracts,  with  reference  to  the  letter  from  this  Office  authorizing 

5th.  The  general  tenor  of  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  sale  and  disposition 
of  the  public  lands  evidently  contemplates  a  divisioa  of  labor  between  the 
Register  and  Receiver,  and  that  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties 
each  should  be  a  check  upon  the  other;  and  as  the  fees  of  Registers  and 
Receivers  for  their  services  in  locating  warrants  are  equal,  it  is  hut  fair 
that  there  should  be  a  corresponding  division  of  the  labor;  it  is  therefore 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Register  to  receive  the  warrants  and  applica- 
tion of  the  party,  issue  the  certificate  of  location,  enter  the  location  upon 
the  tract  and  piat  books,  and  then,  each  day,  after  the  close  of  the  office 
for  sales  and  locations,  to  hand  the  warrants  to  the  Receiver,  who  shall 
then  proceed  to  make  up  the  abstracts  for  daily  examination  as  hereinafter 
required,  and  rendition  at  the  espiration  of  each  month. 

6th,  The  Register  is  hereby  required  to  post  the  books  of  his  office  each 
day,  and  the  examination  of  certificates,  receipts  and  applications  with 
each  other,  and  with  the  plat  and  tract  books  as  also  of  the  certificates  of 
the  location  of  warrants  with  the  application  of  the  purchaser  and  the  plat 
and  tract  books,  is  required  to  be  made  dmly,  and  the  Receiver  is  required 
on  the  respective  monthly  abstracts  of  certificates  issued  and  warrants  lo- 
cated, to  certify  that  these  duties  have  been  complied  with.

Gentlemen  : — The  numerous  inquiriea  made  at  this  Office  iu  reference  to 
the  assignment  of  land  warrants  under  the  Acta  of  28th  September,  1850, 
(No.  183,)  and  March  22,  1852,  (No.  190,)  together  with  the  great  mass 
of  business  thrown  upon  this  Office  by  inattention  at  the  local  land  offices 
to  the  proper  requirements  of  the  laws  and  instructions  prior  to  the  allow- 
ance of  locations,  render  it  necessary  to  issue  this  circular,  not  only  with  a 
view  to  public  information,  through  you,  but  as  a  guide  to  you  in  your 
action  in  reference  to  the  principles  governing  cases  hereinafter  referred  to, 
and  as  to  the  papers  necessary  to  establish  the  rights  of  those  claiming  to 
locate  or  dispose  of  said  warrants. 

Warrants  have  been  returned  to  this  Office,  located  :  1st,  upon  assign- 
ments not  written  on  the  back  of  said  warrants,  or  by  virtue  of  powers  of 
attorney  not  so  written,  as  required  by  instructions ;  2cl,  where,  by  reason 
of  prior  assignments,  do  farther  room  exists  on  the  warrants,  subsequent 
assignments  appear  on  separate  pieces  of  paper,  instead  of  being  attached 
thereto  in  such  a  way  as  to  show  tbeJr  execution  to  have  been  effected 
with  the  warrants,  before  the  proper  officers  certifying  to  the  acknowledg- 
ments thereof ;  3d,  upon  assignments  by  mt'niw  Maj^onfces,  without  proof 
of  the  time  when  they  attained  their  majority ;  4th,  upon  alignments  by 
gtuirdians  of  minor  warrantees,  or  o{  minor  Aeira  of  deceased  warrantees  or 
assignees,  without  proof  of  guardianship,  or  of  authority  from  the  proper 
court  for  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  of  their  wards,  and  in  case  of  the  heirs 
of  such  deceased  warrantees  or  assignees,  without  proof  of  such  death,  the 
time  when,  and  that  the  persons  named  are  the  heirs,  and  onh/  heirs-at-law, 
of  the  decedent;  5th,  upon  assignments  esecuted  by  administrators  or  wi- 
dows of  deceased  warrantees,  neither  of  whom  have  any  right  to  assign  the 
same,  except  in  snch  States  where  the  administrator  of  an  Intestate  is  in- 
vested, by  statutory  provision,  with  power  to  alienate  the  real  estate  of  his 
intestate;  6th,  upon  assignments  unattested  by  two  witnesses,  or,  without 
the  proper  certificate  that  the  assignor  was  well  known  to  the  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  notary  public,  or  other  officer  taking  the  acknowledgment,  or 
without  the  proper  evidence  that  the  justice  of  the  peace,  or  notary,  or  such 
other  officer  was  such  at  the  time,  and  that  his  signature  is  genuine  ;  7th, 
upon  assignmentB  executed  by  /emahs,  who  were  either  femes  sole,  or 
femes  covert,  and  without  evidence,  in  the  first  case,  that  they  were  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  in  the  latter,  without  a  union  in  snob  assignments  by 
their  husbands;  8th,  where  two  assignments  exist — one  made  to  one  per- 
son, but  before  a  perfection  of  the  acknowledgment  thereof,  a  second  assign- 
ment is  eseented  to  another,  without  any  satisfactory  esplanation  as  to  the 
first;  9th,  upon  assignments  where  the  blank  is  not  filled  with  the  name  of 
the  assignee  who  locates;  lOth,  upon  assignments  where  the  name  of  the 
a^iguee  is  inserted  in  tbe  place  occupied  by  the  erased  name  of  a  prior 
assignee,  or  by  an  interlineation  thereof  above  such  erasure;  11th,  upon 
assignments  executed  by  a  commissioner,  or  other  designated  person,  al- 
leged to  be  acting  under  a  decree  of  a  court,  without  the  requisite  evidence 
of  his  authority  as  such,  and  that  the  decree  embraced  the  property  as- 
signed ;  12th,  upon  a.ssignmenta  by  executors,  without  a  duly  certified  copy 
of  the  will,  showing  thatpower  to  sell  was  conferred  on  such  eiecutor;  13th, 
where  certificates  of  location  are  unsigned  by  the  parties  locating;  14th, 

■*  Portions  of  this  modified  by  Circular,  November  1, 18S8,  wbich  see. 
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without  oaths  of  ideotity  where  warrantees  or  guardians  of  minors  locate  for 
their  wards;  15th,  locations  by  attorneys  of  assignees,,  without  the  pow- 
ers of  attorney  accompanying  the  location ;  and  16th,  the  location  made  by 
a  person  whose  name  entirely  differs  from  that  in  the  assignment,  some- 
times in  the  christian  name,  at  others,  in  the  orthography  of  the  snrname, 
and  at  others,  in  the  presence  or  absence  of  an  initial  letter  in  a  middle 
name,  or  otherwise. 

Such  are  some  of  the  most  material  irregularities  with  which  this  Office 
has  had  to  contend,  and  which  is  now  embarrassing  its  legitimate  operations 
by  correspondence  requisite  to  perfect  or  undo  that  which  has  been  erro- 
neously performed. 

You  are  strictly  enjoined  to  avoid  permitting  any  location  to  be  made  by 
any  applicant  where  any  of  the  foregoing  objections,  or  others  of  a  like 
character  exist,  requiring  every  applicant  to  have  his  warrant  perfected 
in  every  respect,  so  that  no  subsequent  action  may  be  necessary  for  that  pur- 

In  all  the  instances  herein  enumerated,  except  the  eighth  and  tenth,  the 
mere  statement  of  the  defect  carries  with  it  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the 
method  of  amendment,  viz :  by  supplying  the  omission.  In  the  two  in- 
stances thus  excepted,  special  instructions  ate  deemed  necessary. 

In  reference  to  the  first  of  said  exceptions.  No.  8,  the  assignor  should, 
in  the  subsequent  assignment,  refer  to  the  first  one  executed,  and  specify 
the  reason  for  the  execution  of  the  second,  or  it  should  be  made  to  appear 
in  the  certificate  of  acknowledgment  of  the  officer  before  whom  the  latter 
was  taken.  In  reference  to  the  latter  of  said  exceptions,  No.  10,  there 
should  be  an  acknowledgment  from  the  person  whose  name  had  been  erased, 
that  it  had  been  erroneously  inserted  therein,  and  had  been  erased  with  his 
knowledge  and  consent,  and  that  he  eMmed  no  right  or  interest  in  the  war- 
rant; when  suth  person  cannot  be  found,  aud  the  erasure  was  made  in  the 
presence  of  one  or  both  of  the  land  officers,  at  the  time  of  locating  the  war- 
rant, their  certificate  to  that  fact,  stating  further,  that  they  were  fully  satis- 
fied of  the  identity  of  the  individual  whose  name  was  erased,  and  that  the 
erasure  thereof,  and  the  substitution  of  that  of  another,  were  made  with 
such  person's  consent,  or  at  his  request,  will  he  deemed  by  this  Office  satis- 
factory. Failing,  however,  toobtain  the  evidence  in  either  one  or  the  other 
modes  above  prescribed,  assignments  of  warrants  possessing  the  defects  under 
consideration  will  not  be  respected  by  this  Office,  unless  the  validity  there  f 
is  satisfactorily  affirmed  by  some  court  of  compet  d        n  p  n

As  many  inquiries  are  made  relative  to  the  righ       f  p  wl  1 

tary  warrants  under  Acts  of  1850  and  1852  hav  "If  wh 

have  died  hefore  or  after  the  daU  of  the  warra         h    f  11  win  ral 

principles  governing  in  such  cases  are  given  : 

1st.  Where  a  soldier  has  died  hefore  the  date  of  the  warrant,  it  is  a  nul- 
lity, and  should  be  surrendered  to  the  Pension  OfB.ce  with  a  view  to  the 
issue  of  a  new  one  to  the  loirfow,  if  one  esists,  and  if  not,  to  the  ininor 
children  of  the  soldier,  in  whom  alone  exists  the  right  to  such  warrant,  in 
the  respective  instances  cited. 

2d.  Where  the  soldier  dies  after  the  date  of  the  warrant,  and  before  its 
location  or  sale,  the  property  therein  descends  to  his  heirs-at-law,  who  alone 
have  the  right  to  locate  or  dispose  of  the  same,  unless  express  provision  is 
made  in  the  will  of  said  decedent,  in  which  case  it  follows,  of  course,  the 
special  devise  so  made.  Proof  must  be  submitted  of  the  demise  of  the 
warrantee,  and  the  date  when,  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  will,  making  the 
devise  in  question  either  in  specific  terms,  or  by  a  devise  of  his  real  estate 
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generally,  which  would  of  course  include  such  warrant.  Where  no  will 
has  been  made,  in  addition  to  proof  of  the  demise  and  the  period  thereof, 
it  should  be  shown,  wiio  are  the  heirs,  and  only  heirs,  and  if  any  of  them 
aie  minors,  they  must  act  through  their  guardians,  whose  appointment  is 
to  he  proven ;  and  if  such  action  is  for  the  sale  of  the  warrant,  express 
authority  to  that  effect  must  be  shown  to  have  been  given  by  the  proper 
probate  court.  Where  the  warrant  is  issued  to  minor  children,  or  where 
persons  shown  to  bo  heirs-at-Jaw  of  a  deceased  warrantee  or  assignee,  unite 
personally  in  an  assignment,  it  must  be  shown  that  at  the  date  thereof  they 
had  each  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years ;  and  where  the  said  heirs, 
or  any  portion  of  them,  are  femes  covert,  their  husbands  must  unite  in 
the  assignment. 

The  proof  herein  referred  to  must  be  attached  to  the  warrant,  and  should 
be  such  as  has  been  taken  before  the  probate  court,  or  other  legal  tribunal 
haying  jurisdiction  over  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  consist  not  of 
the  mere  certificate  of  the  ministerial  officer  of  such  court  of  the  facts  re- 
ferred to,  but  of  transcripts  from  the  records  of  such  court,  duly  certified 
and  under  seal,  which  transcripts  of  themselves  evidence  such  facts. 

3d.  Where  the  warrant  has  been  assigned,  and  the  last  assignee  dies 
without  having  located  or  disposed  thereof,  the  same  rules  apply  in  refer- 
ence to  its  devise  or  descent  to  his  heirs-at-law. 

4th.  These  warrants  being  regarded  as  real  estate,*  they  are  to  be  treated 
as  such  by  the  respective  courts  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  and  hence 
such  action  as  would  be  applicable  to  mere  chattel  property,  under  the  law 
of  the  particular  State  in  which  the  decedent  had  his  domicil,  will  not  be 
BufEoient. 

5th.  Where  the  heirs  are  so  scattered  as  to  render  it  difficult  or  imprac- 
ticable to  obtain  their  individual  assignments,f  then,  on  a  decree  of  the 
proper  court,  in  a  proceeding  similar  to  a  petition  for  partition,  the  assign- 
ment may  he  made  by  the  commissioner  appointed  to  make  sale,  he  to 
account  to  the  heirs  for  the  proceeds,  or  the  right  to  locate  the  said  warrant 
would  vest  immediately  in  the  person  in  whose  favor  a  decree  might  he 
made,  on  an  approval  of  a  sale  effected  under  a  preparatory  decree ;  a  cer- 
tified transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court,  in  either  case,  should  be 
appended  to  the  warrant. 

6th.  Where  the  assignment  of  a  warrant  is  executed  by  the  warrantee  or 
an  assignee,  or  by  any  of  the  heirs  of  either,  ia  a  foreign  country,  the  attes- 
tation of  the  American  consul  in  such  foreign  country  should  be  obtained 
as  to  the  official  character  and  genuineness  of  the  signature  of  the  persons 
before  whom  the  acknowledgment  of  the  assignment  was  taken ;  or,  if  the 
officia]  character,  &c,,  of  such  foreign  functionary  18  attested  by  a  consular 
agent  of  such  foreign  government  residing  in  this  country,  his  official 
character  must  be  certified  to  by  the  official  representative  of  such  foreign 
government  in  the  United  States,  inasmuch  as  the  State  Department  here 
has  no  officia!  knowledge  of  the  handwriting  or  seals  of  consuls  of  foreign 
powers.  Where  such  assignments  are  executed  in  a  foreign  language,  duly 
authenticated  translations  thereof  must  be  also  furnished. 

7th.  Widows,  as  such,  of  deceased  warrantees,  have  no  right  to  locate  or 
assign  said  warrants;  neither  have  administrators,  except  where  the  statute 
law  of  a  State  gives  them  express  authority  to  dispose  of  the  really  of  their 
intestates,  and  then  it  should  be  evidenced  by  a  proper  certificate  to  that 
effect  on  the  face  of  the  warrant. 

e  declared  personal  propertj. 
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8tli.  A  warrant  issued  to  miBOr  heirs,  or  aasignedliy  a  warrantee  to  three 
or  more  persons,  cannot  be  located  if  assigned  by  one  portion  of  the  parties 
to  another  portion,  or  to  other  persons,  so  as  to  invest  any  oTie  of  the  par- 
ties with  a  greater  interest  than  any  other.  In  other  words,  each  owner  of 
a  warrant,  at  the  time  of  its  location,  must  have  aa  equal  share  or  interest 
therein. 

9th.  Warrants  issued  to  a  "guardian  of"  minor  heirs  should  he  located 
in  the  name  or  names  of  the  minors  themselves,  instead  of  in  those  of  the 
guardians.  The  issue  of  the  warrant  in  that  form  was  an  inadvertence,  and 
the  words  "guardian  of"  will  he  erased  by  the  Pension  Office,  after  its 
looation  and  return  to  this  Office. 

10th.  Where  an  assignment  has  been  apparently  agreed  upon,  as  evinced 
by  a  partial  execution  thereof,  and  the  assignor  dies  before  it  is  fully  com- 
pleted, by  the  attesting  signatures  of  two  witnesses,  and  acknowledgment 
before  a  proper  officer,  the  assignment  must  be  made  de  novo  by  the  heirs- 
at-law,  accompanied  by  satisfactory  explanatory  evidence  as  to  the  incom- 


llth.  Parties  in  interest  are  not  to  be  recognized  aa  legal  attesting  wit- 
nesses to  aa  assignment,  and  the  legibility  of  the  names  of  parties  should 
in  ail  cases  be  required. 

As  to  Lorations. 

There  are  three  modes  by  which  these  locations  may  be  made  : 

1st.  By  the  warrantee,  or  other  legal  owaer  of  the  warrant,  in  person. 

2d.  By  the  warrantee,  or  other  legal  owner  of  the  warrant,  through  the 
agency  of  this  Office. 

3d.  By  an  agent  or  attorney,  of  either  of  said  parties. 

If  the  first  or  second  mode  is  adopted,  the  application  must  be  made  in 
writing,  specifying  the  tract,  land  district,  or  section  of  country  in  which 
the  location  is  desired,  and  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  according  to  form 
No.  1,  hereto  appended. 

Where  the  third  mode  is  adopted,  a  power  of  attorney  must  be  produced, 
executed  by  the  owner  of  the  warrant  in  the  presence  of  a  witness,  according 
to  form  No.  2 ;  which  power  of  attorney  must  be  acknowledged,  or  proved, 
as  the  case  may  be,  before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  the  acknowledg- 
ment of  deeds,  according  to  form  No.  3  or  No.  4. 

The  following  fees  are  chargeable  by  the  land  officers,  and  the  several 
amounts  must  be  paid  at  the  lime  of  location  :

For  an  80  "  one  dollar    "  "  "  "  "         2  00 

For  a  160  "  two  dollars  "  "  "  "  "         4  00 

In  aU  cases  the  patents  will  be  transmitted  to  the  land  office  where  the 
location  is  made,  unless  special  directions  to  the  contrary  be  given,  in  which 
last  case  the  duplicate  certificate  of  location  must  be  previously  transmitted 
to  this  Office. 

As  to  Assignments  and  Powers  of  Attorney. 

Assignment  No.  5,  and  the  proper  acknowledgmeut,  must  be  endorsed 
upon  the  warrant,  and  No.  6,  and  the  proper  acknowledgment,  upon  the 
certificate  of  location,  and  must  be  attested  by  two  witnesses,  acknowledged 
before  a  Register  or  Receiver  of  a  Land  Office,  a  Judge  of  a  Court  of  Re- 
cord, aGlerk  thereof,  when  authorized  to  take  acknowledgments, a  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  Notary  Public,  or  a  Commissioner  of  Deeds,  resident  in  the 
State  from  which  he  derives  his  appointment ;  and  in  every  instance  where 
the  acknowledgment  is  made  before  either  of  the  officers  above  specified, 
except  the  Register  or  Receiver  of  a  Land  Office,  or  the  Clerk  of  a  Court 
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of  Record,  it  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certifieat*,  under  seal  of  the  proper 
authority,  of  the  official  character  of  the  person  before  whom  the  aciinow- 
ledgment  was  made,  and  also  of  the  genuineness  of  his  signature. 

Where  warrants  are  disposed  of  under  powers  of  attoraey,  form  No.  7  is 
prescribed  for  that  purpose ;  which,  however,  must  invariahly  be  endorsed 
on,  the  warrant,  or  they  will  not  be  recognized. 

The  acknowledgment  of  tliis  power  of  attorney  must  be  taken  and  cer- 
tified in  the  same  manner  as  the  acknowledgments  of  the  sales  of  the  war- 
rant or  certificate  of  location  hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  must  also  be 
endoTSed  on  the  warrant.

Gentlemen ; — Annexed  is  a  copy  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Feb- 
ruary 8,1854,  (No.  230,)  estending  the  Act  of  July  27,  1842,  (No.  55,) 
authoriEing  the  location  of  the  war  of  1812  warrants,  for  five  years,  com- 
puted from  the  26th  day  of  June,  1853. 

Tou  will,  therefore,  permit  the  location  of  any  warrant  of  this  class  filed 
after  the  date  of  this  letter,  to  be  governed  strictly  by  the  regulations  of 
this  Office  under  the  Act  of  March  22,  1852.

Registers  and  Receivers  of  the  United  States  Land  0£ices. 
Gbnekal  Land  Office, 

May  3,  1855. 

: — By  the  4th  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled  "An 
1  to  certain  acts  granting  bounty  land  to  certain  officers  and 
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soldiers  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,"  approved  3d  March,  1855,  (No.  282,)  a  copy  of  which  act  is  hereto 
appended,  it  is  directed,  "  that  said  certificates  or  warrants  may  be  assigned, 
transferred,  and  located  by  the  warrantees,  their  assignees,  or  their  heirs- 
at-law,  according  to  the  provisions  of  existing  laws  regulating  the  assign- 
ment, transfer,  and  location  of  bounty-land  warrants." 

Under  the  proper  head,  in  this  circular,  full  instructions  and  forms  will 
be  found  for  the  a-ssignment  or  transfer  and  location  of  such  warrants. 

Sec  No.  1. — In  regard  to  the  location,  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  directs 
"  that  no  warrant  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  looafed 
on  any  public  lands,  eKcept  such  as  shall  at  the  time  be  subject  to  sale  at 
either  the  minimum  or  lower  graduated  prices." 

By  this  provision,  all  lands,  the  minimum  price  of  which  is  more  than 
SI  35  ner  acre,  are  excluded  from  location  by  warrants  under  this  act  of 
3d  March,  1855;  but  lands  "subject  to  sah"  at  the  ordinary  minimum  or 
at  the  graduated  prioea  can  be  so  located.*  Hence,  pre-emptors  settled 
upon  lands  subject  to  sale  at  the  ordinary  minimum  can  locate  the  land  to 
which  they  have  pre-emption  rights,  with  warrants  under  said  Act  of  dd 
March  1855,  whether  snob  lands  have  or  have  not  been  offered  at  public 
sale;  but  this  privilege,  as  to  unoffered  lands,  extends  to  no  other  holders 
of  these  warrants,  except  those  who  are  aiso  prc-emptoi^. 

Sec.  No.  2. — Should  the  area  of  a  tract  claimed  exceed  the  number  ot 
acres  called  for  in  the  warrant,  the  locator  of  the  warrant  will  have  to  pay 
for  the  excess  in  cash ;  but  if  it  should  fall  short,  he  must  take  the  tract  in 
full  satisfaction  of  his  warrant.  ,     ,      .  j 

Sec.  No.  3. — Kaoh  warrant  is  to  be  distinctly  and  separately  located 
upon  It  compact  body  of  land;  consequently  the  assignee  of  various  war- 
rantees cannot  locate  a  bodi,  of  land,  with  a  number  of  warrants  without 
specifying  the  particular  tract  or  tracts  to  which  each  shall  be  applied ;  and 
for  each  warrant  there  must  be  a  distinct  location,  certificate,  and  patent. 
Nor  can  a  pre-emptor,  in  any  case,  use  more  than  one  warrant  m  the  luc^ 
tion  of  the  land,  pre-empted  by  him,  and  the  excess,  if  any,  must  be  paid 
for  by  him  in  cash.  ,        .     -r,     ■  .  -i 

Sec.  No.  4.— The  6th  section  of  this  act  directs,  "  that  the  Registers  and 
Receivers  of  the  several  land  of&ces  shall  be  severally  authorized  to  ohari^e 
and  receive,  for  their  services  in  locating  all  warrants  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  same  compensation  or  per-centage  to  which  they  are  entitled 
by  law  for  sales  of  the  public  lands  for  cash,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and 
twenty -five  cents  per  acre;  the  said  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  assig- 
nees or  holders  of  such  warrants." 

The  amount  of  fees  to  which  the  land  officers  are  entitled  under  tins 
section  is  specified  in  the  appended  instructions,  and  without  the  payment 
of  those  fees,  the  warrants  cannot  be  located.  _  _ 

Sec.  No.  5.— The  7th  section  of  the  act  provides,  "  that  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  all  the  bounty-land  laws  heretofore  passed  by  Congress, 
shall  be  extended  to  Indians  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent, 
as  if  the  said  Indians  had  been  white  men." 

Where  an  assignment  is  made  by  an  Indian  residing  among  the  whites, 
the  proscribed  forms  will  be  adopted,  with  this  single  addition,  that  the 
officer  taking  the  acknowledgment  shall  certify  that  the  Indian  is  capable 
of  contracting,  also  to  the  amount  paid  to  him  for  the  warrant,  and  that  he 
saw  the  same  paid  to  the  Indian.  ,.    ., 

Where  it  is  made  by  an  Indian  holding  his  tribal  relations,  his  identity 
*  The  Act  of  June  3,  1858,  (No.  335,)  authorizes  location  upon  $2  50  lands.    See 
also  Circular,  (No,  617.) 
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and  ability  to  contract  must  be  certified  by  the  supenntendent,  or  Indian 
agent,  either  of  his  own  knowledge,  or  on  the  testimony  of  the  chiefs,  speci- 
fying which,  and  certifying,  as  above  required,  to  the  amount  paid  for  said 
warrant,  that  the  same  was  paid  in  his  presence,  and  that  the  transaction 
was  fair  and  regular.  In  either  case,  if  the  amount  paid  is  not  a  fair  con- 
sideration, the  assignment  will  be  disregarded. 

Where  a  warrant  for  the  services  of  an  Indian  is  issued  or  descends  to 
minors  who  no  longer  retain  their  tribal  relations,  it  must  be  located  or 
sold  by  a  guardian,  duly  appointed  and  authorized  by  th  p  p  uit  for 
that  purpose. 

Where  the  minor  or  minors  retain  their  tribal  rel  t  th     a     nt  or 

superintendent  must  certify  that  they  are  entitled  to  th  w  rr  t  d  the 
laws,  usages,  and  customs  of  the  tribe ;  and  when  sold  I  t  d  th  t  it 
was  done  by  the  guardian  or  such  proper  representati  d    g  to 

said  laws,  usages  and  customs,  was  fully  authorized  to  do  so. 
_    In  all  cases  where  the  signature  of  the  superintendent  or  Indian  agent 
la  herein  required,  the  genuineness  of  the  signature  of  that  officer  must  be 
attested  by  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs. 

Sec.  No.  6. — In  ordinary  cases,  the  forms  and  instructions  for  assi<r|)- 
mcnts  of  warrants  issued  under  the  Acts  of  1850  and  1852  will  gove«i ; 
and  as  those  instructions  are  very  full,  and  have  been  extensively  circu- 
lated for  nearly  three  years,  assignments  under  this  act  will  not  be  certified 
or  examined  until  the  warrants  are  returned  to  this  Office  located,  and  are 
taken  up  for  patenting.  The  necessity  for  such  examination  is  obviated 
further  by  the  fact,  that,  from  the  experience  had  by  this  Office  under  the 
Acts  of  1847,  1850,  and  1852,  the  folJowing  embrace  eveiy  case,  it  is  be- 
lieved,  that  can  arise,  of  difficulty,  in  assigning  or  locating  warrants,  to  wit : 
Sec.  No.  7. — Under  those  acts,  warrants  have  been  returned  to  this 
OfEcc,  located — 
_  1st.  Upon  assignments  not  written  on  the  back  of  said  warrants,  or  by 
virtue  of  powers  of  attorney  not  so  written,  as  required  by  instructions. 

2d.  Where,  by  reason  of  prior  assignments,  no  further  room  exists  on 
the  warrants,  subsequent  assignments  appear  on  separate  pieces  of  paper, 
instead  of  being  attached  thereto  in  such  a  way  as  to  show  their  execution 
to  have  been  effected  with  the  warrants  before  the  proper  officers  certifying 
to  the  aoknowiedgments  thereof. 

3d.  Upon  assignments  by  mitior  toarranfees,  without  proof  of  the  timt 
when  they  attained  their  majority. 

4th.  Upon  assignments  by  guardians  of  minor  warrantees,  or  of  minor 
heirs  of  deceased  warrantees  or  assignees,  without  proof  of  guardianship, 
or  of  authority  from  the  proper  court  for  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  of  their 
wards,  and  in  case  of  the  heirs  of  such  deceased  warrantees  or  assignees, 
without  proof  of  such  death,  the  time  when,  and  that  the  persons  named 
are  the  heirs,  and  only  heirs-at-law,  of  the  decedent. 

5th,  Upon  assignments  executed  by  administrators  or  widows  of  deceased 
warrantees,  neither  of  whom  has  any  right  to  assign  the  same,  except  in 
the  States  where  the  administrator  of  an  intestate  is  invested,  by  statutory 
provision,  with  power  to  alienate  the  real  estate  of  his  intestate,  and  then 
only  for  division  and  not  for  the  payment  of  debts  contracted  prior  to  the 
issue  of  the  patent. 

6tb.  Upon  assignments  unattested  by  two  witnesses,  or,  without  the 
proper  certificate  that  the  assignor  was  well  known  to  the  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  notary  public,  or  other  oftoer  taking  the  acknowledgment,  or  with- 
out the  proper  evidence  that  the  justice  of  the  peace,  or  notary,  or  such 
other  officer,  was  such  lU  the  time,  and  that  his  signature  is  genuine.

7tli.  Upon  assignments  executed  hy  females,  without  cvideaoe,  when 
femes  sole,  that  they  were  tweuty-one  years  of  age,  and  when  femes  covert, 
without  a  union  in  such  assignments  by  their  husbands. 

8th.  Where  two  assignments  exist — one  made  to  one  person,  but  before 
a  perfection  of  the  acknowledgment  thereof,  a  second  assignment  is  exe- 
cuted to  another,  without  any  satisfactory  explanation  as  to  the  first. 

9th.  Upon  assignments  where  the  blank  is  not  filled  with  the  name  of 
the  assignee  who  locates.  _  , 

10th.  Upon  assignments  where  the  name  of  the  assignee  is  inserted  m 
tUe  place  occupied  by  the  erased  name  of  a  prior  assignee,  or  by  an  inter- 
lineation  thereof  above  such  erasure. 

llth.  Upon  assignments  executed  by  a  commissioner,  or  other  designated 
person,  alleged  to  be  acting  under  a  decree  of  a  court,  without  the  requisite 
evidence  of  his  authority  as  such,  and  that  the  decree  embraced  the  pro- 
perty assigned. 

12tb.  Upon  assignments  by  executors,  without  a  duly  certified  copy  of 
the  will,  showing  that  power  to  sell  was  conferred  on  such  executor. 

13th.  Where  certificates  of  location  are  unsigned  by  the  parties  locating. 

14th.  Without  oaths  of  identity  where  warrantees  or  guardians  of  minors 
locate  for  their  wards. 

15th.  Locations  by  attorneys  of  assignees,  without  the  powers  of  attorney 
accompanying  the  location. 

16tb.  The  locations  made  by  a  person  whose  name  entirely  differs  from 
that  in  the  assignment,  sometimes  in  the  christian  name,  at  others,  in  the 
orthi^raphj  of  the  surname,  and  at  others,  in  the  presence  or  absence  of  an 
initial  letter  in  a  middle  name,  or  otherwise. 

You  are  strictly  enjoined  to  refnse  any  location  where  either  of  the  fore- 
going objections,  or  others  of  a  like  character,  exist,  requiring  every  appli- 
cant to  have  his  warrant  perfected  in  every  respect,  so  that  no  subsequent 
action  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Should  errors  or  irregularities,  such  as  those  above  mentioned,  occur 
under  this  act,  in  all  the  instances  herein  enumerated,  except  the  8th  and 
10th,  the  mere  statement  of  the  defect  carries  with  it  the  requisite  know- 
ledge of  the  method  of  amendment,  viz  :  by  supplying  the  omission. 

In  reference  to  the  first  of  said  exceptions,  No.  8,  the  assignor  should, 
in  the  subsequent  assignment,  refer  to  the  first  one  executed,  and  specify 
a  satisfactory  reason  for  the  execution  of  the  second.  In  reference  to  the 
latter  of  said  exceptions.  No,  10,  there  should  be  an  acknowledgment  from 
the  person  whose -name  was  erased,  that  it  bad  been  erroneously  inserted 
therein,  and  erased  with  his  knowledge  and  consent,  and  that  he  claimed 
no  right  or  interest  in  the  warrant ;  when  such  person  cannot  be  found,  an 
assignment  possessing  the  defect  under  consideration,  will  not  be  respected 
by  this  Office,  unless  the  validity  thereof  is  satisfactorily  affirmed  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  No  such  erasure  and  substitution  should  be 
made  in  any  case  but  the  chain  of  title  perfected  by  a  i  egul  ir  assignment , 
and  land  officers  are  therefore  prohibited  from  sjnctionmg,  as  heretofore, 
such  alterations  m  their  presence  by  the  pirties  mtert.sti,d,  it  being  easier 
and  entirely  free  from  objections  which  may  be  urged  to  the  other  course, 
for  the  parties  to  perfect  the  chain  of  title  desired,  m  the  regular  mode, 
than  first  to  commit  the  errcr  referred  to,  and  then  furnish  the  requi-iite 
evidence  of  its  correction,  amounting  m  tut  to  a  regular  assignment 

Sec.No.S.  Where  military  warrants  under  tbi"  act  shall  issue  to  persons 
who  died  before  or  ajter  the  date  of  the  warrant,  the  followinsr  general 
principles  governing  in  such  cise?  are  given  — 

1st.  Where  a  soldier  shall  have  died  before  the  date  of  the  warrant,  it  is 
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a  nullity,  and  shoald  be  surrendered  to  the  Pension  Office,  with  a  view  to 
the  issue  of  a  new  one  to  tho  icidow,  if  one  exists,  and  if  not,  to  the  minor 
children  of  the  soldier,  in  whom  alone  exists  the  right  to  such  warrant,  in 
the  respective  instacces  cited. 

2d.  Where  the  soldier  shall  have  died  after  the  date  of  the  warrant,  and 
before  its  location  or  sale,  the  property  therein  descends  to  Usheirs-at  law, 
viho  alone  have  the  right  to  locate  or  dispose  of  the  mme,  unless  express 
provision  13  made  in  the  will  of  said  decedent  j  in  which  ease  it  follows,  of 
coiirse,  the  special  devise  so  made.  Proof  must  he  submitted  of  the  de- 
mise of  the  warrantee,  and  the  date  when,  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  will 
making  the  devise  in  question,  either  in  specific  terms,  or  by  a  devise  of  his 
real  estate  generally,  which  would  of  course  include  such  warrant.  Where 
no  will  has  been  made,  in  addition  to  proof  of  the  demise  and  the  period 
thereof,  it  should  be  shown  who  are  the  heirs,  and  only  heirs ;  and  if  any 
of  them  are  minors,  they  must  act  through  their  guardians,  whose  appoint- 
ment IS  to  be  proven ;  and  if  such  action  is  for  the  sale  of  the  warrant, 
express  authority  to  that  effect  must  be  shown  to  have  been  given  by  the 
proper  probate  court.  Where  the  warrant  may  issue  to  minor  children,  or 
where  persons  shown  to  be  heirs-at-law  of  a  deceased  warrantee  or  assignee, 
unite  personally  in  an  assignment,  it  must  be  shown  that  at  the  date  thereof 
they  had  each  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years ;  and  where  the  said 
heiKi,  or  any  portion  of  them,  are  femes  covert,  their  husbands  must  unite 
in  the  assignment. 

The  proof  herein  referred  to,  must  he  attached  to  the  warrant,  and  should 
be  such  as  has  been  taken  before  the  probate  court,  or  other  legal  tribunal 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  consist  not  of 
the  mere  certificate  of  the  ministerial  officer  of  such  court  of  tho  facts  re- 
ferred to,  but  of  transcripts  from  the  records  of  mch  courts,  duly  certified 
and  under  seal ;  which  transcripts  of  themselves  evidence  such  facts. 

3d.  Where  the  warrant  may  have  been  assigned,  and  the  last  assignee 
dies  without  having  located  or  disposed  thereof,  the  same  rules  apply  in 
reference  to  its  devise  or  descent  to  his  heirs-at-Iaw,  except  that  in  such 
ease  it  is  liable  for  the  debts  of  the  assignee,  the  esception  in  this  parti- 
cular applying  to  the  warrant,  or  the  land  located  therewith,  only  while 
such  warrant  or  land  belongs  to  the  warrantee. 

4th.  These  warrants  being  regarded  as  real  estate,  are  to  be  treated  as 
such,  and  hence  such  action  in  relation  thereto  by  the  local  courts  as  would 
be  applicable  to  mere  chaUel  property,  under  the  law  of  the  particular 
State  in  which  tho  decedent  had  his  domicil,  will  not  be  sufficient,  and 
cannot  be  respected. 

_  5th.  Where  the  heirs  are  scattered,  or  other  causes  render  it  difficult  or 
impracticable  to  obtain  their  individual  assignments,  then,  on  a  decree  of 
the  proper  court,  in  a  proceeding  similar  to  a  petition  for  partition,  the  a 
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certified  to  by  the  official  representative  of  such  foreign  government  in 
the  United  States.  Where  such  assignments  are  executed  in  a  foreign 
language,  duly  authenticated  traoslations  thereof  must  be  aJso  furuished. 

7th.  Widows,  as  such,  of  deceased  warrantees,  have  no  right  to  locate  or 
assign  said  warrants ;  neither  have  administrators,  except  where  the  statute 
law  of  a  State  gives  them  express  authority  to  dispose  of  the  realti/  of  their 
intestates,  and  then  only  for  division,  as  before  stated;  in  which  case  it 
should  be  evidenced  by  a  proper  certificate  to  that  effect,  on  the  face  of  the 

8th.  A  warrant  issued  to  minor  heirs,  or  assigned  by  a  warrantee  to 
three  or  more  persons,  cannot  be  located  if  assigned  by  one  portion  of  the 
parties  to  another  portion,  or  to  other  persons,  so  as  to  invest  any  one  of 
the  parties  with  a  greater  interest  than  any  other.  In  other  words,  each 
owner  of  a  warrant,  at  the  time  of  its  location,  must  have  an  eqwal  share

In  aU  cases  the  patents  will  be  transmitted  to  the  land  office  where  the 
location  is  made,  unless  special  instructions  to  the  contrary  be  given  ;  in

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transmitted  to  this  Office ;  and  in  no  case  will  the  patent  be  delivered,  either 
by  this  or  the  local  land  office,  without  the  surrender  of  this  duplicate  cer-

As  to  Assignments  and  Powers  of  Attorney.

Where  warrants  are  disposed  of  under  power  of  attorney,  form  No  7  is 
prescribed  for  that  purpose ;  which,  however,  must  invariaUu  be  endorsed 
on  the  warrant,  or  they  will  not  be  recognized. 

The  acknowledgment  of  this  power  of  attorney  must  be  taken  and  certi- 
fied in  the  same  manner  as  the  acknowldgmenf  s  of  the  sales  of  the  warrant 
or  certificate  of  location  hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  must  also  be  endorsed 
Ott  the  tcarrant.

G-entlemen  :— By  the  Act  of  22d  March,  1852,  (No.  190,)  land  warrants 
and  locations,  not  pre-emptive,  are  assignable ;  but  you  will  understand 
it  as  the  decision  of  the  Department,  that  where  locations  are  made  hj  pre- 
emptors  of  their  rights  under  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  such  pre- 
emption locations  are  not  assignable,  for  the  reason  that  there  is  an  express 
inhibition  in  the  said  Act  of  1841,  against  the  transfer  of  pre-emptions.

Annexed  is  a  copy  of  the  Aet  of  Congress,  approved  June  3,  1858, 
(No.  335,)  "  declaring  the  title  to  land  warrants  in  certain  cases." 

In  virtue  of  this  act,  the  title  to  land  warrants  issued  after  the  death  pf 
the  warrantee  vests  in  the  "  widow,"  if  there  be  one,  and  if  there  be  none, 
in  the  heirs  or  legatees  of  the  claimant. 

All  such  warrants  are  declared  "  personal  chattels,"  and  may  be  assigned 
by  "  such  widows,"  "  heirs,"  or  "  legatees,"  or  by  the  legal  representa- 
tives of  the  deceased  claimant,  for  the  use  of  such  heirs  or  legatees  only." 

To  make  a  warrant,  when  issued  to  deceased  persons,  available,  it  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  under  seal,  from  a  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  probate  matters,  giving  the  date  of  the  deeeate  of  the  claimant. 
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1st,  If  he  died  hefore  the  date  of  the  warrant,  then  the  name  of  his 
"  toidoio  "  should  be  stated  in  that  certificate,  if  there  be  one,  whose  assign- 
ment will  be  sufficient  in  the  ordinary  form.

The  following  general  sections  are  added  for  the  information  of  parties 
interested. 

7th.  Patents  for  bounty  land  locations  are  issued  in  the  exact  order  of 
date  of  location ;  and  are  sent  to  the  District  Land  Office  for  delivery, 
uoless,  before  the  transmission,  a  party  files,  in  this  Office,  the  duplicate 
certificate,  when  the  patent  will  be  sent  to  such  address  as  the  owner  may 
indicate. 

8th.  When  the  duplicate  certificate  is  lost,  the  patent  will  be  delivered, 
upon  the  patentee  filing  in  this  OfSce  his  af&davit,  stating  the  fact  of  its 
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loss,  and  that  it  was  not  assigned  bj  him,  and  that  be  is  the  present  bona 
fifle  owner  of  the  Jand. 

9th.  When  an  original  warrant  which  had  been  assigned  is  lost,  and  a 
duplicate  warrant  is  issued  in  lieu  of  it,  a  new  assignment  must  be  endorsed 
tbereon  from  the  warrantee,  or  in  default  of  that,  a  decree  of  title  must  he 
obtained  from  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  a  transcript  thereof 
appended  to  the  duplicate  warrant,

Sir : — I  haye  considered  carefully  the  questions  which  you  have  sub- 
mitted on  the  construction  of  the  law  of  June  3, 1 858,  which  provides  that 
the  title  to  a  land  warrant,  issued  after  the  death  of  the  person  who  law- 
fully applied  for  it,  "  shall  vest  in  the  widoic,  if  there  he  one,  and  if  there 
he  no  widow,  then  in  the  heirs  or  legatees  of  the  claimant."  What  is  the 
meaning  of  the  quoted  words? 

Finding  among  the  papers  of  the  case  a  very  able  and  ingenious  argu- 
ment, by  the  CommisBioner  of  Pensions,  in  favor  of  the  opinion  that  these 
words  are  not  to  he  taken  in  their  ordinary  legal  eense,  but  construed  by 
reference  to  the  previous  laws  on  the  subject,  and  having  some  reason  also 
to  believe  that  you  yourself  incline  to  the  same  view,  I  have  examined  the 
whole  system  of  pensions  and  bounty  lauds  with  some  ansiety  to  reach  the 
same  conclusion.  But  it  has  been  a!J  in  vain.  The  more  I  look  at  it,  the 
more  dearly  I  see  that  every  established  rule  of  interpretation  supports  the 
opposite  doctrine  which  the  head  of  the  land  office  has  propounded. 

The  heirs  of  a  man  are  those  persons  who  are  entitled  by  the  lex  rei 
sitce,  to  take  his  inheritable  real  estate  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His 
legatees  are  those  to  whom  he  has  bequeathed  his  personal  property  by  will. 
Ileirs  sometimes  means  children,  in  common  parlance,  and  the  word  is  to 
be  so  understood  in  a  statute,  when  the  context  shows  that  intention  to 
have  been  in  the  mind  of  the  legislature.  But  I  am  not  aware  that  any 
reason  exists  here  for  taking  it  in  a  sense  different  from  that  in  which  it  is 
usually  and  properly  accepted.  This  act  of  Congress,  then,  vesta  the  land 
in  the  persons  to  whom  tiie  claimant  may  have  left  it  by  will,  and  if  he  has 
died  intestate,  then  it  goes  to  his  heirs;  that  is,  to  the  persons  who  are 
entitled  to  claim  his  real  estate  by  the  intestate  laws. 

I  do  not  see  anything  in  the  general  policy  of  the  previous  laws,  which 
would  justify  us  in  giving  the  Act  of  1858  a  construction  not  warranted 
by  its  plain  words.  It  is  true,  that  all  acts  on  the  same  subject  are  to  be 
construed  as  in  pari  materia,  but  where  the  words  of  a  later  act  differ  from 
those  of  an  older  one,  the  later  act  must  prevail,  and  give  the  rule  in  all 
cases  to  which  it  applies.  We  are  never  to  suppose  that  Congress  has  not 
changed  its  mind  when  it  changes  its  expression  of  its  will.  It  is  not  the 
S9 
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older  act  that  qualifies  the  later,  as  the  Commisaioner  of  Peueions  seems  to 
think.     The  rule  is  exactly  the  reTerse. 

Nor  is  there  any  absurdity  or  injustice  in  the  law  if  construed  accordiag 
to  the  words.  A  claimant  of  bounty  land  proves  his  right,  gets  his  warrant, 
and  dies.  It  passes  by  his  will,  or  goes  to  his  heirs  or  to  hia  next  of  kin, 
if  there  be  no  will  provision  which  directs  that  if  it  be  issued  after  his 
death,  and  if  he  leaves  no  widow  it  shall  go  in  the  same  way.  Where  is 
the  wrong  of  that  ? 

You  cannot  refuse  to  let  heirs  and  legatees  have  the  land  which  the  law 
gives  them,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  unconstitutional.  It  is  constitutional. 
It  does  not  take  away  any  vested  right.  It  ia  bounty  and  not  title.  Every 
bounty  land  and  pension  law  has  proceeded  on  that  principle.  If  it  were 
unconstitutional,  you  have  no  right  to  veto  it,  whatever  power  the  courts 
might  have  to  declare  it  void. 

The  Commissioner  of  Pensions  intimates  that  the  construction  may  inter- 
fere with  the  vested  rights  of  those  to  whom  the  land  would  have  gone 
under  the  previously  existing  laws.  It  is  clear  to  me  that  no  bounty  land 
law,  nor  no  pension  law  vests  the  title  to  land  or  money  in  the  grantees, 
until  they  actually  receive  such  bounty  or  pension,  A  manifest  proof  of 
this  is  found  in  the  fact  that  Congress  has  always,  without  objection,  named 
the  persons  to  whom  it  shall  go,  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  soldier  before 
receiving  it.  This  could  not  be  done  by  Congress,  if  it  were  a  vested  right 
in  the  soldier  from  the  date  of  the  law.  If  it  be  not  vested  in  the  original 
object  of  the  government's  bounty,  much  less  is  it  vested  either  after  his 
death  or  before,  in  the  persons  to  whom  Congress  has  limited  it  over  in  the 
event  of  his  failure  to  receive  it  during  his  life-time. 

It  is  not  worth  while  now  to  discuss  the.  vexed  question  whether  Con- 
gress has  the  power  to  divest  a  right  whioh  baa  once  attached  under  its  own 
act.  If  it  were  unconatitutional,  the  judiciary  might  declare  it  to  be  void; 
but  I  do  not  see  upon  what  principle  a  department  can  veto  a  law  which 
has  been  passed  by  both  houses  of  Congress,  and  received  the  sanction  of 
the  Chief  Executive  Magistrate. 

In  reply  to  your  propositions,  I  shall  therefore  aay ; — 

1.  That  a  warraut  issued  after  the  death  of  a  claimant  who  left  a  widow 
and  children,  enures  to  the  widow's  benefit  alone. 

2.  Where  the  deceased  claimant  was  a  widow  with  two  sets  of  cMldrcn, 
the  warrant  enures  to  the  benefit  of  her  heirs  or  legatees. 

3.  Heir&  are  those  who  are  ao  declared  by  the  law  of  the  claimant's 
domicU.

have  the  honor  to  suhmit  the  following,  in  relation  to  the  subject-matter 
contained  in  Mr.  Kowuslar's  letter. 

Where  duplicate  warrants  have  been  issued  by  the  PcDsion  Office,  the 
original  being  outstanding,  and  alleged  to  be  lost,  or  stolen,  and  proof  is 
made  that  the  party  to  whom  such  duplicate  was  delivered,  was  the  owner 
of  the  original  warrant,  I  have  refused  to  endorse  them  aa  the  property 
of  such  person,  for  the  reason,  that  the  proof  of  such  ownership  is  wholly 
exparte,  and  further,  that  the  office  would  be  bound  by  such  endorsement 
to  satisfy  the  duplicate  warrant  in  the  hands  of  an  innocent  assignee,  who 
had  purchased  on  the  faith  of  that  endorsement,  even  if  the  originij  had 
been  presented  in  the  meantime,  and  it  was  found  that  the  duplicate  had 
been  obtained  by  fraud. 

When  the  alleged  owner  produces  satisfactory  evidence  of  ownership, 
and  guarantees  such  duplicate  warrant  to  his  vendee,  he  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  it,  if  his  guaranty  is  sufficient.  In  such  cases, 
where  the  original  and  duplicates  are  both  presented  for  patenting,  we 
suspend  both,  till  the  ownership  is  settled  judicially  between  the  parties ; 
if  we  certified  the  duplicates,  we  would  be  bound  to  satisfy  them  as  afore- 
said, and  the  United  States  would  have  to  search  out  the  fraud,  or  satisfy 
both.  In  the  former  cases  the  parties  prosecute,  in  the  latter  the  United 
States.  In  the  ease  now  presented,  the  party  holding  the  warrant,  will  be 
permitted  to  locate  it,  on  satisfactoi^  proof  of  ownership  to  the  land  offi- 
cers, and  on  that  proof,  the  patent  will  issue  in  due  course,  if  the  original 
is  not  presented  in  the  meantime.  The  letter  from  Mr.  Kownslar,  is  here- 
with returned.

I  return  herewith  the  papers  enclosed  in  your  letter  of  the  31st  ultimo, 
in  support  of  the  application  of  Napoleon  B.  Lowther,  for  a  patent  for  a 
tract  of  land  located  by  a  warrant,  to  which  he  was  entitled,  for  services 
rendered  in  the  war  with  Mexico,  notwithstanding  he  acknowledges  having 
sold  his  discharge  prior  to  the  issuing  of  the  warrant.  This  Department 
has  already  decided  not  to  interfere  between  parties,  in  oases  like  the  pre- 
sent, but  to  leave  the  matter  for  judicial  examination  and  settlement.  The 
law,  it  is  true,  declares  all  sales  or  transfers,  made  prior  to  the  issuing  of 
the  warrant,  to  be  null  and  void,  but  as  the  claimant  himself  was  a  party 
to  this  illegal  Act,  the  Department  does  not  feel  called  upon  to  aid  him  in 
annulling  a  contract,  which  he  entered  into  of  his  own  volition,  for  a  con- 
sideration.

Sir ; — 1  have  coDsidered  tlie  question  submitted  in  jour  letter  of  ISth 
July  last,  upon  the  eases  presented  by  Messrs.  Chubb  and  Sohenek,  and 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  cancellation  of  the  warrants  referred  to,  should 
be  removed,  upon  satisfactoi^  evidence  that  they  are  in  the  hands  of  inno- 
cent purchasers,  without  notice  of  the  fraud  which  has  been  practised. 

They  are  genuine  warrants,  issued  from  your  office,  in  due  form  of  law, 
and  any  irregularity  in  the  evidence  upon  which  your  office  acted,  or  any 
fraud  practised  in  procuring  thera,  should  not  affect  holders,  innocent  of 
the  irregularity  or  fraud. 

The  faith  of  the  Grovernment  is  pledged  to  the  estent  declared  on  the 
face  of  the  warrants,  and  the  carelessness  or  mistakes  of  public  officers, 
should  work  injury  only  to  the  Government  which  employs  them,  and  not 
to  persons  who  act  and  invest  their  means  upon  the  proper  presumption 
that  the  business  of  the  G-overnment  is  accurately  transacted. 

Such  warrants  therefore,  as  are  regularly  issued  from  your  office,  and  are 
shown  to  have  passed  to  the  hands  of  innocent  purchasers,  must  be  located 
and  dealt  with  in  every  way,  as  if  the  evidence  upon  which  they  were  issued 
was  perfect.

Two  Warrants  heinff  erroneously  issued  to  the  same  parti/,  though  mie  should 
be  obtained  by  fraud,  both  must  he  respected.* 

Depahtmest  op  the  Istekior, 

March  30,  1353. 

Sir; — I  readily  admit  that  as  a  naked  legal  proposition,  a  warrant  or  any 
other  instrument  of  writing  obtained  by  fraud,  is  not  valid.  The  opinions  of 
various  Attorneys-General  cited  by  you,  abundantly  establish  this  proposi- 
tion ;  but  this  is  only  one  step  towards  the  conclusion,  which  you  have 
reached,  others  must  be  taken  before  the  warrants  returned  by  yon  can  be 
vitiated.  How  stands  the  ease  ?  We  have  the  Pension  Office  established 
as  a  tribunal  to  adjudicate  between  the  applicant  for  land  bounty  and  the 
Government,  all  the  questions  necessary  to  be  decided  before  a  warrant  can 
issue.  Two  of  the  most  important  questions  to  be  adjudicated  are,  1st,  the 
authenticity,  and  2d,  the  sufficiency  of  the  evidence  submitted  by  the 
claimants.  In  these  cases  the  Pension  Office  has  adjudged  both  these 
points  in  favor  of  the  claimant.  Its  judgment  baa  been  finally  rendered, 
and  the  warrants  have  issued  in  conformity  with  the  judgment.  Here  its 
jurisdiction  would  seem  to  end.  It  is/ujiciits  offi,cio,  and  the  subject  has 
passed  beyond  its  control. 

It  would  seem  as  if  its  powers  over  the  subject  were  exhausted,  and  that 
it  had  no  authority  to  review  its  own  final  judgment. 
*  SeeNos.  636,  637. 
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The  warraDt  goes  forth  to  the  world  uuder  the  sanction  of  the  govern- 
ment tribunal  appointed  to  decide  what  cases  are  genuine  and  what  not, 
and  it  is  made  hy  Jaw  a  negotiable  instrument.  Upon  the  faith  of  these 
endorsements  of  the  claim  hy  the  Groyernment,  an  emigrant  purchases  the 
warrant  innocently,  and  without  a  suspicion  of  wrong,  and  locates  it  on  a 
tract  of  laud  in  the  far  west.  He  sets  to  work,  clears  his  fields,  builds  his 
cabin,  fences  his  pasture  and  plants  his  crop,  expecting  shortly  to  obtain 
the  patent  of  the  Government  for  his  homestead.  A  year  or  more  after- 
wards, a  new  claimant  presents  himself  at  the  Pension  Office,  claiming  bounty 
land  for  the  same  service  as  that  in  reference  to  which  the  first  warrant 
issued.  He  avers  that  the  papers  in  the  first  case  are  forged,  or  that  the 
testimony  is  perjured.  Upon  these  allegations  the  Commissioner  of  Pen- 
sions undertakes  ex  parte,  without  notice  to  the  warrantee  or  his  assignee, 
to  declare  the  first  warrant  void  for  fraud.  The  assignee  is  living  on  his 
land  one  thousand  miles  ofi^,  and  the  warrantee  may  be  dead,  or  if  living, 
and  notified  of  the  objection,  he  has  no  interest  in  the  subject,  and  takes 
no  pains  to  establish  the  validity  of  his  claim.  Is  it  fair  and  just  that  the 
assignee  of  the  warrant  should  be  ousted  of  his  home  hy  such  a  proceeding 
as  this,  where  he  has  no  chance  of  being  heard  in  his  defence,  and  where 
there  is  no  trial,  and  no  judge,  and  no  juiy? 

By  what  authority  does  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  undertake  to  act 
in  such  eases  ?  How  can  he  recall  the  warrant  which  has  been  issued  ? 
How  does  he  obtain  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  upon  which  he  has  finally 
acted,  and  which  has  passed  beyond  his  control  ? 

But  it  may  be  said  the  Commissioner  of  the  G-eneral  Land  Office  can 
correct  it.  How  ?  Has  he  any  superior  power  over  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions  ?  Has  he  any  right  to  look  beyond  the  warrant  ?  Are  his  duties 
in  their  nature  judicial  in  such  a  case  ?  or  are  they  merely  ministerial,  and 
is  he  bound  to  look  merely  to  the  regularity  of  the  warrant  ? 

I  will  not  pretend  to  say  that  cases  may  not  arise,  in  which  it  would  be 
the  duty  of  the  Department,  or  of  the  President,  to  forbid  the  issue  of  the 
patent.  Where  there  was  collusion  between  the  officers  and  the  warrantees, 
or  where  the  warrant  was  in  the  hands  of  a  party  to  the  fraud,  there  would 
be  no  doubt  of  the  duty  of  the  Department,  or  of  the  President,  to  arrest 
the  issue  of  the  patent.  The  matter  is  one  of  executive  discretion,  in  my 
judgment,  and  it  ought  to  be  eseroised  in  such  a  way  as  to  do  substantial 
justice.  In  these  cases,  no  one  would  doubt  that  Congress  would  properly 
relieve  the  innocent  assignee.  Why  then  subject  them  to  the  delay  and 
vexation,  and  the  Government  to  the  expense  of  such  a  proceeding,  when 
justice  may  be  done  by  refusinc  to  interfere  with  the  warrants  as  they  stand

I  herewith  return  the  papers  in  reference  to  military  land  warrant  No. 
3801,  under  Act  of  1850,  which  accompanied  your  letter  of  the  16th 
August  last,  as  also  the  commuQication  from  Messrs.  Washburn  and  Wood- 
man, of  the  1st  ultimo,  which  was  referred  by  you  on  the  10th  of  that 
month.  After  a  careful  examination  of  the  case,  I  can  sec  no  good  grounds 
for  a  reversal  of  the  decision  made  by  you  in  the  case  in  reference  to  the 
location,  nor  that  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  in  the  cancellation  of 
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the  warrant.  The  warrantee,  Charles  Smith,  having  obtained  a  warrant 
for  his  services  under  the  Act  of  1847,  that  subsequently  issued  in  his 
name,  under  the  Act  of  1850,  was  illegal  and  invalid,  and  discovery  having 
been  made  of  the  error  in  the  issue  of  the  latter,  it  was  promptly  recalled, 
but  not  returned.  When  it  was  returned  to  this  Office,  located  by  said 
Smith,  the  warrant  was  transmitted  to  the  Pension  Of&ce,  and  by  the  com- 
missioner of  that  office  cancelled,  he  having  no  right  to  claim,  as  an  inno- 
cent party,  the  benefit  of  a  mistake  committed  by  the  Pension  Office,  he 
being  the  first  wrong  doer,  in  obtaining,  knowingly,  more  than  was  legally 
due,  aud  as  the  location  was  made,  and  the  land  located  assigned,  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  Act  of  22d  March,  1852,  (No.  190,)  making  land  warrants  assign- 
able, the  assignee  of  said  Smith  has  no  right  to  claim  a  patent  for  the  land, 
inasmuch  as  Smith,  at  the  time  of  such  transfer,  had  no  right  to  dispose  of 
the  land,  any  more  than  he  would  have  to  sell  the  warrant  if  it  had  been 
rightfully  and  properly  issued  to  him.  The  purchaser  of  the  land  took  it 
subject  to  all  the  equities  between  Charles  Smith  and  the  United  States, 
and  as  laid  down  in  the  Attorn ej-General's  opinion  of  18th  April,  1836, 
the  assignee  "  even  though  he  had  no  notice  of  such  equities  at  the  time 
of  the  assignment,  could  require  a  specific  execution  of  the  engagement" 
"on  no  other  terms  than  could  have  been  insisted  on  by  his  assignor." 

These  equities  were  entirely  with  the  United  States,  inasmuch  as  the 
party  had  no  legal  right  to  the  land  assigned,  and  even  if  he  had  possessed 
such  right,  the  law  in  existence  at  the  time  of  such  assignment  absolutely 
prohibited  his  disposition  thereof,  no  patent  having  been  issued  on  the  loca- 
tion of  the  warrant.

I  return  herewith  the  letter  of  Hon.  G.  W.  Jones,  of  Iowa,  and  its  en- 
closures accompanying  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant. 
_  The  question  is  raised,  under  these  papers,  whether  the  assignability 
imparted  to  military  bounty  land  warrants,  and  the  location  thereof  by  the 
Act  of  22d  March,  1852,  (No.  190,)  operates  as  a  repeal  of  the  restriotioD, 
in  relation  to  the  assignment  of  pre-emption,  under  Act  of  4th  September, 
1841,  where  such  pre-emption  is  secured  by  tlie  application  of  a  military 
bounty  land  warrant,  "  in  payment"  therefor ;  and  it  ia  stated  that  altlioueh 
your  predecessor,  in  a  letter  to  George  H.  Wood,  of  19th  October,  1852, 
held  the  affirmative  of  this  question,  you,  upon  a  review  of  the  subject 
aided  by  experience,  are  disposed  to  hold  a  contrary  opinion,  and  desire  the 
adviee  and  decision  of  the  Department,  on  the  question  mentioned. 
_  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Act  of  22d  March,  1852,  was  merely  de- 
signed to  declare,  that  military  bounty  land  warrants,  and  all  legal  and 
valid  locations  thereof,  "  then  awthoi-ized  hy  law,"  should  be  assignable,  and 
that  the  proviso  in  said  law,  in  relation  to  pre-emptions,  authorizing  a  pre- 
emptor  to  make  use  of  suoh  a  warrant,  owned  by  him,  "  in  payment  for  his 
pre-emption,  at  the  rate  of  $1  25  per  acre,"  &e.,  was  intended  only  to 
make  such  land  warrant  in  his  bands  equivalent  to  so  much  cash,  and  not 
to  make  it  teohnicaJiy  a  "  location,"  assignable  under  the  previous  provi- 
sions of  said  Act,  and  against  the  positive  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1841 
which  prohibited  any  assignment  of  his  right  of  pre-emption.  We  are  bound 
to  reconcile  the  two  laws  if  practicable,  and  as  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  Con- 
gress did  not  design  to  maie  land  warrants  superior,  or  more  valuable  than 
cash.or  to  repeal  merely  by  implication,  any  prior  law  in  relation  to  pre- 
emptions, by  simply  furnishing  a  different  mode  by  which  they  might  be 
secured,  I  think  this  object  can  be  fairly  and  properly  attained,  by  view- 
ing the  warrant  in  the  hands  of  the  pre-emptor,  as  affording  him  only  another 
means  of  securing  his  right  of  pre-emption,  but  leaving  that  right  subject 
to  all  the  restnetioas  of  the  law  upon  which  it  was  based.

1847,  The  sixth  section  of  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1855,  "in  addition  to 
cerbiin  Acts  granting  bounty  land"  for  mUitary  services,  also,  authorized 
certain  charges  on  the  location  of  warrants  issued  under  that  Act.  The 
proviso  in  the  Act  of  September  28,  1850,  hereinbefore  recited,  has  been 
modified  by  these  subsequent  enactments;  and  locations  cannot  be  made 

tree  of  expense,"  but  are  subject  to  specific  charges,  to  be  paid  by  the 
locator.  The  Act  of  22d  March,  1852,  which  extended  the  bounty  granted 
by  the  Act  of  1850,  to  certain  cases,  in  its  fourth  section  provides,  that  all 
the  benefits  of  the  last  mentioned  Act  shall  he  extended  to  those  eases- 
and  the  fourth  section  of  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1855,  authoriaes  the  loca- 
tion of  the  certificates  or  warrants  issued  pursuant  to  that  Act,  according 
to  existing  laws  regulating  the  location  of  bounty  land  warrants.  The  rights 
ot  the  warrantees  and  assignees  of  bounty  land  certificates,  issued  under  the 
Acts  of  1850,  1853,  and  1855,  appear  to  he  on  an  equality,  therefore,  so 
lar  as  relates  to  the  duties  to  be  performed  by  executive  officers  in  the  loca- 
tion of  warrants.  The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  will 
therefore  receive  military  bounty  land  warrants  issued  since  the  11th  Feb- 
ruary, 1847,  whenever  presented  at  his  office  by  the  owner,  with  the  request 
aeeompanying  them,  that  they  be  located  in  a  specified  land  district;  and 
When  the  Commissioner  is  satisfied  that  proper  steps  have  been  taken  by 
the  applicant  to  place  the  amount  of  money  legally  chargeable  on  effecting 
the  location  of  the  warrant  or  warrants  in  the  hands  of  the  district  officers, 
he  will  forward  the  warrants  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  of  the  proper 
district,  to  be  by  them  located,  pursuant  to  the  proviso  of  the  last  section 
of  the  Act  of  September  28, 1850.  And  as  it  is  manifest  that  this  proviso 
can  only  be  carried  out  in  harmonious  conjunction  with  other  enactment'!, 
regulating  the  disposal  of  the  public  lands,  and  the  assignment  and  loeition 
ot  bounty  land  certificates,  the  warrants  presented  at  your  office  can  hne 
only  such  opportunities  of  location  at  the  district  office,  after  the  arrival 
ot  the  money  and  warrants  there,  as  the  owner  could  have  if  personally 
present  and  offering  said  warrants  and  money  on  the  day  that  they  both 
tost  reach  the  local  office  in  business  hours.  The  Act  of  28th  September, 
1850,  contemplates  that  the  particular  tracts  to  be  located  in  this  manner 
shall  be  selected  or  designated  by  the  local  officers  of  anv  particular  district' 
from_  the  vacant  public  lands  in  such  district,  liable  to  be  located  by  the 
specific  warrants  sent  them  from  your  office ;  and  when  locations  are  made 
by  distnet  officers  in  cases  of  this  kind,  they  will  certify  in  connection  with 
their  usual  certificate  in  each  case,  that  the  location  has  been  made  "upon 
good  farming  land,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained  from  the  maps, 
plats,  and  field  notes  of  the  surveyor,  or  from  any  other  information  in  the 
possession  of  the  (land)  local  office.

Sir :— Your  letter  of  the  22d  July  last,  addressed  to  the  President,  and  re- 
questing, for  reasons  stated,  that  your  authority  to  assign  certain  duplicate 
bounty  land  warrants,  issued  in  the  names  of  other  persons,  shall  be  recog- 
nized by  the  General  Land  Office,  has  been  referred  to  this  Department.  I 
have  to  inform  you,  in  reply,  that  warrants  were  made  assignable  by  the 
fourth  section  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  March  3, 1855,  which  provides  that 
certificates  or  warrants  may  be  assigned,  transferred,  and  located  by  the  war- 
rantees, their  assigns,  or  their  heivs-at-law.  We  should  be  pleased  to  do  any 
thing  in  our  power  to  relieve  you  from  the  loss  and  embarrassment  incident 
to  the  peculiar  facts  of  your  case,  but  there  is  no  law  which  authorizes  us 
to  recognize  assignments  of  warrants,  which  have  been  or  may  bo  executed 
by  persons  other  than  those  named  in  the  act  of  Congress  just  quoted. 
Should  we  assume  to  endorse,  on  the  duplicate  warrants  in  your  hands,  a 
recognition  of  your  authority  to  assign  them,  our  act  would  be  supercroga- 
torv  and  void,  and  fail  to  afford  you  the  relief  which  you  seek.

nr^j"^  report  and  accompanying  papers,  touching  the  proposition  of  Cyrus 
Woodman,  to  surrender  a  certain  patent  issued  in  the  name  of  Daniel  T. 
Bunker,  embracing  certain  lands  in  the  Mineral  Point,  Wiaoonsin,  District, 
to  which  said  Bunker  had  established  a  pre-emption  right,  and  upon  which 
boanty  land  warrant,  No.  14844,  (Act  of  1850,)  was  located,  and  which 
was  assigned  by  Bunker  to  Woodman,  upon  the  duplicate  certiBcate  of  loca- 
tion,  and  the  application  of  said  Woodman  that  a  new  patent  issue  to  him, 
have  been  considered. 

The  fact,  that  at  the  date  of  such  assignment,  warrant  locations  on  land 
darned  by  pre-emption,  were  regarded  and  recognized  by  the  Genera!  Land 
Uflice  as  assignable,  would  seem  equitably  to  entitle  the  applicant  to  relief, 
but  ID  view  of  the  interpretation  which  has  been  placed  npon  the  Act  of 
2^d  March,  1852,  (No.  190,)  "making  land  warrants  assignable,"  such 
relief  cannot  be  afforded  in  the  manner  proposed. 

By  the  Act  of  1841,  all  assignments  and  transfers  of  the  right  thereby 
secured,  are  declared  null  and  void.  This  prohibition  is  plain  and  positive, 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  was  intended  absolutely  to  prevent  and 
disallow  aJl  assignments  of  pre-emption  rights. 

The  construction  which  has  been  given  to  the  Act  of  22d  March,  1862, 
by  this  Department,  and  which  is  now  held  to  be  the  true  one,  is,  that 
Congress  did  not  thereby  intend  to  repeal  by  implication,  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  pre-emption  laws,  and  that  the  same,  leaves  the  right  of  pre- 
emption "  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  of  the  law  upon  which  it  is  based." 
_  If  this  construction  be  the  true  one,  and  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that 
It  IS,  there  is  no  authority  vested  in  this  Department  to  issue  a  patent  to  the 
assignee  of  a  pre-emption  right,  nor  can  a  patent  which  has  been  properly 
issued  in  accordance  with  law,  be  legally  cancelled.  Equity  cannot  be  in- 
voked to  render  lawful  that  which  the  law  expressly  forbids. 

The  patent  to  Bunker  has  been  issued  in  conformity  with  the  established 
ruling  of  this  Department,  and  it  is  not  perceived  how  the  same  can  be 
properly  and  consistently  cancelled,  and  another  issued,  which,  according 
to  the  accepted  construction  of  the  law,  is  not  contemplated  or  warranted 
by  It. 

_    Whether  the  assignee.  Woodman,  can  obtain  relief  in  a  court  of  equity, 
IS  a  question  for  the  courts  to  determine.

Fending  the  location,  Osborn  applied  to  enter  the  land  as  a  settler,  hut 
it  is  not  shown  that  he  attempted,  or  claimed  to  bring  himself  within  the 
pre-emption  laws,  That  application  was  properly  refused  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, by  the  local  officers,  and  unless  some  valid  preference  right  can 
be  shown,  on  the  part  of  Osborn,  I  agree  with  your  suggestion  that  the 
land  in  such  cases,  if  you  find  it  proper,  or  necessary  for  fair  competition 
among  buyers,  should  be  formally  restored  to  market  by  thirty  days'  notice.

Whtre  a  Land  Warrant  was  errmeoud^  issued  for  one  hundred  and  twenty 
acres,  and  the  daimaMt  icm  only  entitled  to  eighty  acres,^  the  Warrant 
may  he  located  hy  anaesignee  who  is  a  purchaser /or  consideration,  and 
without  notice, /or  its  full  quantity  o/one  hundred  and  twenty  acres. 

The  issuing  of  duplicate  Warrants  is  unauthorized  hy  law.* 

DaPARTUBNT  OP  THK  ISTEKIOK, 

January  19,  1860. 

Sir : — A  duplicate  warrant  for  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  bounty 
land  having  been  issued  by  mistake  from  your  office,  on  the  3d  of  December, 

1855,  in  the  name  of  William  Rowland,  private  in  Capt.  Ujrnes'  company 
of  Tennessee  militia,  when  the  evidence  plainly  shows  that  he  claimed 
and  was  entitled  to  but  eighty  acres,  the  question  has  been  brought  before 
me  to  decide  whether  it  ought  to  be  patented  by  the  General  Land  Office 
for  the  full  number  of  acres  guaranteed  upon  its  face,  or  whether  it  should 
be  cancelled,  and  a  certificate  for  the  proper  amount  issued  in  its  stead. 
Warrants  having  been  made  assignable  by  Act  of  Congress,  this  one  was 
duly  sold  by  Rowland  to  one  Boajamin  F.  Felt,  on  the  Sd  of  Juno,  1856; 
and  it  is  claimed  in  his  behalf,  that,  being  a  purchaaer  without  notice  that 
this  official  certificate  of  the  Government  was  in  any  respect  defective,  he 
is  entitled  to  a  patent  for  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres. 

I  have  examined  into  the  matter  with  care,  and  find  my  conclusions  fa- 
vorable to  tte  claim  of  the  assignee.  Felt.  It  is  evident  that  the  error  of 
issuing  the  warrant  for  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  was  an  act  beyond 
the  control,  and  without  the  knowledge  or  participation  of  Felt.  He  was 
not  bound  even  to  inquire  whether  Rowland  was  or  was  not  legally  entitled 
to  a  lai^er  or  smaller  number  of  acres.  That  he  found  it  upon  the  market, 
issued  under  due  form  of  law,  and  properly  assignable  by  Act  of  Congress, 
was  all  he  had  to  look  to.  AVhen  he  became  its  legal  owner,  the  Govern- 
ment was  his  debtor  for  what  it  carried  upon  its  face,  and  when  located; 
he  was  entitled  to  a  patent  for  it.  In  these  views,  I  think  I  am  fully  sns, 
tained  by  the  able  opinion  of  Mr.  Attorney- General  Cushing,  of  March  \^, 

1856,  which  deals  with  this  question  in  pointed  language.  The  opinion  oi 
Mr,  Attorney-General  Wirt,  of  October  10, 1825,  which  was  cited  as  i 
taining  a  contrary  view,  was  intended  to  apply  to  a  different  class  of  < 
and  was  announced  at  a  period  long  prior  to  the  time  when  warrants  foi 
bounty  land  were  made  assignable  by  law.  Under  this  conviction,  I  fee 
bound  to  decide  that  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  can 
not  withhold  from  Felt  his  patent  for  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land

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aDGording  to  the  terms  of  the  location  made  by  him.  The  case  might  be 
different  if  the  warrant  waa  still  in  the  hands  of  Bowland,  the  original 
grantee,  or  the  assignment  was  a  forgery. 

In  connection  with  this  claim,  my  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  cus- 
tom prevailing  in  the  Pension  Office  of  granting  duplicate  warrants.  This 
system  was  first  sanctioned  hy  my  predecessor  in  office,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Ewing,  and  went  into  operation  under  his  decision  in  the  case  of  William 
S.  Morgan,  father  and  heir-at-law  of  Michael  H.  Morgan,  of  date  February 
5,  1850,  at  a  time  when  land  warrants  were  not  assignable  hy  law.  But 
when  considered  in  its  present  bearing  upon  the  fact  that  the  duplicate  is 
assignable  just  as  the  original  is,  and  is  equally  negotiable,  it  must  prove 
to  be  productive  of  incurable  evils  to  the  Government.  Though  intended 
for  the  accommodation  of  those  who  have  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  their 
warrants,  it  has  unquestionably  been  used  by  dishonest  pereons  as  a  means 
of  procuring  a  larger  amount  than  they  were  entitled  to,  while  the  negoti- 
able quality  of  the  certificate  has  enabled  them  to  impose  upon  innocent 
purchasers.  It  is,  in  addition  to  this,  wholly  without  the  warrant  of  law, 
and  an  exercise  of  authority  which  I  am  unwilling  should  continue  longer. 
I  know  of  but  one  instance  in  which  I  should  consider  it  proper  to  grant  a 
n  w  wa  rant  nd  th  t  where  the  original  is  returned  to  the  Pension 
Offi  nut  1  t  d  d  f  d.

J.  Barney,  as  assignee;  aod  a  duplicate  of  which  was  issued  in  August, 
1854,  and  located  soon  after  by  W.  H.  H.Bailey,  as  assignee,  after  mature 
deliberation,  I  have  reached  the  conclusion,  that  both  locators  will  be  en- 
titled to  patents  for  the  lands  located,  on  satisfying  you  by  affidavit  or 
credible  testimony  that  they  were  innocent  purchasers,  for  valuable  con- 
sideration, without  notice  of  any  fraud,  in  making  or  procuring  the  assign- 
ment of  said  warrant  and  duplicate. 

If,  however,  the  assignment  of  cither  warraut,  has  been  foiled,  no  right 
passes  thereby,  and  the  location  of  the  warrant  is  void.

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EXTKACT  FROM  THE   GENERAL  REGULATIONS  IN"  RELA- 
TION TO  TUB  EXECUTION  OF  INDIAN  CONVEYANCES. 

"The  deed  must  not  only  be  acknowledged  before  a  justice  of  the  peace 
or  other  officer  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  State  or  Territory  to  take  the 
aclinowledgment  ot  deeds  or  other  instruments  of  writing,  but  such  officer 
must  certify  that  he  made  known  to  the  grantor  the  contents  of  the  deed, 
and  explained  to  him  its  purport  and  meaning,  and  that  he  freely  acknow- 
ledged the  signing,  sealing  and  execution  thereof,  and  was  satisfied  and 
content  with  the  consideration  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid  therefor,  and 
that  he  executed  the  said  deed,  and  made  the  acknowledgment  of  the  same, 
without  any  circumvention  or  undue  persuasion  of  the  grantee,  or  any  other 
person  or  persons  whomsoeirer.  Annexed  to  such  acknowledgment  must 
be  a  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  some  court  of  record  of  the  proper  county. 

The  following  sedwntifrom  the  Act  of  June  30, 1834,  (o  regulate  merconTse  mthlndian 
tribes,  relate  to  Indian  laadi : — ■ 

Seo.  10.  And  be  it  fiirther  atacted,  That  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  and 
Indian  agents,  aud  aub-agenls,  shall  have  authority  to  remove  from  the  Indian  uonn- 
trj  all  persons  found  therein,  contrary  to  law ;  and  the  President  of  the  United  States 
is  authorized  to  direct  the  military  force  to  be  employed  in  such  removal. 

Sbc.  11.  And  be  it  farther  mnQted,  That  if  any  person  shall  make  a  settlement  on 
any  lands  belonging,  secured,  or  granted  by  treaty  with  the  United  States  to  any 
Indian  tribe,  or  shall  survey,  or  shall  attempt  to  aurvay  such  lands,  or  designate  any 
of  the  boundaries  by  marking  trees,  or  otherwise,  such  offender  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  And  it  shall,  moreover,  be  lawful  for  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  to  take  such  measures,  and  to  employ  such  military  force  as 
he  may  judge  necessary,  to  remove  from  the  lands  as  aforesaid,  any  such  person  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  no  purchase,  grant,  lease,  or  other  convey- 
ance of  lands,  or  of  any  title  or  claim  thereto,  from  any  Indian  nation,  or  tribe  of 
Indians,  shall  be  of  any  validity  in  law  or  equity,  unless  the  same  be  made  by  treaty, 
or  convention  entered  into,  pursuant  to  the  Constitution.  And  if  any  person,  not 
employed  nnder  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  attempt  to  negotiate  such 
treaty  or  convention,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  treat  with  any  such  nation,  or  tribe  of 
Indians,  for  the  title  or  purchase  of  any  lands  by  them  held  or  claimed,  such  persons 
shall  forfeitand  pay  one  thousand  dollars:  Provided  neverthelese,  That  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  agent  or  agents  of  any  State  who  may  be  present  at  any  treaty  held  with 
Indians,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  in  the  presence  and  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  of  the  United  States,  appointed  to  hold 
the  same,  to  propose  to  and  adjust  with  the  Indians,  the  compensation  to  be  made  for 
their  claim  to  lands  within  such  State,  which  shall  be  estinguished  by  treaty. 

A  grant  made  by  an  Indian  tribe  northwest  of  the  Ohio,  iu  1713  and  1775,  to 

private  individuals,  does  cot  confer  a  valid  title  which  the  courts  of  the  United  States 

will  recognize  or  sustain.— JbAnson  and  Graham's  Lessee  v,  M'Intosh,  8  Wbeaton, 

543  ;  5  Condensed  Reports,  503. 

The  Indian  title  to  their  lauds  in  Florida,  and  the  rights  and  practices  of  the  crown 
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authenticated  with  the  seal  of  said  court,  that  the  magistrate  or  other  officer 
before  whom  suoh  ajjltnowledgment  shall  have  heen  duly  taken,  was,  at  the 
time,  duly  commissioned  and  qualified,  aod  authorized,  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  or  Teiritory,  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds  and  other  in- 
struments of  writing. 

"The  deed  must  be  accompanied  with  a  certificate  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Indian  Affairs,  or  the  Indian  agent,  if  the  facts  are  within  his  personal 
knowledge,  of  the  precise  consideration  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid,  whether 
in  money  or  other  property,  with  sums,  dates,  and  such  other  incidental 
matters  connected  therewith,  as  will  show  the  true  character  of  the  contract 
and_  transactions  ;  also,  if  the  grantor  is  the  individual  for  whom  the  reser- 
vation was  made,  and  is  capable  of  taking  care  otj  and  properly  managino- 
his  property,  and  that  the  consideration  is  a  full  and  fair  price  for  the  lands 
intended  to  be  conveyed ;  or,  if  the  facts  should  not  be  within  the  personal 
knowledge  of  the  ageat,  then  the  affidavit  of  some  disinterested  and  credi- 
ble person  known  to  him,  who  possesses  such  knowledge,  and  who  has  not 
acted  as  agent  of  either  of  the  parties,  must  be  forwarded."

Gentlemen  : — After  an  examination  of  the  instructions  from  this  Office 
of  the  22d  of  April,  20th  November,  1845,  16th  February  and  24th  July, 
1846,  and  of  the  proeeeciings  at  the  local  offices,  in  the  reception  of  certifi- 
cates of  Choctaw  Indian  claims,  I  am  of  opinion  that,  instead  of  said  certifi- 
cates being  treated  virtually  as  cash  in  the  payment  of  lands,  they  should 
be  regarded  as  liable  to  location  only.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  con- 
curring in  this  view  of  the  matter,  it  is  hereby  ordered  : 

Ist.  That  hereafter  the  aforesaid  Choctaw  certificates  are  to  be  satisfied 
by  locati<M,  and  such  certificates  are  no  longer  to  be  treated  as  money. 

When  assigned  however  to  a  pre-emptor,  they  may  be  heated  on  the 
tra«t  to  which  his  claim  may  be  fully  established. 

In  all  other  cases  the  certificates  must  be  confined  in  the  locatioti  to  lands 
"  subject  to  entry  at  private  iale"  at  the  usual  minimum  of  $1  25  per  acre, 
and  no  selection  must  be  admitted  on  any  lands  reserved,,  or  withdrawn 
from  market  for  any  purpose, 

2d.  The  application  for  the  land  selected  in  satisfaction  of  a  certificate 
must  be  endorsed  on  the  certificate,  dated  and  signed  by  the  parly  owning 
it,  and  if  before  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  selection,  no 
pre-emption  declaration  is  filed,  and  no  valid  adverse  claim  appears,  the 
Register  will  append,  under  the  application,  his  certificate  that  the  location 
is  correct. 

3d.  The  proceedings  are  to  be  altogether  distinct  and  separate  from  the

Gentlemen  :— By  the  3d  article  of  the  circular  dated  7th  June,  1847, 
providing  for  the  location  of  Choctaw  certificates,  the  proceedings  are  re- 
quired to  be  "  altogether  distinct  and  separate  from  the  sales,  no  patent 
certificate  nor  receipt  to  be  issued,"  &c. 

This  rule  relates  to  the  proceedings  requisite  to  satisfy  by  location  the 
area  of  the  Choctaw  certi/icate.  Bnt  as  the  pre-emption  law  grants  a 
claimant  the  right  to  a  "  quarter-section,"  although  its  contents  roay  be 
greater  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  it  is  deemed  proper,  on  mature 
consideration  of  the  matter,  that,  when  a  pre-emptor  applies  to  locate  such 
a  "  quarter-section,"  the  excess  should  be  paid  for  in  money,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordered  accordingly. 

The  like  course  will  be  pursued  in  the  location  of  tracts  not  claimed  by

Circular  relative  to  the  location  of  half-breed  Dacotah  or  Sioux  scrip,  issued 
under  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  17,  1854.     (No.  243.) 
General  Land  Office, 

March  31,  1857. 

Gentlemen  : — The  Commissioner  of  Indian  affairs,  by  letter  of  the  25th 
ultimo,  has  advised  this  Office  that  mrip  has  been  prepared  for  six  hun- 
dred and  forty  persons,  as  Dacotah  or  Sioux  half-breeds  or  mixed-bloods, 
under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  17,  1854,  above  mentioned ;  that  five 
pieces  of  scrip  will  be  issued  to  each  person,  as  follows ;  two  for  forty  acres 
each  J  one  for  eighty  acres,  and  two  for  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  each, 
making  an  aggregate  for  each  one  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  acres,  desig- 
nated thus,  for  example,  in  the  first  case  :  No.  1  A,  forty  acres ;  No.  1  B, 
forty  acres;  No.  1  C,  eighty  acres;  No.  1  D,  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres; 
No.  1  E,  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  Blank  forms  of  these  five  pieces 
are  sent  herewith,  for  your  information,  so  that  you  may  have  a  proper 
idea  of  the  originaJ  pieces  of  scrip  when  they  are  presented  for  location. 

This  scrip,  as  declared  on  its  face,  is  looatable  upon  the  following  de- 
scribed classes  of  lands,  viz  : 

Upon  the  Sioux  half-breed  reservation,  which  is  situated  wholly  in  the 
two  land  districts  of  Red  Wing  and  Faribault,  in  Minnesota ;  that  portion 
of  said  reserve  situated  in  the  former  being  in  townships  111  to  113,  in- 
clusive, ranges  10  to  15  west ;  that  in  the  latter  being  in  townships  108  to 
110,  ranges  9  to  15. 

1st.  The  scrip  may  be  located  by  the  half-breed,  upon  any  land  within 
this  reserve  upon  wbioh,  at  the  date  of  the  Act  of  July  17,  1854,  he  was 
an  actual  honafide  settler. 

2d.  Upon  any  land  within  said  reservation  which,  at  the  date  of  said 
Act,  was  not  so  occupied  by  a  half-breed,  or  any  other  person  who  may  have 
gone  into  said  reservation  under  authority  of  law. 
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To  constitute  a  half-breed  or  mixed  blood  an  actual  and  bona  Jide  settler 
witbin  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  it  must  be  shown  by  proof  satisfactory 
to  yon,  that  he  was  an  occupant  by  personal  inhabitation  within  said  reser- 
Tation  at  or  before  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  July  17,  1854,  and  in  such 
oaBe  he  will  he  entitled  to  locate  his  scrip,  embracing  his  improvements, 
conforming  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the  public  surveys,  unless  such 
location  interferes  with  another  bona  fide  settler,  when  each  will  be  al- 
lowed to  take  such  subdivisions  as  will  embrace  his  improvements. 

The  persons  who  have  "gone  into  said  Territory  by  authority  of  law," 
the  land  officers  at  Eed  Wing  and  Faribault  will  understand,  are  only  such 
white  persons  as,  prior  to  the  passage  of  said  Act  of  July  17,  1854,  had 
entered  said  reservation  under  the  Indian  Intercourse  laws — such  as  li- 
censed traders,  authorized  missionary  teachers,  and  other  persons  in  the 
employ  of  Government  in  connection  with  Indian  affairs,  and  who  inhabited 
the  lands  and  made  improvements  thereon  prior  to  said  Act.  Improve- 
ments of  this  class  of  persons  are  shielded  from  the  scrip;  yet  you  can  do 
no  act  in  the  way  of  giving  title  to  the  white  claimants  of  such  improve- 
ments because  the  law  has  conferred  no  power  on  the  Executive  for  this 
purpose. 

3d.  The  said  Act  authorizes  also  the  location  cf  scrip  "  upon  any  other 
unoccupied  lands  subject  to  pre-emption  or  private  sale."     Or, 

4th.  "  Upon  any  other  unsurveyod  lands,  not  reserved  by  Government, 
upon  which  they  have  respectively  made  improvements." 

Where  the  scrip  may  be  located  on  unsurveyed  lands  outside  of  the 
reservation  on  which  the  half-breed  has  improvements,  and  which  is  not 
reserved  by  G-overnment,  his  application  for  location  should  be  accompanied 
by  a  diagram  and  description,  denoting  natural  objects  and  distances,  so  as 
to  fix,  with  certainty,  the  exact  locality  wanted,  serve  as  the  best  notice 
in  our  power  to  settlers,  that  conflict  may  be  avoided,  and  enable  you,  when 
the  public  surveys  are  made,  to  designate  the  legal  subdivisions  embracing 
the  location. 

The  land  selected  in  satisfaction  of  a  certificate  of  scrip  must  be  located 
in  the  name  of  the  party  in  whose  favor  the  scrip  is  issued,  and  the  loca- 
-tion  may  be  made  by  him  or  her  in  person,  or  by  his  or  her  guardian  or 
duly  authorized  agent.  The  application  should  be  duly  attested  in  each 
case  by  the  Register  and  Eeoeiver,  and  attached  to  each  should  be  your 
certificate  to  the  following  effect :

No  receipt  is  to  be  issued  to  the  locator,  except  in  unavoidable  cases, 
where  there  may  be  a  small  esccss  in  the  area  of  the  location  over  the 
■scrip,  and  in  that  case  it  must  be  paid  for,  and  the  Receiver  will  issue  his 
receipt,  which  he  will  number  and  account  for,  as  in  the  case  of  bounty 
land  warrant  excess.  But  no  certificate  of  purchase  is  to  be  issued;  the 
scrip  and  application,  instead  of  certificates  of  purchase,  being  the  instru- 
ments of  title  which  are  to  be  returned  to  the  General  Laud  Office  in  this 
class  of  business. 

The  Ee^ster,  however,  in  the  case  of  excess  payments,  will  append  to

I  herewith  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  F.  Hubeschman, 
Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs,  in  relation  to  the  disposition  by  the 
Oneida  Indians,  of  timber  and  lumber  cut  upon  the  lands  of  that  tribe. 
As  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Indians  have  no  legal  right  or  power  to  cut, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  timber,  except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary 
for  their  own  purposes,  I  have  to  request  that  you  will  instruct  the  timber 
agent  at  Green  Ray,  to  give  notice  that  after  a  certain  day,  (giving  them 
a  reasonable  time  for  such  notice  to  be  fully  circulated  among  the  Indians, 
and  others  interested,)  that  all  timber  cut,  or  lumber  used  therefrom,  after 
that  date,  will  be  seized  and  sold,  and  that  the  law  in  relation  to  trespasses 
committed  npon  the  public  lands,  will  be  strictly  enforced,  as  in  other 
cases,  &c.  Very,  &o.,

Tour  letter  of  the  11th  instant  has  been  received,  referring  to  an  entry 
of  forty  acres  of  land  made  at  the  land  office  at  Ionia,  Michigan,  in  Au- 
gnat,  1854,  by  two  Indians,  and  presenting  the  question,  "  whether,  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  Indiana  being  considered  in  the  light  of 
minors  or  wards,  can,  as  aach,  acquire  title  to  land  in  fee."  In  the  State  of 
Michigan,  where  this  entry  was  made,  the  Constitution  recognizes  as  a  citi- 
zen, every  civilized  male  inhabitant  of  Indian  descent,  a  native  of  the 
United  Statea,  and  not  a  member  of  any  tribe.  In  this  particular  case, 
therefore,  it  may  be  that  the  parties  purchasing  are  citizens  of  that  State  : 
but  independent  of  that  fact,  in  view  of  the  late  law  of  Congreas,  as  to  tha 
right  of  Indiana  to  receive  bounty  land  warrants,  and  of  course  to  locate 
the  same,  and  receive  patents  therefor,  I  cannot  think  there  should  bo  any 
hesitation  in  carrying  into  grants,  the  aale  to  the  two  Indians  above  referred 
to,  or  that  which  may  be  made  by  any  other  person  of  lite  character,  of 
land  open  to  purchase  by  the  first  applicant.

Indians  retaining  tribal  relations  are  not  entitled  to  the  r^ht  of  Pee-emp- 

Beld  hy  the  Commissioner,  that  half-breeds,  mthonl  tribal  connection,  are 

not  excluded  from  such  right.* 

GENEEil  Land  OrfioE, 
April  29,  1856. 

Sir  r— On  the  24th  October,  1834,  thia  Office  held,  under  a  decision  of 
the  President,  that  "  Indiana  residing  within  the  Choctaw  cession  ahould 
be  left  to  the  rights  secured  to  them  hj  the  treaty,  and  that  pre-emption 
rights  did  not  therefore  accrue  to  them." 

On  the  3d  September,  1850,  Commissioner  Butterfield  decided,  that 
John  Waisly,  a  Chippewa  Indian,  was  not  entitled  to  a  pre-emption,  "  for 
the  want  of  citizenship,"  and  that  filing  a  declaration  of  intention  to  be- 
come a  citizen  oould  not  avail  the  party,  for  the  reason  that  the  naturalisa- 
tion laws  "do  not  apply  to  Indians  domiciliated  on  our  soil,  but  only  to 
foreigners,  who  owe  an  allegiance  to  an  authority  distant  and  separate 
from  that  of  the  United  States,"  and  he  adds,  "it  has  been  long  settled, 
that  Indians  are  not  entitled  to  a  right  of  pre-emption." 

_  On  the  20th  May,  1854,  Commissioner  John  Wilaon,  instructed  the  He- 
gister  and  Receiver  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  "that  where  Indians  have  ceased 
to  draw  annuities,  are  not  members  of  any  tribe,  and  are  reco" nized  as 
citizens,  by  the  Constitution  and  lawa  of  the  State  in  which  they  reside," 
the  question  whether  "  pre-emption  rights  will  accrue  to  them,  is  open  and 
under  advisement." 

In  a  communication  to  thia  Office,  of  date  14th  May,  1855,  it  was  held 

*  See  decision  of  Secretary  Thompson,  in  the  Superior  City  case,  (No.  493.) 
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by  yourself,  that  civilized  Indians,  resident  in  the  State  of_Miehigan, 
loiffht  purchase  land,  "open  to  purchase  by  the  first  applicant. 

I  find  no  other  decisions  of  the  Department  proper,  or  of  this  Office, 
bearing  upon  this  suhject.  Retaining  a  connection  with  his  tnbe,  an  In- 
dian  can  neither  acquire  nor  hold  a  separate  property  in  land.  Such  an 
ownership  would  be  inconsistent  with  its  laws  or  usages.  Property  in  land 
is  in  the  entire  tribe.  Johnson  v.  MIntosh,  8  Wheaton,  593.  His  rela- 
tion to  the  tribe,  and  his  subjection  to  its  customs  and  laws,  are  incom- 
patible with  that  separate  individual  settlement,  improvement,  and  use  ot 
the  land,  contemplated  by  the  pre-emption  laws.  As  a  member  of  the  tribe, 
he  is  under  a  divided  sovereignty,  subject  both  to  the  laws  of  the  tnbe  and 
the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States.  If  his  eonneetion  with 
the  tribe  has  ceased,  either  by  its  dissolution  or  his  withdrawal,  he  is  then 
subject  only  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  or  Tem- 
torv  in  which  he  may  reside.  He  is  not  a  foreigner,  and  owes  no  allegiance 
to  authority  independent  of  the  United  States.  He  may  not  be  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  in  the  highest  sense  of  that  term,  but  he  is,  within 
the  meaning  in  which  it  is  used  in  the  Act  of  1841.  He  enjoys  all  the 
riehts  which  are  held  by  while  persons  horn  within  the  United  States,  save, 
perhaps,  such  as  are  purely  political.  He  is  competent  to  acquire,  hold, 
and,  in  the  absence  of  disabling  statute,  to  dispose  of  real  estate,  and  is 
entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  Government ;  and,  under  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  if  oiviliaed,  may  exercise  the  right  ot 
suffrage.  See  Jackson  e^  dem.  Smith  y.  Goodell,  20  Johns.  188,  where 
the  subject  is  very  fully  discussed.         *  *         *        ,,,,,,, 

It  is  my  opinion,  that  the  fact  that  the  pre-emptors  are  half-bloods  ot  an 
Indian  tribe,  but  without  tribal  connection,  and  resident  among  white 
people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  would  not,  if  established,  exclude  them 
from  a  right  of  pre-emption,  under  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841.

article  of  the  treaty  with  tlie  Chippewaa  of  Lake  Superior  of  30th  Septem- 
ber, 1854,  which  is  in  these  words. 

"  Article  10.  Al!  missionaries  and  teachers  and  other  persons  of  full 
age,  residiog  in  the  Territory  hereby  ceded,  or  upon  any  of  the  reservations 
hereby  made  by  authority  of  law,  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  laud  occu- 
pied by  them  at  the  minimum  price  whenever  the  surveys  shall  be  com- 
pleted to  the  amount  of  one  quarter  section  each."  A  permit  or  trader's 
license  may  show  that  the  party  to  whom  the  same  was  issued,  was  law- 
fully in  the  Indian  country,  but  it  is  no  evidence  that  such  person  was 
residing  there.  Neither  do  the  facte  that  an  individual  was  the  proprietor 
of  goods  which  were  for  sale  under  a  license  issued  to  him,  and  that  a 
trading  post  was  actually  occupied  by  bis  agents  who  were  transacting 
business  for  him,  furnish  any  basis  for  a  valid  claim  to  enter  land  under 
article  10  of  said  treaty.  The  beneficiaries  intended  and  provided  for 
thereby,  were  those  who  were  residing  upon  the  land  claimed  by  them  at 
the  time  said  article  was  written  and  inserted  in  the  treaty,  and  they  could 
not  be  subsequently  increased  iu  number.  Although  it  is  stipulated  by 
the  13th  article  that  "  this  treaty  shall  be  obligatory  on  the  contracting  par- 
ties as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  ratified  by  the  President  and  Senate  of 
the  United  States,"  yet  it  cannot  be  thence  inferred  that  it  was  meant  to 
extend  the  time  of  "residing,"  as  employed  in  the  10th  article.  The 
treaty  when  ratified  related  back  to  the  time  of  signing,  and  the  ratification 
only  confirmed  the  claims  of  thpse  who  were  residing  upon  the  land  at  the 
date  of  the  execution  of  the  treaty. 

This  case  will  be  remanded  to  the  local  office,  with  instructions  to  the 
Register  and  Receiver  to  require  strict  proof  to  be  produced  as  to  whether 
the  said  Kimball  was  actually  residing  upon  the  land  he  claims,  at  the  time 
the  treaty  was  made  and  entered  into,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  he  was 
not  so  "residing"  at  that  time,  then  his  claim  to  enter  said  land  must  be 
rejected,  and  the  application  of  said  Croaier  to  enter  the  land  he  claims  by 
pre-emption,  may  then  be  considered -on  its  own  merits,  and  in  view  of 
such  proof  as  may  have  been  or  may  be  adduced  in  support  thereof.  The 
papers  in  the  caae  you  will  find  herewith  enclosed.

Classijicalion  of  sections  of  Indian  Reserves,  &c. 

DeFARTUEKT    Of    THE    InTEBIOR, 

Maj  23,  ia59. 

Sir : — Referring  Ijo  the  11th  section  of  the  Act,  making  appropriations 
for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government,  (No.  358,)  for  the  year  end- 
ing the  80th  June,  1860,  I  deem  it  advisable  to  state  the  principles  which, 
jn  my  opinion,  should  form  the  basis  of  the  rules  and  regulations  referred  to. 

The  separate  sections  allotted  to  individual  Indians  should  be  classified 
under  two  heads,  viz ;  those  which  lie  within,  and  those  which  lie  outside 
of  the  limite  of  a  tribal  reservation.  The  former  should  be  declared  for- 
ever inalienable  by  the  reservec  or  bis  heirs,  except  to  a  member  of  his 
tribe,  or  to  the  United  States ;  the  latter  should  be  alienable  under  such  re- 
strictions as  will  prevent  fraud  and  imposition,  and  secure  to  the  reservees 
the  full  value  of  their  land. 

I  have  to  direct  that  you  prepare  "  rules  and  regulations,"  for  the  issu- 
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ance  of  patents  to  such  iDdiaas  in  Kansas  Territory  as  may  be  eotitled 
thereto,  under  treaty  stipulations,  and  the  Act  of  Congress  already  quoted. 
These  regulations  should  be  drawn  up  in  oonfomity  to  the  principlcB  here 
laid  down,  and  when  completed,  wil!  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  this 
Department.

Dbpaetment  op  the  Interior, 

Washington,  May  24,  1B59, 

Sir : — After  a  review  of  the  case,  wherein  John  Murray  claiming  by 
pre-emption  certain  tracts  in  the  Sioux  half-breed  reservation,  Faribault, 
now  St.  Peter's  District,  Minnesota,  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  May  19, 
1858,  (No,  330,)  appeals  from  your  decision  in  favor  of  a  location  of  Sioux 
half-breed  scrip,  issued  to  Antoine  St,  Antoine,  No.  162  east,  for  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres,  by  Alexander  Faribault,  as  attorney  for  said  half-breed,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  case  should  be  remanded  for  a  fiill  investiga- 
tion before  the  local  officers,  of  which  both  Murray  and  Faribault  should 
have  due  notice;  said  investigation  to  be  had,  under  the  views  hereinafter 


I  remark,  that  the  evidence  taken  before  the  magistrate,  tends  to  show, 
and  the  local  officers  have  reported,  that  Murray  would  be  entitled  to  pre- 
emption, had  he  not  consented  to  the  location  of  the  scrip.  His  pre-emp- 
tion right  is  thus  prima  facie  good,  unless  the  affirmation  of  another 
froposition  is  established  against  him,  viz  :  that  the  land  was  located  with 
is  consent.  There  is  a  date  for  the  scrip  location  to  be  made  and  to 
attach,  and  on  that  date,  the  consent  of  the  settler  must  be  subsisting  and 
unrevoked.  I  cannot  think  that  it  was  the  design,  or  is  the  effect  of  the 
law  of  May  19,  1858,  to  compel  this  Department  to  examine  into  al!  the 
negotiations,  or  verbal  or  written  agreements,  that  may  have  been  made  by 
adverse  claimants  by  way  of  compromise,  and  with  a  view  of  merging  their 
claims  to  a  piece  of  land. 

la  this  case,  the  application  to  locate  the  scrip,  is  dated  the  18th  May, 
1857;  to  defeat  the  prima  facie  right  of  the  prc-emptor,  a  consent  subsist- 
ing and  unrevoked,  must  be  shown  to  have  existed  on  that  day. 

Further,  as  the  law  directs  us  to  pay  respect  to  the  settlement,  and  dis- 
regard the  location,  unless  made  with  consent,  the  location  must  not  only 
have  been  made,  bat  must  have  been  good  in  other  respects,  if  an  adverse 
settlement  under  the  law  is  shown  to  exist.  In  this  case,  the  authority  of 
Faribault  to  locate  the  piece  of  scrip  in  question,  is  not  spread  before  u=. 
If  on  file,  it  should  have  been  forwarded,  and  if  not  on  file,  the  original  or 
a  certificate  copy  of  a  record,  dating  hack  to  the  location,  or  eariicr,  must 
be  filed. 

The  papers  in  the  case,  are  now  returned  to  your  office.  So  far  as  they 
bear  on  the  question  of  consent,  they  tend  to  show  the  existence  of  such 
consent  only  at  dates  subsequent  to  the  filing  of  the  scrip.

Sir  : — From  your  report  of  the  15th  of  April  last,  and  the  papens  which 
accompaDied  the  same,  it  appears  that  a  certain  tract  of  land,  lying  within 
the  limits  of  what  was  formerly  know  as  the  "  Laie  Pepin  Reserve,"  in 
Minnesota,  designated  as  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  32,  and  the  west 
half  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  33,  township  111,  of  range  10 
east,  is  claimed  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  town  of  Wabashaw,  under 
the  Act  of  23d  May,  1844,  (No.  79.)  Adverse  claims  to  said  land,  are 
preferred  on  the  part  of  certain  holders  of  half-breed  Indian  scrip,  issued 
under  the  Act  of  July  17,  1854,  (No.  243.) 

You  have  decided  against  the  claim  of  the  town  authorities;  and  that 
said  land  is  subject  to  scrip  location. 

From  this  decision,  an  appeal  has  been  taken  to  this  Department,  and  I 
now  proceed  to  consider  the  facts  and  questions  involved  in  said  case. 

Bach  half-breed  settler  within  said  reserve,  is  protected  by  law,  from  ad- 
verse pre-emption  rights,  or  scrip  location,  to  the  extent  of  his  settlement 
and  occupancy,  and  has  a  valid  claim,  and  a  superior  right  to  the  particu- 
lar subdivision  or  subdivisions  thus  held.  The  Act  of  July  17, 1854,  recog- 
nized and  protected  the  settlements  of  the  half-breeds.  The  Act  of  1858, 
(No.  BZO,)  confirmed  their  rights  in  this  respect,  and  at  the  same  time  le- 
galized settlements  made  by  white  settlers  antecedent  to  its  passage.  It  is  in- 
cumbent on  the  Department  to  administer  both  of  these  laws,  so  as  to 
accomplish  the  objects  contemplated  by  them,  by  securing  to  each  class  of 
settlers  the  rights  intended  to  be  conferred.  But  neither  the  Act  of  1854, 
nor  that  of  1858,  recognized  any  right  or  title  of  the  haJf-breeds,  to  all  the 
lands  embraced  in  any  claim  lines  which  they  may  have  marked  out.  Such 
claimants  were  not  restricted  to  any  particular  or  specified  tracts  or  hod.ies 
of  land,  but  each  might  locate  a  part  of  his  scrip  upon  the  tract  occupied 
by  him,  and  the  residue  elsewhere.  The  claim  of  the  half-breeds  to  lands 
within  their  "plowed  lines,"  cannot  be  regarded.  The  law  evidently  con- 
templated, that  the  scrip  should  he  located  according  to  the  legal  subdivi- 
sions, and  in  order  to  constitute  settlement  and  occupancy  thereof,  it  is 
necessary  that  residence,  cultivation,  or  improvement,  be  shown.  It  was 
intended  to  confer  on  each  half-breed  Indian  settler,  an  exclusive  right  to 
locate  scrip  upon  the  land  occupied  by  him,  should  he  desire  so  to  do,  but 
that  right  did  not  extend  to  circumjacent  lands,  which  were  settled  on  or 
in  the  occupancy  of  half-breeds,  or  white  settlers,  unless  their  consent  were 
given  to  sneh  location. 

What  are  the  facts  of  this  ease  ?  Did  the  settlement  or  occupancy  of  any 
of  these  half-breed  claimants  extend  over  the  land,  which  is  now  claimed 
under  the  Act  of  1844,  by  the  town  authorities  of  Wabashaw  ?  That  none 
of  said  half-breed  Indians,  were  actually  settled,  or  resided  upon  any  of  the 
legal  subdivisions  thereof,  is  conceded.  Was  there  any  such  actual  occu- 
pancy by  them  as  the  law  contemplates,  and  will  protect?  Does  any  of 
this  land  appear  to  have  been  improved,  cultivated  or  used  in  such  manner 
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as  to  indicate  real  occupancy,  by  said  half-breeds  or  either  of  them  ?  The 
evidence  does  not  satisfy  my  mind,  that  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the 
town,  or  since,  any  such  improvement  was  made  thereon,  or  that  any  Bnoh 
act  was  performed  by  any  of  said  claimants  as  ts  requisite  and  essential  to 
denote  actual  occupancy  by  them.  As  both  the  settlements  of  white  per- 
sons and  of  haff-breeds,  are  protected  by  law,  there  is  but  one  way  in  which 
scrip  can  be  legally  located  on  lands  thus  occupied,  and  that  is  by  the  con- 
sent of  the  settler. 

This  case  may  be  remanded  to  the  local  office,  with  instructions  to  the 
Begister  and  Receiver  to  enquire  into  and  take  testimony,  as  to  whether 
such  consent  was  given  by  the  settlers  or  occupants  of  the  land  in  contro- 

If  it  shall  appear  that  no  such  consent  was  given,  said  land  is  subject  to 
entry,  under  the  Act  of  May  23,  1844,  and  upon  a  full  compliance  with 
said  law,  by  the  proper  authorities  of  the  town,  they  may  be  permitted  to 
enter  the  same,  in  accordance  with  its  provisions.

In  relation  to  the  issiie  of  Patents  to  Indian  reservees  in  Xansas. 

Departuent  of  the  Integiob, 

June  30,  1869. 
Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  23d  ult.,  in  regard  to  the  issuance  of  patents  to 
Indian  reservees  in  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  has  been  received.  The  law 
therein  referred  to,  provides  that  patents  shall  issue  "upon  such  conditions 
and  limitations,  and  under  such  guards  and  restrictions  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  said  Seoretaty"  (of  the  Interior.)  Under  the  authority  of  this  law,  I 
have  to  direct  that  patents  shall  issue  to  all  Indian  reservees  in  Kansas 
Territoiy,  containing  simply  a  condition,  that  "the  said  tract  shall  never  be 
sold  or  conveyed,  {by  the  grantee,)  or  his  heirs,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  the  time  being."  The  patents  should  issue  in 
this  form,  to  all  reservees,  without  regard  to  the  competency  of  the  indi- 
vidual, or  the  location  of  the  reserve. 

Eulea  and  regulations  shall  be  prepared,  setting  forth  the  terms  upon 
which  the  Secretary  will  consent  to  a  sale,  by  an  Indian  reservee.  These 
should  be  based  upon  the  classification  made  in  my  letter  of  the  23d  ult. 
(No.  645.)  I  agree  with  you,  however,  as  to  the  propriety  of  discriminat- 
ing between  competents  and  incompetents,  although,  even  in  respect  to 
the  former,  due  care  should  be  taken  to  protect  them  against  fraud.

Sir : — The  questions  presented  by  the  appeal  of  A.  T.  Sharpe,  Esq., 
from  the  decision  which  yoo  have  rendered,  in  favor  of  the  scrip  location 
of  Antoioe  Grignon,  and  against  tbe  right  of  John  Mahony  to  pre-empt  the 
south  half  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  15,  township  110,  range  10, 
in  the  St.  Peters,  Minnesota,  District,  have  been  considered,  and  the  papers 
received  with  your  letter  of  the  5th  ultimo,  are  returned. 

It  appears  tnat  Mahony  settled  upon  the  northwest  quarter  of  said  sec- 
tion 15,  in  the  year  1855,  and  that  in  July,  1858,  he  filed  his  "  declaration 
of  pre-emption"  therefor,  in  aceordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  May  19,  1858,  which  declares  that  settlements  made  thereto- 
fore on  the  body  of  land  "known  as  the  half-breed  tract,"  lying  on  the  west 
side  of  Lake  Pepin  and  the  Mississippi  river,  "are  valid,  so  far  as  they  do 
not  conflict  with  settlements  made  by  half-breeds,  and  that  the  settlers  shall 
have  the  benefit  of  the  pre-emption  laws  of  the  United  States,  any  loca^ 
tion  of  half-breed  scrip  thereon  after  the  date  of  the  settlement,  notwith- 
standing." 

It  further  appears,  that  on  the  18th  day  of  May,  1857,  scrip  was  located 
on  the  north  half  of  said  northwest  quarter,  in  the  name  of  Nancy  Buis- 
Bon,  a  half-breed,  and  it  is  alleged,  that  said  Nancy  has,  since  the  year 
1845  or  1846,  occupied  and  cultivated  a  portion  of  said  tract,  and  that  on 
the  same  day,  other  scrip  was  located  on  the  south  half  of  said  northwest 
quarter,  in  the  name  of  Antoine  Grignon.  It  is  not  claimed,  however, 
that  said  Antoine,  who  is  a  haif-breed,  ever  occupied  or  resided  upon  the 
land  so  located.  If  the  allegation,  that  Nancy  Buisson  was  an  occupant 
and  cultivator  of  the  north  half  of  said  northwest  quarter,  is  established  by 
satisfactory  proof,  the  settlement  of  Mahony  will  conflict  with  that  of  the 
said  half-breed  and  his  claim  to  that  extent  must  be  rejected. 

It  has  already  been  decided,  that  mere  "  plowed  lines,"  without  any 
other  occupancy  or  use,  can  attach  no  valid  rights  of  half-breeds  to  the 
lands  surrounded  thereby.  The  land  claimed  by  Buisson  must  have  been 
actually  cultivated  or  used  by  her,  otherwise  the  settlement  of  the  pre- 
emption claimant  would  entitle  him  to  that  portion  of  the  land  in  contro- 
versy with  her.  As  against  Antoine  Grignon,  Mahony  would  also  seem  to 
be  entitled  to  the  land  in  controversy  between  them,  provided  his  improve- 
ments upon  it  were  of  such  a  character  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  I  thini  the  case  should  be  remanded  to 
the  local  office,  with  instructions  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  to  require  all 
the  parties  in  interest  to  produce  further  proofs  in  support  of  their  respec- 
tive claims,  after  giving  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing.

making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Governm,eiii,for 
the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty," 
approved  March  8,  1859,  (No.  358.) 

Individua]  Indian  reservea  are  divided  into  two  classes,  those  whioli  are, 
and  those  which  are  not,  included  within  the  houndaries  of  a  tribal  reaer- 
vation.  The  former  are  inalienable  except  to  Indians  by  birth,  members 
of  the  tribe  to  which  the  reservee  belongs;  the  latter  are  alienable  under 
the  following  conditions : 

1.  The  deed  or  instrument  of  conveyance  mnst  be  executed  in  the  pre- 
sence of  two  subscribing  witnesses,  and  acknowledged  before  the  agent, 
within  the  limits  of  whose  agency  the  reservee  resides,  and,  when  presented 
for  approval,  must  be  accompanied  by  the  following  certificates,  viz  : 

1st.  A  certificate  signed  by  two  of  the  chiefs  of  the  tribe  to  which  the 
reservee  belongs,  setting  forth  that  the  grantor  is  the  identical  individual  to 
whom  the  land  was  originally  granted,  or  his  (or  her)  sole  surviving  heir; 
that  he  (or  she,  as  the  case  may  be,)  is  competent  to  manage  his  (or  her) 
affairs,  and  to  dispose  of  his  (or  her)  propert;y,  and  that  they  think  it  ad- 
visable that  the  land  should  bo  sold.  And  in  case  the  original  reservee 
shall  have  died  leaving  more  than  one  heir,  the  identity  and  competency 
of  all  auoh  heirs  must  be  set  forth  in  the  certificate. 

2d.  A  certificate  from  the  agent,  for  the  tribe  to  which  the  reservee  be- 
longs, that  the  contents,  purport,  and  effect  of  the  deed  of  conveyance  were 
explained  to  and  fully  understood  by  the  grantor  or  grantors ;  that  the  con- 
sideration specified  therein  is  a  fair  price  for  the  land  ;  that  the  same  has 
been  paid  to  the  grantor  or  grantors,  in  his  presence,  in  gold  or  silver  coin 
of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  conveyance  is  in  eveiy  respect  free  from 
fraud  or  deception. 

2.  Incompetents  will  be  permitted  to  make  sale  of  their  land  in  the  same 
manner  as  those  of  the  competent  class,  except  that  their  incompetency 
must  be  stated  in  the  certificate  of  the  chiefs,  and  the  certificate  of  the 
agent  must  set  forth  that  the  purchase-money  has  been  paid  to  him  for  the 
use  of  the  grantor  or  grantors,  and  that  he  holds  the  same  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs. 

3.  If  the  reservee  does  not  reside  within  the  bounds  of  an  Indian  agency, 
the  deed  of  conveyance  may  be  executed  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or 
other  officer  having  legal  jurisdiction  in  the  premisus,  whose  official  cha- 
racter must  be  properly  authenticated.  1^  the  grantor  or  grantors  should  be 
known  to  such  officer,  he  must  certify  that  he  (or  she)  is  fully  competent 
to  dispose  of  his  (or  her)  property,  and  manage  his  (or  her)  business  affaire; 
that  the  eonsideratioa  specified  was  a  fair  price  for  the  land  at  the  date  of 
the  sale ;  that  the  same  was  paid  to  the  grantor  or  grantors,  in  his  presence, 
in  gold  or  silver  coin  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  entire  transaction 
is  free  from  fraud  or  deception.  If  the  aforesaid  facts  are  not  known  to 
Buch  officer,  they  must  be  verified  by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  two  credible 
persons  who  are  cognizant  of  these  facts,  whose  veracity  must  be  certified 
by  such  officer,  and  the  testimony  and  all  papers  pertaining  to  the  convey- 
ance, must  be  properly  authenticated  under  the  seal  of  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 
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Tie  value  of  the  land  described  in  the  deed  must  be  appraised  by  at 
least  two  disiDterested  persons  of  integrity  and  sound  judgment,  who,  after 
a  full  inspection  of  the  premises,  will,  under  oath,  set  forth  the  market 
price  thereof,  and  the  character  of  such  appraisers  for  veracity  should  be 
certified  hj  a  proper  officer. 

4.  A  diagram  prepared  by  a  competent  surveyor,  or  an  authenticated 
copy  of  the  official  plat  of  survey,  indicatiog  the  land  intended  to  be 
alienated,  must  be  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  Indian  Of&ce. 

5.  No  reservee  will  be  allowed  to  sell  more  than  thtee-fourths  of  the 
land  assigned  to  him  (or  her)  under  the  treaty  provisions,  except  in  special 
cases,  where  circumstances  to  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior  may  seem  to  require  a  relaxation  of  the  rule. 

6.  No  sale  or  conveyance  which  does  act  substantially  conform  to  the 
foregoing  regulations,  will  receive  the  approval  of  the  Department.

Sir : — Certain  citizens  of  Butler  County,  California,  have  sent  in  their 
petition  to  the  General  Land  Office,  praying  that  no"  patents  be  issued  for 
the  ranchps  called  "Flugge"aud  "Hernandez."  These  were  tracts  of 
land  in  California,  granted  by  the  Mexican  GoTernment  before  the  eon- 
quest.     The  grants  were  declared  good  by  the  Comraissioaers  appointed 

Where  there  was  a,  grant  of  land  in  Califoriiia,  subject  to  the  condition  thait  the 
grantee  should  build  a  house  upon  it,  and  huTe  it  inhabited  within  a,  jear  from  the 
date  of  the  grant ;  and  also,  that  be  shonld  obtaic  a  jndicial  passcssion  and  measure- 
ment or  survey  of  it,  the  evidence  shows  sufBcient  reasons  for  a  non-compliance  on 
the  part  of  the  grantee. —  United  Stales  y.  Reading,  18  Howard,  1. 

The  court  again  decides,  ae  in  lYemonl  v.  United  Slatet,  17  Howard,  560,  that  a 
mere  omission  10  comply  with  these  conditions  would  not  necessarily  amount  to  a 
forfeiture,  unless  there  were  circumstances  which  showed  an  intention  to  abandon 
the  p    p    ty. — lb. 

Al  hough  the  tatle  did  not  become  definitive  until  the  grant  was  approved  by  the 
departmental  assembly,  yet,  immediate  interest  passed  by  the  grant  from  the  Got- 
e  no  whose  duty  it  was,  (and  not  that  of  the  grantee,)  to  submit  the  case  to  the 
dp  m  ntal  assembly,  and  if  they  shonld  reject  it,  then  to  lay  the  case  before  the 
S  p    me  Government  of  the  Republic— i6. 

Whe  an  imperfect  Spanish  title  to  land  in  Missouri  was  confirmed  by  the  Com- 
mies one  ,  but  the  claim  required  a  survey,  to  ascertain  its  limits  and  boundaries, 
evidence  cannot  be  received,  that  the  survey  was  erroneously  made,  by  showing  pos- 
session by  the  confirmee,  of  land  in  a  different  place  than  that  where  the  survey 
placed  his  land.— iSian/ord  v.  Taylir,  IS  Howard,  409. 

In  the  case  of  an  imperfect  Spanish  title  to  land  in  Louisiana,  a  confirmation  by 
Congress  is  inoperative,  unless  the  title  of  survey  under  it  will  enable  the  court  to 
ascertain  the  specific  boundaries  of  the  land.  If,  before  the  survey  in  such  a  case, 
an  entry  is  made,  and  a  patent  taken  out  for  land  which  eocSicts  with  a  subsequent 
survey  of  the  confirmed  concession,  the  patentee  has  the  better  title. — Ledon  v.  Black, 
18  Howard,  473. 

Where  there  was  a  grant  of  land  in  California,  in  1843,  with  three  boundaries,  and 
the  quantity  stated,  and  in  1845,  a  new  grant  was  made,  which  was  approved  itj  the 
departmental  assembly,  subject  to  the  condition  that  within  four  months  a  map  of  the 
land  should  be  made;  this  was  a  condition  subsequent,  the  non-compliance  with 
which  did  not  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant,  but  only  lefl  the  land  liiible  to  be  de- 
nounced.— Uniled  States  v.  Vaca,  18  Howard,  556. 

Where  there  was  a  grant  of  land  in  California,  made  by  the  Governor  to  the  Secce- 
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to  investigate  them.  The  same  decree  was  made  afterwards  by  the  Dis- 
trict Court.    An  appeal  was  taken  to  tiie  Supreme  Court  but  it  was  dismissed. 

A  person  who  claims  land  in  California,  under  a  title  from  Mexico,  is 
entitled  to  have  a  patent  for  it  issued  out  of  the  General  Laud  Office  here, 
whenever  he  shows  that  his  claim  has  been  finally  confirmed,  hj  the  Com- 
missioners, by  the  District  Court,  or  by  the  Supreme  Court,  if  he  at  the 
same  time  accompanies  that  proof  with  a  survey,  certified  and  approved  by 
the  Surveyor-General  of  California.  The  claims  now  under  consideration 
have  been  finally  confirmed,  and  the  proper  certificate  of  the  Surveyor-G-ene- 
ral,  has  been  produced.  These  proceedings  are  conclusive  on  you.  They  put 
the  right  of  the  olaimaata  to  a  patent  on  grounds,  which  you  have  no  au- 
thority or  power  to  contest.  The  13th  section  of  the  Act  of  March  3, 1851, 
is  too  plain  to  admit  of  dispute. 

When  the  survey  covers  lands  belonging  to  other  persons,  (as  is  alleged 
to  be  the  case  here,)  their  remedy  is  to  petition  the  district  judge,  for  an 

tary  of  the  Qovernmeat,  and  neither  the  petition  nor  the  patent  stated  the  quantity, 
but  the  conceEsion  and  direction  by  the  GoTernor  to  the  proper  officer,  to  issue  the 
patent,  limited  the  quantity  to  eleven  square  leagaee  ;  this  concession  and  direction 
coaatitnte  a  pact  of  the  evidence  of  title,  and  are  Eiifficient  to  malte  a  good  gract 
for  that  amount. —  United  Slates  v.  Larkin,  18  Howard,  551, 

On  the  aeth  November,  1835,  the  Goternor  of  California  gave  an  order  that  the 
petitioner  should  have  a  tract  of  land,  without  specifying  tbe  boundaries,  which  was 
done  by  an  order  having  the  formalities  of  a  definiljve  title,  on  the2Tth.  This  latter 
document  must  govern  the  caie.  The  decree  of  1824,  and  the  regulations  of  1828, 
forbid  the  colonization  of  territory  comprehended  within  twenty  leagues  of  the 
boundaries  of  any  foreign  State,  and  within  ten  leagues  of  the  sea  coast,  without 
the  consent  of  the  supreme  Executive  power.  This  restriction  did  not  prohibit 
grants  of  land  within  those  limits,  to  natives  of  tbe  country.— ^r^ue/io  v.  Ukiled 
Slates,  18  Howard,  539.     See  also.  United  States  v.  Crux  Cervantes,  18  Howard,  553. 

Where  a  claimant  of  land  in  California  produced  documentary  evidence  in  his 
favor,  copied  from  the  archives  in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor- General,  and  other  ori- 
ginal grants  by  Spanish  officers,  the  presumption  is  in  favor  of  the  power  of  those 
officers  to  make  the  grants. —  United  States  v.  Feralla,  19  Howard,  343. 

Califomia. 

1.  The  regulations  for  the  colonization  of  the  Territories  of  the  Government 
of  Mexico,  made  21st  November,  1828,  in  pursuance  of  tbe  act  of  the  general 
Congress,  August  18,  1824;  Provided,  1st.  That  the  governors  of  the  territories 
should  be  empowered  to  grant  vacant  lands,  among  others,  to  private  persons  who 
may  ask  for  them,  for  the  purpose  of  cultivating  and  inhahiting  tbe  same.  2d,  That 
every  person  soliciting  lands  shall  address  to  the  Governor  a  petition,  expressing  his 
name,  country  and  religion,  and  describing,  aa  distinctly  as  possible,  by  means  of  a 
map,  the  land  asked  for.  3d.  The  Governor  shall  proceed  to  obtain  the  necessary  in- 
formation, whether  the  petition  contains  the  proper  conditions  required  by  the  law 
of  the  18th  August,  1824,  both  as  regards  the  land  and  the  petitioner,  in  order  that 
the  application  may  be  at  once  attended  to ;  or  if  it  be  preferred,  the  municipal  au- 
thority may  be  consulted  whether  there  be  any  objection  to  the  making  of  the  grant. 
4tb.  This  being  done,  the  Governor  will  accede  or  not  to  such  petition,  in  conformity 
to  the  laws  on  the  subject.  5th,  The  definitive  grant  asked  for  being  made,  a  docu- 
ment, signed  by  the  Governor,  shall  be  given  to  serve  as  a  title  to  the  party  interested, 
wherein  it  must  be  stated  that  the  grant  is  made  in  o^taet  conformity  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  law,  in  virtue  of  which  possession  shall  be  given.  6th.  The  necessary 
record  shall  be  kept,  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  of  all  the  petitions  presented 
and  grants  made,  with  maps  of  the  lands  granted,  and  a  circumstantial  report  shall 
be  forwarded,  quarterly,  to  the  Supreme  Government. —  United  States  v.  Combustan, 
20  Howard,  59. 

2.  Where  there  was  no  evidence  with  respect  to  a  grant  of  land  in  California,  that 
any  one  of  these  preliminary  steps  had  been  taken,  this  court  cannot  confirm  the 
claim. — lb. 

3.  The  decisions  of  this  court  in  cases  of  claims  to  land  in  Louisiana  and  Florida, 
are  not  applicable  where  precise  and  recent  regulations  exist,  directing  the  manner 
in  which  land  shall  be  granted. — lb. 
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injunction,  and  if  he  grants  it,  the  patent  will  be  stayed,  until  the  injunc- 
tion is  dissolved.  Nothing  of  the  hind  has  been  done.  The  patents  must 
issue. 

But  neither  the  decree  of  the  courts,  nor  the  survey,  nor  the  patent,  is 
conclusive  on  any  body  but  the  G-ovemment  and  the  patentee.  The  rights 
of  third  parties  are  expressly  saved  in  the  act  of  Congress.  If  therefore, 
there  he  any  ground  for  the  complaint  made  in  the  petition  from  Butler 
county,  those  who  claim  a  title  adverse  to  the  patentees  have  still  a  chance 
to  establish  it  in  the  proper  courts  of  the  State. 

There  is  nothing  in  this  case  which  authorizes  me  to  interfere.  The 
Attorney-General  has  a  certain  supervisory  control  overtheinvestigationof 
these  California  land  claims,  while  the  contest  upon  them  is  between  the 
United  States  and  Mexican  grantees.  But  his  power  is  gone  when  the  Uov- 
ernment  ceases  to  have  an  interest  and  private  parties  alone  are  concerned.

4.  There  are  also  strong  grounds  of  suspicion  with  respect  to  the  bona  fides  of  the 
grant  in  question ;  but  as  the  claimant  may  not  have  had  an  opportnnily  of  produc- 
ing evidence  in  the  court  below,  the  case  will  be  remanded  to  that  court  for  further 
proceedings. — lb. 

5.  As  the  Act  of  Congress  passed  on  the  3d  of  March,  1851,  does  not  specify  the 
time  witbin  which  an  appeal  must  be  made  to  thia  court  from  the  district  courts  of 
California,  the  subject  roust  be  regnlated  by  the  general  law  respecting  writs  of  error 
and  appeals.  Either  party  is  at  liberty,  therefore,  to  appeal  from  such  a  decree,  with- 
in five  yearsfrom  the  time  of  its  rendition. —  United SlateiY.Pacheo,  20  Howard  261. 

6.  Under  the  siity-third  rule  of  this  court,  an  appellee,  in  a  case  from  California, 
may  docket  and  dismiss  according  to  that  rule  ;  but  a  new  appeal  may  be  taken  at 
any  time  within  five  years,  or  it  may  be  that  the  record  may  be  filed  by  the  appol. 
lint  at  the  same  term  at  which  a  certificate  or  record  had  been  filed  by  the  appellf" 
and  the  case  dismissed.— /6. 

7.  After  a  case  has  been  thus  docketed  and  dismissed  at  the  instance  of  an  a_ 
pellee  who  is  a  claimant  of  land,  if  a  patent  should  he  taken  out,  it  will  still  be 
Eubiect  to  be  reviewed  by  this  court  at  any  time  within  the  five  years  above  men- 
tinned.— 76. 

8.  Where  a  petitioner  files  a  claim  to  land  in  California,  before  the  board  of  " 
missioners  created  by  Congress,  the  intervention  of  rival  claimants  is  a  practic 
to  be  encouraged— (/niie^i  Stales  v.  Fossal,  20  Howard,  413. 

9  Where  there  is  no  natural  boundary  or  descriptive  call  for  the  (erminati 
lines  of  a  tract  of  land,  and  the  quantity  of  land  called  for  in  the  grant  is  "  one 
league  of  the  larger  size,  a  little  more  or  less,"  the  survey  ransl  only  include  a  league. 
The  words  "  a  little  more  or  less"  must  be  rejected. — lb. 

10.  The  grant  is  for  one  league  of  land,  to  be  taken  within  the  southern,  western 
and  eastern  boundaries  designated  therein,  and  to  be  located  at  the  election  of  the 
igns,  under  the  restrictions  established  for  the  location  and  survey 


grants  of  miss 
Keports,  656, 

The  evidence  is  satisfactory  that  Alvarado,  the  Governor  of  California,  granted  a 
tract  of  land  to  the  extent  of  eleven  leagues,  to  John  A.  Sutter,  in  1841.  Although 
the  original  grant  has  not  been  produced,  yet  there  is  sufficient  proof  that  it  once 
existed  and  was  destroyed  by  fire.  A  draft  of  the  grant  prepared  by  the  Governor 
is  found  in  the  archives,  and  the  grant  was  recorded  in  the  county  registry  of  deeds  ; 
and  this,  together  with  the  other  evidence  in  the  case,  shows  that  it  was  genuine, 
and  also  the  maps  which  accompanied  it.  Although  the  map  was  incorrect  in  its 
lines  of  latitude,  yet  it  can  be  located  by  reference  to  natural  objects.  But  another 
grant  purporting  to  be  issued  by  Micheltorena  in  1845,  for  the  surplus  of  the  former 
grant  bein"  an  additional  quantity  of  twenty-two  leagues,  does  not  stand  in  the 
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Where  two  Mexican  grants  of  land  in  California  have  been  coiijirmed, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  3rf  March,  1851, 
the  older  grant,  whick  ha*  also  the  earlier  confirmation,  is  entitled  to  a 
preference  in  location,  by  the  Surveyor- General,  if  the  two  grants  lie 
afoul  of  each  other. 

The  mrvey  of  the  older  grant  and  confirmation,  shotdd  he  returned  for 
patenting  ;  and  it  is  lawful  to  survey  to  the  Junior  grant  so  much  land 
as  lies  witiiin  its  proper  sketch,  and  is  not  interfered  with  by  the  location 
of  the  senior  grant,  though  the  quantity  thus  surveyed  be  less  than  the 
quantity  of  land  confirmed  to  such  junior  grant. 

The  action  of  the  Surveyor- General  wiU  not,  however,  preclude  a  future 
investigation  by  the  proper  judicial  tribunals.

Sir : — From  your  letter  dated  May  £),  1859,  and  the  documents  whioU 
accompany  it,  I  learn  that  Manuel  Jimeno  received  from  the  Mexican 
Government,  in  due  form,  a  grant  for  eleven  leagues  of  land  lying  upon  the 
Sacramento  river.  The  shape  and  situation  of  the  land  granted  are  de- 
scribed in  the  act  of  concession,  and  defined  more  exactly  by  a  map  accom- 

aame  position.  SnppOBing  it  to  be  genuine,  jet  tho  situation  of  Michcltorena  at  its 
date  would  impair  its  validitj.  He  had  been  driven  from  the  capital,  was  not  in  the 
peaceful  exorcise  of  his  official  authority-,  and  was  shortly  after  compelled  to  abdicate. 
The  grant  was  not  recognized  bj  his  anccessors,  nor  was  it  placed  in  the  archives.  It 
was  not  a  valid  claim  at  the  date  of  the  treaty  of  Gnadalupe  Hidalgo. —  United  States 
T.  Sutler,  21  Howard,  llo. 

Where  there  was  a  petition  for  land  in  California,  addressed  to  Michcltorena.  the 
Governor,  which  was  referred  by  him  to  the  Secretary,  Jimeno,  and  by  him  to  Sut- 
ter, and  there  is  no  evidence  that  these  papers,  with  Sutter's  certiScale,  waa  ever 
retaraed  to  the  Governor,  or  sanctioned  by  the  authorities  of  the  State  subsequently, 
the  evidence  is  not  sufficient  to  support  the  claim,  although  sanctioned  by  what  is 
called  Sutter's  general  title. —  VnitedStateg  v.  Nt/e,  21  Howard,  408.  (See  also  United 
States  V.  Bassett,  21  Howard,  412.) 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  settlement  of  private  land 
claims  in  California,  and  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  on  appeal,  extends  not 
only  to  the  adjudication  of  questions  relating  to  the  genuineness  and  authenticity  of 
the  grant,  and  others  of  a  similar  character,  but  also  to  all  questions  relating  to  its 
location  andboundaricB;  and  does  not  terminate  until  the  issue  of  a  patent  conform- 
ably to  the  decree.  It  ia  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor-General  to  cause  all  private  claims 
which  shall  be  finally  confirmed,  to  be  accurately  aurvoved  and  to  furnish  plats  of 
the  same. —  United  States  v.  Fossalt,  31  Howard,  445. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  has  decided  that  the  treaty  by  which  Louisiana 
was  acquired,  imposed  only  apolitical  obligation  upon  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  to  perfect  titles,  rights  and  claims,  originating  under  France  and  Spain,  and 
when  the  government  confirms  lands  to  one  claimant  it  eztinguishes  any  mere  in- 
choate title  in  another. — Mackay  v.  Dillon,  T  Missouri  Reports,  T.  (See  also  on  the 
latter  point  Barrold  v.  Smmonds,  9  Missouri  Reports,  323i  and  Cottle  v,  Sydnor,  10 
Missouri  Reports,  163.) 

Also,  that  the  confirmation  of  a  claim  of  six  thousand  arpents  of  land,  will  not  en- 
title the  confirmee  to  hold  a  larger  quantity,  as  included  by  the  metes  and  bounds 
fixed  by  a  subsequent  survey,  especially  if  saoh  survey  interferes  with  the  claim  of 
another  person,  which  haa  been  confirmed.— i)en<  v.  Bingham,  8  Missouri  Reports 
579.. 

Aa  to  boundary,  survey  and  description,  see  the  following  Missouri  oases.  Sirothtr 
v.  Ckiity,  2  Mo.  Reps,  148 ;  Page  v.  Schiebel,  11  Mo.  Reps.  167  i  Joyal  v.  Siptey,  19 
Mo.  Reps.  660;  Carondelel  City  Y .  MipAeraon,  20  Mo.  Reps.  192;  Papiay.Hinet,  23  Mo. 
Reps.  274 1  Si.  Louis  v.  Taneg,  31  Mo.  Reps.  243 ;  MagmiT  v.  Taylor,  2B  Mo.  Reps.  484. 
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panyiDg  the  expedients.  Subsequent  to  tlie  dato  of  Jimeno's  grant,  another 
grant  was  made  to  John  Bidwell,  of  a  tract  called  Coins,  also  lyiag  upon 
the  Sacramento  river.  The  precise  location  of  this  grant  is  also  ascertaia- 
able  without  difficulty,  from  the  description  contained  in  the  grant  and 
desiKo.  The  two  being  compared  together  it  becomes  -very  clear  that  one 
lies  al'oul  of  the  other.  Both  parties  have  obtained  decrees  of  confirmation 
by  the  Board  of  Land  Commissioners,  by  the  District  Court  of  the  United 
States  for  California,  and  by  the  Supreme  Court.  Jimeno,  or  those  claim- 
ing under  him,  not  only  has  the  advantage  of  hia  competitor  in  the  priority 
of  the  grant,  but  was  first  in  obtaining  the  several  decrees  of  confirmation. 
Without  repeating  tho  questions  which  you  propound  to  me,  I  shall  answer 
all  the  points  that  have  been  raised  in  your  Department  ooncerning  all  the 
lights  of  these  claimants  with  respect  to  surveys  and  patents. 

Both  parties  are  not  and  cannot  be  entitled  to  the  land  which  both  of 
them  claim.  The  title  of  one  is  beyond  all  question  paramount  to  that  of 
the  other.  It  cannot  be  that  the  junior  grant  is  equal  to  the  senior.  At 
the  time  that  the  concession  was  made  by  the  Government  of  Mexico  of 
the  Coins  tract,  Jimeno  was  the  owner  of  the  land  in  controversy,  and 
the  Government  had  no  right  which  it  could  convey.  The  Jimeno  title  then, 
being  in  every  respect  prior  in  point  of  time,  must  be  regarded  as  better  in 
law  and  equity  than  the  other.  It  must  take  the  interference,  to  the  total 
exclusion  of  the  other  claim. 

It  is  the  plain  and  manifest  duty  of  the  Surveyor-General  to  locate  the 
whole  of  the  Jimeno  ranehe  just  as  it  would  have  been  located,  if  no  oppos- 
ing claim  to  the  land  it  covers  had  been  set  up.  The  owners  of  the  Colus 
grant  are  entitled  to  whatever  land  may  still  be  left  within  the  proper  limits 
of  their  grant  after  satisfying  the  calls  of  the  Jimeno  tract.  The  Surveyor- 
General  may,  however,  run  on  the  ground,  and  designate  in  some  proper  way 
upon  hia  plat,  the  lines  which  wonld  have  been  assigned  to  the  Coins  ranehe 
in  case  it  had  not  been  interfered  with.  But  he  cannot  return  for  patent- 
ing more  than  one  of  the  two  conflicting  surveys  of  the  same  land. 

It  follows  from  what  I  have  said,  that  it  is  lawful,  in  a  ease  like  this,  to 
survey  to  the  claimant,  under  the  junior  grant,  less  land  than  was  con- 
.firmed.  The  elder  grant  must  have  what  it  calls  for,  and  the  junior  can 
only  take  what  is  left. 

These  views  coincide  not  only  with  the  instructions  issued  by  your  De- 
;partment  to  the  Surveyor-General,  but  also  with  the  13th  section  of  the  Act 
'of  March  3d,  1851,  (No.  189,)  which  gives  to  the  Surveyor-General  the  same 
^power  and  authority  as  are  conferred  on  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office 
and  Receiver  of  the  public  moneys  of  Louisiana,  by  the  6th  section  of  the 
Act  of  March  3,  1831.  The  provision  in  the  Act  of  1831,  referred  to  in 
ithat  of  1851,  is  one  which  authorized  the  Register  and  Receiver  to  decide 
.between  the  parties,  when  they  are  unable  to  agree  among  themselves,  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  principles  of  justice.  To  de- 
cide, in  that  act,  means  to  determine  which  of  the  two  claimants  has  the 
better  right,  according  to  the  principles  of  justioe.  The  Surveyor-Gen  oral' a 
decision,  however,  is  not  final,  and  does  not  preclude  a  future  inquiry  by 
the  proper  judicial  tribunals.  While  therefore  he  should  in  thi.?  case  re- 
turn the  Jimeno  survey  for  patenting,  it  is  proper  that  he  should  do  noth- 
ing which  will  obscure  the  right  of  the  other  party  or  prevent  a  fair  inves- 
tigation of  it.

Congress,  in  regard  to  the  gold  miDes  of  California,  has  not  made  any 
apecial  grants  to  individuala,  nor  passed  any  general  law  by  which  special 
rights  thereto,  by  individuals,  might  be  acquired.  Under  the  Spanish  or 
Mexican  law,  it  is  contended  that  no  rights  to  said  mines  within  the  Man- 
poaaa  claim  were  acquired  by  the  original  grant,  the  basis  of  the  present 
patent,  *****  It  is  proper  further  to  state,  that  the  present  policy 
of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the  lead  and  copper  mines  of  the  north- 
west, is  understood  to  be  at  variance  with  that  pursued  by  the  Mexican 
government.  Here,  wherever  a  grant  has  been  made  of  land,  and  any 
lead  or  copper  mines  were  discovered  in  them,  the  latter  passed  to  the

1.  Quantity  and  boundaries.  Whei-e  the  quantity  confirmed  ht/  the  decree 
of  the  court,  is  less  than  that  ascertained  hy  survey,  to  lie  within  the 
boundaries  specified,  the  effect  of  the  decree  is  to  give  the  quantity  to  he 
heated  toiihin  the  boundaries. 

2.  As  a  general  rule,  in  case  of  Mexican  graitts,  the  quantity  which  is  cer- 
tain, and  can  be  exactly  ascertained,  may  be  regarded  as  controlling 
boundaries  which  are  uncertain,  which  have  never  been  offi,cially  sur- 
veyed, and  concerning  which  there  is  room  for  dispute,

Your  report  of  the  23d  ultimo,  with  jour  proposed  instructions  to  the 
Su  y  Gt  neral  of  California,  in  the  matter  of  the  approval  of  the  survey 
f  th    \      to  rancho,  have  been  carefully  considered. 

Th  Su  eyor-General  reports  that  the  survey  in  question  was  made 
and  truotions  from  Ms  predecessor,  and  includes  about  three  square 

1  gu  f  1  nd,  whilst  the  decree  of  confirmation,  after  specifying  boun- 
d  nta  ns  these  words  also,  "  containing  two  square  leagues  a  little 

m  les  ,"     He  reports  that  his  decision  would  be,  if  not  otherwiBe 

d       t  d  th  t  the  claimant  "haa  a  right  to  select,  in  satisfaction  of  his 

nfi  m  t  out  of  the  prescribed  boundaries,  a  tract  of  two  leagues,  having 
a         p    t  f  rm." 

1  u  p  posed  reply  in  the  matter  recites,  that  there  were  two  grants  in 
this  ease,  "  one  by  Governor  Alvarado,  on  the  16th  of  April,  1839,  the 
other  by  acting  governor  Jimeno,  on  the  13th  November  of  the  same  year, 
both  describing  the  tract  granted  by  the  name  of  Novate,  the  same  boun- 
daries recited  in  both,  and  also  sketched  in  the  desino,  and  the  contents 
given,  as  two  square  leagues  "  a  little  more  or  less,  with  the  usual  sobrante 
clause."  Rejecting  the  words  "  a  Httle  more  or  less,"  as  having  no  meaning 
in  a  system  of  surveys  like  our  own,  the  question  arises,  whether  the  Sur- 
veyor-General should  approve  a  survey  by  boundaries  which  include  about 
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three  square  leagues,  or  should  cause  a  survey  to  be  made,  wLich  would 
restrict  the  claim  to  two  st[uare  leagues,  the  quantity  mentioned.  If  it 
were  impossible  to  ascertain  and  mark  the  boundaries  called  for,  with  proxl- 
mate  certainty,  without  including  more  than  the  area  of  two  sqnare  leagues, 
it  may  still  be  said,  that  by  the  asual  sobranto  clause  ia  a  Mexican  grant, 
the  quantity  of  land  granted  is  stated,  and  the  officer  who  gave  possession, 
was  required  to  have  it  measured,  in  conformity  to  law,  leaving  the  surplus 
which  might  remain,  to  the  nation,  for  such  purposes  as  might  best  suit  it. 
The  limitation  of  quantity,  thus  rendered  certain,  became  a  controlling 
condition  of  the  grant,  although  the  boundaries  described  might  include 
more.  In  this  case,  tlie  Surveyor-General,  on  whom  the  duty  of  surveying 
confirmed  claims  is  by  law  devolved,  on  turning  to  the  original  grants 
and  other  papers  on  file  in  his  office,  finds  that  all  these  documents,  as  well 
as  the  decree  itself,  indicate  to  him  a  tract  of  two  square  leagues  in  extent. 
The  water  lines,  and  other  boundaries  specified,  inform  him  of  the  geo- 
graphical location  of  the  tract,  and  if  it  is  not  possible  for  him  to  find  the 
tract,  which  has  the  required  size  and  the  limits  stated,  it  is  possible  to 
find  a  tract  embracing  the  proper  quantity,  and  lying  within  the  limits 
named,  and  this,  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  hia  dutj  to  do.  As  allusion  is  made 
in  your  proposed  communication,  to  my  decision  of  the  8th  July  last,  in 
the  ease  of  the  San  Pedro  rancho,  I  take  occasion  to  remark,  that  in  that 
case,  when  reference  was  had  to  the  documents  on  file,  it  was  found  that 
there  had  been  a  grant  by  the  Spanish  authorities,  which  had  been  recog- 
nized by  Mexico,  for  the  "  estate  of  San  Pedro,"  with  fixed  boundaries, 
and  without  limitation  of  quantity  or  reservation  of  excess,  to  the  nation  ; 
and  as  there  was  no  limitation  of  quantity  in  any  of  the  muniments  of  title 
from  the  Spanish  or  Mexican  G-overnmenta,  and  the  boundaries  of  the 
rancho,  aa  set  forth  in  the  decree,  were  well  known,  and  had  been  accu- 
rately ascertained,  the  statement  of  quantity  in  the  decree  was  regarded 
as  descriptive,  and  as  controlled  by  the  notorious  and  well  ascertained 
boundaries  of  the  lands,  of  which  confirmation  was  made.  On  the  con- 
trary, in  this  case,  when  we  revert  to  the  original  muniments  of  title,  we 
find  that  the  landwas  twice  granted  by  quantity,  and  that  the  same  quan- 
tity is  mentioned  in  the  decree  of  the  court.  As  a  general  rule,  in  cases  of 
Mexican  grants,  the  quantity  which  is  certain,  and  can  be  exactly  ascer- 
tained, may  be  regarded  as  controlling  boundaries,  which  are  uncertain, 
which  have  never  been  ofScially  surveyed  and  marked,  and  concerning 
which  there  is  room  for  dispute.  My  decision  upon  the  survey  of  the  San 
Pedro  rancho,  should  not  therefore  be  regarded  as  a  precedent,  in  any 
case  which  lacks,  or  falls  short,  in  respect  to  any  one  of  the  several  strong 
re  th  t  for  regarding  the  confirmation  as  of  a  tract  with  deter-

This  can  only 
be  ascertained  by  appiioatioa  to  the  Surveyor-General's  Office,  at  San  Fran- 
cisco.    The  number  for  which  approved  surveys  have  been  returned  to  this 
Office,  is  one  hundred  and  eighteen. 

4th.  "  The  number  of  Spanish  grants  finally  confirmed."     Unknown  to 
this  Office,  but  the  information  may  be  obtained  from  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States. 

5th.  "  The  number  of  Spanish  grants  patented,"  is  forty-five. 
6th.  "The  number  of  Spanish  grants  unsurveyed."     This,  like  the  third 
interrogatory,  can  onl^  be  answered  by  application  at  the  Surveyor-General's 
Office,  ia  California. 

7th.  "And  the  amount  of  appropriation  asked  for,  and  the  amount  ap- 
propriated for  each  year,  by  the  several  respective  Surveyor-General's."

Cam  of  the  Rincon  de  la  Mmalacon. 

1.  TAe  efect  of  the  Decree  of  Confirmation  in  ih's  case,  is  to  give  the 
claimant  two  square  leagues. 

2.  Tfhere  the  outline  map,  or  desiEo,  represents  a  rectangular  figure, 
within  the  sides  of  which  the  granted  land  is  found,  and  the  boundaries 
as  named  m  the  decree  comprise  a  much  larger  area  than  that  quantity, 
it  is  a  proper  case  for  preserving,  in  the  form  of  the  two  leagues  located, 
a  resemblance  in  shape  to  the  shape  of  the  tract  embraced  mithin  the 
recited  boundaries,  and  indicated  oy  the  maps.  The  land  should  iwt 
be  heated  in  a  narrow  strip,  extending  entirely  through  the  centre  of  the 
tract  shown  by  the  maps,  and  talcing  up  the  lands  on  both  sides  of  the 
river. 

Depabtmest  of  the  Intjcbiob, 

February  23,  1859. 
The  survey  of  the  rancho  "  Rincon  de  la  Musalacon,"  and  the  other 
papers,  submitted  with  your  report  of  the  14th  instant,  are  herewith  re- 
turned. 
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In  this  case,  the  decree  of  confirmation,  the  petition  and  grant,  are  all 
for  the  quantity  of  two  square  leagues ;  and  the  quantity  clearly  controla 
the  terms  descriptive  of  boundaries.  The  decree  uses  multifarious  descrip- 
tions of  the  land  confirmed,  all  subject  to  the  condition  of  quantity.  The 
*  *  IS  declared  to  be  "  known  bj  the  name  of  Rincon  de  k  Mnsalacoa," 
*  "  being  the  same  which  was  granted  by  Governor  Pio  Pico  to 
iranoiaeo  Berryeaa,  on  the  2d  May,  1846 ;"  and  it  is  also  declared,  that  it 

IS  bounded  aa  follows :  Beginning  at  a  conical  hill  known  as  the  Derisidero 
corner,  to  the  rancho  of  Jerman  Pcfia,  and  running  thence  a  little  north  of 
east,  at  right  angles  across  the  valley  and  Russian  river  with  the  line  of  said 
Fena,  to  the  sierra  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  valley,  thence  northwesterly 
along  the  sierra  to  the  mouth  of  a  canon,  formed  by  the  mountains  coming 
m  close  to  the  river,  thence  crossing  the  river  to  the  mountain  or  sierra  on  the 
other  side,and  southerly  alongsaid  sierra  to  the  point  of  beginning,  containing 
two  square  leagues  and  no  more,  being  the  same  tract  of  land  described  in 
the  original  grant  and  map,  copies  uf  which  are  contained  in  the  transcript 
in  this  cause,  and  to  which  reference  is  hereby  made."  This  description 
of  boundaries  is  not  found  in  terms  so  detailed  and  specific  in  the  grant, 
Dor  does  it  appear  to  be  drawn  from  the  map ;  and  it  is  an  obvious  remark, 
that  in  the  absence  of  any  regular  survey,  these  boundaries  could  not  be 
expected  to  contain  the  two  square  leagues  of  lands,  no  more  and  no  loss, 
which  It  has  become,  by  the  confirmation,  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor-General 
to  locate.  Reverting  to  the  grant,  it  is  found  to  give  to  Benyesa  two 
leagues,  known  by  the  name  of  "  Rincon  Muaalacon,"  "  bounded  on  the 
south  bj  Don  Jerman  Pefia,  and  on  the  other  side  by  the  sierras,  to  be 
comprised  within  the  limits  prescribed  in  the  design  or  map."  On  the 
map,  the  hill  "known  as  the  devisidcro,"  seems  to  be  shown,  from  which 
a  line  is  drawn  at  right  angles,  or  nearly  so,  across  the  valley  and  river, 
and  forms  the  No.  1  side  of  the  rectangular  figure  approximating  a  square, 
Within  the  four  sides  of  which,  one,  two,  three,  four,  as  numbered  on  the 
map,  the  two  leagues  are  to  he  found.  Side  No.  3,  opposite  No.  1,  is  a  line 
parallel  to  No,  1,  and  drawn  through  the  canon  where  the  river  passes 
through  the  converging  sierras,  or  hills;  and  sides  No.  2  and  No.  4  are 
arbitrary  lines,  at  right  angles  to  the  other  two.  Within  the  region  of 
country  embraced  by  this  rude  sketch,  the  two  leagues  must  be  located 
conformably  to  the  general  regulations.  From  a  glance  at  the  plat  of  sur- 
Tey  now  before  me,  and  a  comparison  thereof  with  the  original  desiiio,  the 
strong  presumption  arises,  that  the  limits  of  the  latter  have  been  exceeded, 
and  the  regulations  respecting  compactness  of  form,  and  conformity  to  lines 
of  thepublic  surveys,  disregarded  in  the  survey  made  by  deputy  Tracy, 

If  sierras  are  sought  as  boundaries,  on  the  sides  parallel,  or  neariy  so,  with 
the  river,  it  seems  probable  that  hill  lands  may  be  found  between  the  moun- 
toins  and  the  valley,  some  of  which  might  be  included  in  the  location,  and 
the  rectangular  shape  of  the  claim  preserved,  which  would,  in  my  opinion, 
accord  more  strictly  with  the  grant  and  confirmation,  than  the  survey  of  a 
narrow  belt  on  both  sides  of  the  river. 

The  survey  now  before  me  should,  as  you  suggest,  be  returned  to  the 
Surveyor-General,  for  a  re-esami nation  of  the  case,  that  he  may  ascertain 
with  certainty  the  true  locality  of  the  "  devisidero,"  of  the  map,  grant  and 
decree;  and  with  a  view  of  reducing  the  claim  to  a  form  more  compact, 
and  more  in  conformity  with  the  lines  of  the  public  surveys.

Method  of  proceeding  where  there  is  an  alleged  interference  of  boundaries 
hetieeen  two  confirmed  claims. 

Dbfabtmsni  op  ths  Inteeior, 

April  27,  1859. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  affidavits  filed,  and  upon  which  18 
asked  a  suspension  of  the  issuance  of  a  patent,  in  the  case  of  the  survey  of 
that  portion  of  the  California  land  claim,  known  as  "  Pastoria  de  las  Bor- 
regas," which  has  been  finally  confirmed  to  Martin  Murphy,  Jr.,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  patent  should  not  issue,  until  after  a  review  hy  the  Sur- 
veyor-General of  the  questions  of  location  and  conflict,  afl«r  due  notice  to 
the  parties,  or  their  attorneys  of  record,  who  claim  that  the  present  survey 
interferes  with  their  rights  as  claimants  of  the  adjoining  rancho,  under  the 
Posolmi,  or  Ynigo's  grant,  and  includes  part  of  their  land. 

That  there  is  an  interference,  or  at  least  that  a  division  line  between  the 
two  claims  must  be  established,  is  evident  from  any  and  aU  the  papers 
accompanying  your  report.  The  decree  in  this  ease  assumes  the  probability 
of  an  interference,  and  it  protects  the  Ynigo  claimants  hy  the  following 
stipulations,  viz.,  "  the  place  belonging  to  the  Indian  Tnigo,  and  known  as 
'  Las  Animas,'  is  esoepted  from  this  confirmation."  It  appears  that  Las 
Animas  has  been  confirmed,  but  has  not  been  oonelusivelj  located,  and  the 
attorneys  for  that  clwm  complain  of  the  present  survey  as  interfering  with 
the  boundaries  of  the  Tnigo  claimants ;  and  allege  that  said  survey  was 
made  without  notice  to  them  or  their  clients.  I  think  that  the  affidavits 
in  the  case,  show  the  insufficiency  of  the  notice,  if  any  was  given ;  and  Mr. 
Hallcck  makes  oath  that  the  deputy  surveyor,  after  he  had  returned  the  plat 
of  survey,  admitted  to  him  that  no  notice  had  been  given,  either  to  the 
attorneys  or  cl^mants  of  Las  Animas.  The  13th  secOon  of  the  Act  ot 
Congress  March  3,  1851,  and  the  3d  section  of  the  Act  of  March  3, 1856, 
prescribes  that,  in  the  survey  and  location  of  private  land  claims  in  Califor- 
nia, the  Surveyor-General  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  as  are 
conferred  on  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office,  and  the  Receiver  of  the  pub- 
lic moneys,  by  the  6th  section  of  the  Act  to  oreate  the  office  of  burveyor- 
General  of  the  public  lands  for  the  State  of  Louisiana,  approved  March  3, 
1831  The  6th  section  of  that  Act  provides,  "  in  relation  to  all  such  con- 
firmed claims  as  may  conflict,  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  each  other, 
that  the  officers,  *  *  "shall  in  their  decision,  be  governed  by  such 
conditional  lines  or  boundaries  as  have  been  or  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
the  parties  interested,  cither  verbally  or  in  writing,  and  in  ease  no  lines 
or  bonndaries  be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties  interested,  then  the  said 
Register  and  Receiver  are  hereby  authorized  to  decide  between  the  parties, 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  principles  of  justice.  In 
order  to  the  proper  execution  of  the  duty,  by  these  Acts  imposed  on  the 
Surveyor-General  of  Cahfomia,  In  cases  wherein  he  finds  that  there  is  a 
oonfiict  or  interference  in  any  manner,  or  is  so  notified  by  a  party  in  inter- 
est, he  should,  in  the  first  place,  escertain  if  any  conditional  lines  or  boun- 
daries  have  been  or  are  likely  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties  in 
interest,  and  secondly,  if  none  be  agreed  on,  he  must  then  decide  "  between 
the  parties,"  in  a  manner  that  is  consistent  with  the  principles  of  justice. 
It  appears  to  me  that  a  decision  between  parties,  in  the  manner  prescnbed, 
involves  a  hearin"-,  by  the  Surveyor-General,  of  both  or  either  of  the  parties 
to  the  contest,  if  they  desire  to  be  heard,  and  a  fair  opportunity  to  both  to 
present  their  respective  claims. 
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You  will  therefore  return  all  the  papers  in  this  case  to  the  Surveyor- 
General,  with  instructions  to  give  hoth  patties  a  fair  hearing,  and  make  his 
decision  between  them.  I  am  unable  to  an-ive  at  the  conclusion,  that  there 
la  no  confiiet  or  interference  in  the  lines  or  boundaries  of  these  two  con- 
firmed claims  j  the  decree  of  confirmation  assumes  that  there  is ;  the  claim- 
ants and  attorneys  of  "Las  Animas,"  confidently  assert  that  there  is; 
and  the  affidavit  of  the  deputy  surveyor,  filed  by  Mr.  Murphy,  admits  that 
there  is— for  he  says,  that  the  question  of  conflict  was  fully  considered  by

1.  A  private  survey,  which  has  been  made  hi/ the  claimants,  which,  eonforma 
well  to  the  map  and  expediente,  which  the  claimants  have  regarded  as 
a  correct  delineation  of  their  land,  or  have  encouraged  the  public  so  to  re- 
gard it  for  many  years,  is  entitled  to  be  respected  by  the  Surveyor- Gene- 
ral, as  far  as  ^practicable,  in  making  afnalgurvey  of  Hie  claim. 

2.  Wh&re  the  decree  of  the  court  sets  forth  that  the  eonfrmed  land  has  been 
e%dHvated  and  possessed  for  many  years  by  the  claimants  or  their  origi- 
nal grantees,  such  cultivation  and  possession  may  be  folhwed  for  the 
purpose  of  solving  doubts  as  to  boundaries,  or  the  proper  location  of  a 
conjwmed  quantity  within  boundaries.

Sir  :— The  case  of  the  Rancho  de  Quito,  or  Tito,  Santa  Clara  county, 
California,  comes  before  me  under  peculiar  circumstances.      In  March,

Tracy,  who  made  a  survey  and  returned  it.  Opposition  to  its  approval  was 
made  to  Surveyor-General  Hays,  and  afterwards,  before  Surveyor- General 
Mandevilie.  The  latter  found  the  survey  in  his  office,  without  any  official 
action  endorsed,  and  having  examined  it,  and  having  visited  the  locality, 
under  date  of  the  4th  May,  1858,  forwarded  a  diagram  of  it  to  your  office, 
with  an  espression  of  his  opinion  in  favor  of  its  approval     In  September, 

1858,  Mr.  Hays  made  an  affidavit,  which  has  been  placed  on  file  by  the  con- 
testants, in  which  he  states,  th  t  1  tly  ft  th  y  he  examiaed  it  in 
connection  with  the  expedient  d  m  p  tta  h  d  th  cto,  and  declined  to 
approve  said  survoj-,  because  th  1  t  w  h  p  nion,  incorrect,  and 
did  not  comport  with  the  des  pt  f  tl  1  d  hown  by  the  expe- 
diente and  map  attached.

survey;  and  with  the  express         f  th  t    p  1  mit  all  the  papers  in 

the  ease  for  my  advice. 

On  a  review  of  the  matter,  I  fi  d  1 1    t         to  a  decision  by  the 

Department  favorable  to  the  rv  y  p  t  I  ly  the  present  condition 
of  the  matter. 

First.  As  the  survey  has  n  b  t     !ly    pp    ved,  and  it  does  not 

appear  that  the  contestants  aw         f  p        jn  by  your  office  in 

favor  of  the  same,  there  has  been  no  opportunity  of  knowing  what  they 
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would  desire  to  present  before  a  final  dispositioa  of  the  case.^    My  present 
action,  therefore,  ouglit  not  to  be  conclusive,  but  merely  adTisory. 

Secondly.  On  an  examination  of  the  ease,  as  presented  by  the  papers,  I 
think  that  it  would  be  proper  to  return  them  all  to  the  Surveyor-General, 
for  a  full  hearing  of  the  elaimanta  and  contestants  before  him,  or  before 
some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and  take  depositions,  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  attorneys  on  both  sides;  and  on  sucb  hearing,  a  fair  opportu- 
nity should  be  given  for  both  parties  to  be  present,  and  cross-examine  the 
witnesses  produced  by  the  opposing  party ;  for  it  would  be  unsafe  to  render 
a  decision  in  an  important  case  upon  the  voluntary  affidavits  that  have  been 
procured  and  filed  heretofore.  The  meiita  of  the  survey  made  by  Mr. 
Tracy,  are  not  established  to  my  satisfaction.  Deputy  Tracy  and  Surveyor- 
GeneraJ  Mandeville,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  claimants  are  entitled  to 
the  location  indicated  by  the  survey ;  Ool.  Hays  and  deputy  Lewis,  are  de- 
cidedly of  the  opposite  opinion;  and  all  have  been  upon  the  ground,  and 
examined  the  land  in  person. 

The  complMut  of  the  contestants  against  the  survey  is,  that  it  extends 
too  far  to  the  northeast,  and  embraces  valuable  improvements  of  squatters, 
who  settled  in  the  belief  that  the  lands  they  have  improved,  belonged  to 
the  United  States.  They  allege  that  a  line  was  surveyed  in  1851,  for  the 
northeast  boundary  of  said  raneho,  by  the  authority  of  Forbes,  the  agent 
of  the  claimant  of  record,  which  gave  the  claim  another  location ;  and  that 
the  survey  under  the  decree  of  confirmation  ought  to  be  confined  to  the 
lines  of  the  Forbes  survey,  or  conformed  thereto  as  nearly  as  is  consistent 
with  quantity.  They  urge,  with  great  force,  that  the  shape  given  to  the 
raneho  by  the  private  survey  of  Forbes,  is  a  near  approximation  to  the 
shape  indicated  by  the  deaifto,  and  includes  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land. 
It  may  be  added,  that  the  Forbes  survey  may  have  been  regarded  at  the 
date  of  confirmation,  by  the  agent  or  attorneys  of  the  confirmee,  if  not 
by  the  Board,  as  a  fair  exponent  of  the  desino,  and  affording  information 
ia  regard  to  the  situation  of  the  raneho.  A  further  objection  to  the  sur- 
vey, as  at  present  viewed,  is,  that  there  is  a  strong  indication  by  an  in- 
spection of  the  desiiio  and  the  several  sketches  among  the  papers,  that  all 
the  boun^ries  named  in  the  decree  and  grant  ma^  become  boundaries  of 
the  raneho,  by  a  closer  adherence  to  the  location  given  by  the  Forbes  sur- 
vey. The  decree  of  the  Land  Commissioners  names  the  raneho  of  Prado 
Mesa,  as  bounding  Quito  on  the  north,  that  of  Sebastian  Peralta  as  abut- 
ting on  the  south,  with  the  sierra  for  a  western  limit,  and  the  Mission  of 
Santa  Clara  on  the  east — reference  being  made  to  the  grant  and  map—and 
the  land  embracing  an  oak  grove. 

The  espedienle,  desino  and  map,  indicate  that  there  is  a  roblar  in  the 
eastern  portion  of  the  land  granted,  and  whether  a  roblar  or  any  part  of 
one,  may  be  included  in  a  survey,  approximating  nearly  to  the  shape  of 
the  desino,  and  having  the  boundaries  called  for  in  the  grant  and  decree, 
is  the  matter  first  to  be  determined.  If  this  can  be  done,  it  ought  to  be 
done.  The  present  survey  should  be  then  rejected,  in  favor  of  such  a 
survey,  r   3  ■ 

But  if  all  the  boundaries,  the  shape,  and  a  roblar,  cannot  be  had  in 
consistent  conjunction,  the  question  arises  whether  the  claimants  may  have 
such  a  location  of  the  quantity  confirmed  to  them,  as  will  include  the 
"  roblar,"  in  the  direction  of  Santa  Clara,  or  must  they  take  by  the  Forbes 
survey,  or  a  near  approximation  to  it  ?  On  this  branch  of  the  ease,  I  think 
the  decree  of  the  district  court  will  enable  the  Surveyor-General  to  reach 
a  just  conclusion.  That  decree,  under  date  of  20th  February,  1857,  recites 
that  "  the  land  was  occupied  and  cultivated  by  the  original  grantees,  and 
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has  continued  ia  their  possession,  and  that  of  parlies  under  them,  until  the 
present  day.  Its  houndaries  are  well  known,  and  described  with  considera- 
ble precision  in  the  grant,  and  accompanying  map." 

Now,  if  a  location  harmonizing  the  desiSo,  the  boundaries,  and  the  natu- 
ral objects  named  in  the  muniments  of  title,  cannot  be  had,  I  should  say 
that  the  claimants  might  take  their  land  partly,  according  to  their  con- 
tinuous possession ;  and  if  they  did  occupy  and  cultivate,  and  maintain 
possession  under  their  grant  of  the  particular  parcels  of  lands  which  the 
contestants  claim  should  be  left  out,  in  making  a  final  survey,  the  claim- 
ants may  be  allowed  to  take  in  the  land  so  possessed  and  claimed;  but  if 
the  claimants,  and  those  under  them,  between  1851,  and  February  20, 1857, 
regarded,  or  caused  the  public  to  regard  the  Forbes  survey  as  a  correct 
delineation  of  their  land,  and  as  fixing  the  hem  of  the  quantity  granted 
them,  and  settlers  went  upon  the  lands  lying  between  the  Forbes  survey  and 
Santa  Clara  Mission,  and  made  valuable  improvements,  believing  that  they 
had  settled  on  public  lands,  I  could  not  recognize  the  right  of  the  claim- 
ants, at  this  late  period,  to  choose  their  confirmed  quantity,  in  such  a  man- 
ner, as  to  embrace  those  improvements  within  their  lines,  whilst  by  so 
doing  thoy  were  throwing  off  other  land  that  was  within  the  limits  shown 
by  their  original  desifio,  and  were  departing  from  the  desino,  as  to  shape, 
and  from  the  grant,  as  to  the  external  boundaries  mentioned  for  their 
ranch  o. 

The  papers  which  accompanied  jour  report  are  now  returned.

The  Tularcitog  Sancho. 

Where  the  boundaries  of  the  land  are  purlicularly  set  forth  in  the  decree 
of  amfrmation,  and  can  be  truly  ascertained,  the  Surveyor-General 
^uld  follow  them.  The  proposition  that  the  true  boundary  of  the  grant 
inone  direction,  is  another  ridge  of  hiUs  or  mountains  than  the  ridge 
which  satisfes  the  calls  of  the  decree,  cannot  be  considered  in  making  the 
final  surv^. 

Depaktment  of  thk  Intebiob, 
Washington,  July  30,  1859. 
Sir :— With  your  report  of  the  23d  ultimo,  the  appeal  of  the  attorney  for 
;be  claimants  of  "Los  Tularcitos"  rancho,  California,  (finally  confirmed 
Antonio  Hignera  and  others,)  from  your  decision  concurring  in  the 
ws  expressed  by  the  Surveyor- Gen  era!  in  his  report  of  the  30th  June, 
58,  has  been  submitted  to  me. 

The  confirmees  complain  that  the  Surveyor-General  proposes  to  locate 
i  eastern  boundary  of  their  land  too  far  west,  thereby  excluding  from 
their  rancho,  the  plain  and  valley  of  the  Calaveras  river  or  creek.  They 
claim  that  a  certain  "lone  tree,"  which  he  has  made  a  corner  of  their  land, 
is  only  an  object  in  their  northern  line  which  ought  to  be  extended  east- 
ward through  and  beyond  that  object  till  it  intersects  the  highest  ridge  of 
the  Sierra  Madre.  That  the  ridge  on  which  the  tree  stands,  is  not  pro- 
perly a  sierra,  and  their  decree  and  other  evidences  of  title  will  not  warrant 
■;he  adoption_  of  that  ridge  as  their  eastern  limit,  when  the  Sierra  Madre  ia 
io  near  and  in  the  same  direction;  and  that  the  desiiio  and  their  occnpa- 
;ion,  entitle  them  to  the  Calaveras  valley. 
It  may  be  admitted  that  their  arguments  would  have  great  force,  if 
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addressed  to  a  court  or  board  of  commissioners,  when  preparing  the  decree 
of  confirmation.  But  in  this  case,  the  Surveyor-General  is  called  on  to 
execute  a  decree  which  has  been  made.  That  decree  confirms  the  claim 
by  boundaries,  and  then  refers  to  the  grant  and  map  for  further  dcscnp- 
tioa.  The  Surveyor-General  construes  the  decree  and  map  and  grant  to- 
gether, and  harmonizes. them.  He  is  not  at  liberty  to  place  a  construction 
on  the  original  grant  and  map,  which  is  hiffltile  to  that  which  the  Board  of 
Land  Commissioners  adopted  and  embodied  in  their  decree.  If  the  terms 
of  the  decree  of  confirmation  restricted  their  claim  to  less  land  than  has 
been  granted,  they  should  have  sought  a  reversal  of  the  decree.  We  are 
not  at  liberty  so  to  construe  it  as  to  render  its  plainest  directions  in- 
operative, and  its  plainest  words  unmeaning.  The  decree  has  confirmed 
the  claim  by  boundaries,  although  the  grant  was  not  by  boundaries ;  and  has 
declared  that  the  land,  of  which  confirmation  is  made,  is  bounded  as  fol- 
lows ; — "  Beginning  at  the  back  side  of  the  principal  house  on  said  rancho, 
standing  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  running  thence  northwardly  to  a  lone 
tree  on  the  top  of  the  sierra,  (which  tree  is  known  as  a  landmark;)  thence 
east  along  the  sierra  to  the  line  of  the  land  known  as  the  rancho  of  Jos^ 
Maria  Alviaa ;  thence  southerly  along  the  west  line  of  said  Alvisa's  raneho 
till  it  intersects  the  Arroyo  de  la  Penitencia;  thence  up  said  Arroyo  to  an 
estuary,  (estero,)  and  from  this  point  to  the  place  of  beginning,"  *  *  *  * 
"  reference  to  be  had  for  more  particular  description,  to  the  expediente  and 
map  constituting  a  part  of  the  same,  which  are  on  file  in  this  case." 

By  this  language,  a  lone  tree  is  made  a  comer  of  the  land.  We  are  to 
begin  at  the  house,  and  go  to  the  tree.  There  we  change  the  course  by 
something  near  a  right  angle,  and  proceed  along  a  ridge  or  "  sierra,"  to  the 
land  of  Alvisa.  Now  should  the  surveyor,  having  reached  the  tree  from 
the  house,  proceed  on  in  the  same  direction  beyond  the  tree,  as  claimed  by 
the  attorneys  for  the  confirmees,  instead  of  an  angle  of  about  ninety  degrees 
at  the  tree,  he  would  pass  that  object  on  a  straight  line ;  instead  of  following 
a  sierra,  after  passing  the  tree,  he  would  descend  into  a  plain  and  valley, 
and  cross  a  small  river;  and  however  far  he  might  go  in  that  direction,  he 
would  not  reach  the  lands  of  Alvisa.  The  boundaries  named  in  the  decree 
would  be  departed  from  entirely,  and  the  survey  could  not  be  closed  accord- 
ing to  them. 

That  the  "  lone  tree"  named  in  the  decree,  and  the  evidence  on  which 
the  decree  is  based,  has  been  found,  seems  to  be  conceded.  That  tree  is  on 
the  top  of  a  ridge,  that  ridge  runs  in  a  course  nearly  perpendicular  to  the 
course  from  the  house  to  the  tree,  and  by  following  it  you  reach  the  lands 
of  Alvisa.  The  ridge  on  which  that  tree  stands,  therefore,  is  determined 
to  be  the  sierra,  which  is  made,  by  the  decree,  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
land, — the  courses  as  named  in  the  decree,  being  all  revolved  to  correspond 
with  the  true  points  of  the  compass,  as  now  ascertained.  By  closing  the 
survey  with  that  ridge  as  the  east  line  of  the  rancho,  the  proportions  of  the 
plat,  and  shape  of  the  confirmed  tract,  are  found  to  correspond  with  the 
map  which  is  attached  to  the  espediente. 

It  may  be  appropriately  said,  also,  that  the  desiSo,  with  the  exception 
of  the  points  of  the  eompaas,  appears  to  be  unusually  accurate.  The  "  Peni- 
tencia" creek,  the  estoro,  the  Arroyo  de  Monte  Telos  coches,  are  correctly 
laid  down  and  marked.  The  Calero  creek  is  also  indicated  but  not  named. 
The  "lone  tree"  in  the  chemisal,  is  found  in  the  proper  corner  of  the 
desiiio,  the  houses,  the  lake,  the  vineyard,  the  high  grounds  within  the 
survey,  are  not  inaptly  delineated  in  corresponding  portions  of  the  desifio. 
The  claimants,  however,  demand  the  inclusion  of  the  Calaveras  plain  and 
valley.     If  this  is  represented  on  the  desifflo,  the  map  which,  by  all  other 
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marks,  la  evidenced  to  be  very  accurate  as  a  delineation  of  the  land,  would 
become  immediately  moat  imperfect,  untrue  and  deceptive.  Small  objects 
would  show  prommently,  and  assume  positions  and  magnitudes  relatively 
incongruous,  whilst  a  lai^  space  of  country  in  the  east  of  the  raucho 
would  bo  scarcely  represented  at  all.  Looking  at  the  proportions  of  the 
desifio,  and  recalling  the  actual  extent  and  width  of  the  Calaveras  plain 
and  valley,  and  the  size  of  the  stream  flowing  through  that  valley,  I  could 
not  regard  that  valley  as  deliaeated  on  the  map.  The  grant  is  very  gene- 
ral, and  rather  indefiuite  in  its  description  of  the  land,  and  we,  of  necessity, 
therefore,  rely  on  the  boundaries  given  in  the  decree,  and  the  desifio. 
These  are  well  satisfied  by  the  lines  which  the  Surveyor-General  has 
marked.  He  has  examined  the  locality  in  person,  and  is  fully  satisfied 
that  he  reports  the  true  boundaries  of  the  rancho.  I  do  not  see  bow  any 
Other  lines  could  close  so  well  with  all  the  calls  of  the  decree  of  confirm^ 
tion  if  run  so  as  to  cross  the  Calaveras  valley. 

I  therefore  return  the  papers  in  the  case,  for  the  course  of  action  which 
your  office  has  proposed.

1.  The  decree  in  the  case  of  the  "Pinole"  claimants,  is  a  confirmation  of 
land  hy  quantity  ■within  boundaries,  and  not  a  confirmation  hy  boimda- 

2.  Where  the  exterior  boundaries  for  location  are  described  as  "  thence  to 
the  Canada  del  Eambre,  and  from  thence  to  the  straits,"  the  valley  land 
of  the  Canada,  it  not  taken  within  the  limits.  The  limit  of  location  in 
that  direction  is  the  Un^  formed  by  the  hills  or  bluffs  with  the  land  of  the 
valley. 

S.  Where  land  has  been  granted  by  the  Mexican  authorities,  and  the  grant 
has  been  confirmed  by  the  United  States  Courts,  the  Department  will  not 
be  Justified  in  giving  such  a  construction  and  location  to  two  older  and 
preferred  claims,  as  to  shut  out  the  location  of  such  grant,  when  other 
constructions  and  locations  of  the  preferred  claims  are  equaUy  just  and 
proper.  ^        "  ■" 

4.  "Pinole,"  "Del  Hambre"  "Las  Juntas." 

Depaktmekt  of  the  Inteeiob, 

Washington,  August  10,  1859. 
_  Sir :— I  have  considered  your  report  of  the  19th  August,  1858,  submit- 
ting a  communication  of  the  Surveyor-General  of  California,  of  the  19th 
February  preceding,  va  the  matter  of  the  location  of  the  confirmed  Cali- 
fornia land  claims,  known  as  Pinole,  Las  Juntas,  and  Del  Hambre  The 
Surveyor-General  has  submitted  these  cases  for  advice,  accompanied  by  a 
diagram  of  the  locations  ho  proposes.  On  his  instrncttons  to  his  deputy 
on  his  views  as  communicated  in  the  letter  of  19th  February,  and  on  the 
opinions  expressed  in  your  report,  several  questions  arise  which  are  of  es- 
sential importance  to  the  claimants,  and  persons  holding  their  titles,  and 
also  to  the  United  States. 

Without  stating  the  respective  claims  set  up  by  the  numerous  conflict- 
ing interests  involved,  I  will  proceed  to  state  my  conclusions,  so  far  as 
in  the  present  state  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Surveyor-General,  seems  to 
be  proper. 
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Firstlj.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  effect  of  the  decree  of  confirma- 
tion, in  the  Pinole  ease,  is  to  restrict  the  claimants  to  four  square  leagues 
for  quantity,  and  this  quantity  is  to  he  set  off  within  the  boundaries  men- 
tioned in  the  grant  and  decree  according  to  the  general  regulations  respect- 
ing the  location  of  quantity  within  boundaries  containing  an  area  grea,ter 


t.iafl  the  quantity  CI . 

The  decree  of  the  court,  in  the  case  of  the  Pinole  claim,  is  rather  hnef 
and  informal.  It  is  therein  "  adjudged  by  the  board,  that  the  claim  herein 
is  valid,  and  decree  a  confirmation  of  the  grant  to  the  several  claimants  in 
the  amended  petition  mentioned,  agreeably  to  their  respective  rights  of  the 
ranche,  called  Pinole,  situate  in  the  county  of  Contra  Costa,  and  described 
as  follows :  commencing  at  the  mouth  of  the  Canada  del  Pinole,  easterly 
with  the  same,  until  it  adjoins  the  Gorrel  de  Galindo,  from  thence  to  the 
Gafiada  del  Hambre,  and  from  thence  to  the  Straits  of  Karquinez,  the  Bola 
de  la  Oaiiada,  of  said  Pinole,  emptying  into  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  re- 
ference for  further  description  being  had  to  the  map  attached  to  the  expe- 
diente,  and  the  deposition  of  W.  A.  Richardson,  on  file  in  this  case." 

This  decree,  it  is  claimed,  gives  a  right  to  all  the  land  within  the  bounda- 
ries mentioned,  without  restriction  of  quantity.  But  it  is  to_  he  observed 
that  the  Board  of  Commissioners  in  this  case,  caused  their  opinion,  as  pro- 
nounced by  S,  B.  Farwell,  one  of  their  number,  to  be  filed  on  the  same  day 
and  to  be  recorded  in  the  same  record  book,  in  conjunction  with  their 
decree.  By  reference  to  that  opinion,  it  is  clear  that  they  regarded  the 
"  claim,"  which  by  their  decree,  they  found  to  be  valid,  to  be  a  claim  for 
four  square  leagues.  It  is  equally  clear,  that  the  "  grant,"  of  which  they 
decreed  confirmation,  they  regarded  aa  a  grant  for  four  leagues. 

Another  obvious  remark  is,  that  the  general  effect  of  this  decree,  is  to 
confirm  the  grant  set  out  in  the  expediente.  On  reference  to  the  grant, 
we  find  that  it  was  conditional ;  as  follows,  "  the  place  known  by  the  name 
of  Pinole,  its  limits  being,"  &c.,  &c.,  (much  as  above,)  "subject  to  the 
following  conditions."  "  Third,  the  land  of  which  donation  is  made,  is  four 
square  leagues,  a  little  more  or  less,"  *  *  "  The  judge  who  may  give 
the  possession,  will  have  it  measured  in  accordance  with  law,  the  surplus 
resulting,  to  remain  to  the  nation,"  &o.  It  is  well  settled  that  such  con- 
ditions are  controlling  Conditions  of  Mexican  grants  of  this  kind,  and  we 
therefore  say,  that  the  grant  was  for  four  square  leagues.  We  regard  the 
Board  of  Land  Commissioners,  in  this  decree,  as  having  done  what  it  was 
their  special  province  to  do;  as  having  decided  upon  the  validity  of  the 
claim,  and  awarded  a  confirmation  of  the  grant.  The  claim  was  never  made, 
it  would  appear,  for  a  quantity  greater  than  four  square  leagues.-  The 
original  grantee,  though  aa  old  soldier  and  old  settler,  in  his  petition  for 
four  leagues,  to  the  Mexican  officials,  apologised  for  asking  for  that  much. 
Before  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  the  claim  was  apparently  treated  on 
all  hands  as  only  a  four  league  grant.  The  witness,  Richardson,  whose 
deposition  is  referred  to  by  the  decree,  swears  that  there  is  four  leagues, 
as  near  as  possible,  in  the  boundaries  he  describes.  In  this  he  was  mis- 
taken, but  in  this  he  shows  that  the  claimants  were  then  setting  forth  a 
four  kague  grant,  before  the  Board.  1  could  not  give  such  a  construction 
to  their  decree,  as  to  sanction  the  claimants  in  basing  on  it  a  new  claim 
to  a  larger  quantity,  so  long  as  the  other  construction  of  the  decree  was 
tenable,  which  limits  the  quantity  to  four  leagues,  as  asked  for,  as  granted, 
and  as  claimed  before  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

The  Las  Juntas  claim,  has  been  confirmed  for  three  square _ leagues,  to 
be  located,  pursuant  to  the  decree  of  confirmation.  Its  location  is  indi- 
cated in  the  decree  as  follows:  "The  lands  of  which  confirmation  arc 
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hereby  made,  are  known  by  the  name  of  Las  Juntas,  and  are  the  same  upon 
which  the  widow  of  the  late  William  Welch,  now  resides,  and  arc  bounded 
as  follows  :  to  wit :  on  the  east  by  the  Arroyo  de  los  Neuces,  and  lands  of 
Dona  Juana  Sanchez,  on  the  south  by  said  Arroya,  and  lands  of  Lorenzo 
Paeheeo,  on  the  west  by  said  Arroyo,  and  landaof  Joaquin  Moroja,  and  on 
'he  north  by  the  Arroyo  del  Hambre',  and  lands  of  Ygnacio  Martinez,  eon- 
;aining  in  all  three  square  leagues;  reference  for  further  description  to  be 
had  to  the  map  which  is  made  a  part  of  document  marked  '  A,'  and  filed 
'a  this  case." 

In  the  grant,  the  Arroyo  de  los  Neuoes,  "  and  that  of  El  Hambre,"  are 
laraed  as  boundaries,  without  prejudice  to  adjacent  claimants,  one  of  whom 
s  Ygnacio  Martinez,  claimant  of  Pinole. 

The  District  Court  of  the  X7nitcd  States,  for  the  Northern  District,  has 
also  confirmed  the  claim  of  Theodora  Soto,  reciting  in  its  decree  that  "the 
land  of  which  confirmation  is  made,  is  situated  in  the  connty  of  Contra 
Costa,  and  is  known  by  the  name  of  Canada  del  Hambre  y'  Las  Bolsas,  as 
granted  to  said  claimant,  by  Governor  Juan  B.  Alvarado,  on  the  14th 
December,  1841,  and  consists  of  so  much  of  the  land  known  at  the  date  of 
Haid  grant  as  the  OaHada  del  Hambre,  as  shall  remain  overplus  from  the 
ranches  of  Pinole  and  Mr.  Welch,  not  to  exceed  three  square  leagues, 
after  the  latter  shall  have  been  duly  located,  and  surveyed  by  the  proper 
officers." 

Looking  back  at  all  these  cases  together,  it  is  to  be  remarked  that  the 
Pinole  and  Las  Juntas,  were  the  earliest  settled  and  petitioned  for.  Tha 
Pinole,  called  for  the  "  Canada  del  Hambre,"  as  one  of  its  external  limits, 
and  Las  Juntas,  for  the  "Arroya  del  Hambre."  Yet  the  Del  Hambre 
was  first  granted,  subject  to,  or  "  of  that  which  shall  be  left  over  from," 
the  ranches  of  Pinole  and  Mr,  Welch. 

The  Mexican  authorities  in  1841,  did  find  land  between  Pinole  and  the 
Welch  grant,  as  overplus  from  their  grants,  or  claims  then  incomplete,  and 
granted  of  such  overplus,  a  quantity  lying  between  them,  known  as  "  Ca- 
nada Del  Hambre,"  and  not  to  esceed  three  square  leagues.  The  proper 
tribunals  of  the  United  States  have  confirmed  that  grant ;  and  although 
Pinole  may  go  for  its  location  to  the  "Canada  Del  Hambre,"  and  Las 
Juntas  may,  in  part,  have  the  "Arroyo  Del  Hambre"  for  a.  boundary,  we 
are  not  at  liberty  to  say  that  the  two  ranehos  last  named  are  coterminous 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  shut  out  a  location  of  the  De!  Hambre. 

And  I  think  this  was  the  better  conclusion  from  all  the  facts  in  the  cases. 
The  Pinole,  which  by  the  grant  and  the  desiSo,  filed  before  the  hoard  of 
Commissioners,  would  appear  to  have  for  its  quantity  of  four  leagues,  two 
admitted  and  old  established  sides  or  bases,  viz.,  the  Pinole  Canada  to  the 
Banch  house  or  beyond  and  the  Bay  of  Sonoma,  might  extend  to  the  valley 
of  the  Del  Hambre  for  its  quantity,  but  had  no  right  to  go  into  that  valley; 
its  limits  in  that  direction  being  the  line  found  by  the  intersection  of  the 
hills  with  the  level  lands  of  the  valley 

The  Las  Juntas,  according  to  its  grant  and  desino,  was  to  have  three 
leagues  between  the  head  waters  of  the  Neuces,  with  the  hills  above  them 
on  the  north,  for  a  western  limit,  the  Neuoes  as  a  limit  on  the  south  and 
east,  and  on  the  north  the  Arroyo  Del  Hambre,  and  lands  of  Pinole,  Na- 
ture reveals  a  tract  of  land  on  the  Straits  of  Corquinez,  which  neither  of 
these  desinos  delineate;  and  it  is  this  which  has  been  confirmed  to  Soto,  not 
to  exceed  in  quantity  three  square  leagues. 

The  Surveyor-General  will  therefore  first  give  to  the  Pinole  claimants  a 
a  location  for  four  square  leagues,  within  the  region  indicated  by  their 
desino,  excluding  the  Del  Hambre  valley. 
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Secondly  ^.s  to  the  Las  Juntas.  Withjo  the  highlands,  the  Ralies  creek, 
and  the  Neuce  a  tar  as  the  estuary  or  outlet  into  the  marshes,  the  Sur- 
veyor  u  ral  w  11  ha  e  a  region  with  three  outline  sides,  within  which  he 
can  p    p    Ij  loca  e    he  three  leagues  confirmed  to  the  claimants  in  that 

The  w  la  n  sh  uld  he  located  independently  of  each  other,  and  irre- 
spect  e  of  he  Del  Hamhre  claim,  excepting  the  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  It  lies  hetween  these  claims  and  the  waters  of  the  strait  and  marsh. 
After  the  proper  quantities  are  surveyed  according  to  the  general  instruc- 
tions, within  the  exterior  limits  noted  by  the  grants  and  maps  in  the  two 
cases,  the  Del  Hambre  will  be  located  so  as  to  include  Tedora  Soto's  ancient 
possessions,  the  Bolsas,  and  the  Cafiada  Del  Hambre,  if  nowhere  trenched 
upon  by  the  location  of  Las  Juntas,  and  not  to  exceed  the  limits  of  three 
square  leagues.  Where  practicable,  the  lines  of  the  other  ranches  should 
be  made  boundaries  of  this. 

The  papers  in  the  matter  are  now  returned,  and  you  will  instruct  the 
the  Surveyor-G-cneral  to  conform,  in  his  final  locations,  to  the  principles 
herein  determined.  Any  suggestions  as  to  details  which  may  have  been 
thrown  out  in  my  remarks,  will  not  be  regarded  as  controlling  general  in- 
structions, or  as  absolutely  overruling  the  exercise  of  such  sound  discretion 
by  the  Surveyor-General,  as  facts  now  unknown  or  undeveloped  may  here- 
after require  of  him.

WTiere  separate  portions  of  a  single  Mexican  Grant  were  confirmed  hi/ 
independent  decrees  to  separate  claimants,  one  having  had  a  mesne  con- 
veyance  for  specific  land  within  the  grant,  the  two  decrees  must  be  exe- 
cuted, as  to  sm-vey,  with  reference  to  each  other,  so  that  the  two  surveys 
will  form  the  com,pact  body  of  land  which  was  granted. 
A  construction,  of  either  of  the  decrees,  wiU  be  rejected  by  the  Surveyor- 
General,  ike  result  of  the  adoption  of  which,  would  he  to  give  a  greater 
aggregate  of  land  to  all  the  claitnants  than  the  entire  quantity  of  the 
original  grant. 

Depahtmest  op  the  Interior, 
Washington,  September  1, 1859. 
Sir  : — On  consideration  of  your  report  of  the  18th  May  last,  in  the  matter 
of  the  application  of  H.  P.  Hepburn,  Esq.,  for  the  issuance  of  a  patent 
upon  the  returned  survey  of  the  Rodriguez  portion  of  the  Buelna  grant,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  issuance  of  the  patent  as  the  ease  then  stood, 
and  it  is  believed  now  stands,  would  not  be  proper.  This  survey  was  made 
so  as  to  have  on  the  east  a  line  of  boundary,  which  became  the  west  line  of 
the  survey  of  a  confirmation  of  another,  and  the  remaining  portion,  of  the 
Buelna  grant.  The  survey  of  the  Castro  part  of  the  grant  was  rejected 
according  to  the  views  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office 
expressed  in  his  reports  of  the  18th  February  and  17th  April,  1858,  which 
were  sustained  by  my  replies  of  the  10th  March  and  30th  April,  1858. 
The  decree  in  Castro's  case,  we  regarded  as  confirming  only  one  square 
league  of  land,  being  a  portion  of  an  original  four-league  grant,  of  which 
the  remaining  three  leagues  were  confirmed  to  the  Madam  Rodrigues. 
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The  grant  is  regarded  aa  a  compact  body  of  land,  Laving  itself  a  general 
figure  indicated  by  the  deaifio,  and  the  two  confirmed  olaima  are  compoEents 
of  the  body.  The  aggregate  of  the  two  confirmations  cannot  be  greater  than 
the  entire  original  grant;  nor  are  the  parts  found  severed  from  each  other, 
but  must  be  continuous. 

The  Efldriguez  claim  must  therefore  be  suspended  til!  we  can  proceed 
with  Castro's  claim;  or  if  the  claimants  prefer  it,  and  abandon  the  surveya 
that  have  been  made,  it  will  be  proper  to  order  a  re-survey  of  both  claims, 
conformably  to  the  decisions  in  the  two  eases,  and  to  the  Jaws  and  general 
regnlations  pertaining  to  the  location  of  private  land  claims  in  California. 

Shortly  after  your  report  was  submitted,  the  attorney,  Mr.  Hepburn,  was 
verbally  advised  of  my  opinion  in  these  eases  as  now  expressed,  and  it  was 
deemed  probable  that  he  would  have  some  further  eommunicatioD  to  make, 
but  I  have  received  none,  and  as  some  three  months  have  elapsed  since,  I 
now  return  the  papers  in  the  niatter  to  your  office.

RESCISSION  OF  LAND  PATENTS. 
No.  663. 

The  proper  mode  of  proceeding  to  vacate  an  erroneous  Land  Patent  is  hy 
hiU  in  equity  ;  the  regv-lo/rity  of  proceeding  by  scire  facias  in  this  country 
is  doubted.  In  England,  Utlen  patent  are  of  record  on  the  law  side  of 
the  Ghaneery  Court;  wherefore  there  m  a  propriety  therefor  a  writ  of 
scire  facias  to  vacate  a  patent,  that  does  not  exist  in  flie  United  States. 
(Case  of  Jaokaon  v.  Lawton,  10  Johnson,  23,  eontra.) 

A  hill  or  information  loill  lie  in  Chancery  to  set  aside  a  patent  that  has 
issued  improperly  ;  and  being  the  »iirest  mode,  it  is  recommended  to  the 
Land  OJice.  (Seward's  Lessee  v.  Hicks,  1  Bar.  &  M'Henry,  24; 
Lord  Proprietor  v.  Jennings,  ihid.,  92 ;  Bagcell  v.  Broderick,  13  Pet. 
436.) 

A  second  patent  for  the  same  land  should  not  issue  until  the  first  patent 
shall  have  been  Judicially  avoided. 

Of  tics   OP   THE   ArrOBNEY-GENEKAL, 

November  26,  1842. 
Sir: — I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  22d  inst.,  en- 
closing a  communication  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 

Though  a  public  grant  raises  the  presumption  that  every  pre-requieite  has  been 
complied  with,  the  jury  could  not  safely  be  instructed  that  no  fraud  in  a  public  offi- 
cer could  invalidate  it. — Patterson  v.  Jenks,  2  Peters,  216;  8  Condensed  Reports,  92. 

A  patent  in  the  name  of  a  deceased  person  conveys  no  title;  but  by  the  Act  of  2d 
March,  IBOT,  (2  Stats,  at  Large,  424,)  land  so  patented  in  the  Virginia  Military  Land 
District,  was  withdrawn  from  location  ;  and  by  the  Act  of  May  21,  1836,  the  defect 
was  cured,  and  the  title  vested  in  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  ^e,\.fD^&.— Galloway  v. 
Finley,  13  Peters,  26;  13Cond.  Reps.  724. 

A  patent  is  a  complete  appropriation  of  the  land  it  describes  ;  and  at  law,  no  defect 
in  the  preliminary  steps  can  be  tried. — Sirinyer's  Lessee  v.  yiiunj,  3  Peters,  320; 
Boardman-v.  Seed's  Lesaeai,  6  Peters,  338  ;  10  Co nd.  Reps.  135. 

The  entire  description  in  a  patent  must  be  reasonably  construed,  to  ascertain  the 
identity  of  the  land.  If  a  call  is  erroneous  and  repugnant,  and  enough  remains  after 
rejecting  it,  to  identity  the  land,  the  patent  is  not  void. — lb. 

A  patent  issued  to  one  whose  claim  under  a  Spanish  title  in  Missouri  had  been 
conErraed  hy  a  Board  of  Com roissi oners,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  Congress,  is  conclu- 
sive evidence  that  the  grantee  was  the  lawful  owner  of  the  title  thus  confirmed,  and 
that  he  had  the  best  Spanish  title  to  that  tract  of  land. — Landes  v.  Brani,  10  How- 
ard, 348  ;  18  Cond.  Repa.  418. 

Whatever  may  be  the  equities  in  third  persons,  the  patentee  has  the  legal  title  ; 
and  a  State  law  cannot  confer  on  the  equitable  owner  the  right  to  maintain  an  action 
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rcqueeting  mj  opinion  on  the  following  questi  na  arising  in  the  case  of 
the  conflicting  claims  of  Eobert  Johnson  and  Giks  Carter  '1.  Whether 
the  Land  Office  would  be  justified  in  issuing  a  patent  on  the  pre-emptioQ 
entry  of  Robert  Johnson,  reciting  therein  the  issne  and  delivery,  by  mis- 
take, of  the  patent  to  Uiiea  Carter,  (which  includes  a  portion  of  the  land 
embraced  by  Johnson's  pre-emption  entry  'i  leaving  tht,  question  of  title  to 
be  settled  by  them  in  their  local  court''  up">n  the  two  patents  so  issued;  or, 
2.  Whether  it  will  be  necesaarj  first,  by  scire/acias,  or  hill  in  Chancery, 
to  procure  the  vacation  of  the  erroneous  patent  to  Carter  prior  to  issuing 
one  to  Johnson. 

Notwithstanding  the  opinions  of  Mr,  Wirt,  (Opinions  of  Attorneys-Gene- 
ral, 334  and  575,)  I  feel  some  difficnlty  about  the  course  recommended  by 
him  to  be  pursued  by  the  Land  Office  in  a  case  of  patents  issued  under 
such  a  mistake  as  that  in  question.  If  the  patent  has  not  been  delivered, 
I  am  not  disposed  to  deny  that  it  may  be  withheld  on  the  discovery  of 

of  ejectment  against  the  patentee .^fiojneZ^  v.  Broderick,  13  Peters,  436  ;  13  Cond. 
Reps.  325. 

An  act  of  Congress  oonfirraing  a  title,  makea  a  legal  title  without  a  patent. — Grig- 
nan's  Lesiee  v.  Aiior,  2  Howard,  319  ;  15  Cond.  Reps.  125. 

An  act  of  Congress  confirming  titles,  excepted  cases  where  tbe  land  had  been  pre- 
viouslj  located  by  any  other  person  than  the  confirtoee,  under  any  law  of  the  United 
States,  or  had  been  anrveyed  and  sold  by  the  United  States.  Held,  that  a  location 
made  on  land  reserved  from  sale  by  an  act  of  Congress,  or  a.  patent  obtained  for  land 
30  reserved,  was  not  within  the  exception,  and  the  title  of  tbe  confirmee  was  madi:. 
perfect  by  the  act  of  confirmation,  and  without  any  patent,  as  against  the  prior 
patent,  which  was  simply  void  ;  and  this  valid  legal  title  enured  at  once  to  the  benefit 
of  an  assignee  of  the  confirmee, — Stoddard  v.  Ckamberi,  2  Howard,  2B4  j  15  Cond. 
Reps.  U9. 

Where  there  are  two  confirmations  by  Congress,  of  the  same  land  in  Missouri,  the 
elder  confirmation  gives  the  bettor  title  ;  and  the  jury  are  not  at  liberty,  in  an  action 
of  ejectment,  to  find  that  the  survey  and  patent  did  not  correspoud  with  the  confir- 
mation.—TTtHof  a  al.  V.  Sand/oTd,  19  Howard,  79. 


Where  the  Receiver  gave  a  receipt  in  the  name  of  John  Bell,  and  the  Register  made 
two  certificates  of  purchase,  one  in  the  name  of  John  Bell  and  the  other  in  the  name 
of  James  Bell,  the  circumstances  of  the  case  show  that  the  latter  was  an  error  which 
was  properly  corrected  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  in  the  exer- 
cise of  his  supervisory  authority  ;  and  he  had  a  right  to  do  this,  although  a  patent 
had  been  issued  to  James  Bell,  which  had  been  reclaimed  from  the  Register's  office, 
and  returned  to  the  General  Land  Office  to  be  cancelled. — BeU  v.  Ileame  et  al.,  19 
Howard,  225. 

In  an  action  at  law,  the  patent  from  the  United  States  for  part  of  the  public  lands, 
is  conclusive.  If  those  who  claim  adversely  lo  the  patent  can  show  that  it  was  er- 
roneously issued,  relief  must  be  sought  on  the  equity  side  of  the  Circuit  Court. — 
Bagnell  v.  Brodtrick,  13  Peters,  436;  13  Cond.  Reps.  235. 

Mere  possession  of  public  land  will  confer  no  title  as  against  a  grantee  under  the 
United  States.— Sur^esa  v.  Gray,  16  Howard,  48;   21  Cond.  Reps.  25. 

An  equitable  Spanish  title  not  confirmed  by  the  United  States,  cannot  prevail 
against  a  legal  title  acquired  from  the  United  St3,l^s.— United  Slates  v.  King,  3  Hoh-- 
ard,  773  ;  15  Cond.  Reps.  640. 

So  long  as  the  government  held  the  title  to  the  land  demanded,  there  could  be  no 
adverse  possession  to  cause  the  Statute  of  Limitations  to  run. — Lindsey  v.  Milter,  (i 
Peters,  686  ;  10  Cond.  Reps.  304. 

If  the  defendant  have  the  prior 
ec[uity  only  by  showing  prior  valid  en 

A  patent  makes  a  valid  title  as  against  a  subsequent  entry, — HoofnagUi.  Anderson. 
1  Wheaton,  212;  5  Cond.  Reps.  24a. 
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fraud  or  error.  But  where  the  act  of  issuing  it  is  complete,  aud  the  paten- 
tee will  not  give  it  up  to  be  cancelled,  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  good  title  at 
law  until  judicially  avoided.  Then  the  question  is,  how  is  that  to  be  done  ? 
Jlr.  Wirt  lays  it  down  that  it  may  be  effected  either  by^  a  scire  facias  or 
by  bill  in  equity.  This  is  the  uniform  language  of  American  lawyers,  and 
on  a  former  occasion  I  signified  my  assent  to  it.  (See  the  well  considered 
ease  of  Jackson  v.  Lawton,  10  Johns.  23.)  On  a  more  mature  eonside- 
ralion  of  the  subject,  I  am  led  to  entertain  some  doubts,  notwithstanding 
these  weighty  diota,  whether  scire  facias,  even  in  equity,  is  precisely  regu- 
lar in  this  country.  The  reason  why  it  lies  in  chancery  in  England  is, 
that  letters  patent  are  of  record  on  the  law  side  of  that  court.  In  a  lead- 
ing ease  on  this  point,  {The  King  v.  BiOkr,  3  Ley.  223,)  this  is  ex- 
pressly ruled;  and  it  is  added,  that  where  the  matter  is  forfeiture  of  a  pa- 
tent, or  other  thing,  in  another  court,  there  must  be  an  office  found  in  that

233;  11  Cond.  Repa.  338. 

Where  b  patent  is  founded  on  an  assignment  of  a  certificate  of  a  military  right,  a 

court  of  equity  maj  inquire  into  an  alleged  fraud  in  that  assignment,  and  if  found 

fraudulent,  decree  the  holder  of  the  legal  title  to  be  a  trustee  for  the  equitable  owner. 

—Brush  r.  Wan,  15  Peters,  93;   14  Cond.  Reps.  34. 

The  act  of  a  Register  in  issuing  a  warrant  under  such  a  cerdficate,  is  ministerial, 
not  judicial.— /i. 

The  plaintiff  in  ejectment  must  in  all  eases  prove  a  legal  title  to  the  premises  in 
himself,  at  the  time  of  the  demise  [aid  in  the  declaration ;  and  evidence  of  an  equit- 
able title  will  not  be  sufficient  for  a  recovery.— J'enn  v.  Holme,  21  Howard,  481. 

Hence  the  holder  of  a  New  Madrid  certificate,  upon  which  no  patent  had  been 
issued,  and  whilst  it  was  yet  uncertain  whether  or  not  the  proposed  locatiou  of  it 
was  reserved  under  older  surveys,  conld  not  recover  in  ejectment.  The  legal  title 
was  Id  the  government. — Jb. 

In  Opinion  of  July  30,  1848,  (vol.  6,  p.  7,)  Attorney  General  Toacey  aays,  "In  the 
case  of  lioss  v.  Borland,  1  Petera,  056,  the  Supreme  Court  held  a  junior  patent  to 
prevail  against  an  elder  one  on  two  grounds.  1st.  That  the  junior  patent,  which 
issued  upon  a  certificate  of  a  donation  claim  prior  in  dat«  to  the  other  patent,  would 
overreach  it  by  the  local  law,  which  was  admissible.  2d.  That  the  junior  patent 
issued  on  the  certificate  of  a  hoard  of  commissioners,  west  of  Pearl  river,  whose  deci- 
sions were  final ;  in  other  words,  the  second  patent  issued  upon  legal  authority,  the 
first  did  not,  and  therefore  the  second  must  prevail.  More  recently,  in  the  case  of 
Brown  V.  Glemmti,  3  Howard,  650,  it  was  directly  adjudged  by  the  Supreme  Court 
that  the  second  patent  prevailed  over  the  first  where  the  first  was  not  legally  issued." 
After  referring  to  other  cases,  Attorney-General  Toucey  continues  :  "  It  is  evidently, 
therefore,  the  view  of  the  Supreme  Court,  that  a  patent  issued  without  authority  of 
law,  or  against  law,  is  ,not  voidable  merely  hut  void,  and  being  therefore  a  nullity, 
and  as  though  it  did  not  esist,  it  leaves  the  duty  unimpaired  to  convey  the  title  to 
the  rightful  owner." 

Id  the  concluding  clause  of  Attorney-General  Clifford's  "  Opinion"  of  April  7, 1847, 
(vol.  4,  p.  558,)  addressed  to  the  Boctetary  of  the  Treasory,  he  says;  "If,  however, 
he,  Mr.  (Arnold,)  shall  be  advised  by  his  eonnsel  that  it  is  necessary,  you  might  au- 
thorize him  to  use  the  name  of  the  United  Stales,  as  was  suggested  by  this  Office  in 
the  case  of  William  Russell,  on  the  2etli  March,  1843.  That,  however,  is  a  matter 
resting  in  your  discretion,  which  ought  not  to  be  exercised  except  in  a  clear  case." 

An  elder  patent,  unless  issued  without  authority  of  law,  is  conclusive  against  a 
junior  patent,  and  the  land  would  pass  by  it,  the  second  being  inoperative.— Jaeimn 
V.  Lateson,  10  Johns.  24. 

Where,  upon  the  application  of  a  settler  on  public  land  in  Iowa  for  a  patent  for 
his  entered  location,  it  was  made  to  appear,  that  after  having  eiecuted  a  deed  of  a 
portion  of  the  land  to  another  person,  he  made  Ihe  affidavit  required  by  law,  that  no 
person,  other  than  himself,  had  any  interest  therein,  and  that  he  had  made  no  con- 
tract, &c. ;  and  that  such  grantee  had  obtained  a  patent  for  his  land  under  the  Act 
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Other  court  before  the  scire  facias.  (See  also  the  argument  for  the  crown, 
m  The  King  v.  Vernon,  3  Lev.  281,  and  the  opinion  of  the  judges,  387.) 

I  know  no  case  in  which  this  rule  has  been  expressly  denied  to  be  law 
in  this  country,  thongh  there  are,  as  I  have  said,  many  dicta  that  appear 
inferentially  inconsistent  with  it;  though,  even  in  the  case  in  10  Johns, 
the  opinion  of  the  court  seems  to  be  that  the  scire  facias  must  be  brought  in 
chancery,  evidently  founding  itself  upon  the  English  authorities,  yet  over- 
looking the  distinction  betweea  the  two  sides  of  the  chancellor's  court. 
(1  Mad.  Ch.  P.  4,)  It  is  certain,  however,  that  a  hill  or  information  will 
lie  inphancery  to  set  aside  a  patent  that  has  issued  improperly;  and  thi'?, 
as  being  the  surest  course,  I  recommend  to  the  Land  Office.  {Seward^s 
Lessee  v.  Micks,  I  Har.  &  M'Henry,  24 ;  Lord  Proprietor  v.  Jennings, 
lb.,  92;  BagndlY.  Broderick,  13  Pet.  436;  and  the  case  above  cited.) 

A  bill  may  be  filed  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  or  even  of  the 

of  4th  September,  1841,  and  claimed  to  hold  it,  notwithstanding  the  settler's  deed  to 
hiiii  had  been  decreed  by  a  court  of  chancery,  having  juriadiotion,  to  have  been  ob- 
tained by  duress,  and  for  such  reason  to  be  void;  held,  that  a  second  patent  for  the 
same  land  ought  not  to  be  issued  whilst  the  first  remains  outstanding.— (Opinion 
of  Attornej-General,  April  7,  1847,  vol.  4,  p,  553.) 

It  is  not  the  duty  of  the  govBrnment  to  institute  proceedings  to  vacate  the  first 
patent,  aa  it  is  in  nowise  responsible  for  the  act  which  embarrassed  the  settler's  pre- 
emption, and  caused  the  existing  difficulty Ih.

Patents  erroneously  issued,  or  rendered  invalid  by  an  act  of  Congress  confirming 
adverse  titles,  must  bo  cancelled,  or  judicially  avoided,  before  another  can  be  issued 
for  the  same  land,  even  to  confirmees — (Opinion,  March  16,  1843,  vol.  4,  p.  149.) 

After  one  patent  has  issued  for  lands,  the  executive  department  is  fundus  officio  in 
respect  to  such  lands,  until  its  former  act  is  jadicially  set  aside. Ih. 

The  Issuing  of  new  patents,  whilst  others  are  outstanding,  will  lead  to  infinite  mis- 
chief and  confusion,  by  the  blending  of  executive  and  judicial  functions  In  a  manner 
naknown  to  the  laws  and  the  Constitution. — lb. 

If  two  patents  be  issued  by  the  United  States  for  the  same  land,  and  the  first  in 
date  be  obtained  fraudulently  or  against  law,  it  does  not  carry  the  legal  tille.  A 
patent  issued  for  lands  reserved  from  sale  is  void—  Wright  v.  Bulgers,  14  Missouri 
Reports,  685 ;  Siodatd  v.  Chamhert,  2  Howard,  Tlnited  States,  284. 

The  holder  of  an  unpatented  location  cannot  dispossess  one  holding  under  a  patent 
from  the  United  States  by  any  common  law  proceeding,  but  he  may  institute  a  pro- 
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party  concerned ;  and  the  euit  be  conducted  either  by  the  district  attorney, 
or  tbe  solicitor  of  the  pre-oniptioner,  to  Bet  aside  the  patent,  or  hold  the 
patentee  as  a  trustee,  on  the  ground  that,  under  the  pre-emption  acts,  an 
equitable  title  had  previously  vested  in  the  latter  pre-emptioner ;  and  that, 
according  to  the  coui-se  of  the  Land  Office,  the  issuing  a  patent  to  another 
was  an  nnautborized  act,  procured  to  be  done  by  surprise.  _  Such  a  suit,  as 
between  individuals,  supposes  the  equity  to  be  all  on  the  side  of  the  com- 
plainants. Should,  therefore,  the  legal  title  conveyed  by  the  patent  be 
supported  \^  an  equity,  (e.  ff.,  purchase  without  notice  for  valuable  consi- 
deration,) the  suit  might  poasibiy  fail.  This' must  be  looked  into  by  those 
who  shall  be  called  on  to  institute  the  suit.

Land  patents  iaeued  bj  mistake,  for  lands  to  wbioh  other  persons  have  pre-emp- 
tion rights,  may  be  returned  and  cancelled,  or  repealed  by  iciVe/ariaa  or  bill  in  chan- 
eery,  at  the  instance  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  pre-emgtionera  in  the  name  of 
the  United  State8.~( Opinion,  January  37,  1821,  vol.  I,  p.  458.) 

The  Recorder  of  the  General  Land  Offlca  only  has  power  to  attest  and  seal  patents 
for  public  lands,  the  former  law  in  this  respect  baving  been  repealed  by  the  Act  of 
July  4,  1836.— {Opinion,  July  35,  1836,  toI.

Patents  are  unnecessary  to  complete  title  to  an  unsold  portion  of  the  confirmed 
claim.  A  grant  maj  be  as  effectually  made  by  law,  as  by  a  patent  issued  in  pursu- 
ance of  laff.~( Opinion,  August  6,  1838,  vol.  3,  p.  350.) 

An  Act  of  Congress  confirming  land  titles  of  two  or  more  individuals,  or  granting 
land,  must  be  taken  altogether,  and  if  there  be  not  land  enough  to  answer  all  the 
grants,  and  there  be  a  conflict  of  claims,  it  must  be  reconciled  by  reference  to  the 
report  of  the  commissioners  on  which  the  Act  was  founded  ;  aad  if  two  parts  of  the

Although  a  patent  may  be  void  because  it  was  not  issued  by  authority  of  law,  or 
by  an  officer  duly  authorized,  yet  such  patent  cannot  be  impeached  by  one  resting 
on  a  naked  possess  ion  .-—.Sorpy  t,  Papin,  1  Missouri  Reports,  503. 

Where  a  patent  ia  iasued  by  an  authorized  officer,  the  law  presumes  that  all  the 
pre-requisites  necessary  to  its  issue  were  complied  with,  and  irregularity  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  officer  can  be  inquired  into  only,  upon  direct  proceedings  on  the  part  of 
the  Government.— ^Kwon  v.  Banter,  9  Missouri  Eeports,  t41 ;  Barry  v.  Gamble,  8 
Missouri  Reports,  88. 

The  fee  of  lands  sold  by  the  UniteiStates,  remains  in  the  Government,  until  trans- 
ferred by  patent,  whicli  is  a  better  legal  title  than  a  prior  entry.— Corairtn  v. 
Johnion,  20  Missouri  Reports,  108. 

A  patent  issued  to  a  fictitious  person,  is  a  nullity.— Womos  v.  Wyatt,  25  Missouri

The  general  rule  is,  that  the  duplicate  receipts  in  all  oases  must  be  surrendered  be- 
fore the  delivery  of  the  patent;  bat  where  the  duplicate  is  fraudulently  withheld 
from  the  owner,  the  following  course  may  be  pursued ;  Let  the  purchaser,  after  filing 
an  affidavit  of  the  facts,  send  a  notice  to  the  wrongful  holder  of  the  duplicate,  de- 
manding its  return,  ajid  stating  that  he  will  make  immediate  application  for  the  de- 
livery of  the  patent  to  him.  Thenlet  a  notice  to  this  effect  be  published  by  the  Sona 
fide  owner  once  a  week,  for  four  weeks,  in  the  newspaper  of  the  district  having  the 
lai^est  cironlation,  of  the  wrongful  detention  of  his  duplicate,  and  his  purpose  to 
apply  for  tbe  patent  in  his  own  name.  Upon  his  filing  in  the  District  office  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  such  notice  and  publication,  the  patent  may  be  delivered,  unless  good 
cause  should  be  shown  lo  the  District  officers  why  this  should  not  be  done ;  and  in 
that  case,  they  will  stay  proceedings  and  call  for  instructions, — (Commissioner's 
letter  to  Register  and  Receiver,  Faribanlt,  August  26,  1 857.)

General  Land  Office, 

Augusta],  1830. 
Gentlemen  : — Numerous  applications  to  eorreet,  errors  in  entries  of  the 
public  lands  having  been  forwarded  to  this  Office  without  being  properly 
supported  by  testimony,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  collect  and  present  in  one 
view  all  the  legislative  enaetnienta,  of  a  general  character  upon  the  subject, 
with  such  explanatory  remarta  as  are  deemed  necessary. 

The  acts  authorizing  corrections  of  errors  in  entries  are  the  following, 
Tiz :  (See  Nos,  11,  14,  17,  19.) 

These  laws  are  plain  and  particular  in  their  requirements,  but  few  points 
being  left  to  the  elucidation  of  official  instructions ;  acd  a  careful  attention 
to  them  will  be  sufficient,  in  most  cases,  to  ensure  correctness  in  acting 
under  them.     It  may  not,  however,  he  improper  to  remark — 

1.  That  the  Act  of  1819,  is  intended  to  afford  relief  to  those  persons 
whose  errors  in  entries  have  been  oeoasioned  by  the  original  incorrect 
marking  by  the  surveyor,  or  by  the  subsequent  change  or  obliteration  of 
those  marks,  or  else  by  any  other  error  originating  either  with  the  surveyor 
or  the  land  officers.  The  application  of  the  party  should  be  made  under 
oath,  stating  particularly  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  error,  and  should  be 
supported  by  the  best  corroborative  testimony  that  can  be  procured.  The 
case  is  then  to  he  reported,  with  the  testimony,  and  your  opinion  thereon, 
to  this  Office,  for  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

2.  The  supplementary  Act  of  May,  1824,  extends  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  1819,  so  as  to  embrace  cases  where  the  error  was  not  occasioned  by 
any  act  of  the  surveyor  or  land  officers ;  and  provides,  that  in  all  cases 
of  error  in  the  entry  of  a  tract  of  not  more  than  one  half  section,  where  the 

Instances  where  there  ie  a  deficiency  in  the  quantity  of  land  purchased,  and  where 
an  entry  has  been  made  of  land  to  which  another  had  a  pre-amption  right,  are  coses 
falling  within  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  12th  January,  1325,  aud  call  for  cepaj meat.— 
(Opinion  of  Attorney-General,  August  i,  1843,  vol.  4,  p.  22?.) 

But  in  liases  of  error  arising  from  miscalculation  a  of  the  amount  to  he  paid,  where 
the  money  paid  has  not  been  returned  hy  the  Keceifer,  the  excess  should  not  be  paid 
from  the  Treasury ;  bat  the  error  should  be  corrected  by  the  Heceiver.  Where,  how- 
ever, the  excess  or  over-payment  shall  have  found  its  way  into  the  Treasury,  it  caoaot 
be  withdrawn,  except  in  strict  fulfilment  of  the  requisitions  of  law,  which  the  "ad- 
ministrative power"  cannot  control. — lb. 

It  would  not  do  for  the  Department  to  refund  money  which  has  erroneonsly  found 
its  way  into  the  Treasury,  simply  on  the  ground  that  it  is  just  that  it  should  be  re- 
paid, for  the  reason  that  it  would  require  the  Department  to  disregard  a  most  whole- 
some and  salutary  restraint,  upon  the  due  and  atriut  observance  of  which  the  moat 
important  interests  depend.— [Opinion,  September  29,  1843,  vol.  4,  p.  253.) 

An  assignee  of  a  pre-emptor  is  not  entitled  to  a  return  of  the  pHrchase-money. — 
(Commissioner's  letter  to  Register  and  Receiver,  Brownsville,  Minnesota,  December 
10,  18BB.) 
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rigtt  of  the  original  purchaser  has  not  been  assigned  or  in  any  way  trans- 
ferred, and  where  six  months  from  the  time  of  entry  has  not  elapsed,  the 
party  making  the  entry  (or  legal  representatives,  not  being  assignees  or 
transferees)  must  file  an  affidavit,  showing  the  nature  and  particular  cause 
of  the  error,  that  every  reasonable  and  proper  precaution  had  been  used  to 
avoid  the  error,  and  that  the  land  erroneously  entered  had  not  been  trans- 
ferred or  otherwise  encumbered,  accompanied  by  the  best  corroborative 
testimony  that  can  be  procured,  for  you  will  observe,  by  this  Act,  that  the 
oath  of  the  party  interested  is  not,  of  itself,  sufficient.  This  evidence,  with 
your  opinions  as  to  the  existence  of  the  mistake  and  the  credibility  of  each 
person,  will  be  forwarded  for  the  decision  of  this  Office. 

3.  The  Act  of  1825,  provides  for  cases  in  which  the  sale  of  the  land  is  in- 
valid, in  consequence  of  the  want  of  title  thereto  in  the  United  Skt«s,  from 
any  cause  whatsoever.  Under  this  Act  it  has  been  decided,  that  if  only 
part  of  the  tract  purchased  is  covered  by  the  interfering  claim,  it  is  optional 
with  the  purchaser  to  relinquish  the  lohole  tract,  or  only  the  particular 
part  interfered  with.  You  will  observe,  that,  under  this  Act,  the  money 
IS  to  be  refunded  by  the  Seeretaryof  the  Treasury,  and  not  by  the  Receiver 
of  public  moneys.  All  applications  to  obtain  the  benefits  of  this  Act  must 
bo  supported  by  your  joint  certificate,  or  that  of  the  Surveyor-General, 
stating  the  nature  of  the  particular  interfering  claim,  or  other  circumstance 
rendering  the  sale  invalid,  and  he  accompanied  by  the  patent,  if  any  has 
been  issued  for  the  invalid  sale,  with  a  relinquishment  of  title,  in  the  follow- 
ing form  : 

"  Whereas  the  Act  of  Congress,  passed  on  the  12th  day  of  January, 
1825,  entitled  '  An  act  authorizing  repayment  for  land  erroneously  sold  by 
the  United  States,'  provides,  that  whenever  the  sale  of  a  tract  of  land  by 
the  United  States  is  void  for  want  of  title  thereto  in  the  United  States,  or 
from  any  other  cause  whatsoever,  the  money  paid  on  the  same  shall  be  re- 
funded by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.     And  whereas  [a  part,  or  the 

whole,  as  the  case  may  be,]  of  the  within  described section  of  land, 

is  [included  in  the  survey  of  the  private  claim  of ,  or,  as  the  ease 

may  be.]  Now  know  ye,  that  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
— — I — ,  to  me  in  hand  paid,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  I,  the 

within  named  ,  hereby  assign,  transfer,  relinquish,  and  surrender 

to  the  United  States,  all  my  right,  title,  interest,  and  claim  of,  in,  and  to, 
the  land  described  in  the  within  patent.  Given  under  my  hand  and  seal 
this day  of ,  183-. 

Signed,  sealed,  and  delivered,  in  presence  of . 

4.  By  the  Act  of  24th  May,  1828,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1819, 
are  so  extended  as  to  embrace  patented  cases.  The  application  for  relief, 
in  these  oases,  will  have  to  be  reported  in  the  manner  required  in  those  not 
patented  under  the  Act  of  1819,  and  he  accompanied  by  a  certificate  that 
the  patent  is  surrendered  to  you.  If  the  correction  of  the  entry  is  author- 
ized, you  will,  before  the  money  is  refunded,  or  the  change  of  entry  noted- 
on  your  books,  require  the  party  to  execute,  upon  the  patent,  a  relinquish- 
ment in  the  following  form  : 

"  Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  on  the  24tb  day  pf  May,  1828,  entitled 
'An  act  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  an  act  providing  for  the  correc-

In  all  eases  where  patents  have  been  issued,  you  will  require  a  certificate 
from  the  county  clerk,  or  other  officer  having  charge  of  the  books  in  which 
any  conveyance,  &c.,  of  the  land  is  required  to  be  recorded  to  give  it  vali- 
dity, stating  that  the  records  of  such  office  do  not  exhibit  any  conveyance, 
or  other  incumbrance,  of  the  land  in  question.  The  deed  of  relinquish- 
ment must  be  executed  before  two  or  more  witnesses,  and  be  acknowledged 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  with  the  clerk's  certificate  of  magistracy  an- 
nexed. 

Whenever  the  change  of  entry  is  ordered,  the  certificate  of  purchase  will 
be  cancelled,  and  retained  in  this  Office. 

The  Receiver  will  take  a  receipt  from  the  purchaser  for  the  purchase 
money  of  the  tract  erroneously  entered,  as  if  the  same  was  refunded,  which 
receipt  will  be  a  voucher  to  the  Receiver's  credit,  to  be  introduced  into  the 
proper  monthly  and  quarterly  accounts  in  the  following  manner,  viz  : 

"  By  this  amount  refunded  to  — ■ ,  agreeably  to  instructions  from  the 

General  Land  Office,  dated  the ,  being  the  purchase-money  of  the

Gentlemen  ; — In  conformity  with  instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  that  this  Office  will  hereafter  report  for  his  directions  "  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  January  12,  1825,  all  cases  of  claims  for 
repayment  of  money  where  a  sale  of  public  land  has  been  erroneously 
made,"  you  are  hereby  instructed,  that  where  a  private  entry  shall  here- 
after be  annulled  by  the  subsequent  establishment  of  a  pre-emption  claim 
to  the  same  land,  you  are  to  report  to  this  Office  such  erroneous  sale,  (in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Circular  of  August  31,  1830,)  and  accompany 
such  report  with  ike  written  application  of  the  party /or  a  return  of  the 
purekase-monei/,  which,  instead  of  being  repaid  as  heretofore  by  an  order 
from  this  Office,  will  be  repaid  by  what  is  termed  a  Treasury  refunding 
warrant,  under  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  12th  January,  1825, 
entitled  "  An  act  authorizing  repayment  for  land  erroneously  sold  by  the 
United  States." 
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Should  there  remain  at  your  ofSce  any  case  of  the  character  referred  to, 
where  repayment  heretofore  ordered  by  this  Office  has  not  heen  made,  the 
Receiver  is  now  instructed  to  withhold  payment  and  to  report  the  case  for 
repayment  in  like  manner  as  above  mentioned. 

Application  in  like  manner  is  to  be  made  for  repayment  of  an  txcesi  of 
purchase-money,  where  a  tract  of  land  has  been,  or  shall  be  erroneously 
sold  for,a  quantity  greater  than  that  indicated  by  the  township  plat.

January  19,  1854. 
Gentlemen  :— The  Circulars  of  the  31st  August,  1830,  23d  July,  1849, 
and  20th  April,  1853,  not  embodying  all  that  is  now  required  of  applicants 
to  have  the  purchase -money  paid  on  illegal  sales  refunded,  or  to  effect 
changes  of  entry,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  issue  these  instructions  in  cir- 
cular form. 

1st.  The  duplicate  receipt  must  be  surrendered,  and  accompany  the  papers 
in  all  cases  of  application  for  refunding  money  submitted  by  you  for  the 
action  of  this  Office.  Where  it  has  been  lost  or  destroyed,  the  party  ap- 
plying must  advertise  It,  and  give  notice  of  his  intention  to  apply  to  have 
refunded  the  purchase. money,  which  mast  be  inserted  weekly  for  sis  weeks 
in  some  paper  of  extensive  circulation  in  the  vicinage  of  the  land.  A  copy 
of  this  must  be  filed  with  you,  having  attached  the  affidavit  of  the  pub- 
lisher that  it  was  inserted  the  requisite  number  of  times. 

2d.  The  applicant  must  make  affidavit  that  he  has  not  transferred  or 
otherwise  encumbered  the  title  to  the  land.  This  affidavit  may  be  taken  before 
either  of  you  officially,  before  a  notaxy  public  using  a  seal,  or  a  justice  of 
the  peace  :  in  the  last  case,  a  certificate  of  magistracy  must  accompany  it. 

3d.  Where  a  patent  has  been  issued,  and  delivered  to  the  patentee,  a 
deed  of  relinquishment,  reeonveying  the  title,  (conveyed  by  the  patent,) 
to  the  United  States,  should  be  made.  Ihis  deed  of  relinquishment  should 
JDC  recorded,  and  a  certificate  should  also  be  produced  from  the  officer  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  hooks  in  which  conveyances  are  required  to  be  recorded, 
showing  that  said  deed  is  so  recorded,  and  that  the  records  of  his  office  do 
not  exhibit  any  other  conveyance  or  encumbrance  of  the  title  to  the  land. 

4th.  In  eases  of  a  change  of  entry,  as  the  purchaser  will  reasonably  wish 
to  hold  some  evidence  of  his  title  until  the  issuing  of  the  patent,  he  must 
first  designate  the  tract  he  desires  to  enter,  and  effect  the  change  of  entry, 
and  then  across  the  face  of  the  receipt  issued  upon  the  original  entry, 
(which  will  be  returned  to  you  from  this  Office  when  the  case  has  been  de-

The  certificate  of  the  Register  of  Caddo  parish,  of  the  execution  of  such 
a  deed  is  not  suf&cient.  He  does  not  certify,  nor  is  he  legally  constituted 
judge,  as  to  the  formality  and  legality  of  the  deed,  and  hence,  his  certifi- 
cate, if  full  to  that  effect,  would  not  be  admissible  as  a  substitute  for  the 
deed  itself.

A  Claimant  for  Repayment  of  Parchase-money ,  who  failed  iofk  a  writ- 
ten  application  to  purchase,  not  entitled,  nor  are  (Ae  Receiver  and  his 
sureltes  liable  in  this  case. 

Depaetkbst  op  the  Jntebioh, 

March  8,  1852. 

In  the  case  of  John  H.  C.  Meyer,  submitted  in  your  letter  of  the  7th  June, 
1850,  and  to  which  my  attention  has  been  called  by  a  letter  from  the  Hod. 
A.  C.  Dodge,  dated  the  25th  ultimo,  it  appears  that  said  Meyer  paid  to  tho 
Receiver  of  public  moneys  at  Dubuque,  Iowa,  without  having  previously 
filed  with  the  Register  an  application  or  memorandum  in  writing,  as  re- 
quired by  the  Act  of  24th  February,  1810,  the  sum  of  SlOO,  which  the 
Receiver  omitted  to  pay  over  to  the  United  States,  or  otherwise  to  account 
for;  the  land  so  paid  for  being  found  to  have  been  previously  sold,  3Ir. 
Meyer  asks  that  the  Uovernment  will  refund  to  him  his  purchase-money. 
But  inasmuch  as  the  Receiver's  accounts  have  been  settled  and  closed, 
and  he  since  dead,  and  hta  estate  represented  to  be  insolvent,  you  submit 
the  question,  whether  Mr.  Meyer  can  maintiun  an  action  of  covenant 
against  the  Receiver  and  his  sureties,  under  his  official  bond,  for  the  re- 
covery of  the  money  paid.  In  reply,  I  have  to  state,  that  the  nioney  can- 
not be  refunded  to  Mr.  Meyer  by  the  United  States,  for  two  reasons  :  First, 
because  it  was  never  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  and 
Second,  that  aa  the  claimant  failed  to  observe  the  pre-requisitea  of  the  law, 
the  payment  made  by  him  to  the  Receiver,  was  not  a  legal  payment  for 
which  the  United  States  is  responsible,  or  for  which  the  Receiver  and  his 
sureties  are  liable,  under  his  offieia!  bonds ;  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  also, 
although  that  is  a  judicial  question,  which  can  be  determined  only  by  the 
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oourtB,  that  Mr.  Meyer  cannot  maintain  an  action  against  the  Receiver's 
sureties,  under  hia  hond,  the  conditions  of  the  bond  having  been  coruplied 
with  by  the  Receiver  accounting  to  the  United  States  for  all  the  money 
which  legally  came  into  his  hands.  Had  the  claimant  complied  with  the 
law,  by  making  application  in  due  form,  &c.,  the  United  States  would  be 
bound  to  repay  to  him  the  amount  paid  hy  him  to  the  Receiver,  and  look 
to  the  Receiver  or  hia  sureties  for  the  amount.  The  receipt  of  the  money 
under  such  circumstances,  would  have  been  an  of&cial  act,  within  the  pale 
of  the  Receiver's  authority,  which  would  have  been  covered  by  the  official 
bond,  and  binding  on  the  United  States.  But  the  fault  was  with  the  claim- 
ant, in  not  observing  the  requirements  of  a  public  statute,  the  ignorance 
of  which,  however  hard  it  may  appear  in  particular  cases,  cannot  be  ad- 
mitted as  a  ruling  prineiple.

The  purcJiaser  having  ohtained  repayment  of  ^  Pyir chase-money,  a  party 
producing  ike  receipts  and  claiming  to  he  an  assignee,  not  entitled. 
Defabtment  of  the  Integtor, 

July  24,  1863. 

I  herewith  return  the  papers  submitted  with  jour  letter  of  the  22d  inst,, 
in  support  of  the  claim  of  Robert  Davidson  for  repayment,  under  the  Act 
of  12[h  January,  1826,  of  the  purehase-moaey  paid  per  Jackson,  Missouri, 
entries  No.  4181  and  4190.  The  facts  in  this  case  appear  to  he  as  follows; 
On  the  5th  October,  1836,  Henry  Pease  purchased  of  the  United  States 
the  lands  embraced  in  these  entries,  and  paid  to  the  Receiver  of  public 
moneys,  therefor,  the  sum  of  $844  50.  Having  subsequently  learned  that 
the  sales  were  void  by  reason  of  a  prior  confirmation  of  the  land  to  another 
person,  he  came  forward,  in  the  year  1841,  and  asked  that  his  purchase- 
money  might  be  refunded  to  him  under  the  said  Act  of  1825.  As  no  evi- 
dence was  found  in  the  Land  Office  that  he  had  transferred  or  incumbered 
his  title  in  any  manner,  and  it  not  being  at  (h  t  t'n  th  practice  of  the 
office  Ui  look  beyond  the  record,  no  doubt  was  nt  t  n  d  to  his  right  to 
receive  the  money,  and  it  was  accordingly  refu  d  d  t  h  m  Years  after 
these  transactions,  Mr,  Davidson  appeared,  d  th  f  the  first  time, 
apprised  the  Government  that  shortly  after  P  pu  h  d  the  land  of 
the  United  States  ho  had  sold  and  conveyed  1 1  h  m  d  h  now  claims 
to  have  the  money  refunded  to  him,  upon  the  u  d  th  t  t  was  illegally 
and  wrongfully  paid  to  Pease.  *  *  *  *  It  was  hia,  Davidson  s,  duty  to  file 
with  the  Land  Office  the  proper  evidence  of  his  title,  and  his  failure  to  do  so 
caused  the  repayment  of  the  money  to  Pease.  The  fact  of  his  having  had 
his  deed  recorded  in  the  county  in  which  the  land  was  situated  is  imma- 
terial, as  it  was  no  notice  to  the  Government.  Receipts  are  not  muniments 
of  title,  but  merely  evidence  of  payments  of  money  to  the  Receiver.

The  Act  of  2Qth  February,  1853,  does  not  emlrace  debte  due  by  the  United 
States,  hut  claims  only. 

DSFiRTUBNT   OP    THE    iNTERtOH,

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  22d  April  last,  in  relation  to  the  sale  by  the 
United  States  since  the  28th  September,  1850,  of  lands  which  have  been 
subsequently  found  to  be  swamp  or  overflowed.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter 
from  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Of&ce  on  tliat  subject,  dated 
May  7,  1853.  Yon  wil!  perceive  from  the  Commissioner's  letter,  that  the 
only  difficulty  apprehended  by  him  in  executing  the  act  of  the  legislature 
of  the  State  of  Michigan  in  relation  to  the  assignment  to  her  of  the  pur- 
ehase-money  paid  for  entries  so  made,  was  to  be  found  in  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  Congress  of  26tU  February,  1853,  cDtitled,  "An  act  to  prevent 
frauds  upon  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States."  Since  the  date  of  that 
letter,  the  provisions  of  that.act  have  been  examined  with  reference  to  the 
assignnient  or  transfer  of  money  paid  for  lands  erroneously  sold  by  the 
United  States ;  and  it  has  been  determined  "that  such  cases  do  not  come 
within  the  spirit  of  the  Act  of  26th  February,  1858,  bnt  should  bo  regarded 
as  debts  due  by  the  United  States."  There  would,  therefore,  seem  to  be 
no  difficulty  now  in  executing  the  act.

Where  a  patent  has  mmd,  repayment  refused  until  a  Deed  of  Relinquish- 
ment sJiould  heJUed. 

Depabtubst  op  tee  Intbriob, 
December  19, 1853. 
When  a  patent  has  issued,  a  deed  of  relinquishment  reconveying  the 
title,  (conveyed  in  the  patent,)  to  the  United  States  is  required.  This 
deed  of  relinquishment  should  be  recorded,  and  a  certificate  should  also  be 
produced  from  the  officer  having  chaise  of  the  books  in  which  conveyences 
are  required  to  be  recorded,  to  give  them  validity,  showing  that  said  deed 
is  so  recorded,  and  that  the  records  of  his  offico  do  not  exhibit  any  other 
conveyance  or  incumbrance  of  the  land.  This  is  necessary,  because  by  the 
issue  of  the  patent  the  title  passes  from  the  United  States  and  becomes 
subject  to  the  local  laws  of  the  State,  so  that  to  ascertain  whether  the  pur- 
chaser has  disposed  of  the  title  conveyed  to  him  by  the  United  Sutes  or 
not,  enquiry  must  be  made  of  the  officer  with  whom  the  information  of 
Huch  conveyances  is  required  to  be  lodged,  in  order  to  give  them  validity. 
It  is  also  necessaty  that  the  fact  of  recording  the  deed  of  relinquishment 
should  be  shown  in  the  Recorder's  certificate,  for  the  further  reason  that 
otherwise  the  patent  might  convey  the  land,  and  the  deed  of  conveyance  be 
presented  for  record  immediately  after  his  certificate  of  non-incumbrance 
has  been  given,  and  yet,  in  some  of  the  States  at  least,  he  could  not  refuse 
to  record  it.  When  no  patent  has  issued,  the  title  of  the  purchaser  !a  a 
mere  inchoate  interest,  the  transfer  of  which  he  may  or  may  not  at  his 
option  have  inscribed  upon  the  county  records.  In  such  cases,  the  affidavit 
of  non-incumbranoe  is  resorted  to  as  the  best  mode  of  determining  whether 
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such  iDcumbrances  exist  or  not,  the  fact  being  solely  within  the  knowledge 
of  the  party  applying  for  the  repayment,  and,  therefore,  not  otherwise  ascer- 
taiDable  with  certiunty,  &c.,  &o.

I  herewith  return  the  papers  submitted  in  your  letter  of  the  26th  instant, 
on  the  appeal  of  B.  B.  Siggins,  attorney  of  Stephen  Baldwin,  from  the  de- 
cision of  your  office,  in  reference  to  land  in  the  Chariton  District,  Iowa, 
claimed  by  him  under  his  application  for  a  change  of  entry.  Having, 
when  the  application  for  a  change  of  entry  was  made,  designated  the  tracts 
to  which  he  desired  his  money  applied,  (they  beiog  then  vacant,  andthe 
land  he  intended  originally  to  have  entered,  not  so  vaeant,)  he  acquired 
such  a  right  thereto,  in  my  opinion,  as  could  not  be  defeated  by  the_  appli- 
cation of  another,  not  only  nearly  a  year  subsequent  to  his  designation,  of 
such  tracts,  but  after  full  action  had  been  had  on  his  apphcation  for  a 
change,  and  its  allowance  communicated  to  the  land  officers.

14,  west,  containing  eighty  acres,  was  entered  by  Joseph  "W.  Towne,  on  the 
26th  December,  1855,  at  82  60  per  acre,  amounting  to  $200.  The  pur- 
chaser's application,  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file,)  and  Receiver's  duplicate 
receipt  represent,  that  the  southeast  quarter  of  northeast  quarter  and  east 
half  of  southeast  quarter,  section  25,  township  27,  range  14,  west,  contain- 
ing one  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  were  applied  for  and  entered  by  Mr. 
Towne,  at  $2  50  per  acre,  amounting  to  $300.  From  this  statement  it  will 
be  seen,  that  the  purchaser's  application  and  Receiver's  duplicate  receipt 
call  for  a  forty-acre  tract  (which  had  been  previously  sold  to  another  party) 
not  described  in  any  of  the  regular  returns  to  this  Office,  and  making  a 
dificrence  of  $100  in  the  amount  of  the  purchase-money.  The  aid  of  this 
Office  has  been  extended  to  the  party,  to  enable  him  to  show  by  satisfactory 
proof,  but  without  effect,  that  he  never  received  back  from  the  Receiver  the 
sum  alleged  to  have  been  paid  for  the  southeast  quarter  of  northeast  quarter; 
the  previous  sale  of  which  was  not,  in  all  probability,  disooTered  until  after 
the  issue  of  the  duplicate  receipt,  hut  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  certificate 
and  regular  receipt,  which  axe  usually  sent  to  this  Ofilce. 

The  grounds  upon  which  the  application  for  repayment  is  disallowed  arc, 
that  the  sale  to  Mr.  Towne  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  northeast  quarter  has 
never  been  reported  to  this  Ofiice,  nor  the  money  alleged  to  have  been  paid 
therefor,  received  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States;  in  addition  to 
which,  the  Act  of  Congress  authorizing  purchases  of  the  public  land  is  a, 
contract  in  which  the  law  has  stipulated  certain  conditions,  so  as  to  secure 
fairness,  protect  private  interests,  and  save  the  public  from  fraud  or  pecu- 
lation, by  certain  checks.  When  these  conditions  have  not  been  strictly 
performed  by  the  one  party,  to  wit,  the  applicant,  it  is  at  bis  own  peril, 
and  the  Government  is  thereby  relieved  from  responsibility.

Sir: — T  have  to  acknowledge  the  rccept  of  your  letter  of  the  25th  April 
last,  in  regard  to  the  rejection  of  Jacob  L.  Huggins'  pre-emption  entry  of 
the  north  half  of  the  northeast  quarter,  and  the  north  half  of  the  north- 
west quarter  of  section  24,  township  120,  range  31,  Forest  City  District, 
Minnesota,  by  my  decision  of  the  27th  December,  1858. 

Passing  by_  the  question,  whether  the  rejection,  under  the  Act  of  26th

Appeals  to  the  Preddent  from  Decisions  of  the  Departments. 
As  applications  are  frequently  made  to  (he  President  of  (he  United  Stales 
by  claimants  who  consider  themselves  aggrieved  by  the  decisions  of  the 
Reads  of  the  Executive  DeparfmenU,  and  who,  therefore,  appeal  to  him 
for  a  reversal  of  those  decisions,  it  is  deemed  proper  to  publish  the  fol- 
lowing htter,  addressed  by  the  President  to  a  highly  respectaUe  bankUg 
firm,  which  sets  forth  his  reasons  for  declining  to  entertain  such  appeals. 

Washington,  December  12,  1859. 
G-entlemen  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  9th  inst.,  containing  a 
formal  appeal  to  me  from  a  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  against 
ypu  on  two  points :  1st,  his  refusal  to  permit  you  to  deposit  at  San  Fran- 
cisco any  portion  of  the  Government  loan  taken  by  you  under  the  propiMals 
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of  the  Secretary,  of  the  ITth  of  December,  1858 ;  and  2d,  hia  refusal  to 
refer  the  question  to  the  Attorney- Gen  era!. 

In  answer,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  an  appeal  does  not  lie  to  the  Pre- 
sident from  the  decisions  of  the  heads  of  the  different  Executive  Depart- 
ments. This  has  heen  settled  both  by  judicial  decisions  and  hy  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Government,  including  that  of  the  present  Administration, 
Their  acts  and  decisions  are  the  aets  and  decisions  of  the  President,  for 
which  he  is  held  responsible  ;  and  they  are  his  in  fact,  in  all  oases  of  diffi- 
culty and  importance.  It  is  for  this,  besides  other  reasons,  that  cabinet 
consultations  are  held  twice  in  each  week,  where  questions  of  public  interest, 
as  they  arise,  are  canvassed  and  decided.  If  the  President  were  bound  to 
hear  appeals  from  the  heads  of  the  different  Departments  in  all  cases  where 
ciMmants  consider  themselves  aggrieved,  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to 
undergo  the  labor.  In  that  case,  every  claimant  dissatisfied  with  the  deci- 
sion of  any  Department  might  appeal  to  him  for  redress ;  and  he  would 
be  obliged  to  re-esamine  the  documents  and  papers  and  re-hear  the  argu- 
ments which  had  been  submitted  to  such  Department,  and  either  affirm, 
reverse,  or  modify  its  decision.  This  would  entire!y  change  his  intimate 
relations  with  his  confidential  advisers,  converting  them  into  inferior  courts, 
and  himself  into  a  superior  court  of  errors  and  appeals.  Besides,  there 
would  be  no  equality  between  private  parties  and  the  Government.  When 
the  decision  of  the  head  of  a  Department  was  ia  favor  of  the  claimant,  it 
would  be  final ;  but,  if  it  were  against  the  claimant,  he  would  be  entitled 
to  an  appeal  to  the  President.  The  truth  ia,  such  an  appellate  jurisdiction 
would  render  it  impossible  for  the  President  to  discharge  his  high  duties 
to  the  country,  and  would  resolve  his  office  into  a  tribunal  to  hear  and  de- 
termine private  claims  in  the  last  resort. 

Nor  is  there  the  least  necessity  for  any  such  jurisdiction.  Congress,  by 
the  Act  of  February  24,  1855,  established  a  Court  of  Claims  for  precisely 
such  cases  as  you  have  presented.  To  that  court,  or  to  Congress,  I  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  refer  you.

_  Sir : — Enclosed  herewith  you  will  find  a  copy  of  the  "  Rules  and  Eegula- 
tiona"  of  this  O&ce  under  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  August  31, 1852, 
eotitled  "An  act  making  further  provision  for  the  satisfaction  of  Virginia 
Land  Warrants." 

By  referring  to  this  Act,  and  section  10,  Rules,  &c.,  you  will  perceive 
that  the  scrip  issued  in  satisfaction  of  this  class  of  warrants  "  is  receivable 
in  payment  of  any  lands  owned  by  the  United  States,  subject  to  sale  at 

*  Virginia  scrip  cannot  be  applied  by  pre-emptors.  It  can  be  applied  as  so  much 
gold  and  silver  in  the  purchase  ofaojland  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry,  and  may 
bo  used  in  payment  for  lands  held  fit  graduated  prices,  and  also  fur  railroad  lands. 

Virginia  land  scrip  is  so  far  the  representative  of  money  as  to  be  subject  to  the 
same  equitable  deductions,  in  case  of  iadehledness  to,  or  frauds  committed  upon,  the 
government,  as  may  be  made  in  the  case  of  a  sum  ofmonev  tVom  the  government  to 
one  of  lis  debtors.— (Opinion  of  Attorney-General,  February  9,  1B36,  vol.  3,  p.  35.)

Land  scrip  issued  in  satisfaction  of  military  bounty  land  warrants,  must  be  re- 
ga.rded  as  real  estate,  and  go,  upon  the  death  of  the  holder,  to  the  heirs-at-Iaw,  and 
not  to  the  executors  and  administrators. — (Opinion,  November  9,  1838,  vol.  3,  p. 

Land  scrip  issued  upon  the  surrender  of  warrants  issued  for  bounty  lands,  granted 
by  the  United  States  and  by  the  State  of  Virginia,  for  services  in  the  Hevolufion, 
should  issue  to  the  parties  notainalim,  and  to  heirs  on  due  proof  of  heirship.— 
{Opinion,  October  1,  1830,  vol.  2,  p.  386.) 

When  issued  according  to  the  terms  of  the  warrant,  in  certain  cases,  they  must  be 
assigned  by  all  the  heirs  by  name,  and  accompanied  with  proof  of  identity,  heirship, 
and  proof  of  assignment.- /6.  "  f>

The  United  States  have  assumed  all  unsatisfied  outstanding  military  land  warrants 
of  the  State  of  Virginia,  issued  by  the  proper  authorities  thereof,  for  revolutionary 
services  of  its  officers,  soldiers,  seamen,  and  marines,  such  warrants  having  lieen 
lairly  and  justly  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  of  the  State— (Opinion,  Jiinuarv  J 
1854,  vol.  6,  p.  243.)  '    ^  '  •'     ' 

Land  scrip  of  the  United  States,  issued  in  exchange  for  bounty  land  scrip  of  the 
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prieale  entry,  except  suet  aa  are  claimed  by  pre-emption,"  &e.,  and  can 
be  applied,  at  the  rate  of  $1  25  per  acre,  in  tbe  same  manner  as  money. 

By  reference  to  vol.  2,  Laws,  Instructions  and  Opinions,  pa^  436,  jou 
will  see  instructions  dated  November  16,  1830,  applicable  to  scrip  of  a  like 
character  ;  and  you  are  required,  in  tbe  surrender  of  scrip,  under  Act  of 
August  31,  1852,  and  in  tbe  returns  thereof  to  tbia  Office,  to  conform  your 
action  according  to  tbe  rules  set  down  in  the  said  instructions  of  November 
16,  1830.  Clause  marked  "  First,  as  to  location,"  is  not  applicable  to  the 
present  scrip. 

You  are  also  advised,  that,  as  this  scrip  is  receivable  only  for  lands  "  sub- 
ject to  private  entry,"  pce-emptors  cannot  use  it  in  payment  for  unoffered 
land  which  may  be  claimed  by  them. 

No  charge  can  be  made  for  the  location  of  said  scrip ;  and  after  its  sur- 
render and  before  being  returned  to  this  Oifice,  it  should  be  properly  can- 
celled.

Opinion  of  the  Attm-ney-General  on  Virginia  Military  Bounty  Lands 
ArroBBET  Genebal's  Ofitiok, 

May  30,  1858. 

Sir : — In  1784,  Virginia  ceded  to  tie  United  States  the  largest  and  most 
valuable  body  of  land  that  ever  belonged  to  the  public  domain  of  any  State 
State  of  Virginia,  has,  in  eome  respects,  the  qualities  of  real,  and  in  some  of  personal 
estate ;  but  the  determination  of  who  is  entitled  is  independent  of  that  question,  being 
specially  defined  by  acts  of  Virginia  oc  of  the  United  States.— (Opinion,  November 
11,  1854,  ?o].  7,  p.  32.) 

The  decisions  of  the  courts  of  Virginia  in  regard  to  conflicting  claims  to  bounty 
land  warrants,  under  the  laws  of  that  State,  are  to  be  considered  as  determining  their 
relative  rights,  and  to  be  reepected  by  the  United  States.— (Opinion,  March  10,  1866, 
vol.  t,  p.  652.) 

But  where  it  has  not  been  safisfactoriiy  determined,  by  tbe  courts  of  Vi^inia, 
Tvliich  of  two  persons  "  presenting"  themselves  is  the  true  party  entitled,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  may  well  refuse  to  isaiie  scrip  to  either.— /i. 

As  to  error  as  to  date,  referred  to  in  Act  of  Congress  of  29th  April,  1816,  by  which 
a.  report  of  Hth  December,  1812,  was  mentioned  in  the  act,  as  dated  4th  December, 
1812,  the  enquiry  was  made  of  the  Attorney- General,  whether  such  error  is  fatal  to 
the  confirmation  of  any  claim  embraced  by  the  said  report  of  the  14th  December, 
1812. 

The  reply  of  Attorney- General  Legarfi  was :  "  The  constroction  of  a  statute  is 
placed  by  the  law  in  very  much  the  same  category  as  that  of  wills,  (Butler  and 
Baker',  case,  3  Reps.  27.)  and  Such  an  erroneous  recital  in  a  will  would  clearly  be 
susceptible  of  correction  by  parol  evidence.  In  addition  to  this,  I  hove  tbe  honor  to 
refer  yon  to  the  case  of  Rots  v.  BorlaniFs  Lessee,  1  Peters,  651),  in  which  the  court 
ruled  almost  the  very  point  in  question  here." 

The  case  referred  fo  is  under  an  act  which  conferred  pre-emption  rights  on  per- 
sons who,  "  on  that  day,  in  the  year  1797,  when  the  country  was  evacaaled  by  Spanish 
troops,"  &c.  Such  evacuation  did  not  take  place  until  1798,  in  March  or  April.  ;ThB 
couH  held  that  the  act  intended  to  confer  a  bounty,  and  it  was  entitled  to  a  liberal 
iction  in  lavor  of  the  beneficiaries  ;  that  tbe  error  in  date  was  immaterial,  as 
e  of  the  evacuation,  and  not  a  particular  date,  was  the  essential  object  of  the 

The  owner  can  relinquish  his  scrip  iu  payment  for  lands  purchased  in  tbe  name 
of  another  party,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  assignments  in  snch  cases.- {Sea 
Letter  of  Commissioner  to  Register  and  Receiver  at  Jackson,  Mo.,  Dee.  13,  1858.) 
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in  the  world.  But  previous  to  the  cession  she  had  promised  to  give  cer- 
tain portions  of  it  to  the  officers,  soidiers,  sailors,  and  marines,  who  had 
served  during  the  revolutionary  war  in  her  army  and  navy.  She  did  not 
strip  herself  of  the  power  to  fulfil  this  promise  without  exacting  a  pledge 
that  it  should  he  fulljr  redeemed  by  the  Government  of  the  Union.  She 
was  generous  to  her  sister  States,  but  she  was  at  the  same  time  true  to  her 
own  defenders. 

The  obligation  of  the  United  States  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  the  Virginia 
officers  and  soldiers  has  never  yet  been  denied  by  any  Department  of  their 
Government. 

Nor  has  it  ever  been  doubted,  as  a  genera!  principle,  that  the  claims 
ought  to  be  settled  and  adjusted  according  to  the  laws  of  Virginia,  and  by 
such  tribunals  as  she,  in  her  own  wisdom,  might  see  proper  to  charge  with 
that  duty.  What  a  soldier  may  be  entitled  to,  is  a  question  of  State  law; 
and  it  is  not  consistent^with  the  spint  or  genius  of  this  Government  to 
interfere  with  the  administration  of  State  laws,  or  to  expound  their  mean- 
ing. When  a  question  is  incidentally  raised  upon  them  before  an  officer, 
or  in  the  courts  of  the  United  "states,  the  interpretation  they  have  received 
in  the  State  is  of  binding  obligation 

At  every  step  which  Virginia  took  m  this  business,  she  asserted  in  words 
or  by  clear  implication,  her  right  to  decide,  through  her  own  authorities, 
upon  the  validity  and  imount  of  the  claims  made,  for  military  bounty  land 
nnder  her  laws.  She  conferred  the  power  successively  on  her  register  of 
the  land  office,  commissicner  if  war,  .governor  ind  council,  without  provid- 
ing in  any  case  for  an  ippeal 

You  ask  me  if  these  decisions  are  in  the  natureof  judicial  expositions  of 
the  law,  and  therefore  binding.  Undoubtedly  they  are  in  their  character 
so  far  like  a  judicial  sentence  that  they  are  conclusive  upon  the  parties  and 
their  privies.  When  the  constitution  or  law  of  any  State  authorizes  a  per- 
son to  decide  a  given  question,  the  judgment  of  such  person  is  always  con- 
clusive. It  makes  no  difference  whether  it  be  a  court,  a  legislative  body, 
an  executive  officer,  or  a  special  tribunal  appointed  for  the  purpose.  The 
authority  to  hear,  examine,  and  decide  without  appeal,  carries  with  it  the 
power  to  determine  it  forever;  to  make  an  end  of  all  controversy  about  it, 
and  to  close  it  against  all  future  inquiry  upon  either  the  facts  or  the  law. 
When,  therefore,  the  State  of  Virginia  authorized  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil to  settle  these  claims,  a  decision  regularly  made  by  those  officers  was  as 
conclusive  as  if  the  same  jurisdiction  had  been  given  to  and  exercised  by 
the  Supreme  Court. 

But  while  these  decisions  are  in  their  own  nature  conclusive,  and  by  the 
laws  of  Virginia  must  be  so  regarded,  I  am  not  ready  to  assert  that  Con- 
gress cannot  require  you  to  disregard  them.  It  might  be  an  offence  against 
the  principles  of  public  morality,  an  act  of  perfidy,  and  a  grievous  wrong 
upon  the  State,  to  command  that  all  the  eases  should  be  overhauled  in  your 
Department :  but  you  would  still  be  bound  to  obey.  When  Congress  was 
giving  you  power  to  exchange  scrip  for  warrants  it  had  a  constitutional 
right  to  couple  the  authority  with  wbat  conditions  it  pleased  ;  and  if  a  harsh 
and  unfair  condition  was  imposed,  the  law  is  not  void  for  that  reason.  The 
doctrine  of  estoppel  has  no  application  whatever  to  legislative  acts.  The 
laws  passed  by  Congress  are  therefore  to  be  the  lamp  for  your  feet  and  the 
guide  to  your  path. 

There  is  no  act  of  Congress  which  impugns  the  right  of  Virginia  to  ex- 
pound her  own  laws  on  the  subject  of  bounty  lands,  or  which  makes  any 
federal  officer  a  judge  of  the  facts  on  which  a  soldier's  claim  to  such  lands 
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may  be  based,  unless  the  Act  of  Slat  August,  1852,  be  an  exception.     Let 
lis  see  whether  it  Is  or  not. 

That  act  provided  that  ontstaDdiog  bounty  land  warrants  of  this  kind, 
which  had  hcen  issued  previously  to  the  4th  of  March,  1852,  by  the  proper 
authorities  of  Virginia,  might  be  surrendered  to  the  Seoretai^  of  the  In- 
terior,  and  scrip  given  in  place  of  them.  Thus  far  there  is  no  denial  of 
the  State  jurisdiction.  On  the  contrary,  the  action  of  the  State  authorities 
is  made  the  basis  of  your  whole  conduct.  Under  this  provision,  if  any  man 
should  come  to  your  Department  demanding  scrip  for  revolutionary  services 
in  the  Virginia  line  without  a  warrant  from  the  "  proper  authorities"  of 
that  State,  you  would  tell  him  that  he  had  no  shadow  of  right.  The  want 
"  Q  adjudication  jn  his  favor  at  home  would  be  so  fatal  that  no  proof, 
r  overwhelming,  of  his  right  on  original  grounds,  would  supply  the 
It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  a  decision  by  the  Virginia  authorities  is 
final  and  conclusive  against  the  claimant. 

But  it  is  contended,  in  some  quarters,  that  a  decision  in  favor  of  ike 
claimant  is  no  protection  of  his  right,  that  it  adds  no  strength  to  his  claim, 
and  that  you  are  hound  to  look  upon  it  as  a  mere  nullity.  If  this  he  true, 
yOTi  must  re-examine  every  ease,  and  if  there  should  be  any  defect  in  the 
proof,  or  if  you  difi'or  from  the  State  authorities  about  their  law,  you  must 
be  governed  by  your  own  opinion,  without  any  respect  whatever  for  theirs. 
A  claimant  who  thinks  he  has  proved  his  right  and  got  a  judgment  upon 
it  from  a  tribunal  of  competent  jurisdiction,  must  now  be  taught  to  under- 
stand that  the  whole  proceeding  was  mere  vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit, 
which  miifht  have  barred  him  forever,  but  could  not  help  him  forward  one 
step.  Tl^  adjudication  in  his  favor  may  have  been  forty  years  old ;  it  may 
have  been  founded  on  documentary  evidence  now  lost;  on  oral  evidence 
never  recorded  ;  or,  perchance,  on  the  personal  knowledge  of  the  governor 
or  council.  It  is  impossible  for  you  to  rejudge  these  cases  now  with  the 
slightest  hope  of  doing  justice,  since  you  cannot  read  the  ashes  of  burnt 
papLirs,  nor  call  dead  witnesses  from  their  graves  to  testify.  History  has 
given  us  no  more  than  an  outline  of  the  "reat  public  events  which  occurred 
in  the  war  of  the  revolution,  and  even  that  outline  is  dimly  traced.  But 
who  shall  now,  after  three  generations  have  lived  and  died,  beable  to  tell 


you  minute  circumstances 


1  the  life  of  an  obscure  man,  holding  a  subal- 


tern office  or  serving  in  the  ranks  ?  A  law  which  refuses  to  pay  a  public 
debt  already  established  bj  competent  authority,  unless  it  is  fully  proved 
again  by  such  evidence  as  the  creditor  may  he  able  to  &h  up  from  the  ob- 
livion of  eighty  years,  is  the  same  thing  to  all  practical  intents  and  pur- 
poses  OS  a  repudiation  of  that  debt.  But  if  Congress  has  done  this  thing  it 
IS  not  your  fault  nor  mine. 

Those  who  maintain  this  to  he  the  true  construction  of  the  Act  of  1852, 
derive  their  notion  from  that  provision  which  requires  you  to  be  satisfied 
that  each  warrant  was  "fairly  and  justly  issued  according  to  the  laws  of 
Virginia."     But  I  think  it  is  a  manifest  and  most  palpable  error. 

Your  examination  is  confined  to  the  fairness  and  justness  which  gave 
character  to  the  act  of  Issuing  the  warrant.  The  law  does  not  direct  you 
•"  'ivestigate  any  thing  else  j  and  it  gives  you  the  laws  of  Virginia  as  the 
.dard  by  which  you  are  to  measure  its  fairness  and  justness.  What 
a  is  an  issuing  fairly  and  justly  according  to  those  laws  ?  Fairly  means 
hmestly  in  this  connection,  if  it  means  any  thing  at  all.  A  warrant/raw- 
duentty  issued  is  not  fairiy  issued.  For  instance,  if  the  Register  should 
issue  one  for  a  claim  which  had  been  rejected  by  the  governor  and  council, 
you  would  regard  it  as  void  because  not  fairly  issued  according  to  the  laws 
of  Vii^uio,     Philologists  differ  about  the  origin  oijusl ;  but  the  question

IS  not  important  whether  it  comes  from  jvs  a  law,  or  juhere  to  commaacl, 
since  all  agree  that  in  ifs  primary  and  proper  significatioDj  justly  means 
regularly,  dull),  in  the  way  prescribed  hy  lav.  If  you  find  one  of  these 
warrants  to  have  been  honestly  and  regularly  iaaued,  it  was  fairly  and  justly 
issued ;  for  the  two  phrases  are  synonymous.  I  know  not  how  it  came  to 
pass  that  your  duty  to  satisfy  yourself  of  the  legal  regularity  and  honesty 
with  which  a  warrant  was  issued  included  the  power  to  try  over  again  the 
questioDs  of  fact  and  law  which  were  settled  by  the  governor  and  council. 
It  would  he  difficult  to  believe  that  Congress  meant  anything  so  incon- 
sistent with  the  national  honor,  even  if  they  had  said  it;  but  here,  the 
contrary  is  expressed  in  words  of  which  the  sense  can  hardly  be  mistaken. 

It  is  true  that  you  are  authorized  to  revise  the  proofs  and  take  additional 
testimony.  But  to  what  end,  and  for  what  purpose  ?  Not  that  you  may 
pick  flaws  or  find  defects  in  the  opinions  given  hy  the  governor  and  council 
but  solely  to  convince  yourself  that  there  was  no  dishonesty,  no  irregularity' 
nor  no  violation  of  law  io  the  issuing  of  the  warrant.  The  authority  to  take 
testimony  for  a  particular  purpose,  clearly  defined,  certainly  does  not  re- 
quire you  to  perform  a  totally  different  function  already  performed  by  others 
in  the  regular  discharge  of  their  legal  duty.  A  sheriff  is  hound  to  see  that 
an  execution  is  regularly  issued  in  dae  form  and  by  the  proper  officer,  but 
it  does  not  follow  that  he  may  therefore  review  the  proceedings  of  the  court 
and  set  aside  the  judgment. 

Fairly,  justly,  according  to  the  laws  of  Virginia, — these  words  taken 
separately,  or  all  together,  amount  to  no  more  than  what  might  have  been 
said  in  a  single  viOTi.— regularly  or  legally.  The  only  difficulty  arises  out 
of  that  overflowing  redundancy  of  expression  for  which  the  fraraers  of 
statutes  have  such  a  fondness,  that  they  often  obscure  their  meaning  by  it. 

Believing,  as  I  do,  that  you  cannot  go  behind  the  adjudications  of  the 
governor  and  council,  and  taking  it  for  granted  that  such  will  he  your  own 
view,  I  need  not  answer  your  other  questions.  But  I  may  as  well  say,  in 
closing,  that  if  it  were  my  duty  to  give  an  opinion  on  the  rights  of  the  staff 
officers,  it  would  be  in  full  concurrence  with  the  Executive  of  Virginia. 
The  judgments  they  have  obtained  in  their  favor  were  cot  only  pronounced 
by  competent  authority,  but  were,  in  themselves,  entirely  proper  and  legal.

Opmion  of  the  Attorney  General  on.  Virginia  Military  Bounty  Lands. 


Sir : — In  the  opinion  which  I  gave  you,  on  the  30th  May,  1858,  upon 
the  Act  of  August  31,  1852,  concerning  Virginia  Bounty  Lands,  I  said 
that  a  decision  by  the  proper  authorities  of  Virginia,  in  pursuance  of  which 
a_  warrant  was  justly  and  fairiy  (that  is,  legally  and  honestly)  issued,  was 
binding  and  conclusive  upon  you.  I  have  no  reason  to  change  that  opin- 
ion. On  the  contrary,  a  reconsideration  of  it,  after  the  lapse  of  a  year, 
has  deepened  the  conviction  that  I  was  right. 

The  three  questions,  therefore,  which  you  now  propound  to  me,  I  am 
compelled  to  answer  as  follows  : 

1.  In  order  to  entitle  the  holder  of  a  warrant  to  scrip  in  place  of  it,  it 
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is  not  necessary  for  him  "  to  satisfy  you  that  the  warrant  was  issued  for 
military  servicea  so  rendered."  The  decision  of  the  proper  State  authori- 
ties is  conclusive  upon  that  point,  provided  the  warrant  was  issued  with- 
out fraud  and  according  to  the  forms  of  law. 

2.  The  discovery,  after  the  date  of  the  warrant,  of  evidence  showing  or 
tending  to  show  that  the  military  services  for  which  it  was  issued  were 
never  rendered,  would  not  authorize  you  to  set  aside  the  sentence^  of  the 
governor  and  conneil.  You  have  no  more  power  to  grant  a  new  trial  than 
you  liavc  to  reverse  the  judgment  of  the  State  authorities  on  appeal;  hut 
if  you  discover  that  the  Governor  of  Virginia  and  the  executive  council 
have  been  imposed  upon  by  perjury  or  fraud,  it  might  be  well  to  send  the 
case  back  with  an  exposure  of  it ;  and,  if  that  he  done,  I  can  hardly  doubt 
that  the  responsibility  would  be  there  very  quickly  assumed  of  cancelling 
the  warrant. 

3.  It  can  scarcely  he  necessary  to  add-  in  reply  to  your  third  question, 
that  proof  from  the  "  Washington  papers"  will  not  overturn  the  conclusive 
presumption  arising  out  of  the  warrant  itself.

Opinion  of  the  Attorney- General  on  Virginia  Military  Bounty  Lands. 

Attoeney  Genbral's  Office, 

June  28,  1859. 

Sir  :— I  have  received  your  letter  asking  for  my  opinion  upon  the  claim 
made,  by  the  heirs  of  Commodore  Barron,  for  land  scrip  under  the  Act  of 
August  31, 1852.  It  appears  that  the  ancestor  of  the  claimants  was^duly 
commissioned  as  the  "  Commodore  of  the  armed  vessels  of  the  State,"  and 
served  as  such  until  the  close  of  the  Bevolutionary  war.  Proof  of  this 
service  was  made  in  17'*3  In  1831,  the  quantity  of  land  to  which  a 
brigadier  general  would  be  entitled,  for  the  same  length  of  service,  was 
allowed  by  the  governtr  and  executive  council  of  the  State  In  1857 
the  executor  of  Commodore  Barron,  beina:  of  opinion  that  his  rank  should 
be  assimilated  to  that  ot  a  major  general  in  the  aimy,  memorialized  the 
governor  for  such  an  allowance  ot  land  as  a  major  general  would  liave  re- 
ceived. The  governor,  concurring  m  that  opinion,  made  the  allowance 
prayed  for,  and  thereupon  a  warrant  was  issued  to  the  heirs-at-law  of  James 
Barron,  Sr.,  on  the  4th  of  November,  1857. 

Can  you  issue  scrip  on  this  warrant  ?  I  feel  no  hesitation  about  answer- 
ing that  question  in  the  negative.  The  Act  of  1852  provides  for  the  case 
of  "unsatisfied  and  outstanding  military  land  warrants,  or  parts  of  warrants, 
issued  or  allowed  prior  to  the  1st  of  March,  1852."  This  warrant  was  not 
ouUtanding  nor  umatisjied,  for  it  did  not  exist  until  after  the  day  men- 
tioned; nor  was  it  issMeii  before  that  time,  its  date,  as  above  mentioned, 
being  nearly  six  years  later.  But  the  argument  seems  to  turn  upon  the 
disjunctive  form  of  expression,  "issued  or  allowed;"  and  it  is  contended 
that,  if  the  claim  was  aUowed  before  the  first  of  March,  1852,  it  makes  no 
difference  that  the  warrant  was  issued  afterwards.  This  I  dissect  from  for 
several  reasons. 

1.  I  think  that  the  word  "  allowed"  is  a  mere  repetition  of  the  same 
idea,  which  was  expressed  by  the  other  word  "issued;"  that  they  are 
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synonymous ;  that  the  legislature  did  not  intend  to  provide  for  two  diffe- 
rent contingoDcies,  hut  only  for  one  contingency  by  two  different  words. 

2.  The  Act  of  Congress  does  not  embrace  any  but  warrants  which  were 
unsatisfied  and  outstanding  prior  to  the  1st  of  March,  1852,  no  matter 
when  they  were  issued. 

3.  I  do  not  heiieve  that,  in  any  true  sense  of  the  word,  it  can  be  said 
that  this  warrant  was  allowed  until  it  was  issued;  but  if  we  take  the  more 
latitudinous  construction,  it  was  not  a/loired  by  the  Executive  of  Virginia, 
because  there  was  no  authority  to  i-,sue  this  partn,ular  warrant  before  Go-

The  actual  expenses  of  an  officer  in  proceeding  to  a  depository  to  obtain 
coin  on  a  Treasury  Draft,  can  only  be  allowed  where  the  journey  is  neces- 
sary to  that  end. 


I  have  considered  your  report  of  the  10th  instant,  upon  a  claim  presented 
to  jour  office  by  the  Surveyor-General  of  Minnesota,  for,  expenses  incurred 
in  coliecting  a  Treasury  draft  for  83,600,  payable  to  his  order,  and  drawn 
upon  the  United  States  depository  at  Dubuque,  Iowa. 

The  amount  of  the  charge  is  872,  paid  to  Borrup  &  Co.,  (publicly  known 
as  bankers  and  brokers,)  and  they  certify  that  it  cost  them  $72  to  collect 
said  draft.  The  law  and  the  policy  of  the  Government  have  not  been 
favorable  to  the  allowance  of  a  discount  to  an  officer  who  sella  a  Treasury 
draft,  and  if  a  banker  be  employed  to  collect,  at  a  stipulated  rate  of  es- 
ohange,  the  case  is  regarded  as  about  the  same  as  though  there  had  been 
an  actual  sale  of  the  draft  below  par.  The  actual  expenses  of  an  officer  or 
his  clerk  or  messenger,  in  proceeding  to  a  depository  to  obtain  coin  on  a 
Treasury  draft,  can  only  be  allowed,  where  the  journey  is  necessary  to  that 
end ;  and  the  charges  for  such  expenditures  must  be  reasonable,  and  must 
be  supported  by  proper  vouchers;  and  upon  all  of  these  points  you  should 
be  satisfied  before  passing  any  account  therefor.  The  payment  of  $72  to 
44 
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Borrup  &  Co.,  by  the  Snrveyor-General  of  Minnesota,  does  not  come  within 
the  policy  and  regulations  of  this  and  the  Treasnry  Department,  as  I  un- 
derstand them,  and  as  above  explained,  and  should  not  therefore  be  allowed.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  in  relation  to  the  application  for 
an  allowance  of  five  per  centum,  claimed  to  be  due  the  State  of  Iowa, 
on  military  land  warrant  locations,  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  that  in  my 
opinion  the  Act  of  1847,  to  which  you  refer,  is  a  bounty  land  act,  and  that  no 
distinction  can  properly  be  made  between  locations  made  under  it  and  those 
made  nnder  other  bounty  land  lats-s.  The  location  of  warrants  issued  under 
the  Act  of  1847,  is  not  considered  as  constituting  a  sale  of  the  public  lands, 
as  contemplated  by  the  act  admitting  Iowa  into  the  Union.  That  act  ap- 
propriates five  per  cent,  of  the  net  proceeds  of  sales  of  all  public  lands  for 
making  public  roads  and  canals  within  the  State.  There  being  no  net 
proceeds  accruing  from  locations  by  military  land  warrants,  the  allowance 
of  five  per  centum  on  such  locations  cannot  be  regarded  as  having  been 
appropriated  or  provided  for  by  law.

History  of  the  Reservation  of  Rock  Island,  JUiitois,  for  Military  purposes. 
Since  the  repeal  of  the  Act  of  3d  March,  1819,  i^  that  of  12lh  June,  1^6%, 
the  sale  of  Military  Reservations  is  unprovided  for  by  lain. 

Depsetment  or  the  Interiok, 

WashiGgfon,  Jhd.  24,  1859. 

Sir : — In  response  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
adopted  on  the  i<th  instant,  calling  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to 
communicate  to  the  House  "  the  present  situation  of  the  military  reserva- 
tion of  Eock  Island,  in  the  Mississippi  river,  whether  the  same  has  been 
transferred  by  the  War  Department  to  the  Interior  Department,  and  if  so, 
when ;  and  whether  the  same  has  been  trespassed  upon  by  persons  claim- 
ing pre-emption  rights,  and  whether  any  decision  has  been  made  by  said 
Department  of  the  Interior  in  favor  of  such  pre-emption,  to  purchase  the 
said  reservation  at  the  minimum  price  of  one  dollar  and  a  quarter  per 
acre;"  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  brief  sketch  of  facta  dis- 
closed, by  reference  to  the  files  of  this  Department,  having  a  bearing  upon 
the  "  present  situation  of  the  military  reservation,"  and  explaining  the 
answers  which  I  propose  to  give  to  the  inquiries  addressed  to  me  by  the 
resolution. 

Rock  Island  is  situated  in  the  Mississippi  river  within  the  limits  of  the 
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State  of  Illinois,  in  fractional  township  18  north,  range  2,  west,  and  frac- 
tional township  18  north,  range  1,  west  of  the  fourth  principal  meridian. 

It  was  surveyed  1833,  and  the  survey  was  approved  November  23, 185):'. 
It  contains  eight  hundred  and  ninety-six  and  ninety-four  hundredths  acres. 
A  military  post,  known  as  Fort  Armstrong,  was  established  and  occupied, 
on  the  island,  as  early  as  1815  or  1816. 

Oa  the  2d  March,  1825,  Secretary  Calhoun  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  in  which  he  said,  "The  island 
is  deemed  necessary  for  military  purposes,  and  I  have  to  request  that  it  be 
accordingly  reserved  for  such  purposes." 

On  the  8th  April  following,  the  Commissioner  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
Register  of  the  Land  Office  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  in  which  he  says,  "  It 
is  deemed  necessary  by  the  War  Department,  to  have  this  island  reserved 
for  military  purposes.  No  survey  of  it  having  been  returned  to  this  Office, 
this  is  to  advise  you  that  the  island  is  to  be  considered  as  reserved  for  the 
use  of  the  Government." 

Secretary  Cass,  afterwards,  on  the  11th  September,  1835,  addressed  a 
letter  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  on  the  subject,  say- 
ing, "  I  have  to  request,  that  instructions  may  be  given  to  the  proper  Re- 
gister and  Receiver,  I  presume,  at  Galena,  not  to  offer  at  public  sale  nor  to 
grant  pre-emption  rights  to  any  of  the  public  lands  on  Rock  Island,  so  long 
as  the  position  is  required  for  military  purposes.  I  am  decidedly  of  opin- 
ion, that  the  whole  island  should  be  kept  in  possession  of  the  troops." 

The  Commissioner  accordingly,  under  date  of  the  15th  of  the  same  month, 
instructed  the  Register  and  Keceiver  at  Galena,  that  "the  Department  of 
War  had  apprised  this  Office,  that  Rock  Island  in  the  Mississippi  river, 
and  which  has  been  in  the  occupation  of  the  public  since  1816,  *  *  *  jg 
essentially  necessary  to  be  reserved  for  the  use  of  that  garrison.  You  are 
therefore  directed  to  reserve  the  same  from  any  public  sale,  and  if  any  in- 
dividuals, who  may  have  occupied  by  sufferance  any  portion  thereof,  should 
attempt  to  acquire  a  pre-emption  right  on  said  island,  in  virtue  of  the  Act 
of  19tii  June,  1834,  such  claim  cannot  be  recognized." 

This  proceeding,  in  my  opinion  did  not  extend  the  reservation,  or  make 
it  more  complete  than  the  correspondence  of  1825  left  it. 

Fort  Armstrong  was  evacuated  by  the  troops  on  the  4th  May,  1836,  in 
pursuance  of  general  orders  No.  9,  dated  January  28,  1836.  Afterwai'ds 
some  of  the  dilapidated  log  buildings  were  sold,  and  the  "remainder, 
together  with  the  island,  were  then  (in  1836)  placed  in  charge  of  aa  agent 
of  the  War  Department,  and  have  so  continued  up  to  the  present  date,  as  I  am 
advised  by  a  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  of  December  28th,  1858. 

I  would  remark,  however,  that  Secretary  Poinsett,  on  the  8th  November, 
1838,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
from  which  I  make  the  following  quotations: — "It  is  at  present  deemed 
advisable  not  to  dispose  of  it,  (the  reservation,)  and  this  Department  will, 
till  it  be  otherwise  determined,  still  hold  it  under  its  control ;  when  it  shall 
no  longer  desire  to  continue  this  control,  it  will  be  surrendered  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  General  Land  Office,  to  be  disposed  of  according  to  law,  as 
in  view  of  the  construction  put  upon  the  Act  of  March  3,  1819,  it  cannot 
be  sold  under  that  Act  by  this  Department.  Under  the  circumstances,  it 
is  left  to  the  General  Land  Office,  to  take  such  measures  for  the  survey  of 
the  reservation,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  required  by  existing  law." 

"  Instructions  have  been  given  to  the  Marshal  of  the  district  of  Illinois, 
for  the  removal  of  intruders  as  directed  by  the  President," 

On  the  11th  February,  1848,  Secretary  Marey  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
■y  of  the  Treasury,  saying,  "  The  Department  has  heretofore  (on  the 
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30th  December  last,)  reported  in  answer  to  a  reeolntion  of  the  Senate,  that 
the  site  is  no  longer  required  for  iniiitary  purposes,  and  it  is  therefore 
hereby  relinquished,  and  placed  at  the  disposal  .of  the  Department  which 
has  charge  of  the  puhlic  lands." 

Notwithstanding  these  communications  of  the  War  Department  last 
quoted,  the  Department  in  chaise  of  the  public  lands  has  never  taken  any 
action  for  the  sale  of  the  reservation  of  Rock  Island,  under  the  genera! 
laws  regulating  disposals  of  the  public  lands.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  under- 
stood that  the  Department  of  War  has,  at  various  dates  since  1848,  taken 
measures  with  a  view  of  selling'  this  reservation,  under  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  March  3,  1857,  (No.  315.)  (See  Stats,  at  Large,  vol.  3, 
p.  520,  and  vol.  11,  p.  203.)    These  measures  were  not  however  carried  out. 

Under  date  of  the  29th  May  last,  the  Secretary  of  War  informed  me  that 
he  had  "  postponed  the  sale  of  the  military  reserve  at  Rock  Island,  in  order 
that  the  question  of  the  rights  of  pre-emption  in  those  lands,  now  claimed 
by  sundry  individuals,  may  bo  passed  on  in  the  ordinary  course  of  proceed- 
ings in  this  Department."  Soon  after  this,  "  all  laws  authorizing  the  sale 
of  military  sites,  (excepting  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  August  18,  1856, 
relative  to  certain  reservations  in  Florida,)  were  repealed,  and  it  was  de- 
clared, that  "said  lands  shall  not  be  subject  to  sale  or  pre-emption  under 
any  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States." 

The  policy  of  the  War  Department  in  taking  measures  for  the  sale  of  the 
Rock  Island  military  reservation  after  it  had  become  useless  as  a  military 
site,  and  that  of  the  Department  in  charge  of  the  public  lands,  in  declining 
any  action,  escept  to  survey  the  island,  has  been  in  accordance  with  the 
Executive  policy  in  other  similar  cases,  and  was,  in  my  opinion,  warranted 
by  a  sound  construction  of  the  laws  then  in  force. 

Lands  which  have  once  been  reserved  as  military  sites,  or  for  military 
purposes,  have  been  regarded  as  severed  from  the  mass  of  the  public  lands, 
and  thereby  withdrawn  from  the  control  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Gene- 
ral Land  Office,  and  the  legislative  power  has  not  provided  any  law,  .or 
prescribed  any  conditions  according  to  which  such  lands  can  be  relin- 
quished, and  placed  again  at  the  disposal  of  the  land  Department. 

Congress  has,  however,  since  the  Act  of  March  3,  1819,  was  passed,  re- 
peatedly, by  special  lavre,  authorized  the  sale  of  particular  tracts,  through 
the  instrumentality  of  the  General  Land  Office,  thuS  sustaining  and  sanc- 
tioning the  policy  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  Government,  on  this  sub- 
ject. 

My  conclusion,  therefore,  in  reply  to  the  inquiry,  whether  the  military 
reservation  of  Rock  Island,  has  been  transferred  by  the  War  Department 
to  the  Interior  Department,  is  that  it  has  not  been  so  transferred. 

As  responsive  to  the  inquiry,  whether  said  reservation  has  been  tres- 
passed upon  by  persons  claiming  pre-emption  rights,  I  have  the  honor 
to  state,  tnat  at  one  time  Col.  George  Davenport  claimed  the  southeast  frac- 
tional quarter  of  section  25,  townsbip  18  north,  of  range  2,  west,  but  his 
claim  was  declared  void  by  the  General  Land  Office.  Congress,  however, 
by  private  Act,  for  his  relief,  authorized  him  to  enter  the  land  at  $1  25 
per  acre,  and  to  have  a  patent  issued  therefor.  (Stats,  at  Large,  vol.  6,  p.  908.) 

In  August,  1838,  Lewis  C.  Underwood,  sought  to  enter  the  northwest 
fractional  quarter  of  section  31,  township  18  north,  range  1,  west.  His 
claim  was  allowed  for  the  south  portion  of  the  quarter  section,  which  was 
situated  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river,  but  was  rejected  for  the  north 

?art,  being  forty^uine  and  ninety-one  hundredths  acres,  lying  upon  the 
stand,  across  the  narrow  channel  separating  the  Island  from  the  south 
bank  of  the  Mississippi  river  at  that  point.

Montgomery  Blair,  Esq.,  has  recently  adviaed  the  Commisaioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  that  he  appears  as  attorney  for  J.  H.  Langley,  Henry 
W  Chamberlin,  Jas.  Lackey,  W.  O.  B.  Shelton,  Jesse  H.  Kennedy, 
Cyrus  Conchling,  Henry  W-  Adams,  and  Benj.  C.  C.  Smith,  claiining  the 
riiiht  of  pre-emption,  in  virtue  of  settlements  made  in  Apnl  and  May, 
1857  Ho  states  that  his  clients  appeared  at  the  Land  Office  at  Spring- 
field, Illinois,  on  the  7th  April,  1858,  and  that  the  Register  and  Receiver 
refused  to  hear  proof  of  their  rights,  because  the  Secretary  of  War  had 
advertised  the  lands  for  sale  as  a  military  reserve. 

The  above  mentioned,  are  believed  to  be  the  only  claims  to  the  right  of 
pre-emption  in  this  Island  of  which  the  records  of  the  Department  furnish 
information. 

In  reply  to  the  concluding  inquiry  of  the  resolution,  I  would  respect- 
fully state,  that  no  decision  has  ever  been  made  by  this  Department,  in 
favor  of  persons  claiming  pre-emption  rights  in  the  lands  on  Rock  Island. 
Such  clauns  have  been  rejected  by  the  C^neral  Land  Office  heretofore. 

My  predecessor,  on  the  31st  January,  1855,  in  a  letter  to  the  President 
of  the  Mississippi  and  Missouri  Railroad  company,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  "the  disposition  of  the  pnblic  land  on  Rock  Island,  is  entirely 
within  the  control  of  the  War  Department."  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  say- 
ing that  I  concur  in  that  opinion,  and  that  the  sale  of  Rock  Island,  after 
it  had  become  useless  as  a  military  site,  was  exclusively  under  the  direc- 
tion and  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  War,  until  the  laws  authorizing 
its  sale  were  repealed  in  1858. 

Since  then,  it  has  not  been  subject  to  sale  or  pre-emption,  under  any  of 
the  laws  of  the  United  States.

A  party  in  the  case  ijivcn,  has  no  right  Id  use  the  name  of  the  United  States 
in  a  suit,  leithowt  special  authority.

Sir:— Mr.  Murray  M'Connel,  claims  title  to  six  and  fifty-eight  hun- 
dredths (6  58-100)  acres  of  land,  which  lies  within  the  City  of  Chicago. 
For  this  land  he  had  a  certificate  of  purchase,  dated  June  1, 1836,  with  an 
endorsement  upon  it  of  a  previous  entry  by  Robert  A.  Kinaie,  on  the  7th 
May,  1831.  On  the  20th  August,  1836,  the  land  office  cancelled  the  cer- 
tificate in  favor  of  M'Connel!,  and  on  the  9th  March,  1837,  a  patent 
was  issued  for  it  to  Kinaie.  On  the  23d  June,  1857,  more  than  twenty 
years  after  the  rights  of  the  respective  parties  had  been  settled  by_  the  pro- 
per Department  of  the  Government,  and  after  the  property  had  increased 
in  value  from  $8  66,  to  several  millions,  Mr.  M'Connel  opened  the  dispute 
again,  by  applying  for  a  patent.  This  was  refused  by  the  land  office,  and 
the  refusal  was  affirmed  by  the  Secretai?  of  the  Interior,  upon  appeal. 
Since  that  time  Mr.  M'Connel  has  brought  ejectment  in  the  name  of  the 
United  States,  in  the  Circuit  Court,  for  the  northern  District  of  Illinois, 
against  the  persons  in  possession,  who  claim  under  Kiozie,  and  I  am  asked 
to  sanction  that  proceeding  on  the  part  of  the  Government. 
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I  th'nk  that  the  subject  was  properly  disposed  of  in  1836,  when  M'Coe- 
n  1         rtificate   was  cancelled,   and  the   purchase-money   ordered  to  be 

fund  d      Most  assuredly  the  Department  of  the  Interior  was  right  in 

tu  ng  to  open  the  case,  and  rejudge  the  justice,- which  had  heen  adminis- 
t  d  to  the  parties  so  along  ago.  If  a  man  will  lie  by,  while  a  whole 
g  n  rat  q  is  passing  away,  until  it  is  probable  that  the  witnesses  of  his 
ad  ary  are  dead,  and  his  papers  destroyed,  he  must  expect  his  claim  to 
be  treated  iu  the  Executive  Departments  of  the  Government,  as  it  would  he 
in  the  courts  of  law  and  equity,  with  every  mark  of  extreme  dislike. 

But  even  if  the  decision  of  the  Interior  Department  had  not  been  maui- 
festly  correct,  it  would  still  be  my  duty  to  take  the  legal  justice  of  it  for 
granted.  It  is  conclusively  presumed  to  be  right.  I  have  no  authority  to 
overturn  or  even  to  impugn  a  judgment  pronounced  by  one  of  the  other 
Executive  Departments,  to  whom  jurisdiction  over  the  subject  has  been 
gireu  by  law.  I  will  not,  under  any  circumstances,  consent  that  this  Office 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  sustain  an  appeal  to  the  judiciary  with  the  object 
of  reversing  a  decision  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior ;  especially 
when  I  believe  that  decision  to  be  perfectly  just.  Of  course,  we  desire  to 
throw  no  impediment  in  the  way  of  a  private  party  who  alleges  that  he  is 
wronged.  But  if  he  has  suffered  any  injury  which  the  judiciary  are  com- 
petent to  correct,  he  certainly  has  a  right  to  demand  the  remedy  in  his  own 
name,  bo  far  as  the  United  States  are  concerned,  the  question  must  be 
considered  as  settled,  and  the  government  can  have  no  hand  in  any  further 
proceeding  about  it. 

_  If  Mr.  M'Oonnel  has  a  right  without  special  authority,  to  bring  this  ac- 
tion, then  the  Circuit  Court  will  say  so,  and  permit  him  to  proceed.  If 
he  has  no  right  without  special  authority,  then  ho  cannot  acquire  it  by  any 
action  of  this  Office.     I  am  of  opinion  that  he  has  no  such  right. 

Mr.  M'Conne]  has  addressed  me  an  argument  in  favor  of  his  right  to  the 
approval  of  his  proceeding  by  this  Office,  and  he  has  cited  numerous  au- 
thorities, by  none  of  which  do  I  think  he  is  sustained. 

It  willbe  your  duty  to  appear  for  the  United  States,  in  this  cause,  and 
ask  that  it  be  discontinued.  If  the  court  refuses  leave  to  enter  a  discon- 
tinuance, have  the  record  put  into  such  a  shape  as  will  enable  you,  in  case 
of  future  necessity,  to  have  the  advantage  of  a  writ  of  error.

Washington,  August  2,  1853. 

Sir  L — Herewith  I  return  the  papers  which  were  submitted  with  your 
report  of  the  25th  January  last,  in  the  contested  pre-emption  case  of  Deyo 
and  Reese,  Nebraska  City  District,  which  has  heen  reinvestigated,  pursuant 
to  the  directions  of  this  Office,  of  the  12th  July,  1868.  The  local  officers, 
and  the  General  Land  Office,  have  decided  in  favor  of  the  right  of  Abraham 
Deyo,  to  the  entry  by  pre-emption  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  17, 
township  11,  range  14,  and  on  a  review  of  the  case  on  appeal,  I  concur  in 
the  decision  of  your  of&cc,  and  hereby  affirm  the  same. 
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Beyoud  the  jnerita  of  the  case,  the  attorney  for  Mrs.  Reese  suggests  lapse 
of  time  since  her  entry,  as  an  ohjection  to  its  cancellation.  The  reply  to 
this  is,  that  her  entry  was  effected  whilst  the  appeal  of  Deyo,  from  the  first 
decision  of  the  local  officers  in  favor  of  the  right  of  Mrs.  Reese,  was  pend- 
ing and  undecided.  Deyo  has  maintained  a  pertinacious  conflict  m  support 
of  his  claim,  from  the  commencement,  and  having  finally  estahlished  the 
hotter  riffht  to  the  land,  lapse  of  time,  after  the  admission  of  the  entry  of 
Reese,  is  no  objection  to  a  cancellation.  The  obtaining  the  entry  at  the 
time  and  under  the  circumstances  which  it  is  now  shown  existed  at  the 
time,  is  rather  an  additional  badge  of  fraud  in  her  claim.

California.

Gentlemen  :— Annexed  is  a  copy  of  that  portion  of  the  act  of  Congress, 
approved  3d  March,  1853,  (No.  224,}  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
survey  of  the  public  lands  injCalifornia,  the  granting  of  pre-emption  rights 
therein,  and  for  other  purposes;"  which  has  relation  to  the  subject  of  pre- 
emptions. 

The  6th  section  of  the  said  act  subjects  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of 
California,  (with  certain  exceptions  therein  mentioned,)  to  the  provisions 
of  the  pre-emption  law  of  4th  September,  1841,  and  by  consequence  to 
the  several  supplementary  acts  of  3d  March,  1843,  8th  May,  1846,  and  of 
3d  March,  1853,  chapter  1U3. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  requirements  of  these  law?,  and  your 
observance  enjoined  of  the  rules  hereinafter  stated. 

Settlements  on  public  lands  in  your  State,  not  yet  surveyed,  are  author- 
ized, (/  made  within  one  ymr  from  the  passage  of  ilie  said  acl ;  hut  will 
not  be  recognized  if  made  after  the  expiration  of  that  period  ;  and  if  any 
such  settlement  should  prove,  (after  the  return  of  the  plat,)  to  be  upon 
the  "  aisteenth"  or  "  thirty-sixth"  section  reserved  for  schools,  such  settle- 
ment right  will  attach,  and  other  school  lands  must  be  selected  in  lieu  of 
the  tract  thus  settled  and  claimed. 

By  the  act  of  3d  March,  1853,  chap.  143,  settlers  on  lands  "reserved 
on  account  of  claims  under  French,  Spanish,  or  other  grants,"  "which 
have  been  or  shall  be  hereafter  declared  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  to  be  invalid,"  will  be  entitled  to  the  right  of  pre-emption, 
"  after.thc  lands  shall  have  been  released  from  reservation,  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  no  reservation  existed." 

The  individual  claiming  the  benefit  of  these  acts,  must  be : 
1st.  A  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  one  who  has  filed  his  declaration 
of  intention  to  become  a  citizen  at  the  time  of  the  settlement  upon  which 
his  claim  is  based. 

2d.  Either  the  bead  of  a  family,  or  a  widow,  or  a  single  man  over  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years.  ,       . 

3d.  An  inhabitant  of  the  tract  sought  to  be  entered,  upon  which,  m 
person,  he  has  made  a  settlement,  and  erected  a  dwelling-house  since  the 
acquisition  of  title  by  the  United  States,  and  prior  to  3d  March,  1854,  in 
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reference  to  unsurvei/ed  lands,  and  before  the  time 
'n  other  cases.

A  person  bringing  himself  within  each  of  the  foregoing  requirements, 
by  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  of  the  land  district  in 
which  the  lands  may  lie,  taken  pursuant  to  the  rules  hereinafter  prescribed 
will,  after  having  taken  the  affidavit  required  by  th<»  act  be  entitled  to 
enter  by  legal  subdivisions  any  number  of  acres  not  exceed  n^  m  hun 
dred  and  sisty,  or  a  quarter  section,  to  include  his  residence  and  he  may 
avail  himself  of  the  same  at  any  time  pnor  to  the  day  of  commencement 
of  the  public  sale,  including  said  tract  and  jour  attention  is  heie  c  lied

tettlement,  but  which  has  never  been  offered  at  public  sale,  within  three 
months  after  such  settlement,  and  those  on  land  which  shall  hereafter  be- 
come syhject  to  private  entry,  by  having  been  offered  at  public  sale,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  settlement. 

la  the  first  three  classes  of  cases,  the  proof,  afEdavit,  and  payment  are 
to  be  made  at  any  time  before  the  day  fixed  by  the  President's  proclama- 
tion for  the  commencement  of  the  public  sale,  including  the  tract  claimed ; 
and  in  the  fourth  and  last  class,  the  said  proof,  affidavit,  and  payment  are 
to  be  made  within  twelve  months  after  settlement.  [See  forms  for  said 
declarations  hereto  appended,  marked  A.  and  B.] 

_  These  declaratory  statements  are  to  he  regularly  numbered  by  the  Re- 
gister in  the  order  of  the  date  of  their  reception,  and  entered  in  suitable 
books,  columned  off  to  show  the  number,  date  when  received,  name  of  the 
party,  and  description  of  the  tract  claimed,  and  a  monthly  abstract  of  eaek 
class  is  to  be  furnished  to  the  General  Land  Office  with  your  other  monthly 
returns. 

The  existence  of  these  claims  should  be  indicated  on  the  township  plats, 
by  marking  with  ni  ink  a  cross  }<  on  the  spot  occupied  by  the  tract 
claimed ;  and  also  with  red  ink,  noting  ou  the  same  spot  the  number  of 
the  declaratory  statement  in  neat  and  very  small  figures,  so  as  not  too  much 
to  interfere  with  the  regular  annotations  which  will  be  necessary  when  the 
regular  proof  and  payment  shall  have  been  made  by  the  claimant,  and  his 
entry  of  the  tract  consummated.  The  existence  of  such  claims  should 
aJso  be  noted  in  pencil  in  their  appropriate  places  in  the  tmet  books.

Dnder  it  you 
are  aathorized,  if  proif  of  suoh  right  shall  ho  filed,  and  payment  therefor 
be  made  by  the  excoulor,  administrator,  or  one  of  the  heirs  during  the 
period  preeerihed  by  the  law  upon  which  the  claim  is  founded,  to  permit 
the  entSr  in  tbe  name  of  "  tbe  heirs"  of  tbe  deoeaecd  claimant.  A  patent 
on  such  an  entry  will  cause  the  title  to  enure  to  said  heirs,  as  if  their  names 
bad  been  specially  mentioned.

He  notieo  to  adverse  claimants  should  be  in  writing,  and  should  be 

served  in  time  to  allow  at  least  a  day  for  every  twenty  miles  the  party  may

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have  to  travel,  in  going  to  the  place  of  taking  evidence.  The  proof,  iQ  all 
oases,  should  consist  of  a  simple  detail  of  facts  merely,  and  not  of  state- 
ments in  broad  or  general  terms,  inTolving  conolusioDS  of  law.  It  is  your 
exclusive  province  to  determine  the  legal  conclusions  arising  from  the  facts. 
For  instance,  a  witness  should  not  be  permitted  to  state  that  a  claimant  is 
the  "  head  of  a  family,"  &o.,  following  the  words  of  the  law,  but  should 
set  forth  the  facts  on  which  he  grounds  such  allegation;  because  such  a 
mode  of  testifying  substitutes  the  judgment  of  the  witness  for  yours,  and 
allows  him  not  only  to  determine  the  facts,  but  the  law.^  A  witness  may 
possibly  conscientiously  testify  that  a  minor  son  living  with  a  widowed  mo- 
ther, was  the  head  of  the  family ;  and,  in  another  case,  similar  in  point  of 
fact,  another  witoess,  equally  conscientious,  might  testily  that  the  widowed 
mother  was  the  head  of  the  family.  There  cannot  be  a  uniform  construc- 
tion given  to  the  law,  if  it  is  carelessly  left  to  the  opinion  of  every  witness. 
You  are  therefore  instructed  not  to  receive  as  testimony  or  proof,  a  general 
statement,  which  embodies,  in  general  terms,  the  conclusions  of  law,  with- 
out stating  the  facts  specifically.  ^^ 

The  witnesses  must  state,  if  the  pre-emptor  be  the  "  head  of  a  family, 
the  facts  which  constitute  him  such,  whether  a  husband  having  a  wife  and 
children,  or  a  widower,  or  an  unmarried  person  under  twenty-one  years  of 
aoe,  having  a  family,  either  of  relatives  or  others  depending  upon  him,  or 
hired  persons,  &o. 

All  the  facts  respecting  the  settlement  in  person,  inhabitancy,  or  per- 
sonal residence,  the  time  of  commencement,  the  manner  and  extent  of 
continuance,  as  well  as  those  showing  the  apparent  objecta,  should  be 

It  must  be  stated,  that  the  claimant  made  the  settlement  on  the  laud  in 
person  ;  that  he  has  erected  a  dwelling  upon  the  land;*  that  the  claimant 
lived  in  it,  and  made  it  his  home,  &e.  By  this  means,  you  will  be  enabled 
to  determine  whether  or  not  the  requisites  of  the  law  have  been  complied 
with  in  any  given  ease.  Should  you  decide  against  a  claimant,  who,  feel- 
in"  dissatisfied  with  such  decision,  may  request,  in  writing,  the  opinion  of 
thfs  Office  thereon,  you  will  forthwith  forward  all  the  original  papers  touch- 
ing said  claim,  and  a  brief  report  of  your  reasons  for  rejecting  it;  and,  m 
the  mean  time,  will  not  permit  the  land  claimed  to  be  entered  or  sold  With- 
out an  order  from  the  Department. 

The  affidavit  of  the  claimant  in  reference  to  the /ac(  of  seltlement,  fflc., 
should  not  bo  received.  It  is,  in  no  case,  legal  evidence  on  these  points, 
and  therefore  should  not  form  a  part  of  the  proof  in  reference  thereto. 
The  onlg  affidavit  required  of  the  claimant  is  that  prescribed  by  the  thir- 
teenth section  of  the  Act  of  4th  September,  1841,  which  is  to  be  taken 
before  the  RegUteror  Receiver,  and  cannot  be  received  if  taken  before  any 
other  person.     (See  form  D,  hereunto  annexed.) 

No  entry  must  be  permitted  until  this  affidavit  is  taken.  Duplicates 
thereof  must  be  signed  by  the  claimant,  and  the  fact  of  the  oath_  being 
taken  inust  be  certified  by  the  Register  or  Receiver  administering  it,  one 
copy  to  be  filed  in  your  office,  and  the  other  to  be  transmitted  to  this  Office. 
Each  entry  made,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  must  be  designated  by  marking  on 
the  margin  of  your  quarterly  accounts  and  monthly  abstracts,  opposite  to 
the  tract,  the  abbreviation  "  B-e'n  1853,"  and  on  the  face  of  the  receipt 
and  of  the  certificate,  "Pre-emption  Act  of  1853."

offered  at  public  sale.  The  original  proof,  affidavit,  and  receipt,  must  he 
filed  with  the  certificate  of  purchase,  in  each  case;  each  paper  Uing  ap~ 
propriatehj  endorsed,  and  transmitted  to  this  Office,  wit^  your  monthl" 
abstract,  which  must  contain  and  show  the  aggregate  of  lands  sold,  and  the 
purchase-mouey,  at  the  foot  of  the  abstract.

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TITLE  XVII. 

Survey  of  Public  Lands. 

No.  702. 

SffSfem,  of  Rectangular  Sarveying.* 

1.  The  public  lands  of  the  Uoited  States  are  ordinarily  surveyed  into 
reotanf^lar  tracts,  bounded  by  lines  conforming  to  tte  cardinal  points. 

2.  The  public  lands  are  laid  off,  in  the  first  place, -into  bodies  of  land  of

By  the  direction  of  the  Cototnissionec  of  tlio  General  Land  Office,  the  accompanying 
instructions  are  prescribed  for  your  official  government,  including  e.  Mnnual  of  In- 
tructions  to  regulate  the  field  operations  of  jour  deputy-snrveyora.  The  latter  ia  a 
reTision  of  the  Manual  of  Surveying  Instructions  prepared  for  Otegon  in  1B51,  (tbe 
edition  of  wbicb  is  now  exhausted,)  and  presents,  in  Eome  respects,  more  copious 
illustrations,  both  in  tbe  specimen  Seld  notes  and  in  the  diagrams,  than  could 
be  furnished  amidst  the  pressure  of  tbe  eiigenty  under  which  the  former  had  to  be 
prepared.  It  will  bo  observed  that,  in  the  former  edition,  the  township  and  section 
lines  south  of  tbe  base  are  made  to  start  therefrom,  and  cloae  on  the  first  standard 
parallel  south ;  whereas,  under  the  present  instructions,  such  lines  are  made  to  start 
from  tbe  first  standard  parallel  south,  and  l«  close  to  the  north  on  the  base :  aad 
thus  there  will  be  closing  corners  and  starting  corners,  both  on  the  base  and  standard 
lines.  Such  modification  is  introduced  for  tbe  sake  of  entire  uniformity  of  method 
in  new  fields  of  survey,  and  will  not,  of  course,  affect  any  past  operations  under  the 
original  instructions. 

Tbe  starting  corners  on  the  baseline  and  on  the  standards  will,  of  course,  be  com- 
mon to  two  townships,  or  to  two  sections  lying  on  and  north  of  Such  lines ;  and  the 
closing  corners  on  such  lines,  from  the  south,  should  be  carefully  connected  with  the 
former  by  measurements  to  be  noted  in  the  field  book. 

Where  atone  can  be  had  to  perpetuate  corner  boundaries,  such,  for  obyious  rea- 
sons, should  always  be  preferred  for  that  purpose,  and  the  dimensions  of  tbe  stone, 
as  herein  prescribed,  (page  Til,)  are  to  be  regarded  as  the  minimum  size  ;  but  in 
localities  where  it  is  found  practicable  to  obtain  a  stone  of  increased  dimensions,  it  ia 
always  desirable  to  do  so,  particularly  for  township  corner!,  and  especially  for  those 
on  base,  meridian,  and  standard  lines ;  and  to  such  purport  tbe  deputy-surveyor  is 
to  be  apecially  instructed. 

Prior  to  entering  open  duty,  the  deputy- surveyor  is  to  make  himself  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  tbe  official  requirements  in  regard  to  field  operations  in  all  tbe 
details  herein  set  forth,  and  to  be  apprized  of  the  weighty  moral  and  legal  responsi- 
bilities under  which  he  will  act. 

Unfaithfulness  in  the  esccution  of  the  public  surveys  will  be  detected  by  special 
eiaminations  of  the  work  to  be  made  for  that  purpose,  and,  when  detected,  will 
immediately  subject  the  delinquent  deputy  and  his  bondsmen  to  he  sued  by  the  dis- 
trict attorney  of  the  United  States,  at  the  instunce  of  the  proper  Survey or-Generai, 
the  institution  of  which  suit  will  act  at  once  as  a  lien  upon  any  property  owned  by 
him  or  them  at  that  time ;  and  such  delinquency,  moreover,  is  an  offence  punishable 
by  the  statute,  with  all  tbe  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury,  [see  Act  of  1846,  quoted 
on  pages  718  and  '119,)  and  will  of  necessity  debar  tbe  offending  deputy  from 
future  employment  in  like  capacity.  Hence,  in  tbe  eiecation  of  contracts  for  sur- 
veying public  lands,  there  ia  every  incentive  to  fidelity  that  can  address  itself  either 
to  tbe  moral  sense,  or  to  motives  of  private  interest. 
By  order  of  the  Commissioner;

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BIS  miles  square,  called  Townships,  eontainiDg  as  near  as  may  be  23,040 
acres.  The  townships  are  subdivided  into  thirty-six  tracts  called  Sections, 
of  a  mile  square,  each  containing  as  near  as  may  be,  sis  hundred  and  forty 
acres.  Attj  number  or  series  of  contiguous  ^townships,  situate  north  or 
south  of  each  other,  constitute  a  R  mge. 

The  law  requires  that  the  lines  of  the  public  surveys  shall  be  governed 
by  the  true  meridian,  and  that  the  townships  shall  be  six  mihs  square, — 
two  things  involving  in  connection  a  mathematical  impossibility — for, 
strictly  to  conform  to  the  meridian,  necessarily  throws  the  township  out  of 
square,  by  reason  of  the  convergeney  of  meridians,  and  hence,  by  adhering 
to  the  true  meridian,  results  the  necessity  of  departing  from  the  strict 

Under  tbc  Act  of  April  24,  1820,  StatiiWa  at  Large,  vol.  3,  p.  566,  and  the  inatruc- 
tiona  issued  under  the  same,  the  Surrejor-GenerBl  was  boand  to  divide  fractional 
sections  into  as  many  half-qiiarter  sections  as  practicable,  by  north  and  south,  or  east 
and  west  lines,  so  as  to  preserve  tbe  most  compact  forms ;  and  if  this  be  not  done, 
the  Register  cannot  legallj  sell  the  land,  and  the  act  of  the  Surveyor- General,  in 
making  a  different  division,  is  void: — Sroion's  Lesiee  v.  Clements,  3  Howard,  650 ; 
15  Condensed  Reports,  bSO. 

A  patent  which,  by  reason  of  such  a  void  entry  snd  division,  appropriates  to  one 
pre-emption  claim  what  belongs  to  another,  is  void  as  against  the  owner  of  the  latter 
claim. — lb. 

Though  natural  objects  capable  of  being  identified,  called  for  in  a  survey,  will  con- 
trol courses  and  distances,  yet,  if  the  land  is  only  described  by  courses  and  distances, 
and  reference  to  objects  not  distinguishable  from  others  of  the  same  kind,  then  course 
and  distance  are  tbe  only  guides,  and  must  alone  be  used  to  designate  the  land 
granted.— CTenowsiA  v.  Baskdl's  Lessee,  3  Peters,  S2;  8  Cond.  Reps,  301. 

To  support  an  entry,  the  objects  called  for  in  it  must  be  so  described  or  so  notorions 
that  others,  by  nsing  reasonable  diligence,  could  find  them  readily. —  Waits  v.  Lind- 
sey't  Heirs,  7  Wheaton,  158;  5  Cond.  Eeps.  241. 

Claimants  are  liable  for  the  eipenaes  of  surveys  of  private  land  claims,  only  where 
there  had  been  no  survey  of  the  claim  under  the  French  or  Spanish  governments, 
previous  to  the  delivery  of  possession  of  the  territory ;  and  where  surveys  are  deemed 
necessary  by  the  commissioners  to  enable  them  to  decide  on  the  validity  of  the 
claims. — (Opinion  of  Attorney- General,  April  8,  1824,  vol.  1,  p.  655.) 

The  Act  of  April  24,  1820,  and  the  instructions  iBsned  under  it,  directing  the 
manner  of  subdividing  fractional  sections  containing  over  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres,  did  not  require  the  absolute  platting  of  every  quarter  or  half-quarter  of  which 
the  section  was  susceptible ;  but  contemplated  tbe  exercise  of  discretion  so  as  to  pre- 
vent small  and  inconvenient  fractions  of  a  fractional  section. — (Opinion,  August  2, 
1831,  vol,  3,  p.  281.) 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Surveyors -Qenoral  to  subdivide  fractional  sections  in  conformity 
to  law,  and  without  reference  to  the  eilsteoce  of  the  pre-emption  Acts  of  May  29, 
1830,  and  June  19,  1834.— i*. 

It  is  the  duty  of  Surveyors -General  to  divide  fractional  sections  containing  over 
one  hundred  and  siity  acres,  into  lots  approaching  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the 
form  and  quantity  of  half-quart«r  sections  ;  and  it  is  competent  for  tbe  Department 
to  direct  tbe  performance  of  the  duty.— (Opinion,  August  5,  IS37,  vol.  3,  284.) 

The  survey  is  to  be  made  without  reference  to  pre-emptions;  but  pre-emptora  are 
entitled  to  a  legal  survey, — ll. 

The  lines  actually  run  upon  the  ground,  by  the  original  surveyor,  become  the  true 
external  boundaries  of  all  lands  sold  by  the  government,  if  they  can  be  ascertained 
by  referen*  to  the  monuments  erected  upon  the  land  by  the  surveyor. — M'CUittock 
1.  Rogers,  U  Illinois,  279.

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requirements  of  law,  as  respects  the  precise  area  of  townsbipB  and  the 
subdivisional  parts  thereof,  the  township  assuming  something  of  a  trape- 
zoidal form,  whioh  inequality  developes  itself  more  and  more  as  auoh,  the 
higher  tho  latitude  of  the  surveys.  It  is  doubtloss  in  view  of  these  cir- 
cumstances that  the  law  provides,  (see  sec.  2,  of  the  Act  of  May  18, 1796,) 
that  the  sections  of  a  mile  square  shall  contain  the  quantity  of  sis  hundred 
and  forty  acres,  rts  nearly  as  may  be  ;  and,  moreover,  provides,  {see  sec.  3,  of 
the  Act  of  10th  May,  1800,)  in  the  following  words :  "  And  in  all  cases 
whore  the  exterior  lines  of  the  townships,  thus  to  be  subdivided  into  sections 
or  half  sections,  shall  exceed,  or  shall  not  extend  sis  miles,  the  excess  or  defi- 
ciency shall  be  specially  noted,  and  added  to  or  deducted  from  the  western 

The  Survevor-General  of  California,  having  returned  a  mnp,  showing  an  anoma- 
lous subdivisioa  to  suit  the  location  of  a  swamp,  by  a  eurveyed  line,  not  conforming 
to  tlie  nsiial  legal  sabdivisional  Imes,  he  waa  instructed  on  14th  instant,  that  thia 
mode  of  subdivision  is  inadmiasible,  and  the  snrvej  of  such  lines  uDauthorized ;  that 
tha  instructions  of  this  Office  require,  when  the  eroallest  legal  subdivision  contains 
more  of  swamp  or  overHoweii  land,  unfit  for  oultivation,  than  of  arable  land,  it  is  to 
be  taken  as  all  swamp,  and  vice  versi,  that  is,  when  there  is  more  arable  land  in  it 
than  swamp,  no  part  of  it  belongs  to  the  swamp  grant.  To  determine  the  fact  in  such 
case,  it  ia  only  necessary,  that  the  topography  should  show  the  out  limits  of  the 
swamp  or  overfiow,  as  near  as  can  be  designated,  which  determines  how  Ihe  land 
shall  be  classed.— (Keport  of  Chief  Clerk  of  tho  Land  Office,  November,  1865.)

Many  years  ago  this  island  was  surveyed  and  returned  by  the  Surveyor-Geoeml 
as  within  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  was  regularly  offered  for  sale  in  the  year  1B35. 
Private  entries  of  the  lands  on  the  island  were  permitted  until  1838,  in  which  year 
the  attention  of  this  Office  waa  called  to  it  by  a  communication  stating  that  the  Le- 
gislature of  Kentucky  had  pasted  a  law  directing  its  sale,  as  belonging  to  that  Stal«, 
and  that  the  lands  had  been  offered  for  sale  by  the  State  authorities,  wherenpon  by 
instracUons  from  this  Office,  all  the  unsold  lands  were  immediately  withdrawn  from 
market,  all  the  sales  made  up  to  that  time  suspended,  and  the  Surveyor- General  of 
Missonri  called  upon  to  institute  careAil  examination  on  the  spot,  and  report  the 
facts  to  this  Office,  with  a  view  to  determine  tJie  mam  channel  of  Ihe  rifer,  which,  by 
the  act  of  adraiEsion  of  Missoari,  aa  a  Slate,  aa  well  as  the  treaty  of  limita  of  1T83, 
with  Great  Britain,  wag  made  the  boundary  line  between  the  States  of  Kentucky  and 
Uissouri. 

A  very  partionlar  eiaminalJon  and  report  were  made  by  the  Surveyor-General,  and 
communicated  to  this  Office  on  the  18th  December,  1843,  accompanied  by  a  map 
showing  cross  sections  of  the  two  channels,  east  and  vresi  of  the  island,  from  actual 
meaanrements,  and  by  affidavits  of  the  oldest  inhabitants  and  river  men,  all  of  which 
clearly  ahow  that  tbe  main  channel  of  the  river,  both  as  to  its  breadth  and  depth, 
and  the  quantity  of  water  passed  per  second  (being  nearly  double)  runs  on  the  east 
side  of  the  island,  and  has  done  so  from  the  earliest  time,  and  that  consequently  it 
belongs  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Missouri,  and  not  to  Kentacky,  It  waa,  therefore,  de- 
termined to  restore  the  landa  to  market  again,  after  three  fnll  months  published  ad- 
vertisements, so  as  to  afford  ample  notice  to  all  parties  concerned,  whether  on  the 
Missouri  or  Kentucky  side  of  the  river,  and  at  tho  espiration  of  that  time,  the  unsold 
lands  on  the  island  will  come  under  the  general  laws  of  the  United  Slatea,  for  the 
sale  and  disposal  of  the  public  domain. — (Report  of  Chief  Clerk  of  General  Land 
Office  for  January,  1856.) 

Lost  corners  in  the  survei/i. 

In  a  letter  to  Messrs.  Levering  Brothers,  relative  to  lost  corners  in  tho  surveys  in 
Indiana,  it  waa  held,  that  the  Government  waa  not  bound  to  keep  tip  the  marks  in 
the  field  which  have  been  obiiterated  or  changed,  by  design,  accident  or  time,  more 
especially  after  the  titles  to  the  lands  have  passed  from  the  United  States;  that  it 
then  becomes  a  matter  of  State  jurisdiction,  and  of  the  courts  to  settle  difficulties  and 
disputes  which  may  arise  relative  to  bontidaries,  and  the  rnles  were  laid  down  which 
govern  this  Office  in  making  resarveya, — (Report  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  General 
Land  Office  for  July,  1856.) 
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or  northern  ranges  of  sections  or  half  sections  in  such  township,  according 
as  the  error  may  be  in  running  the  Hnea  from  eaet  to  west,  or  from  south 
to  north;  the  sections  and  half  sections  hounded  on  the  northern  and 
western  lines  of  such  townships  shall  he  sold  as  containing  only  the  quan- 
tity expressed  in  the  returns  and  plats,  respectively,  and  all  others  a8  con- 
taining the  complete  legal  quantity." 

The  aceorapanjing  diagram,  marked  A,  will  serve  to  illustrate  the  method 
of  running  out  the  exterior  lines  of  townships,  as  well  on  the  north  as  on 
the  south  side  of  the  base  line ;  and  the  order  and  mode  of  subdividing 
townships  will  be  found  illustrated  in  the  accompanying  specimen  field 
notes,  conforming  with  the  township  diagram  E.  The  method  here  pre- 
sented is  designed  to  insure  as  full  a  compliance  with  all  the  requirements, 
meaning,  and  intent  of  the  surveying  laws  as,  it  is  believed,  is  practicable. 

The  section  lines  are  surveyed  from  south  to  north  on  true  meridians, 
and  from  east  to  west,  in  order  to  throw  the  excesses  or  deficiencies  in 
measurementa  on  the  north  and  west  sides  of  the  township,  as  required  by 

3.  The  townships  are  to  bear  numbers  in  respect  to  the  base  line  either 
north  or  south  of  it;  and  the  tiers  of  towoships,  called  "  Ranges,"  will 
beat  numbers  in  respect  to  the  meridian  line  according  to  their  relative 
position  to  it,  either  on  the  east  or  west. 

4.  The  thirty-six  sections  Into  which  a  township  is  subdivided,  are  num- 
bered, commencing  with  number  one  at  the  northeast  angle  of  the  town- 
ship, and  proceeding  west  to  number  sis,  and  thence  proceeding  east  to 
number  twelve,  and  so  on,  alternately,  until  the  number  thirty-six  in  the 
southeast  angle. 

5.  Standard  Parallels,  (usually  called  correction  lines,)  are  established 
at  stated  intervals  to  provide  for  or  counteract  the  error  that  otherwise 
would  result  from  the  convergeney  of  meridians,  and  also  to  arrest  error 
arising  from  inaccuracies  in  measurements  on  meridian  lines,  which,  how- 
ever, must  ever  be  studiously  avoided.  On  the  north  of  the  principal  base 
line,  it  is  proposed  to  have  these  standards  run  at  distances  of  every /uk*- 
townships,  or  twenty-four  miles,  and  on  the  south  of  the  principal  base,  at 
distances  of  every  _^m  townships,  or  thirty  miles. 


OF  MEASUREMENTS,  CHAINING,  AND  MARKING.' 

1.  Where  uniformity  in  the  variation  of  the  needle  is  not  found,  the 
public  surveys  must  be  made  with  an  instrument  operating  independently 
of  the  magnetic  needle.  Burt's  improved  solar  compass,  or  other  instru- 
ment of  equal  utility,  must  be  used  of  necessity  in  such  oases;  and  it  is 
deemed  best  that  such  instrument  should  be  used  under  all  circumstances. 
Where  the  needle  can  be  relied  on,  however,  the  ordinary  compass  may  be 
used  in  subdividing  and  meandering. 

2.  The  township  lines,  and  the  subdivision  lines,  will  usually  be  measured 
by  a  two-pole  chain  of  thirty- three  feet  in  length,  consisting  of  fifty  links,  and 
each  link  being  seven  inches  and  ninety-two  hundredths  of  an  inch  long.  On 
uniform  and  level  ground,  however,  the  foar-pole  chain  may^  be  used. 
Your  measurements  will,  however,  always  be  represented  according  to  the 
four-pole  chain  of  one  hundred  links.  The  deputy-snrvejor  must  also 
have  with  him  a  measure  of  the  standard  chain,  wherewith  to  compare  and 
adjust  the  chain  in  use,  from  day  to  day,  with  punctuali^  and  carefulness; 
and  must  return  such  standard  chain  to  the  Surveyor  General's  office  for 
examination  when  his  work  is  completed. 
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OT"   TALLY   PINS. 

3.  You  will  use  eleven  tallj  pins  made  of  steel,  not  exceeding  fourteen 


1  length,  weighty  enough  towards  the  point  to  make  them  drop 
perpendicularly,  and  having  a  ring  at  the  top,  in  which  is  to  be  fixed  a 
piece  of  red  cJoth,  or  something  else  of  congpicuous  color,  to  make  them 
readily  seen  when  stuck  in  the  ground. 


i  OF   CHAINING. 

4.  In  measuring  lines  with  a  two-pole  chain,  eveTj  Jive  chains  are  called 
"  a  taUy,"  because  at  that  distance  the  last  of  the  ten  tally  pins  with  which 
the  forward  chainman  set  out  will  have  been  stuck.  He  then  cries  "  tally;" 
which  cry  is  repeated  by  the  other  chainman,  and  each  registers  the  dis- 
tance by  slipping  a  thimble,  button,  or  ring  of  leather,  or  something  of  the 
kind,  on  a  belt  worn  for  that  purposes,  or  by  some  other  convenient  method. 
The  hind  chainman  then  comes  up,  and  having  counted  in  the  presence 
of  his  fellow  the  tally  pins  which  he  baa  taken  up,  so  that  both  may  be 
assured  that  none  of  the  pins  have  been  lost,  he  then  taies  the  forward 
end  of  the  chain,  and  proceeds  to  set  the  pins.  Thus  the  chainmen  alter- 
nately change  places,  each  setting  the  pins  that  he  has  taken  up,  so  that  one 
is  forward  in  all  the  odd,  and  the  other  in  all  the  even  tallica.  Such  pro- 
cedure, it  is  believed,  tends  to  insure  accuracy  in  measurement,  facilitates 
the  recollection  of  the  distaneea  to  objects  on  the  line,  and  renders  a  mis- 
tally  almost  impossible. 

LEVELLING   THE   CHAIN   AND  PLUMBING   THE  PINS. 

5.  The  length  of  every  line  you  run  ia  to  be  ascertained  by  precise  hori- 
zontal measurement,  as  nearly  approximating  to  an  air  line  as  is  possible 
in  practice  on  the  earth's  surface.  This  all  important  object  can  only  be 
attained  by  a  rigid  adherence  to  the  three  following  observances : 

1.  Ever  keeping  the  chain  sfrefcAeiZtoitsutmost  degree  of  tension  on  even 
ground. 

2.  On  uneven  ground,  keeping  the  chain  not  only  stretched  as  aforesaid, 
but  horizontally  levellfd.  And  when  ascending  and  descending  steep 
ground,  hills,  or  mountains,  the  chain  will  have  to  be  shortmed  to  one- 
half  its  length,  (and  sometimes  more,)  in  order  accurately  to  obtain  the 
true  homzontal  measure. 

3.  The  careful  plumbing  of  the  tally  pins,  so  as  to  attain  precisely  the 
spot  where  they  should  be  stuck.  The  more  uneven  the  surface,  the  great- 
er the  caution  needed  to  set  the  pins. 

MARKING   LINES. 

6.  All  lines  on  which  are  to  be  established  the  legal  corner  boundaries 
are  to  be  marked  after  this  method,  viz  :  Those  trees  which  may  intercept 
your  line  must  have  two  chops  or  notches  cut  on  ea«h  side  of  them  without 
any  other  marks  whatever.  These  are  called  "sight  trees,"  "line  Irees," 
or  "  station  trees." 

A  sufficient  number  of  other  trees  standing  nearest  to  your  line,  on  cither 
side  of  it,  are  to  be  blazed  on  two  sides  diagonally,  or  quartering  towards 
the  line,  in  order  to  render  the  line  conspicuous,  and  readily  to  be  traced, 
the  blazes  to  be  opposite  each  other,  coinciding  ia  direction  with  the  line 
where  the  trees  stand  very  near  it,  and  to  approach  nearer  each  other  the 
further  the  line  pasaes  from  the  blazed  trees.  Due  care  must  ever  be  taken 
to  have  the  lines  so  well  marked  as  to  be  readily  followed. 
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ON   TRIAL,    OR   RANDOM    LINES, 

The  trees  are  not  tobeblazecl,  unless  occasionally  from  indispensable  neees- 
sitj,  and  theD  it  mast  be  done  so  guardedly  as  to  prevent  the  possibility  of 
confounding  the  marks  of  the  trial  Jine  with  the  true.  But  bushes  and 
limbs  of  trees  may  be  lopped,  aad  stakes  set  on  the  trial,  or  random  line,  at 
every  ten  chains,  to  enable  the  surveyor  on  his  return  to  follow  and  correct 
the  trial  line,  and  establish  therefrom  the  true  line.  To  prevent  confusion, 
the  temporary  stakes  set  on  the  trial,  or  random  linea,  must  he  pulled  rip 
when  the  surveyor  returns  to  establish  the  true  line. 

INSUPERABLE   OBJECTS    ON  LINE — WITNESS  POINTS. 

7.  Under  circumstances  where  your  course  is  obstructed  by  impassable 
obstacles,  such  as  ponds,  swamps,  marshes,  lakes,  rivers,  creeks,  &c.,  you 
will  prolong  the  line  across  such  obstacles  by  taking  the  necessary  right- 
angle  offsets;  or,  if  such  be  inconvenient,  by  a  traverse  or  trigonometrical 
operation,  until  you  regain  the  line  on  the  opposite  side.  And  in  case  a 
north  and  south,  or  a  true  east  and  west,  line  is  regained  in  advance  of  any 
such  obstacle,  you  will  prolong  and  mark  the  line  back  to  the  obstacle  so 
passed,  and  state  all  the  particulars  in  relation  thereto  in  your  field  book. 
And  at  the  intersection  of  lines  with  both  margins  of  impassable  obstacles, 
you  will  establish  a  Witness  Point,  (for  the  purpose  of  perpetuating  the 
intersections  therewith,)  by  setting  a  post,  and  giving  in  your  field  book  the 
course  and  distance  therefrom  to  two  trees  on  opposite  sides  of  the  line, 
each  of  which  trees  you  will  mark  with  a  blaze  and  notch  facing  the  post ; 
but  on  the  margins  of  navigable  water-courses,  or  navigable  lakes,  you  will 
mark  the  trees  with  the  proper  number  of  the  fractional  section,  township, 
and  range. 

B®"  The  best  marking  tools  adapted  to  the  purpose  must  be  provided  for 
marking  neatly  and  distinctly  all  the  letters  and  figures  required  to  be  made 
at  corners;  and  the  deputy  is  to  have  always  at  hand  the  necessary  imple- 
ments for  keeping  his  marking  irons  in  order;  for  which  purpose  a  rat-tail 
file  and  a  small  whetstone  will  be  found  indispensable. 


ESTABLISHING  CORNER  BOUNDARIES. 

To  procure  the  faithful  execution  of  this  portion  of  a  surveyor's  duty  is 
a  matter  of  the  utmost  importance.  After  a  true  coursing,  and  most  exact 
measurements,  the  corner  boundary  is  the  consummation  of  the  work,  for 
which  all  the  previous  pains  and  expenditures  have  been  incurred.  If,  there- 
fore, the  corner  boundary  be  not  perpetuated  in  a  permanent  and  workman- 
like manner,  the  great  aim  of  the  surveying  service  will  not  have  been  at- 
tained. A  boundary  corner,  in  a  timbered  country,  is  to  be  a  tree,  if  one 
be  found  at  the  precise  spot;  and  if  not,  a  post  is  to  be  planted  thereat; 
and  the  position  of  the  comer  post  is  to  be  indicated  by  trees  adjacent,  the 
angular  bearings  and  distances  of  which  from  the  corner  are  facts  to  be 
ascertained  and  registered  in  your  field  hook.  (See  article,  "  Bearing 
Trees.") 

In  a  region  where  stone  abounds,  the  comer  boundary  will  be  a  small 
moniiment  of  stones  alongside  of  a  single  marked  stone  for  a  township  cor- 
ner, and  a  single  stone  for  all  other  comers. ' 

In  a  region  where  timber  is  not  near,  and  stone  not  found,  the  corner 
will  be  a  mound  of  earth,  of  prescribed  size,  varying  to  suit  the  case. 
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The  following  are  the  different  points  for  perpetuating  corners,  viz  : 

1.  For  township  boundaries,  at  intervals  of  every  six  miles. 

2.  For  section  boundaries,  at  intervals  of  every  mile,  or  80  chains. 

ii.  For  quarter  section  boundaries,  at  intervals  of  every  half  mile,  or  40 
chains.  Exceptions,  however,  occur  on  east  and  west  lines,  as  explained 
hereafter. 

[The  half  quarter  section  boundary  is  not  marked  in  the  field,  but  is  re- 
garded by  the  law  aa  a  point  intermediate  between  the  half  mile  or  quarter 
section  corners.  See  Act  of  24th  April,  1820,  entitled  "  An  Act  making 
further  provision  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands,"  which  Act  refers  to  the 
Act  of  Congress  passed  on  the  11th  of  February,  1805,  entitled  "  An  Act 
concerning  the  mode  of  surveying  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States," 
for  the  manner  of  ascertaining  the  corners  and  contents  of  half  quarter 
sections.]*  .  ,         .. 

4.  Meander  Corner  Posts  are  planted  at  all  those  points  where  the 
township  or  section  lines  intersect  the  banks  of  such  rivers,  bayous,  lakes, 
or  islands,  as  are  by  law  directed  to  be  meandered. 

The  courses  and  distances  on  meandered  navigable  streams  govern  the 
calculations  wherefrom  are  ascertained  the  true  areas  of  the  tracts  of  land 
(sections,  quarter  sections,  &a.,)  known  to  the  law  as  fractional,  and  bind- 
ing on  such  streams. 

MANNER  OP  ESTABLISHING   CORNERS   BY   MEANS    OF    POSTS. 

Township,  sectional,  or  mile  corners,  and  quarter-sectional  or  half  mile 
corners,  will  be  perpetuated  by  planting  a  post  at  the  place  of  the  corner,  to 
be  formed  of  the  most  durable  wood  of  the  forest  at  hand. 

The  posts  must  be  set  in  the  earth  by  digging  a  hole  to  admit  them  two 
feet  deep,  and  must  be  very  securely  rammed  in  with  earth,  and  also  with 
stone,  if  any  be  found  at  hand.  The  portion  of  the  post  which  protrudes 
above  the  earth  must  be  aguared  ofp  sufficiently  smooth  to  admit  of  receiv- 
ing the  marks  thereon,  to  be  made  with  appropriate  marking  irons,  indi- 
cating what  it  stands  for.  Thus  the  sides  of  township  corner  posts  should 
square  at  least  four  inches,  (the  post  itself  being  Jive  inches  in  diameter,) 
and  must  protrude  (wo  feet  at  least  above  the  ground  ;  the  sides  of  section 
corner  posts  must  square  at  least  three  inches,  (the  post  itsolf  being /our 
inches  in  diameter,)  and  protrude  two  feet  from  the  ground ;  and  the 
quarter  section,  corner  poifs  and  meander  fomer  posts  must  be  three  inches 
wide,  presenting  flattened  surfaces,  and  protruding  ti»o  feet  from  the 
ground.  .... 

Where  a  township  post  is  a  comer  common  to  four  townships,  it  is  to 
be  set  in  the  earth  dioganaUy,  thus  :

On  each  surface  of  the  pest  is  to  be  marked  the  number  of  the  particu- 
lar township,  and  its  range,  which  it  faces.  Thus,  if  the  post  be  a  com- 
mon boundary  to  four  townships— say  one  and  two,  south  of  the  base  line, 
of  range  one,  west  of  the  meridian ;  also  to  townships  one  and  two,  south 

*  Tha  subdivision  of  the  half-quarte: 
authoriied  by  "An  Act  supplementftry  to 
landB,"  approved,  April  5,  1832. 
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These  marks  are  not  only  to  be  distinctly  but  iisaily  cut  into  the  wood, 
at  least  the  eighth  of  an  inch  deep;  and  to  make  them  yet  more  conspicu- 
ous to  the  eye  of  the  anxious  explorer,  the  deputy  must  apply  to  all  of  them 
a  streak  of  red  chalk. 

Section  or  mile  posts,  being  corners  of  sections,  and  where  such  are  com- 
mon to /omj- sections,  are  to  be  s^t  diagonally  in  the  earth,  (in  the  manner 
provided  for  township  corner  posts;)  and  on  each  side  of  the  squared  sur- 
faeea,  (made  smooth  as  aforesaid,  to  receive  the  marks,)  is  to  be  marked 
the  appropriate  number  of  the  particular  one  of  the  four  sections,  respec- 
tively, which  such  side  faces;  also  on  one  side  thereof  are  to  bo  marked 
the  nnmbers  of  ita  township  and  range;  and  to  make  such  marks  yet 
more  conspicuous,  in  manner  aforesaid,  a  streak  of  red  chalk  is  to  be  ap- 
plied. '^ 

In  every  township,  subdivided  into  thirty-six  sections,  there  are  twenty- 
five  interior  section  corners,  each  of  which  will  be  commim  to  four  sec- 

A  qua,rter  section,  or  half-mile  post,  is  to  have  no  other  mark  on  it  than 
J  S.,  to  indicate  what  it  stands  for. 


NOTCHING   CORNER   POSTS. 

Township  corner  posts,  common  to  four  townships,  are  to  be  notched 
with  sw;  notches  on  each  of  the  four  angles  of  the  squared  part  set  to  the 
cardinal  points. 

All  mile  posts  on  township  lines  must  have  as  many  notches  on  them,  on 
two  opposite  anffles  thereof,  as  they  are  miles  distant  from  the  township 
corners,  respectively.  Each  of  the  posts  at  the  corners  of  sections  in  the 
interior  of  a  township  must  indicate,  by  a  number  of  notches  on  each  of  its 
four  corners  directed  to  the  cardinal  points,  the  corresponding  number  of 
miles  that  it  stands  from  the  outlines  of  the  township.  The  four  sides  of 
the  post  will  indicate  the  number  of  the  section  they  respectively  face. 
Should  a  tree  be  found  at  the  place  of  any  corner,  it  will  be  marked  and 
notched  as  aforesaid,  and  answer  for  the  corner  in  lieu  of  a  post,  the  kind 
of  tree  and  its  diameter  being  given  in  the  field  notes. 

BEARING   TREES. 

The  position  of  all  comer  posts,  or  com  or  trees,  of  whatever  description, 
that  may  be  established,  is  to  be  evidenced  in  the  following  manner,  viz  : 
From  such  post  or  tree  the  courses  must  he  taken  and  the  distances' mea- 
sured to  two  or  more  adjacent  trees  in  opposite  directions,  as  nearly  as  may 
be,  and  th^e  are  called  "  bearing  trees."  Such  are  to  be  distinguished  by 
a  large  smooth  blaze,  with  a  notch  at  its  lower  end,  facing  the  corner,  and 
in  the  blaze  is  to  be  marked  the  number  of  the  range,  township,  and  sec- 
tion; but  at  quarter  section  corners  nothing  but  J  S.  need  be  marked. 
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The  letters  B.  T.,  (bearing  tree,)  are  also  to  be  marked  upon  a  smaller 
blaze,  directly  under  the  large  one,  and  as  near  the  ground  as  practicable. 
At  all  township  corners,  and  at  all  section  corners,  on  range  or  township 
lines,  four  bearing  trees  ate  to  be  marked  in  this  manner,  one  m  each  ot 
the  adioining  sections.  v    *  n.„ 

At  interior  aectloQ  cornei^  four  trees,  one  to  stand  within  each  of  the 
four  sections  to  which  such  corner  ia  common,  are  to  be  marked  in  manner 
aforesaid,  if  such  be  found.  i    j  ■    .v 

A  tree  supplvine  the  place  of  a  corner  post  is  to  be  marked  m  the  man- 
ner directed  for  posts;  but  if  such  tree  should  be  a  beach,  or  other  smooth 
hark  tree,  the  marks  may  be  made  in  the  hark,  and  the  tree  notched. 

From  quarter  section  and  meander  corners  two  beanng  trees  are  to  be 
marked,  one  within  each  of  the  adjoining  sections.  ,     ,       .    . 

Where  the  requisite  number  of  "  bearing  trees"  la  not  to  be  found  at 
convenient  and  suitable  distances,  such  as  are  found  are  to  be  marked  as 
herein  directed;  but  in  all  such  oases  of  deficiency  in  the  number  of  bear- 
ing trees,  (unless,  indeed,  the  boundary  itself  be  a  tree)  a  quadrangular 
trench,  with  sides  of  >e  feet,  and  with  the  angles  to  tte  cardinal  points, 
must  be  spaded  up  outside  the  corner,  as  a  centre,  and  the  earth  carelully 
thrown  on  the  inside,  so  as  to  form  a  range  of  earth,  which  will  become 
oovered  with  grass,  and  present  a  small  square  elevation,  which  in  after- 
time  will  serve  to  mark,  unmistakably,  the  spot  of  the  corner. 

COKSER   STONES. 

Where  it  is  deemed  best  to  use  stones  for  boundaries,  in  lieu  of  posts, 
Tou  may,  at  atiy  comer,  insert  endwise  into  the  ground,  to  the  depth  ot 
seven  or  eight  inches,  a  stone,  the  number  of  cubic  inches  in  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  the  number  contained  in  a  stone  fourteen  inches  long, 
twelve  inches  wide,  and  three  inches  thick— equal  to  five  hundred  and  four 
cubic  inches— the  edges  of  which  must  be  set  north  and  south,  on  north 
and  south  lines,  and  east  and  west,  on  east  and  west  lines;  the  dimensions 
of  each  stone  to  be  given  in  the  field  notes  at  the  time  of  establishing  the 
corner.     The  kind  of  stone  should  also  be  stated. 

MARKING   CORNER  STONES. 

Stones  at  township  corners  c  mmon  to  four  townships  mu^t  have  six 
notches,  cut  with  a  pick  or  chisel  on  each  eige  or  side  tjwW.  the  car- 
dinal points;  and  where  used  i*.  section  corners  on  the  ranee  and  township 
lines  or  as  section  corners  in  the  intenor  of  a  township  they  will  also  be 
notched,  to  correspond  with  the  directions  given  for  notching  posts  simi- 

"po3ts''o''r  stones  at  township  corners  on  the  base  and  e,tand-*rd  lines,  and 
which  are  common  to  two  townships  on  the  north  side  thereof,  will  have 
six  notches  on  each  of  the  west,  north,  and  eaU  sides  or  edges ;  and  where 
such  stones  or  posts  are  set  for  corners  to  two  townships  south  of  the  base 
or  standard,  six  notches  will  be  cut  on  each  of  the  west,  south,  and  east 
sides  or  edges. 

Stones,  when  used  for  quarter-section  coruers,  will  have  k  out  on  tbem- 
on  the  west  side  on  north  and  south  lines,  and  on  the  north  side  on  east 
and  west  lines. 

Whenever  bearing  trees  are  not  found,  mounds  of  earth,  or  stone,  are  to 
be  raised  around  posts  on  which  the  corners  are  to  be  marked  in  the  manner 
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aforesaid.  Wherever  a  mound  of  earth  is  adopted,  the  same  will  present 
a  conical  shape;  but  at  its  base,  on  the  earth's  surface,  a  quadranqular 
trench  will  be  dug;  by  the  "  trench"  (here  meant)  is  to  be  understood  a 
^adedeep  of  earth  thrown  up  from  the  four  sides  of  the  line,  outside  the 
treneh,  so  as  to  form  a  continuous  eknalion.  along  its  outer  edge.  In  mounds 
Ol  earth  eommou  to  four  townships  or  to  four  sections,  they  will  present 
the  angles  of  the  duadrangolar  trench  (diagonally-)  towards  the  cardinal 
points,  in  mounds,  common  only  to  two  townships  or  two  sections,  the 
sides  of  the  quadrangular  trench  will  face  the  cardinal  points.  The  sides 
of  the  quadrangular  trench  at  the  base  of  a  township  mound  are  to  be  si:e 
feet,  the  height  of  mound  three  feet. 

At  section,  quarter-section,  and  meander  corners,  the  sides  of  the  quad- 
rangular trench  at  base  of  mounds  are  to  be/ue  feet,  and  the  conical  height 
two  and  a  half  feet.  * 

Prior  to  piling  up  the  earth  to  construct  a  mound,  there  is  to  be  dug  a 
spadeful  or  two  of  earth  from  the  comer  boundary  point,  and  in  the  cavity 
so  formed  is  to  be  deposited  a  marked  stone,  or  a  portion  of  charcoal,  fthe 
quantity  whereof  is  to  be  noted  in  the  field  book ;)  or  in  lien  of  charcoal  or 
marked  stone,  a  cAarred  slake  is  to  be  driven  twelve  inches  down  into  such 
centre  point :  either  of  those  will  be  u  witness  for  the  future,  and  which- 
ever IS  adopted,  the  fact  is  to  be  noted  in  the  field  book. 
_  When  mounds  arc  formed  of  earth,  the  spot  from  which  the  earth  is  taken 
IS  called  the  "pit,"  the  centre  of  which  ought  to  be,  wherever  practicable, 
at  a  uniform  distance  and  in  a  uniform  direction  from  the  centre  of  the 
mound.  There  is  to  be  a  "pit"  on  each  side  of  every  mound,  distant 
eighteen  inches  outside  of  the  trench.  The  trench  may  be  expected  here- 
after  to  be  covered  by  tufts  of  grass,  and  thus  to  indicate  the  place  of  the 
mound,  when  the  mound  itself  may  have  become  obliterated  bv  time  or 
accident.  ■' 

At  meander  comers,  the  "  pit"  is  to  be  directly  on  the  line,  eight  links 
further  from  the  water  than  the  mound.  Wherever  necessity  is  found  for 
deviating  from  these  rules  in  respect  to  the  "  pits,"  the  course  and  distance 
to  each  is  to  be  stated  in  the  field  books. 

Perpetuity  in  the  mound  is  a  great  desideratum.  In  forming  it  with 
light  alluvia!  soil  the  surveyor  may  find  it  necessary  to  make  due  aJlowance 
for  the  future  settling  of  the  earth,  and  thus  making  the  mound  more 
elevated  than  would  be  necessary  in  a  more  compact  and  tenacious  soil, 
and  increasing  the  base  of  it.  In  so  doing,  the  relative  proportions  between 
the  township  mound  and  other  mounds  is  to  be  preserved  as  nearly  as  may 

_  The  earth  is  to  be  pressed  down  with  the  shovel  during  the  process  of 
piling  It  up.  Mounds  are  to  be  covered  with  sod,  grass  side  up,  where  sod 
IS  to  be  had ;  bnt,  in  forming  a  mound,  sod  is  ne^sr  to  be  wrought  up  with 
the  earth,  because  sod  decays,  and  in  the  process  of  decomposing  it  will 
cause  the  mound  to  become  porous,  and  therefore  liable  to  premature  destnic- 


Must  show  above  the  top  of  the  mound  ten  or  twelve  inches  and  be 
notched  and  marked  precisely  as  they  would  be  for  the  same  corner  with- 
out the  mound. 

MOUND   MEMOHrALS. 

Besides  the  charcoal,  marked  Uone  or  charred  stake,  one  or  the  other  of 
which  mustbe  lodged  in  the  earth  at  the  point  of  the  comer,  the  deputy. 
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surveyor  is  recommended  to  plant  midway  between  each  pit  and  the  trench, 
seeds  of  some  tree,  (those  of  fruit  trees  adapted  to  the  climate  being  always 
to  be  preferred,)  so  that,  in  course  of  time,  should  such  take  root,  a  small 
clump  of  trees  may  poesihly  hereafter  note  the  place  of  the  corner.  The 
facts  of  planting  such  seed,  and  the  kind  thereof,  are  matters  to  be  truth- 
fully noted  in  the  field  book. 


MOUNDS 


TO  TOWNSHIP  OR  SECTION   COKNERS. 


If  a  township  or  section  corner,  in  a  situation  where  hearing  or  witness 
trees  are  not  found  within  a  reasonable  distance  therefrom,  shall  fall  within 
a  ravine,  or  in  any  other  situation  where  the  nature  of  the  ground,  or  the 
circumstances  of  its  locality,  shall  be  such  as  may  prevent,  or  prove  un- 
favorable to  the  erection  of  a  mound,  you  will  perpetuate  such  corner  by 
selecting  in  the  immediate  ^rioinity  thereof  a  suitable  plot  of  grouod  asa 
site  for  a  bearing  or  witness  mound,  and  erect  thereon  a  mound  of  earth  in 
the  same  manner  and  conditioned  in  every  respect,  with  charcoal,  stone  or 
charred  stake  deposited  beneath,  aa  before  directed ;  and  measure  and  state 
in  your  field  hook  the  distance  and  course  from  the  position  of  the  true 
comer  of  the  bearing  or  witness  mound  so  placed  and  erected 

DOUBLE  COHNEHS 

Such  corners  are  to  be  nowhere  except  on  the  base  and  standard  lines, 
whereon  are  to  appear  both  the  cornirs  which  mark  the  intersections  of  the 
lines  which  close  thereon,  and  these  trom  which  the  surveys  start  on  the 
north.  On  these  lines,  and  at  the  time  of  running  the  same,  the  township, 
section,  and  quarter  section  corners  are  to  he  planted,  and  each  of  these  is 
a  corner  common  to  (wo,  (whether  township  or  section  corners,)  on  the 
north  side  of  the  line,  and  must  be  so  marked 

The  corners  which  are  established  on  the  standard  parallel,  at  the_  time 
of  running  it,  arc  to  be  known  as  "  Uandurd  corner^,'  and  in  addition  to 
all  the  ordinaiy  marks,  (aa  herein  prescnbed,)  they  will  hi  marked  with 
the  letters  8.  C.  Closing  corners  will  be  marked  with  the  letters  C.  C.  m 
addition  to  other  marks. 

The  standard  parallels  are  designed  to  he  run  in  advance  of  the  conti- 
guous surveys  on  the  south  of  them,  but  circumstances  may  exist  which 
will  impede  or  temporarily  delay  the  due  extension  of  the  standard ;  and 
wiien,  from  uncontrollable  causes,  the  contiguoiis  townships  must  be  surveyed 
in  advance  of  the  time  of  extending  the  standard,  in  any  such  event  it  will 
become  the  duty  of  the  deputy  who  shall  afterwards  survey  any  such 
standard  to  plant  thereon  the  double  set  of  corners,  to  wit,  the  standard 
corners,  to  be  marked  S.  C  ,  and  the  closing  ones  which  are  to  be  marked 
C.  C. ;  and  to  make  such  measurements  as  may  be  necessary  to  connect  the 
closing  comers  and  complete  the  unfinished  meridianal  lines  of  such  conti- 
guous and  prior  survej^,  on  the  principles  herein  set  forth,  under^the  dif- 
ferent beads  of  "  exterior  or  township  lines,"  and  of  "  diagram  B.' 

You  will  recollect  that  the  corners,  (whether  township  or  section  corners,) 
which  are  common  to  (wo,  (two  townships  or  two  sections,)  are  not  to  he 
planted  diagonally  like  those  which  are  common  to  four,  hut  with  the  flat 
sides  facing  the  cardinal  points,  and  on  which  the  marks  and  notches  are 
made  aa  usual.  This,  it  will  be  perceived,  will  serve  yet  more  fully  to  dis- 
tinguish the  standard  parallels  from  all  other  lines. 
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THE  MEANDERING  OF  NAVIGABLE  STREAMS. 

1.  StandlDft  with  the  face  looking  down  stream,  the  bank  on  the  lefi 
hand  IS  termed  the  "left  bank,"  and  that  od  the  riffht  hand  the  "right 
bank.''  These  terms  are  to  be  universally  used  to  distinguish  the  two  banks 
of  a  river  or  stream. 

2.  Both  banks  of  navigabh  rivers  are  to  be  meandered  by  taking  the 
courses  and  distances  of  their  sinuosities,  and  the  same  are  to  be  entered 
in  the  field  book. 

At  those  points  where  either  the  township  or  section  lines  intersect  the 
banks  of  a  navigable  stream,  poUe,  or,  where  necessaty,  mounds  of  earth 
or  stone,  are  to  be  established  at  the  time  of  running  these  lines.  These 
are  called  "meander corners;"  and  in  meandering  you  are  to  commence  at 
one  of  these_  comers  on  the  township  line,  coursing  the  banks,  and  mea- 
suring the  distance  of  each  course  from  your  commencing  corner  to  the 
next  "meander  corner,"  upon  the  same  or  another  boundary  of  the  same 
township,  carefully  noting  your  intersection  with  all  intermediate  meander 
corners.     By  the  same  method  you  are  to  meander  the  opposite  bank  of  the 

The  cr  ssing  distance  h  iweti  the  meander  corners  on  same  line  is  to 
he  ascertained  by  triangulati  n  in  order  that  the  river  may  be  protracted 
with  entire  aocuraov      The  particulars  to  be  given  in  the  field  notes. 

3  1  >u  are  also  to  meander  in  manner  aforesaid,  all  lakei  and  deep 
ponds  of  the  area  of  twenty  five  acres  and  upwards ;  also  navigable 
biyous  "haUow  pjndi,  readily  to  bo  draiatd,  or  likely  to  dry  up,  are  not 
to  be  meandered. 

You  will  notice  all  streams  of  water  failing  into  the  river,  lake,  or  bayou 
you  are  surveying,  stating  the  width  of  the  same  at  their  mouth  ;  also  all 
springs,  noting  the  size  thereof  and  depth,  and  whether  the  water  be  pure 
or  mineral ;  also  the  head  and  mouth  of  all  bayous ;  and  all  islands,  rapids 
and  bars  are  to  be  noticed,  with  intersections  to  their  upper  and  lower 
points  to  establish  their  exact  situation.  You  will  also  note  the  elevation

OF  FIELD  BOOKS. 

Tht  field  notes  afford  the  elements  from  which  the  plats  and  calculations 
in  relation  to  the  public  surveys  are  made.  They  are  the  source  where- 
frora  the  description  and  evidence  of  locations  and  boundaries  are  officially 
delineated  and  set  forth.  They  therefore  must  be  a  faithful,  distinct  and 
minute  record  of  every  thing  officially  done  and  observed  by  the  surveyor 
and  his  assistants,  pursuant  to  instructions,  in  relation  to  ranning,  measur- 
ing, and  marking  lines,  establishing  boundary  eorners,  &c, ;  and  present, 
as  far  as  possible,  a  full  and  complete  topographical  description  oi  the 
country  surveyed,  as  to  every  matter  of  useful  information,  or  likely  to 
gratify  public  curiosity. 

There  will  be  sundry  separate  and  distinct  field  books  of  surveys,  as  fol- 
lows : 

Field  notes  of  the  meridian  and  base  lines,  showing  the  establishment 
of  the  township,  section  or  mile,  and  quarter  section  or  half  mile,  boundary 
corners  thereon  ;  with  the  crossings  of  streams,  ravines,  hills,  and  moun- 
tains ;  character  of  soil,  timber,  minerals,  &c. 

Field  notes  of  the  "  standard  paraUek,  or  correction  lines,"  will  show 
the  establishment  of  the  township,  section,  and  quarter  section  corners, 
besides  exhibiting  the  topography  of  the  country  on  line,  as  required  on 
the  base  and  meridian  lines. 

Field  notes  of  the  exterior  lines  of  toionships,  showing  the  establishment 
of  corners  on  lines,  and  the  topography,  as  aforesaid. 

Field  notes  of  the  subdivisions  of  townships  into  sections  and  quarter 
sections.  ,    .      ,        ,     -       v  j. 

The  field  notes  must  in  all  cases  be  taken  precisely  in  the  order  in  wnicii 
the  work  is  done  on  the  ground,  and  the  date  of  each  day's  work  must  fol- 
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low  immediately  after  the  notes  thereof.  The  variation  of  the  needle  must 
always  occupy  a  separate  line  preceding  the  notes  of  measurements  on  line. 

The  exhibition  of  every  mile  of  surveying,  whether  on  township  or  anh- 
divisional  lines,  must  be  complete  in  itself,  and  he  separated  hy  a  black  line 
drawn  across  the  paper. 

The  description  of  the  surface,  soil,  minerals,  timber,  undergrowth,  &c., 
on  each  mile  of  line,  is  to  follow  the  notes  of  survey  of  such  line,  and  not 
be  mixed  up  with  them. 

No  abbreviations  of  words  are  allowable,  except  of  such  words  as  are 
constantly  occurring,  such  as  "sec."  for  "  section;"  in.  diam."  for  "inches 
diameter;  "cks."  for  "ckmns;"  "Iki."  for  "links;"  " dist."  for  "dis- 
tant," &c.  Proper  names  must  never  be  abbreviated,  however  often  their 
recurrence. 

The  nature  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  field  book  is  to  form  its  title 
page,  showing  the  State  or  Territory  where  such  survey  lies,  by  whom  sur- 
veyed, and  the  dates  of  commeneomeat  and  completion  of  the  work.  The 
second  page  is  to  contain  the  names  and  duties  of  assistants.  ■Whenever  a 
new  assistant  is  employed,  or  the  duties  of  any  one  of  them  are  changed, 
such  facts,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  are  to  be  stated  in  an  appropriate 
entry  immediately  preceding  the  notes  taken  under  such  changed  arrange- 
ments. With  the  notes  of  the  exterior  lines  of  townships,  the  deputy  is  to 
Hiibmit  a  plat  of  the  lines  run,  on  a  scale  of  two  inches  to  the  mile,  on 
which  are  to  he  noted  all  the  objects  of  topography  on  line  necessary  to 
illustrate  the  notes,  via. :  the  distances  on  line  at  the  crossings  of  streams, 
BO  far  as  such  can  be  noted  on  the  paper,  and  the  direction  of  each  by  an 
arrow-head  pointing  down  stream;  also  the  intersection  of  line  by  prairies, 
marshes,  swamps,  ravines,  ponds,  lakes,  hills,  mountains,  and  all  other 
matters  indicated  by  the  notes,  to  the  fullest  extent  practicable. 
_  With  the  instructions  for  making  suhdivisional  surveys  of  townships 
into  sections,  the  deputy  will  be  furnished  by  the  Surveyor-General  with  a 
diagram  of  the  exterior  lines  of  the  townships  to  be  subdivided,  (on  the 
above  named  scale,)  upon  which  are  carefully  to  he  laid  down  the  measure- 
menta  of  each  of  the  section  linos  on  such  boundaries  whereon  he  is  to  close 
the  magnetic_  variation  of  each  mile,  and  the  pa  t  cular  d  s  npt  u  f  h 
corner.  P.  in  M.  signifies  post  in  mound.  And  n  uch  d  a  an  the 
deputy  who  snbdivides  will  make  appropriate  sketches  of  the  an  u  1 
jects  of  topography  as  they  occur  on  his  lines  so  a  to  exh  b  t  not  only  the 
points  on  line  at  which  the  same  occur,  but  als  Ih  d  ec  n  and  p  t  n 
of  each  between  the  lines,  or  within  each  sect  on  so  that  ev  ry  bje  t  f

These  notes  must  be  distinctly  written  out,  in  language  precise  and  clear, 
and  their  figures,  letters,  words,  and  meaning  are  always  to  be  unmistakable. 
No  leaf  is  to  be  cut  or  mutilated,  and  none  to  be  taken  out,  whereby  sus- 
picion  might  be  created  that  the  missing  leaf  contained  matter  which  the 
deputy  believed  it  to  be  his  interest  to  conceal. 

SUMMAKT  OP   OBJECTS   AND   DATA  KEQUIEED   TO  BE   NOTED. 

1.  The  precise  length  of  every  line  run,  noting  all  necessary  off-sets 
therefrom,  with  the  reason  and  mode  thereof. 

_  2.  The  kind  and  diameter  of  all  "  hearing  trees,"  with  the  course  and 
distance  of  the  same  from  their  respective  corners ;  and  the  precise  relative 
position  of  witness  corners  to  the  true  cm-ners. 

3,  The  kind  of  materials,  (earth  or  stone,)  of  which  mounds  arc  con- 
structed— the  fact  of  their  being  conditioned  according  to  instructions — 
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with  the  course  and  distance  of  the  "  -piU,"  from  the  centre  of  the  mound, 
where  necessity  exists  for  deviating  from  the  general  rule. 

4.  Trees  on  line.  The  name,  diameter,  and  distance  on  line  to  all  trees

5.  Intersections  by  line  of  land  objects.  The  distance  at  which  the  line 
first  interseotB  and  then  leaves  every  settler's  claim  and  improvement; 
prairie,  river,  creek,  or  other  "  bottom  ;"  or  swamp,  marsh,  grove,  and  wind 
fall,  with  the  coarse  of  the  same  at  both  points  of  intersection ;  also  the 
distances  at  which  you  begin  to  ascend,  arrive  at  the  top,  begin  to  descend, 
and  reach  the  foot  of  all  remarkable  hills  and  ridges,  with  their  courses, 
and  esfimoiled  height,  infect,  above  the  level  landofthe  surrounding  coun- 
try, or  above  the  bottom  lauds,  ravines,  or  waters  near  which  they  are 
situated. 

6.  Intersections  byline  of  water  objects.  All  rivers,  creeks,  and  smaller 
streams  of  water  which  the  line  crosses;  the  distance  on  line  at  the  points 
of  intersection,  and  their  widt/is  on  line.  In  cases  of  navigable  streams, 
their  width  will  be  ascertained  between  the  meander  comers,  aa  set  forth 
under  the  proper  head. 

7.  The  land's  surface — whether  level,  rolling,  broken,  or  hilly. 

8.  The  soil — whether  first,  second,  or  third  rate. 

9.  Timber — the  several  kinds  of  rirnber  and  undergrowth,  in  the  order 
in  which  they  predominate. 

10.  Bottom  lands — to  be  described  as  wet  or  dry,  and  if  subject  to  in- 
undation, state  to  what  depth. 

11.  Springs  of  water — whether  fresh,  saline,  or  mineral,  with  the  course 
of  the  stream  flowing  from  them. 

12.  Lakes  and  ponds — describing  their  banks  and  giving  their  height, 
and  also  the  depth  of  water,  and  whether  it  be  pure  or  stagnant. 

13.  Impraoemenls.  Towns  and  villages;  Indian  towns  and  wigwams ; 
houses  or  cabins;  fields,  or  other  improvements;  sugar  tree  groves,  sugar 
camps,  mill  seats,  foi^cs,  and  factories. 

14.  C'oaibanksor  beds;  jieai  or  turf  grounds;  minsra^s  and  ores ;  with 
particular  description  of  the  same  as  to  quality  and  extent,  and  all  dig- 
gings therefor;  also  salt  springs  and  licks.  Ail  reliable  information  you 
can  obtain  respecting  these  objects,  whether  they  be  on  your  immediate 
line  or  not,  is  to  appear  in  the  general  description  to  be  given  at  the  end 
of  the  notes. 

15.  Roadi  and  traih,  with  their  directions,  whence  and  whither. 

16.  Eapids,  cataracts,  cascades,  or  falls  of  water,  with  the  height  of  their 
fall  in  feet. 

17.  Precipices,  caves,  sink  holes,  ravines,  stone  quarries,  ledges  of  rocks, 
with  the  kind  of  stone  they  afford. 

18.  Natural  curiosities,  interesting  fossils,  petrifactions,  organic  re- 
mains, &c. ;  also  all  ancient  works  of  art,  such  as  mounds,  fortificarions, 
embankment*,  ditches,  or  objects  of  like  nature. 

19.  The  variation  of  the  needle  must  be  noted  at  all  points  pr  piaeea  on 
the  lines  where  there  ia  found  any  material  change  of  variation,  and  the 
position  of  such  points  must  be  perfectly  identified  in  the  notes. 

20.  Besides  the  ordinary  notes  taken  on  line,  (and  which  must  always 
be  written  down  on  the  spot,  leaving  nothing  to  be  supplied  by  memory,) 
the  deputy  will  subjoin,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  book,  such  further  descrip- 
tion or  information  touching  any  matter  or  thing  connected  with  the  town- 
ship, (or  other  survey,)  which  he  may  be  able  to  afford,  and  may  deem 
useful  or  necessary  to  be  known — with  a  general  description  of  the  town- 
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ship  in  the  aggregate,  as  respects  the  face  of  the  country,  its  eoil  and  gec- 
logioal  features,  timher,  minerals,  waters,  &c. 

8WAMP  LANDS. 

By  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  Septemher  28,  1850,  swamp  and 
overflowed  lands  "unfit  for  cultivation,"  are  granted  to  the  State  in  which 
they  are  situated.  In  order  clearly  to  define  the  quantity  and  locality  of 
such  lands,  the  field  notes  of  surveys,  in  addition  to  the  other  ohjects  of 
topography  required  to  be  noted,  are  to  indicate  the  points  at  which  you 
enter  ali  lands  which  are  evidently  subject  to  sueh  grant,  and  to  show  the 
distinctive  character  of  the  land  so  noted;  whether  it  is  a  swamp  or  marsh, 
or  otherwise  subject  to  inundation  to  an  extent  that,  without  artificial  means, 
would  render  it  'J  unfit  for  cultivation."  The  depth  of  inundation  is  to  be 
stated,  as  determined  from  indications  on  the  trees  where  timber  exists  ■ 
and  its  frequency  is  to  be  set  forth  as  accurately  as  may  be,  either  from 
your  own  knowledge  of  the  general  character  of  the  stream  which  over- 
flows, or  from  reHable  information  to  be  obtained  from  others.  The  words 
"  unfit  for  eultivation,"  are  to  be  employed  in  addition  to  the  usual  phrase- 
ology in  regard  to  entering  or  leaving  such  swamps,  marshy,  or  overflowed 
lands.  It  may  be  that  sometimes  the  margin  of  bottom,  swamp,  or  marsh 
in  which  such  uncultivahle  land  exists,  ia  not  identical  with  the  margin  of 
the  body  of  land  "  unfit  for  cultivation  ;"  and  in  such  eases  a  separate  entry 
must  be  made  for  each,  opposite  the  marginal  distance  at  which  they  re- 
spectively occur. 

But  in  case  where  lands  are  overflowed  by  artificial  means,  (say  by  dams 
for  milling,  logging,  or  for  other  purposes,)  you  are  not  officially  to  regard 
such  overflow,  but  will  continue  your  lines  across  the  same  without  setting 
meander  posts,  stating  particularly  in  the  notes  the  depth  of  the  water,  and 
how  the  overflow  was  caused. 

SPKCIAL  INSTRUCTION    EESPBCTING   THE    NOTING    OP    SETTLEES'     CLAIMS 
IN    OREGON,    WASHINGTON,    AND   NEW  MEXICO. 

The  law  requires  that  such  claims  should  be  laid  down  temporarily  on 
the  township  plats;  in  order  to  do  which,  it  is  indispensably  necessary  to 
obtain,  to  some  extent,  connections  of  these  claims  with  the  lines  of  survey. 
Under  the  head  of  "intersection  by  line  of  land  objects,"  the  deputy  is 
required  to  note  the  ^otn(s  in  line  wAereoi  it  maybe  intersected  bysuch 
claims ;  but,  in  addition  thereto,  there  must  be  obtained  at  least  one  angle 
of  each  claim,  with  its  course  and  distance  either  from  the  point  of  inter- 
section, or  from  an  established  corner  boundary,  so  that  its  connection  with 
the  regular  survey  will  be  legally  determined.  If  the  settler's  dwellmg  or 
barn  is  visible  from  line,  the  bearings  thereof  should  be  carefully  taken 
from  two  points  noted  on  line,  and  set  forth  in  the  field  notes. 

AFFIDAVITS  TO   FIELD   NOTES. 

At  the  close  of  the  notes  and  the  general  description,  ia  to  follow  an  affi- 
davit, a  form  for  which  is  given ;  and  to  enable  the  deputy-surveyor  fully 
to  understand  and  appreciate  the  responsibility  under  which  he  is  acting, 
his  attention  is  invited  to  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of 
Congress,  approved  August  8,  1846,  entitled  "  An  act  to  equalize  the  com- 
pensation of  the  Surveyor-General  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  and  which  is  as  follows  : 
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"See  2  That  the  Surveyors-General  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United 
States  in  addition  to  the  oath  now  authorized  hjlaw  to  he  administered  to 
denuties  on  their  appointment  to  office,  shall  require  each  of  their  deputies,  on 
thS  return  of  his  sur,.,s,  t»  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that 
those  surreys  have  been  faithfully  and  correcll,  eiecuted  according  to  law 
and  the  instruction,  of  the  Surveyor-General ;  and  on  s.lisf.clory  evidence 
bcinii  presented  to  any  court  of  competent  jnnsdietion  that  such  surveys, 
or  any  part  thereof,  had  not  been  thus  eiecuted,  the  deputy  making  such 
false  oath  or  affirmation  shall  he  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  shal  suffer 
,11  the  pains  and  penalties  attached  to  that  offence ;  and  the  district-attorney 
of  the  United  States  for  the  time  being,  in  whose  district  any  •neb  lalse, 
erroneous,  or  fraudulent  surveys  shall  have  been  oieculed,  shall,  upon  the 
application  of  the  proper  Surveyor-(Jeneral,  immediately  institute  suit  upon 
the  bond  of  such  deputy ;  and  the  institution  of  snob  suit  shall  act  as  a  iion 
upon  any  property  owned  or  held  b,  such  deputy,  or  his  sureties,  at  the

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EXTERIORS  OR  TOWNSHIP  LINES. 

The  principal  meridian,  the  base  Ihie  and  the  standard  parallels  having 
been  first  run,  measured,  and  marked,  and  the  corner  boundaries  thereon 
established,  according  to  instructions,  the  process  of  running,  measurimr, 
and  marking  the  exterior  lines  of  townships  will  be  as  follows  : 

Townships  situated  north  of  the  bme  line,  and  west  of  the  principal  meri- 

Coaimence  at  No.  1,  (see  figures  on  diagram  A,)  being  the  southwest 
corner  of  township  1  north,  range  1,  west,  as  established  on  the  base  line; 
thence  north,  on  a  true  meridian  line,  four  hundred  and  eighty  chains, 
establishing  the  section  and  quarter  section  corners  thereon,  as  per  instruc- 
tions, to  No.  2,  whereat  establish  the  corner  of  townships  1  aud  2  north, 
ranges  1  and  2,  west;  thence  east,  on  a  random  or  trial  line,  setting  tem- 
porary/ section  and  quarter  section  stakes,  to  No.  3,  where  measure  and 
note  the  distance  at  which  the  line  intersects  the  eastern  boundary,  north 
or  south  of  the  (r«e  or  established  corner.  Run  and  measure  westward 
on  the  true  line,  (taking  care  to  note  all  the  land  and  water  crossings,  &c., 
as  per  instructions,)  to  No.  4,  which  is  identical  with  No.  2,  establisbing 
the  section  and  quarter  aeetioa permanent  corners  on  said  Hne.  Should  it 
happen,  bowever,  that  such  random  line  falls  short,  or  overruns  in  length, 
or  intersects  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  township  at  more  than  three 
chains  and  fifty  links  distance  from  the  true  corner  thereon,  as  compared 
with  the  corresponding  boundary  on  the  south,  (either  of  which  would  in- 
dicate an  important  error  in  the  surveying,)  the  lines  roust  he  retraced, 
even  if  found  necessaiy  to  remeasure  the  meridianal  boundaries  of  the  town- 
ship, (especially  the  western  boundary,)  so  as  to  discover  and  correct  the 
error;  in  doing  which,  the  true  corners  must  be  established  and  marked, 
and  the/alse  ones  destroyed  and  obliterated,  to  prevent  confusion  in  future  ■ 
and  all  the/acts  must  be  distinctly  set  forth  in  the  notes.  Thence  proceed' 
in  a  similar  manner  from  No.  4  to  No.  5,  No.  5  to  No.  6,  No.  6  to  No.  7, 
and  so  on  to  No.  10,  tho  southwest  corner  of  township  4  north,  range  1, 
west.  Thence  north,  still  on  a  true  meridian  line,  establishing  the  mile  and 
half-mile  corners,  until  reaching  the  standard  parallel  or  correction  line; 
thTamngtlieexcessov^r,OTdeJicienci/-aiideT,/ourkundredandeiffhlt/ chains, 
on  the  last  half-mile,  according  to  law,  and  at  the  intersection  establishing 
the  "cloiinff  corner,"  the  distance  of  which /rom  the  standard  corner  must 
be  measured  and  noted  as  required  by  the  instructions.  But  should  it 
ever  so  happen  that  some  impassable  barrier  will  liave  prevented  or  delayed 
the  extension  of  the  standard  parallel  along  and  above  the  field  of  present 
survey,  then  the  deputy  will  plant,  in  place,  the  comer  for  the  township, 
subject  to  correction  thereafter,  should  such  parallel  be  extended.

i  at  No.  1,  being  the  southeast  corner  of  township  1  north, 
range  1,  east,  and  proceed  as  with  townships  situated  "north  and  west," 
except  that  the  randam  or  trial  lines  will  be  run  and  measured  west  and 
the  true  lines  east,  throwing  the  escesB  over  or  deficiency  nnder  four  hun- 
dred and  eighty  chains  on  the  icest  end  of  the  lini.,  as  required  by  law; 
wherefore  the  surveyor  will  commence  bi^  measurement  with  the  length  of 
the  deficient  or  excessive  half  section  bonndarj  on  the  west  of  the  town- 
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aad  thus  tlie  reciaiDiDg  mcasarements  will  all  be  e; 


METHOD  OF  SUBDIVIDING. 

1.  The  first  mile,  hoth  of  the  south  and  east  houodaries  of  each  township 
you  are  required  to  subdiride,  ia  to  be  carefully  traced  and  measured  before 
you  enter  upon  the  subdivision  thereof.  This  will  enable  you  to  observe 
any  chan;^  that  may  have  taken  pWe  in  the  magnetic  variation,  as  it  ex- 
isted at  the  time  of  running  the  township  lines,  and  will  also  enable  you  to 
compare  your  chaining  with  that  upon  the  township  lines. 

2.  Any  discrepancy,  arising  either  from  a  change  in  the  magnetic  varia- 
tion or  a  difference  ia  measurement,  is  to  be  carefully  noted  in  the  field 

3.  After  adjusting  your  compass  to  a  variation  which  you  have  thus 
found  will  retrace  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  township,  you  will  commence 
at  the  corner  to  sections  35  and  36,  on  the  south  boundary,  and  run  a  line 
due  north,  forty  chains,  to  the  quarter  section  corner  which  you  are  to  es- 
tablish between  sections  35  and  36 ;  continuing  due  north,  forty  chains 
further,  you  will  establish  the  corner  to  sections  25,  26,  35  and  36. 

4.  From  the  section  comer  last  named,  run  a  random  line,  without  blaz- 
ing, due  east,  for  corner  of  section  25  and  36,  in  east  boundary,  and  at 
forty  chains  from  the  starting  point  set  a  post  for  temporari/  quarter  sec- 
tion corner.  If  you  intersect  exactly  at  the  corner,  you  will  blaze  your 
random  line  back,  and  establish  it  as  the  true  line }  but  if  your  random  line 
intersects  the  said  east  boundary,  either  north  or  south  of  said  corner,  you 
will  measure  the  distance  of  such  intersection,  from  which  you  will  calcu- 
late a  course  that  will  run  a  true  line  back  to  the  comer  from  which  your 
random  started.  You  will  estabhsh  iht permanent  quarter  section  corner 
at  a  point  equidistant  from  the  two  terminations  of  the  true  line. 

5.  From  the  corner  of  sections  25,  20,  35,  86,  run  due  north  between 
sections  25  and  26,  setting  the  quarter  section  post,  as  before,  at  forty 
chains,  and  at  eighty  chains  establishing  the  corner  of  sections  23,  24,  25, 
26.  Then  run  a  random  due  east  for  the  corner  of  sections  24  and  25  in 
east  boundary ;  setting  temporary  quarter  section  post  at  forty  chains ; 
correcting  back,  and  establishing  permanent  quarter  section  corner  at  the 
equidistant  point  on  the  true  line,  in  the  manner  directed  on  the  line  be- 
tween sections  25  and  36, 

6.  In  this  manner  you  will  proceed  with  the  survey  of  each  successive 
section  in  the  first  tier,  until  you  arrive  at  the  north  boundary  of  the  town- 
ship, which  you  will  reach  in  running  up  a  random  line  between  sections 
1  and  2.  If  this  random  line  should  not  intersect  at  the  comer  established 
for  sections  1,  2,  35  and  36,  upon  the  township  line,  you  will  note  the 
distance  that  you  fall  east  or  west  of  the  same,  from  which  distance  you 
will  calculate  a  course  that  will  run  a  true  line  south  to  the  corner  from 
which  your  random  started.  Where  the  closing  corner  is  on  the  base  or 
standard  line,  a  deviation  from  the  general  rule  is  explained  under  the  Lead 
of  Diagram  B. 

7.  The  first  tier  of  sections  being  thus  laid  out  and  surveyed,  you  will 
return  to  the  south  boundary  of  the  township,  and  from  the  comer  of  sec- 
tions 34  and  35  commence  and  survey  the  second  tier  of  sections  in  the 
same  manner  that  you  pursued  in  the  survey  of  the  first,  closing  at  the 
section  corners  on  the  first  tier. 

8.  In  like  manner  proceed  with  the  survey  of  each  successive  tier  of  sec- 
tions, until  you  arrive  at  the  fifth  tier  j  and  from  each  section  corner  which 
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.  Q  this  tier,  yon  are  to  run  random  lines  to  the  correspond- 
ing corners  established  upon  the  range  line  forming  the  western  bonndaiy 
of  the  township ;  setting,  as  you  proceed,  each  temporary  quarter  section 
post  at  forty  chains  from  the  interior  section  corner,  so  as  to  throw  the  ex- 
cess or  deficiency  of  measurement  on  the  extreme  tier  of  quarter  sections 
contiguOBS  to  the  township  honndary;  and,  on  returning,  establish  the  (rue 
line,  and  establish  thereon  the  jiermanen;  quarter  section  corner. 

Qwarler-section  corners,  both  upon  north  aod  south  and  upon  east  and 
west  lines,  are  to  be  established  at  a  point  equidistant  from  the  correspond- 
ing section  corners,  ea;cg3(  upon  the  lines  closing  on  the  north  and  west 
boundaries  of  the  township,  and  in  those  situations  the  quarter  section  cor- 
ners will  always  be  established  at  precisely /or  (y  chains  to  the  north  or  west 
(as  the  case  may  be)  of  the  respective  section  corners  from  which  those 
lines  respectively  start,  by  which  procedure  the  excess  or  deficiency  in  the 
measurements  will  be  thrown,  according  to  law,  on  the  extreme  tier  of 
quarter  sections. 

Every  north  and  south  section  line,  except  those  terminating  in  the  north 
boundary  of  the  township,  is  to  bo  eighty  chains  in  length.  The  east  and 
west  section  lines,  except  those  terminating  on  the  west  boundary  of  the 
township,  are  to  be  within  one  hundred  hnks  of  eighty  chains  in  length  ; 
and  the  north  and  south  boundaries  of  any  one  section,  except  in  the  ex- 
treme western  tier,  are  to  be  within  one  hundred  links  of  equal  length. 
The  meanders  within  each  fractional  section,  or  between  any  two  meander 
posts,  or  of  a  pond  or  island  in  the  interior  of  a  section,  must  close  within 
one  chain  and  fifty  links. 

Diagram  A,  illustrates  the  mode  of  laying  off  township  exteriors  north 
of  the  base  line  and  east  and  west  of  the  principal  meridian,  whether  between 
the  base  and  first  standard,  or  between  any  two  standards ;  and  the  same  geue- 
rai  principles  will  equally  apply  to  townships  sovth  of  the  base  line  and  east 
and  west  of  tho  meridian,  and  between  any  two  standards  south,  where  the 
distances  between  the  base  and  first  standard,  and  between  the  standards 
themselves,  are  five  townships  or  thirty  miles. 

Diagram  B,  indicates  the  mode  of  laying  off  a  township  into  sections 
and  quarter  sections,  and  the  accompanying  set  of  field  notes  (marked  B,) 
critically  illustrate  the  mode  and  order  of  conducting  the  survey  under 
every  variety  of  circumstances  shown  by  the  topography  on  the  diagram. 
In  townships  lying  south  of  and  contiguous  to  the  base  or  to  any  standard 
parallel,  the  lines  between  the  northern  tier  of  sections  will  be  run  north, 
and  be  made  to  el>Me  as  (rwe  lines ;  quarter  section  corners  will  be  set  at 
forty  chains,  and  section  corners  established  at  the  intersection  of  such  sec- 
tion lines  with  the  base  or  standard,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  and  the  distance 
is  to  be  measnred  and  entered  in  the  field  book  to  the  nearest  corner  on 
such  standard  or  base. 

The  mode  and  order  of  surveying  the  exterior  boundaries  of  a  township 
are  illustrated  by  the  specimen  field  notes  marked  A ;  and  the  mode  and 
order  of  subdividing  a  township  into  sections  and  quarter  sections  are  illus- 
trated by  the  specimen  field  notes  marked  B.  The  attention  of  the  deputy 
is  particularly  directed  to  these  specimens,  as  indiearing  not  only  the 
method  in  which  his  wort  is  to  be  conducted,  but  also  the  order,  manner, 
language,  &o.,  in  which  his  field  notes  are  required  to  be  returned  to  the 
Surveyor-General's  of&ce;  and  such  specimens  are  to  be  deemed  part  of 
these  instructions,  and  any  departure  from  their  details,  without  special 
authority,  in  cases  where  the  circumstances  are  analogous  in  practice,  mil 
he  regarded  as  a  violation  of  his  contract  and  oath. 

The  subdivisions  of  fractional  sections  into  forty  acre  lots,  (as  near  as 
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may  be,)  are  to  be  so  laid  down  on  tbe  official  townabip  plat  in  red  lines, 
as  to  admit  of  giving  to  each  a  specific  designation,  if  possible,  accordiog 
to  its  relative  position  in  the  fractional  seotioa,  as  per  examples  afforded  by 
diagram  B,  as  well  as  by  a  number,  in  all  cases  where  the  lot  cannot  pro- 
perly be  designated  as  a  quarter-quarter.  Those  fractional  subdivision  Iota 
which  are  not  susceptible  of  being  described  according  to  relative  local 
position,  are  to  be  numbered  in  regular  series;  No.  1  being  (wherever  prac- 
ticable, and  as  a  general  rule)  either  the  northeastern  or  the  most  easterly 
fractional  lot,  and  proceeding  from  east  to  west  and  from  west  to  east,  alter- 
nately, to  the  end  of  the  series;  but  suet  genera!  rule  is  departed  from 
under  circumstances  given  as  examples  in  fractional  sections  4,  7,  19,  and 
30,  where  No.  1  is  the  interior  lot  of  the  northern  and  western  tiers  of  the 
quarter  sections  to  which  there  is  a  corresponding  No.  2  given  to  the  ex- 
terior lot,  and  the  series  of  numbers  is  in  continuation  of  the  latter.  The 
lots  m  the  extreme  northern  and  western  tiers  of  quarter  sections,  contain- 
ing either  more  or  less  than  the  regular  quantity,  are  always  to  be  num. 
bered  as  per  example.  Interior  lots  in  such  extreme  tiers  are  to  be  fwenfif 
chains  wide,  and  the  excess  or  deficiency  of  measurement  is  always  to  be 
thrown  on  the  exterior  lots ;  elsewhere,  the  assumed  subdivisional  corner 
will  alwayabe  a  point  equidistant  from  the  established  corners. 

The  official  township  plat  to  be  returned  to  the  General  Land  Office  is 
to  show  on  its  face,  on  the  right  ha»d  margin,  the  meanders  of  navigable 
streams,  islands,  and  lakes.  Such  details  are  wanted  in  the  adjustment  of 
the  surveying  accounts,  but  may  be  omitted  in  the  copy  of  the  township 
plat  to  be  furnished  to  the  district  land  office  by  the  Surveyor- General. 
A  suitable  margin  for  binding  is  to  be  preserved  on  tbe  left  hand  side  of 
eaeh  plat.  Each  plat  is  to  be  certified,  with  table  annexed,  according  to 
the  forms  subjoined  to  "diagram  B.,"  and  is  to  show  the  areas  of  public 
land,  of  private  surveys,  and  of  water,  with  the  aggregate  area  as  shown  on 
the  diagram. 

Each  township  plat  is  to  bo  prepared  in  triplicate:  one  for  the  General 
Land  Office,  one  for  the  district  office,  and  the  third  to  be  retained  as  the 
record  in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor-General. 

The  original  field  books,  each  bearing  the  written  approval  of  the  Sur- 
vey or-General,  are  to  be  substantially  bound  into  volumes  of  suitable  size 
and  retained  in  the  Surveyor-General's  office,  and  certified  iranna-ipts  of 
such  field  books  (to  be  of  fookoap  size)  are  to  be  prepared  and  forwarded 
from  time  to  time,  to  the  General  Land  Office. 

With  the  copy  of  each  township  plat  furnished  to  a  district  land  office, 
the  Surveyor-General  is  required  by  law  to  furnish  descriplive  notes  as  to 
the  character  and  quality  of  the  soil  and  timber  found  on  and  in  the 
Yicinity  of  each  surveyed  line,  and  giving  a  description  of  each  corner 
boundary. 

Printed  blank  forms  for  such  notes  will  be  furnished  by  the  General 
Land  Office.  The  forms  provide  eighteen  spaces  for  meander  comers 
which,  in  most  cases,  will  be  sufficient;  but  when  the  number  shall  exceed 
eighteen,  the  residue  will  have  to  be  inserted  on  the  face  of  tbe  township 
plat,  to  be  furnished  to  the  Register  of  the  district  land  office.  There  i« 
shown  a  series  of  meander  corners  on  diagram  B.,  viz. :  from  No.  1  to  No. 
Zl,  on  the  river  and  islands;  23  to  28  being  on  Island  lake;  29  and  30  on 
Clear  lake;  and  31  and  32  on  lake  in  section  26. 

There  is  also  a  distinct  series  of  numbers,  1  to  7,  to  designate  corners  to 
D.  Reed's  private  survey,  and  to  fractional  sections,  made  such  thereby; 
and  the  same  series  is  continued  from  8  to  14  inclusive,  to  designate  cor- 
ners to  S.  William's  private  survey,  and  t-o  fractional  sections  m"ade  such 
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tiiereby.  These  are  numberings  on  the  plat  merely  for  the  purpose  of 
ready  reference  to  the  descriptions  of  such  corners  to  be  furnished  to  the 
Kegisters. 

The  letCers  on  "Diagram  B,"  at  the  "corners"  on  the  towoship  boun- 
daries, are  referred  to  in  the  descriptive  notes  to  be  furnished  to  the  dis- 
trict land  office,  hut  are  not  required  to  be  inserted  on  the  official  plat  to 
be  returned  to  the  General  Land  Office.

Surveys  of  the  Public  Lands. 

The  Act  of  24(A  April,  1820,  artd  (he  instructions  issued  under  it,  direct- 
ing the  manner  of  wubdividing  fractional  sections  containing  over  one 
hvaidred  and  mxty  acres,  did  not  require  the  absolute  platting  of  every 
quarter  or  half-qwarler  of  which  the  section  was  susc^tihle,  hut  contem- 
plated the  exercise  of  discretion  so  as  to  prevent  small  and  inconvenient 
fractions  of  a.  fractional  section. 

It  is  the  duty  of  Surveyors-  General  to  subdivide  fractional  sections  in  con- 
formity to  law,  and  without  reference  to  the  existence  of  the  Pre-emption 
Acts  of  May  29,  1830,  and  June  19,  1834.

Sir : — In  your  letter  of  the  14th  of  June  last,  you  requested  my  opinion 
on  certain  points  presented  to  you  by  appeal  from  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  relating  to  the  legality  of  the  snrvey  heretofore  made, 
and  adopted  by  the  G-eneral  Laad  Office,  of  the  divisions  of  fractional  sec- 
tion 22,  township  4,  range  1,  west,  in  Stephen's  Land  District. 

It  appears  from  the  letters  accompanying  your  letter,  that  section  22  was 
made  fractional  by  private  claims,  and  that  it  contained  about  two  hundred 
and  three  acres,  lying  in  snch  a  form  as  to  admit  the  running  out  of  one 
complete  quarter  section,  and,  of  course,  of  two  complete  half-quarter  sec- 
tions. Such  a  division,  however,  would  have  left  two  small  irregular  and 
inconvenient  fractional  tracts,  being  parts  of  three  fractional  quarter  sec- 
tions. To  prevent  this,  the  Surveyor-General  divided  the  section  into  only 
two  parts,  by  running  a  line  due  north  from  the  half-quarter  section  post, 
thus  making  two  tracts  of  a  compact  and  convenient  form,  each  approach- 
ing as  nearly  to  the  form  and  contents  of  a  half-quarter  section  as  was  prac- 
ticable, supposing  the  object  of  the  survey  to  he  to  divide  the  section  into 
tracts  of  this  form,  in  such  a  way  as  to  avoid  the  leaving  of  small  fractional 
remainders. 

James  Etheridgahad  previously  claimed  and  proved  a  pre-emption  right, 
under  the  Act  of  1830,  to  the  southwest  quarter  of  this  section,  and  W. 
D.  Stone  the  like  right  to  the  fraction  in  the  west  part  of  the  southeast 
quarter;  and  after  the  above-mentioned  survey  came  in,  they  respectively 
paid,  and  received  certificates — Etheridge  for  the  southwest  subdivision  of 
ninety-two  and  sixty-seven  hundredths  acres,  and  Stone  for  the  southeast 
subdivision  of  one  hundred  and  ten  and  fifty  hundredths  acres,  in  conformity 
to  which  patents  have  since  been  issued.  Etheridge,  however,  insists,  that 
as  there  was  an  entire  quarter  section  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  and 
he  the  only  settler  thereon,  he  was  legally  entitled  to  enter  such  a  division  ; 
that  he  took  the  proper  steps  to  perfect  this  right;  that  the  survey  disre- 
garding the  quarter  section  lines,  was  illegal ;  aod  that  it  ought  to  be  cor- 
rected by  subdividing  the  section  agreeably  to  those  lines.     This  would 
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enable  him  to  obtain  his  whole  pre-emption  rights,  bat  would  leave  the  small 
fractional  remainders  above  stated. 

The  single  question  on  which  it  now  appears  to  be  material  that  I  sconld 
express  aa  opinion,  is,  as  to  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor-General  to  divide  the 
section  into  regular  half-quarter  sections.  In  deciding  this  question,  I  have 
thought  it  useful  to  examine  the  provisions  of  the  several  acts  of  Congre^ 
rektinjt  to  the  survey  of  public  lands,  commencing  with  the  Act  of  18th 
May,  1796,  and  ending,  so  far  as  regards  the  present  case,  with  the  Act  of 
the  24th  April,  1820,  (all  which  acts  are  in  pari  materia;)  hut  I  think 
its  solution  depends  on  the  first  section  of  the  latter  act,  and  on  the  in- 
structions of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  issued  in  pursuance  thereof. 

The  first  section  of  the  Act  of  1820  provides  that  the  public  lands  of 
the  United  States,  when  offered  at  public  sale,  shall  be  offered  in  half-quar- 
ter  sectioDS ;  that  when  offered  at  private  sale,  they  may  be  purchased,  (at 
the  option  of  the  purchaser,)  either  in  entire  sections,  half  sections,  quar- 
ter sections,  or  half-quarter  sections;  that  in  every  case  of  the  division  of 
a  quarter  section,  the  line  for  such  division  shall  run  north  andsooth;  and 
the  corners  and  contents  of  half-quarter  sections  be  ascertained  in  the  man- 
ner directed  and  prescribed  in  the  Act  of  the  11th  of  February,  1805 ;  and 
that  "  fractional  sections,  containing  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  or  up- 
wards, shall  in  like  manner,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  be  subdivided  i-'- 
half-quarter  sections  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  ma^ 

by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury;  but  fractional  sections  c„ ^  — 

than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  shall  not  be  divided,  but  shall  be  sold 
entire."  Tinder  this  latter  clause,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  on  th^  10th 
of  June,  1820,  issued  instructions  directing  that  fractional  sections,  contain- 
ing more  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  should  be  "  divided  into  half- 
quarter  sections,  by  north  and  south  or  east  and  west  lines,  so  as  to  preserve 
the  most  compact  and  convenient  forms." 

This  instruction,  as  I  am  informed,  has  been  understood  in  the  General 
Land  Office,  and  by  the  surveyors,  to  authorize  the  course  adopted  by  the 
Surveyor-General  in  the  present  case ;  and  I  shall  assume  that  it  did  so,  I 
make  this  assumption,  because  the  Department  is  perfectly  competent,  and 
best  qualified,  to  construe  its  own  instruction ;  and  because,  unless  such 
was  its  meaning,  no  question  of  law  under  the  Act  of  1820  could  well  arise 
for  my  consideration ;  for  if  the  instruction  required,  as  contended  by  the 
counsel  of  Mr.  Etheridge,  that  all  the  regular  half  quarter  sections  of 
which  the  fractional  section  is  susceptible,  shall  be  actually  formed,  then 
the  survey  should  have  been  set  aside  for  its  non-eouformity  to  the  in- 
struction. 

The  matter  is  then  narrowed  to  the  question,  Whether  the  instruction 
of  1820,  (construing  it,  as  the  Surveyor-General  has  done  in  the  present 
case,)  is  a  legal  and  valid  exercise  of  the  discretion  committed  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  by  the  \ct  of  the  24th  of  April,  1820,  above 
quoted?     It  will  readily  o  h  horiae  me  to  pronounce  an  in- 

struction of  this  nature,  issu  d  mm  d  ly  after  the  enactment  of  the  law, 
and  acted  on  for  so  long  a  p  d  11  1  he  objection  should  be  a  very 
clear  one.     This  is  by  no  m  h  in  the  present  instance  ;  and 

after  mature  consideration,  lid  wer  the  question  just  stated  in 

the  ajirmatioe,  for  the  thr     f  11  w    g       sons : — 

1.  If  Congress  had  intended  that  fi  actional  sections  should,  at  all  events, 
be  divided  into  half-quarter  sections,  when  their  shape  admits  the  forma- 
tion of  any  such  subdivision.  I  think  they  would  have  said  so  in  explicit 
terms,  and  that  the  discretionary  power  intrusted  to  the  Secretary  would 
have  been  plainly  confined  to  the  residuary  parts  of  the  section. 
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^  2.  The  clause  in  the  first  aectiou  of  the  Act  of  1820,  concerning  frac- 
tional aectiona  eoDtaining  less  tlian  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  (which 
are  not  to  be  divided  at  all,  but  sold  entire,)  is  decisive  to  show  that  tho 
Congress  which  passed  that  act,  did  not  deem  it  indispensable  that  regular 
half  quarter  sections  should  in  all  practicable  cases,  be  formed  by  the  sur- 
veyors J  on  the  contrary,  it  shows  that  they  preferred  a  single  tract,  though 
containing  more  than  eighty  acres,  and  though  capable  of  forming  a  regu- 
lar half  quarter  and  smaH  and  inconvenient  fractions. 

3.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  survey  should  bo  made  in  conformity  to  the 
general  system  established  by  law,  and  by  the  instructions  of  the  Depart- 
ment, without  any  reference  whatever  to  the  existence  of  a  pre-emption 
law,  or  to  the  fact  that  rights  have  been  claimed  and  established  under  it.

Surveys  and  entries  of  public  lands. 

It  is  the  duty  of  Surveyors-General  to  divide  fractional  sections  containing 

over  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  into  lots  approaching  as  nearly  as 

pr9Cticable  to  ike  form  amd  quantity  of  half  quarter  sectiom  ;  and  it  is 

competent  for  the  D^artment  to  direct  the  performance  of  the  duty. 
The  survey  is  to  be  made  without  reference  to  Pre-emptions,  but  Pre-emptora 

are  entitled  to  a  legal  survey. 
A  fender  for  more  than  the  party  is  entitled  to,  does  not  destroy  the  tender; 

it  may  be  regarded  as  precautionary. 
It  isproper,  after  tender  made  and  entry  defeated  by  fault  of  the  officers 

of  the  Government,  to  correct  the  error  by  ordering  a  correct  course  of 

procedure.

Sir : — In  eompJiance  with  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  of  the 

ultimo,  I  have  looked  into  the  additional  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  0£&ce  in  the  ease  of  Brown  and  Reynolds,  bearicg  date  the 
29th  of  June  last,  and,  upon  the  additional  facts  mentioned  therein,  have 
the  honor  to  state  the  following  propositions  as  the  result  of  further  reflec- 
tion on  this  ease. 

1.  Under  the  Act  of  1820,  and  the  instructions  issued  by  virtue  thereof, 
it  was  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor-General  to  divide  fractional  section  20, 
containing,  as  it  does,  more  than  one  hundred  and  sisty  acres,  into  lota  or 
tracts  of  a  compact  and  convenient  form,  approaching  as  nearly  as  practi- 
cable, having  regard  to  the  shape  of  the  whole  fractional  section,  to  the 
form  and  contents  of  half  quarter  sections. 

The  reasons  on  which  this  opinion  is  founded  will  appear  in  my  opinion 
of  the  2d  instant,  in  the  case  of  James  Etheridge,  to  which  I  beg  leave  to 
refer. 

2.  I  suppose  it  to  be  competent  for  the  Department  to  cause  the  Sur- 
veyor-General now  to  do  what  he  ought  to  have  done  when  he  made  the  sur- 
vey ;  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Department  so  to  direct,  if  sueh  a  course 
*■  issary  to  the  protection  of  any  right  duly  claimed  under  the  pre- 

1  laws  or  otherwise.     For  although  the  Surveyor-General  is  to  be 
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guided  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  esolusiyelj  by  the  laws  and  inBtrue- 
tions  relating  to  surveys,  and  is  to  esecute  that  duty  without  reference 
to  its  possihle  effects  on  pre-emption  claims ;  yet,  where  a  pre-emption  elaim 
esists,  and  has  hocn  duly  established,  the  party  is  clearly  entitled  te  the 
benefit  of  a  survey  made  in  conformity  to  law. 

3.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  designation  of  Reynolds,  entered  in  the 
abstract  of  the  land  officers,  was  sufficiently  precise  to  entitle  him  to  take 
tis  floating  right  in  the  west  part  of  fractional  section  20,  ineluding  the 
small  tract  now  marked  E ;  provided,  by  the  survey  thereafter  to  be  made, 
a  division  should  he  legally  formed,  embracing  tract  E,  and  liable,  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  stated  in  my  opinion  of  the  27th  of  April  last,  to  be  taken 
under  a  floating  right. 

4.  1  am  also  of  opinion,  that  as  the  survey  was  erroneous  in  not  dividing 
fractional  section  20  into  lots  or  tracts  of  a  compact  and  convenient  form, 
approaching  as  nearly  as  might  be  to  the  fOrm  and  contents  of  half  quarter 
sections,  and  as  Reynolds  could  not  control  or  alter  that  survey,  his  tender 
for  tract  A,  of  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  acres,  ought  not  to  be  regarded 
as  a  claim  to  the  whole  and  to  no  less  than  the  whole  of  that  tract  j  hut 
rather  as  applying  to  the  whole,  if  by  law  ho  was  entitled  to  purchase  the 
whole ;  and  if  not,  then  to  so  much  of  it,  if  any,  as  the  law  would  entitle 
him  to  purchase  by  virtue  of  his  floating  right;  and  I  think  the  affidavit 
of  Reynolds,  made  on  the  3d  of  March,  1836,  and  the  other  proceedings 
on  his  part,  reconeilahle  with  this  view  of  the  suhject. 

5.  It  will  follow,  from  the  foregoing  propositions,  that  the  course  pro- 
posed by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  viz. :  to  allow  Rey- 
nolds to  complete  hia  purchase  to  the  tract  marked  E,  may  properly  ho 
adopted,  provided  tract  E  could  have  been  made,  or  can  now  he  made, 
under  the  Act  of  1820,  a  legal  subdivision  of  fractional  section  20  ;  hut 
if  not,  and  any  portion  of  tract  A,  including  tract  E,  could  have  been  made, 
and  can  now  be  made,  under  the  Act  of  1820,  a  legal  subdivision  of  the 
section,  then  I  think  Reynolds  should  he  allowed  to  complete  his  purchase 
to  such  larger  subdivision,  provided  it  be  not  so  large,  when  added  to  the 
tract  selected  by  Brown  for  his  float,  as  to  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  one 
hundred  and  si  sty  acres. 

Some  other  questions  have  been  raised  by  Mr.  Sherman,  in  his  observa- 
tions addressed  to  me  on  the  report  of  the  Commissioner;  but  as  they  were 
not  presented  by  yonr  communication,  I  have  not  deemed  it  proper  to  ex- 
amine them  ;  nor,  if  you  concur  in  the  views  above  stated,  will  you  proba- 
bly find  it  material  to  do  so.

In  relation  to  the  Survfi/s  of  Indian  Reservations  in  Kansas. 

Genehal  Land  Office, 
November  16,  18S4. 
Sir ;— I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  comuiunica- 
tioQ  from  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  dated  8th  inst.,  referred  by 
yoQ  to  this  Office,  and  to  inform  you  that  the  Surreyor-G-eneral  has  been 
instructed  in  regard  to  the  surveys  of  the  particular  cessions  of  lands  in 
Kansas,  respecting  which  the  Department  has  manifested  special  interest. 
After  laying  off  the  base  line,  the  earliest  surveying  operations  will  be 
those  preliminary  to  subdividing  for  market  the  bodies  of  country  ceded  by 
the  loways,  Delawares,  and  the  united  tribes  of  Peorias  and  Koikashias, 
Piankeshams  and  Weas,  stipulated  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  those  tribes. 
The  next  operation  will  he  to  establish  the  township  and  suhdivisiona!  cor- 
ners, and  to  close  the  surveyed  lines  on  the  boundaries  of  the  permanent 
reservations,  which  are  laid  down  on  Lippincott's  Map  of  Kansas  and  Ne- 
braska, under  the  sanction  of  the  Indian  office;  but  in  order  to  do  so,  the 
outlines  of  such  permanent  Indian  i-eservations  must  necessarily  be  pre- 
established  and  known.  As  indicated  on  the  enclosed  diagram  (C,)  the  pro- 
posed order  of  survey  is  first  to  run  and  establish  the  baso  line  from  the 
point  A,  on  the  Missouri  river,  at  the  intersection  of  the  fortieth  parallel 
With  that  river,  in  the  direction  of  C,  its  proposed  terminus,  as  far  as  the 
point  E,  in  order  to  admit  of  running  the  "guide  meridian,"  B  0,  from 
which  will  start  the  "  standard  parallel,"  or  correction  hues,  at  intervals  of 
every  five  townships,  or  thirty  miles  from  D  to  H,  E  to  I,  F  to  K,  G  to  L, 
and  the  township,  section,  and  quarter-section  corners,  are  to  be  duly  es- 
tablished on  both  the  guide  meridian  and  standard  lines,  as  they  are  run ; 
and  al!  this  is  to  be  done  before  the  bodies  of  land  which  are  desired  to  be 
the  earliest  to  be  subdivided  for  sale,  can  he  approached;  and  so  far,  the  Sur- 
veyor-General has  been  instructed.  The  subsequent  operation,  next  in 
order,  will  be  to  extend  the  township  and  sectional  lines  from  the  pre-es- 
tablished comers  so  as,  (by  judicious  management  on  part  of  the  Surveyor- 
General,)  to  embrace  the  three  bodies  of  land,  full  colored  yellow,  on  the 
diagram  (C.)  The  lines  of  townships  are  colored  blue,  and  those,  and  also 
the  sectional  lines,  will  close  on  the  reservations  colored  red. 

The  line  of  division  between  the  loways  and  Sacs  and  Foxes  is  said,  in 
the  late  loway  treaty,  to  have  been  run  by  Isaac  M'Coy,  (Stats,  at  Large, 
18534,  p.  146.)  These  cessions  are  adjoining,  and  the  loway  lands  are  to 
be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  that  tribe.  It  is  not  designed  to  moke  fractions 
on  both  sides  of  that  line,  (which  would  unnecessarily  mar  the  surveys,)  but 
to  suffer  the  surveys  to  proceed  uninterruptedli/  over  it,  showing  its  course 
by  taking  oeeaaional  connections  with  it,  so  as  to  admit  of  its  course  being 
accurately  delineated,  as  a  dotted  line,  on  the  appropriate  township  plats, 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Department  to  adjust  the  loway  claim  to 
the  proceeds  of  the  lands  sold  within  their  proper  limits,  as  such  course  of 
proceeding  seems  to  be  contemplated  by  the  treaty.  Thesurvey  of  fheline 
between  the  Delaware  and  Kickapoo  cessions  is  want«d  also  for  a  purpose 
precisely  similar  to  the  above;  and  the  surveys  of  the  exterior  lines  of  the 
cessions  by  the  Peorias  and  Kaskaskias,  (ninety-four  thousand  and  eighty 
acres,)  and  Piankeihaws  and  Weas,  (one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  thousand 
four  hundred  acres,)  are  also  wanted  for  a  like  purpose.  Besides  the  fore- 
■-oing  there  are  needed  the  surveys  of  the  exterior  lines  of  the  permanent 
.ndian  reservations,  colored  red  on  the  accompanying  diagram,  to  wit :  the 
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lowni/,  Delaware,  Pottatoatotnies,  Sac  and  Fox,  Ottawa  and  Miami  reser- 
vations, lying  within  the  limits  of  the  present  programme  of  sarveya,  and  also 
others,  (which  need  not  here  be  enumerated,)  lying  outside  of  those  limits. 

Judging  from  the  tenor  of  some  of  the  treaties,  this  Office  had  heen  led 
to  suppose  that  many  of  the  lines  now  required  had  been  iaid  off,  and  that 
evidences  were  extant,  but  according  to  the  letter  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs,  they  all,  or  mostly,  yet  remain  to  be  established,  and  how 
this  can  best  be  done,  is  the  matter  to  he  considered  and  determined ;  and 
meanwhile,  looking  to  the  instructions  that  have,  thus  far,  been  given  to 
the  Surveyor-Q-eneral,  I  see  nothing  to  bo  altered  except  to  restrict  his 
fourth  standard  parallel  to  the  western  lino  of  the  Miami  Sesene,  when- 
ever that  line  can  be  knovm,  otherwise  the  standard  will  be  continued, 
through  that  reserve,  eastward,  to  the  western  line  of  Missouri,  a  probable 
distance  of  eighteen  miles. 

As  the  United  States  surveyors  are  paid  by  tAe  mile,  it  cannot  therefore 
be  expected  that  they  can  afford  to  be  retarded  in  their  regular  mechanical 
operations,  for  the  purpose  of  determioiog  Indian  boundary  lines ;  such  will 
have  to  be  marked  and  defined  in  advance  of  the  regular  surveys,  and  it  is 
respectfully  suggested  that  such  lines  can  best  be  determined  by  surveyors 
and  agents,  acting  independently  of  the  regular  deputy-surveyors,  and  under 
special  contracts  adapted  to  such  purpose. 

But,  as  now  understood,  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  in  his  let- 
ter, which  you  have  been  pleased  to  refer  to  me,  seems  to  contemplate  not 
only  the  survey  of  the  outlines  of  the  Indian  reservations  referred  to,  but, 
moreover,  the  subdivisional  surveys  of  the  reservations  themselves,  for  he 
says  that  "to  me  it  seems  absolutely  necessary  that  the  survey  of  all  should 
be  continuous,  and  not,  when  a  reservation  is  arrived  at,  that  it  should  be 
passed  over,  thus  breaking  the  chain  of  the  legal  subdivisions.  The  con- 
venience of  this  arrangement  is  evident,  and  will  be  of  material  assistance 
to  this  Bureau,  in  carrying  out  the  views  for  civilizing  the  tribes,  which 
were  entertained  when  treating  with  them." 

The  proposed  programme,  it  will  be  seen,  contemplates  closing  the  lines 
of  the  public  surveys  on  the  lines  of  the  Indian  reservations,  so  as  to  distin- 
guish the  sakahle  from  the  reserved  lands  ;  but  if  the  policy  were  adopted 
of  snbdiving  the  reservations,  and  having  them  surveyed  In  connection 
with  the  public  lands  adjacent,  without  descrimination,  it  would  seem 
decidedly  to  be  the  better  plan  to  suffer  the  regular  surveys  to  proceed, 
uninteruptedly,  over  the  Indian  lands  at  once,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Surveyor-General,  as  it  would  be  of  very  questionable  propriety,  to  have  a 
separate  corps  of  surveyors  at  work  on  the  Indians  reservations,  acting  under 
another  authority  and  not  amenable  to  that  officer.  After  the  entire  body 
of  country  had  been  so  surveyed,  then  the  Indian  lines  could  he  ascertained 
so  as  to  show  them  by  dotted  lines  on  the  plats  of  survey,  and,  in  the  event 
of  any  such  arrangement,  the  specific  appropriations  made  by  Congress  for 
effecting  such  Indian  surveys,  (alluded  to  in  Mr.  Manypenny's  letter  of 
Btliinst.,)  would,  appropriately  be  turned  over  to  the  Kansas  surveying 
fund  for  such  purpose. 

As  respects  the  closing  of  the  lines  of  the  lands  now  public  and  saleable 
on  the  lines  of  reservations,  stipulated  to  be  permanent,  and  making  frac- 
tions thereon,  this  Office  can  perceive  no  substantial  objection  whatever, 
for,  if  the  reserved  lands  are  to  be  surveyed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians, 
the  Indian  lands  lying  on  the  common  boundary  between  them,  and  the 
public  lands  must  necessarily  become  fractional  tracts.  Where  sections  are 
intersected  by  the  Indian  lines,  the  fractional  part  within  the  reserve,  were 
it  surveyed,  would  become  the  complement  of  a  full  section  to  the  fractional 
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part  Jying  outside  of  the  same,  and  whioli  is  saleable  land;  and  in  ease 
aetnal  eonneetions  of  the  township  and  sectional  Hoes  are  noi  made  between 
the  saleable  and  unsaleable,  but  a  descriminating  line  between  them  is 
drawn  on  paper,  nevertheless,  the  precise  quantities  of  the  saleable  fractions 
would  have  to  be  determined  bj  protraction  and  calculation. 

I  beg  leave  to  eonckde  by  remarking  that  in  case  the  views  presented 
by  the  Indian  of&ce  should  be  adopted,  as  respects  continvous  surveys,  it  is 
desirable  that  the  entire  management  of  the  same  should  be  confided  to  the 
Surveyor-G-eneral,  that  the  special  funds  appropriated  for  such  purpose  may 
be  turned  over  to  the  Kansas  surveying  fund,  and  that  the  decision  be  made 
known  as  soon  as  practicable.  I  have  the  honor,  &e.,

Seeohedhy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,^  That  the  District  Attorney  of  the 
United  States  for  the  Western  District  of  Louisiana,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  institute  such  legal  proceedings  in  the  proper  court,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  vindicate  the  right  of  the  United  States  to  Rush  Island,  which 
IS  alleged  to  have  been  improperly  included  in  the  limits  of  the  lands  ceded 
by  the  Caddo  Indians  to  the  United  States,  by  the  treaty  of  the  first  July, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  reserved  bj  said  treaty  in  favor  of 
certain  persons  by  the  name  ofGrappe. 

Approved,  August  30,  1842. 


No.  146i.— An  Act  giving  the  consent  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to 
the  State  of,  Texas  to  extend  her  eaatern  boundary,  so  as  to  include  within  her 
limits  one  half  of  Sabine  Pass,  Sabine  Late  and  Sabine  River,  as  far  north  as  the 
thirty-second  degree  of  nortli  latitude. 

£e  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Staiea  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  this  Congress  consents  that 
the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas  may  extend  her  eastern  boundary  so 
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as  to  include  within  her  limits  one  half  of  Sabine  Pass,  one  half  of  S 
Lake,  also  one  half  of  Sabine  River,  from  its  mouth  as  far  north  i 
thirty-second  degree  of  north  latitude. 
Approved,  July  5,  1848. 


No.  ISOj^. — A  EesolntioQ  to  sanction  an  agreement  made  between  the  Wyandotts 
and  Delawarea,  for  the  purchase  of  certain  lands  by  the  former,  of  the  latter  tribe 
of  Indians. 

Sesohedh^  ihe  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  Viiiled  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  agreement,  in  writing,  be- 
tween the  Delaware  nation  of  Indians,  and  the  Wyandott  nation  of  Indians, 
made  and  entered  into  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  December,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-three,  for  the  purchase  of  certain  lands  by  the  latter  of  the 
former  tribe  of  Indians,  and  which  said  agreement,  in  writing,  is  as  follows  : 

"Whereas,  from  a  long  and  intimate  acquaintance,  and  the  ardent  friend- 
ship which  has  for  a  great  many  years  existed  between  the  Delawares  and 
Wyandotts,  and  from  a  mutual  desire  that  the  same  feeling  shall  continue  and 
be  more  strengthened  by  becoming  near  neighbors  to  each  other;  therefore 
the  said  parties,  the  Delawares  on  one  aide,  and  the  Wyandotts  on  the 
other,  in  full  counsel  assembled,  have  agreed,  and  do  agree  to  the  following 
stipulations,  to  wit : 

Art,  1.  The  Delaware  nation  of  Indians  residing  between  the  Missouri 
and  Kansas  rivers,  being  very  anxious  to  have  their  uncles,  the  Wyandotts, 
to  settle  and  reside  near  them,  do  hereby  donate,  grant  and  quit-claim  for- 
ever, to  the  Wyandott  nation,  three  sections  of  land  containing  six  hun- 
dred and  forty  acres  each,  lying  and  being  situated  at  the  point  of  the 
junction  of  the  Missouri  and  Kansas  rivers. 

Art.  2.  The  Delaware  chiefs  for  themselves  and  by  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  their  people,  do  hereby  cede,  grant,  quit-claim  to  the  Wyandott 
nation  and  their  heirs  forever,  thirty-six  sections  of  land,  each  containing 
sis  hundred  and  forty  acres,  situated  between  the  aforesaid  Missouri  and 
Kansas  rivers,_and  adjoining  oa  the  west  the  aforesaid  three  donated  sec- 
tions, making  in  all  thirty-nine  sections  of  land,  bounded  as  follows,  viz. : 
Commencing  at  the  point  at  the  junction  of  the  aforesaid  Missouri  and 
Kansas  rivers,  running  west  along  the  Kansas  river,  sufficiently  far  to  in- 
clude the  aforesaid  thirty-nine  sections;  thence  running  north  to  the  Mis- 
souri river;  thence  down  the  said  river  with  its  meanders  to  the  place  of 
beginning;  to  be  surveyed  in  as  near  a  square  form  as  the  rivers  and  ter- 
ritory ceded  will  admit  of. 

Ail.  3.  In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  donation  and  cession  of  land, 
the  Wyandott  chiefs  bind  themselves,  successors  in  office,  and  their  people, 
to  pay  to  the  Delaware  nation  of  Indians  forty  six  thcu^and  ind  eighty  dol- 
lars, as  follows,  viz.,  sis  thousand  and  eighty  dollars  to  be  paid  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  and  four  thousand  dolbra  annually  there- 
after for  ten  years. 

^  Art.  4.  It  is  hereby  distinctly  understood  between  the  contracting  par- 
ties, that  the  aforesaid  agreement  shall  not  be  binding  or  obligatory  until 
the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  have  approved  the  same,  and 
caused  it  to  be  recorded  in  the  War  Department.

Be  it  enacted  hy  (Ae  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Represenfatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  State  of  Minnesota 
shall  he  one,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  one,  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  origi- 
nal  States  in  all  respects  whatever, 

Sko.  2.  And  he  it  ykrther  enacted.  That  said  State  shall  be  entitled  to 
two  representatives  in  Congress  until  the  nest  apportionment  of  representa- 
tives amongst  the  several  States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  eraacferf.  That  from  and  after  the  admission 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  all  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  which  are  not  locally  inappHcable  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  efi"ect  within  that  State  as  in  other  States  of  the  Union ;  and  the  said 
State  is  hereby  constituted  a  judicial  district  of  the  United  States,  within 
which  a  district  court,  with  the  like  powers  and  jurisdiction  as  the  district 
court  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  of  Iowa,  shall  he  established ; 
the  judge,  attorney,  and  marshal  of  the  United  States  for  the  said  dis- 
trict of  Minnesota  shall  reside  within  the  same,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  compensation  as  the  judge,  attorney,  and  marshal  of  the  district  of 
Iowa;  and  in  all  cases  of  appeal  or  writ  of  error  heretofore  prosecuted  and 
now  pending  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  upon  any  record 
from  the  supreme  court  of  Minnesota  Territory,  the  mandate  of  esecution 
or  order  of  further  proceedings  shall  be   directed  by  the  supreme  court  of

No  337J  —An  Act  to  authorize  tht  President  of  the  United  States,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  State  of  Tesas,  to  run  and  mark  the  boundary  lines  between  the 
territories  of  the  United  States  and  the  State  of  Texas. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  a  suit- 
able person  or  persons,  who,  in  conjunction  with  such  person  or  persons  as 
may  be  appointed  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Tesas  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, shall  run  and  mark  the  boundary  lines  between  the  Territories  of  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  Tesas  :  Beginning  at  the  point  where  the 
one  hundredth  degree  of  longitude  west  from  Greenwich  crosses  Red  River, 
and  running  thence  north  to  the  point  where  said  one  hundredth  degree 
of  longitude  intersects  the  parallel  of  thirty-sis  degrees  thirty  minutes 
north  latitude;  and  thence  west  with  the  said  parallel  of  thirty-Ris 
degrees  and  thirty  minutes  north  latitude  to  the  point  where  it  intersects 
the  one  hundred  and  third  degree  of  longitude  west  from  Greenwich ; 
and  thence  south  with  the  said  one  hundred  and  third  degree  of  longitude  to 
the  thirty-second  parallel  of  north  latitude ;  and  thence  west  with  the  said 
thirty-second  degree  of  north  latitude  to  the  Rio  Grande. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  landmarks  shall  be  es- 
tablished at  the  said  point  of  beginning  on  Red  River,  and  at  the  other 
oorners,  and  on  the  said  several  lines  of  said  boundary,  as  may  be  agreed 
on  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  those  acting  under  his  au- 
thority, and  the  said  State  of  Tesas,  or  those  acting  under  its  authority. 

Seo.  3.  Jnd6ei(/MWAerenocteii,  That  the  sum  of  eighty  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  ap- 
propriated, out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act ;  Provided,  That  the  person  or  persons 
appointed  and  employed  on  the  part  and  behalf  of  Tesas  are  to  be  paid  by 
the  said  State :  Provided  further,  That  no  persons,  except  a  superintendent 
or  commissioner,  shall  be  appointed  or  employed  in  this  service  bythe 
United  States  but  such  as  are  required  to  make  the  necessary  observations 
and  surveys  to  ascertain  such  line  and  erect  suitable  monuments  thereon 
and  make  return  of  the  same.

By  the  pre-emption  laws  of  1841,  no  pre-emption  cculd  b  m  1  by  a  y 
individual  of  any  sections  or  fractions  of  sections  includ  d  w  th  tl  1  m  t 
of  any  incorporated  town,  or  which  had  been  selected       th       t    t  ty 

or  town,  or  any  parcel  of  land  actually  settled  and  occupied  for  the  purposes 
of  trade  and  not  agriculture.  And  by  the  Act  of  1844,  above  referred  to, 
it  is  provided  as  follows :  (see  No.  79.) 

As  the  Indian  title  to  the  lands  in  question  was  not  extingnlshed  until 
1842,  none  of  the  previous  retrospective  acts  are  applicable.  The  authority 
of  the  district  judge  to  act  as  trustee  waa  not  brought  in  question  on  the 
argument,  and  we  shall  not,  therefore,  inquire  into  it  for  the  purposes  of 
this  investigation. 

In  order  to  understand  fully  the  meaning  of  the  Aet  of  1844,  It  becomes 
necessary  to  examine  for  a  moment  into  the  rights  in  land  as  existing  be- 
fore that. 
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Agricultural  pre-emptions  were  permitted,  under  very  stringent  ptovi- 
siona  confining  the  settlors  to  a  bona  fide  occupation  for  agriculture  aionc. 
The  lands  in  the  excepted  list  were  for  reasons  of  public  policy  taken  from 
the  power  of  the  agricultaral  settler,  but  no  one  else  was,  by  the  law  of 
1841,  authorized  to  enter  thcra,  and  under  that  law  they  still  remain  pub- 
lic property,  subject  to  the  action  of  Congress, 

Individual  rights  were  not  recognized.  The  only  authority  in  any  one 
to  enter  such  property  existed  in  counties,  which  were  authorized,  by  an 
Aot  of  1824,  to  select  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  for  a  county  site.  (4  Stats, 
at  Large,  p,  50.) 

Inasmuch  as  until  the  law  of  1844  was  passed,  no  other  right  could  in- 
tervene, it  is  neaessary  to  see  how  an  agricultural  pre-emptioner  could  ascer- 
tain whether  the  property  was  subject  to  his  entry  or  not;  for,  if  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  he  would  clearly  have  a  right  to  select  it  and  improve 
it  as  agricultural  land.  If  covered  by  an  incorporated  town,  he  would  have 
notice  of  that,  for  no  town  ever  becomes  incorporated  without  inhabitants, 
and  if  such  a  thing  were  imaginable,  he  would  still  have  notice,  for  no 
town  could  become  incorporated  unless  by  proceedings  under  the  public 
laws.  If  actually  occupied  for  trading  purposes,  there  would  be  the  same 
visible  notice.  But  if  any  selection  could  exist  not  based  upon  occupancy, 
no  such  notice  could  be  easily  obtained,  for  inasmuch  as  the  law  does  not 
provide  bow  or  by  whom  such  selection  may  be  made,  and  gave  no  rights 
to  any  one  under  it,  the  agricultural  pre-emptioner  would  not  know  where 
to  look  for  information.  But  there  arc  very  serious  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  allowing  any  selection  by  individnals,  beyond  their  actual  occupancy. 
The  pre-emption  law  requires,  whether  the  pre-emption  be  made  by  one  or 
two  persons  jointly,  that  the  applicants  shall  make  oath  that  the  lands  were 
settled  upon  and  improved  in  good  faith,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  exclu- 
sive use  or  benefit  of  the  applicant,  and  not  for  purposes  of  speculation ; 
and  that  no  contract  exists,  directly  or  indirectly,  with  any  other  person 
for  a  beneficial  interest  in  it.  It  would  be  a  singular  construction  to  hold 
that  an  agricultural  or  other  settler  could  waive  these  plain  provisions,  and 
claim  a  better  right  where  he  professedly  enters  land  for  speculation,  and 
with  the  intention  of  selling  it  to  others,  than  where  he  in  good  faith  ob- 
serves the  law.  To  hold  that  an  agriculturist  can  be  displaced  for  another 
individual  who  may  hold  the  entire  tract  for  private  purposes,  would  be  to 
defeat  the  plain  language  of  the  statute.  And  until  the  law  of  1844  was 
passed,  there  could  be  no  pretence  whatever  in  favor  of  any  private  claims 
of  an  exclusive  right.     The  law  gave  rights  to  no  one. 

The  language  of  the  Act  of  1844  is  confined  to  lands  actually  settled  and 
occupied.  It  has  no  reference  to  "  selected"  lands,  unless  the  selection  is 
included  in  the  other  language.  The  words  "  settle"  and  "  osonpy,"  do 
not  first  occur  in  this  Act — they  are  to  be  found  in  all  the  pre-emption 
laws. — See  Brigbtly's  Digest,  p.  469,  et  seg.,  whore  the  various  acts  are 
collected.  They  are  inapplicable  to  any  other  state  of  things  than  a  bona 
fide  use  and  improvement  of  the  land.  And  not  only  is  the  land  to  be 
entered  by  the  county  judges  required  to  be  "  iellled  upon  and  occupied  as 
a  town  site,"  hut  the  .specific  trust  is  confided  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
occupants.  It  is  claimed  for  the  appellee,  in  this  case,  that  one  person  may 
select  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  or  two  persons  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres,  as  a  town  site,  and  so  appropriate  the  whole  against  all  comers, 
and  that  the  law  protects  them  in  such  selection,  and  that  the  entry  by  the 
judges  will  enure  to  their  benefit.  But,  if  this  is  so,  the  language  of  the 
act  is  not  well  chosen  to  convey  the  idea.  Settlement  and  occupancy  are 
not  sneb  terms  as  convey  this  meaning ;  and  the  term  "  occupants,"  which 
47 
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emliraces  naturally  all  of  a  class,  cannot  tie  confined  to  mean  a  small  nnm- 
ber,  or  an  iadividua!  who  may  not  be  an  occupant,  in  fact,  at  all.  But  a 
fatal  objection  to  such  a  theory  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  law  does 
not  compel  the  county  judge  to  enter  the  lands  at  al! ;  and  not  only  provides 
no  means  of  securing  the  property  if  they  refuse  to  act,  but  removes  tho 
right  of  pre-emption  entirely,  unless  exercised  before  the  public  land  sales. 
It  is  impossible  to  harmonize  aueh  a  law  with  any  such  rights  as  are  set 
up  beyond  rights  of  occupancy.  The  decision  of  Secretary  Thompson  upon 
the  application  of  the  county  judges  to  enter  certain  lands  laid  out  at  Supe- 
rior City,  contains  so  clear  an  esposition  of  the  law  that  we  refer  to  this 
part  of  his  opinion  at  length.     He  says :  (see  No.  493.) 

While  the  entry  ia  only  allowed  to  cover  such  land  as  is  actually  occupied 
by  the  settlers,  it  must  nevertheless  be  made  according  to  the  Government 
subdivisions,  as  the  law  does  not  permit  these  to  bo  broken  in  upon.  Thus, 
in  most  cases,  some  land  would  be  found  in  each  subdivision  not  actually 
built  upon  or  otherwise  occupied  for  town  purposes.  These  lands  the  act 
clearly  contemplates  shall  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  are  to  be  disposed  of 
under  regulations  to  be  adopted  by  the  State  legislatures,  who  are  to  es- 
tablish rules  and  regulations  for  the  whole  eiecution  of  the  trust. 

It  is  claimed  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Selby  that  neither  of  these  contestants  has 
any  standing  in  court.  Mr.  Cash  does  not  claim  to  have  occupied  the  land 
as  a  trader,  or  as  the  inhabitant  of  a  town,  and  his  occupancy  would  not 
therefore  come  within  the  Act  of  Congress.  And  if  any  portion  of  the 
subdivision  had  been  occupied  legitimately  for  town  purposes  in  advance  of 
him,  he  certainly  could  not  prevail  in  an  agricultural  pre-emption. 

But  the  law  did  not  authorize  the  judge  to  enter  any  subdivision  not  set- 
tled and  occupied  as  a  town,  and  if  this  was  not  thus  occupied  it  was  not 
withdrawn  from  private  pre-emption.  Any  person  claiming  such  pre-emp- 
tion must  have  the  right  to  oppose  conflicting  claimants.  If  an  unauthor- 
ized grant  has  been  made  of  land  to  which  he  sets  up  a  claim,  we  think  it 
is  his  right  to  appear  before  any  special  tribunal  undertaking  to  deal  with  the 
lands,  to  oppose  any  disposition  of  them  calculated  to  create  new  rights 
and  increase  the  difficulties  of  defending  himself.  If  the  land  was  not 
legitimately  entered  by  the  trustee,  it  should  not  be  disposed  of  to  the  pre- 
judice of  any  just  claimant.  We  express  no  opinion  upon  the  validity  of 
Mr.  Cash's  claim,  but  we  think  the  nature  of  it  sufficient  to  give  him  a 
standing  in  court. 

The  views  we  have  already  expressed,  are  decisive  of  the  right  of  Spaul- 
ding.  While  the  Act  of  Congress  leaves  the  detwls  of  the  use  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  surplus  fund  to  be  regulated  by  the  legislature,  it  is  very  clear 
that  the  law  designed  that  they  should  be  used  for  the  common  benefit  in 
some  way.     Many  ways  exist  by  which  this  end  might  be  attained. 

In  the  absence  of  any  legal  representative,  at  least,  we  think  any  one  in- 
terested had  a  perfect  right  to  appear  and  protect  the  common  fund. 

Having  a  right  to  appear,  are  the  objections  raised,  such  as  to  entitle 
them  to  a  reversal  of  the  action  of  the  tmstee  ? 

Chbistianct,  J.,  concurred. 

Manning,  J.,  delivered  an  opinion,  coinciding  with  that  of  Judge  Camp- 
bell in  the  mwn  question,  but  holding  that  Cash  had  no  right  to  appear  in 
the  case,  or  to  appeal. 

Martin,  Ch.  J.,  did  not  sit  in  the  ease.

Si;i.;_„I  have  examined  the  papers  which  accompanied  your  letter  of 
February  25th,  in  relation  to  the  survey  of  a  private  land  claim  in  California, 
kaown  as  the  "  Arroyo  Chico." 

The  survey  was  made  after  a  final  decree  of  confirmation,  and  was  approved 
by  the  Surveyor- General  of  California,  but  before  it  was  transmitted  to  the 
General  Land  Office,  several  persons  who  claimed  an  interest  in  the  land, 
prepared  a  petition  setting  forth  their  objections,  and  praying  that  an  order 
might  be  issued  by  the  District  Court  to  the  Surveyor-General,  requiring 
him  to  bring  the  survey  into  court,  and  that  such  other  proceedings  might 
be  then  and  there  had  as  would  he  just  and  equitable.  Accordingly,  on 
motion  of  the  District  Attorney,  the  survey  was  brought  before  the  court, 
and  the  parties  to  the  petition  appeared  by  their  attorney  and  presented 
their  affidavits ;  some  of  these  were  in  the  nature  of  petitions  setting  forth 
the  title  under  which  the  petitioners  claimed,  and  concluding  with  a  prayer 
that  they  he  allowed  to  appear  and  contest  the  survey.  After  hearing  their 
affidavits,  the  court  rejected  their  application.  The  District  Attorney  de- 
clined to  offer  any  objections  in  behalf  of  the  Government  to  the  survey, 
and  it  was  accordingly  approved.  The  petitioners  have  presented  to  you 
the  same  proofs  which  they  exhibited  to  the  court,  and  have  entitled  their 
application  an  ■'  appeal  from  the  District  Court  for  the  northern  district  of 
California."  This  is  precisely  what  it  is;  hut  such  an  appeal  from  a  court 
to-ln  executive  department  cannot  be  entertained. 

The  question  which  you  propose  is,  whether  the  decree  of  approval 
entered  on  the  records  of  the  District  Court,  precludes  an  examination  of 
the  survey,  or  review  of  the  Surveyor- General's  decision  in  your  Depart- 
ment. This  depends  upon  the  question,  whether  the  court  had  jurisdiction 
over  the  matter;  for  if  it  had,  it  is  very  clear  that  the  decree  is  final  and 
conclusive.  .  ,  ,, 

In  the  case  of  The  United  Stales  v.  Fosmf,  21  Howard,  445,  it  was  held, 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  District  Court  over  a  private  land  claim  extends  to 
questions  relating  to  its  location  and  boundaries,  and  does  not  terminate 
until  the  issue  of  a  patent.  I  am  of  opinion  therefore,  that  the  decree  of 
the  District  Court  confirming  the  survey,  after  all  objection  on  behalf  oi 
the  United  States  had  been  waived  by  the  District  Attorney,  ought  to  be 
regarded  as  final,  and  that  a  patent  should  he  issued  accordingly.*
